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A     SUMMARY     OF     HISTORY     AND     OBJECTIVES 

The  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  3,945,253 
patients  during  its  183-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted 
by  King  George  III  of  England.  It  was  this  city's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  the  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore  share 
in  the  service  and  progress  achieved. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East  River. 
This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members  of  the 
Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coordinated 
by  a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision  of  the 
Director  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 


Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 
Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1955  in  pro- 
viding patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $15,179,199;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation.  Despite  the  practice  of  every  economy  con- 
sistent with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must  depend  on  income  from  endowment 
and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  on  membership 
and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet  annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that 
more  than  79-5  per  cent  of  its  patients  do  not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  penicillin,  streptomycin,  sulfa  drugs  and  psychosomatic 
medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well-rounded 
hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.  Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it.

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Report  of  the  President 


I  am  sure  that  you  will  receive  with  interest 
the  report  on  our  1954  operating  figures.  While 
a  deficit  again  occurred,  it  was  so  markedly  less 
than  in  recent  years,  that  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors recorded  its  appreciation  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  professional  and  administrative 
staffs  succeeded  in  curtailing  expenditures  and 
increasing  income  without  lessening  the  quality 
of  the  care  given  to  the  host  of  patients  who 
turned  to  us  for  aid  when  ill. 

During  1954,  the  183rd  year  of  the  Society's 
history,  71,984  physically  or  mentally  ill  per- 
sons entered  our  doors.  Of  this  number,  28,784 
were  hospitalized  bed  patients,  whose  care  in- 
volved 439,094  patient  days.  43,200  were  out- 
patients who  made  229,202  visits  to  the  Hos- 
pital's 82  clinics. 

The  Society's  operating  expenses,  including 
depreciation  on  fixtures  and  equipment  as  an 
element  of  cost,  were  $14,453,132.98,  against 
which  the  Society's  income  from  all  sources  was 
$13,837,744.16 — leaving  a  net  deficit  of 
$615,388.82  as  compared  with  $1,464,222.34 
for  1953.  The  detail  of  these  figures  is  given 
in  the  statement  of  operating  results  which 
accompanies  this  report. 

Our  members  and  friends,  businesses  and 
foundations,  Greater  New  York  and  United 
Hospital  Funds,  brought  us  $53,000  more  in 
gifts  than  in  1953,  giving  us  nearly  $700,000 
for  general  funds,  exclusive  of  approximately 
$400,000  for  special  or  research  projects.  The 
Governors  thanked  the  members  of  our  Social 
Service  Committees  and  of  our  Women's  Teams 
in  The  United  Hospital  Fund  Campaign  at  a 
reception  at  the  Knickerbocker  Club  on  Janu- 
ary 19,  1954.  Because  of  these  devoted  volun- 
teers, plus  the  fund  raising  efforts  of  the  Board 


and  its  Membership  Committee  of  which  Mr. 
Walter  G.  Dunnington  is  Chairman,  our  cost 
of  fund  raising  in  1953  was  but  6.5  per  cent 
of  the  money  raised.  This  figure  is  of  importance 
in  view  of  the  recently  enacted  state  laws,  re- 
quiring all  charities  to  file  reports  on  costs  of 
fund  raising  with  the  Department  of  Social 
Welfare,  Charities  Registration  Division,  State 
of  New  York.  In  1954,  the  cost  of  our  fund 
raising  dropped  to  4  2/3%  of  funds  raised,  by 
virtue  of  a  greater  sum  being  raised  with  no 
increase  in  the  number  of  permanent  staff. 
In  connection  with  the  annual  campaign  which 
brings  in  these  contributions,  thanks  is  due  to 
Mr.  Payson,  our  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and 
to  the  Public  Relations  Department,  who  carry 
successfully  a  heavy  burden  of  work  in  the 
making  of  appeals,  the  maintenance  of  lists  and 
schedules,  the  drafting  of  letters  and  literature, 
and  other  necessary  activities  without  which 
our  annual  fund  raising  of  current  contribu- 
tions would  not  be  successful. 

At  my  request,  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Direc- 
tor, the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center,  presented  to  the  Board  of  Governors  in 
November  a  detailed  report  on  the  financial 
status  and  financial  needs  of  The  New  York 
Hospital,  which  greatly  aided  in  clarifying  our 
cost  picture  and  our  future  needs.  As  a  result, 
and  upon  recommendation  of  our  Finance 
Committee,  the  Board  early  in  1955  approved 
a  Standing  Committee  on  Budget  to  give  care- 
ful consideration  to  all  operating  activities.  The 
Board  also  directed  me  to  appoint  a  special 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  in- 
creased funds. 

There  have  been  notable  developments  in 
the  physical  plant  at  the  Center.    The  F.  W. 
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Olin  Hall  (the  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  student  dormitory)  was  opened  and 
now  can  house  278  students  and  other  medical 
personnel.  The  new  building  for  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  was  dedicated  and  nearly 
completed  in  1954,  and  will  be  occupied  early 
in  1955  to  add  some  170  orthopedic  and  ar- 
thritis beds  and  a  large  out-patient  clinic  to  the 
Center.  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
purchased  1323  York  Avenue.  Arrangements 
were  completed  with  Phipps  Houses  Inc.  for  a 
twelve  story  apartment  house  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  68th  Street  and  York  Avenue  to  pro- 
vide 160  residential  apartments  for  employees 
of  this  Center,  and  doctors'  offices  for  a  number 
of  our  professional  staff.  The  building  is  sched- 
uled for  occupancy  in  1956.  Studies  with 
Rockefeller  Institute  and  Memorial  Center  and 
Cornell  University  were  initiated  in  regard  to 
other  common  interests  in  real  estate. 

Our  Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains 
began  the  construction  of  a  new  student  educa- 
tional building,  to  replace  one  which  had  be- 
come insufficient  for  its  purposes,  and  to  be 
known  as  the  Thomas  Eddy  Education  Building. 

A  number  of  changes  occurred  in  1954  in 
the  membership  of  our  Board  of  Governors  and 
of  standing  committees.  We  lost  by  death  the 
services  of  a  most  valued  Governor,  Miss  Ruth 
V.  Twombly  who  had  served  the  Society  for 
twelve  years.  Mr.  William  Harding  Jackson, 
after  fifteen  years  of  active  service,  four  of  these 
as  our  President,  became  an  Honorary  Gov- 
ernor. Mr.  Frederick  K.  Trask,  Jr.,  a  member 
of  our  Finance  Committee  since  1947  was 
elected  a  Governor  on  September  14,  1954. 
Mr.  Walter  G.  Dunnington,  following  twelve 
years  of  service  on  the  Executive  Committee 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  William  Woodward,  Jr. 
so  that  Mr.  Dunnington  might  devote  his  full 
time  to  the  chairmanship  of  our  Membership 
Committee.  Mr.  Jean  Mauze  became  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee.  Mrs.  Vincent  Astor 
was  elected  as  the  representative  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  on  the 
Welfare  Council  of  New  York. 


Mr.  John  W.  Davis  and  Mr.  Neal  Dow 
Becker  completed  their  long  terms  of  service 
on  the  Joint  Administrative  Board  of  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center,  and 
were  succeeded  by  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Ecker  and 
Mr.  Stanton  Griffis.  Dr.  E.  Hugh  Luckey  suc- 
ceeded to  the  Deanship  of  the  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College. 

To  those  who  have  served  us  long  and  well 
we  express  our  gratitude;  to  those  who  are  com- 
mencing their  service  to  this  Center  we  give  our 
cordial  welcome. 

Our  183rd  annual  Charter  Day  was  cele- 
brated on  May  17,  1954,  the  speakers  being 
Dr.  Joseph  W.  Barker,  President  of  Research 
Corporation,  and  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Direc- 
tor of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center.  Our  membership  increased  in  1954 
from  482  to  517  members.  We  are  always  glad 
to  welcome  to  membership  those  who  would 
like  to  support  our  work  and  aims. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Francis 
Kernan,  a  thorough  study  of  our  insurance 
program  took  place,  resulting  in  many  improve- 
ments both  in  New  York  and  White  Plains. 

The  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  continued  its  active  share  in 
our  educational  program  and  in  bedside  nurs- 
ing. The  entire  financial  support  of  the  School, 
other  than  that  which  is  from  student  fees  and 
now  from  a  beginning  endowment,  is  provided 
by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  ac- 
cording to  an  agreement  made  at  the  time  of 
the  establishment  of  the  university  school  in 
1942.  The  Society  has  continued  its  support 
over  the  past  twelve  years,  during  which  time 
the  School  has  steadily  grown  in  size  and  main- 
tained a  program  in  keeping  with  the  health 
needs  of  the  country.  An  endowment  fund  for 
the  School  was  begun  by  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ors of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
in  1951,  which  now  totals  approximately 
$125,000.00.  The  greater  part  of  this  fund 
has  come  from  two  foundations  and  from  a 
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small  reserve  fund  built  up  for  the  School  since 
1942  in  agreement  with  Cornell  University. 
Interest  in  the  School  has  also  been  shown  by 
contributions  to  the  fund  from  trustees  of  Cor- 
nell University,  alumnae,  faculty,  members  of 
the  Council  of  the  School,  and  patients. 

There  is  a  particular  need  for  graduates  of 
university  schools  of  nursing  today.  With  the 
complexity  of  modern  medical  care  and  the 
introduction  of  large  numbers  of  auxiliary 
workers,  a  broader  preparation  for  the  profes- 
sional nurse  is  much  more  important  than  in 
earlier  years.  Persons  conversant  with  the  trend 
in  professional  education  in  the  United  States 
are  practically  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that 
the  preparation  of  professional  nurses  belongs 
in  institutions  of  higher  learning.  In  spite  of 
this,  only  approximately  eight  per  cent  of  the 
present  1,148  schools  of  nursing  in  the  country 
are  university  schools  offering  exclusively  a 
degree  program.  Only  seven  per  cent  of  all 
active  nurses  today  have  Bachelor's  degrees; 
only  one  per  cent  have  Master's  degrees;  and 
only  seven  per  cent  of  all  graduates  from  schools 
of  nursing  in  1953  received  degrees.  The  need 
for  improvement  in  nursing  education  is  shown 
also  by  the  fact  that  of  the  nearly  1,200  schools 
which  were  being  conducted  in  this  country  at 
the  end  of  the  War  only  thirteen  per  cent  were 
classified  by  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Service  as  adequate.  Lack  of  financial  support 
has  been  a  significant  factor  in  limiting  the 
development  of  nursing  schools  as  truly  edu- 
cational institutions. 

Our  School  attracts  its  students  from  a  wide 
area,  approximately  twenty  states  being  repre- 
sented in  each  entering  class.  Likewise,  its 
graduates  are  serving  in  many  different  states 
and  foreign  countries  and  in  all  important  fields 
of  nursing.  Immediately  following  graduation, 
most  of  the  graduates  of  the  School  accept  posi- 
tions in  which  they  give  bedside  care  in  hospitals 
and  homes.  Because  of  their  sound  basic  prepa- 
ration, they  are  later  sought  after  to  fill  the 
many  vacancies  in  positions  of  greater  responsi- 


bility as  the  need  in  these  positions  is  even 
greater  than  in  staff  duty.  The  School  is  one 
of  twenty-five  schools  holding  national  accredi- 
tation as  preparing  for  both  hospital  and  public 
health  nursing.  It  has  a  strong  faculty  and 
excellent  clinical  resources  for  teaching  and  is 
one  of  the  largest  collegiate  schools  of  nursing 
in  the  country,  with  a  present  enrollment  of  220 
students.  Since  1946,  all  students  admitted  have 
completed  two  years  of  college  before  admis- 
sion, and  good  applicants  are  much  more 
numerous  than  before  the  war  when  high 
school  students  made  up  the  great  majority  of 
students  admitted.  In  terms  of  the  needs  of 
society,  the  School  is  a  good  investment  because 
the  solution  of  the  problems  of  nursing  which 
every  community  faces  today  lies  in  nursing 
education.  There  is  a  continual  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  faculty  to  produce  professional 
nurses  who  can  carry  forward  the  health  pro- 
gram of  today  and  tomorrow,  which  calls  upon 
the  professional  nurse  for  so  much  more  than 
in  the  past.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
faculty  to  determine  and  develop  an  appropri- 
ate curriculum,  to  study  nursing  needs  of 
patients  of  various  types  and  in  various  circum- 
stances, and  to  evolve  patterns  of  nursing  care 
which  keep  abreast  with  medical  and  social 
changes. 

Elsewhere  in  this  annual  report  will  be  found 
a  review  of  our  programs  in  the  professional 
field  by  Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  President  of  the 
Medical  Board,  and  in  the  administrative  field 
by  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  Director  of  The  New 
York  Hospital.  The  Nursing  Service  and  the 
work  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  are  each 
reviewed,  the  former  by  Miss  Muriel  Carbery, 
Director  of  Nursing  Service,  and  the  latter  by 
Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill,  Chairman  of  The  New 
York  Hospital's  Social  Service  Committee.  In- 
dividual reports  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  of 
the  Westchester  Division,  of  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic  and  of  certain  of  our  clinical 
departments  have  been  separately  issued  and 
are  available  for  those  interested  in  these  spe- 
cialized fields. 
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The  Society  noted  with  pride  the  election  of 
Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  our  Surgeon-in-Chief,  as 
President  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 

Our  appreciation  for  long  and  devoted  ser- 
vice was  extended,  upon  the  occasion  of  our 
Eighth  Service  Anniversary  Dinners  in  New 
York  and  White  Plains,  to  thirty-four  of  our 
professional  and  administrative  staffs,  and  other 
employees  who  this  year  joined  647  others 
whose  devoted  interest  to  the  Society  covers 
spans  of  from  fifteen  to  fifty-four  years. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-four  former  employees 
have  been  retired  under  the  Society's  Retire- 
ment Plan,  and  now  receive  pensions. 


To  all  of  our  friends  and  employees,  to  our 
professional  staff,  to  the  members  of  our  Society 
and  to  our  partners  in  Cornell  University,  to 
everyone  who  helps  in  our  care  of  the  sick,  the 
teaching  and  training  of  doctors  and  of  nurses, 
and  in  our  programs  in  research  and  preventive 
medicine,  I  express  the  Society's  deep  gratitude. 
We  are  New  York  City's  oldest  voluntary  hos- 
pital. Our  ability  to  serve  the  community  rests 
on  the  support  given  by  you  to  us.  We  could 
not  hold  our  place  in  the  forefront  of  medicine 
but  for  you.  Small  wonder  that  we  are  deeply 
in  your  debt.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

As  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  I  have  the 
honor  of  making  this  report  of  the  professional 
work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1954.  The 
report  is  derived  from  detailed  statements  sub- 
mitted by  the  chiefs  of  all  Clinical  Departments. 
It  does  not  include  a  record  of  nursing  activities, 
which  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Director 
of  Nursing  Service;  it  does  not  discuss  admini- 
strative and  financial  matters,  which  are  con- 
sidered in  the  report  of  the  Director  of  the 
Society  and  in  statistical  tables  on  pages  72-74. 
Even  when  these  aspects  of  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  are  omitted,  space  permits  only  brief 
summary  of  a  few  of  many  events  and  pro- 
fessional accomplishments  that  would  be  worthy 
of  extended  discussion. 

The  report  will  deal  first  with  changes  in 
Staff,  to  be  followed  by  a  short,  general  state- 
ment concerning  service  rendered  by  the  Hos- 
pital as  a  whole,  with  some  account  of  a  few 
professional  activities  that  involve  the  com- 
bined interest  and  energy  of  many  subdivisions. 
Following  this  will  be  an  account  of  a  few  of 
the  clinical,  educational,  and  research  activities 
of  each  separate  major  department.  This  method 
of  presentation  departs  from  the  custom  of 
previous  years  when  a  summary  of  accomplish- 
ment in  each  of  these  categories  was  made  for 
the  entire  Hospital.  It  has  the  advantage  of 
convenience  and  of  assignment  of  credit  where 
it  is  due.  It  fails,  however,  to  do  full  justice 
to  the  enterprise,  since,  in  the  service  which 
the  Hospital  renders,  coordination  and  interre- 
lationships  of   the    departments   are   often    as 


meaningful  as  accomplishments  of  the  depart- 
ments themselves.

Richardson,  Attending  Physician,  retired  on 
July  1,  1954,  and  was  appointed  to  the 
Courtesy  Staff. 

Dr.  Philip  M.  Stimson,  Associate  Attending 
Pediatrician,  retired  on  July  1,  1954,  and  was 
appointed  Consulting  Pediatrician.

Dr.  John  Caffey,  Consultant  in  Radiology, 
resigned  on  August  1,  1954,  because  of  his 
increasing  responsibilities  as  radiologist  to  the 
Babies'  Hospital,  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medi- 
cal Center. 

Dr.  Carl  Binger,  Associate  Attending  Psy- 
chiatrist, resigned  July  1,  1954;  he  is  now 
Psychiatric  Consultant  to  Radcliffe  College  and 
a  member  of  the  teaching  staff  of  Harvard 
Medical  School. 

Dr.  Mary  E.  Mercer,  Associate  Attending 
Pediatrician,  who  had  contributed  so  much  to 
the  development  of  the  Division  of  Child  Devel- 
opment, resigned  July  1,  1954;  she  is  Psychi- 
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atric  Consultant  to  the  New  York  City  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  a  member  of  the  Governor's 
Mental  Health  Council  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

Resignations  were  received  from  Dr.  William

Physician  at  New  York  Hospital;  from  Dr. 
Robert  O.  Loebel,  Assistant  Attending  Physi- 
cian, for  reasons  of  health;  and  from  Dr.  David 
M.  Spain,  Pathologist  to  the  Westchester  Divi- 
sion Consulting  Staff. 

Dr.  J.  Vernon  Knight,  Physician  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  who  for  the  past  two 
years  had  been  working  in  the  Cornell  (Second) 
Medical  Division  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  resigned 
to  accept  an  Associate  Professorship  in  Medicine 
at  Vanderbilt  University  Medical  School. 

Dr.  Charles  A.  LeMaistre,  Provisional  Assist- 
ant Physician  to  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
resigned  to  accept  an  Associate  Professorship  of 
Medicine  at  Emory  University. 

Deaths.  The  year  1954  marked  the  passing 
of  several  Staff  members  who  had  contributed 
significantly  to  the  development  and  progress 
of  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  George  W.  Kosmak,  Consultant  in 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  and  formerly  for 
twenty-two  years  Attending  Surgeon  at  the  New 
York  Lying-in  Hospital,  died  on  July  10,  1954, 
at  the  age  of  81.  A  distinguished  physician,  a 
noted  editor,  a  critic  and  philosopher  in  the 
practice  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  he  served 
for  many  years  in  no  small  way  as  the  collective 
intelligence  of  his  specialty.  In  his  death  the 
Hospital  lost  a  loyal  friend  and  a  warmhearted 
and  understanding  counselor. 

Dr.  Arthur  Palmer,  Attending  Surgeon  in 
Otolaryngology,  died  suddenly  on  February  18, 
1954.  He  had  been  associated  with  The  New 
York  Hospital  since  1932  and  had  been  on  the 
teaching  staff  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  for  thirty-one  years.  In  1948,  he  insti- 
tuted an  annual  award  of  prizes  for  students 


exhibiting  the  greatest  aptitude  and  best  per- 
formance in  otolaryngology  during  their  third 
year.  In  the  midst  of  a  large  and  active  practice, 
he  gave  generously  of  his  time  and  of  himself  to 
the  work  of  the  institution. 

Dr.  Douglass  Palmer,  formerly  Assistant 
Attending  Physician  and  more  recently  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Courtesy  Staff,  died  May  19,  1954. 
He  was  an  enthusiastic  teacher,  a  clinician  es- 
pecially skilled  in  diagnosis  and  management 
of  gastrointestinal  disease.  For  over  half  of  his 
70  years  he  devoted  himself  loyally  and  well 
to  clinical  activities  of  the  Center  and  the  De- 
partment of  Medicine.  He  was  a  man  of  com- 
plete integrity,  austere  in  manner,  simple  in  his 
habits  and  mode  of  life.  All  who  knew  him 
well  loved  him  and  deeply  respected  him.  To 
the  Hospital  he  was  a  devoted  servant  and  a 
strong  supporter.  His  death  was  a  serious  loss 
to  the  Center. 

Dr.  Henry  Thorndike  Chickering,  a  member 
of  the  Courtesy  Staff  of  the  Hospital  since  1934, 
died  on  March  14,  1954.  Dr.  Ann  Elizabeth 
Kuhner,  who  had  served  on  the  Brady  Founda- 
tion Staff  since  1932  and  who  had  been  Assist- 
ant Attending  Surgeon  in  Urology  since  1935, 
died  on  January  1,  1954.  Dr.  William  G. 
Terwilliger,  Surgeon  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, who  had  served  The  New  York  Hospital 
since  it  came  to  its  present  location,  died  on 
May  24,  1954.  Dr.  Israel  Miller,  formerly 
Assistant  Attending  Dental  Surgeon  and  more 
recently  on  the  Courtesy  Staff  as  a  dentist,  died 
on  May  21,  1954. 

'Promotions and  New  Appointments.  Dr.  E.  Hu<m 
Luckey  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Associate 
Attending  Physician.  In  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology, Dr.  Ralph  W.  Gause  and  Dr.  Nelson 
B.  Sackett  were  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Attend- 
ing Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist;  Dr.  Erwin 
F.  Smith  and  Dr.  Charles  T.  Snyder  to  the  rank 
of  Associate  Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gyne- 
cologist. In  Psychiatry,  Dr.  Alexander  Leighton 
was  promoted  to  become  Associate  Attending 
Psychiatrist.   In  Surgery,  Dr.  John  P.  West  was 
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promoted  to  the  rank  of  Associate  Attending 
Surgeon;  Dr.  Lee  R.  Straub  to  Associate  Attend- 
ing Surgeon  in  Orthopedics;  and  Dr.  Thomas  J. 
Garrick  to  Associate  Attending  Surgeon  in 
Otolaryngology. 

Dr.  Marian  Tyndall,  Physician  to  Out- 
Patients,  was  appointed  Physician  to  the  West- 
chester Division.  Dr.  Victoria  A.  Bradess  was 
appointed  as  Pathologist  to  the  Westchester 
Division  Consulting  Staff.  In  the  Department 
of  Radiology,  Miss  Elizabeth  F.  Focht  was  ap- 
pointed Consultant  Radiation  Physicist.  Dr. 
Mario  F.  Miletti  was  appointed  Podiatrist. 

GENERAL 

Admissions  and  Occupancy.  During  195  i,  care 
was  provided  for  70,594  patients  in  the  clinics 
and  in-patient  services  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital, the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic,  and 
the  Westchester  Division.  The  28,784  admitted 
as  in-patients  required  439,094  days  of  care. 
In  The  New  York  Hospital  itself,  the  admis- 
sions exceeded  those  of  1953  and  constituted  an 
all-time  record.  The  increase  was  attributable 
chiefly  to  a  greater  number  of  admissions  to 
semi-private  services.  Private  beds  were  occu- 
pied about  as  in  1953,  while  the  pavilion  ser- 
vices of  the  Hospital  showed  a  slight  decrease 
in  number  of  patients  admitted  and  in  days 
of  care  rendered. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  the  trend 
of  decreasing  attendance  was  again  evident. 
The  attendance  of  43,200  patients  in  229,202 
visits  may  be  compared  with  20,880  new  pa- 
tients and  296,755  visits  in  the  peak  year  of 
1947,  and  with  45,152  patients  and  246,236 
visits  of  1953.  Some  of  the  reasons  for  decreas- 
ing attendance  in  the  pavilions  of  the  hospital 
and  in  the  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment will  be  discussed  in  the  report  of  the 
Director  of  the  Hospital. 

Laboratory  and  X-Ray.  It  is  gratifying  to  re- 
port a  reduction  in  work  load  in  most  of  the 
laboratories  of  the  Hospital  at  a  time  when  the 
number  of  patients  treated  has  remained  essen- 


tially unchanged.  This  diminished  usage  reflects 
the  concerted  efforts  of  the  chiefs  of  clinical 
services  as  well  as  greater  discrimination  in 
ordering  laboratory  work  on  the  part  of  many 
members  of  the  Staff.  The  trend  was  most 
evident  in  the  pavilions  and  in  the  Out-Patient 
Departments. 

In  the  X-ray  Service,  the  total  number  of 
films  exposed  and  the  number  of  fluoroscopic 
examinations  were  approximately  ten  per  cent 
less  than  in  1953. 

In  the  Central  Laboratories,  work  of  the 
Blood  Bank  was  increased  about  one  per  cent. 
In  every  other  branch  of  the  laboratories,  re- 
quests were  fewer.  Especially  notable  was  a 
reduction  of  twenty-two  per  cent  in  the  demand 
of  the  surgical  pavilions  for  chemical  examina- 
tions. A  lessened  demand  of  more  than  fifteen 
per  cent  was  evident  in  the  work  of  the  labora- 
tories for  basal  metabolism,  parasitology,  and 
serology. 

It  was  only  in  the  Heart  Station  that  there 
was  a  material  increase  in  requests  for 
laboratory  work.  A  total  of  29,696  electro- 
cardiograms taken  in  1954  represented  an  in- 
crease of  2,197  over  1953  and  the  largest  vol- 
ume recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 
This  increase  is  in  keeping  with  a  trend  which 
has  been  evident  for  more  than  five  years  and 
is  attributable  to  an  increasing  realization  of  the 
value  of  electrocardiographic  examinations  and 
to  introduction  of  more  complicated  methods. 
It  is  worthy  of  note,  however,  that  the  increase 
this  year  was  not  shared  by  all  departments. 
In  the  medical  pavilions,  in  the  surgical  and 
Lying-in  Hospital  Out-Patient  Departments,  and 
in  the  accident  pavilion,  there  was  a  reduction 
of  twenty-three  per  cent  or  more  in  demand. 

The  long-awaited  "Manual  of  Laboratory, 
X-ray,  and  Other  Ancillary  Services"  was 
printed  and  distributed  during  the  course  of 
the  year.  This  valuable  book  contains  remark- 
ably complete  and  detailed  instructions  covering 
virtually  every  laboratory  and  X-ray  procedure 
required  by  patients. 
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The  professional  staff  of  the  Central  Labora- 
tories, in  addition  to  its  teaching  and  service 
responsibilities,  has  been  making  increasingly 
important  contributions  to  research.  Dr.  B.  H. 
Kean  continued  his  studies  on  diagnosis  and 
epidemiology  of  various  parasitic  infestations. 
Dr.  Susan  Hadley  investigated  cultural  charac- 
teristics of  leptospira  and  was  also  engaged  in 
immunochemical  study  of  the  response  of  pa- 
tients with  Cooley's  anemia.  Miss  Ella  Russ,  in 
association  with  Dr.  D.  P.  Barr,  continued  study 
of  plasma  lipids  in  atherosclerosis  and  other 
clinical  states.  During  this  year,  special  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  peculiar  lipoproteins  that 
develop  in  the  course  of  biliary  tract  and  liver 
disease.  Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  continued  his 
studies  on  the  mechanism  of  lipemia  in  experi- 
mental animals,  and  more  recently  on  the  pos- 
sible role  that  certain  proteolytic  enzymes  play 
in  the  pathogenesis  of  cardiac  lesions  of  rheu- 
matic fever.  These  studies  have  been  possible 
because  of  subsidies  from  outside  sources.  They 
were  pursued  without  interruption  of  routine 
and  with  great  credit  to  the  Center. 

Clinic  for  Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and 
Teaching.  Xhis  project  was  first  formulated  in 
the  spring  of  1951  to  develop  methods  by  which 
more  comprehensive  and  continuing  medical 
care  might  be  offered  to  families  and  individu- 
als in  the  Center.  It  was  hoped  also  that  it 
would  help  to  develop  closer  relations  between 
the  Medical  Center  and  the  community,  and, 
by  analysis  of  records,  offer  estimates  of  its 
feasibility  for  more  general  application.  In 
June,  1954,  the  Clinic  completed  the  first  three 
years  of  its  existence  and  its  second  year  of  oper- 
ation as  a  regular  part  of  fourth-year  teaching 
at  Cornell  University  Medical  College.  At  this 
time,  the  original  grant  from  the  Common- 
wealth Fund  expired,  and  a  new  grant  was  made 
for  another  three  years  to  continue  the  educa- 
tional experiment  and  to  extend  studies  in 
medical  care  of  ambulatory  patients.  The  new 
appropriation  provided  for  the  addition  of  two 
assistant  residents,  a  nurse  for  liaison,  an  assist- 
ant director  for  home  care,  and  a  salary  for  a 


psychosomatically-oriented  physician  to  assist  in 
the  teaching. 

The  enterprise  has  been  truly  an  undertaking 
of  the  entire  Medical  Center  and  has  received 
enthusiastic  support  from  all  clinical  depart- 
ments, from  the  Nursing  Service,  the  Social 
Service  Department,  and  the  Administration  of 
the  Hospital.  It  has  been  demonstrated  that 
patients  can  under  this  arrangement  receive 
more  personalized,  complete,  and  continuing 
service  which  in  most  instances  is  equivalent  to 
the  excellent  care  which  they  have  long  received 
in  the  pavilions  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  providing 
a  methodology  for  combining  medical,  psycho- 
logical, and  sociological  aspects  of  sickness,  both 
in  management  of  illness  and  in  teaching  of 
medical  students,  nurses,  and  others. 

The  experiment  has  brought  considerable  dis- 
tinction to  the  Hospial.  The  list  of  influential 
visitors  during  the  year  is  impressive  and  in- 
cludes many  from  foreign  countries  as  well  as 
from  distant  parts  of  the  United  States.  These 
visits  are  indicative  of  eagerness  on  the  part  of 
many  physicians  and  educators  to  undertake  and 
imitate  what  this  Center  is  already  doing. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICINE 

This  continues  to  be  a  large  enterprise.  In 
addition  to  members  of  the  Courtesy  Staff  in 
Medicine,  there  are  265  physicians  who  partici- 
pate in  the  work  of  the  Department.  This  roll 
includes  36  residents  and  interns,  22  research 
fellows,  and  18  senior  men  who  spend  full  time 
in  the  work  of  the  institution.  Including  G-2, 
which  provides  for  semi-private  patients,  there 
are  160  teaching  beds.  Moreover,  the  Depart- 
ment exercises  some  supervision  over  a  large 
but  variable  number  of  private  patients.  It  has 
responsibility  for  approximately  3,500  out- 
patients who  make  about  75,000  visits  per 
annum.  The  total  number  of  patients  admitted 
to  the  pavilions  for  the  year  1954  was  almost 
the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year,  although 
total  patient-days  were  slightly  less. 
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In  addition  to  the  generous  subsidy  from  the 
Joint  Budget  of  the  Center,  the  Department  of 
Medicine  enjoys  support  of  grants  from  outside 
agencies  in  an  amount  about  four  times  as  great 
as  that  of  the  Joint  Budget.  These  funds  are 
given  for  development  of  research  projects  or 
for  educational  experiments  such  as  the  Com- 
prehensive Care  and  Teaching  Program.  Their 
large  amount  is  a  tribute  to  the  competence  and 
prominence  of  a  dozen  or  more  distinguished 
departmental  members  who  in  this  Center  are 
contributing  significantly  to  the  progress  of 
medicine.  It  is  gratifying  that  some  of  these 
men  have  preferred  to  remain  at  our  Hospital 
despite  many  flattering  offers  from  other  insti- 
tutions. Not  all  of  the  leaders  have  stayed 
here;  Doctors  George  Wolf,  John  Dietrick, 
Stewart  Wolf,  Fred  Kern,  and  Robert  Byrd,  in 
the  recent  past,  and  Doctors  Vernon  Knight, 
Charles  LeMaistre,  and  Howard  Eder,  this  year, 
have  left  the  Department  to  fill  posts  of  great 
responsibility  elsewhere. 

The  activities  of  the  Department  are  various, 
and  every  foot  of  space  assigned  to  it  is  occupied 
in  care  of  patients,  teaching,  or  research.  Many 
departments  of  medicine  are  developed  in 
strength  along  only  one  or  two  lines.  Here, 
because  of  abundant  financial  support,  strategic 
importance  of  the  Center,  and  the  number  and 
quality  of  its  leaders,  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine has  attempted  to  develop  all  of  its  sub- 
divisions; not  only  to  provide  more  than  ade- 
quate facilities  for  care  of  the  sick  but  also  to 
permit  and  promote  productive  scholarship. 
This  generalization  applies  to  all  of  the  fifteen 
subspecialties  of  the  Department. 

Because  in  the  clinic  such  specialization  tends 
toward  fragmentation  of  medical  problems  and 
results  in  some  confusion  both  of  patients  and 
of  students,  the  Department  of  Medicine  has 
expended  great  effort  to  bring  together  various 
segments  in  their  relative  importance  in  the 
Clinic  for  Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching. 

The  Department  has  been  influential  also  in 
many  other  developments.   It  has  taken  a  lead- 


ing part  in  initiating  and  conducting  the  Vincent 
Astor  Diagnostic  Service.  Through  the  efforts 
of  Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner,  and,  since  his  de- 
parture for  Boston,  of  Dr.  E.  Hugh  Luckey,  it 
has  assumed  leadership  in  the  widely  attended 
and  appreciated  Practitioners'  Conferences.  It 
has  been  responsible  for  extension  cf  the  pavil- 
ion resident  system  to  the  care  of  private  patients 
and  to  the  development  of  an  effective  teaching 
arrangement  for  students  and  house  officers  on 
the  semi-private  service  of  G-2.  Through  the 
efforts  and  great  talents  of  Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff, 
it  has  established  what  is  probably  the  best 
organization  in  this  country  for  teaching  of 
neurology.  It  has  in  recent  years  been  able  to 
develop  appropriate  emphasis  upon  evaluation 
of  emotional  factors  in  understanding,  diag- 
nosis, and  management  of  disease.  This  has 
been  accomplished  in  considerable  part  through 
the  Medicine  "A"  or  Psychosomatic  Clinic,  but 
also  by  constant  emphasis  on  these  aspects  of 
disease  in  the  whole  Department. 

Since  research  is  fostered  and  active  in  all  of 
the  subdivisions  of  the  Department,  it  is  impos- 
sible, as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  to  do  justice  to 
all  projects  or  to  assign  credit  to  each  of  the 
many  staff  members  who  have  been  engaged 
in  their  conduct.  Of  more  than  ninety  projects, 
only  a  few  have  been  selected  for  special 
mention. 

The  investigations  of  Dr.  Walsh  McDermott, 
Dr.  Carl  Muschenheim,  and  Dr.  Ralph  R. 
Tompsett  in  chemotherapy  of  infections  have 
been  pursued  with  vigor.  In  the  past  two 
years  progress  has  been  made  in  the  realization 
of  a  much-desired  goal — a  drug  that  can  be 
used  by  mouth  in  large  groups  of  the  population 
in  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  During  1953,  it 
was  found  that  the  drug  named  pyrizinamide  ap- 
peared to  have  many  of  the  qualities  required 
for  this  purpose.  It  was  also  found,  however, 
that  undesirable  side  actions  or  actual  toxicity 
developed  in  a  few  cases.  Combined  trial  of 
this  drug  with  the  older  preparation  known  as 
isoniazide  did  not  eliminate  toxicity.   This  year, 
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special  attention  was  given  to  use  of  smaller 
doses  of  pyrizinamide  together  with  adjuvants. 
Although  results  are  not  as  yet  decisive,  there 
is  reason  to  hope  that  toxic  reactions  are  less; 
it  cannot  as  yet  be  stated,  however,  that  thera- 
peutic results  with  newer  methods  are  as  good 
or  that  control  of  infectiousness  of  individual 
patients  is  as  effective.  The  least  that  can  be 
said  of  these  observations  on  pyrizinamide  and 
isoniazide  is  that  they  have  demonstrated  an 
appreciably  greater  chemotherapeutic  effect  on 
the  course  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  than  can 
be  attained  with  any  other  method.  Extensive 
laboratory  studies  on  effect  of  these  drugs  in 
experimental  tuberculosis  of  animals  were  car- 
ried on  concurrently  with  clinical  observations. 

The  program  undertaken  in  cooperation  with 
the  Navajo  Nation  for  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
was  outlined  in  last  year's  report.  During  1954, 
it  was  extended  in  several  directions.  The 
Indian  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
suggested  that  it  would  be  advantageous  if  the 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center 
could  supply  the  services  of  one  of  its  staff  to 
serve  as  chest  specialist  among  the  Navajos  and 
offered  to  sign  a  contract  with  the  University 
to  pay  salary  and  transportation  costs  of  such 
a  specialist.  Acceptance  of  the  proposal  led  to 
assignment  of  Dr.  Avrum  Organick,  a  former 
Assistant  Resident  in  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine, to  tuberculosis  studies  on  the  Reservation. 
A  second  contract  was  subsequently  arranged 
to  permit  the  Department  of  Surgery  to  supply 
the  chief  surgeon  for  the  Reservation.  At  the 
February,  1954  meeting  of  the  Tribal  Council 
of  the  Navajos,  the  grant  to  aid  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  investigators 
was  enthusiastically  renewed.  In  addition  to  the 
generous  subsidy  of  the  Council,  several  influ- 
ential Navajos  have  displayed  interest  in  partici- 
pating in  improvement  of  health  on  the  Reser- 
vation, a  field  of  endeavor  that  had  formerly 
been  left  entirely  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment. Excellent  working  relationships  with 
many  members  of  the  tribe  have  been 
established. 


Work  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Walsh  Mo 
Dermott  was  not  limited  to  investigation  of  tu- 
berculosis. It  was  also  concerned  with  infections 
which  characteristically  require  some  prior  alter- 
ation of  body  defenses  for  establishment  and 
maintenance.  Attention  was  focused  not  only 
upon  the  tubercle  bacilli  but  also  upon  staphylo- 
cocci because  of  their  prevalence.  In  the  past, 
prior  alteration  of  body  defenses  appeared  in 
many  countries  to  be  the  consequence  of  ex- 
treme poverty.  In  the  United  States,  today, 
the  effects  of  two  other  forces  are  discernible; 
namely,  the  extensive  metabolic  derangements 
produced  by  many  of  the  modern  treatments  of 
chronic  non-infectious  diseases,  and  the  drug- 
facilitated  survival  into  late  middle  life  of 
persons  with  structurally-damaged  lungs  and 
bronchi.  The  influence  of  such  factors  on  in- 
fectivity  of  everpresent  staphylococcus  is  being 
investigated  at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  at 
Cornell  (Second)  Medical  Division  of  Bellevue 
Hospital. 

Other  activities  of  the  chemotherapy  division 
were  concerned  with  incidence  and  characteris- 
tics of  streptococcal  infections  particularly  in 
relation  to  bacterial  endocarditis. 

The  widespread  interest  in  these  chemothera- 
peutic observations  in  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine is  indicated  by  the  diverse  nationalities  of 
fellows  attached  to  the  enterprise;  one  is  from 
St.  George's  Hospital  in  London,  another  comes 
from  the  University  of  Helsinki,  and  a  third  is 
from  the  National  University  of  Seoul. 

During  the  past  year,  Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff, 
Dr.  Lawrence  E.  Hinkle,  Jr.,  and  others  laid 
the  groundwork  for  long-term  study  of  the 
manner  in  which  Man's  reaction  to  all  aspects 
of  his  environment  affects  his  health.  This  was 
designated  as  a  "Study  of  Human  Health  and 
the  Ecology  of  Man."  Under  this  broad  cate- 
gory it  is  planned  to  explore  both  the  demands 
that  various  environmental  situations  make 
upon  men  who  live  in  them  and  the  manner  in 
which  individuals  react  to  various  aspects  of 
their  environment. 
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Previous  to  formulation  of  this  program,  Dr. 
Hinkle  had  completed  extensive  studies  of  dif- 
ference in  incidence  of  illness  in  two  large 
groups  of  industrial  workers  performing  similar 
jobs  and  sharing  the  same  physical  environ- 
ment. The  results  of  this  study  strongly  sug- 
gested that  both  physical  and  psychological 
health  are  seriously  impaired  by  attempts  to 
adapt  to  social  and  interpersonal  pressures.  It 
is  expected  that  similar  studies  will  be  made 
with  utilization  of  groups  of  displaced  persons 
from  a  different  culture. 

Through  the  generosity  of  an  anonymous 
donor,  it  was  possible  to  inaugurate  this  year 
in  the  Department  of  Medicine  a  Human  Ecol- 
ogy Program.  This  has  already  had  many  ad- 
vantages. It  added  immediately  to  the  person- 
nel available  for  the  teaching  of  neurology.  It 
made  possible  the  installation  of  laboratory  and 
bedside  facilities  for  the  more  precise  assess- 
ment of  mentation  defects  in  those  whose  brains 
have  been  damaged.  Many  new  test  procedures 
are  being  developed  that  should  aid  greatly  in 
understanding  problems  of  patients.  The  pro- 
gram permitted  an  increase  in  size  of  the 
staff  of  clinical  neurologists  who  aid  in  teaching 
of  this  subject  in  the  Hospital  and  Cornell 
University  Medical  College.  As  the  work  is 
now  organized,  patients  with  probable  brain 
damage  can  be  examined  by  well-known  and 
newer  bedside  techniques.  Radioactive  sub- 
stances are  being  used  to  aid  in  better  localiza- 
tion of  brain  defects.  Diagnosis  arrived  at  by 
this  combination  of  efforts  may  be  checked  by 
later  examinations  at  operation  by  Dr.  Bronson 
Ray  and  his  associates. 

Other  categories  of  development  made  pos- 
sible by  the  Human  Ecology  Study  Program 
include  extension  of  work  on  headache,  obesity, 
and  effect  of  environment  on  human  disease. 
By  examination  of  appropriate  population  and 
ethnic  groups,  it  is  hoped  to  demonstrate  rela- 
tion of  disease  to  demands  for  adaptation  made 
by  social,  economic,  and  geographic  forces. 

During  the  past  year,  application  of  physio- 
logic methods  to  study  and  evaluation  of  ab- 


normal function  of  heart  and  lungs  in  disease 
was  extended  by  Dr.  Daniel  S.  Lukas  and  his 
associates.  The  work  represented  a  happy  com- 
bination of  patient  service  and  investigation. 
Pulmonary  function  studies  were  carried  out 
in  investigation  of  128  patients.  Cardiac  cathe- 
terization was  performed  in  88  patients. 

Special  problems  for  the  year  have  been  con- 
cerned with  defects  of  pulmonary  function  in 
obesity;  effects  of  drugs  on  pulmonary  func- 
tion; physiological  and  clinical  aspects  of  mild 
pulmonic  valvular  stenosis;  and  development 
of  the  blue  dye  injection  technique  for  deter- 
mination of  cardiac  output.  Investigations  were 
aided  by  assignment  to  them  of  several  fellows. 
One  of  these,  Dr.  Jorge  Araujo  returned  to 
South  America  to  become  Professor  of  Medicine 
at  the  University  of  Valle  del  Cauca  at  Calli, 
Colombia;  another,  Dr.  Gonzalo  Sepulveda,  re- 
turned to  the  University  of  Santiago  in  Chile, 
where  he  is  Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine. 

A  few  of  many  other  research  projects  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine  may  be  mentioned. 
Chemical  studies  relating  to  pathogenesis  of 
atherosclerosis  were  continued  by  Miss  Ella  M. 
Russ,  Dr.  Howard  A.  Eder,  and  Dr.  David  P. 
Barr.  Dr.  Mary  H.  Loveless  completed  her 
long-term  observations  on  the  possibility  of 
abbreviating  immunization  procedure  in  hay 
fever  and  is  continuing  her  efforts  to  purify 
ragweed  allergens.  In  the  Arthritis  Clinic,  plans 
were  made  to  coordinate  activities  with  the 
Rheumatic  Disease  Service  of  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  when  it  moves  to  the  Center  in 
1955.  The  value  and  limitations  of  various  new 
hormone  treatments  in  care  of  patients  with 
rheumatoid  arthritis  were  tested  by  Dr.  Richard 
H.  Freyberg  and  his  associates.  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Stewart,  in  addition  to  his  work  conducting  the 
Heart  Station,  worked  closely  with  Dr.  Frank 
Glenn  on  treatment  of  congenital  heart  disease 
and  surgical  correction  of  mitral  stenosis.  His 
long-term  observations  on  many  aspects  of  heart 
disease  were  pursued  with  one  or  another  of  his 
many  associates.  Some  of  the  research  program 
of  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Almy  in  the  study  of  gastro-

intestinal  diseases  was  taken  over  by  Dr.  Marvin 
H.  Sleisenger  following  Dr.  Almy's  assumption 
of  the  Directorship  of  the  Cornell  (Second) 
Medical  Division  at  Bellevue  Hospital.  Dr. 
Ralph  Engle  and  Dr.  Bernard  Udin  conducted 
studies  of  plasma  cells  and  the  nature  of  blood 
and  urinary  proteins  in  patients  with  multiple 
myeloma.  Dr.  Paul  Reznikoff  and  his  associ- 
ates studied  the  effect  of  lung  tissue  suspensions 
and  serum  from  rabbits  immunized  to  mouse 
leukemia  on  progress  of  leukemia  in  mice.  Dr. 
Irving  S.  Wright  and  his  many  associates  in 
the  Vascular  Section  of  the  Department  of 
Medicine  continued  their  studies  on  the  effect 
of  anticoagulant  therapy.  This  year,  they  ex- 
tended their  investigations  to  include  an  exami- 
nation of  results  from  use  of  anticoagulants  in 
treatment  of  certain  types  of  cerebral  vascular 
accidents. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  OBSTETRICS 
AND  GYNECOLOGY 

Admissions  and  attendance  approximately 
equalled  those  in  the  year  1953,  with  about  the 
same  distribution  of  obstetrical  and  gyneco- 
logical patients.  The  decline  in  number  of 
out-patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  as  a  whole 
was  not  apparent  in  the  Obstetrical  Clinic. 
Actually,  the  number  of  new  out-patients  was 
greater  than  in  1952  and  only  2  per  cent  less 
than  in  the  record  year  1947. 

In  6,271  consecutive  discharges  on  the  ob- 
stetrical service,  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 
This  is  a  remarkable  achievement  and  marks 
1954  as  the  first  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  in  which  not  one  mother 
was  lost. 

The  mortality  of  babies  weighing  500  grams 
or  more  at  birth  remained,  as  in  1953,  at  2.9 
per  cent.  Of  the  total  of  118  deaths  occurring 
in  infants,  69  per  cent  occurred  among  those 
who  were  prematurely  born.  There  were  only 
36  deaths,  or  less  than  1  per  cent,  in  3,775 
term  infants.  Almost  half  of  these  babies  died 
prior  to  the  onset  of  labor,  and  one-half  of  the 


remainder    died    of    congenital    anomalies    in- 
compatible with  life. 

Enthusiasm  for  rooming-in  units,  where 
mother  and  infant  may  live  together  during  the 
days  following  delivery,  was  evidenced  by  an 
increase  from  11  to  43  beds  assigned  to  this 
purpose. 

The  Department  participated  actively  in  the 
Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching  Program. 
Again,  obstetric  and  gynecologic  aspects  of  the 
program  were  carried  by  Dr.  Myron  Buchman 
who,  as  consultant  and  teacher,  assisted  in 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  problems  related  to 
his  specialty.  The  plan  has  made  it  possible  for 
interested  students  of  Cornell  University  Medi- 
cal College  to  follow  a  limited  number  of  ob- 
stetric patients  throughout  their  entire  preg- 
nancy, to  deliver  their  babies,  and  to  observe 
their  post-partum  progress. 

The  Jacob  T.  Sherman  Memorial  Fund  per- 
mitted three  members  of  the  senior  resident 
staff  to  visit  other  clinics  in  this  country  and  in 
Canada  during  the  year.  This  admirable  pro- 
vision resulted  in  broadening  the  view  of  the 
entire  professional  staff. 

An  example  of  the  continuing  trend  toward 
fusion  of  interests  between  various  departments 
of  the  Center  was  illustrated  by  appointment  of 
a  resident  in  gynecology  who  previously  had 
completed  resident  training  in  psychiatry.  Com- 
pletion of  this  unique  training  in  two  separate 
disciplines  should  permit  great  advantages  in 
teaching  and  practice. 

Many  research  projects  were  actively  pursued 
during  the  year.  Dr.  Robert  Landesman  and  his 
associates  completed  a  clinical  study  of  preg- 
nancy in  hypertensive  women,  with  special 
reference  to  consequences  of  high  blood  pressure 
in  the  mother.  The  investigation  has  extended 
over  eleven  years  and  was  related  to  735  preg- 
nancies. It  resulted  in  important  practical  con- 
cepts of  the  significance  of  maternal  hyperten- 
sion to  the  unborn  child.  Although  the  outcome 
of  pregnancy  in  cases  of  uncomplicated  hyper- 
tension is  not  different  from  that  in  patients 
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with  normal  blood  pressure,  the  development  of 
toxemia  in  the  hypertensive  pregnant  woman 
results  in  tenfold  increase  in  fetal  mortality. 
With  severe  uncomplicated  hypertension  fetal 
mortality  approximates  20  per  cent,  and  with 
development  of  toxemia  in  such  women  the 
mortality  in  their  infants  is  increased  to  40  per 
cent.  Even  more  dismaying  is  the  disclosure 
that,  regardless  of  the  severity  of  hypertension  in 
the  mother,  toxemia  occurs  about  five  times  as 
often  as  in  normotensive  mothers.  It  was  also 
shown  that  presence  of  maternal  hypertension 
results  in  a  reduced  rate  of  growth  of  the  fetus. 

Dr.  Landesman  has  also  been  concerned  with 
observations  of  retinal  arteriolar  changes  and 
conjunctival  vascular  alterations  occurring  dur- 
ing toxemias  of  pregnancies.  These  were  com- 
pleted and  submitted  for  publication  during  the 
year. 

Last  year,  the  pure  posterior  pituitary  hor- 
mones oxytocin  and  vasopressin  became  avail- 
able as  a  result  of  researches  by  Dr.  Vincent 
du  Vigneaud  and  his  associates  in  the  Biochem- 
istry Department  of  the  Cornell  University 
Medical  College.  The  action  of  each  hormone 
was  tested  for  its  property  of  inducing  or  stimu- 
lating labor  or  of  ejecting  milk  and  was  com- 
pared with  previously  available  impure  com- 
mercial preparations.  Both  clinical  and  experi- 
mental observations  indicate  an  overlapping  of 
activities  of  the  two  hormones.  Pure  oxytocin 
was  found  to  induce  or  stimulate  labor  as  effec- 
tively as  do  available  commercial  preparations 
which  contain,  also,  small  amounts  of  vaso- 
pressin. In  preliminary  trials  pure  vasopressin 
has  also  induced  or  maintained  labor  but  has 
not  been  as  effective,  unit  for  unit,  as  has  oxy- 
tocin. Preliminary  observations  indicate  also 
that  vasopressin  as  well  as  oxytocin  possesses 
milk-ejection  activity.  Dr.  Richard  A.  Ruskin, 
in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Vincent  du  Vigneaud, 
initiated  studies  on  effects  of  pure  hormones  on 
behavior  of  strips  of  muscle  taken  from  either 
the  pregnant  or  the  non-pregnant  uterus.  Labor- 
atory investigations  of  the  Department  included 
comparison  of  effects  of  a  commercial  prepara- 


tion of  pituitary  hormone  ( pitocin ) ,  of  puri- 
fied oxytocin,  and  of  synthetic  oxytocin,  as 
prepared  by  Dr.  du  Vigneaud,  on  the  vascular 
bed  of  the  uterine  omentum  of  animals.  It  was 
shown  that  purified  and  synthetic  preparations 
have  less  vasoconstrictor  activity  than  does 
pitocin. 

The  early  use  and  application  of  Dr.  du 
Vigneaud's  epic-making  work  to  practical  clini- 
cal problems  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital  are 
illustrative  of  the  advantages  of  a  close  associa- 
tion of  hospital  with  medical  school. 

In  the  chemical  laboratory  conducted  in  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  by  Dr.  Roy  Bonsnes  and  his 
associates,  a  variety  of  problems  relating  to 
clinical  needs  were  constantly  under  investiga- 
tion. In  part  these  took  the  direction  of  ascer- 
taining and  recording  systematically  the  fluid 
and  electrolyte  requirements  of  patients  by  col- 
lating observations  on  body  weight,  urinary  out- 
put, amount  of  emesis,  and  fluid  removed  in  any 
specified  period  during  the  year.  A  special 
scale  was  designed  for  weighing  patients  in  or 
at  the  bedside;  a  new  sheet  for  recording  electro- 
lyte values  facilitated  investigation. 

Other  work  in  Dr.  Bonsnes'  laboratory  was 
concerned  with  further  study  of  a  rapid  method 
for  determination  of  fibrinogen  which  has  been 
useful  in  following  conditions  in  which  the 
amount  of  this  substance  in  the  circulation  has 
been  pathologically  reduced. 

Dr.  Carl  T.  Javert  and  his  associates  con- 
tinued their  work  on  prevention  of  repeated 
abortion,  with  emphasis  on  both  psychosomatic 
aspects  and  on  the  role  of  the  antihemorrhagic 
vitamins  C  and  K.  To  date,  over  100  cases  of 
habitual  or  repeated  abortion  have  been  treated 
with  a  high  rate  of  success.  Use  of  antihem- 
orrhagic vitamins  has  been  predicated  on  the 
60  per  cent  incidence  of  decidual  hemorrhage  in 
the  pathologic  examination  of  abortion.  The 
significance  to  abortion  of  complications  involv- 
ing the  umbilical  cord  was  also  examined.  A 
monograph  based  on  examination  of  2,000 
cases  of  abortion  is  being  planned  for  1955. 
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The  importance  of  red  infarcts  of  the  pla- 
centa was  evaluated.  These  pathologic  changes 
that  occur  in  approximately  one-quarter  of  all 
premature  and  full-term  pregnancies  have  a 
much  lower  incidence  in  abortions,  but  may 
be  demonstrated  in  half  of  the  placentas  when 
the  mother  has  a  true  toxemia,  and  in  80  per 
cent  of  cases  when  the  baby  has  erythroblastosis 
fetalis. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 

Post  mortem  examinations  were  made  in  65 
per  cent  of  deaths  that  occurred  in  The  New 
York  Hospital  during  1954.  The  training  pro- 
gram for  residents  was  continued. 

Research  in  the  Department  was  concerned 
chiefly  with  problems  initiated  in  previous  years. 
Dr.  John  P.  Ellis  studied  the  nature  and  patho- 
genesis of  muscular  degeneration  in  rabbits 
treated  with  cortisone;  iron  metabolism  in  re- 
lation to  hemochromatosis;  and  glomerular 
lesions  and  the  nephrotic  syndrome  induced  in 
experimental  animals.  Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  in- 
vestigated necrosis  of  cardiac  muscles  induced  by 
means  of  proteolytic  enzymes  as  well  as  the 
role  of  serum  phospholipids  in  the  pathogenesis 
of  experimental  atherosclerosis  and  experimen- 
tal erythroblastosis.  Dr.  George  E.  Murphy 
studied  the  pathogenesis  of  rheumatic  heart 
disease  induced  experimentally  by  means  of  re- 
peated streptococcal  infections. 

The  discovery  of  Dr.  John  G.  Kidd  that 
parenteral  injection  of  normal  guinea  pig  serum 
regularly  causes  regression  of  transplanted  lym- 
phomas was  mentioned  in  the  report  of  last 
year.  This  important,  apparently  unique,  dis- 
closure of  a  naturally  occurring  substance  that 
induces  regression  of  cancer  cells  in  living  ani- 
mals was  followed  intensively  during  1954. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDIATRICS 

Although  the  total  number  of  admissions 
to  pavilions  in  Pediatrics  was  greater  than  for 
any  one  of  the  previous  four  years,  the  number 
of  patient  days  was  less  than  last  year.    This 


situation  reflects  shorter  average  stay  of  children 
because  of  more  rapidly  effective  medical  and 
surgical  treatment.  New  admissions  to  the 
Pediatric  Clinic,  which  had  shown  a  decline 
from  1947  to  1952,  rose  slightly  in  the  last 
two  years;  the  figure  for  1954  was  2  per  cent 
higher  than  for  1953.  The  conversion  of  some 
private  accommodations  to  semi-private  in- 
creased the  bed  completment  on  Pavilion  N6  to 
17  (five  private  and  twelve  semi-private  beds) . 

Consultations  in  dermatology,  gynecology, 
neurology,  and  surgery  for  children  from  other 
departments  continued  to  be  regularly  available. 
In  addition,  more  extensive  consultation  service 
from  psychiatrist,  psychologist,  and  psychiatric 
social  worker  was  made  possible  by  establish- 
ment of  a  Pediatric  Rehabilitation  Program. 
Several  new  clinics  were  initiated.  A  pediatric- 
orthopedic  rehabilitation  clinic  was  conducted 
by  Dr.  William  Cooper,  of  the  Department  of 
Orthopedics,  in  cooperation  with  a  team  includ- 
ing representatives  from  the  fields  of  pediatrics, 
psychiatry,  psychology,  pediatric  social  service, 
and  occupational  therapy. 

Follow-up  clinics  were  instituted  on  two 
afternoons  a  week  to  provide  improved  service 
and  longer  follow-up  for  patients  discharged 
from  pavilions. 

As  part  of  a  total  plan  of  coordinating  facili- 
ties in  teaching  rehabilitation  throughout  the 
Center,  a  pediatric  program  called  "Teaching 
Program  in  Pediatric  Rehabilitation"  was  insti- 
tuted during  the  year.  Its  emphasis  is  on  those 
aspects  of  pediatric  care  especially  related  to 
mental  health,  to  emotional  as  well  as  physical 
growth  and  development,  and  to  promotion  of 
optimal  physical  and  psychological  recovery 
following  acute  and  chronic  diseases  in  child- 
hood. Already  functioning  units,  notably  the 
former  Division  of  Child  Development  which 
included  the  New  York  Hospital  Nursery 
School  and  the  Pediatric  Occupational  Divi- 
sion, are  being  integrated  with  other  facets  of 
teaching  and  clinical  activities  of  both  In- 
Patient  and  Out-Patient  Services.   Special  ward 
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rounds  and  frequent  conferences  are  held,  and 
integrated  services  are  made  available  for  a 
selected  group  of  non-orthopedic  patients,  with 
provision  of  psychiatric  consultation,  psycho- 
logic testing,  and  other  specific  professional 
services  when  indicated  within  the  broad  scope 
of  rehabilitation. 

The  regular  program  of  occupational  therapy 
for  children  on  pavilion,  private,  and  semi- 
private  services  included  27,218  half-hour  treat- 
ments, either  in  wards  or  in  three  occupational 
therapy  rooms.  In  addition  to  twenty-one  birth- 
day or  holiday  parties,  the  play  room  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department  was  extensively  used. 
More  than  3,000  hours  of  service  were  con- 
tributed by  fourteen  volunteers. 

Activities  for  social  service,  psychiatric  at- 
tention, rehabilitation,  and  other  aspects  of 
comprehensive  care  have  always  been  highly 
developed  in  the  Pediatric  Department  and  be- 
come ever  more  impressive. 

The  institutes  for  physicians  and  nurses  in 
the  care  of  premature  infants  were  continued 
throughout  the  year  under  joint  sponsorship  of 
the  United  States  Children's  Bureau  and  the 
New  York  State  Department  of  Health.  They 
were  attended  by  physicians  and  nurses  con- 
nected with  hospital  premature  nurseries  and  by 
medical  and  nursing  directors  and  consultants 
in  state  and  local  programs  for  the  prematurely 
born.  Teams  came  from  eleven  states  and  from 
five  foreign  countries:  Belgium,  India,  Italy, 
Peru,  and  the  Philippine  Islands. 

The  research  program  of  the  Department 
was  continued  and  expanded.  Investigations  in 
the  field  of  rheumatic  fever  and  heart  disease 
now  have  continued  for  thirty-seven  years  and 
have  permitted  the  best  known  study  of  the 
natural  history  of  a  very  serious  disease.  This 
year,  they  included  evaluation  of  ACTH,  corti- 
sone, and  hydrocortisone  in  treatment  of  active 
carditis,  evaluation  of  diagnostic  criteria  for 
valvulotomy  in  patients  with  mitral  stenosis,  and 
evaluation  of  the  prophylactic  effect  of  continu- 


ous antibiotic  therapy  in  prevention  of  relapses 
and  recurrences.  Hematologic  studies  centered 
principally  about  chronic  anemias  and  con- 
genital hemolytic  syndromes.  Functional  liver 
studies  were  continued  in  children  with  Medi- 
terranean anemia;  platelet  agglutinates  were 
demonstrated  in  various  instances  of  idiopathic 
and  congenital  thrombocytopenic  purpura;  and 
abnormal  hemoglobins  were  studied  electro- 
phoretically. 

Several  studies  of  a  fundamental  nature  were 
undertaken;  these  included  investigation  of  ef- 
fect of  muscle  metabolites  on  the  electrocardio- 
gram of  the  dog;  relation  of  cortisone  and 
muscle  metabolies  to  blood  pyrophosphate,  tis- 
sue electrolytes,  and  heart  nucleotides  in  the  rat; 
effect  of  cortisone  on  mitochondria  in  the  liver 
and  kidneys  of  rats;  determinations  of  activity 
of  tyrosine  oxydase  in  animal  and  human  liver; 
and  attempts  at  isolation  from  red  blood  cells 
of  a  peptidase  that  will  hydrolyze  alanyl-glycyl- 
glycine. 

Antisera  are  being  prepared  against  human 
and  rat  albumin  and  gamma  globulin,  and  will 
be  used  in  measurement  of  the  concentration 
of  these  proteins  in  blood,  urine,  and  tissues. 

Extensive  studies  were  made  in  nephrosis, 
including  the  effect  of  intravenously  adminis- 
tered dextran  followed  by  courses  of  adrenal 
and  pituitary  hormones  and  use  of  prophylactic 
antibiotic  therapy.  Other  studies  included  com- 
pilations of  relationship  of  insulin  requirements 
in  diabetes  to  age,  weight,  surface  area,  and 
duration  of  disease;  amino  acid  secretion  with 
various  renal  tubular  defects  including  galac- 
tosuria;  vitamin  D-resistant  rickets  and  pseudo- 
hypoparathyroidism; the  role  of  oxygen  therapy 
in  retrolental  fibroplasia;  bowel  motility  in  nor- 
mal children  and  in  patients  with  congenital 
megacolon;  and  measurements  of  trypsin  and 
amylase  activity  of  duodenal  juice  in  normal 
and  sick  children  at  different  ages.  In  collabora- 
tion with  the  Department  of  Surgery,  a  study 
of  effect  of  hypothermia  on  cerebral  and  renal 
blood  flow  and  functioning  was  begun. 
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The  Department  shared  in  the  concerted 
effort  to  reduce  the  Hospital  operating  deficit. 
Maintenance  of  the  research  program  in  the 
past  depended  upon  assistance  of  many  outside 
grants;  during  the  year,  funds  were  obtained 
which  not  only  supported  much  of  the  inves- 
tigative work,  but  helped  to  defray  overhead 
costs,  with  some  definite  allocation  to  patient 
service. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PSYCHIATRY 

The  census  of  patients  in  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic  during  1954  was  the  highest 
since  its  opening.  During  the  past  two  years  the 
ratio  of  45  per  cent  male  to  55  per  cent  female 
patients  remained  unchanged.  The  policy  of 
having  men  and  women  participate  jointly  in 
all  activities  and  even  in  the  sections  reserved 
for  disturbed  patients  proved  to  be  highly  de- 
sirable. 

The  outstanding  development  during  the  year 
was  the  introduction  of  the  drugs  chlorpro- 
mazine  and  reserpine  into  treatment  of  highly 
disturbed  patients.  While  it  is  too  early  to 
evaluate  completely  the  efficacy  of  these  drugs, 
they  seem  undoubtedly  to  aid  in  control  of 
intense  anxiety,  fear,  resentment,  anger,  and 
sexual  unrest.  They  have  wide  applicability, 
and,  since  they  exert  little  effect  on  the  thinking 
process,  do  not  interfere  with  pursuit  of  other 
essential  psychotherapeusis.  Several  research 
projects  of  the  Department  dealt  with  investi- 
gations of  psychopathologic  and  physiologic 
changes  developing  under  the  influence  of  these 
new  agents. 

The  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  is  one 
of  few  psychiatric  in-patient  services  interested 
in  study  and  treatment  of  adolescents.  Through 
careful  grouping  of  these  patients  among  others 
of  different  ages,  undesirable  adolescent  be- 
havior can  be  avoided  or  well  controlled. 
Analysis  of  interpersonal  relationships  and  of 
attitudes  toward  restrictions  and  authority  is 
frequently  facilitated  in  such  a  therapeutically 
well  organized  hospital  setting.  Some  patients, 
while  spending  a  year  in  the  Clinic,  pursue  their 


education  by  attending  public  or  private  schools; 
others  receive  tutorial  instruction  until  they  are 
ready  to  visit  outside  the  hospital. 

The  metabolism  unit  in  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic  has  been  used  freely  for  in- 
vestigation of  muscular  dystrophy,  confusional 
disorders,  and  selected  types  of  psychogenic 
disturbances  depending  upon  undernourish- 
ment. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Tall  Cedars 
of  Lebanon,  a  very  attractive  sitting  room  was 
arranged  for  use  of  children. 

Dr.  Oskar  Diethelm  and  his  staff  have  been 
interested  in  distinguishing  essential  features  of 
psychiatric  illness  from  secondary  reactions  that 
relate  to  influences  of  the  hospital  environment, 
such  as  contacts  with  personnel  and  other  pa- 
tients, psychotherapy,  and  other  physical  pro- 
cedures. These  studies  have  been  carried  out 
on  patients  in  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Clinic,  at  the  Montrose  Veterans'  Administra- 
tion Hospital,  and  on  patients  who  have  been 
discharged  and  who  have  entered  other  hos- 
pitals. Interest  was  focused,  among  other 
things,  on  the  chronicity  of  an  illness  and  of 
the  aging  process. 

Research  in  the  field  of  social  psychiatry  car- 
ried out  by  Dr.  Thomas  A.  C.  Rennie  and  his 
group  progressed  during  the  year  by  use  of 
interviews  from  a  randomly  selected  group  and 
in  analysis  of  data  so  obtained.  Studies  were 
made  on  major  ethnic  groups  consisting  of 
Irish,  Italian,  German,  Czechoslovakian,  Hun- 
garian, and  Puerto  Rican  persons.  Study  of 
the  Yorkville  Community  Mental  Health  Proj- 
ect was  correlated  with  sociologic  study  of  a 
rural  community  and  detection  of  psychopa- 
thology  as  carried  out  by  Dr.  Alexander  H. 
Leighton  and  his  associates. 

Dr.  Ade  T.  Milhorat  and  his  associates  pur- 
sued their  investigations  on  muscular  dystrophy. 
The  Research  Metabolism  Unit  has  been  in- 
valuable for  this  purpose,  and  studies  revealed 
significant  information  on  the  physiology  of 
vitamin  E  and  metabolism  of  steroids.    A  de- 
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rivative  of  vitamin  E,  heretofore  unknown  and 
excreted  by  both  man  and  animals,  was  iden- 
tified. Many  other  metabolic  and  chemical 
peculiarities  of  muscular  dystrophy  are  under 
active  investigation. 

In  addition  to  these  major  researches,  other 
projects  are  being  actively  undertaken  by  the 
Department  in  biochemical  and  pharmacologic 
investigations,  electroencephalography,  psychol- 
ogy, and  in  experimentation  on  the  effect  of 
alcohol  in  animals. 

WESTCHESTER  DIVISION 

During  1954,  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  admitted  343  patients.  Of 
the  326  patients  discharged  during  the  year, 
25  per  cent  were  considered  recovered  and  80 
per  cent  were  definitely  benefited  by  treatment. 

Four  physicians  completed  their  residency 
training;  two  of  them  are  to  be  associated  with 
the  Bowman-Gray  Medical  School  of  Wake 
Forest  College  in  Winston-Salem,  North  Caro- 
lina; another  is  associated  with  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  at  Richmond;  and  the 
fourth  is  continuing  postgraduate  training  in 
psychiatry  and  neurology  in  London,  England. 

The  building  for  special  therapies  was  opened 
during  the  year  and  is  proving  most  helpful  in 
the  conduct  of  electroshock  treatment  and  other 
special  forms  of  physiotherapy. 

The  research  program  was  again  focused  on 
study  of  patients  suffering  from  postpartum 
mental  reactions,  and  of  siblings  of  schizo- 
phrenic patients. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  RADIOLOGY 

In  the  staff  of  this  Department,  adjustments 
were  necessary  following  resignation  of  Dr. 
John  Caffey  to  cover  the  very  important  teach- 
ing function  in  the  radiology  of  children.  Joint 
recommendation  from  the  Radiologist-in-Chief 
and  the  Pediatrician-in-Chief  resulted  in  pro- 
vision for  training  of  a  suitable  candidate  in 
this  phase  of  radiology.    Dr.  David  H.  Baker, 


formerly  Senior  Assistant  Resident,  was  ap- 
pointed Provisional  Assistant  Radiologist  and 
Pediatrician  to  Out-Patients,  to  maintain  this 
function. 

Modern  radio-therapeutic  techniques  and  ra- 
dioactive isotope  programs  require  the  services 
of  a  trained  radiation  physicist.  Miss  Elizabeth 
F.  Focht  was  appointed  to  undertake  this  im- 
portant function  for  the  Department.  In  initi- 
ating this  program,  Miss  Focht  undertook  to 
spend  only  part  of  her  time,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  this  part-time  coverage  will  be  increased 
to  full-time  as  soon  as  possible.  A  new  radio- 
graphic technique  devised  in  the  Department 
is  known  as  nephrotomography  and  has  been 
found  to  be  of  considerable  value  in  differen- 
tiation of  renal  cysts  from  neoplasms. 

Other  research  of  the  Department  was  under- 
taken in  association  with  the  Departments  of 
Medicine  and  of  Surgery.  These  included  con- 
sideration of  pulmonary  complications  of 
ACTH  and  cortisone  therapy;  percutaneous 
splenoportal  venography;  focal  hemosiderosis 
in  rheumatic  heart  disease;  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  congenital  anomalies  of  the  pulmonary 
circulation;  and  development  of  a  new  radio- 
graphic technique  known  as  orbital  pneumo- 
tomography  for  detection  of  retrobulbar  tumors. 

No  significant  alterations  in  physical  arrange- 
ments or  major  additions  to  existing  equipment 
were  made  during  1954.  During  the  year,  how- 
ever, detailed  and  comprehensive  plans  for 
creation  of  a  new  radiation  therapy  section  with 
inclusion  of  supervoltage  apparatus  were  com- 
pleted. The  long-recognized  need  of  the  Hos- 
pital for  a  radioactive  isotope  program  was  the 
subject  of  conversation  between  representatives 
of  the  Administration  and  the  Department;  this 
resulted  in  formulation  of  plans  for  early  ini- 
tiation of  a  modest  diagnostic  and  therapeutic 
isotope  program. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SURGERY 

Through  1954,  the  Department  continued 
to  divide  its  attention  between  improved  care  of 
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patients,  teaching  of  graduate  and  undergrad- 
uate physicians,  and  clinical  research.  In  its 
program  of  investigation,  it  focused  attention 
chiefly  upon  problems  having  direct  usefulness 
in  improvement  of  clinical  practice. 

In  the  rapidly  expanding  field  of  cardiac 
surgery,  Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  Surgeon-in-Chief, 
effected  a  program  of  preoperative  and  post- 
operative care  that  resulted  in  greatly  dimin- 
ished mortality  and  morbidity  from  previously 
hazardous  surgical  procedures.  As  a  part  of  this 
program,  he  and  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr., 
Anesthesiologist-in-Charge,  developed  a  tech- 
nique of  analgesia  that  permits  retention  of 
consciousness  throughout  intricate  surgical  pro- 
cedures, with  complete  freedom  from  pain  and 
with  no  later  memory  of  the  operation.  This 
state  is  accomplished  by  a  special  use  of  ether 
and  has  been  called  the  "technique  of  ether 
analgesia."  The  entire  method  was  developed 
at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  represents  one 
of  the  notable  achievements  in  the  history  of 
the  Society.  Its  use  has  already  resulted  in  a 
significantly  lower  incidence  of  complications 
and  a  lower  mortality  rate  from  time-consum- 
ing operations  in  poor-risk  cardiac  patients. 

Other  techniques  of  anesthesia  were  explored 
by  Dr.  Artusio  and  his  group  in  the  Division 
of  Anesthesia.  With  Dr.  George  Holswade  and 
with  Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle,  of  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics,  he  studied  the  effects  of  hypo- 
thermia and  hypotension  in  minimizing  risk  in 
cardiac  patients.  Observations  were  also  made 
on  metabolism  during  anesthesia,  a  project 
which  has  been  materially  aided  by  the  meta- 
bolic section  of  the  laboratories  for  surgical 
research. 

Maintenance  of  the  blood  vessel  bank  of 
New  York  City  at  our  Center  gave  impetus  to 
the  work  of  Dr.  S.  W.  Moore  and  Dr.  John  P. 
West  on  the  problem  of  replacing  the  thoracic 
aorta  with  homologous  aortic  grafts.  In  the 
surgical  laboratories  Dr.  Edward  B.  C.  Keefer 
and  Dr.  Abel  A.  Lazzarini  were  provided  with 
facilities  for  tissue  culture  and  studied  various 


methods  of  preservation  of  homologous  aortic 
grafts  and  their  effects  upon  the  period  of  sur- 
vival of  grafts  in  the  new  host. 

Many  observations  demonstrated  that  break- 
down of  body  tissue  following  operative  trauma 
can  be  diminished  significantly  by  an  increased 
food  intake.  Following  operations,  however, 
difficulty  in  feeding  has  been  encountered  be- 
cause of  nausea  and  other  factors.  Carbohy- 
drates and,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  amino  acids 
of  protein  can  be  introduced  intravenously  in 
patients  who  in  the  pre-  or  postoperative  state 
are  unable  to  take  food  by  mouth.  Introduction 
of  fats  intravenously  has  been  so  complicated 
by  toxic  reactions  that  it  has  not  previously  been 
feasible.  During  1954,  Doctors  John  M.  Beal, 
Frank  Glenn,  Claude  Cholette,  and  George  N. 
Cornell,  with  Dr.  Mary  Ann  Payne  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  were  able  to  intro- 
duce new  principles  into  preparation  of  fatty 
substances  for  intravenous  use.  As  it  now  ap- 
pears, this  represents  an  achievement  of  great 
significance  both  in  nutrition  of  patients  and 
as  a  method  of  investigating  metabolism  and 
lipid  substances  in  the  human  body. 

Not  a  little  of  the  clinical  investigative  pro- 
gram of  the  Department  was  directed  toward 
control  of  cancer.  Adrenalectomy  in  selected 
cancer  patients  was  practiced  intensively  and 
effectively.  Hypophysectomy  in  35  patients 
with  metastatic  cancer  was  subject  to  critical 
investigation  in  the  neurosurgical  section  under 
direction  of  Dr.  Bronson  S.  Ray.  Use  of  radio- 
active iron  (131)  for  diagnosis  of  intracranial 
tumors,  employing  the  scintillation  counter, 
was  sufficiently  successful  to  warrant  its  further 
exploration  by  neurosurgeons.  Dr.  William  A. 
Cooper  succeeded  in  establishing  the  value  of 
the  balloon  technique  as  a  diagnostic  adjunct 
in  determining  carcinoma  of  the  stomach.  It 
is  of  some  interest  that  this  investigative  work 
was  carried  out  in  the  Surgical  Out-Patient 
Department,  without  requiring  the  use  of  hos- 
pital beds. 

Dr.  Kirby  A.  Martin  of  the  Department  of 
Medicine,  with  Doctors  Keefer,  Glenn,  Hays, 
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and  McCord  continued  their  study  of  experi- 
mental production  of  peptic  ulcer.  The  problem 
of  replacing  gastric  mucosa  and  its  value  in 
surgical  therapy  of  peptic  ulcer  was  investigated 
by  Doctors  Beal,  George  N.  Cornell,  and  Henry 
J.  Mannix,  Jr. 

Other  research  on  the  gastrointestinal  tract 
included  that  of  Dr.  William  F.  Nickel,  Jr.,  in 
collaboration  with  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Almy,  of 
the  Department  of  Medicine,  on  the  patho- 
genesis of  ulcerative  colitis,  and  that  of  Doctors 
William  A.  Barnes  and  S.  Frank  Redo  on  ex- 
perimental esophagitis.  Dr.  Cholette's  develop- 
ment of  a  new  method  for  analysis  of  choles- 
terol and  bile  was  applied  to  studies  of  the 
pathogenesis  of  gallstones  by  Dr.  Richard  Karl, 
who,  with  Dr.  Robert  M.  Spellman  of  the 
section  of  urology,  concluded  a  preliminary 
experimental  project  on  replacement  of  the 
common  bile  duct  by  free  grafts  of  mucosa  of 
the  urinary  bladder.  Dr.  Helena  Gilder  inves- 
tigated renal  function  and  extracellular  fluid 
changes  in  experimental  ascites.  Doctors  Paul 
W.  Braunstein  and  Ward  D.  O'Sullivan  car- 
ried out  clinical  investigations  on  the  effect  of 
hyaluronidase  on  ascites. 

Research  in  the  urology  section,  under  Doc- 
tors Victor  F.  Marshall  and  Robert  M.  Spell- 
man,  was  directed  toward  the  role  of  activity 
of  transitional  epithelium  in  etiology  of  renal 
lithiasis.  Doctors  John  W.  Draper  and  Richard 
Stark  demonstrated  that  replacement  of  bladder 
mucosa  by  free  graft  of  skin  gives  protective 
influence  against  vesical  cancer  in  experimental 
animals.  Dr.  Albert  J.  Paquin  developed  an 
innovation  for  control  of  urinary  incontinence. 
Dr.  Draper  was  concerned  with  ureteral  peris- 
talsis and  re-implantation  of  the  ureter  into  the 
renal  pelvis. 

In  the  plastic  surgery  section  under  direction 
of  Dr.  Herbert  Conway,  he  and  Dr.  Stark 
completed  a  five-year  study  of  the  circulation  in 
homografts  of  skin.  This  demonstrated  the 
negative  role  of  many  agents  formerly  thought 
effective  in  combating  immune  reactions  and 


indicates  that  desensitization  of  homologous 
skin  graft  probably  can  be  achieved  by  special 
techniques  of  tissue  culture.  Dr.  Abel  A.  Laz- 
zarini  cooperated  in  this  work  which  now  ap- 
pears to  approach  solution  of  the  problem  of 
permanent  homoplastic  transplantations  of  skin. 
Doctors  Conway  and  Stark  contributed  to  sur- 
gery of  cancer  of  the  surface  of  the  body  and  of 
the  head  and  neck  by  advocating  excisional  sur- 
gery and  immediate  reconstruction  in  suitable 
cases.  Surgery  of  the  hand  has  received  empha- 
sis in  an  intensified  effort  to  improve  manage- 
ment of  infants  born  with  deficiencies  of  digits 
or  hand. 

In  orthopedic  surgery  under  direction  of  Dr. 
Frederick  L.  Liebolt,  the  following  subjects 
were  studied:  alkaline  phosphatase  studies  of 
tissues  surrounding  bone,  relation  of  hormonal 
disturbances  to  metabolism  of  bone,  and  effect 
of  intramedullary  metallic  devices  on  growing 
bone.  In  Surgical  Pathology,  Dr.  John  Pearce 
was  engaged  in  research  on  anti-neoplastic  and 
anti-viral  capacities  of  anti-hyaluronidase.  The 
ophthalmology  section,  under  direction  of  Dr. 
John  McLean,  established  special  clinics  on 
motor  anomalies,  on  glaucoma,  and  on  detached 
retina.  In  addition,  studies  on  retrolental  fibro- 
plasia were  continued  in  association  with  mem- 
bers of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics. 

The  splendid  accomplishments  of  the  year 
1954  in  the  Department  of  Surgery  may  be 
regarded  as  a  result  of  prolonged  effort  of  the 
post-war  years  in  effecting  integration  of  labora- 
tories and  clinical  activities  and  in  fostering 
cooperation  between  departments  of  the  Center. 

The  Medical  Board  and  the  professional  staff 
of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  are 
indebted  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  under- 
standing and  sympathetic  support,  and  to  Dr. 
Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Director  of  the  Center,  and 
to  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt  and  Mr.  Laurence  G. 
Payson  for  their  counsel  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of  the 
Director. 

In  past  years  it  has  been  my  custom  to  report 
in  some  detail  on  the  activities  of  the  forty-five 
administrative  departments  of  the  Hospital  and 
to  deal  with  certain  undertakings  of  the  Center 
as  a  whole.  This  latter  is  necessary  because  the 
close,  mutual  interdependence  of  the  compo- 
nents of  the  Center  make  the  programs  of  one 
pertinent  to  the  others. 

In  this  report  only  the  broader  and  more 
significant  activities  of  the  past  year  will  be  dis- 
cussed, especially  as  they  relate  to  our  objectives 
in  the  fields  of  medical  and  hospital  care,  medi- 
cal education,  research  and  prevention  of  dis- 
ease. 

Since  many  of  these  matters  have  already 
been  discussed  at  length  in  the  Report  of  the 
President  of  the  Medical  Board,  they  will  be 
mentioned  here  only  in  brief  and  in  relation 
to  their  effect  on  the  administrative  and  financial 
programs  of  the  Hospital.  A  substantial  section 
of  this  report  will  be  devoted  to  the  problems 
of  financing. 

Information  concerning  nursing  will  be 
found  in  the  Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing 
Service  on  page  49.  Items  of  special  interest 
which  deserve  recording  for  future  reference 
will  be  found  in  an  appendix  to  this  report. 
Detailed  statistical  data,  much  of  which  has 
been  included  in  the  body  of  this  report  in  past 
years,  are  recorded  on  pages  72-74.

IN-PATIENT  STATISTICS

If  past  records  are  accurate,  this  brings  to 
3,945,253  the  number  of  persons  who  have 
been  cared  for  in  the  183  years  of  the  Society's 
history  and  in  its  178th  continuous  year  of 
service  to  the  community.

At  The  New  York  Hospital  the  23,106  patients 
treated,  exclusive  of  newborns,  exceeded  by 
243  the  number  recorded  in  1953  and  consti- 
tute an  all  time  record.  Days  of  care,  excluding 
newborn  days,  increased  by  1,452  over  1953 
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to  a  total  of  276,941.  The  average  length  of 
stay  at  12.0  days  showed  no  change  as  com- 
pared to  the  average  for  the  previous  year. 

The  modest  increase  in  numbers  of  patients 
admitted  and  days  of  care  provided  is  referable 
principally  to  the  semi-private  services.  During 
1954,  383  more  patients  were  admitted  and 
2,438  more  days  of  care  provided  on  the  semi- 
private  service  than  in  1953.  Despite  a  decrease 
of  59  admissions  as  compared  to  a  year  ago,  the 
private  service,  including  two-bed  rooms  in  the 
Baker  Pavilion  and  semi-private  pediatric  ser- 
vice, recorded  an  increase  of  1,432  days  of 
care.  In  contrast  to  this,  the  pavilion  (ward) 
services  experienced  a  decrease  of  104  in  num- 
ber of  patients  admitted  and  of  2,418  in  days 
of  care  given. 

A  decrease  in  demand  for  pavilion  (ward) 
accommodations  has  been  increasingly  evident 
during  the  past  few  years.  Since  it  relates  to  a 
high  level  of  employment,  favorable  economic 
condition  of  the  country  and  the  continuing 
spectacular  growth  of  voluntary  medical  and 
hospital  care  insurance,  the  trend  is  a  nation- 
wide one,  and,  from  the  patient's  point  of  view, 
a  highly  desirable  one.  However,  its  impact  is 
felt  on  our  educational  programs,  since  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  patients  seeking  care  in 
our  clinics  and  pavilions  reduces  the  opportuni- 
ties for  the  young  doctor  to  assume  responsibility 
consistent  with  his  level  of  training  for  the 
diagnosis,  treatment  and  management  of 
patients. 


During  the  past  year  43,200  patients  made 
229,202  visits  to  the  eighty-two  clinics  (includ- 
ing special  programs)  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department. 

Analysis  of  statistical  reports  for  the  years 
from  1944  to  1954  inclusive  reveals  the 
following: 

Total  Visits  —  General  decline  since  1947. 

Total  visits  reached  a  peak  in  1947  of 
296,755;  there  has  been  a  general  and 
substantial  decline  since  1947;  the  figure 
for  1954  (229,202)  represents  a  decrease 
of  67,553  visits  (22.6%)  below  the 
figure  for  1947  and  a  decrease  of  17,034 
visits  (6.9%)  below  the  figure  for  1953 
(246,236). 

New  Patients  Treated  —  General  marked  decline 
since  1947. 

New  patients  treated  reached  a  peak  in 
1947  of  20,880;  there  has  been  a  general 
marked  decline  since  1947;  the  figure  for 
1954  (13,957)  represents  a  decrease  of 
6,923  (33.1%)  below  the  figure  for 
1947  and  a  decrease  of  1,353  (8.5%) 
below  the  figure  for  1953  (15,310). 

Total  Patients  Treated  —  Steady  decline  since  1950. 

Total  patients  treated  reached  a  peak  in 
1950  of  52,016;  there  has  been  a  steady 
substantial  decrease  since  1950;  the  figure 
for  1954  (43,200)  represents  a  decrease 
of  8,816  patients  (16.9%)  below  the 
figure  for  1950  and  a  decrease  of  1,952 
patients  (4.2%)  below  the  figure  for 
1953    (45,152). 


OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 

The  principal  source  of  patients  for  our 
pavilions  is  our  Out-Patient  Department.  It  is, 
therefore,  significant  that  the  number  of  pa- 
tients visiting  our  clinics  has  dropped  sharply 
in  the  past  few  years,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the 
same  trends  that  have  affected  our  in-patient 
services. 


The  general  downward  trend  was  experienced 
throughout  the  clinics  of  all  departments  with 
the  following  notable  exceptions:  In  the  ob- 
stetrical clinic,  new  admissions  showed  a  rise 
since  1952.  The  figure  for  1954  (3,221), 
which  is  only  1.8%  below  the  peak  figure  for 
1947  (3,281),  represents  an  increase  of  36% 
above  the  figure  for  1952  and  an  increase  of 
3.6%    above   the   figure    for    1953.     In    the 
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pediatric  clinic  new  admissions  showed  a  de- 
cline from  1947  to  1952  followed  by  a  slight 
rise  since  1952.  The  figure  for  1954  was  2% 
higher  than  that  for  1953. 

In  addition  to  nation-wide  factors  affecting 
clinic  attendance  certain  local  conditions,  which 
might  be  influenced  to  arrest  or  reverse  the 
downward  trend,  deserve  attention.  To  this 
end  a  study  of  the  causes  for  rejection  of  appli- 
cants for  care  in  the  main  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment was  initiated  early  in  November.  Pre- 
liminary evaluation  of  findings  suggests  several 
possible  courses  of  action  which  might  yield 
improvement;  these  were  under  active  study  as 
the  year  closed. 

The  importance  of  the  ambulatory  patient 
in  the  development  of  a  progressive  program 
in  patient  care,  teaching,  research  and  preven- 
tive medicine  has  gained  increasing  general 
recognition  during  the  past  decade.  Contribut- 
ing factors  include  ( 1 )  the  effectiveness  and 
economy  of  continuous  observation  and  treat- 
ment on  an  ambulatory  basis  for  the  increasing 
number  of  chronically  ill  patients  in  our  rapidly 
aging  population;  (2)  the  marked  increase  in 
the  cost  of  in-patient  hospital  care;  (3)  tend- 
ency to  conduct  diagnostic  studies  while  the 
patient  remains  ambulatory  instead  of  admitting 
him  to  a  hospital  bed;  (4)  early  ambulation  of 
the  post  operative  patient;  (5)  the  declining 
popularity  of  "bed  rest"  as  the  leading  item 
in  the  doctor's  therapeutic  armamentarium  and 
(6)  the  physician's  increasing  awareness  of 
his  responsibility  for  the  institution  of  rehabil- 
itative procedures  as  early  as  possible  in  the 
patient's  illness. 

During  the  year,  continued  progress  was 
made  in  the  furtherance  of  the  Comprehensive 
Care  and  Teaching  Program,  which  gained  in- 
creasing recognition  as  a  sound  and  progressive 
approach  toward  improved  patient  care  and 
teaching  and  as  a  practical  framework  for  the 
conduct  of  clinical  research  and  the  advance- 
ment of  preventive  medicine.    Additional  com- 


ment on  this  program  is  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board. 

EDUCATION 

The  Hospital  continued  to  serve  the  objec- 
tive of  teaching  in  medicine  and  in  important 
fields  allied  to  medicine.  The  presence  in  the 
Hospital  of  hundreds  of  students  undergoing 
active  training  in  these  several  related  fields  con- 
tributes substantially  to  the  maintenance  of  our 
high  standards  of  patient  care. 

As  a  partner  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  in  undergraduate  medical  education,  the 
Hospital  participated  in  the  training  of  approxi- 
mately 170  undergraduate  medical  students  in 
the  clinical  fields  of  medicine  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  of  their  Medical  College  course. 
These  undergraduates  represented  the  pick  of  a 
large  number  of  highly  qualified  applicants 
from  colleges  throughout  the  country  as  exem- 
plified by  the  fact  that  the  83  students  in  the 
freshman  class  entering  in  the  fall  of  1954 
came  from  38  colleges  and  were  selected  from 
1315  applicants. 

In  the  field  of  graduate  medical  education, 
which  is  closely  integrated  with  the  under- 
graduate program,  the  Hospital  provided  train- 
ing for  35  physicians  at  the  level  of  intern  and 
150  more  at  the  level  of  assistant  resident  and 
resident  in  the  various  specialties  and  sub- 
specialties of  medicine.  The  opportunity  for 
continuing  postgraduate  medical  education  was 
afforded  to  the  more  than  500  members  of  the 
Hospital's  attending  staff  through  their  regular 
participation  in  the  care  of  patients  in  the 
Hospital's  pavilions  and  out-patient  clinics.  The 
weekly  Practitioners'  Conference,  now  in  its 
fourth  year  of  successful  operation,  provided  an 
unusual  opportunity  for  physicians  practicing  in 
the  community  to  keep  abreast  of  important 
advances  in  medical  practice. 

In  addition  to  the  education  of  physicians  at 
all  levels  of  training,  282  student  nurses  re- 
ceived instruction  in  the  Cornell  University- 
New  York  Hospital  School   of  Nursing,   an 
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undertaking  supported  entirely  by  the  Hospital. 
Seventy-six  nursing  students  from  several  affili- 
ating schools  of  nursing  were  trained  in  certain 
nursing  fields  for  varying  periods  throughout 
the  year,  while  forty-seven  graduate  nurses  re- 
ceived specialized  training,  including  attendance 
at  our  Premature  Institute. 

The  Hospital  contributed  further  to  relieving 
the  national  shortage  of  trained  personnel  in 
the  health  field  by  providing  formal  instruction 
to  189  students  in  many  fields  allied  to  medi- 
cine, as  indicated  below:

In  addition  to  the  formal  programs  outlined 
above,  the  Hospital  contributed  substantially  to 
the  education  of  a  considerable  number  of  ob- 
servers from  various  parts  of  the  United  States 
and  many  foreign  countries  who  were  accom- 
modated in  clinical  and  administrative  depart- 
ments for  varying  periods  of  time. 

RESEARCH 

The  total  research  effort  is  of  such  propor- 
tions that  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 
in  his  Annual  Report  is  compelled  by  limita- 


tions of  space  to  restrict  himself  to  brief  com- 
ments on  only  a  few  of  the  many  programs 
advanced  during  the  year.  The  variety  of  these 
programs  is  so  great  as  to  include  studies  on 
the  effects  of  the  growth  hormone  in  man;  the 
development  of  improved  surgical  techniques 
for  the  replacement  of  diseased  sections  of  major 
blood  vessels  with  arterial  grafts  and  for  the 
removal  of  the  posterior  lobe  of  the  pituitary 
gland  in  an  effort  to  control  the  spread  of  can- 
cer; studies  on  plasma  lipids  and  proteins  in 
relation  to  arterio-sclerosis,  liver  disease  and 
other  clinical  states;  studies  in  the  prevention 
of  repeated  abortions  through  the  use  of  psy- 
chosomatic techniques  and  vitamins  C  and  K. 
A  highly  productive  project  in  the  improvement 
of  drug  therapy  of  tuberculosis  was  carried  on 
in  direct  and  continuing  contact  with  a  clinical 
research  outpost  on  the  Navajo  Indian  Reserva- 
tion near  Window  Rock,  Arizona,  a  village 
more  than  two  thousand  miles  distant  from  the 
Hospital. 

Further  description  of  the  results  of  research 
projects  is  the  prerogative  of  the  President  of 
the  Medical  Board.  This  incomplete  listing  is 
presented  only  because  of  the  often  dramatic 
implications  for  the  future  health  of  America 
and  the  world  and  for  the  sake  of  completeness 
of  this  report. 

PREVENTIVE  MEDICINE 

This  Center  has  long  been  a  leader  in  broad- 
ening the  concept  and  extending  the  bounds  of 
preventive  medicine.  Originally  restricted  in 
large  part  to  obstetrics  and  pediatrics,  the  aware- 
ness of  the  need  for  practical  application  of 
preventive  measures  now  pervades  internal 
medicine,  surgery  and  psychiatry.  Two  current 
examples  will  suffice  to  illustrate  this  point. 

Increasing  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  pre- 
vention in  the  care  of  patients  in  the  Compre- 
hensive Care  Clinics  organized  under  the 
Comprehensive  Medical  Care  and  Teaching 
Program.  One  member  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Preventive  Medicine  in  the 
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Medical  College  is  responsible  for  integrating 
preventive  medicine  with  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment. A  second  serves  to  coordinate  the  efforts 
of  the  various  individuals  and  agencies  con- 
cerned in  the  development  and  prosecution  of 
specific  plans  for  the  rehabilitation  of  individual 
patients. 

Within  the  broad  scope  of  preventive  medi- 
cine at  the  community  level,  progress  was  made 
during  the  year  by  Dr.  Thomas  A.  C.  Rennie 
and  his  associates  in  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychi- 
atric Clinic  in  the  furtherance  of  a  long  term 
study  of  the  social,  ethnic  and  economic  matrix 
underlying  the  incidence  and  type  of  psychiatric 
disease  in  the  Kips  Bay-Yorkville  area.  On  com- 
pletion the  data  developed  in  this  project  should 
point  the  way  to  means  of  assisting  in  the  pre- 
vention of  mental  illness. 

FINANCING 

The  prosecution  of  our  program  in  patient 
care,  education,  research  and  prevention  has 
cost  each  year  substantially  more  than  has  been 
available  from  all  sources  of  income:  operating, 
interest,  dividends,  real  estate  and  current  gifts. 
During  the  past  nine  postwar  years  the  deficits 
for  the  Society,  exclusive  of  provision  for  de- 
preciation and  to  the  nearest  thousand,  were  as 
follows:

It  should  be  noted  that  the  total  nine  year 
deficit  of  $5,538,000.  is  almost  entirely  re- 
ferable to  the  Main  Hospital.  In  addition, 
$5,717,000.  was  spent  for  replacement  of 
equipment,  renovations,  structural  changes  and 


new  equipment.  In  the  same  nine  years  addi- 
tions to  capital,  largely  bequests,  came  to 
$2,687,000.  Therefore,  the  net  depletion  of 
capital  funds  was  $8,568,000.  in  this  postwar 
period.  How  well  the  Finance  Committee  has 
succeeded  in  meeting  this  financial  drain  is  at- 
tested by  the  book  value  of  the  investment 
portfolio  and  real  estate  held  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Society  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  this 
period.  The  figures  are: 

December  31,   1945 $23,607,000. 

December  31,  1954 $21,654,000. 

Of  the  latter  sum,  $13,500,000.  is  available  to 
provide  income  for  the  Main  Hospital,  and  of 
this,  only  $3,940,000.  is  unrestricted  as  to  use 
and  therefore  available  to  pay  the  recurrent 
deficits  of  the  Main  Hospital.  Clearly  future 
depletion  of  this  dwindling  sum  at  the  same 
rate  as  has  pertained  during  the  last  nine  years 
would  soon  result  in  the  cessation  of  operations 
through  lack  of  adequate  funds. 

In  several  of  my  recent  annual  reports  four 
suggestions  for  reducing  the  deficit  have  been 
made:  "the  raising  of  substantial  additional  en- 
dowment funds;  increasing  income  from  pavil- 
ion (ward)  and  out-patient  services,  especially 
through  negotiations  with  Associated  Hospital 
Service  of  New  York,  Inc.  (Blue  Cross)  and 
the  City  of  New  York;  further  experimentation 
with  the  use  of  patients  in  semi-private  accom- 
modations for  educational  purposes;  and  reduc- 
tion in  operating  expenses."  Substantial  prog- 
ress can  be  reported. 

As  of  July  1  payment  rates  by  the  City  of 
New  York  on  behalf  of  medically  indigent 
residents  of  the  City  were  increased  from  $12.00 
to  $14.00  per  day.  This  increase,  negotiated  by 
a  committee  of  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  rep- 
resents $60,000.  additional  annual  income  from 
our  pavilions  (wards) .  Of  lesser  financial  bene- 
fit to  the  Hospital  but  of  considerable  political 
significance  were  increased  payment  rates  for 
physically  handicapped  children  and  premature 
infants.   Since  funds  to  pay  these  rates  are  pro- 
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vided  from  federal,  state  and  local  governmental 
sources,  negotiations,  conducted  largely  between 
a  committee  of  the  Greater  New  York  Hospital 
Association  and  the  Department  of  Health  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  were  politically  complex. 

Discussions  and  negotiations  carried  on 
through  appropriate  boards  and  committees  of 
the  Greater  New  York  Hospital  Association 
and  Associated  Hospital  Service  of  New  York, 
Inc.  (Blue  Cross)  resulted  in  a  3.75%  upward 
adjustment  in  the  index  which  governs  payment 
rates  and  in  an  increase  in  the  ceiling  on  pay- 
ments in  behalf  of  subscribers  electing  ward 
accommodations.  Although  the  ceiling  is  still 
substantially  below  our  ward  costs,  the  effect 
of  these  two  adjustments  will  be  to  augment 
income  from  this  source  by  $140,000.  in  1955. 
In  addition,  the  $6.00  indemnity  towards  room 
charge  which  the  AHS  policy  provides  for 
subscribers  electing  private  rooms  will  be  in- 
creased to  $10.00  on  January  1,  1955.  This 
will  not  increase  our  per  diem  income,  but  it 
should  encourage  a  higher  occupancy  in  our 
private  services. 

Our  interest  in  the  continuing  growth  of 
voluntary  and  commercial  insurance  for  hos- 
pital and  medical  care  is  not  limited  to  the 
rates  paid  by  such  third  party  carriers.  As  the 
percentage  of  the  insured  population  grows,  the 
number  of  medically  indigent  patients  available 
for  teaching  purposes  declines.  The  time  may 
be  imminent  when  the  necessity  of  using  pa- 
tients in  semi-private  accommodations  to  a 
greater  extent  for  educational  purposes  will  be 
forced  upon  us.  This  would  entail  further  ex- 
perimentation in  professional  staff  organization. 
During  the  past  year  such  a  step  was  taken  in 
the  initiation  of  the  collection  of  professional 
fees  available  through  United  Medical  Service 
and  other  insurers  of  medical  care  expense. 
These  fees  are  now  being  collected  by  the  li- 
censed members  of  the  resident  staff  who  pro- 
vide the  professional  services  to  patients  in 
pavilions  (wards)  and  will  permit  more  liberal 
stipends  for  the  resident  staff  and  contribute 
towards  their  maintenance. 


Reference  to  the  table  above  shows  that  the 
deficit  for  the  Society  in  1954,  $289,000.  ex- 
clusive of  all  provision  for  depreciation,  was  the 
third  smallest  since  1946.  Including  deprecia- 
tion on  building  fixtures  and  equipment  for  all 
divisions  of  the  Society  and  on  buildings  at 
the  Westchester  Division,  the  deficit  totaled 
$728,000.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  in- 
clusion of  such  depreciation  as  an  element  of 
cost  gives  a  more  accurate  picture  of  operating 
results. 

The  Main  Hospital  was  principally  respon- 
sible for  the  reduction  in  size  of  the  deficit  as 
compared  with  1953.  Its  deficit,  including  pro- 
vision for  depreciation  on  building  fixtures  and 
equipment,  was  $1,576,000.  in  1953  and 
$917,000.  in  1954.  The  reasons  for  this  im- 
provement can  be  summarized  as  follows: 
operating  income  increased  by  $383,000.  due 
largely  to  increased  rates  paid  by  third  party 
payers,  minor  upward  rate  adjustments  and 
provision  of  1452  more  patient  days  of  care 
than  in  1953;  non-operating  income  was 
$6,000.  less  than  in  1953;  operating  expenses 
were  reduced  by  $288,000.,  or  2.5%.  This 
latter  represents  a  reversal  of  the  local  trend 
as  shown  by  a  United  Hospital  Fund  report, 
which  has  predicted  a  6%  increase  in  the  oper- 
ating expenses  of  its  member  hospitals  for  1954 
over  1953.  This  prediction  was  based  on  an 
analysis  of  the  experience  of  ten  hospitals  for 
the  first  nine  months  of  the  year. 

Our  ability  to  reduce  expenses  relates  to  the 
stability  of  the  national  economy;  to  the  im- 
plementation of  recommendations  made  by  the 
management  engineers,  Cresap,  McCormick  and 
Paget;  to  the  initiation  of  a  concerted,  Center- 
wide  economy  program;  to  a  tighter  budgetary 
control  and  to  an  almost  imperceptible  reduc- 
tion in  quality  of  certain  services  without 
jeopardy  to  vital  patient  services.  Each  factor 
will  be  discussed  briefly. 

During  1954  the  Department  of  Labor's  cost- 
of-living  index  remained  essentially  stationary. 
At  the  same  time  there  was  a  slight  increase  in 
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the  number  of  unemployed  persons  in  the  New 
York  City  area.  Both  factors  had  a  stabilizing 
influence  on  wages  and  salaries  so  that  this 
element  of  cost  did  not  rise  so  much  as  has  been 
experienced  during  the  inflationary  cycles  of  the 
post- World  War  II  period. 

The  survey  started  in  1953  by  the  manage- 
ment engineers,  Messrs.  Cresap,  McCormick 
and  Paget,  was  completed  early  in  1954  except 
for  recommendations  pertaining  to  capital  ex- 
penditures for  structural  changes  in  the  plant. 
Although  recommendations  for  operating  econ- 
omies were  adopted  during  the  course  of  the 
study,  the  full  effect  of  the  resulting  savings 
was  not  evident  until  1954  when  they  had  been 
in  operation  for  a  full  year. 

The  biggest  factor  in  our  success  in  reducing 
expenses  was  an  economy  program  initiated  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Comptroller,  Mr.  John 
H.  Keig,  and  at  the  request  of  the  President  of 
the  Society  and  carried  out  in  cooperation  with 
the  Director  of  the  Center  and  the  Dean  of  the 
Medical  College.  The  assistance  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff  was  solicited  at  meetings  of  the 
attending  and  resident  staffs  of  the  individual 
clinical  departments  with  the  Director  of  the 
Center,  Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  Di- 
rector of  the  Hospital.  The  financial  status  of 
the  Hospital  was  presented  and  suggestions 
made  as  to  methods  by  which  the  professional 
staff  could  assist  in  expense  reduction.  How 
helpful  they  have  been  is  attested  by  the  fol- 
lowing example,  which  is  presented  because  of 
the  ready  availability  of  accurate  figures:  ex- 
pense for  medical  and  surgical  supplies  dropped 
from  $623,000.  in  1953  to  $543,000.  in  1954, 
a  saving  of  $80,000.  To  be  sure,  part  of  this 
favorable  result  is  due  to  lower  prices  of  some 
large  volume  items  and  changes  in  specifica- 
tions for  certain  supplies,  but  the  medical  staff 
deserves  the  major  credit  and  is  due  thanks  for 
its  expression  of  loyalty  to  the  Hospital  through 
this  and  its  many  other  contributions  to 
economy. 

At  the  same  time  the  heads  of  the  forty-five 
administrative   departments   were   asked   what 


contributions  their  departments  could  make  in 
our  drive  to  reduce  expenses  in  cooperation  with 
the  medical  staff.  It  was  emphasized  that  no 
vital  patient  sevices  should  suffer  but  that  other- 
wise expense  must  be  pared  to  the  bone.  The 
response  to  this  request  was  immediate  and 
gratifying.  Throughout  the  year  administrative 
departmental  heads  exercised  their  ingenuity  to 
develop  methods  and  procedures  which  would 
result  in  reduction  of  their  departmental  ex- 
penses below  their  already  tight  and  carefully 
controlled  budgets.  Their  success  is  demon- 
strated by  a  reduction  in  expense  of  $288,000. 
from  $11,162,000.  in  1953  to  $10,874,000.  in 
1954.  The  Nursing  Service  and  School  deserve 
credit  for  $53,000.  in  savings  in  spite  of  higher 
salary  rates  in  1954  as  compared  with  the  first 
seven  months  of  1953.  The  Plant  Operations 
Division  was  responsible  for  $73,000.  of  ex- 
pense reduction  due  in  large  part  to  the  adop- 
tion of  recommendations  made  by  the  manage- 
ment engineers. 

In  accomplishing  these  savings  126  previ- 
ously authorized  full-time  positions  were  dis- 
continued, many  within  the  Nursing  Service. 
Such  a  reduction  in  complement  must  inevitably 
be  accompanied  by  some  reduction  in  quality 
of  services.  For  example,  fewer  nursing  per- 
sonnel were  available  to  assist  the  resident  staff 
in  making  observations  in  research  projects; 
there  were  fewer  guards  to  direct  traffic  on 
68th  Street  extension  and  70th  Street;  paint- 
ing was  rescheduled  from  every  two  to  every 
three  years;  there  were  fewer  housekeeping 
personnel.  However,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  these 
changes  will  not  alter  the  quality  of  essential 
services  to  patients. 

FURTHER  STEPS 

What  further  steps  can  be  taken  to  bring 
operations  more  nearly  into  balance?  Certainly 
we  should  remain  constantly  alert  to  the  po- 
tentiality of  additional  labor  saving  equipment. 
However,  since  hospital  care  is  primarily  a  per- 
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sonalized  service,  the  possibilities  for  the  appli- 
cation of  mechanical  devices  are  limited. 

Efforts  to  avoid  future  increased  costs  and 
even  further  to  curtail  expense  might  well  be 
directed  towards  encouraging  increased  produc- 
tivity of  the  individual  worker  through  the 
further  development  and  continuous  applica- 
tion of  a  methods  improvement  or  work 
simplification  program  as  an  integral  part  of 
daily  operating  procedure.  To  this  end  a  part 
time  consultant  has  been  retained.  Consider- 
able progress  has  been  made  in  the  development 
and  use  of  an  appraisal  program.  Supervisory 
training  has  continued  both  through  encourag- 
ing attendance  of  supervisory  personnel  at  out- 
side courses  and  institutes  and  through  in- 
service  training.  A  critical  analysis  of  our 
communications  techniques  has  been  conducted 
and,  as  a  result,  improvements  have  been  initi- 
ated. However,  much  remains  to  be  done  in 
these  fields. 

An  appreciable  portion  of  the  operating  defi- 
cit can  be  traced  indirectly  to  the  clinical 
research  which  is  a  constant  feature  of  patient 
care  on  our  pavilions  (wards)  and  is  going  on 
continuously  in  our  many  laboratories.  Approx- 
imately $1,366,000.  is  expended  for  the  direct 
cost  of  such  research  each  year  by  the  clinical 
departments.  These  funds  come  from  various 
grants  and  gifts  designated  for  specific  programs 
and  usually  provide  only  for  direct  operating 
costs  of  the  research.  During  the  past  year, 
largely  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Joseph  C. 
Hinsey,  Director  of  the  Center,  our  professional 
staff  has  become  more  aware  of  the  heavy 
burden  of  indirect  expense  borne  by  the  Hos- 
pital in  these  research  projects.  At  the  same 
time  foundations,  governmental  agencies  and 
others  who  support  medical  research  are  begin- 
ning to  recognize  their  responsibility  to  pay  for 
some  or  all  of  these  indirect  costs,  which  repre- 
sent at  least  25  per  cent  of  the  direct  costs. 

A  substantial  increase  in  net  operating  in- 
come would  be  realized  if  occupancy  were 
increased.    As  has  already  been  pointed  out, 


progress  in  this  direction  was  made  during  the 
year.  Further  progress  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  professional  staff  is  confidently  antici- 
pated. 

SUMMARY 

It  is  gratifying  to  have  been  able  to  report 
such  substantial  progress  in  our  efforts  to  re- 
duce the  deficit  of  the  Main  Hospital  through 
increased  third  party  payments,  experimentation 
in  the  use  of  patients  in  semi-private  accommo- 
dations for  teaching  purposes,  and  expense  re- 
duction. In  spite  of  continuing  efforts  in  these 
directions,  the  deficits  of  the  future  will  un- 
questionably continue  large  if  we  are  to  main- 
tain our  leadership  as  a  great  center  for  patient 
care,  medical  education  and  research. 

Our  losses  relate  directly  to  the  operation  of 
those  very  facilities  which  make  us  great  and 
which  must  be  maintained  if  we  are  to  dis- 
charge our  responsibility  to  the  public.  Our 
pavilions  and  out-patient  clinics  not  only  pro- 
vide for  high  quality  care  for  those  individuals 
who  are  unable  to  purchase  medical  and  hospital 
services,  but  also  the  opportunity  to  carry  on  a 
distinguished  program  of  research  and  of  educa- 
tion for  doctors,  medical  students,  nurses  and 
many  paramedical  personnel.  Under  to-day's 
conditions  of  professional  staff  organization  cur- 
tailment of  these  services  would  seriously  affect 
the  quality  of  our  programs. 

Approximately  half  of  our  in-patient  beds 
and  all  of  our  out-patient  clinics  are  devoted  to 
these  purposes.  The  patients  cared  for  in  these 
facilities,  even  though  they  often  pay  all  we 
ask  of  them,  actually  seldom  pay  the  full  cost 
of  their  care.  So  there  are  large  financial  losses 
on  the  operation  of  the  pavilions  and  Out- 
Patient  Department.  In  1954  the  total  loss  was 
$2,371,000.  after  taking  into  consideration  the 
small  net  income  from  private,  semi-private  and 
private  ambulatory  services.  To  pay  for  this  we 
had  $681,000.  in  unrestricted  gifts  and 
$774,000.  from  interest,  dividends  and  real 
estate.  This  left  an  operating  deficit  of 
$917,000.    to  be  paid  from  capital  funds.

With  the  gradual  depreciation  in  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  the  dollar  and  with  the  in- 
creasing complexity  and  cost  of  hospital  ser- 
vices, income  from  our  endowment  has  paid 
an  ever  smaller  percentage  of  our  expenses: 

1934 21.0% 

1944 16.9% 

1954 6.8% 

In  spite  of  concerted  and  sustained  efforts  to 
bring  the  Main  Hospital  operations  more  nearly 
into  balance,  success  has  been  only  partial.  It 
becomes  increasingly  clear  that  additional  en- 
dowment funds  in  the  range  of  $25,000,000. 
are  essential  if  the  Hospital  is  to  maintain  its 
leadership.  Such  an  addition  to  our  capital 
would  be  a  vote  of  confidence  for  those  loyal 
members  of  our  professional,  nursing  and  ad- 
ministrative staffs  who  have  played  such  an 
important  part  in  building  the  Hospital's  dis- 
tinguished reputation.  It  would  give  to  all 
those  who  are  dedicated  to  the  objectives  and 
high  ideals  of  the  Hospital  security  and  deep 


satisfaction  through  the  knowledge  that  the 
donors  of  these  capital  funds  appreciate  the 
necessity  for  the  perpetuation  of  excellence.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

There  is  recognition  that  the  difficulties 
which  face  the  nursing  profession  in  the  nation 
are  sociological  ones  and  that  a  remedy  cannot 
be  effected  by  nurses  alone.  Nursing  is  an 
inextricable  part  of  hospital  and  medical  care; 
demands  upon  the  latter  are  soon  felt  in  nursing 
services.  Routines,  previously  medical  preroga- 
tives alone,  continue  to  be  incorporated  into 
the  expected  duties  of  the  nurse.  Treatments, 
ever  more  complex,  require  more  and  more  time 
in  preparation  and  recording — time  that  nurses 
must  spend  away  from  the  patient.  Vacancies 
on  staffs  are  filled  by  personnel  far  below  the 
standard  needed  in  a  medical  center. 

Staffing  for  nursing  service  and  the  high 
turnover  rate  among  professional  nurses  con- 
tinue to  be  our  major  problems.

On  the  average  one  out  of  two  graduate  staff 
nurses  was  employed  less  than  a  year.  This 
high  turnover  damages  administrative  efficiency 
by  breaking  up  the  continuity  of  staffing  and 
diverting  our  energies  toward  recruiting  and 
training  new  employees. 

Our  efforts  to  reduce  turnover  through  in- 
creasing job  satisfaction  and  improving  morale 
are  epitomized  in  the  aims  and  activities  of  two 


nursing  service  committees,  In-Service  Educa- 
tion and  Methods  Improvement:  to  prepare 
nursing  personnel  to  function  adequately  in  the 
medical  center;  to  improve  patient  care;  to  stim- 
ulate growth  and  welfare  of  personnel;  to 
improve  utilization  of  existing  personnel  and 
facilities;  to  provide  satisfactory  personnel 
policies. 

Great  ingenuity  is  required  in  determining 
how  the  services  and  skills  of  the  nurses  avail- 
able can  be  concentrated  on  patient  care,  with 
every  possible  device  employed  to  relieve  them 
of  non-nursing  tasks.  We  must  continue  to 
study  and  recommend  ways  and  means  of  im- 
proving patient  care,  and  improving  service  by 
making  the  job  simpler  and  easier  for  the 
workers,  as  well  as  more  satisfying.  Work  sim- 
plification and  laborsaving  devices  will  utilize 
manpower  more  efficiently.  Witness  the  pre- 
pared injectable  medications!  The  time  saved 
in  preparation  of  medications  and  the  cleansing 
of  equipment  for  re-use  are  factors  to  be 
weighed,  as  well  as  the  reduction  of  errors. 
Further,  we  hope  to  determine,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  over-all  administration,  to  what 
extent  architectural,  engineering  and  mechani- 
cal changes  and  equipment  can  be  used  to 
spread  the  limited  nurse  resources. 

The  problem  of  creating  better  working 
schedules  is  a  very  difficult  one  where  staffing 
is  needed  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week.  Al- 
though we  have  succeeded  in  eliminating  split 
shifts  in  some  clinical  departments,  rotating 
shifts  and  week-end  and  holiday  duty  must  still 
be  assigned.  Due  to  competitive  policies — with 
the  advantages  of  better  hours  of  work  and 
somewhat  higher  salaries — in  public  health 
nursing,  Veterans'  Administration  hospitals  and 
industrial  plants,  we  plan  another  study  of  our 
personnel  policies  for  1955. 
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The  team  approach  is  still  being  stressed  as 
a  basic  factor  in  providing  enough  personnel 
and  in  wise  utilization  of  skills.  The  team  con- 
cept is  a  method  of  organizing  personnel  for 
service  in  such  a  way  that  a  professionally  pre- 
pared person  can  work  as  a  leader  with  less 
prepared  aides  to  give  the  needed  service  safely 
and  economically.  Wherever  non-professional 
workers  are  giving  nursing  service,  patient 
safety  requires  that  they  be  adequately  trained 
and  carefully  supervised  by  professional  nurses. 
Despite  recognition  of  this  factor,  numbers  of 
nurses  without  supervisory  training  of  any  kind 
are  responsible  for  directing  the  care  given  pa- 
tients by  nursing  aides.  Consequently,  special 
commendation  is  due  the  head  nurses  and  super- 
visors who  have  carried  on  so  admirably  to 
provide  good  nursing  care  with  the  limited  and 
inexperienced  staff  and  have  succeeded  in  main- 
taining excellent  morale  even  though  con- 
fronted by  many  handicaps:  involvement  with 
large  numbers  of  new  staff  members,  ever- 
changing  student  nurse  groups,  rotating  medical 
staff  and  medical  students. 

Student  nurses  as  usual  have  shared  in  cov- 
ering the  service  by  providing  patient  care, 
during  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night.  For  them 
this  experience  provides  a  valuable  learning 
situation  and  they  bring  to  this  service  fresh 
interest  and  enthusiasm,  which  is  contagious 
and  affects  favorably  the  graduate  nurses  with 
whom  they  work. 

The  demands  for  service  beyond  what  we  are 
able  to  provide  are  not  limited  to  nursing.  Too 
few  qualified  personnel  in  all  health  fields  con- 
stitute a  roadblock  between  increasing  knowl- 
edge of  how  to  improve  health  and  making  that 
knowledge  as  widely  useful  as  possible.  The  in- 
terest of  the  medical  staff  in  sharing  their 
experience  and  knowledge  with  the  nursing  staff 
is  one  of  the  best  means  we  have  of  insuring 
nursing  care  of  a  high  order,  and  it  contributes 
also  to  the  satisfactions  which  such  sharing  of 
information  gives  to  staff  members. 

Cooperative  planning  between  the  medical, 
nursing,  ancillary  and  service  departments  con- 


tinues to  improve  communications,  develop 
better  understanding  and  utilize  available  per- 
sonnel more  effectively.  The  Manual  for 
Laboratory,  X-ray  and  Ancillary  Services  has 
been  of  great  asistance  to  nursing  service.  The 
expansion  of  the  services  of  the  Occupational 
Therapy  Department  is  gratifying.  Service  from 
the  F-7  orderly  pool  is  greatly  appreciated. 
Meetings  with  representatives  from  Building 
Service  have  assisted  in  clarifying  duties  and  im- 
proving service.  Our  volunteers  continue  to 
meet  a  very  real  need,  especially  those  working 
evening  hours,  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

The  main  emphasis  in  the  meetings  of  the 
departmental  Administrative  Advisory  Com- 
mittees this  year  has  been  placed  on  discussion 
of  the  budget  and  methods  of  reducing  depart- 
mental costs.  These  meetings  give  us  the  op- 
portunity to  review  staffing  with  the  medical 
and  administrative  representatives  and  to  keep 
them  informed  about  present  and  anticipated 
problems.  We  are  most  anxious  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  regular  weekly  meetings  on  all 
pavilions  between  the  nursing  and  medical  staffs 
to  plan  activities,  to  discuss  methods  for  im- 
provement of  patient  care  with  available  staff, 
and  to  discuss  methods  of  reducing  hospital 
costs  in  terms  of  saving  time  and  equipment. 
While  discussion  in  the  departmental  Admini- 
strative Advisory  Committee  is  valuable,  the 
most  effective  use  of  personnel  and  greater 
reduction  of  costs  can  be  effected  to  any  great 
extent  only  by  discussions  and  action  on  the 
pavilion  level. 

Among  special  departmental  projects  this 
year  were  the  following:  a  study  of  nursing 
functions  in  relation  to  patient  needs;  metabolic 
studies;  research  on  effect  of  new  drugs  on  flora 
of  the  bowel;  endocrine  evaluations;  foot  care 
for  out-patients;  the  study  of  problems  pre- 
sented by  patients  following  mastectomy;  insti- 
tutes on  posture  and  body  mechanics;  develop- 
ment of  an  education  program  for  patients  with 
tuberculosis;  expansion  of  rooming-in  facilities 
in  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 
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The  School  graduated  59  students  on  Sep- 
tember 23  and  81  new  students  were  admitted 
to  the  School  the  same  week.  Of  the  59  gradu- 
ates, 5 1  accepted  nursing  positions — 20  with  us 
here  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  5  in  positions 
in  other  hospitals,  26  in  public  health  work. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  announce  the  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Elizabeth  H.  Harmon,  Assistant 
Director  of  Nursing  Service.  Miss  Harmon  left 
on  October  1 5  to  become  Director  of  Nurses  at 
The  New  Britain  General  Hospital,  New 
Britain,  Connecticut,  having  given  22  years  of 


service  to  The  New  York  Hospital.    She  has 
our  very  best  wishes  for  her  success. 

We  record  our  indebtedness  to  the  admini- 
strative, professional  and  service  departments 
of  the  Medical  Center.  We  are  indebted  particu- 
larly to  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt  and  his  assistants, 
to  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  to  Mr.  Laurence  G. 
Payson,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Medical 
Board  for  their  continued  support  and  guidance.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  42nd  Annual 
Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee. 

In  comparison  with  other  social  service  de- 
partments serving  medical  centers  comparable 
in  bed  capacity  to  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center,  this  department  is  not 
large.  However,  the  service  given  we  believe 
comes  up  to  the  highest  standards  and  the 
amount  is  impressive.  During  the  past  year 
7,220  patients  were  served  by  the  department, 
and  the  workers  had  50,960  interviews  with 
patients  and  with  those  concerned  with  their 
medical  and  social  care.  Out  of  a  staff  of  21, 
one-third  resigned,  five  for  personal  reasons  and 
two  in  order  to  take  more  social  work  educa- 
tion. It  is  not  easy  to  fill  positions  due  to  the 
shortage  of  trained  workers.  The  difficulty  in 
this  department  was  lessened  by  the  increased 
salary  scale  adopted  in  November.  We  were 
able  to  do  this  because  of  our  solid  financial 
situation.  Our  budget  is  large  because  we  be- 
lieve that  the  quality  of  medical  social  service 
given  by  the  department  should  equal  the 
quality  of  the  medical  care  given  in  a  teaching 
center  like  this.  It  is  gratifying  that  in  the  past 
sixteen  years  the  money  raising  efforts  of  the 
Committee  have  been  able  to  meet  the  demands 
of  a  first  class  department.  By  being  able  to 
finance  the  greater  part  of  the  budget  of  a  de- 
partment that  has  become  integrated  not  only 
into  the  Hospital  but  into  the  teaching  of  the 
Medical  College,  we  are  relieving  the  hospital 
of  a  drain  on  its  resources. 

In  November  the  department  participated  in 
a  statistical  study  made  all  over  the  country  by 


the  American  Hospital  Association  in  an  at- 
tempt to  find  out  what  hospital  social  workers 
were  doing  and  whether  they  were  at  all  uni- 
form in  their  services.  The  results  in  this 
department  were  most  interesting  because  they 
showed  that  the  bulk  of  the  work  lay  not  in 
routine  services  such  as  follow-up  and  errands 
for  patients  which  could  be  done  by  untrained 
persons  but  in  those  services  where  workers 
could  make  a  contribution  to  the  understanding 
of  patients  and  their  problems  and  where  their 
social  work  education  could  be  utilized  to  the 
fullest  extent. 

Miss  Soule  was  given  a  four  month  leave  of 
absence  during  the  year  to  serve  as  one  of  a 
team  making  a  survey  of  social  services  in  Great 
Britain.  The  survey  was  made  under  a  Ful- 
bright  grant  and  Miss  Soule's  special  concern 
was  with  services  in  the  field  of  health  and 
rehabilitation. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  David  P.  Barr  was  a  great 
loss  to  the  Gift  Shop.  Mrs.  Lowell  Thomas 
took  her  place  as  Chairman  and  Mrs.  John  T. 
Pratt,  Jr.  joined  the  Gift  Shop  Committee.  A 
supply  of  books,  stationery,  pictures  and  gift 
wrapping  was  received  from  Young  Books 
through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Charles  S. 
Payson,  which  helped  to  make  the  year  a 
successful  one. 

The  Thrift  Shop  had  donations  from  114 
individuals,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 
Mrs.  William  Duryea  has  joined  the  Committee 
and  will  be  concentrating  her  efforts  on  pro- 
curing rummage.  The  total  receipts  in  1954 
were  affected  by  increased  overhead  expenses, 
both  in  rent  and  in  the  salary  of  paid  workers. 

More  money  allocated  to  the  Library  Com- 
mittee, proceeds  from  the  sale  of  special  books 
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and  contributions  from  volunteers  all  made  it 
possible  to  furnish  a  wider  selection  of  books 
to  patients,  and  to  keep  them  in  attractive  plastic 
covers.  Donations  of  books  and  magazines 
from  the  members  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  con- 
tinue to  be  of  great  help. 

Mrs.  John  Mason  Brown  was  the  Group 
Leader  in  the  United  Hospital  Fund  Campaign. 
The  successful  result  showed  a  total  of 
$153,890  from  535  gifts. 


We  continue  to  receive  welcome  help  from 
the  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney  Milk  Fund,  the  Havens 
Relief  Fund,  Danziger  Fund  and  Emily  Griggs 
Arthritis  Fund,  all  of  which  can  be  used  for 
specific  purposes. 

I  take  this  opportunity  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  thank  the  Board  of  Governors,  the 
Medical  Staff  and  the  Administration  for  their 
support  of  our  activities  and  understanding  of 
our  problems.

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Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1955 

A     SUMMARY     OF     HISTORY     AND     OBJECTIVES 

The  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  4,016,523 
patients  during  its  184-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted 
by  King  George  III  of  England.    It  was  this  city's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  the  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore  share 
in  the  service  and  progress  achieved. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East  River. 
This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members  of  the 
Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coordinated 
by  a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision  of  the 
Director  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 


Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  R.oad,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1956  in  pro- 
viding patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $1 1,829,974;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation  of  building  fixtures  and  equipment.  Despite 
the  practice  of  every  economy  consistent  with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must 
depend  on  income  from  endowment  and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater 
New  York  Fund  and  on  membership  and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet 
annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that  more  than  79.3  per  cent  of  its  patients  do 
not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  antibiotic  drugs  and  chemotherapeutic  agents,  and  psycho- 
somatic medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well- 
rounded  hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.   Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it.

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Report  of  the  President 


RECORD  OF  SERVICE 

During  1955,  our  184th  year,  71,270  physi- 
cally or  mentally  ill  persons  were  our  patients. 
Of  these  patients,  28,288  were  hospitalized,  and 
their  care  involved  448,067  patient  days.  The 
other  42,982  were  out-patients  who  made 
226,363  visits  to  our  83  clinics.  In  October 
we  admitted  our  four  millionth  patient  —  a 
notable  reminder  of  our  long  and  useful  history 
of  service. 

Elsewhere  in  this  annual  report  you  will  find 
a  review  of  our  programs  in  the  professional 
field  by  Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  President  of  the 
Medical  Board.  The  report  of  the  Director  of 
The  New  York  Hospital,  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt 
is  also  included.  The  Nursing  Service  and  the 
work  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  The 
New  York  Hospital  are  reviewed  by  Miss 
Muriel  Carbery,  Director  of  Nursing  Service 
and  by  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill,  Chairman  of 
the  Social  Service  Committee,  respectively.  The 
report  of  the  Cornell  University-New  York 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  by  Dean  Virginia 
M.  Dunbar,  and  reports  of  certain  of  our 
clinical  departments  have  been  issued  separately 
and  are  available  to  anyone  who  has  a  special 
interest  in  these  fields. 

FINANCIAL  RECORD 

The  operating  expenses  of  the  Society, 
including  depreciation  on  fixtures  and  equip- 
ment, were  $14,895,092.50,  against  which 
the  Society's  income  from  all  sources  was 
$14,553,983.68.  This  left  a  net  deficit  of 
$341,108.82  as  compared  with  $615,388.82 
for  1954  and  $1,464,222.34  for  1953.  You 
will   find  the  details  of  these  figures   in   the 


statement  of  operating  results,  on  pages  58  to 
63  of  this  report. 

Current  contributions  in  1955,  to  meet  our 
general  purposes,  donated  by  the  members  of 
the  Society  and  other  friends,  business,  founda- 
tions, the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  the 
United  Hospital  Fund,  amounted  to  a  total  of 
$803,742.52.  This  total  is  the  largest  amount 
of  annual  contributions  to  the  Society  in  any 
one  year,  and  needless  to  say  we  are  deeply 
grateful  to  the  many  donors.  This  does  not 
include  amounts  raised  for  special  research  and 
educational  projects  which  are  not  reflected  in 
our  operating  statements. 

Although  the  figure  for  depreciation  of  fix- 
tures and  equipment  of  $353,627.14  is  a 
non-cash  item,  it  is  essential  that  we  earn  it. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  we  spend  an  approxi- 
mately equivalent  amount  each  year  in  our 
capital  account  on  renewals  and  replacements. 
Unless  this  amount  is  covered  by  earnings  or  by 
current  contributions,  it  means  that  we  have  to 
sell  some  of  our  portfolio  and  put  the  proceeds 
into  renewals  and  replacements,  thereby  cutting 
down  our  income  from  investments.  This  is 
just  another  way  of  saying  that  unless  our  cash 
outgo  is  matched  by  our  cash  intake,  we  have 
to  close  the  gap  by  selling  a  part  of  our 
investments. 

To  protect  our  capital  and  eventually  to 
increase  it,  I  was  directed  by  the  Governors  to 
appoint  a  committee,  which  has  been  named 
the  Third  Century  Fund  Committee.  This 
Committee,  in  addition  to  Mr.  Kernan,  its 
chairman,  consisted  of  the  following  members: 
Messrs.  Baker,  Dunnington,  Harrison,  Loeb, 
Whitney,  Woodward,  Mrs.  Hill,  and  myself. 
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We  made  sure  that  in  seeking  special  gifts  this 
Committee  would  not  interfere  in  any  way 
with  the  absolutely  indispensable  work  of 
fund-raising  of  our  Membership  Committee 
or  any  of  our  regular  fund-raising  channels. 
Through  the  efforts  of  this  Committee 
$326,342  of  special  gifts  were  received  in 
1955.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Statement  of 
Changes  in  Capital,  on  page  61,  that  as  a  result 
of  the  operation  of  the  Third  Century  Fund, 
and  of  certain  generous  legacies  of  which  I  am 
about  to  speak,  we  had  during  the  year  a  sub- 
stantial net  increase  in  our  capital. 

During  the  year  we  received  legacies  and 
capital  gifts  in  the  amount  of  $1,324,165.65. 
The  largest  single  bequest  was  that  of  Mr. 
William  Robertson  Coe,  over  half  a  million 
dollars.  There  is  really  no  more  public  spirited 
act  than  for  a  donor  to  provide  for  the  health 
of  his  fellows  and  for  the  improvement  of 
medical  care,  research,  and  teaching.  Certainly 
in  the  case  of  our  own  Society  our  outstanding 
work  and  service  in  these  lines  would  simply 
be  impossible  without  the  generosity  of  those 
who  support  us  by  the  provisions  in  their  wills. 

Among  the  notable  grants  which  were 
announced  in  1955  was  that  of  the  Ford 
Foundation  for  the  expansion  of  facilities  of 
voluntary  hospitals  throughout  the  United 
States.  We  are  among  those  to  receive  the 
maximum  grant  of  $250,000.  This  will  be 
used  in  ways  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the 
donor. 

GROWTH  OF  PLANT  AND  PROGRAMS 

The  physical  expansion  of  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  continued  in 
1955.  In  May,  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery's  new  building  on  East  70th  Street  and 
the  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  Drive  was 
opened.  Dedication  ceremonies  were  held  on 
September  29,  1955;  and  in  addition  to  these 
ceremonies,  the  opening  was  noteworthy  for  a 
convocation  of  distinguished  doctors,  scientists, 
and  civic  leaders.   We  welcome  with  pride  this 


new  associate  in  our  Center,  a  most  modern  and 
model  hospital  with  its  170  orthopedic  and 
arthritis  beds  and  its  large  out-patient  clinic. 

Following  the  transfer  of  our  property  at 
1290  York  Avenue  to  Phipps  Houses,  Inc.,  of 
which  charitable  corporation  our  Governor  Mr. 
Ogden  Phipps  is  an  officer,  that  corporation 
began  the  construction  of  a  twin-building, 
twelve  story  apartment  house  to  provide  resi- 
dential living  for  165  families  and  office  space 
for  seventeen  or  more  doctors.  The  doctors' 
offices  have  been  rented  to  members  of  our 
professional  staff;  and  the  owners  of  the 
building,  conversant  with  the  pressing  needs 
of  this  Center  for  residential  space  for  our 
lay  employees  and  professional  people,  have 
granted  us  the  privilege  of  recommending  the 
tenants  to  be  considered  as  lessees  of  the  apart- 
ments. A  very  important  factor  to  us  is  the 
generosity  of  the  owners  of  the  building  in  their 
recognition  of  the  needs  of  our  personnel  for 
desirable  and  attractive  housing  at  a  lower  cost 
than  is  nominally  available  in  this  city.  The 
buildings  are  scheduled  for  occupancy  in 
September  1956. 

At  White  Plains,  our  Westchester  Division 
saw  the  start  of  a  most  significantly  important 
step  —  a  new  building  to  house  a  psychiatric 
out-patient  department.  The  building  is  being 
constructed  from  funds  given  by  Mr.  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  Jr.  and  will  be  available  for 
operation  in  early  1957.  This  out-patient 
department  will  increase  our  ability  to  train 
doctors  in  psychiatry,  afford  a  greater  oppor- 
tunity of  service  to  White  Plains,  and  serve  as 
a  model  for  the  establishment  of  similar  services 
in  other  communities  of  the  general  size  and 
characteristics  of  White  Plains. 

Another  important  development  at  West- 
chester was  the  completion  and  dedication  of 
the  Thomas  Eddy  Educational  Building,  to  be 
used  for  the  teaching  of  students  who  come  to 
the  Westchester  Division  for  their  affiliation 
in  psychiatric  nursing. 
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Among  our  many  research  programs  de- 
signed to  discover  new  knowledge,  we  have 
developed  certain  interesting  "pilot  programs." 
As  an  example,  our  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  has 
established  a  school  for  children  who  suffer 
from  muscular  dystrophy.  These  children, 
because  of  the  nature  of  their  illness,  do  not  fit 
well  into  public  schools  with  non-handicapped 
youngsters  as  classmates.  After  a  year  of  study 
had  convinced  us  that  a  separate  school  would 
be  of  great  benefit  to  these  sick  children,  this 
Day  Care  Program  was  inaugurated.  It  has 
become  of  unique  importance  and  may  set  the 
course  for  other  programs  throughout  the 
country,  governmental  as  well  as  private.  This 
experiment  we  hope  will  develop  methods  by 
which  some  of  the  effects  of  crippling  disease 
on  education  and  personality  may  be  removed. 

The  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  in  1955  graduated  the 
largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  School.  Since 
1946  all  students  admitted  to  the  School  have 
been  in  the  Bachelor's  Degree  program  and  this 
year  73  students  received  their  degrees.  About 
three-fourths  of  these  young  women  took 
positions  in  hospitals,  most  of  the  remainder 
entering  public  health  positions. 

In  line  with  today's  needs,  the  faculty  of  the 
School  has  made  many  changes  in  the  program. 
Particular  importance  has  been  given  to  the 
needs  of  patients  with  long-term  illness;  to 
rehabilitation  as  a  part  of  all  nursing;  and  to 
helping  students  learn  how  to  bring  auxiliary 
workers  into  their  most  effective  place  in 
patient  care. 

The  School  of  Nursing  Endowment  Fund 
started  three  years  ago  is  now  a  little  over 
$125,000.  For  every  student  in  the  School, 
the  cost  to  the  School  is  approximately  twice 
the  amount  the  student  pays,  including  fees 
and  service  value  of  student  assignments  in 
the  Hospital.  In  other  fields  of  education  this 
is,  of  course,  a  common  picture  and  school 
endowments  are  acknowledged  as  essential.   In 


the  case  of  this  School,  the  entire  financial 
support,  other  than  from  student  fees  and  now 
from  the  beginning  endowment,  is  provided 
by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  at 
an  annual  net  cost  to  us  of  approximately 
$300,000. 

It  has  been  clear  to  me  that  it  would  be 
useful  to  have  available  for  members  and 
friends  of  the  Society,  a  description  in  layman's 
language  of  the  scope  of  the  work  of  The  New 
York  Hospital.  Accordingly  there  has  been 
prepared  under  the  editorship  of  Mr.  Payson, 
our  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  a  booklet  de- 
scribing the  work  of  the  eighty-three  clinics  of 
this  Hospital,  and  their  relation  to  service, 
teaching,  and  research.  A  copy  of  this  will  be 
mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Society,  and  will 
be  sent  on  request  to  others  who  are  interested. 
This  is  an  interesting  and  informative  report, 
and  shows  to  our  contributors  and  donors  some 
of  the  work  which  is  supported  by  their  most 
useful  and  necessary  gifts. 

GOVERNORS  AND  COMMITTEES 

Within  the  Board  of  Governors  and  its 
Standing  Committees,  several  changes  occurred 
during  1955.  We  lost  by  death  Mr.  William 
Woodward,  Jr.  who,  like  his  father  before  him, 
had  served  the  Society  ably  and  unselfishly. 

Mr.  George  T.  Bowdoin,  after  twenty  years 
of  devoted  service  on  the  Board  asked  that  his 
resignation  be  accepted.  Mr.  Barklie  Henry, 
who  has  served  the  Society  as  a  Governor, 
Vice-President,  and  President,  as  Chairman  of 
the  Nominations  Committee  and  as  a  member 
of  several  Standing  Committees,  resigned  as  a 
Governor  and  was  elected  an  Honorary 
Governor.  Mr.  Robert  L.  Hamill  and  Mr.  Jean 
Mauze,  both  of  whom  had  served  on  Standing 
Committees  of  the  Board,  were  elected 
Governors  of  the  Society. 

Messrs.  Trask  and  Phipps  were  appointed 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  Mr.  Lang- 
bourne  M.  Williams  became  Chairman  of  the 
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Nominations  Committee.  Mr.  Walter  H.  Page, 
Jr.  joined  the  Membership  Committee,  and 
Mr.  Devereux  Milburn  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Committee.  The  newly  created 
Budget  Committee,  composed  of  Mr.  Hamill, 
Mr.  Trask,  and  Mr.  Kernan,  Vice-President  for 
Administrative  Operations  as  its  Chairman, 
was  charged  with  consideration  of  budgetary 
problems  of  the  Main  Hospital. 

The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  lost  by  death  on  May  16,  1955  a 
devoted  friend  —  Mr.  Neal  Dow  Becker.  Mr. 
Becker  had  served  on  the  Cornell  University 
Board  of  Trustees  for  twenty-one  years,  and  as 
a  member  of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board  of 
this  Center  from  1939  to  1954.  He  was  greatly 
interested  in  all  units  of  this  Center  and  his 
counsel  and  friendship  will  be  missed  by  all 
of  us. 

ITEMS  OF  GENERAL  INTEREST 

On  May  10,  1955,  we  celebrated  our  184th 
Charter  Day.  The  several  hundred  members 
and  friends  present  heard  a  very  interesting 
illustrated  talk  by  Mr.  John  O.  Moore,  Director 
of  the  Automotive  Crash  Institute  of  the  Cornell 
University  Medical  College.  Mr.  Moore  spoke 
of  the  research  progress  which  had  proven  the 
value  of  several  safety  features  for  automobiles. 
Before  the  year  was  over  it  was  announced  by 
several  leading  manufacturers  that  their  1956 
model  automobiles  would  embody  many  of  the 
safety  features  whose  values  had  been  initially 
proven  in  this  Institute.  Two  of  the  larger 
manufacturers  have  furnished  substantial  grants 
to  carry  on  this  research  work  here  at  the  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

Charter  Day  is  the  one  occasion  we  have 
collectively  to  welcome  our  568  members  and 
friends  within  our  premises,  to  tell  you  of  our 
activities  and  to  thank  you  personally  for  your 
support.  The  meetings  have  always  been 
interesting  ones,  and  I  am  sure  that  you,  when- 
ever you  can  attend,  will  find  it  time  well  spent. 
Our  members  are  our  partners  in  all  of  the 


Hospital's  endeavors,  and  we  want  you  to  learn 
first  hand  what  your  support  makes  it  possible 
for  us  to  do. 

The  year  saw  a  continuation  of  the  helpful 
service  rendered,  on  a  voluntary  basis,  by  more 
than  two  dozen  members  of  the  clergy,  to  our 
patients.  This  Chaplaincy  Service  has  been 
enthusiastically  supported  by  the  East  Midtown 
Ministers  Association  under  the  leadership  of 
Dr.  Theodore  C.  Speers,  Minister  of  Central 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Reverend  Hugh 
McCandless,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Epiphany;  by  the  Archdiocese  of  New  York 
represented  by  Monsignor  Wilders;  and  by  the 
New  York  Board  of  Rabbis  represented  by 
Rabbi  Saville.  Any  patient  wishing  to  see  a 
member  of  the  clergy  may  so  advise  the  floor 
nurse  and  in  turn  she  will  transmit  the  request. 

In  1955  Cornell  University  adopted  a  retire- 
ment plan  for  the  employees  of  the  Medical 
College.  This  plan  conforms  with  our  own 
retirement  plan  and  makes  uniform  throughout 
our  Center  a  program  of  benefit  to  all  employees 
upon  retirement.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-six 
former  employees  of  the  Society  have  been 
retired  under  the  Society's  retirement  plan. 

Our  first  experience  with  live  telecasts  from 
The  New  York  Hospital  on  nation-wide  hook- 
ups to  the  general  public  took  place  in  1955. 
Three  programs  were  televised.  We  feel  it 
advantageous  to  continue  to  participate  in  pro- 
grams of  educational  value. 

The  Art  Committee  of  the  Board,  by  means 
of  funds  given  solely  to  encourage  and  abet  the 
morale  and  welfare  of  patients  so  far  as  this 
can  be  done  in  the  field  of  art,  has  purchased, 
and  hung  throughout  the  Hospital,  in  rooms, 
offices  and  halls,  over  1,100  pictures.  These 
include  oils,  watercolors,  prints  and  other  works 
of  art,  and  have  brought  forth  appreciative 
comments  from  patients  and  staff  and  many 
visitors  as  well. 

Our  Service  Anniversary  Dinner  in  New 
York  and  Reception  at  White  Plains  were  held 
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during  the  year,  so  that  the  Society  might  show 
appreciation  to  those  who  served  long  and 
devotedly.  The  number  of  our  professional  and 
administrative  staffs,  and  other  employees, 
whose  help  to  the  Society  has  covered  from 
fifteen  to  over  fifty  years,  now  has  reached  the 
notable  total  of  758,  since  the  start  of  this  pro- 
gram in  1947. 

An  outstanding  honor  which  came  to  a 
famous  scientist  at  this  Center  was  the  award 
of  The  Nobel  Prize  in  Chemistry  for  1955  to 
Dr.  Vincent  du  Vigneaud,  Professor  of  Bio- 
chemistry in  Cornell  University  Medical 
College. 

The  Public  Relations  Department,  which  is 
responsible  to  the  Membership  Committee  of 
the  Board,  engaged  in  its  most  active  year. 
Fund-raising  appeals  were  sent  to  79,000  people. 
Ten  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-five  gifts 
were  received,  an  increase  of  1,340  over  1954. 
Seven  special  fund  projects,  in  addition  to  regu- 
lar fund-raising,  were  undertaken.  Constant  at- 
tention was  required  to  writers  and  photogra- 
phers for  telecasts,  films  and  articles  for  the 
general  public,  in  cooperation  with  doctors  and 
others.  Patients  were  visited;  weekly  tours 
were  conducted  to  show  more  than  300  persons 
through  the  Hospital.  These  visitors  came  from 
19  states  and  25  foreign  countries.  Arrange- 
ments for  Charter  Day,  the  Service  Anniversary 
Dinner  and  for  other  festivities  connected  with 
the  Hospital  or  the  Medical  College  were 
completed. 


Six  issues  of  The  Pulse  were  published.  The 
Report  of  Service,  two  issues  of  The  Record, 
literature  in  behalf  of  the  Cornell  University- 
New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and 
many  other  booklets  and  appeals  were  prepared 
and  mailed.  The  sums  raised  with  the  aid  of 
this  Department  reached  the  all-time  high  of 
$1,496,375.82  in  1955. 

The  administrative  leadership  of  the  Center, 
under  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Director,  has 
been  most  effective,  both  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  University  and  of  the  Society.  The 
encouraging  results  in  our  operations  for  1955 
are  due  to  his  work,  to  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Pratt  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  and  Doctors 
Diethelm  and  Wall,  Medical  Directors  respec- 
tively of  our  two  Psychiatric  Divisions — the 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  New  York 
City  and  the  Westchester  Division  at  White 
Plains.  To  them,  and  to  all  of  our  professional 
staff,  to  employees,  friends  and  members  of  the 
Society,  to  our  volunteers  and  to  our  partners 
in  Cornell  University  I  express  the  gratitude 
of  the  Society.  It  is  to  you  and  to  our  friends  of 
earlier  generations  who  have  stood  staunchly 
beside  New  York  City's  oldest  voluntary  hospi- 
tal that  we  owe  our  place  in  the  forefront  of 
medicine.  It  is  on  you  and  on  our  friends  of 
the  future  that  we  lean  for  new  and  growing 
opportunities  to  serve  the  community  of  which 
we  have  been  a  part  for  184  years.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

As  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  I  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  this  report  of  the  pro- 
fessional work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
1955.  The  report  is,  in  effect,  a  summary 
based  on  more  detailed  statements  prepared 
by  the  chiefs  of  clinical  departments.  It  does 
not  afford  a  record  of  nursing  activities,  which 
may  be  found  in  the  separate  report  of  the 
Director  of  Nursing  Service;  it  avoids  discus- 
sion of  administrative  and  financial  matters, 
which  are  considered  in  the  report  of  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Hospital  and  in  statistical  tables 
on  pages  77  to  80.  Even  when  these  aspects 
of  work  of  the  Hospital  are  deleted,  the  report 
does  scant  justice  to  professional  accomplish- 
ments of  the  past  year;  some  of  which  are 
omitted  entirely,  while  others  receive  inade- 
quate discussion. 

The  report  will  list  changes  in  staff  and  will 
state  in  outline  the  service  rendered  by  the 
Hospital  as  a  unit.  It  will  be  chiefly  concerned 
with  professional  activities  that  require  the  com- 
bined interest  and  energy  of  many  subdivi- 
sions as  well  as  the  clinical,  educational,  and 
research  activities  of  each  separate  major  de- 
partment. 


STAFF

During    1955,    seven    members    of 


William  H.  Dunn,  Associate  Attending  Psy- 
chiatrist, died  on  February  11,  1955,  at  the  age 
of  fifty-seven.    He  had  been  associated  with 


The  New  York  Hospital  since  1929,  when  he 
became  Assistant  Physician  at  the  Westchester 
Division.  During  World  War  II  he  was  a 
Lieutenant  in  the  Army  Medical  Corps.  He 
served  in  the  southwest  Pacific  and  was  recipi- 
ent of  the  Medal  of  the  Legion  of  Merit.  He 
was  a  physician  whose  advice  was  sought  by 
his  colleagues  for  themselves  and  their  fam- 
ilies. To  an  unusual  degree  he  made  the  cares 
of  his  patients  his  own;  he  was  indefatigable 
in  his  attention,  and  even  after  the  first  attack 
of  the  disease  that  caused  his  death  he  continued 
to  sacrifice  himself  to  help  others.  There  are 
few  men  of  the  staff  of  our  Hospital  who  could 
be  more  missed  than  he. 

Clement  B.  P.  Cobb,  Assistant  Attending 
Pediatrician,  died  on  March  11,  1955,  at  the 
age  of  fifty-four.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard 
who  came  in  1933  to  The  New  York  Hospital, 
where  he  served  continuously  until  his  death. 
He  was  beloved  by  his  patients  and  their 
parents,  to  whom  he  gave  much  of  his  time 
as  advisor  and  friend.  He  was  admired  by  his 
colleagues  for  his  judgment  and  skill  as  a  phy- 
sician; but  not  less  for  his  personal  charm  and 
graciousness.  He  had  many  interests;  he  en- 
joyed music  and  had  been  a  cellist;  he  had 
great  enthusiasm  for  outdoor  life,  for  fishing, 
hunting,  surf-casting,  and  bird-watching.  It 
was  on  a  weekend  of  bird-watching  at  New- 
buryport  that  his  fatal  illness  began.  Dr. 
Cobb's  tall  figure,  his  cheerfulness,  friendli- 
ness, and  wit  are  missed  by  patients  and  friends 
alike. 

Oswald  S.  Lowsley,  Consultant  in  Urology 
at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  its  Westchester 
Division,  formerly  Director  of  the  James 
Buchanan  Brady  Foundation,  died  of  coronary 
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thrombosis  on  June  4  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
one.  He  came  to  The  New  York  Hospital  in 
1932,  when  the  James  Buchanan  Brady  Foun- 
dation was  formed.  He  was  a  skillful  surgeon, 
an  author  of  several  textbooks  and  monographs 
on  urology,  and  a  man  of  influence  in  this 
country  and  abroad. 

Howard  S.  McCandlish,  Consultant  in  Ob- 
stetrics and  Gynecology,  died  on  August  26  at 
the  age  of  sixty-four.  In  1920  he  joined  the 
Cornell  Division  at  Bellevue  Hospital  and  the 
Gynecological  Division  of  the  Memorial  Hos- 
pital. His  affiliation  with  The  New  York 
Hospital  began  in  1932,  when  the  Hospital 
opened  at  its  present  site.  He  was  an  able  and 
accomplished  obstetrician;  he  delighted  in  help- 
ing the  resident  staff;  and  his  association  with 
medical  students  was  intimate  and  responsible. 
His  patients  were  deeply  devoted  to  him.  Al- 
though he  had  been  separated  from  the  Hos- 
pital during  a  long  illness,  memory  of  him  was 
vivid;  and  his  loss  is  sorely  felt  by  a  great  num- 
ber of  people  whom  he  helped. 

Mary  E.  C.  MacGregor,  Assistant  Surgeon 
to  Out-Patients,  Urology,  James  Buchanan 
Brady  Foundation,  died  on  October  22  at  the 
age  of  fifty-nine.  She  had  been  associated  with 
The  New  York  Hospital  since  1942;  her  death 
is  recorded  with  regret. 

Joseph  Charles  Roper,  Consulting  Physician 
to  The  New  York  Hospital  and  its  Westchester 
Division,  died  on  November  18  at  the  age  of 
eighty-six.  He  was  the  oldest  member  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  and  of  the  staff  of  The  New  York 
Hospital,  in  which  his  association  dated  from 
1897.  He  was  a  versatile  man  who  in  his 
training  had  become  interested  in  the  care  of 
children,  proficient  in  clinical  pathology  and 
in  psychiatry;  he  was  also  sought  as  internist 
for  adult  patients.  For  twenty-nine  years  he  was 
Consultant  Physician  to  the  Westchester  Divi- 
sion of  The  New  York  Hospital.  Dr.  Roper 
was  much  beloved;  he  radiated  good  humor  and 
graciousness.  As  a  dinner  companion,  raconteur, 


and  warmhearted  friend,  he  was  everywhere 
welcome.  His  sympathy  for  younger  people  was 
felt  by  hundreds  of  graduates  of  our  Center  who 
treasured  their  association  with  him. 

Andrew  J.  Akelaitis,  Assistant  Attending 
Physician  to  The  New  York  Hospital  and 
Psychiatrist  to  Out-Patients  in  the  Payne  Whit- 
ney Psychiatric  Clinic,  died  in  The  New  York 
Hospital  on  November  24  at  the  age  of  fifty- 
one.  He  had  been  a  teacher  of  psychiatry  at 
Rochester  until  1943,  when  he  enlisted  in  the 
Navy.  He  took  an  active  part  in  World  War 
II  and  achieved  the  rank  of  Commander  in 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Medical  Corps. 
He  came  to  our  Center  in  1947.  Dr.  Akelaitis 
was  an  able  and  kindly  man,  an  effective  teacher, 
beloved  by  all  who  knew  him  well. 

Retirements  and  Resignations.  Susan  W.  Wil- 
liamson, Assistant  Attending  Obstetrician  and 
Gynecologist,  resigned  on  January  1  to  accept 
the  position  of  head  of  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  at  the  University  of 
Beirut. 

Richard  C.  Troutman,  Assistant  Attending 
Surgeon  in  Ophthalmology,  resigned  Septem- 
ber 1  to  accept  the  position  of  Professor  of 
Ophthalmology  at  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  College  of  Medicine,  in  Brook- 
lyn, and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Ophthalmology  at  Kings  County  Hospital.  He 
remains  a  member  of  the  Courtesy  Staff  of 
The  New  York  Hospital. 

Richard  B.  Stark,  Assistant  Attending  Sur- 
geon in  Plastic  Surgery,  resigned  June  30  to 
organize  a  service  in  plastic  surgery  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  New  York  City,  and  to  become  Asso- 
ciate Professor  of  Surgery  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. 

Anne  C.  Carter,  Assistant  Attending  Physi- 
cian, resigned  June  30  to  accept  a  position  as 
Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine  at  the  State 
University  of  New  York,  College  of  Medicine, 
in  Brooklyn. 
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Henry  L.  Barnett,  Associate  Attending  Pedi- 
atrician, resigned  in  June  to  become  head  of 
the  Pediatric  Department  and  Professor  of 
Pediatrics  at  the  new  Albert  Einstein  Medical 
College  of  Yeshiva  University. 

Lewis  M.  Fraad,  Assistant  Attending  Pedia- 
trician, left  at  the  same  time  to  occupy  a  post 
as  Professor  of  Pediatrics  in  the  same  institu- 
tion. Both  Dr.  Barnett  and  Dr.  Fraad  retain 
courtesy  privileges  at  The  New  York  Hospital. 

Thomas  K.  Oliver,  Resident  Pediatrician, 
resigned  in  September  to  accept  appointment  on 
the  faculty  of  Ohio  State  University  College 
of  Medicine,  where  he  will  take  charge  of  the 
Respirator  Center. 

John  L.  McClenahan,  Assistant  Attending 
Radiologist,  resigned  to  enter  private  practice 
of  radiology  in  Philadelphia. 

Charles  S.  Harrison,  Resident  Surgeon,  now 
in  military  service,  has  been  placed  in  charge  of 
the  laboratory  division  of  the  surgical  research 
unit  at  Brooke  Army  Medical  Center,  Fort  Sam 
Houston,  Texas.

David  E.  Rogers,  who  had  been  Visiting  In- 
vestigator at  the  Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medi- 
cal Research  before  coming  to  The  New  York 
Hospital,  was  appointed  Assistant  Attending 
Physician.  Gertrude  S.  Stern  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pediatrics  was  appointed  Poison  Con- 
trol Officer  for  The  New  York  Hospital;  Olav 
Austlid,  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Physical 
Medicine,  has  been  appointed  Acting  Director 
of  this  subdepartment. 

GENERAL 

Admissions  and  Occupancy  Patients  admitted 
to  The  New  York  Hospital  (including  internal 
transfers)  numbered  29,390,  slightly  more 
than  the  28,224  admitted  during  1954.  The 
number  of  days  of  in-patient  care  greatly  ex- 
ceeded the  number  of  last  year,  being  312,075 
for  1955  as  compared  with  301,845  in  1954. 

The  number  of  new  patients  admitted  to  the 
Out-Patient   Department   was    14,492,   which 
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may  be  compared  with  13,957  admissions  of 
1954.  For  the  first  time,  the  trend  of  falling 
admissions,  evident  over  recent  years,  was  re- 
versed. The  total  number  of  visits,  226,363, 
was  slightly  less  than  the  229,202  of  1954. 

Requests  for  X-ray  examinations  decreased 
slightly  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Central  Laboratories.  The  total  number  of  pro- 
cedures performed  by  Central  Laboratories  dur- 
ing 1955  exceeded  by  about  ten  per  cent  those 
of  the  preceding  year,  sharply  reversing  the 
downward  trend  manifested  in  1953  and  1954. 
Work  of  the  Chemistry  Laboratory  increased 
approximately  twenty  per  cent;  that  of  Bac- 
teriology and  the  Blood  Bank  by  about  fifteen 
per  cent.  Increment  in  these  divisions  exceeded 
that  of  the  number  of  patient-days. 

In  an  effort  to  enable  laboratories  to  meet 
increasing  demands,  several  geographic  re- 
arrangements were  planned  during  1955. 
These  included  consolidation  of  scattered  clini- 
cal laboratories  into  one  central  Hematology 
Laboratory,  regrouping  of  laboratories  devoted 
to  microbiology  into  one  area,  and  expansion 
of  space  available  to  the  Chemistry  Labora- 
tory. These  changes,  now  tentatively  approved, 
should  make  possible  better  supervision  and 
more  efficient  operation,  and  provide  facilities 
for  adding  new  laboratory  procedures  as  indi- 
cations arise. 

Members  of  the  staff  of  Central  Laboratories, 
in  addition  to  their  administrative  and  teaching 
responsibilities,  have  contributed  significantly 
to  research  effort  of  the  institution.  Dr.  Ben- 
jamin H.  Kean  discovered  a  means  of  growing 
trichomonads  in  the  anterior  chamber  of  the 
eye  of  experimental  animals.  Dr.  Susan  J. 
Hadley  was  engaged  in  a  study  of  the  immune 
response  of  patients  with  Cooley's  anemia.  Miss 
Ella  M.  Russ  studied  plasma  lipoprotein  pat- 
terns in  a  variety  of  normal  and  disease  states. 
Dr.  Aaron  Kellner,  Director  of  Central  Lab- 
oratories, engaged  in  a  number  of  investigations 
summarized  in  the  report  of  the  Department 
of  Pathology. 


Heart  Station.  The  volume  of  work  in  elec- 
trocardiography increased  again,  this  year.  In- 
crement over  1954  was  twenty-three  per  cent; 
excluding  pediatrics,  36,468  electrocardiograms 
were  taken.  This  increase  was  most  marked 
in  the  private  and  semi-private  services  and  in 
all  pavilions.  The  number  of  electrocardio- 
grams of  personnel  increased  54%;  for  nurses, 
39%  and  in  the  accident  pavilion,  79%.  The 
increase  in  number  of  electrocardiograms  ex- 
ceeded the  increase  in  hospital  population  as 
well  as  number  of  admissions  and  is  accounted 
for  in  large  part  by  the  greater  proportion  of 
twelve-lead  electrocardiograms  taken  in  1955. 
High  standards  of  technical  and  professional 
work  were  maintained.  The  report  of  each 
day's  work  went  out  on  time;  technicians  or 
assistant  residents  were  on  call  at  all  times,  in- 
cluding nights,  Sundays,  and  holidays.  This  was 
a  considerable  accomplishment,  because  it  was 
not  possible  to  maintain  a  full  complement  of 
electrocardiographic  technicians  at  any  time 
during  the  year. 

Cardio-Pulmonary  Laboratory.  During  the  past 
year  there  was  an  increasing  demand  on  service 
facilities  for  diagnosis  and  physiologic  evalua- 
tion of  patients  with  various  cardiovascular 
lesions.  The  major  contributory  factor  was  the 
increasing  development  and  successful  applica- 
tion of  open  cardiac  surgery.  Usage  was  aug- 
mented especially  in  pediatric  service,  because 
of  the  necessity  of  studying  congenital  heart 
disease  at  a  time  that  surgical  procedures  can 
still  permit  survival  or  avert  hazard  of  irre- 
versible damage.  Methods  of  diagnosis  were 
evolved  for  study  of  infants,  and  in  one  in- 
stance were  applied  to  an  infant  only  two  and 
one-half  months  old.  Influence  of  the  precise 
studies  of  Dr.  Daniel  Lukas  and  his  associates 
in  this  field  of  cardio-pulmonary  physiology 
was  felt  in  every  department;  training  in  this 
field  is  now  a  necessary  part  of  the  experience 
of  members  of  the  house  staff.  Several  Fellows 
from  this  country  and  elsewhere  have  been  at- 
tracted to  the  work  that  Dr.  Lukas  is  doing. 
In  1954  he  aided  in  the  training  of  Dr.  Jorge 
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Araujo  who  is  now  professor  of  Medicine  at 
the  University  of  Valle  del  Cauca  at  Calli, 
Colombia;  in  1955  he  had  with  him  Dr.  Decio 
Penna  who  recently  returned  as  Assistant 
Professor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of 
Sao  Paulo,  Brazil. 

Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching  Program. 
This  enterprise  continued  as  a  function  of  the 
entire  Medical  Center.  In  1955  it  received  re- 
newal of  crucial  financial  support  from  the 
Commonwealth  Fund.  It  represents  one  of  the 
most  ambitious  projects  of  today  in  the  develop- 
ment of  adequate  and  discriminating  care  of 
ambulant  patients  in  a  large,  metropolitan  hos- 
pital. It  is  one  of  the  most  carefully  supervised 
efforts  to  teach  medical  students,  nurses,  and 
social  workers  in  an  out-patient  department. 

From  the  inception  of  the  program,  plans 
were  made  to  evaluate  both  service  and  teaching, 
and  whenever  possible  to  compare  results  with 
those  previously  obtained  here  and  elsewhere  in 
less  ambitious  undertakings. 

In  1954  research  was  begun  upon  further 
definition  of  adequate  medical  care.  This  was 
continued  in  1955  and  was  directed  toward  ex- 
amination of  the  expectations  that  patients  have 
of  doctors  and  the  clinic  and  the  extent  to  which 
needs  felt  by  patients  are  met.  It  was  also  di- 
rected toward  an  increasing  discrimination  in 
use  of  ancillary  facilities  of  X-ray  and  labora- 
tory and  of  consultations.  It  is  realized  that 
present  conduct  of  the  Comprehensive  Care  and 
Teaching  Program  is  expensive  in  terms  both 
of  time  and  of  money;  and  that  its  adaptation 
to  more  general  use  or  its  application  to  larger 
segments  of  the  community  must  depend  upon 
development  of  justifiable  short  cuts  which  can 
be  applied  with  safety  to  patient  care  and  with 
confidence  in  student  teaching. 

For  such  success  as  it  enjoys  and  for  notable 
accomplishment  that  is  already  apparent,  great- 
est credit  must  be  assigned  to  Dr.  George  G. 
Reader,  its  director  from  its  beginning.  His 
imagination  and  ingenuity  in  adapting  ideals  to 


reality  have  been  invaluable,  although  they 
would  have  been  futile  without  the  constant 
cooperation  and  backing  of  many  members  of 
many  departments  of  the  Center.  The  Com- 
prehensive Care  and  Teaching  Program  and  the 
support  that  it  has  received  from  leaders  in  our 
Center  is  responsible  in  no  small  part  for  the 
allocation  of  the  unrestricted  gift  of  $750,000 
to  the  Cornell  University  Medical  School  from 
the  Commonwealth  Fund  for  educational  de- 
velopment. 

Rehabilitation.  An  enterprise  initiated  dur- 
ing 1954  consists  of  development  of  teaching 
and  practice  in  rehabilitation.  It  is  supported 
by  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Para- 
lysis. Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Harold  N. 
Willard  and  the  active  participation  of  a  com- 
mittee representing  major  departments,  social 
service,  and  nursing,  this  activity  considerably 
expanded  in  1955.  In  its  intent  and  scope,  it 
reflects  important  trends  of  modern  medical 
practice.  Its  influence  pervades  the  Hospital, 
and  its  work  is  closely  integrated  with  the  Clinic 
for  Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICINE 

The  statistics  of  the  Medical  Service  for  the 
year  1955  show  favorable  trends.  Turnover  of 
patients  expressed  as  the  number  of  admissions 
per  thousand  beds  was  36.1,  which  may  be 
compared  to  a  figure  of  32.8  in  1949,  and  33.6 
in  1954.  Total  occupancy  was  maintained  at 
an  average  of  86.5%;  total  hospital  stay  per 
patient  on  the  entire  service  averaged  24.4 
days,  which  is  lower  than  the  record  for  the 
five  immediately  preceding  years.  The  per- 
centage of  autopsies  obtained  for  this  period 
was  70.3%  which  is  higher  than  at  any  time 
during  the  past  seven  years. 

In  1955,  Dr.  Walsh  McDermott  left  the 
Department  of  Medicine  as  a  member  of  its 
full-time  staff  to  accept  the  Livingston  Far  rand 
Professorship  of  Public  Health  and  Preventive 
Medicine  in  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege.   His  title  of  Attending  Physician  is  re-

tained,  and  he  continues  to  visit  patients  in  the 
infectious  disease  unit  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
Hospital.  His  place  in  the  Department  of 
Medicine  was  taken  by  Dr.  David  E.  Rogers, 
who  had  formerly  worked  with  Dr.  McDermott 
and  still  more  recently  with  Dr.  Rene  Dubos 
at  the  Rockefeller  Institute  Hospital. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  develop- 
ment of  an  effective  teaching  arrangement  for 
students  and  house  officers  on  the  semi-private 
service  of  G-2. 

Participation  in  the  Clinic  for  Comprehensive 
Care  and  Teaching  was  active. 

The  Practitioners'  Conferences  were  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  E.  Hugh  Luckey  and  were  re- 
ceived with  enthusiasm  by  physicians  coming 
from  a  wide  area  about  New  York  City.  Some 
of  the  earlier  Practitioners'  Conferences  were 
published  in  several  separate  volumes  under 
the  editorship  of  Dr.  Claude  E.  Forkner.  In- 
come from  the  sale  of  these  books  came  to  the 
Center  for  support  and  extension  of  this  im- 
portant project. 

Research  has  continued  to  be  active  in  all 
subdivisions  of  the  Department  and  has  been 
so  extensive  that  only  parts  of  it  can  be  men- 
tioned and  none  of  it  can  be  adequately  cov- 
ered in  this  report.  The  number  of  projects  is 
nearly  one  hundred;  a  few  have  been  selected 
for  special  mention. 

During  the  year,  important  advances  were 
made  by  Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr*  and  his  associ- 
ates, Drs.  Abraham  Mazur,  Silvio  Baez,  Saul 
Green,  and  S.  G.  Srikantia  on  the  nature  and 
possible  correction  of  hemorrhagic  and  trau- 
matic shock.  This  study,  begun  during  World 
War  II,  had  as  its  aims  (a)  an  understanding 
of  factors  responsible  for  failure  of  transfu- 
sions to  bring  about  recovery  in  many  cases  of 
shock,  and  (b)  development  of  measures  that 
might  be  protective  under  otherwise  fatal 
circumstances. 


Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr  died  on  January  6,  1956. 


From  their  previous  discoveries  Dr.  Shorr 
and  his  group  concluded  that  liver  damage 
resulting  from  inadequate  supply  of  oxygen 
during  shock  is  chiefly  responsible  for  failure 
in  recovery.  They  believed  further  that  the 
specific  damage  of  anoxemia  during  shock  re- 
lates to  enzymatic  hepatic  systems  regulating 
metabolism  of  ferritin;  that  under  these  cir- 
cumstances ferritin  accumulates  in  the  blood  to 
the  detriment  of  the  circulation  during  failing 
blood  pressure  of  shock;  that  defects  of  the 
anoxemic  liver  are  concerned  both  with  abnor- 
mal release  and  with  imperfect  removal  of 
ferritin  from  the  circulation;  and  that  these 
anomalies  are  critical  and  decisive  in  the  fatal 
outcome  of  shock. 

For  a  long  time  Dr.  Shorr  and  his  co- 
workers have  been  searching  for  agents  or 
measures  that  could  prevent  release  of  ferritin 
by  the  shocked  liver  or  protect  from  damage 
during  shock  those  hepatic  enzymatic  systems 
that  could  remove  ferritin  from  the  blood.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  their  efforts  met  with  success 
when  they  found  a  group  of  synthetic  agents 
exerting  both  of  these  effects.  Rats  pretreated 
with  one  of  the  new  agents  can  survive  degrees 
of  hemorrhagic  or  traumatic  shock  which  other- 
wise would  almost  invariably  be  fatal;  even 
when  given  during  the  course  of  hemorrhagic 
shock,  very  low  concentrations  of  this  agent 
prolong  survival  time.  In  1955,  these  studies 
reached  a  point  that  should  permit  trials  of  the 
usefulness  of  easily  and  inexpensively  made 
chemical  substances  in  the  prevention  of  shock 
in  other  mammals  and  during  extensive  surgery 
in  man. 

Studies  by  Dr.  Shorr  and  his  group  were  also 
concerned  with  the  anatomic  location  of  ferritin 
in  the  liver.  They  were  able  to  show  that  this 
substance  is  contained  almost  entirely  in  the 
reticuloendothelial  cells  from  which  it  is  re- 
leased, with  its  iron,  into  the  circulation  during 
shock.  They  showed  further  that  parenchymal 
hepatic  cells  possess  the  function  of  converting 
active  ferritin  in  the  presence  of  oxygen  into 
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a  biologically  inert  form.  It  is  believed  that 
this  disclosure  has  important  therapeutic  impli- 
cations. 

In  addition  to  these  epoch-making  discover- 
ies, Dr.  Shorr  with  his  associates  Drs.  Melvin 
Horwith,  Ernest  T.  Livingstone,  and  others 
was  able  to  make  substantial  contributions  in 
their  continued  study  of  osteoporosis,  hyper- 
parathyroidism, and  Cushing's  syndrome.  Dr. 
Hertha  H.  Taussky  was  able  to  perfect  a  new 
method  for  determination  of  creatine  and  crea- 
tinine that  revealed  the  probable  existence  of 
a  hitherto  unsuspected  abnormal  metabolite  in 
various  muscle  derangements.  Dr.  Silvio  Baez, 
working  under  the  influence  of  Dr.  Ephraim 
Shorr,  conducted  extensive  studies  on  the  dyna- 
mics of  mesenteric  lymphatics  in  the  rat  under 
normal  circumstances  and  in  the  course  of 
hemorrhagic  and  traumatic  shock.  His  studies 
indicated  unexpected  extensive  extravascular 
pooling  in  the  intestinal  tract  during  shock  and 
pointed  to  an  important  role  of  lymphatics  in 
returning  this  material  to  the  vascular  bed. 

Drs.  Walsh  McDermott  and  Carl  Muschen- 
heim  and  their  associates  continued  to  expand 
participation  of  our  Center  in  the  project  with 
the  Navajos.  This  cooperative  enterprise  began 
four  years  ago.  The  first  three  years  were  de- 
voted to  research  on  anti-tuberculosis  drugs  and 
to  their  applications  to  patients  confined  in  hos- 
pitals of  the  district.  The  project  was  success- 
ful; it  met  with  approval  of  the  Navajos  and 
received  generous  financial  support  from  the 
Navajo  Tribal  Council.  Treatment  restored 
health  to  many  tuberculous  individuals;  Uni- 
versity participation  led  to  improvement  of 
facilities;  relationships  of  a  friendly  and  co- 
operative nature  were  developed  with  other 
agencies  and  with  the  Navajos  themselves.  It 
was  obvious,  however,  that  the  project  as  then 
defined  had  many  limitations.  Often,  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis  was  not  complete  at  the 
time  patients  left  the  hospital.  Re-infection  was 
not  unlikely  in  the  crowded,  ill-ventilated 
hogans  in  which  most  of  the  Navajos  dwell. 


Medical  care  could  not  be  given  to  many  tuber- 
culous Indians  who  urgently  need  it.  Further- 
more, diffusion  of  health  education  among  the 
Navajos  was  limited. 

During  1955,  more  ambitious  plans  were 
initiated  to  provide  medical  care  to  the  Navajo 
people  in  their  widely  scattered  homes.  Since 
it  was  obvious  that  this  could  not  be  undertaken 
at  once  for  all  of  the  eighty  thousand  Indians 
inhabiting  the  reservation,  it  was  decided  to 
conduct  a  pilot  experiment  in  a  limited  dis- 
trict. On  July  1,  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  received  a  contract  from  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  that  enabled  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Preventive 
Medicine  to  develop  a  pilot  field  health  project 
on  the  Navajo  reservation.  It  was  planned  to 
locate  this  project  at  Many  Farms  and  to  pro- 
vide for  it  a  medical  officer,  a  public  health 
nurse,  an  anthropologist,  and  a  group  of  Navajo 
health  visitors.  Young  Navajo  men  and  women 
will  be  selected  and  trained  to  convey  to  their 
fellow  tribesmen  necessary  medical  information 
involved  in  home  treatment  and  to  aid  in  health 
education  of  their  people.  It  is  predicted  that 
this  project  in  which  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine and  our  Center  have  played  such  a  crucial 
role  will  have  far-reaching  consequences  in  im- 
proving health  conditions  in  a  region  that  pre- 
viously had  few  benefits  of  modern  medicine. 

Dr.  Muschenheim  in  collaboration  with  Dr. 
McDermott  and  members  of  his  staff  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Preventive 
Medicine  is  continuing  the  investigation  of 
newer  antimicrobial  agents  in  treatment  of 
tuberculosis. 

Dr.  David  E.  Rogers,  who  took  charge  of  the 
laboratories  of  Clinical  Bacteriology  and  Chem- 
otherapy when  Dr.  Walsh  McDermott  left 
the  Department,  initiated  studies  on  basic  host 
mechanisms  operative  in  chronic  infections. 
Most  of  his  observations  were  directed  to  ex- 
perimental staphylococcal  bacteremia.  By  in- 
genious devices  he  was  able  to  show  the  role 
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of  phagocytic  cells  in  permitting  survival  of 
microorganisms.  Together  with  Dr.  Ralph 
Tompsett  and  the  laboratories  of  the  Second 
Medical  Division  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  he  in- 
vestigated action  of  a  new  antimicrobial  agent 
supplied  by  Upjohn  research  laboratories  under 
the  name  of  streptonivicin  or  albamycin,  a  drug 
that  appears  to  have  a  useful  function  in  treat- 
ment of  staphylococcus  septicemias  that  have 
proved  resistant  to  action  of  other  antimicrobial 
agents.  He  also  continued  work  initiated  last 
year  at  the  Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medical 
Research  on  new  methods  for  the  rapid  diag- 
nosis of  infection. 

Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff  continued  his  studies 
on  the  nature  of  headaches  and  extended  his 
observations  on  life  stress  and  its  effect  on  gen- 
eral and  individual  functions  of  the  body.  Much 
of  his  energy  in  1955  was  turned  to  a  broadly 
conceived  investigation  of  human  cerebral  func- 
tions; to  development  of  tests  measuring  it  and 
to  estimation  of  effects  of  mescaline,  lysergic 
acid,  and  other  drugs  that  exert  sudden  modifi- 
cations in  cerebral  function. 

With  Dr.  Albert  J.  Stunkard  he  examined 
mechanisms  of  obesity  and  psychologic  factors 
involved  in  weight  reduction.  With  Dr.  Law- 
rence E.  Hinkle,  Jr.,  and  a  large  staff  including 
physicians,  psychiatrists,  neurologists,  psychol- 
ogists, anthropologists,  and  sociologists,  he  ex- 
tended his  investigation  of  human  health  and 
ecology.  This  program  was  focused  on  scrutiny 
of  demands  made  by  environmental  situations 
on  mankind  and  the  manner  in  which  indi- 
viduals react.  Cultural,  social,  interpersonal, 
and  physical  aspects  are  considered  as  a  whole. 

Drs.  Lawrence  E.  Hinkle,  Jr.,  and  Norman 
Plummer  published  their  study  of  sickness  ab- 
senteeism as  observed  in  a  large  industrial 
organization. 

Drs.  Thomas  P.  Almy  and  Marvin  H.  Slei- 
senger  in  the  subdepartment  of  gastroentero- 
logy focused  attention  on  studies  of  autonomic 
influences  upon  gastrointestinal  motility.  Some 


of  this  work  was  conducted  with  Dr.  Murray 
Davidson  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  on 
motility  of  the  distal  colon  in  children.  Their 
researches  were  also  concerned  with  estimation 
of  factors  causing  pain  from  the  gastrointestinal 
tract;  with  the  motility  of  the  esophagus;  and, 
with  the  collaboration  of  the  physiology  lab- 
oratory of  the  Department  of  Surgery  of 
Memorial  Hospital,  with  nutritional  and  meta- 
bolic changes  following  massive  small  bowel 
resection.  An  interesting  clinical  study  on  the 
effect  of  a  gluten-free  diet  in  non-tropical  sprue 
was  carried  out  in  cooperation  with  Drs.  Morton 
Schwartz  and  Kathleen  Roberts  at  Memorial 
Hospital.  In  two  patients  this  management 
was  followed  by  restoration  of  normal  fat  ab- 
sorption. With  Dr.  Herman  Steinberg  they 
observed  duodenal  motility  in  states  of  nausea 
and  vomiting,  and  effect  of  antiemetic  drugs 
on  these  states. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Mary  Ann  Payne, 
activities  of  the  Liver  Clinic  were  extended. 
This  useful  service  now  forms  a  part  of  the 
Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching  Program,  a 
significant  step  in  the  development  of  a  more 
unified  teaching  program  and  in  the  elimina- 
tion of  unnecessary  separation  of  specialties. 
Dr.  Payne  has  also  been  active  in  a  cooperative 
enterprise  with  the  Department  of  Surgery  on 
study  of  intravenous  fat  feedings.  Last  year  she 
was  responsible  for  preparation  of  a  special 
colloidal  form  of  fat  that  permits  dispersal  of 
fat  and  water  without  any  emulsifying  agent 
and  that  is  now  being  examined  by  physical- 
chemical  tests  for  its  applicability  to  clinical 
use. 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Stewart  prepared  a  report  on 
the  first  one  hundred  mitral  valvulotomies  per- 
formed for  the  correction  of  mitral  stenosis  at 
The  New  York  Hospital,  as  part  of  a  joint  study 
with  Dr.  Frank  Glenn  of  the  Department  of 
Surgery.  With  Dr.  Edward  I.  Honig  he  ana- 
lyzed deaths  from  chronic  constrictive  peri- 
carditis occurring  at  varying  intervals  after 
partial  pericardiectomy.    With  Dr.  Eugene  L. 
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Horger  he  examined  the  incidence  of  auricular 
paroxysmal  tachycardia  as  a  toxic  manifesta- 
tion of  digitoxin.  With  Dr.  Richard  R.  Mc- 
Cormack  he  assembled  data  concerning  use  of 
norepinephrine  for  shock  in  coronary  throm- 
bosis with  reference  to  incidence  and  control 
of  ventricular  paroxysmal  tachycardia  in  pa- 
tients receiving  this  pressor  drug. 

Dr.  Daniel  S.  Lukas  conducted  throughout 
the  year  an  active  program  of  clinical  investi- 
gation. With  the  help  of  members  of  several 
departments  and  on  subjects  relevant  to  spe- 
cialities other  than  medicine,  his  researches  em- 
braced aspects  of  tricuspid  stenosis,  effects  of 
exercise  on  blood  volume,  correlation  of  left 
atrial  and  pulmonary  arterial  size  with  various 
types  of  mitral  lesions,  effect  of  auricular  flutter 
on  hemodynamics,  determination  of  cardiac 
output,  defects  of  pulmonary  function  asso- 
ciated with  obesity,  effects  of  salicylates  on 
sensitivity  of  the  respiratory  center  in  patients 
with  chronic  respiratory  acidosis. 

Dr.  Irving  S.  Wright  with  his  large  staff 
extended  his  long-term  researches  on  the  actions 
of  anticoagulants.  He  was  active  in  initiating 
studies  of  cerebral  vascular  disease  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  and  elsewhere.  He  was  respon- 
sible for  organization  of  the  conference  on  cer- 
ebral vascular  diseases  held  at  Princteon  in 
1954,  and  in  1955  edited  and  published  the 
transactions  of  this  important  meeting.  Largely 
as  a  result  of  his  activity  in  this  field,  a  national 
committee  on  cerebral  vascular  disease  has  been 
established.  In  this  work,  participation  of  Dr. 
Ellen  McDevitt  was  influential  and  should 
receive  special  commendation. 

Drs.  Sidney  Rothbard  and  Robert  F.  Watson, 
as  a  part  of  their  fundamental  scrutiny  of  the 
nature  of  collagen  in  relation  to  disease,  were 
able  to  assemble  data  strongly  suggesting  that 
human  collagen  is  antigenic.  This  is  of  partic- 
ular interest,  since  rheumatic  fever,  usually  re- 
garded as  a  collagen  disease,  is  known  to  occur 
only  in  Man. 


Dr.  Ralph  L.  Engle,  Jr.,  continued  his 
studies  on  the  methionine  content  of  Bence- 
Jones  proteins  and  is  investigating  the  patho- 
genesis of  adult  Fanconi  syndrome  as  a  rare 
complication  of  multiple  myeloma. 

Ella  M.  Russ,  with  Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  made 
a  detailed  study  of  the  effect  of  biliary  cirrhosis 
on  concentration  and  distribution  of  lipids. 
With  the  staff  of  the  Protein  Laboratory,  Miss 
Russ  continued  observations  on  the  effect  of 
hormones  on  lipid  metabolism. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  OBSTETRICS 
AND  GYNECOLOGY 

The  number  of  patients  discharged  from  both 
obstetrical  and  gynecologic  services  was  slightly 
greater  than  in  1954.  There  was  also  an  in- 
crease in  number  and  percentage  of  patients 
on  pavilion  teaching  service;  4,137  infants  were 
delivered. 

Many  research  projects  were  pursued  during 
the  year.  Generous  financial  assistance  from 
the  Vincent  Astor  Foundation  permitted  im- 
provements in  organization  and  operation  of 
the  Infertility  Clinic.  A  new  history  form  was 
devised  in  consultation  with  the  Departments 
of  Psychiatry  and  Urology  and  with  Dr.  John 
MacLeod  of  the  Department  of  Anatomy.  Dr. 
William  J.  Sweeney  studied  hysterograms  and 
hysterosalpingograms  in  relation  to  organic 
lesions  as  causes  of  infertility.  Dr.  Nathaniel 
Warner  of  the  Department  of  Psychiatry  ren- 
dered invaluable  service  in  psychiatric  guidance. 
Results  of  work  in  the  Clinic  were  reflected  in 
the  number  of  patients  who  became  pregnant 
during  period  of  treatment. 

Dr.  Roy  W.  Bonsnes  and  his  associates  con- 
tinued studies  of  fluids  and  electrolytes  in  man- 
agement of  patients  with  mechanical  obstruc- 
tion or  paralytic  ileus  following  non-radical 
pelvic  surgery.  These  investigations  led  to 
development  of  preventive  measures  and  early 
correction  of  previously  serious  difficulties. 
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Researches  were  continued  with  pure  poste- 
rior pituitary  hormone  developed  by  Dr.  Vincent 
duVigneaud  at  Cornell  Medical  College.  In 
vitro  studies  of  the  effect  of  the  hormone  on 
strips  of  uterine  muscle  were  extended.  It  was 
shown  that  vasopressin  is  active  in  affecting 
non-pregnant  uterine  muscle;  that  oxytocin 
stimulates  the  pregnant  uterus  at  term,  while 
vasopressin  retains  ability  to  contract  the 
lower  uterine  segment  in  pregnant  uteri  to  a 
greater  degree  than  oxytocin.  Oral  use  of  oxy- 
tocin was  successful  in  causing  milk  ejection 
in  ninety  per  cent  of  lactating  women.  Vaso- 
pressin possesses  similar  activity  but  to  a  much 
lesser  degree. 

Among  the  more  controversial  problems  in 
clinical  obstetrics  is  "habitual  abortion,"  a  term 
applied  to  a  situation  where  women  have  spon- 
taneously aborted  on  at  least  three  successive 
occasions.  Different  workers  in  empiric  quest 
for  definitive  therapy  have  used  hormones,  vita- 
mins, surgery,  prophylactic  interdictions,  and 
adjunctive  psychotherapy  with  unconvincing 
results.  While  both  obstetricians  and  psychi- 
atrists have  postulated  an  emotional  basis  for 
the  disorder,  little  validating  evidence  from  a 
psycho-dynamic  standpoint  has  been  previously 
obtained.  To  investigate  the  matter  further,  a 
special  clinic  was  established  at  the  New  York 
Lying-in  Hospital  in  September,  1954,  with 
primary  purpose  of  psychiatric  study  of  the  prob- 
lem. Early  evidence  obtained  from  the  study  of 
sixty  habitual  aborters  indicated  an  important 
role  for  emotional  disturbances  and  a  need  for 
continued  research.  Enlargement  of  the  scope 
of  the  clinic  during  1955  was  made  possible  by 
aid  from  the  Commonwealth  Fund  and  was 
potentiated  by  the  participation  of  Dr.  Edward 
Mann  who  had  completed  a  psychiatric  resi- 
dency at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  before  be- 
ginning his  residency  here  in  obstetrics  and 
gynecology.  The  apparent  psychogenicity  of 
habitual  abortion  as  well  as  its  amenability  to 
psychotherapy  renders  this  project  challenging 
from  a  research  standpoint.  In  a  sense  it  is 
unique,  since,  in  the  past,  psychiatric  studies 


have  seldom  had  so  tangible  an  objective  against 
which  success  or  failure  in  psychotherapy  could 
be  measured. 

During  1955,  Dr.  Carl  T.  Javert  completed 
his  book  on  spontaneous  abortion,  a  study  of 
2,000  cases  observed  at  the  New  York  Lying-in 
Hospital.  This  is  an  extensive  treatise  including 
consideration  of  clinical,  pathologic,  and  psy- 
chologic aspects  of  a  condition  which  today  is 
the  greatest  cause  of  death  and  a  public  health 
problem  exceeding  in  seriousness  both  heart 
disease  and  cancer. 

Other  studies  of  the  Department  included 
examination  of  abnormal  conjunctival  vessels 
in  toxemic  states,  scrutiny  of  the  significance  of 
polycystic  disease  in  pregnancy,  and  the  use  of 
reserpine  in  patients  with  chronic  vascular  dis- 
ease during  the  ante-partum  period. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in 
sixty-nine  per  cent  of  the  deaths  that  occurred 
in  The  New  York  Hospital  during  1955. 

Research  in  the  Department  centered  chiefly 
on  problems  initiated  in  previous  years.  Dr. 
John  T.  Ellis  continued  his  studies  on  the 
pathogenesis  of  muscular  degeneration,  iron 
metabolism  in  relation  to  hemochromatosis,  and 
glomerular  lesions  and  nephrotic  syndrome 
induced  in  animals  by  saccharated  iron  oxide. 
Dr.  Aaron  Kellner,  with  Dr.  Arthur  S.  Carlson, 
investigated  necrosis  of  heart  muscle  induced  by 
proteolytic  enzymes;  with  Dr.  Robert  L.  Hirsch, 
the  role  of  serum  phospholipids  in  pathogene- 
sis of  experimental  atherosclerosis;  Dr.  Kellner 
also  pursued  his  studies  of  experimental  ery- 
throblastosis. Dr.  John  G.  Kidd  continued  his 
attempts  to  control  experimental  lymphomas 
by  means  of  serum  therapy;  and  Dr.  George  E. 
Murphy  extended  his  work  on  the  pathogene- 
sis of  rheumatic  heart  disease  induced  experi- 
mentally by  repeated  streptococcal  infections. 
Work  not  previously  reported  was  accomplished 
by  Dr.  Charles  T.  Olcott  on  cell  types  and  his- 
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tologic  patterns  in  carcinoma  of  the  lung;  by 
Dr.  Goetz  W.  Richter,  on  the  development  of 
abnormal  serum  proteins;  by  Dr.  John  Seybolt 
and  staff  of  the  Papanicolaou  Cytology  Lab- 
oratory, on  comparative  evaluation  of  cytologic, 
pathologic,  and  clinical  findings  of  cancer  of 
various  organs.  Dr.  Stephen  Vogel  studied  ex- 
perimental demyelinization. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDIATRICS 

Laboratory  services  in  the  Department  were 
expanded.  Utilization  of  micro-procedures  for 
examination  of  blood,  presenting  distinct  ad- 
vantage in  care  of  sick  infants,  was  extended; 
a  virus  laboratory  with  particular  emphasis  on 
tissue-culture  techniques  was  established;  rou- 
tine determinations  of  sodium  and  chloride  con- 
tent of  sweat  were  made  available  to  aid  in 
diagnosis  of  fibrocystic  disease  in  children. 

The  in-patient  service  exhibited  interesting 
trends.  The  number  of  admissions  to  pavilions 
continued  to  rise.  In  spite  of  this,  the  number 
of  patient-days  was  less  because  of  a  more  rapid 
turnover  of  bed  occupancy,  which  could  be  at- 
tributed to  prompter  response  to  medical  and 
surgical  treatments  and  to  shorter  convalesc- 
ence. 

During  three  months,  July  through  Septem- 
ber, closure  of  the  private  and  semi-private  floor 
for  reasons  of  economy  and  more  efficient  use 
of  nursing  staff  necessitated  admission  of  pri- 
vate and  semi-private  patients  to  pavilions.  Al- 
though administratively  and  clinically  this  plan 
was  successful,  it  resulted  during  that  period  in 
decreased  occupancy  for  the  entire  service. 

Out-patient  service  had  better  attendance 
than  had  been  statistically  predicted.  New  pa- 
tients were  numerous,  and  the  trend  toward 
decrease  in  attendance  of  old  patients  was  less 
than  in  previous  years.  Consultations  with  rep- 
resentatives of  other  departments  in  the  Pedi- 
atric Clinic  continued  to  improve  care  of  chil- 
dren and  minimized  delay.  Although  there  is 
at  present  no  regular  consultation  service  for 


patients  with  ear,  nose,  and  throat  problems,  a 
start  was  made  for  care  in  the  Pediatric  Clinic 
of  a  restricted  number  of  patients.  Advent  of 
the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  to  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  resulted  in  increased  cooperation 
between  this  unit  and  the  Pediatric  Depart- 
ment, both  in  the  clinics  and  in-patient  services. 
As  a  part  of  the  Comprehensive  Care  and  Teach- 
ing Program,  there  was  an  increased  number 
of  patients  receiving  family  care.  This  admir- 
able extension  of  service  was,  however,  limited 
by  the  demands  that  it  places  on  the  time  of 
the  teaching  staff. 

The  pediatric  service  has  always  stressed  pro- 
motion of  positive  health  and  supervision  of 
normal  development  physically,  mentally,  and 
emotionally.  It  has  attempted  to  lessen  un- 
toward emotional  effects  of  acute  or  chronic  ill- 
ness and  hospitalization,  and  to  increase  the 
rate  of  convalescence.  For  this  purpose  it  has 
developed  an  outstanding  division  of  occupa- 
tional therapy,  has  utilized  services  of  a  school 
teacher  provided  by  the  New  York  City  Board 
of  Education,  has  promoted  prenatal  conferences 
and  parent  discussion  groups,  and  has  over  the 
years  increased  the  frequency  and  duration  of 
visiting  hours  for  the  parents  of  hospitalized 
children.  Interest  in  the  preventive  aspects  of 
pediatrics  has  permeated  attitudes  of  medical 
and  nursing  staffs  and  is  constantly  communi- 
cated to  students  and  auxiliary  staff  members 
and  others  who  come  in  contact  with  pediatric 
patients. 

Opportunity  to  expand  this  form  of  service 
and  teaching  became  possible  when  funds  were 
made  available  for  establishing  a  pediatric  re- 
habilitation program.  A  rehabilitation  team  was 
formed  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Barbara  M. 
Korsch  as  co-ordinator  and  with  the  help  of 
three  child  psychiatrists,  a  psychologist,  social 
workers,  and  others.  This  team  participates  in 
all  activities  of  the  Department,  emphasizing 
psychologic  and  social  aspects,  planning  long- 
term  care  for  sick  and  well  children,  and  advis- 
ing on  psychologic  management  of  acute  illness 
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and  surgery.  In  addition  to  these  informal  ac- 
tivities, the  team  conducts  lectures,  conferences, 
and  seminars,  and  participates  in  projects  such 
as  the  Cleft-Palate  Rehabilitation  Program  con- 
ducted under  the  aegis  of  the  Plastic  Surgery 
Service,  and  the  follow-up  clinics  for  patients 
with  orthopedic  deformities. 

The  regular  program  of  occupational  therapy 
includes  children  in  pediatric  pavilions,  in  pedi- 
atric private  and  semi-private  services,  as  well 
as  from  other  parts  of  the  Hospital.  This  year, 
24,181  half-hour  treatments  in  three  occupa- 
tional therapy  rooms,  and  2,569  pavilion  treat- 
ments, were  given.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  twenty-six  birthday  and  holiday  parties; 
the  playroom  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
was  extensively  used  as  was  also  the  pediatric 
roof  garden,  which  benefited  from  new  and 
renovated  equipment.  Toys,  materials,  and 
many  items  of  permanent  equipment  repre- 
sented gifts  from  employees  of  the  Center  and 
other  donors.  More  than  4,000  hours  were 
contributed  by  eighteen  volunteers;  fourteen 
affiliating  occupational  therapy  students  bene- 
fited by  participation  and  lectures  in  the  occu- 
pational therapy  division. 

The  Institutes  for  Physicians  and  Nurses  in 
Care  of  Premature  Infants,  so  successfully  con- 
ducted in  previous  years,  continued  during 
1955.  As  before,  they  were  sponsored  jointly 
by  the  United  States  Children's  Bureau  and  the 
New  York  State  Department  of  Health,  and 
were  attended  by  physicians  and  nurses  con- 
nected with  hospital  premature  nurseries  and 
by  medical  and  nursing  directors  and  consult- 
ants in  state  and  local  related  programs.  To  the 
four  Institutes  conducted  in  1955,  teams  came 
from  fifteen  states  and  from  nine  foreign 
countries. 

As  heretofore,  research  was  active  and  sig- 
nificant. Dr.  May  G.  Wilson  and  her  colleagues 
prepared  for  publication  reports  of  long-term 
study  on  the  natural  history  of  active  rheumatic 
carditis  with  special  reference  to  evaluation  of 
hormone  therapy  and  of  the  daily  circulating 


eosinophile  response  as  a  guide  to  adequacy  of 
therapy.  Work  continued  on  evaluation  of 
adrenal  hormones  in  treatment  of  active  card- 
itis, on  diagnostic  criteria  for  valvulotomy  in 
adult  patients  with  mitral  stenosis,  and  on  pro- 
phylactic effect  of  continuous  antibiotic  therapy. 
Mechanism  of  action  of  adrenal  hormones  on 
cardiac  muscle  in  experimental  animals  is  also 
under  investigation  by  Dr.  Wilson's  group. 

Hematologic  studies  by  Drs.  Carl  H.  Smith, 
Irving  Schulman,  and  their  colleagues  embrace 
five  main  areas;  they  include  studies  of  coagu- 
lation disorders,  red  cell  synthesis  and  destruc- 
tion, pathophysiology  of  chronic  anemia,  ab- 
normal hemoglobins,  and  treatment  of  leu- 
kemia. They  have  succeeded  in  identifying  and 
characterizing  for  the  first  time  a  familial  hem- 
orrhagic disease  in  males  and  females  resulting 
from  combined  antihemophilic  globulin  defi- 
ciency and  a  vascular  abnormality. 

By  use  of  radioactive  chromium  51,  quanti- 
tative information  was  obtained  concerning  red 
cell  and  hemoglobin  production  and  destruc- 
tion in  normal  patients  and  in  children  with 
congenital  anemias.  Studies  in  a  large  group 
of  children  with  severe  chronic  anemia  and 
long-continued  transfusion  therapy  provided 
data  concerning  effects  of  anemia  on  growth 
and  development  and  on  cardiac,  pancreatic, 
and  hepatic  functions.  Relationships  between 
transfusional  iron  excess  and  classic  hemochro- 
matosis were  clarified. 

Before  leaving  the  Department,  Dr.  Henry 
L.  Barnett  completed  with  Dr.  Norman  Kretch- 
mer  and  other  colleagues  significant  studies  of 
renal  function;  these  included  examination  of 
the  significance  of  proteinuria  in  children,  of  am- 
inoaciduria in  children  with  nephrosis,  studies 
on  concentration  in  plasma  and  rate  of  excre- 
tion of  amino  acids  in  premature  infants.  Dr. 
Barnett  had  opportunity  also  to  accumulate  a 
large  experience  in  use  of  steroid  hormones  in 
treatment  of  children  with  nephrosis. 

An  important  area  of  study  was  investigation 
of  tyrosine  metabolism  in  relation  to  prema- 
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turity.  Dr.  Norman  Kretchmer  and  his  associ- 
ates accumulated  data  on  tyrosine  oxidase 
activity  in  the  liver  of  premature  and  full-term 
infants,  human  adults,  as  well  as  fetal,  new- 
born, and  adult  rats.  The  work  indicates  lack 
in  immature  livers  of  an  apoenzyme  that  is 
necessary  for  the  first  step  in  oxidation  of 
tyrosine. 

A  project  involving  respiratory  viruses  in  in- 
fancy and  childhood  was  initiated  by  Dr.  Heinz 
Eichenwald  in  the  Department's  new  virus  lab- 
oratory. Studies  on  epidemiology  and  patho- 
genesis of  viral  hepatitis  continued  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  United  States  Public  Health  Serv- 
ices Hepatitis  Investigation  Unit,  to  which  Dr. 
Eichenwald  is  chief  consultant. 

Many  other  significant  investigations  occu- 
pied one  or  another  of  the  members  of  the 
Department;  these  included  investigation  of 
methods  for  measurement  and  clearance  of 
p-hydroxyphenylpyruvic  acid  in  premature  in- 
fants; clearance  of  amino  acids  and  related  sub- 
stances in  fetal,  newborn,  and  young  animals; 
improved  techniques  for  estimation  of  magne- 
sium and  of  protein-bound  iodin;  in  vitro 
studies  with  pancreatic  enzymes  and  their  rela- 
tion to  abnormalities  of  sweat  in  fibrocystic  dis- 
ease; clinical  studies  of  anaphylactoid  purpura; 
and  X-ray  investigation  of  esophageal  motility 
and  colonic  motility  in  normal  and  abnormal 
children.  In  collaboration  with  the  Department 
of  Surgery,  Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle  studied  re- 
gional circulation  during  hypothermia;  she  also 
attempted  to  develop  a  method  for  cardiac  by- 
pass utilizing  hypothermia  and  a  reservoir  of 
arterial  blood. 

Dr.  Samuel  Z.  Levine  completed  during  the 
year  a  careful  clinical  study  on  boys  with  pre- 
cocious puberty,  which  will  be  published  as  a 
chapter  in  the  volume  of  Advances  in  Pediat- 
rics early  in  1956. 

The  Department  of  Pediatrics  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  has  grown  steadily  in  the  variety 
of  its  interests  and  the  influence  that  it  exerts 


here  and  elsewhere.  Former  members  of  the 
Department  who  have  received  training  at  The 
New  York  Hospital  hold  positions  of  leader- 
ship in  many  other  institutions.  Among  those 
who  have  left  the  Department  for  work  else- 
where are  Dr.  Henry  L.  Barnett,  Professor  of 
Pediatrics  and  Pediatrician-in-Chief  at  Albert 
Einstein  College  of  Medicine  and  Bronx  Muni- 
cipal Center;  Dr.  Leona  Baumgartner,  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  New  York  City  Department 
of  Health;  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Burchenal,  Chief  of 
Chemotherapy  Service  at  Memorial  Hospital 
and  Professor  of  Medicine  at  the  Sloan-Ketter- 
ing  Division  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College;  Dr.  Richard  L.  Day,  Professor  of 
Pediatrics  at  the  State  University  Medical  Cen- 
ter in  New  York;  Dr.  William  C.  Demer, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics, 
University  of  California  Medical  College;  Dr. 
Gladys  J.  Fashena,  Professor  of  Pediatrics, 
Southwestern  Medical  School  of  the  University 
of  Texas;  Dr.  Kendrick  Hare,  Professor  of 
Pediatrics,  University  of  Alabama  Medical  Col- 
lege; Dr.  Henry  D.  Lauson,  Professor  of  Physi- 
ology, Albert  Einstein  College  of  Medicine; 
Dr.  Vernon  W.  Lippard,  Dean  of  Yale  Univer- 
sity School  of  Medicine;  Dr.  Milton  J.  E.  Senn, 
Sterling  Professor  of  Pediatrics  and  Psychiatry, 
Yale  University  School  of  Medicine;  Dr.  Ben- 
jamin Spock,  Professor  of  Pediatrics,  Western 
Reserve  Medical  College;  Dr.  Charles  A.  Wey- 
muller,  Professor  of  Pediatrics  at  the  State 
University  Medical  Center  of  New  York,  and 
Dr.  Tyree  C.  Wyatt,  Professor  of  Pediatrics, 
State  University  Medical  Center  at  Syracuse. 
This  is  but  a  partial  list.  The  Department  has 
been  a  leader  in  development  of  preventive  as- 
pects of  pediatrics  and  in  comprehensive  con- 
tinuing care  of  children.  It  is  under  constant 
observation  and  receives  visits  from  observers 
throughout  the  world.  Of  forty-four  physicians 
who  spent  from  but  a  few  hours  to  six  months 
in  the  Department  during  1955,  fourteen  were 
from  Latin  America  and  twenty-five  from  other 
foreign  countries  that  included  Australia,  Bel- 
gium, Ceylon,  China,  Denmark,  England,  Fin-

land,  France,  Germany,  India,  Indonesia,  Iraq, 
Iran,  Philippines,  Sweden,  Thailand,  and  Tur- 
key. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PSYCHIATRY 

Occupancy  of  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Clinic  remained  high;  floors  for  disturbed  pa- 
tients were  filled  to  capacity  during  the  entire 
year.  In  the  autumn,  admissions  were  curtailed 
to  permit  remodeling  of  one  floor  so  that  it 
could  be  more  suitable  for  accommodating  both 
male  and  female  patients.  Minor  structural 
changes  were  undertaken  on  other  floors  to 
facilitate  nursing  care  and  free  intermingling 
of  patients. 

To  combine  more  effectively  intensive  indi- 
vidual therapy  and  utilization  of  group  relation- 
ships, a  senior  assistant  resident  was  put  in 
charge  of  each  floor. 

The  use  of  chlorpromazine  and  reserpine  in 
large  amounts  necessitated  some  other  changes 
in  arrangements  and  in  some  of  the  well  estab- 
lished principles  of  psychiatric  management, 
group  activities,  and  suicide-observation. 

A  day-care  program  for  children  suffering 
from  muscular  dystrophy  was  established  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Thomas  F.  Henley;  this  was 
an  outgrowth  of  experience  with  such  children 
in  the  metabolism  unit  of  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic.  All  children  in  advanced 
stages  of  this  illness  exhibited  significant  emo- 
tional reactions  to  their  deprivation  of  social 
contact  with  other  children.  A  program  permit- 
ting development  of  living  away  from  home 
with  other  children  was  necessary;  education  of 
parents  and  laity  was  essential  to  correct  erro- 
neous attitudes  toward  the  illness.  In  the  pro- 
gram as  now  established,  ten  children  may 
spend  their  day  from  nine  to  three  o'clock  in 
a  well-equipped  unit  of  school  room  and  rec- 
reational facilities.  They  receive  individualized 
attention  and  teaching  based  on  psychologic  and 
psychiatric  studies.  It  is  hoped  that  the  expe- 
rience of  this  pilot  study  liberally  supported  by 


the  Muscular  Dystrophy  Associations  of  Amer- 
ica can  be  used  for  establishment  of  day-care 
programs  for  these  children.  The  immediate 
goal  is  adjustment  to  handicaps  of  the  present 
stage  of  the  illness  and  participation  in  as  much 
normal  life  as  possible;  a  more  distant  goal  is 
to  enable  the  patient  to  lead  an  increasingly 
modified  but  active  life  as  the  illness  progresses. 

Studies  in  rehabilitation  of  patients  suffering 
from  psychiatric  illness  and  from  physical  con- 
ditions with  psychiatric  or  psychologic  aspects 
have  developed  steadily  in  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital and  in  the  Montrose  Veterans  Administra- 
tion Hospital.  Contributions  that  can  be  made 
by  vocational  psychologists  have  become  in- 
creasingly recognized  as  important  additions  to 
the  work  of  social  workers  and  physicians. 

Dr.  Oskar  Diethelm  and  his  staff  continued 
basic  psychologic  and  physiologic  studies  of 
emotions.  Related  investigations  were  carried 
out  in  drug  therapy,  alcoholism,  and  psychiatric 
disorders  possibly  dependent  upon  metabolic 
abnormalities.  Other  studies  were  directed  at 
a  better  understanding  and  evaluation  of  cur- 
rent psychiatric  therapeutic  procedures. 

Research  and  social  psychiatry  directed  by  Dr. 
Thomas  A.  C.  Rennie  led  to  better  understand- 
ing of  social,  economic,  and  cultural  conditions, 
and  permitted  analysis  of  mental  health  im- 
pairment in  differing  economic  and  social 
groups.  Intensive  study  of  hospitalized  patients 
of  Irish  and  Italian  groups  revealed  different 
psycho-pathologic  manifestations  that  parallel 
cultural  behavior.  Dr.  Alexander  H.  Leighton 
applied  his  knowledge  of  small  towns,  which 
he  studied,  in  the  development  of  an  active 
out-patient  service.  This  combination  of  psy- 
chiatric service  with  sociologic  psychiatric  in- 
vestigation is  proving  most  helpful  to  the  com- 
munity in  improving  and  strengthening  mental 
health  in  increasing  basic  understanding  of 
needs. 

Dr.  Ade  T.  Milhorat  and  his  co-workers  have 
continued  their  fundamental  investigations  in 
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chemistry  and  physiology  in  patients  with  mus- 
cular dystrophy  and  in  animals  with  different 
forms  of  experimental  muscular  dystrophy.  Al- 
though these  are  highly  technical,  their  impor- 
tance justifies  a  detailed  statement.  In  studies 
on  the  tricarboxylic  acid  oxidation  cycle  in  ani- 
mals with  muscular  dystrophy  induced  by 
vitamin  E  deficiency,  it  was  found  that  the 
abnormally  high  oxygen  utilization  character- 
istic of  vitamin  E-deficient  tissue  was  corrected 
in  large  part  by  pyrophosphate.  Whether  the 
muscular  wasting  of  muscular  dystrophy  is  due 
to  abnormalities  in  the  rates  of  synthesis  and  of 
breakdown  of  proteins  is  one  of  the  problems 
being  studied  in  this  laboratory.  Extracts  and 
homogenates  of  dystrophic  muscle  were  found 
to  exhibit  increased  ability  to  hydrolyse  the 
peptides  plycylglycine  and  glycyl-1-leucine.  The 
distribution  of  cholesterol  and  phospholipids 
among  the  serum  protein  fractions  in  dystro- 
phic patients  and  animals  was  investigated.  In 
rabbits  the  development  of  nutritional  muscular 
dystrophy  and  the  subsequent  recovery  have 
been  studied  in  detail  over  periods  of  several 
months.  Both  the  cholesterol  and  phospolipids 
were  much  increased  during  the  period  of 
muscular  dystrophy  and  gradually  returned  to 
normal  levels  during  the  period  of  recovery. 
Vitamin  E  ( alpha-tocopherol )  administered  to 
animals  and  humans  was  shown  to  give  rise 
to  two  metabolites:  2- ( 3-hydroxy-3-methyl-5 
carboxypentyl)-3,  5,  6-trimethylbenzoquinone 
and  the  gammalactone  of  this  product. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  RADIOLOGY 

The  Department  continued  to  furnish  to  the 
Hospital  and  all  of  its  clinical  subdivisions  an 
extraordinarily  effective  service;  at  the  same 
time  it  developed  its  program  of  teaching  and 
its  program  of  research.  During  the  year  Dr. 
John  A.  Evans,  Director  of  the  Department, 
organized  with  the  Department  of  Medicine  and 
the  Hospital  administration  an  isotope  program 
under  immediate  supervision  of  Dr.  David  V. 
Becker,  who  now  holds  appointments  in  the 
departments  of  both  Medicine  and  Radiology. 


Discussions  were  continued  concerning  instal- 
lation of  high-energy  radiation  therapy  equip- 
ment, and  a  specific  proposal  was  submitted  for 
installation  of  a  Hectocurie  Cobalt  60  Therapy 
Unit  on  L-7. 

During  the  year  twelve  scientific  articles  by 
members  of  the  Department  were  published  in 
a  variety  of  journals.  These  have  covered  a 
wide  range  of  subjects;  including  angiocardio- 
graphy, cholangiography,  primary  tumors  of 
the  heart,  focal  pulmonary  hemosiderosis  in 
rheumatic  heart  disease,  intramural  diverticu- 
losis  of  the  gall  bladder,  nephrotomography, 
anomalous  drainage  of  pulmonary  veins,  pleu- 
ral mesothelioma,  and  aneurysmal  dilatation 
of  aortic  sinuses  in  arachnodactyly. 

Dr.  John  Evans  and  his  associates  won  first 
prize  at  the  New  York  State  medical  conven- 
tion for  an  exhibit  entitled  "Focal  Pulmonary 
Hemosiderosis  in  Rheumatic  Heart  Disease"; 
first  prize  at  the  Radiological  Society  of  North 
America  for  an  exhibit  entitled  "Nephrotomo- 
graphy." They  received  favorable  comment  on 
an  exhibit  at  the  American  Medical  Association 
convention  on  intravenous  cholangiography  in 
the  post-cholecystectomy  syndrome.  Drs.  Israel 
Steinberg  and  Nathaniel  Finby  received  a  favor- 
able comment  at  the  same  convention  on  their 
exhibit  entitled  "Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of 
Congenital  Anomalies  of  the  Pulmonary  Circu- 
lation." 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SURGERY 

To  understand  the  accomplishment  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery,  it  is  necessary  to  rec- 
ognize its  complex  structure.  It  is  made  up  of 
three  sections  of  general  surgery  and  the  six 
specialties:  neurosurgery,  ophthalmology,  plas- 
tic surgery,  orthopedics,  otolaryngology,  and 
urology.  Participating  in  the  care  of  patients 
admitted  to  these  facilities  or  to  the  Emergency 
and  Out-Patient  services  are  units  for  anesthesia, 
laboratories  for  surgical  research,  surgical  pa- 
thology, physical  medicine,  rehabilitation,  den- 
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tal  surgery,  and  operating  rooms.  Exclusive  of 
the  Courtesy  Staff,  two  hundred  and  thirty-six 
physicians  participate  in  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment. Included  in  this  group  are  sixty-nine 
residents,  fellows,  and  interns.  Teaching  beds 
total  two  hundred  and  twenty-four,  including 
sixty-eight  under  the  semi-private  teaching  cate- 
gory. The  Department  exercises  close  super- 
vision over  service  provided  to  private  patients, 
an  arduous  and  demanding  task,  since  almost 
6,000  operations  are  performed  on  this  group 
alone.  The  Department  also  has  responsibility 
for  almost  10,000  out-patients  who  make  ap- 
proximately 77,000  visits  during  the  year.  In 
addition,  the  Emergency  Unit  that  operates  con- 
tinuously day  and  night  has  come  to  care  for 
an  ever  increasing  number  of  patients,  particu- 
larly over  weekends  and  holidays.  In  1955 
this  Unit  took  care  of  approximately  20,000 
patient  visits,  a  marked  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  In  addition  to  these  clinical  respon- 
sibilities and  service  activities,  the  Department 
conducts  with  ever-increasing  vigor  a  program 
of  research  involving  many  aspects  of  medicine, 
an  effort  that  involves  administration  of  large 
research  funds  obtained  from  many  sources. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  in  June,  1955,  orthopedic  sur- 
gery became  one  of  the  outstanding  interests 
of  the  Center.  In  this  beautiful  new  structure, 
patient  care,  undergraduate  and  graduate  teach- 
ing, and  clinical  research  as  they  relate  to  or- 
thopedics are  concentrated.  A  staff  of  distin- 
guished orthopedic  surgeons  headed  by  Drs. 
Philip  D.  Wilson,  T.  Campbell  Thompson,  and 
Frederick  L.  Liebolt  assumes  effective  training 
of  teachers  and  advancement  through  research 
in  this  field. 

Simultaneously  with  the  opening  of  the  Hos- 
pital for  Special  Surgery,  a  Fracture  Service  was 
established  at  The  New  York  Hospital.  Beds 
set  aside  for  treatment  of  fractures  were  placed 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Preston  A.  Wade  of 
The  New  York  Hospital  and  Dr.  Robert  L. 
Patterson  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery. 


Increased  facilities  for  this  type  of  treatment 
made  possible  admission  by  ambulance  of  an 
increasing  number  of  injured  patients  from 
neighboring  hospitals. 

Trauma  from  automobile  accidents  and  ex- 
panding industrial  activity  is  increasingly  fre- 
quent and  assumes  ever  greater  importance  as 
a  medical  problem;  not  only  immediate  salvage 
but  also  prevention  of  permanent  disabilities, 
restoration  of  function,  and  rehabilitation  are 
involved  in  its  care.  In  cooperation  with  Dr. 
Walsh  McDermott,  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Preventive  Medicine,  and  John 
O.  Moore,  Director  of  the  Automotive  Crash 
Injury  Research  Program,  Dr.  Wade  has  be- 
come responsible  for  developing  over-all  man- 
agement of  problems  not  only  of  fractures  but 
also  of  injuries  in  general. 

Research  is  directed  chiefly  to  solution  of 
problems  that  are  common  to  all  of  surgery. 
A  large  proportion  of  the  total  resources  of  the 
Department  are  devoted  to  laboratories  for 
surgical  research  under  immediate  direction  of 
Drs.  John  M.  Beal  and  Helena  Gilder. 

Some  of  their  activities  were  directed  to  cor- 
rection of  loss  of  body  stores  of  nitrogen  and 
fat  occurring  after  surgical  operations  by  in- 
creasing caloric,  nitrogen,  and  potassium  intake. 
To  determine  more  accurately  the  significance 
of  post-operative  changes,  study  was  intensi- 
fied by  combining  estimation  of  metabolic  bal- 
ance with  determinations  of  the  respiratory 
quotient.  Influence  of  anabolic  hormones  on 
the  storage  of  fat  in  patients  before  and  follow- 
ing operative  procedures  was  established.  An 
outgrowth  of  intensive  investigation  of  fat 
metabolism  was  seen  in  development  of  the 
intravenous  fat  preparations  under  direction  of 
Dr.  Beal  in  cooperation  with  Dr.  Mary  Ann 
Payne  of  the  Department  of  Medicine.  A  new 
type  of  colloidal  suspension  developed  in  the 
laboratory  permitted  intensive  scrutiny  of  reac- 
tion to  intravenous  fat  emulsions  and  led  to 
safer  intravenous  administration  of  solutions  in 
care  of  patients. 
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Detailed  studies  in  management  of  patients 
with  fluid  and  electrolyte  problems  and  experi- 
mental laboratory  observations  by  Dr.  Gilder 
have  increased  understanding  of  body  fluid 
compartments  and  shifts  of  intra-  and  extra- 
cellular electrolytes  during  development  of 
ascites. 

One  of  the  most  productive  cooperative  ven- 
tures undertaken  in  recent  years  has  been  the 
surgical  cardiovascular  study  group.  Participat- 
ing in  this  besides  surgeons  are  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Stewart  and  his  associates  from  Medicine,  Drs. 
Mary  Allen  Engle  and  Henry  P.  Goldberg 
from  Pediatrics,  Dr.  Daniel  S.  Lukas  and  his 
co-workers  from  the  Cardio-Pulmonary  Labora- 
tory, Drs.  Israel  Steinberg  and  Nathaniel 
Finby  from  the  Department  of  Radiology,  and 
Dr.  Curtis  L.  Mendelson  from  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology.  The  intensive  activity  of  this 
group  is  doing  much  to  advance  therapy  of 
cardiovascular  disease.  During  1955  the  most 
frequently  employed  operation  was  enlarge- 
ment of  stenosed  mitral  valves.  As  performed 
under  "ether  analgesia,"  a  method  developed 
last  year  by  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr.,  and  his 
associates,  this  procedure  is  now  accomplished 
with  little  risk;  patients  with  other  valvular 
lesions  or  with  patent  ductus  arteriosus  or 
coarctations  of  the  aorta  are  faring  equally 
well  under  this  management. 

Drs.  Samuel  W.  Moore  and  Edward  B.  C. 
Keefer  resected  many  aneurysms  and  success- 
fully replaced  the  defects  with  grafts.  Several 
patients  with  aortic  insufficiency  had  Hufnagel 
valves  satisfactorily  inserted  in  the  aorta.  Dr. 
Keefer,  with  Drs.  Abel  A.  Lazzarini  and  Frank 
Glenn,  during  the  year  reported  utilization  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  grafts  made  available  by 
the  blood  vessel  bank  of  New  York  City,  which 
is  supported  in  our  Center  by  the  New  York 
Heart  Association.  These  grafts  have  been  used 
in  almost  every  region  of  the  body  by  a  num- 
ber of  surgeons  in  various  hospitals  in  the 
New  York  City  area. 

Hypothermia  and  hypotension  enabled  sur- 
geons to  operate  on  patients  with  extremely 


complicated  problems  of  a  cardiovascular  na- 
ture. Dr.  George  R.  Holswade,  working  with 
Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle  of  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics,  is  developing  these  techniques  in 
new  ways  to  maintain  extra-corporal  circula- 
tion during  operation.  By  blocking  the  sino- 
auricular  node,  they  are  attempting  to  prevent 
ventricular  fibrillation,  one  of  the  hazards  asso- 
ciated with  hypothermia. 

Much  of  the  general  surgeon's  work  deals 
with  the  gastrointestinal  tract.  Dr.  John  M. 
Beal,  both  in  the  laboratory  and  with  patients, 
has  successfully  replaced  the  total  resected 
stomach  with  a  loop  of  jejunum.  Thus  far, 
this  procedure  has  been  used  in  a  total  of 
twenty-five  patients,  with  encouraging  post- 
operative results;  it  is  particularly  applicable  to 
patients  who  require  total  gastric  resection  for 
carcinoma.  A  stainless  steel  canula  for  a  per- 
manent gastroscopy  among  patients  with  malig- 
nancy of  the  upper  gastrointestinal  tract  has 
been  devised  by  Drs.  William  A.  Barnes  and 
S.  Frank  Redo,  who  have  also  continued  their 
experimental  work  on  esophagitis. 

Dr.  Kirby  A.  Martin  of  the  Department  of 
Medicine,  with  Drs.  Edward  B.  C.  Keefer  and 
Frank  Glenn,  pursued  his  studies  of  evaluating 
the  importance  of  bile  and  pancreatic  juice  in 
experimental  production  of  peptic  ulcer.  Dr. 
William  F.  Nickel,  Jr.,  was  associated  with 
Dr.  Marvin  H.  Sleisenger,  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine,  in  examination  of  problems  devel- 
oping during  the  course  of  ulcerative  colitis. 

Drs.  Bronson  S.  Ray,  Herbert  Parsons,  and 
their  associates  have  increased  their  experience 
with  the  effect  of  hypophysectomy  in  meta- 
static cancer;  over  one  hundred  patients  have 
been  treated  with  encouraging  results.  In  asso- 
ciation with  the  anesthesiologists  Drs.  Joseph 
F.  Artusio,  Jr.,  and  Valentino  D.  Mazzia,  the 
neurosurgeons  have  found  controlled  hypoten- 
sion and  hypothermia  to  be  valuable  adjuncts 
during  intracranial  operations  and  particularly 
those  involving  vascular  tumors.  Dr.  Ray's 
group    also    reports    encouraging    experiences 
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with  radioactive  iodin  in  localizing  certain  in- 
tracranial tumors. 

Investigations  of  Drs.  John  M.  McLean, 
Stuart  S.  Snyder,  and  Edward  W.  D.  Norton 
benefited  patients  with  detached  retina  who  in 
the  past  have  received  little  help  from  surgical 
measures.  This  accomplishment,  a  result  of 
basic  research  during  the  past  few  years,  at- 
tracted an  increasing  number  of  patients  with 
detached  retina  to  our  Center. 

Supported  by  a  grant  from  the  National 
Council  to  Combat  Blindness,  a  new  study  was 
set  up  under  direction  of  Dr.  Daniel  M.  Gordon 
to  investigate  visual  aids  for  patients  with  low 
vision.  The  objective  was  the  more  efficient 
utilization  of  the  remaining  sight  of  individuals 
whose  residual  vision  cannot  be  improved  by 
existing  medical  or  surgical  techniques. 

Through  the  interest  and  efforts  of  Dr.  James 
A.  Moore,  attending  surgeon  in  charge  of  oto- 
laryngology, a  speech  and  hearing  clinic  was 
approved  by  the  New  York  City  Department 
of  Health  to  provide  hearing  services  for  handi- 
capped children.  This  clinic  is  a  part  of  the 
Cleft  Palate  and  Hearing  Programs  provided 
by  State  aid. 

Aggressive  radical  surgery  of  the  head  and 
neck,  with  preoperative  planning  for  reconstruc- 
tion procedures,  was  of  special  interest  to  the 
group  in  Plastic  Surgery  headed  by  Dr.  Herbert 
Conway.  This  group  has  pioneered  also  with 
significant  success  in  the  treatment  of  giant 
nevus  of  the  face  and  body.  Other  activities 
involving  plastic  surgery  focused  on  the  prob- 
lem of  homoplasty  of  skin  by  tissue  chamber 
techniques  and  variations  of  the  pattern  of 
hemocirculation  of  such  grafts;  it  has  appeared 
that  the  longer  these  grafts  are  preserved  in 
vitro,  the  longer  they  survive  on  the  new  host. 

An  aid  in  determining  efficiency  of  circula- 
tion in  pedicle  grafts  (first  reported  by  this 
group  in  1951)  became  well  established.  Wide 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  "push  back" 
operation  popularized  in  this  clinic.   Cineradio- 


graphy with  simultaneous  sound  recording  dem- 
onstrates entirely  adequate  palatal  function  and 
speech  following  this  procedure. 

For  use  to  undergraduate  medical  students, 
Dr.  Victor  F.  Marshall  has  completed  a  text- 
book on  urology,  which  is  now  in  press;  he  and 
Dr.  Albert  J.  Paquin,  Jr.,  have  reported, 
through  a  series  of  twelve  papers,  their  ex- 
periences with  one  thousand  patients  with  neo- 
plasms of  the  bladder.  Urinary  incontinence 
following  prostatectomy  was  studied  by  Drs. 
Francis  A.  Beneventi  and  Thomas  Ferraro. 
Fundamental  investigations  on  bladder  physi- 
ology was  conducted  by  Dr.  John  W.  Draper; 
he,  together  with  Dr.  John  M.  Pearce,  studied 
bone  formation  in  the  kidney  pelvis  of  animals 
with  neo-ureterostomies. 

With  an  attending  staff  of  six  doctor  anes- 
thesiologists and  seventeen  nurse  anesthetists, 
the  training  program  in  anesthesia  now  includes 
seven  residents  and  four  student  nurse  anesthe- 
tists. In  1955,  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr.,  and 
his  group  investigated  in  great  detail  the  total 
body  metabolism  of  patients  under  anesthesia. 
A  notable  contribution  has  been  a  demonstra- 
tion, contrary  to  previous  concepts,  that  total 
body  metabolism  is  unaffected  by  anesthetic 
state;  another  advance  was  perfection  of  tech- 
niques in  control  of  hypotension  and  hypo- 
thermia, particularly  in  cardiovascular  and  neu- 
rosurgical operations. 

In  surgical  pathology  Drs.  John  M.  Pearce 
and  Bjorn  Thorbjarnarson  have  completed  a  re- 
view of  all  cases  of  sarcoma  encountered  since 
1932.  Dr.  Pearce  continued  his  investigations 
of  the  effect  of  anti-hyaluronidase  substances 
on  the  reaction  of  the  host  to  viral  infections, 
demonstrating  their  suppressive  power.  An- 
other accomplishment  in  this  section  was  Dr. 
Pearce's  demonstration  that,  in  animals  having 
myocarditis,  serum  transaminase  levels  are  mar- 
kedly elevated;  whereas  in  those  with  severe 
pericarditis  or  valvulitis  without  myocarditis 
there  is  no  alteration  in  transaminase  content 
of  blood  serum. 
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Dr.  George  F.  Egan,  in  charge  of  dental 
surgery,  embarked  upon  a  pilot  study  of  pre- 
ventive dentistry;  this  is  an  area  in  which  little 
has  been  done  and  which  deserves  careful  ex- 
ploration. 

Under  immediate  supervision  of  the  Oper- 
ating Room  Committee  and  with  the  aid  of 
funds  amounting  to  almost  $20,000,  many 
new  improvements  were  made  in  the  recovery 
room  unit.  A  group  headed  by  Dr.  Frank  J. 
McGowan  provided  the  funds  as  a  memorial  to 
the  late  Dr.  Eugene  Poole.   A  manual  dealing 


with  operation  of  recovery  units  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  publishers. 

The  Medical  Board  and  the  professional  staff 
of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  are 
indebted  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  under- 
standing and  sympathetic  support,  and  to  Drs. 
Joseph  C.  Hinsey  and  Henry  N.  Pratt  and 
Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson  for  their  counsel  and 
cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of  the 
Director. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  notable  one.  It 
has  been  marked  by  the  admission  of  our 
4,000,000th  patient  in  our  184  years  of  serv- 
ice to  the  community;  by  all  time  records  in 
the  number  of  in-patients  treated  in  a  single 
year,  a  single  month  and  a  single  day;  by  the 
establishment  of  the  Third  Century  Fund, 
which  will  be  described  below;  and  by  the 
smallest  operating  deficit  recorded  since  the 
opening  of  our  present  quarters  in  1932,  ex- 
cept for  1943  and  1944,  when  war-time  short- 
ages of  personnel  and  supplies  were  responsible 
for  a  sufficient  reduction  in  operating  expenses 
to  permit  a  financially  favorable  experience. 

It  is  significant  that  the  record  number  of 
patients  treated  and  the  reduction  in  operating 
deficit  should  occur  in  the  same  year,  a  matter 
which  will  be  discussed  below  in  greater  detail. 

We  welcome  our  new  neighbor  and  affiliated 
institution,  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery, 
which  opened  its  doors  on  May  25  with  appro- 
priate ceremonies  and  a  series  of  symposia  at- 
tended by  prominent  surgeons  from  many 
states  and  countries.  This  hospital,  although 
maintaining  its  independent  corporate  status, 
has,  since  May,  functioned  as  an  integral  part 
of  this  Center.  It  operates  orthopedic  and  ar- 
thritis services  for  the  care  of  patients,  supports 
research  programs  and  provides  educational  op- 
portunities for  Cornell  medical  students,  nurs- 
ing students  of  the  Cornell  University — New 


York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  and,  through 
mutual  exchange,  residents  in  training  in  gen- 
eral and  orthopedic  surgery.  Students  in  the 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery's  School  for  Prac- 
tical Nurses  receive  clinical  instruction  in  medi- 
cine, general  surgery  and  obstetrics  in  The  New 
York  Hospital.  Certain  administrative  services 
are  provided  at  cost  to  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  by  The  New  York  Hospital. 

On  December  10  the  1955  Nobel  Prize  for 
chemistry  was  awarded  by  King  Gustav  Adolf 
of  Sweden  to  Dr.  Vincent  duVigneaud,  Profes- 
sor of  Biochemistry  in  Cornell  University  Med- 
ical College,  for  his  work  on  the  synthesis  of  the 
two  posterior  pituitary  hormones,  vasopressin 
and  oxytocin.  We  take  pride  in  this  recogni- 
tion of  Dr.  duVigneaud  and  congratulate  him. 

The  report,  which  follows,  briefly  describes 
the  Hospital's  activities  during  1955  in  patient 
care,  education,  research  and  preventive  medi- 
cine. A  summary  of  financial  and  personnel 
matters  and  a  review  of  capital  needs  will  close 
the  report.  Little  reference  will  be  made  to 
nursing  since  its  transcendent  importance  in 
the  provision  of  good  patient  care  and  in  its 
support  of  research  and  educational  activities 
warrants  its  own  report,  which  will  be  found 
on  page  53.  For  more  detailed  accounts  of 
the  activities  of  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Clinic  and  the  Westchester  Division  the  reader 
is  referred  to  their  individual  reports,  which 
are  available  on  application  to  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Society. 

CARE  OF  THE  SICK 

During  1955  care  was  provided  at  the  three 
divisions  of  the  Society  for  71,270  patients  at 
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226,363  clinic  visits  and  through  448,067  in- 
patient days,  as  follows:

If  the  records  of  the  past  184  years  are  correct, 
this  brings  to  4,016,523  the  number  of  indi- 
viduals cared  for  in  the  facilities  of  the  Society. 

At  The  New  York  Hospital  treatment  of 
23,963  in-patients,  exclusive  of  newborns,  es- 
tablished a  new  annual  record  and  exceeded  by 
857  the  previous  high  of  23,106  recorded  in 
1954.  The  total  of  286,401  days  of  care, 
excluding  newborn  days,  represented  an  in- 
crease of  3.4%  over  the  previous  year's  experi- 
ence and  the  highest  total  since  1950.  The 
average  length  of  stay  remained  at  12.0  days 
for  the  third  successive  year. 

A  new  record  for  the  Center  was  made  on 
May  5,  1955  when  the  number  of  patients  in 
The  New  York  Hospital,  including  newborn 
infants  and  patients  of  Payne  Whitney  Psychi- 
atric Clinic,  reached  a  total  1,077.  This  figure 
surpassed  by  21  patients  the  former  single 
day's  record  of  1,056  in-patients  established 
October  20,  1949. 

The  increase  in  days  of  care  over  1954  oc- 
curred in  all  in-patient  services.  Due  in  large 
part  to  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the 
attending  staff,  patient  days  on  the  private  and 
semi-private  services  increased  5%  and  4% 
respectively.  This  paralleled  the  experience  of 
other  metropolitan  hospitals.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  2%  increase  in  days  of  care  recorded 
on  the  pavilion  (ward)  service  ran  counter  to 
the  trend  of  preceding  years  and  occurred  dur- 
ing a  year  in  which  other  hospitals  in  the  city 


were  reporting  a  downward  trend  in  the  num- 
ber of  ward  days  of  care. 

The  city-wide  reduction  in  demand  for  ward 
accommodations  is  illustrated  by  the  5.2  per 
cent  drop  between  1947  and  1954  in  ward 
patients  cared  for  in  the  voluntary,  member 
hospitals  of  the  United  Hospital  Fund  and 
municipal  general  hospitals.  For  the  two 
groups  of  hospitals  the  decrease  was  6.6  and 
4.1  per  cent  respectively  and  occurred  in  spite 
of  a  slight  increase  in  population  of  the  city. 
This  fall  in  demand  for  free  and  part  pay 
services  is  more  strikingly  evident  in  our  own 
Kips  Bay-Yorkville  community  as  demonstrated 
by  the  30.6%  reduction  btween  1947  and 
1955  in  the  number  of  new  patients  admitted 
to  our  Out-Patient  Department. 

The  rapid  growth  in  the  number  of  sub- 
scribers to  voluntary  health  insurance  plans, 
both  non-profit  and  commercial,  and  the  pros- 
perity of  the  country  are  largely  responsible  for 
the  continuous  decrease  in  demand  for  care  in 
hospital  wards.  Although  this  trend  is  desirable 
from  the  points  of  view  of  the  public  and  hospi- 
tal economics,  it  presents  a  problem  to  medical 
educators  because  of  the  importance  in  resi- 
dency training,  particularly  in  surgery,  gyne- 
cology and  obstetrics,  for  the  young  physician 
to  assume  increasing  responsibility  for  the  care 
of  patients  until  he  is  finally  given  complete 
charge.  In  the  past  this  educational  opportunity 
has  been  available  on  wards  where  patients  are 
hospitalized  who  lack  the  financial  resources 
to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  hospital  care  and 
fees  to  private  doctors.  They  have  been  ad- 
mitted as  "service  cases,"  i.e.  the  responsibility 
of  the  hospital's  attending  and  house  staffs. 
But  since  World  War  II  the  number  of  patients 
able  to  afford  private  doctors  has  grown  rapidly 
due  largely  to  the  phenomenal  growth  of  medi- 
cal care  insurance.  In  the  Greater  New  York 
area  the  United  Medical  Service,  Inc.  (Blue 
Shield),  which  provides  for  the  payment  of 
medical  and/or  surgical  fees,  now  has  enrolled 
over  4,100,000  subscribers.

Three  programs  were  initiated  during  the 
year  in  an  effort  to  provide  additional  clinical 
material  for  teaching  and  to  increase  occupancy 
of  pavilions  (wards). 

First,  the  establishment  of  a  Fracture  Service 
to  provide  an  adequate  number  and  variety  of 
cases  for  teaching  the  care  and  treatment  of 
patients  with  acute  trauma  more  than  offset 
the  decrease  in  patient  load  resulting  from  the 
transfer  of  the  Hospital's  orthopedic  case  load 
to  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  Through 
the  efforts  of  Dr.  August  H.  Groeschel,  Asso- 
ciate Director,  and  in  cooperation  with  the  De- 
partment of  Surgery  arrangements  were  made 
with  Knickerbocker  and  Roosevelt  Hospitals 
for  the  transfer  to  The  New  York  Hospital  by 
ambulance  of  cases  of  acute  trauma,  particu- 
larly fractures,  for  whom  accommodations  were 
not  available  in  the  two  hospitals  mentioned. 
With  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Board  the 
program  was  initiated  on  March  5.  Subse- 
quently, arrangements  for  transfer  of  this  type 
of  case  were  made  also  with  Beekman-Down- 
town  Hospital  and  Beth  David  Hospital.  A 
review  of  the  first  six  months  of  this  pro- 
gram's operation  showed  it  to  be  successful  in 
accomplishing  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
set  up  and  in  extending  the  Hospital's  services 
to  those  in  need  of  care. 

Second,  early  in  the  year  Dr.  Groeschel,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Obste- 
trics, made  arrangements  with  the  Knicker- 
bocker Hospital  for  its  ambulances  to  bring  to 
our  Lying-in  Hospital  obstetrical  patients  who 
lived  in  the  Knickerbocker  ambulance  district 
and  who  were  ready  for  delivery.  This  resulted 
in  the  admission  of  an  average  of  one  additional 
obstetrical  patient  per  day  until  the  new  city 
operated  Metropolitan  Hospital  at  East  97th 
Street  opened  its  large  obstetrical  service  in  mid- 
summer. Since  that  time  the  number  of  pa- 
tients admitted  through  this  arrangement  has 
been  reduced  because  of  the  greater  conven- 
ience of  Metropolitan  Hospital's  location  for 
residents  of  Harlem. 


Third,  in  cooperation  with  the  Commissioner 
of  Hospitals  of  the  city,  the  Greater  New  York 
Hospital  Association,  and  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent of  the  Metropolitan  Hospital  we  have 
undertaken  an  experimental  program  to  deter- 
mine the  feasibility  of  transferring  from  Metro- 
politan to  The  New  York  Hospital  those 
patients  who  are  Associated  Hospital  Service 
(Blue  Cross)  subscribers  and  are  seeking  ad- 
mission during  daytime  hours  for  treatment 
of  non-emergent  conditions.  Under  this  pro- 
gram the  admitting  resident  must  accept  the 
referred  patient,  regardless  of  medical  condi- 
tion, unless  it  is  obviously  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  patient  not  to  be  hospitalized.  The  New 
York  Hospital  benefits  through  increasing  its 
source  of  pavilion  (ward)  patients  and  its 
income  per  patient  day,  since  Blue  Cross  pays 
on  the  average  more  than  the  uninsured  patient 
can  afford. 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 

The  principal  source  of  patients  for  our 
pavilions  is  the  Out-Patient  Department.  It  is, 
therefore,  significant  that  the  number  of  pa- 
tients visiting  our  clinics  has  dropped  sharply 
in  the  past  few  years,  due,  undoubtedly,  to  the 
same  factors  that  have  affected  our  in-patient 
services.  During  1955,  however,  there  was  a 
retardation  in  the  rate  of  reduction  in  clinic 
visits  and  an  actual  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  patients  applying  for  treatment.  This  lat- 
ter may  relate  in  part  to  the  opening  of  the 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  from  which 
patients  with  non-orthopedic  conditions  were 
transferred  to  our  clinics. 

During  the  past  year  42,982  patients  made 
226,363  visits  to  the  various  clinics  of  the 
Out-Patient  Department. 

Analysis  of  statistical  records  for  the  years 
1947  to  1955  inclusive,  reveals  the  following: 

Total  Visits  to  O.  P.  D.  —  The  general  and  sub- 
stantial decline  which  began  in  1948  continued 
through  1953  but  at  a  considerably  reduced  rate. 
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Total  visits  reached  a  peak  in  1947  of 
296,755.  The  figure  for  1955,  226,363, 
represents  a  decrease  of  70,392  visits  or 
23.7%  below  the  figure  for  1947  but  a 
decrease  of  only  2,839  visits  or  1.2% 
below  the  figure  for  1954.  This  decrease 
is  almost  precisely  offset  by  a  correspond- 
ing increase  in  the  number  of  visits  to  the 
Emergency  Pavilion. 

New  Patients  Treated  in  O.P.D.  —  The  general 
marked  decline  which  began  in  1948  and  continued 
through  1954  was  reversed  in  1955. 

New  patients  treated  reached  a  peak  in 
1947  of  20,880;  the  figure  dropped  to 
13,957  in  1954  for  a  decrease  of  33.1% 
below  1947.  In  contrast,  new  patients 
totalled  14,492  in  1955  for  a  decrease  of 
only  30.6%  below  the  figure  for  1947 
and  an  increase  of  3.8%  above  the  figure 
for  1954. 

Total  Patients  Treated  in  O.P.D.  —  The  steady 
and  substantial  decline  which  began  in  1951  con- 
tinued through  1955  but  at  a  reduced  rate. 

Total  patients  treated  reached  a  peak  in 
1950  of  52,016.  The  figure  for  1955, 
42,982,  represents  a  decrease  of  17.3% 
in  the  five  year  period  but  a  decrease  of 
only  218  patients  or  0.5%  below  the  fig- 
ure for  1954. 

In  comparison  with  1954,  decreases  in  the 
number  of  visits  were  recorded  in  1955  in  sev- 
eral clinics,  notably  in  the  Arthritis  Clinic  and 
the  Orthopedic  Clinic,  both  of  which  were  dis- 
continued in  May  of  1955  when  their  patients 
were  transferred  to  the  new  Hospital  for  Spe- 
cial Surgery.  Out-patient  visits  to  the  Physical 
Medicine  Department  dropped  sharply  in  1955 
due  principally  to  the  discontinuance  of  the 
Orthopedic  Clinic.  On  the  other  hand,  increases 
in  the  number  of  visits  were  noted  in  other 
clinics,  principally  in  the  Psychiatric,  Periphe- 
ral Vascular,  Eye,  Pediatric  and  Gynecological 
Clinics. 

Of  interest  statistically  is  the  continuing  gen- 
eral decline  in  the  average  number  of  visits  per 


patient;  this  figure  dropped  from  5.9  visits  in 
1947  to  5.26  visits  in  1955,  a  decrease  of 
10.8%.  Among  the  reasons  are  advances  in 
drug  therapy  and  improved  coordination  of  the 
services  of  specialist  consultants,  especially  in 
the  Comprehensive  Care  Clinics. 

With  the  small  increase  in  number  of  new 
patients  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  the 
large  increase  in  in-patients  and  patient  days, 
demands  on  the  ancillary  professional  services 
were  greater  than  in  1954.  Several  departments 
established  all-time  records  for  the  number  of 
services  provided.  A  new  Radioisotope  Labora- 
tory was  activated  in  July. 

For  a  comparative  listing  of  number  of  pro- 
cedures performed  by  the  ancillary  professional 
departments  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  statis- 
tical section,  page  79,  item  b. 

TEACHING 

The  education  of  physicians,  nurses  and  other 
personnel  in  the  health  field  continued  to  oc- 
cupy its  traditional  position  of  importance 
among  the  four  principal  objectives  of  the 
Hospital. 

In  partnership  with  Cornell  University  Med- 
ical College  in  the  field  of  undergraduate 
medical  education,  the  Hospital  participated  in 
the  training  of  approximately  171  medical 
students  in  the  third  and  fourth  year  classes 
and  to  a  lesser  degree  in  the  training  of  83 
others  in  the  second  year  class.  The  84  stu- 
dents who  entered  the  freshman  class  in  the 
fall  of  1955  came  from  35  different  colleges 
and  were  selected  from  1425  qualified  appli- 
cants. 

At  the  graduate  level,  the  Hospital  provided 
for  the  education  of  178  physicians,  including 
39  interns  and  139  assistant  residents  and  resi- 
dents in  the  various  specialties  of  medicine. 

For  the  fifth  year  physicians  in  the  commu- 
nity continued  to  attend  the  Practitioners'  Con- 
ferences in  large  numbers.  These  conferences 
were  established  specifically  to  provide  the  op- 
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portunity  for  postgraduate  education  to  prac- 
titioners in  the  community  who  are  not  on  the 
staff  of  the  Hospital.  The  publication  of  se- 
lected transcripts  of  conferences  has  received 
nation-wide  attention. 

The  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  which  is  financed  entirely 
by  the  Hospital,  provided  for  the  education  of 
289  undergraduate  student  nurses  in  the  last 
three  years  of  their  five  year  course  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing. 
Several  affiliated  schools  of  nursing  sent  64  un- 
dergraduate students  to  the  Hospital  for  varying 
periods  throughout  the  year  for  instruction  in 
certain  fields  of  nursing  not  available  in  their 
own  institutions.  Forty-seven  graduate  nurses 
were  given  specialized  training  in  various  nurs- 
ing fields,  including  Premature  Institutes  con- 
ducted by  the  Department  of  Pediatrics.

RESEARCH 

In  the  field  of  medical  research,  significant 
advances  were  achieved  during  the  year  in  all 


of  the  clinical  departments.  The  number  of 
separate  research  projects  was  so  large  as  to 
permit  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board  to 
record  in  his  Annual  Report  only  an  outline  of 
the  more  significant  of  them.  To  illustrate  the 
scope  and  variety  of  these  projects  it  is  neces- 
sary to  mention  here  only  the  following  few: 
experiments  on  the  nature  and  treatment  of 
traumatic  shock;  observations  on  immune  re- 
sponses to  staphylococcic  infections;  extension 
of  studies  on  the  pure  posterior  pituitary  hor- 
mones as  developed  by  Nobel  Laureate  Vincent 
du  Vigneaud  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College;  significant  developments  in  the  preven- 
tion of  spontaneous  abortion,  a  public  health 
problem  exceeding  in  seriousness  both  heart 
disease  and  cancer;  initiation  of  virus  studies  in 
the  Departments  of  Pediatrics,  and  Public 
Health  and  Preventive  Medicine;  the  use  of 
chemicals  to  ameliorate  psychiatric  conditions; 
further  developments  in  the  understanding  of 
muscular  dystrophy  and  other  muscle  diseases; 
the  development  of  new  methods  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Radiology  for  the  study  of  diseases  of 
the  biliary  tract  and  kidneys;  the  extension  of 
cardiac  and  arterial  surgery  and  increasing  use 
of  the  blood  vessel  bank;  the  development  of 
more  appropriate  use  of  hypotension  and  hypo- 
thermia as  adjuncts  to  anesthesia  in  vascular 
and  intra-cranial  surgery. 

PREVENTIVE  MEDICINE 

In  the  integration  of  preventive  and  curative 
medicine,  increasing  emphasis  is  being  placed 
on  the  prevention  of  complications  and  dis- 
abilities and  the  initiation  of  rehabilitative 
measures  as  early  as  possible  in  the  treatment  of 
the  individual  patient.  This  trend  is  seen  in  the 
day  to  day  activities  of  every  clinical  depart- 
ment but  is  particularly  notable  in  the  Compre- 
hensive Care  Clinics  operating  under  the  Com- 
prehensive Care  and  Teaching  Program,  and 
in  the  Rehabilitation  Program. 

The  Hospital  continued  to  participate  in  the 
field  of  public  health  through  the  work  of  its 
staff    members    in    the    Kips    Bay    Yorkville 
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Health  Center.  In  addition,  we  cooperated 
with  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Health 
in  many  of  its  special  programs,  particularly 
those  conducted  for  the  care  and  rehabilitation 
of  children  handicapped  by  remediable  defects 
of  various  types.  At  the  national  level,  several 
members  of  the  medical  staff  are  directing  and 
participating  in  the  recently  organized  experi- 
mental medical  care  program  being  conducted 
for  some  80,000  Navajo  Indians  by  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  under  contract  with 
the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  as 
described  by  the  President  of  the  Medical 
Board  in  his  report. 

FINANCES 

For  the  year  the  Society's  deficit,  excluding 
depreciation  on  buildings  for  all  three  divisions, 
but  including  depreciation  on  building  fixtures 
and  equipment,  came  to  $341,108  as  com- 
pared with  $615,388  in  1954.  Expenditures 
for  capital  replacements  and  new  equipment 
were  limited  to  the  sum  provided  for  certain 
non-cash  items  in  the  operating  budget,  prin- 
cipally provision  for  depreciation  on  building 
fixtures  and  equipment.  The  deficit  would  have 
been  the  smallest  deficit  experienced  in  the 
twenty-four  years  at  our  present  location  had 
the  non-cash  item  of  provision  for  pension  re- 
serve been  incorporated  as  an  operating  ex- 
pense in  1943  and  1944  as  it  was  in  1948  and 
subsequent  years. 

Because  of  the  age  of  the  plant  at  the  West- 
chester Division  it  has  been  customary  during 
the  past  few  years  to  include  depreciation  on 
its  buildings  as  an  element  of  operating  ex- 
pense. With  the  inclusion  of  this  item  of 
$105,530,  the  deficit  for  the  Society  totaled 
$446,639  as  compared  to  a  budgeted  deficit 
of  $1,201,013,  referable  to  the  three  divisions 
as  follows:

As  reported  by  the  President  of  the  Society, 
the  Governors,  rightly  concerned  over  the 
gradual  depletion  of  general  fund  capital  by 
large  recurrent  deficits,  established  the  Third 
Century  Fund  as  a  buffer  against  inroads  on 
capital  funds  and  a  first  step  in  the  realization 
of  a  larger  endowment.  Due  to  the  Governors' 
and  others'  personal  generosity  the  Fund  totaled 
$326,342  at  year  end  and  successfully  fulfilled 
its  purpose  for  the  current  year.  These  gifts 
were  over  and  above  those  given  annually  by 
the  same  donors  to  apply  against  operating 
expenses.  The  professional,  nursing  and  ad- 
ministrative staffs  interpret  the  Third  Century 
Fund  as  a  vote  of  confidence  in  their  work  and 
are  grateful  to  the  Governors. 

Excluding  Third  Century  Fund,  legacies  and 
capital  gifts  came  to  $1,324,165.  Among  the 
larger  bequests  were  the  estates  of  William 
Robertson  Coe  and  Robert  J.  Eidlitz,  the  dis- 
tribution from  which  augmented  endowment 
by  $555,939  and  $162,500,  respectively. 

The  deficit  for  the  Main  Hospital,  $496,582, 
compares  favorably  to  those  of  the  preceding 
two  years.  The  reduction  was  accomplished 
partly  through  increased  income  resulting  from 
a  higher  census  than  obtained  in  1953  and 
1954.  The  increase  in  number  of  patient  days, 
although  a  reflection  of  the  city-wide  experi- 
ence of  voluntary  hospitals,  was  fostered  by  the 
attending  and  house  staffs.  Due  in  part  to  in- 
creases in  third  party  payments,  principally 
Blue  Cross,  average  patient-day  income  rose 
from  $24.45  in  1954  to  $25.48  in  1955. 

While  the  number  of  patient  days  rose  3.4 
per  cent  over  1954,  expenses  of  all  services  in- 
creased only  1.5  per  cent,  so  that  average 
patient-day  cost  fell  from  $29.31  to  $28.45, 
the  approximate  figure  which  obtained  in  1952. 
During  the  same  period  per  diem  costs  of 
member  hospitals  of  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
rose  by  16  per  cent.  Our  ability  to  stem  rising 
costs  was  due  largely  to  careful  budgetary 
control,  the  thoughtful  cooperation  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff,  the  further  net  reduction  of  au- 
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thorized  employee  complement  by  16  through 
the  development  of  improved  methods,  largely 
in  nursing,  and  the  continuance  of  the  practice 
of  strict  economy. 

Further  information  on  the  finances  of  the 
Society  may  be  found  in  the  financial  statements 
on  pages  58  through  63.  A  Summary  of 
Income  and  Expense  comparing  certain  finan- 
cial data  for  1955  and  1954  will  be  found  in 
the  statistical  section  on  page  79. 

PERSONNEL 

Continued  expansion  of  the  national  econ- 
omy during  1955  with  its  concomitant  high 
employment  created  a  competitive  employment 
situation  which  was  partly  responsible  for  an 
increase  in  personnel  turnover  and  made  re- 
cruitment of  new  employees  more  difficult.  The 
aggregate  personnel  turnover  for  the  Main  Hos- 
pital for  the  year  was  50.5%  as  compared  to 
44.4%  in  the  previous  year. 

In  order  to  place  ourselves  in  a  position  to 
recruit  and  retain  qualified  personnel,  it  was 
necessary  to  make  salary  adjustments  during 
the  year  for  professional  nurses  and  to  plan  for 
adjustments  for  other  groups.  A  Wage  and 
Salary  Committee  was  appointed  to  study  and 
evaluate  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  ex- 
isting positions. 

Further  efforts  were  made  to  assist  super- 
visors in  the  indoctrination  of  new  employees 
by  the  initiation  of  bi-monthly  orientation  con- 
ferences to  explain  and  clarify  personnel  pro- 
cedures and  practices  and  employee  benefits  as 
described  in  the  Employee  Handbook.  This 
program  has  been  well  accepted  by  employees 
and  supervisory  personnel. 

The  appraisal  program  was  expanded  during 
the  year  as  a  means  of  developing  stronger 
leadership  and  better  administrative  practices 
at  departmental  and  supervisory  levels. 

The  high  rate  of  personnel  turnover  as  com- 
pared to  industry  and  the  constant  need  to  hold 


operating  expenses  at  the  lowest  level  consist- 
ent with  good  patient  care  emphasized  the  need 
for  new  approaches  to  work  assignments  and 
procedures.  After  much  study  a  formal  train- 
ing program  in  work  simplification  was  se- 
lected as  one  means  of  attack.  A  qualified  in- 
dividual was  appointed  to  the  staff  and  was 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  conducting 
the  necessary  training  sessions  and  directing 
this  activity.  Through  this  program  individual 
employees  are  being  given  the  tools  and  moti- 
vation to  improve  work  methods  in  the  interest 
of  efficiency,  productivity  and  personal  satisfac- 
tion. 

Another  milestone  was  passed  in  furtherance 
of  improved  personnel  relations  throughout  the 
Center  when,  on  July  1,  1955,  a  retirement 
plan  became  effective  to  include  employees  of 
the  Medical  College  and  those  members  of  the 
Center  staff  with  joint  responsibilities  to  the 
Hospital  and  Medical  College.  The  plan  pro- 
vides retirement  benefits  similar  to  those  which 
have  been  available  to  employees  of  the  Hos- 
pital since  1947. 

The  work  of  the  paid  staff  was  augmented  by 
596  volunteers  who  gave  63,493  hours  of 
service  during  the  year. 

A  PROGRAM  FOR  PLANT  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  President  has  described  in  his  Report 
the  need  for  additional  capital  funds  for  endow- 
ment. In  addition,  $3,000,000  to  $5,000,000 
is  needed  to  improve  facilities.  Changing  func- 
tional requirements  indicate  the  need  for  addi- 
tional floor  space. 

Many  of  our  needs  arise  through  changing 
medical  techniques:  some  relate  to  facilities 
which  will  make  possible  more  efficient  and 
less  costly  operation;  while  others  relate  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  medical  staff 
and  employees.  A  list  of  the  larger  and  more 
urgently  required  facilities  follows.  No  effort 
is  made  to  list  them  in  order  of  priority.  Obvi- 
ously the  list  is  incomplete,  but  it  contains  the 
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principal  items  which  the  writer  considers  essen- 
tial. 

For  Improved  Patient  Care 

Expand  diagnostic  X-ray  facilities. 

Install  Cobalt-60  unit  for  high  voltage  radio- 
therapy. 

Expand  and  improve  emergency  pavilion. 

Provide  additional  laboratories. 

Build  additional  bathrooms  for  patients. 

Replace  many  beds  by  mechanical  beds  which 
permit  adjustment  of  height. 

Provide  postoperative  recovery  rooms  for  obste- 
trical and  gynecological  patients. 

For  Operating  Efficiency 

Centralize  cafeterias  and  lunch  counters. 

Move    post-operative   recovery    room    to    main 

operating  floor,  F-10. 
Pipe  oxygen  to  recovery  room. 
Relocate  and  expand  Central  Sterile  Supply. 
Centralize  clinical  pathology  laboratories. 
Replace  obsolete  kitchen  equipment  for  private 

patient  service. 
Centralize  out-patient  and  in-patient  admitting 

offices. 
Improve  communications: 

Modernize  elevators. 

Install  radio  paging  system  for  doctors. 

Construct  conveyor  for  delivery  services. 

Replace  and  expand  pneumatic  tube  system. 

Install  intercommunicating  nurses'  call  systems. 

For  Improved  Working  Conditions 

Additional  conference  rooms  for  teaching  and 
training. 

Medical  staff  lounge. 

Employee  lounge. 

Additional  parking  space. 

Additional  locker  rooms  for  employees. 

Additional  office  space  for  over-crowded  ac- 
tivities. 

It  must  be  emphasized  that  the  above  list  is 
not  complete.  As  a  reading  of  its  suggests, 
many  requirements  can  be  met  by  relocation  of 
certain  facilities  and  modernization  of  others. 

These  needs  and  their  possible  solutions  have 
been  under  consideration  for  several  years.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  impetus  was  given  to  this 
study  by  the  generous  offer  on  December  1 2  of 
a  $250,000  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation. 


The  promised  gift,  one  of  over  3,000  to  the 
voluntary  hospitals  of  the  country,  is  to  be  used 
to  provide  some  new  facilities  or  services  to  the 
community.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Society 
will  allot  a  portion  to  purchase  and  install  a 
radioactive  Cobalt-60  unit,  a  long  needed  item 
of  equipment  which  will  provide  high  energy 
radiotherapy  treatment  for  cancer  patients.  The 
greater  part  will  be  allocated  to  assist  in  the 
construction  of  an  enlarged  and  improved  emer- 
gency pavilion  and  related  facilities.  This  is 
made  necessary  by  the  increasing  emphasis 
placed  on  traumatic  surgery,  which  has  come 
about  with  the  conquest  of  infection  by  anti- 
biotics and  the  rise  in  incidence  of  injuries,  par- 
ticularly those  resulting  from  automobile  and 
industrial  accidents. 

The  capital  budget  for  1956,  the  size  of 
which  is  limited  by  the  amount  provided  in  the 
operating  budget  for  depreciation  on  building 
fixtures  and  equipment  and  for  amortization  of 
capital  equipment,  includes  two  of  the  less 
costly  items  listed  above.  It  is  hoped  that  over 
the  course  of  years  some  of  our  other  needs 
may  be  met  in  a  similar  manner.  However,  the 
implementation  of  a  coordinated  construction 
program  which  will  fulfill  our  more  pressing 
needs  will  require  larger  sums  of  money  than 
can  be  made  available  through  the  yearly 
capital  budgets. 

SUMMARY 

The  past  year  has  been  a  notable  one,  espe- 
cially with  respect  to  improvement  in  the 
financial  status  of  the  Society.  This  improve- 
ment would  have  been  impossible  without  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Hamilton  Hadley,  President; 
the  generosity  of  the  Governors;  the  consist- 
ently sympathetic  attitude  and  unfailing  sup- 
port of  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Director  of  the

The  sunken  garden  near  the  68th  Street  entrance 
to  the  Hospital  was  the  scene  on  June  8  of  the  58th 
annual  commencement  exercises  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  at  which  Dean  E.  Hugh  Luckey  pre- 
sided. Dr.  Willard  C.  Rappleye,  Dean  of  Columbia 
University's  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  gave 
the  commencement  address.  Doctor  of  Medicine  de- 
grees were  conferred  on  the  85  graduates  by  Cornell's 
President,  Deane  W.  Malott. 

Service  Anniversary  Dinner 

The  ninth  annual  Service  Anniversary  Dinner  was 
held  on  December  8  in  the  dining  room  of  the  Nurses' 
Residence  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Joint  Admin- 
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istrative  Board.  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Director  of 
the  Center,  presented  pins  emblematic  of  their  years 
of  service  to  twenty-three  of  the  honored  guests  who 
had  completed  25  years  of  service  and  to  thirty-three 
who  had  completed  15  years  of  service  during  the  year. 
Dr.  E.  Hugh  Luckey,  Dean  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  and  Mr.  Hamilton  Hadley,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Center. 
The  response  for  the  group  being  honored  was  made 
by  Dr.  R.  Gordon  Douglas,  Obstetrician  and  Gyne- 
cologist-in-Chief  of  the  Hospital  and  Professor  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  of  the  Medical  College. 

Television  Programs 

In  cooperation  with  the  producers  of  "Medical 
Horizons"  and  the  Ciba  Pharmaceutical  Company, 
Inc.,  three  live  television  programs  were  presented 
from  the  Center  over  the  television  network  of  the 
American  Broadcasting  Company.  On  February  13  a 
fifteen  minute  program  showing  the  work  of  the 
Children's  Blood  Transfusion  Clinic  and  research  in 
children's  blood  diseases  being  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Carl  H.  Smith  of  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics  was  presented.  Cardiac  catheterization 
was  demonstrated  by  Dr.  Daniel  S.  Lukas  on  another 
fifteen  minute  show  on  February  20.  A  half  hour 
program  showing  the  education  of  our  student  nurses 
and  phases  of  patient  care  in  which  graduate  nurses 
participate  was  televised  on  December  19. 


4,000,000th  Patient 

A  short  ceremony  was  held  on  October  13  in  the 
Board  of  Governors  Room  to  note  the  admission  of 
the  Hospital's  4,000,000th  patient.  In  attendance 
at  the  ceremony  over  which  Mr.  Hamilton  Hadley, 
President  of  the  Society,  presided  were  the  patient, 
3^2  year  old  Susan  Sorozan  and  her  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  George  Sorozan;  the  Honorable  Henry  Epstein, 
Deputy  Mayor  of  New  York  City;  Mr.  Alex  E.  Nor- 
ton, President  of  the  Greater  New  York  Hospital 
Association;  Mr.  R.  O.  D.  Hopkins,  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  United  Hospital  Fund;  Mr.  Charles  Garside, 
President  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  of  New 
York;  and  Dr.  John  V.  Connorton,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Greater  New  York  Hospital  Association. 

Phipps  Houses  Apartment  Building 

In  accordance  with  arrangements  completed  with 
Phipps  Houses,  Inc.  in  1954,  construction  of  a  twelve 
story  apartment  house  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
68th  Street  and  York  Avenue  was  begun  in  early 
Spring  of  1955.  By  year  end  the  concrete  skeleton 
of  the  structure  was  rising  gradually  upward.  The 
building,  which  will  provide  apartments  for  person- 
nel of  the  Center  and  offices  for  some  members  of 
the  professional  staff,  is  scheduled  for  occupancy  in 
the  Fall  of  1956. 
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Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

The  nationwide  shortage  of  hospital  nursing 
personnel  continued  to  be  critical  throughout 
1955  and  was  heightened  locally  by  personnel 
shortages  and  limitations  in  staffing  in  other 
hospital  departments.  Our  task  has  been  to  give 
constant  and  thoughtful  attention  to  devising 
means  of  providing  adequate  care  to  more 
patients  despite  the  shortage  of  qualified  pro- 
fessional nurses. 

It  has  been  evident  that  applicants  for  nurs- 
ing positions  are  becoming  more  selective  about 
areas  of  work,  hours  of  duty,  salary  and  accept- 
able living  conditions.  The  nursing  service  ap- 
pointments for  the  year  numbered  273  profes- 
sional and  295  non-professional  personnel; 
resignations  numbered  287  professional  and 
275  non-professional — a  55%  turnover  figure 
in  both  categories. 

Our  inability  to  be  sufficiently  selective  in 
making  appointments  is  reflected  to  some  ex- 
tent in  this  high  turnover  rate.  The  adjustment 
to  the  heavy  demands  made  upon  the  staff 
nurse  in  a  medical  center  such  as  ours  has  been 
very  difficult  for  many  of  the  graduates  of 
smaller  schools  of  nursing.  Also,  a  high  turn- 
over in  the  supervisory  group  has  affected  the 
kind  and  amount  of  guidance  available  to  staffs 
on  the  pavilions. 

In  order  to  compete  for  the  services  of  pro- 
fessional nurses,  we  have  put  more  time,  effort 
and  money  into  our  recruitment  program.  We 
made  a  comprehensive  review  of  personnel 
policies  and  job  classifications  preliminary  to 


recommending  the  new  salary  ranges  which 
became  effective  on  August  1,  1955.  To  give 
recognition  to  expert  practitioners  in  nursing, 
a  second  level  staff  nurse  position  was  created 
with  a  salary  range  equal  to  that  of  the  assist- 
ant head  nurse.  This  advancement  incentive 
encourages  competent  nurses  to  remain  "at  the 
bedside"  rather  than  seek  the  greater  financial 
rewards  in  management  responsibilities.  We 
recognize  the  need  for  making  our  nursing  posi- 
tions attractive  and  have  endeavoured  to  make 
the  nursing  public  thoroughly  aware  of  our  poli- 
cies and  practices.  Sound  and  practical  person- 
nel policies  are  an  integral  part  of  job  attraction. 
Competition  makes  it  imperative  that  we  con- 
tinue to  give  attention  to  the  development  of 
better  working  conditions,  more  adequate  sala- 
ries and  sounder  personnel  practices  in  order 
to  attract  desirable  and  potentially  competent 
nurses. 

The  in-patient  census  remained  higher  than 
anticipated  and  an  unusually  large  number  of 
seriously  ill  patients  and  patients  with  complex 
nursing  problems  were  admitted.  Since  the 
needs  of  patients  are  many  and  varied,  provi- 
sion of  good,  safe  care  presents  many  problems 
other  than  arranging  for  almost  constant  nurs- 
ing attendance.  Extensive  orientation  of  newly- 
recruited  nurses  to  the  special  needs  of  the  pa- 
tients and  to  complicated  equipment  is  essen- 
tial because  very  few  of  our  ever-changing 
group  of  staff  nurses  have  had  similar  experi- 
ences previously.  This  same  situation  obtains 
for  most  of  the  nurses  doing  private  duty  who 
require  a  great  deal  of  individual  instruction 
and  supervision.  In  addition,  we  have  used 
more  part  time  and  per  diem  nursing  to  relieve 
the  staffing  shortage.   While  these  nurses  have 
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contributed  to  our  efforts  to  maintain  a  good 
quality  of  nursing  care,  the  problems  of  orien- 
tation and  maintenance  of  communications 
have  created  an  additional  burden  for  super- 
visory and  pavilion  staffs. 

As  a  consequence,  our  many-faceted  program 
of  staff  development  aims  for  satisfactory  nurs- 
ing service  by  the  effective  utilization  of  avail- 
able personnel  and  facilities.  A  carefully  coordi- 
nated program  provided  orientation  confer- 
ences and  activities  for  all  levels  of  personnel, 
professional  and  non-professional;  on-the-job 
training  and  in-service  education;  study  and 
experimentation  involving  personnel,  methods, 
equipment  and  supplies.  Our  attempts  in  the 
past  to  analyze  functions  and  eliminate  non- 
essential activities  met  with  some  success,  but 
continuing  effort  is  needed  to  arrive  at  easier 
and  better  ways  of  providing  nursing  care.  We 
look  to  the  hospital-wide  work  simplification 
program  to  develop  a  persevering  attitude  to- 
ward the  axiom,  "there's  always  a  better  way." 

The  service  contribution  of  our  nursing  stu- 
dents continues  to  be  very  effective  due  to  their 
orientation  to  our  philosophy  of  patient  care 
and  the  purpose  and  significance  of  new  under- 
takings in  this  Center.  Thirty-seven  members 
of  the  graduating  class  of  the  School  of  Nurs- 
ing joined  the  staff  and  there  were  thirty-one 
remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year.  We  look  to 
these  graduates  to  help  us  provide  the  quality 
of  patient  care  which  is  so  important  in  the 
advancement  of  good  medical  care  today. 

Past  reviews  of  nursing  service  functions 
suggest  activities  which  inhibit  and  infringe 
upon  the  work  of  the  nurse  and  point  out  prob- 
lems with  which  nurses  alone  cannot  cope.  We 
should  be  more  articulate  in  communicating  to 
others  our  concept  of  the  problems  in  the  situ- 
ation. How  should  decisions  be  reached  about 
what  the  functions  of  nursing  should  be?  To 
arrive  at  agreement  upon  the  role  of  nurses 
and  for  what  activities  nursing  service  must  be 
responsible  in  relation  to  the  organization  and 
administration  of  all  related  services  within  the 


hospital,  the  collaborative  effort  of  medicine, 
nursing,  hospital  administration  and  patients 
will  be  required. 

The  care  of  the  patient  in  the  hospital  de- 
pends not  just  upon  the  physician,  the  nurse 
and  other  professional  and  technical  people,  but 
upon  many  others  in  the  hospital  family  as 
well.  Consequently,  the  best  kind  of  service  to 
the  patient  depends  upon  cordial  relationships, 
mutual  understanding  and  coordinated  effort 
among  the  many  individuals  responsible  for 
providing  this  service.  At  top  levels,  medicine, 
nursing  and  administration  get  together  at  regu- 
lar intervals  to  discuss  their  problems  and  to 
submit  their  suggestions  concerning  the  im- 
provement of  the  care  of  the  patient.  When 
joint  planning  is  practiced  at  every  level  of  the 
hospital,  coordination  is  improved  and  patient 
care  benefits  accordingly.  What  is  needed  is 
to  increase  the  practice  of  group  planning  until 
it  becomes  the  consistent  and  habitual  approach 
to  each  task. 

Among  special  departmental  interests  were 
the  following:  trial  of  patient-nurse  intercom- 
munication system;  experimentation  with  ex- 
tended visiting  hours  in  departments  of  Pedi- 
atrics, and  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology;  consoli- 
dation of  Nurses'  Health  Service  with  Personnel 
Health  Service  on  Kl;  development  of  intra- 
mural referral  system;  review  of  messenger  and 
transportation  activities;  study  to  simplify  nurs- 
ing service  employment  and  personnel  proce- 
dures; preparation  of  job  descriptions;  planning 
advertising  copy  for  recruitment;  experimenta- 
tion with  sterile  packaged  items  on  two  pavil- 
ions; continuing  evaluation  of  inter-agency 
referrals  and  cooperative  agreements  with  pub- 
lic health  nursing  agencies;  nursing  care  re- 
search in  the  care  of  the  patient  with  a  colos- 
tomy, ileostomy,  ureterostomy,  or  mastectomy 
wound;  continuing  emphasis  on  orthopedic 
nursing  and  body  mechanics;  completion  of 
study  of  nursing  functions  in  obstetrics;  prepa- 
ration of  a  comprehensive  manual  for  the  divi- 
sion of  mother  and  infant  care;  study  of  changes 
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in  eating  and  sleeping  habits  of  patients  with 
long  term  illness;  preparation  of  booklet,  "In- 
structions for  Patients  Undergoing  Surgery"; 
review  of  committee  procedure  and  activity; 
work  simplification  conferences  and  projects. 
Under  an  arrangement  with  The  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery,  we  agreed  to  accept  their  prac- 
tical nursing  students  for  a  14  weeks  program 
in  medicine,  surgery,  and  maternity  and  new- 
born. This  affiliation  was  begun  in  September 
and  34  students  were  accepted  for  training  in 
1955.  An  important  contribution  is  made  in 
the  area  of  public  relations  by  our  efforts  to 
interpret  to  university  field  students  and  to  vis- 
itors with  varied  needs  and  interests  the  many 
aspects  of  our  educational  and  administrative 
programs. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  demands  for  nurs- 
ing service  and  in  the  interest  of  more  eco- 
nomical care  for  patients,  it  is  necessary  to  con- 
tinue to  define  the  appropriate  division  of  duties 
among  the  many  levels  of  nursing  service  per- 
sonnel, to  expedite  the  development  and  accept- 
ance of  work  simplification  projects,  to  elimi- 


nate or  transfer  non-nursing  tasks  for  more 
efficient  operation,  and  to  expand  in-service 
education  activities  for  both  professional  and 
non-professional  staff  to  insure  improvement 
of  their  work. 

We  wish  to  pay  special  tribute  to  all  those 
members  of  our  nursing  staff,  including  our 
students,  who  made  it  possible  for  us  to  care 
for  a  record  number  of  patients  during  this  past 
year.  We  record  our  appreciation  for  the  co- 
operation of  the  administrative,  professional 
and  service  departments  of  the  Medical  Center. 
We  are  grateful  particularly  to  Dr.  Henry  N. 
Pratt  and  his  associates,  to  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hin- 
sey,  to  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  understanding.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Governors  of 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  43  rd  Annual 
Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee. 

Despite  the  effect  of  the  so-called  miracle 
drugs  and  the  newer  management  of  surgical 
conditions,  both  of  which  tend  to  shorten  a 
patient's  stay  in  the  hospital,  the  caseloads  of 
the  social  workers  are  increasingly  made  up  of 
patients  with  long  term  illnesses.  This  means 
prolonged  contact  with  the  patient  or  members 
of  his  family,  often  through  continuing  visits 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  problems 
are  not  those  of  meeting  emergencies,  but  those 
of  helping  a  patient  and  members  of  his  fam- 
ily make  satisfactory  adjustment  to  the  patient's 
disability,  or  helping  them  to  face  a  terminal 
illness. 

In  1955  we  gave  service  to  7,220  patients 
which  entailed  51,138  interviews.  The  refer- 
rals come  from  the  Out-Patient  Department 
and  the  pavilions,  semi-private  and  private  serv- 
ices. In  one  week  out  of  about  600  patients 
with  whom  the  department  was  working  fifteen 
percent  of  these  had  a  diagnosis  of  some  kind 
of  malignancy. 

The  worker  previously  assigned  to  the  ortho- 
pedic service  was  transferred  to  the  fracture 
service  when  that  was  established.  This  is  an 
unusually  busy  service,  as  practically  every  pa- 
tient is  referred  for  some  type  of  social  service. 
Many  patients  are  elderly,  and  frequently  with- 


out homes  or  funds.  These  have  made  a  steady 
drain  on  our  medical  relief  funds,  and  called 
for  much  use  of  community  resources. 

The  Social  Service  Department  was  given  a 
grant  from  the  National  Tuberculosis  Associa- 
tion for  Miss  Dennis,  the  senior  social  worker 
on  the  Pulmonary  Service,  to  make  a  study  of 
fifty  patients  with  tuberculosis,  to  analyze  their 
needs  and  the  social  service  given  to  them. 

Miss  Victoria  Ibbotson,  who  has  been  a  well 
loved  and  most  effective  member  of  the  depart- 
ment almost  since  its  beginning,  retired  during 
the  year.    She  will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  Gift  Shop  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Mrs.  Lowell  Thomas  had  a  successful  year. 
More  people  are  using  the  shop,  and  telephone 
orders  from  private  patients  have  increased.  The 
use  of  gift  certificates,  started  before  Christmas, 
proved  to  be  very  popular  and  solved  most  of 
the  post  holiday  exchange  problem. 

The  Thrift  Shop  had  the  most  profitable  year 
in  its  history.  Our  net  profit  was  $8,680.00. 

In  the  Spring  Mrs.  Brown  who  had  been  li- 
brarian for  eleven  years  retired,  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam deRham,  Jr.  took  her  place.  We  continue 
to  have  several  faithful  volunteers  and  a  num- 
ber of  new  ones  whose  service  makes  it  possible 
for  us  to  send  the  library  cart  to  all  the  pavilions 
and  semi-private  floors  in  the  Main  Hospital 
and  Woman's  Clinic. 

Mrs.  John  Mason  Brown  headed  a  group  of 
thirty-four  workers  in  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
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Campaign.    Our  Committee  brought  in  479  thritis  Fund,  the  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney  Milk 

gifts  totaling  $155,529.82.    Mrs.  Walter  G.  Fund  and  the  Havens  Relief  Fund.

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|^|^he  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  4,091,900  patients 
during  its  185-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted  by 
King  George  III  of  England.    It  was  this  city's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  the  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore 
share  in  the  service  and  progress  achieved. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East  River. 
This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members  of  the 
Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coordinated  by 
a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision  of  the 
Director  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 


Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1957  in  pro- 
viding patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $17,110,954;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation  of  building  fixtures  and  equipment.  Despite 
the  practice  of  every  economy  consistent  with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must 
depend  on  income  from  endowment  and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater 
New  York  Fund  and  on  membership  and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet 
annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that  more  than  76.6  per  cent  of  its  patients  do 
not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  antibiotic  drugs  and  chemotherapeutic  agents,  and  psycho- 
somatic medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well- 
rounded  hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.    Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it.

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Report  of  the  President 


RECORD  OF  SERVICE 

1956  was  the  185th  year  during  which  The 
New  York  Hospital  cared  for  physically  or 
mentally  ill  persons  who  turned  to  us  for  aid. 
In  the  past  twelve  months  31,541  patients 
were  hospitalized  for  462,862  patient  days. 
43,836  were  ambulatory  patients  who  made 
216,367  visits  to  our  83  out-patient  clinics. 
That  we  have  been  able,  year  after  year,  to 
aid  these  many  sick  people  is  due  not  only  to 
our  professional  staff  but  also  to  the  friends 
of  the  Society  who,  believing  in  the  part  the 
voluntary  hospital  must  play  in  the  com- 
munity, have  supported  us  continuously  and 
generously  during  our  long  and  useful  history 
of  service. 

Our  programs  have  many  aspects.  Dr. 
David  P.  Barr,  President  of  the  Medical 
Board,  has  reviewed,  on  pages  21-41,  some 
of  our  important  activities  in  the  professional 
fields.  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  Director  of  The 
New  York  Hospital,  has  reported,  on  pages 
42-48,  on  administrative  matters.  The  Nurs- 
ing Service,  and  the  work  of  the  Social 
Service  Committee  of  The  New  York  Hospi- 
tal, are  respectively  outlined  by  Miss  Muriel 
Carbery,  Director  of  Nursing  Service,  at 
page  49,  and  by  Mrs.  John  T.  Pratt,  Jr., 
Chairman  of  the  Social  Service  Committee, 
at  page  51.  Reports  of  our  psychiatric  divi- 
sions, of  our  clinical  departments,  and  of 
the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  have  been  issued  sepa- 
rately and  are  available  for  the  asking  to 
those  who  are  interested  in  these  special 
areas. 

FINANCIAL  RECORD 

In  1956  the  operating  expenses  of  the 
Society,   including  depreciation  on  fixtures 


and  equipment,  were  $15,999,057.69,  against 
which  the  Society's  income  from  all  sources 
was  $15,959,895.24.  This  left  a  net  deficit  of 
$39,162.45  as  compared  with  $341,108.82  for 
1955  and  $615,388.82  for  1954.  These  steadily 
improving  results  could  not  have  been 
achieved  without  the  outstanding  leadership 
of  Dr.  Hinsey,  Director  of  the  Center,  and  of 
Dr.  Pratt,  Director  of  the  Hospital,  and  the 
loyal  cooperation  of  all  throughout  the 
Hospital.  The  details  of  our  operating  fig- 
ures are  shown  in  the  statement  of  operating 
results  on  pages  53  to  58  of  this  report. 

Contributions  which  came  to  us  in  1956 
to  meet  our  general  purposes  amounted  to  an 
all-time  high  of  $875,868.74.  This  large  sum 
was  donated  by  members  and  other  friends  of 
the  Society,  by  foundations,  by  the  Greater 
New  York  Fund  and  The  United  Hospital 
Fund.  It  does  not  include  an  almost  equal 
amount  raised  for  special  educational  and 
research  projects,  which  is  not  reflected  in  our 
operating  statements  but  which  plays  a  very 
important  part  in  our  ability  to  serve,  and  to 
advance  the  frontiers  of  medical  knowledge. 
We  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  many  do- 
nors who  contributed  so  generously  to  our 
effectiveness  in  1956. 

A  number  of  substantial  legacies  which  we 
received  during  the  year  resulted  in  an  in- 
crease of  our  capital,  as  may  be  noted  on 
page  57.  Among  the  larger  bequests  which 
came  to  us  within  the  past  12  months  were 
those  of  Mr.  William  Robertson  Coe,  Mrs. 
Leland  Eggleston  Cofer,  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Merrill,  Mr.  Percy  S.  Vermilya,  and  Mrs. 
Clara  S.  E.  Voss.  Public-spirited  gifts  like 
these  increase  our  ability  to  provide  for  the 
health  of  the  community,  to  improve  medical 
care  and  our  research  and  teaching  programs.

I  hope  that  other  friends  who  believe  in  our 
purposes  will  plan  to  support  us  by  the  pro- 
visions in  their  wills. 

I  mentioned  last  year  the  grant  of  $250,000 
from  the  Ford  Foundation  which  was  an- 
nounced in  1955.  One  half  of  this  grant  has 
been  received.  The  second  half  is  scheduled 
for  1957.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the 
Ford  Foundation  for  its  generosity. 


ADDITIONS  TO  PHYSICAL  PLANT 

Noteworthy  physical  structures  which 
were  completed  in  1956,  are  the  twin-building, 
twelve-story  apartment  house  on  York  Ave- 
nue between  68th  and  69th  Streets,  and  the 
psychiatric  out-patient  department  building 
at  our  Westchester  Division  in  White  Plains. 
The  former  was  built  by  Phipps  Houses  Inc., 
and  provides  doctors'  offices  for  a  number  of 
our  staff,  together  with  residential  living 
quarters  for  nearly  200  families  of  employees 
of  The  New  York  Hospital,  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College,  Memorial  Hospital, 
the  Rockefeller  Institute  and  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery.  These  great  institutions,  all 
centered  in  the  same  area  and  constituting 
with  other  close  neighbors  a  magnificent 
medical,  teaching,  and  research  grouping, 
are  all  indebted  to  the  generosity  and  far- 
sightedness of  Phipps  Houses,  Inc.  and  our 
Governor,  Ogden  Phipps,  in  making  avail- 
able such  desirable  living  quarters. 

The  new  psychiatric  out-patient  building 
in  White  Plains,  which  was  given  by  Mr  John 
D.  Rockefeller,  Jr. ,  was  dedicated  in  December 
and  received  its  first  patients  shortly  there- 
after. It  is  meeting  a  real  need  of  Westchester 
County,  and  adding  to  our  ability  to  train 
doctors  who  specialize  in  mental  illness.  We 
again  express  our  thanks  to  the  generous 
donor  who  made  this  important  step  possible 
— important  not  only  for  us  and  the  White 
Plains  area,  but  as  a  pilot  project  for  like 
communities  elsewhere. 


GOVERNORS  AND  COMMITTEES 

Several  changes  occurred  during  the  year 
within  the  Board  of  Governors.  We  lost  by 
death  General  William  H.  Harrison  who, 
during  his  relatively  short  service  as  a  Gov- 
ernor, had  so  ably  participated  in  our  work, 
and  so  constantly  and  efficiently  helped  solve 
our  problems.  Three  months  later,  in  July, 
our  Honorary  Governor,  Malcolm  Goodridge, 
M.D.  died.  Dr.  Goodridge  had  served  on 
our  staff  for  25  years,  and  on  the  staff  of 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  since 
1909.  His  devotion  and  ability  were  of  the 
highest  order,  and  his  experienced  advice  of 
great  value  to  the  Society. 

After  serving  the  Social  Service  Committee 
as  its  Chairman  for  nine  years,  and  as  a 
Governor  of  the  Society  since  1951,  Mrs. 
Nathaniel  P.  Hill  relinquished  the  former 
responsibility  and  Mrs.  John  T.  Pratt,  Jr.  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  The 
support  of  this  Committee  has  always  been 
of  value  to  the  Society,  and  the  Governors 
have  on  many  occasions  expressed  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  Committee's  interest  in  The 
New  York  Hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  I  was  succeeded  as 
President  of  the  Society  by  Mr.  Francis 
Kernan.  Mr.  Kernan  was  succeeded  as  Vice- 
President  for  Administrative  Operations  by 
Mr.  Frederick  K.  Trask,  Jr.  I  became  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee  in  place  of 
Mr.  Kernan. 

Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  who  had  served  on  the 
Medical  Board  since  1941  and  had  completed 
an  eight-year  term  of  office  as  its  President, 
was  succeeded  as  President  of  this  Board  by 
Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  Surgeon-in-Chief  of  the 
Hospital,  and  Professor  of  Surgery  at  Cornell 
University  Medical  College.  Dr.  Barr  has 
accomplished  so  much  and  with  such  great 
ability  that  it  is  hard  to  thank  him  ade- 
quately. His  guidance  has  brought  both 
progress  and  prestige  to  our  Center.  Much 
of  what  is  now  recognized  as  established  pro- 
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cedure  originated  from  his  thinking  and  his 
activity.  The  position  of  Physician-in-Chief 
which  Dr.  Barr  will  relinquish  upon  his 
retirement  on  June  30,  1957,  will  be  filled  by 
Dr.  E.  Hugh  Luckey,  presently  Dean  of  the 
Cornell  University  Medical  College. 

Both  Dr.  Glenn  and  Dr.  Luckey,  in  their 
new  duties  will  have  the  whole-hearted  sup- 
port of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

MATTERS  OF  GENERAL  INTEREST 

On  May  8,  1956  we  celebrated  our  185th 
Charter  Day.  Lt.  Gen.  James  M.  Gavin,  GS, 
Chief  of  Research  and  Development  United 
States  Army,  and  Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff, 
Attending  Physician  and  Attending  Psychia- 
trist of  the  Hospital,  and  Professor  of  Medi- 
cine (Neurology)  Cornell  University  Medical 
College,  addressed  the  meeting,  which  was 
well  attended  by  a  much  interested  audience. 

To  supplement  the  fund-raising  activities 
of  the  Society,  the  Board  authorized  the 
enlargement  of  Membership  Committee  ac- 
tivities in  this  field  to  include  specialized 
solicitation  of  gifts  in  the  name  of  the  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic.  A  similar  pro- 
gram initiated  in  1947  at  the  Westchester 
Division  to  interest  those  who  might  wish 
to  contribute  specifically  to  that  psychiatric 
division  has  proven  of  much  value,  and  the 
same  kind  of  program  is  now  being  planned 
for  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in 
New  York.  Since  our  earliest  days,  we  have 
been  leaders  in  the  field  of  mental  health,  and 
we  hope  by  this  procedure,  to  implement  our 
services  to  the  mentally  ill. 

I  should  like  to  call  attention  to  the  work 
of  our  volunteers,  the  500  men  and  women 
of  our  hospital  family  whose  constant  and 
well  organized  help  has  meant  far  more  to  us 
than  is  always  realized.  Without  them,  we 
should  often  have  been  in  difficulties  through 
shortage  of  personnel.  While  I  have  thanked 
each  of  these  friends  by  personal  letter,  I  am 
glad  to  pay  this  further  tribute,  publicly,  to 
them. 


Some  of  you  may  have  noted  the  stone 
tablets  in  the  main  entrance  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  and  the  bronze  tablet  in  the  main 
building  of  our  Westchester  Division.  These 
list  some  300  names,  dating  back  for  more 
than  a  century,  of  those  who  have  given  us 
over  the  years  financial  support  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars  or  more.  Supplementing  these 
large  gifts,  we  are  fortunate  in  the  financial 
support  of  many  thousands  of  friends.  In 
1955  we  received  10,555  donations;  in  1956, 
11,781.  To  all  of  our  supporters,  whether 
their  contribution  be  small  or  large,  I  give 
the  thanks  of  the  Society. 

I  am  also  glad  to  express  the  pleasure  of 
the  Board  over  the  growing  number  (now  86) 
of  our  doctors  who  have  joined  the  Society 
as  members.  This  group,  who  do  so  much 
for  us  professionally,  have  in  addition  added 
their  financial  support. 

The  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  receives  almost  its  entire 
financial  support  from  The  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital.  Much  service  is  ren- 
dered to  the  Hospital  by  the  student  nurses, 
and  the  Society  takes  equal  pride  with  the 
University  in  the  high  standards  of  the 
School's  nursing  education.  Without  in  any 
manner  lowering  the  quality  of  this  educa- 
tion, the  Dean  of  the  School  has  consum- 
mated a  program  of  shortening  the  School's 
undergraduate  training  from  three  years  to 
two  years  and  eight  months.  We  hope,  in 
the  not  too  distant  future,  to  provide  facilities 
for  more  students,  as  the  need  for  nurses  is 
one  of  the  country's  most  pressing  problems. 
It  is  a  strain  on  present  nursing  personnel  to 
fill  all  the  demands  made  on  it;  and  nothing 
would  be  more  welcome  to  us,  and  to  the 
country  nationwide,  than  to  see  a  substan- 
tially greater  number  of  graduate  nurses 
serving  within  hospitals. 

The  tenth  of  our  Service  Anniversary  Din- 
ners, honored  those  of  our  Governors,  doctors 
and  employees  who  had  served  this  Center 
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and  its  divisions  long  and  devotedly.  The 
list  of  those  whose  service  covers  from  fifteen 
to  more  than  fifty  years  has  reached  the  num- 
ber of  801  since  this  program  was  inaugurated 
in  1947. 

We  were  all  pleased  that  a  group  of  Dr. 
Hinsey's  friends  gave  the  Center  a  portrait  of 
Dr.  Hinsey  in  token  of  his  exceptionally  able 
leadership  in  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center,  as  well  as  in  recognition  of 
our  liking  for  him. 

In  closing  this  report  I  want  specially  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Governors  and  all  those 


others  who  have  given  me  so  much  help  and 
support  during  my  terms  of  office  as  President 
of  the  Society.  I  am  sure  that  my  successor 
Mr.  Kernan  will  have  the  same  kind  of  whole- 
hearted cooperation. 

We  can  all  be  proud  of  the  record  which 
our  Hospital  is  making.  It  could  hardly  be 
otherwise  in  the  light  of  the  wide  and  loyal 
support  it  receives,  and  the  talents  of  its 
devoted  professional,  scientific,  and  adminis- 
trative staff.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  Neiv  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

As  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  I  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  this  report  of  the 
professional  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
1956.  It  is  a  summary  of  more  detailed  infor- 
mation prepared  by  the  chiefs  of  clinical 
departments  and  because  of  requirements  of 
space  can  present  cursorily  only  a  few  of  many 
activities.  While  ostensibly  a  report  of  prog- 
ress of  The  New  York  Hospital,  it  records 
accomplishment  which  in  many  instances  has 
been  possible  only  through  the  combined  re- 
sources of  the  Medical  Center. 

In  general,  1956  has  been  an  encouraging 
and  productive  year.  The  morale  of  the  staff 
has  never  been  higher;  cooperation  between 
departments  has  never  been  more  evident; 
there  has  been  increasing  participation  on  the 
part  of  the  professional  staff  in  the  program 
of  economy  and  the  maintenance  of  a  high 
admission  rate;  teaching  has  been  reviewed; 
important  experiments  in  medical  education 
have  been  vigorously  pursued;  research  pro- 
grams have  been  continued  and  extended  in 
all  departments. 

STAFF 

Deaths.  During  1956,  eight  members  of 
the  staff  died,  among  them  some  of  the  most 
influential  contributors  to  the  development 
and  life  of  the  Hospital. 

Ephraim  Shorr,  Attending  Physician,  died 
suddenly  at  his  home  on  January  6.  He  was 
only  59  years  of  age.  From  his  boyhood  and 
during  his  premedical  and  medical  training 
at  Yale  he  was  known  to  possess  unusual 


intellectual  capacity.  To  his  life  work  in 
metabolism  and  endocrinology  he  brought 
remarkable  qualifications.  The  breadth  of 
his  detailed  information  in  chemistry  and 
general  physiology  aided  him  in  the  creation 
of  new  and  challenging  hypotheses  for  direc- 
tion in  his  scientific  explorations.  He  was 
an  original  investigator  whose  research,  con- 
ducted almost  entirely  at  The  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  included 
study  of  such  diverse  subjects  as  the  thyroid, 
parathyroid,  adrenal  and  pituitary  glands, 
diabetes,  diseases  of  bone,  urinary  stone 
formation,  disturbances  in  sex  function,  men- 
struation and  the  infrared  spectra  of  steroids. 
Examination  of  circulatory  mechanisms  in- 
volved in  medical  and  surgical  shock  and 
high  blood  pressure  occupied  much  of  his 
attention  during  the  later  years  of  his  life. 
He  was  a  teacher  to  whom  young  men 
flocked  for  inspiration  and  guidance,  a  warm- 
hearted, accomplished  physician,  capable 
both  of  penetrating  diagnosis  and  sympa- 
thetic understanding  of  the  problems  of  his 
patients.  His  interests  were  not  confined  to 
medicine  and  biology.  He  was  a  connoisseur 
of  art,  a  fine  musician  and  a  stimulating  con- 
versationalist on  current  affairs,  politics, 
history  and  philosophy.  After  his  death 
many  of  his  patients,  friends  and  former  stu- 
dents united  in  contributing  to  a  memorial 
which  is  to  be  known  as  the  Ephraim  Shorr 
Memorial  Scholarship  for  young  men  and 
women  from  any  part  of  the  world  who 
possess  unusual  talent  and  who  wish  to  de- 
vote themselves  to  the  study  of  metabolism 
or  endocrinology. 

Malcolm  Goodridge,  Consulting  Physi- 
cian, an  honorary  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  The  New  York  Hospital,  and 
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for  many  years  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine 
at  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  died 
in  his  home  after  a  prolonged  illness  at  the 
age  of  83.  He  was  one  of  that  group  of  illus- 
trious physicians  who  at  the  Second  Medical 
Division  of  Bellevue  Hospital  made  Cornell 
a  medical  Mecca.  He  was  a  guiding  spirit  in 
the  formation  of  the  Medical  Center  and  for 
many  years  an  active  and  influential  member 
of  the  Medical  Board.  Although  he  retired 
from  fully  active  practice  in  1939,  his  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Center  never  flagged.  He 
found  pleasure  in  visiting  patients  in  the 
pavilions  and  in  the  encouragement  of  young 
medical  men  and  women.  He  was  a  wise 
consultant,  a  persuasive  teacher  whose  in- 
struction at  the  bedside  and  in  clinical-path- 
ological conferences  was  regarded  as  ideal  by 
those  who  shared  it.  His  memory  will  be 
treasured  not  more  for  his  contributions  in 
education  and  clinical  medicine  than  for  his 
magnetic  and  genial  personality,  his  kindli- 
ness and  sympathetic  understanding. 

Sydney  Weintraub,  Attending  Radiologist, 
died  at  the  hospital  on  March  24,  1956,  after 
a  short  illness.  He  was  61  years  old  and  had 
been  associated  with  Cornell  Medical  College 
and  The  New  York  Hospital  for  38  years. 
He  was  a  specialist  in  diseases  of  the  gastro- 
intestinal tract  who  practised  his  profession 
outside  of  the  Hospital  until  1942,  when  at 
the  age  of  47  he  volunteered  for  military 
service  and  was  commissioned  Major  in  the 
Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army 
with  assignment  to  the  9th  General  Hospital, 
The  New  York  Hospital  Unit.  Following  his 
release  from  military  duty  he  returned  to 
the  Hospital  as  a  full-time  member  of  the 
staff  in  Radiology  where  he  devoted  himself 
to  the  X-ray  examination  of  the  stomach  and 
intestines.  He  was  uniquely  competent  in 
this  field  and  his  advice  was  sought  and 
respected  by  members  of  all  departments. 
Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  of  his  many 
fine  qualities  was  his  desire  to  be  of  service 
to  patients  and  to  his  colleagues.  His  door 
was  always  open  to  those  who  sought  his 


advice.  No  effort  was  too  great  and  no  prob- 
lem too  small  for  his  attention.  He  was  a 
superb  teacher  whose  example  was  even  more 
influential  than  his  precepts.  In  his  death 
the  Medical  Center  lost  a  dedicated  physi- 
cian, a  faithful  servant  and  a  warm  friend. 
In  his  memory  many  of  his  associates  and 
patients  have  united  to  establish  a  memorial 
for  the  continuation  of  his  work. 

Thomas  A.  C.  Rennie,  Attending  Psychi- 
atrist, died  in  The  New  York  Hospital  on 
May  21,  1956.  From  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment in  the  autumn  of  1941  he  played  an 
important  role  in  the  medical  and  adminis- 
trative conduct  of  the  Payne  Whitney  Psy- 
chiatric Clinic.  He  was  a  man  of  brilliant 
intellect,  a  persuasive  teacher  and  a  leader  in 
the  development  of  psychiatry.  His  clinical 
judgment  was  highly  respected  and  his  con- 
sultation was  eagerly  sought.  He  took  an 
active  part  in  the  development  of  the  Com- 
prehensive Care  and  Teaching  Program,  par- 
ticipated regularly  in  its  seminars  and  acted 
as  teacher  and  guide  to  psychiatric  instruc- 
tors who  were  assigned  to  it.  During  the  last 
ten  years  of  his  life  his  interest  turned  to 
social  and  preventive  aspects  of  psychiatry. 
In  1950  he  became  Professor  of  Psychiatry 
(Social  Psychiatry)  and  with  the  support  of 
several  foundations  proceeded  to  develop  the 
large  and  promising  project  of  social  psy- 
chiatry in  the  Yorkville  district.  His  pre- 
mature death  at  the  time  of  his  greatest  pro- 
ductivity constituted  a  great  loss  not  only 
to  the  Center  but  to  the  development  of 
psychiatry  in  this  country. 

Hans  J.  Schwartz,  Consulting  Dermatol- 
ogist, died  after  a  long  illness  on  February 
15,  1956.  He  had  served  for  many  years  as 
Professor  of  Dermatology  at  the  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  and  as  a  valued 
consultant  at  several  hospitals.  He  was  a 
man  of  kindly  spirit,  a  friend  of  students  who 
remember  him  with  gratitude  and  affection. 

Others  who  had  served  the  hospital  well 
but  had  been  less  intimately  concerned  with 
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its  development  were  George  E.  Binkley,  a 
member  of  the  Courtesy  Staff,  who  died  on 
March  15,  1956;  Frank  Hynes,  Assistant 
Attending  Surgeon  in  Otolaryngology,  who 
died  on  June  7,  1956,  and  Leopold  Mehler, 
Assistant  Attending  Surgeon  in  Otolaryn- 
gology, who  died  on  September  4,  1956. 

Retirements  and  Resignations.  Louis  Haus- 
man  and  Asa  L.  Lincoln,  Associate  Attending 
Physicians,  and  J.  George  Lang,  Physician 
to  Out-patient  Department,  having  reached 
the  age  of  retirement,  were  appointed  to  the 
Courtesy  Staff.  Samuel  W.  Lambert,  Jr. 
retired  as  a  member  of  the  Courtesy  Staff. 

Carl  T.  Javert,  Associate  Professor  of 
Clinical  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  resigned 
on  October  1,  1956,  to  accept  the  position  of 
Professor  of  Clinical  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Columbia  University  and  Director 
of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  of  Woman's 
Hospital,  a  Division  of  St.  Lukes  Hospital. 

In  the  Department  of  Pediatrics,  May  G. 
Wilson  and  Helen  Harrington,  Associate 
Attending  Pediatricians,  and  Helen  Elias- 
berg,  Assistant  Attending  Pediatrician,  on 
reaching  the  age  of  retirement  were  ap- 
pointed Consulting  Pediatricians. 

Edward  B.  Allen,  Psychiatrist  to  the  Out- 
patient Department  of  the  Payne  Whitney 
Clinic  and  Senior  Assistant  Psychiatrist  at 
Westchester  Division,  retired  on  July  1,  1956. 

Ward  D.  O'Sullivan,  Associate  Attending 
Surgeon,  resigned  as  of  February  17,  1956,  to 
become  Director  of  Surgery  of  the  Miseri- 
cordia  Hospital  in  Philadelphia.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICINE 

In  the  medical  pavilions  the  number  of 
patient  days  during  1956  was  44,084  which 
may  be  compared  with  41,979  in  1955  and 
41,179  in  1954.  The  percentage  occupancy 
was  85  and  the  average  length  of  stay  of  22.7 
days  for  each  patient  was  the  lowest  in 
several  years. 

In  preparing  this  record  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine,  review  was  made  of  detailed 
reports  from  the  chiefs  of  the  following  sub- 
divisions: the  Comprehensive  Care  and 
Teaching  Program;  the  Vincent  Astor  Diag- 
nostic Service;  Allergy;  Cardiology;  the  Car- 
diopulmonary Laboratory;  Endocrinology 
and  Metabolism;  Muscular  Dystrophy;  Der- 
matology; Gastrointestinal  Diseases;  Hema- 
tology; Infectious  Diseases  and  Chemother- 
apy; Liver  Disease;  Rheumatic  Diseases;  Neu- 
rology and  the  Program  in  Human  Health  and 
Ecology  in  Man;  the  Radioisotope  Labora- 
tory; the  Clinic  and  Laboratory  for  the  Study 
of  Peripheral  Vascular  Diseases.  Each  of 
these  sixteen  somewhat  separate  projects  has 
been  active  and  most  of  them  have  made 
contributions  of  significance  during  the  past 
year. 

The  Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching 
Program  is  an  enterprise  of  the  Center  in 
which  all  clinical  departments,  the  School  of 
Nursing,  the  Medical  College,  the  Social 
Service  Department  and  the  Administration 
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of  the  Hospital  play  important  roles.  As 
such,  it  is  not  appropriately  included  in  the 
report  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  but  is 
so  placed  because  of  the  large  part  taken  by 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment and  because  the  medical  clinics  form 
numerically  the  largest  segment  of  the  com- 
bined operation. 

This  project  was  started  in  1951  with  pur- 
poses that  have  been  clearly  outlined  in  pre- 
vious annual  reports.  After  more  than  five 
years  of  operation,  it  can  be  stated  without 
reservation  that  because  of  the  experiment 
the  medical  service  to  a  large  segment  of  the 
out-patient  clientele  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved; that  the  ambulatory  service  of  the 
Hospital  can  now  be  used  effectively  for  the 
instruction  and  training  of  medical  and 
nursing  students,  social  service  workers, 
house  officers  and  graduate  students;  that  the 
effort  has  fostered  closer  relations  between 
the  Hospital  and  the  community;  and  that 
it  has  created  a  contagious  renewal  of  interest 
in  the  care  of  ambulant  patients.  Scrutiny  of 
records  indicates  that  diagnosis,  as  practiced 
in  the  Clinic,  is  maintained  at  a  satisfactorily 
high  level.  The  same  cannot  be  said  for  the 
quality  of  the  treatment  which  is  often  far 
from  comprehensive  and  continuous  and  in 
many  instances  is  less  than  adequate  as  judged 
by  the  criteria  of  the  potentialities  of  modern 
medicine.  This  does  not  imply  that  it  is 
inferior  to  treatment  afforded  by  other  out- 
patient departments  in  the  best  hospitals  of 
the  country.  It  means  only  that  it  is  far  from 
ideal  and  that  it  deserves  further  analysis  and 
study.  Chiefly  for  this  reason,  it  is  believed 
that  the  experiment  in  medical  care  and 
teaching  is  not  complete  and  that  it  should 
be  continued  for  an  indefinite  period  until  the 
compromise  between  the  ideal  and  the  prac- 
tical and  feasible  can  be  definitely  visualized 
and  formulated.  A  renewal  of  grant  for  fur- 
ther study  will  be  requested  from  the  Com- 
monwealth Fund  whose  generosity  and 
perspicacity  have  made  the  whole  project 
possible. 


The  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service  is 
also  an  enterprise  in  which  all  the  clinical 
departments  of  the  Hospital  participate.  It 
is  reported  under  the  activities  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  only  because  of  the  large 
share  of  responsibility  taken  by  members  of 
the  department  and  because  of  their  partici- 
pation in  its  initiation  and  early  development. 
Actually,  it  is  a  non-profit  private  organiza- 
tion whose  directors  are  members  of  the 
Medical  Board  of  the  Hospital  and  whose 
physicians  are  members  of  the  staff  of  The 
New  York  Hospital.  It  rents  its  space  from 
the  Hospital  and  buys  ancillary  service  from 
the  laboratories  and  the  X-ray  Department 
of  the  Hospital.  During  the  past  ten  years  it 
has  performed  an  increasingly  valuable  serv- 
ice to  patients  who  can  afford  full  cost  of 
their  medical  care  and  who  wish  to  enjoy  the 
services  of  the  laboratories  and  the  staff  of 
the  Hospital  on  an  ambulatory  basis  without 
necessity  of  entering  the  Hospital  or  suffering 
complete  interruption  of  their  occupations. 

During  the  last  year,  the  activity  of  the 
diagnostic  service  has  increased  and  is  now 
greater  than  at  any  time  in  its  history.  It 
constitutes  an  outstandingly  competent  serv- 
ice for  executives  of  large  corporations  and 
others  who  wish  to  enjoy  the  best  possible 
facilities  for  routine  annual  check-up  exam- 
inations. Through  its  ancillary  services  and 
the  custom  and  acclaim  which  it  engenders 
it  is  an  increasingly  valuable  asset  in  the 
development  of  the  Hospital. 

In  the  field  of  clinical  immunology  and  al- 
lergy, Dr.  Mary  E.  H.  Loveless  for  more  than 
15  years  or  almost  the  entire  period  of  her 
association  with  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine, has  been  comparing  results  from  short- 
term  and  long-term  immunization  of  patients 
who  are  seasonally  sensitive  to  pollens.  In 
the  final  analysis  of  her  work  which  is  avail- 
able for  the  first  time  this  year  she  is  forced 
to  conclude  that  there  is  no  difference  be- 
tween the  degree  of  immunity  established  by 
the  short-term  treatment  and  that  achieved 
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by  the  traditional  procedure  of  frequent  in- 
jections over  periods  of  many  weeks.  This 
information  is  of  great  practical  significance 
since  its  application  to  the  prophylaxis  of 
hay  fever  would  save  many  hours  of  time  for 
physicians  and  much  expense  to  patients 
with  allergic  states.  Dr.  Loveless  has  also 
been  pursuing  her  investigations  in  the 
quantitation  of  circulating  allergens  and  has 
continued  exploration  of  methods  for  immu- 
nization of  individuals  who  are  sensitive  to 
the  venom  of  wasps. 

The  cardiology  service  of  the  Hospital  is 
directed  by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Stewart  who  with 
the  help  of  other  members  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine  also  conducts  the  Heart  Station 
for  electrocardiography.  In  the  past  few 
years,  this  important  facility  has  expanded 
so  rapidly  that  its  present  volume  represents 
a  source  of  embarrassment  in  terms  of  per- 
sonnel and  details  of  operation. 

The  number  of  electrocardiograms  taken 
has  increased  steadily  within  the  past  sev- 
eral years.  By  1955  the  number  had  in- 
creased to  14,222.  Last  year  there  were 
15,939  examinations,  an  absolute  increase  of 
1,717  or  12  per  cent  in  12  months.  These 
figures  do  not  entirely  represent  the  extent 
of  the  problem  because  in  the  meantime  ex- 
aminations have  become  more  complex 
through  introduction  of  greater  refinements 
in  the  electrocardiograms  themselves. 

Technical  positions  in  the  Heart  Station 
have  been  filled  with  difficulty  and  the  in- 
creased volume  of  the  past  year  has  been  met 
only  through  the  loyalty  and  hard  work  of 
a  few  long-term  employees.  Half  of  the 
technicians  must  work  every  Saturday  morn- 
ing and  must  be  given  an  afternoon  off  during 
the  week.  While  it  is  supposed  that  only 
emergency  records  will  be  taken  on  Saturday, 
Sunday  and  holidays  it  is  difficult  to  restrict 
them.  Holiday,  weekend  and  evening  cover- 
age is  possible  only  by  the  help  of  previously 
trained  medical  students.  Difficulties  en- 
countered in  the  conduct  of  the  Heart  Station 


are  not  unlike  those  met  by  other  ancillary, 
and  laboratory  services  of  the  Hospital. 

Research  in  the  cardiology  service  has  in- 
cluded detailed  study  of  patients  submitting 
to  mitral  valvulotomy;  analysis  of  the  inci- 
dence of  auricular  paroxysmal  tachycardia 
as  a  toxic  manifestation  of  digitoxin  and  col- 
lection of  cases  receiving  nor-epinephrine  for 
shock  in  coronary  thrombosis. 

The  cardio-pulmonary  laboratory  has  had 
an  extremely  active  year.  Demands  upon  it 
as  a  service  station  have  steadily  increased, 
not  only  because  of  application  of  its  tech- 
niques to  consideration  of  candidates  for 
cardiac  surgery  but  also  because  of  renewed 
interest  in  the  pulmonary  function  in  dis- 
eases of  the  heart  and  lungs. 

In  addition  to  service  aspects,  many  in- 
vestigations have  been  initiated  or  con- 
tinued. One  problem  that  has  excited  much 
attention  is  the  study  of  pulmonary  function 
of  extreme  obesity  where  it  is  known  that 
the  capacity  to  breathe  is  limited  but  where 
analysis  of  contributing  factors  has  not  been 
satisfactory.  This  study  has  been  conducted 
in  collaboration  with  the  Hospital  of  the 
Rockefeller  Institute  where  the  staff  is  inves- 
tigating physiological  and  chemical  changes 
following  weight  reduction  in  the  obese. 

Other  studies  have  pertained  to  the  effects 
of  exercise  on  circulation  in  patients  with 
congenital  heart  disease  and  on  the  quantita- 
tion of  valvular  insufficiency,  factors  which 
are  practically  relevant  to  better  selection  of 
suitable  candidates  for  surgical  procedures. 
Still  another  activity  is  concerned  with  the 
measurement  of  cardiac  output  by  a  modified 
method  of  dye  dilution. 

This  laboratory  is  one  of  the  enterprises  of 
the  Hospital  where  the  spirit  of  clinical  in- 
vestigation is  most  contagious  and  where 
stimulation  of  the  staff  and  house  officers  is 
most  evident. 

Since  the  death  of  Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr  his 
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work  on  circulatory  factors  in  shock  and 
hypertension  has  been  taken  over  by  Dr. 
Abraham  Mazur,  Dr.  Sylvio  Baez  and  Dr. 
Saul  Green,  who  have  been  able  to  continue 
some  of  its  aspects  without  serious  interrup- 
tion. One  remarkable  development  is  worthy 
of  special  mention.  It  has  been  known  for 
some  time  that  ferritin,  the  iron-storage 
compound,  exists  chiefly  in  normal  liver  in  a 
tightly  bound  ferric  or  oxidized  form.  Since 
this  constitutes  the  chief  store  of  iron  in  the 
body  and  since  in  its  ferric  state  it  is  not  util- 
izable  for  the  formation  of  hemoglobin  the 
mechanism  of  its  transformation  into  a  less 
firmly  bound  reduced  or  ferrous  form  and  its 
release  into  the  circulation  from  the  liver  is 
of  practical  interest.  Dr.  Mazur  and  Dr. 
Green  have  been  able  to  show  that  reduction 
and  release  of  the  iron  in  ferritin  is  accom- 
plished by  action  of  the  enzyme  xanthine 
oxidase,  which  converts  xanthine  and  hypo- 
xanthineto  uric  acid.  This  mechanism  may  be 
activated  by  an  insufficient  supply  of  oxygen 
to  the  liver  and  by  other  factors  that  are  now 
under  scrutiny.  The  discovery  is  of  funda- 
mental significance  not  only  in  consideration 
of  circulatory  mechanisms  in  shock  and  hy- 
pertension but  also  in  the  study  of  conditions 
of  deranged  iron  metabolism  such  as  poly- 
cythemia from  high  altitudes  and  anemia  of 
chronic  infection. 

Studies  have  also  been  continued  on 
the  very  interesting  compound,  temporarily 
known  as  G-D  131,  which  protects  rats 
against  death  from  hemorrhagic  and  trau- 
mautic  shock.  It  has  been  shown  this  year 
that  the  drug  exercises  the  same  protective 
action  in  dogs  and  that  it  accomplishes  this 
by  preserving  the  capacity  of  the  liver  to 
inactivate  ferritin. 

The  site  of  action  of  the  ferritin  mechanism 
has  also  been  explored.  Bioassays  for  vaso- 
activity  combined  with  immunochemical 
techniques  have  now  shown  that  the  bulk 
of  the  ferritin  is  in  the  parenchymal  cells  in 
vasoinert  form  which  cannot  be  activated  by 


anaerobic  incubation  of  isolated  parenchy- 
mal cells.  To  accomplish  activation,  it  is 
necessary  to  add  to  the  isolated  parenchymal 
cells  trace  amounts  of  a  clear,  cell-free  homo- 
genate  of  reticuloendothelial  cells  from 
the  liver.  It  thus  appears  that,  while  the 
activation  of  ferritin  is  accomplished  en- 
tirely within  parenchymal  cells,  some  sub- 
stance derived  from  the  reticulo-endothelial 
system  is  essential  to  activation  of  the 
transformation. 

Dr.  Sylvio  Baez  has  been  occupied  with 
studies  of  the  lymphatic  circulation  in  normal 
and  shocked  animals.  By  means  of  meticu- 
lous preparations  and  moving  pictures  he 
has  been  able  to  demonstrate  a  role  of  the 
mesenteric  lymphatics  in  production  of  and 
recovery  from  shock.  The  dynamic  behavior 
of  the  mesenteric  lymphatics  appears  to 
differ  from  that  of  lymphatics  in  other  parts 
of  the  body. 

Dr.  Shorr  also  directed  the  operation  of  the 
Metabolism  Ward  and  the  laboratories  of  the 
Russell  Sage  Institute  of  Pathology.  This 
part  of  his  work  has  been  most  competently 
conducted  by  Dr.  Melvin  Horwith  who  has 
continued  Dr.  Shorr's  studies  on  the  treat- 
ment of  nephrolithiasis  and  the  use  of  stron- 
tium and  other  preparations  in  the  correction 
of  osteoporosis.  Dr.  Horwith  has  also  acted 
as  chief  of  the  large  Endocrine  Clinic  where 
he  has  maintained  for  students  and  house 
officers  a  high  standard  of  instruction  and 
guidance. 

Dr.  Ade  T.  Milhorat  and  his  staff  have 
continued  their  investigations  on  muscular 
dystrophy  and  related  disorders.  These  have 
included  examination  of  enzyme  mechanisms; 
storage  of  isotopically  labeled  tocopherol  in 
Vitamin  E  deficiency  in  different  species; 
observations  on  serum  proteins  in  different 
forms  of  muscular  dystrophy  in  man  and  ani- 
mals; and  scrutiny  of  two  substances  which 
were  shown  by  Dr.  Erich  Simon  to  be  pro- 
duced from  Vitamin  E  in  animals  and  hu- 
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mans  and  which  were  found  to  reverse 
changes  occurring  in  experimental  liver  dis- 
ease. Since  these  chemicals  may  have  some 
clinical  application  they  are  being  synthe- 
sized in  the  laboratory. 

In  the  subdepartment  of  dermatology 
Dr.  George  M.  Lewis  with  notably  insuffi- 
cient help  and  support  is  making  brave  at- 
tempts to  develop  an  effective  teaching  and 
service  organization.  This  is  one  of  the  areas 
in  which  the  clinical  activities  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  most  urgently  need  ampli- 
fication and  support.  In  spite  of  disadvan- 
tages, Dr.  Lewis  continues  to  conduct  a  large, 
organized  clinic,  stimulates  a  training  pro- 
gram, teaches  dermatological  pathology  and 
with  recruits  from  Bellevue  and  Polyclinic 
Hospitals  leads  a  successful  Journal  Club. 
He  has  also  established  effective  relations 
with  Plastic  Surgery  for  more  complete  resto- 
rations after  necessary  removal  of  skin  cancers. 

Needs  for  the  subdepartment  include  a 
small  budget  for  routine  work;  secretarial 
help;  increase  in  the  number  of  the  house 
staff  to  three  members;  assignment  of  respon- 
sibility in  the  Hospital  pavilions  for  the  care 
of  dermatological  patients  and  provision  of 
more  time  in  the  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  curriculum  for  the  teaching  of 
dermatology. 

Initiation  and  early  development  of  the 
present  program  for  the  care  and  study  of 
gastro-intestinal  diseases  in  the  Department 
of  Medicine  must  be  credited  to  Dr.  Thomas 
P.  Almy  who  turned  it  over  to  Dr.  Marvin 
Sleisenger  when  he  himself  assumed  director- 
ship of  the  Second  Medical  Division  at 
Bellevue  Hospital.  He  still  exercises  an  im- 
portant supervisory  role  in  its  operation. 

At  present,  with  insufficient  space,  crowded 
with  apparatus  and  enthusiastic  assistants 
and  students,  the  subdepartment  of  gastro- 
enterology is  achieving  great  usefulness  as  a 
service  function  and  is  establishing  itself  as 
an  important  focus  for  clinical  research.    Dr. 


Sleisenger  has  proved  himself  unusually  tal- 
ented not  only  as  a  leader  but  also  in  obtain- 
ing funds  from  outside  sources  for  his  investi- 
gative activities.  His  service  is  now  more 
eagerly  sought  for  training  by  house  officers 
than  any  other  subdivision  of  medicine. 

The  investigative  program  is  impressive 
and  covers  a  wide  range  of  topics.  Among 
them  are  the  relationship  between  tissue 
cholesterinase  and  colonic  contraction;  eso- 
phageal motility;  duodenal  motility  in  states 
of  nausea  and  vomiting;  quantitation  of  pain 
threshold  in  various  segments  of  the  gastro- 
intestinal tract;  relationship  of  adrenal  ac- 
tivity to  uropepsin  excretion  in  duodenal 
ulcer;  concentration  of  acid  phosphatases  in 
gastric  juice  and  gastric  mucosa  in  normal 
individuals  and  in  patients  with  gastric  can- 
cer or  pernicious  anemia;  use  of  gluten  free 
diet  for  patients  suffering  from  idiopathic 
sprue;  evaluation  of  large  doses  of  adrenal 
hormone  over  extended  periods  of  control  of 
idiopathic  ulcerative  colitis;  and  observation 
of  patients  who  have  undergone  massive 
bowel  resection.  Work  has  also  progressed 
in  several  new  directions.  Dr.  James  H.  Pert 
has  adapted  Smithies'  method  of  starch-gel 
electrophoresis  for  protein  fractionation  of 
the  proteins  of  gastric  juice;  Dr.  Martin 
Lipkin  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  David  V. 
Becker  has  begun  studies  of  fat  absorption 
in  various  intestinal  conditions  and  particu- 
larly in  the  malabsorption  syndrome  utilizing 
1131  tagged  triolein. 

The  entire  gastrointestinal  venture  has 
been  strengthened  by  establishment  of  closer 
working  relations  with  the  Departments  of 
Surgery  and  Radiology,  by  rotation  of  fel- 
lows through  the  fluoroscopic  room  in  radiol- 
ogy, arranging  joint  research  conferences 
with  the  gastroenterological  services  of  the 
Manhattan  Veterans  Administration  Hospi- 
tal and  The  Second  Medical  Division  of 
Bellevue  Hospital  and  by  fostering  a  gastro- 
intestinal conference  at  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital that  combines  the  interests  of  all  the 
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clinical  services.  The  facility  has  also  aided 
materially  in  the  development  of  the  Com- 
prehensive Care  and  Teaching  Program. 

The  subdepartment  of  hematology  in  addi- 
tion to  its  large  service  function  has  engaged 
in  several  research  activities.  Dr.  Paul 
Reznikoff  and  Dr.  Bayard  Clarkson  are 
studying  the  effects  of  a  variety  of  agents  on 
mouse  leukemia;  they  are  also  examining  the 
role  of  viruses  as  etiological  agents  in  leu- 
kemia by  utilization  of  the  factor  found  by 
Dr.  Charlotte  Friend  at  the  Sloan-Kettering 
Institute  to  produce  a  leukemia-like  disease 
in  mice.  Dr.  Marilyn  Wells,  a  fellow  of  the 
New  York  Heart  Association,  has  been 
studying  clotting  mechanisms  in  secondary 
polycythemia. 

Dr.  Ralph  L.  Engle,  Jr.  with  Dr.  Kenneth 
Woods  is  continuing  his  studies  on  the  amino 
acid  composition  of  Bence-Jones  proteins  and 
other  abnormal  proteins  produced  in  multiple 
myeloma.  He  is  attempting  also  to  correlate 
the  production  of  individual  proteins  with 
morphological  characteristics  and  staining 
reactions  of  myeloma  cells.  In  his  analysis 
of  proteins,  he  is  cooperating  with  Dr. 
Leonard  Korngold  of  the  Sloan-Kettering 
Institute  in  evaluating  the  Auchterlony  plate 
method  for  immunological  identification  of 
macroglobulins  and  other  abnormal  globulins 
in  myeloma.  Other  aspects  of  Dr.  Engle's 
work  are  concerned  with  electrophoretic 
separation,  by  Smithies'  starch-gel  zone 
method,  of  proteins  of  plasma  and  other  body 
fluids  and  with  examination  of  plasma  cells 
under  the  electron  microscope  with  Dr.  Mon- 
trose Moses  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute. 

In  a  combined  clinical  study  with  Dr.  Joseph 
Burchenal  and  Dr.  Rose-Ruth  Ellison  of  the 
Sloan-Kettering  Institute  the  hematological 
group  is  studying  the  relative  therapeutic 
effects  of  a  variety  of  chemical  agents  on  the 
progress  of  acute  leukemia.  With  Dr.  David 
V.  Becker  they  are  cooperating  to  increase 
the  range  of  diagnosis  in  hematological  con- 


ditions by  determining  with  chromium51  the 
longevity  of  red  blood  cells  and  by  differen- 
tiating megaloblastic  anemias  through  esti- 
mation of  absorption  of  cobalt60  labelled 
Vitamin  B12.  They  have  also  made  arrange- 
ments to  treat  polycythemic  patients  with 
radioactive  phosphorus. 

The  subdivision  of  infectious  diseases  in 
the  Department  of  Medicine  serves  an 
extraordinarily  useful  function  in  the  Hos- 
pital. Dr.  David  E.  Rogers,  who  took  over, 
last  year,  supervision  of  this  activity  from 
Dr.  Walsh  McDermott,  is  responsible  for 
training  house  officers  and  students  in  man- 
agement of  infections  and  use  of  chemothera- 
peutic  agents;  for  operating  the  infectious 
disease  pavilion;  for  consulting  on  problems 
of  infectious  disease  in  other  departments;  for 
making  available  to  other  services  quantita- 
tive antibiotic  sensitivity  tests  and  other 
specialized  procedures  required  in  the  man- 
agement of  infections  and  for  arranging  a 
lecture  course  covering  fundamental  aspects 
of  infection  and  host-parasite  relationships 
for  sophomore  students.  With  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pediatrics  and  through  permission  of 
the  Albert  Einstein  College  of  Medicine,  he 
has  arranged  clinics  for  Cornell  Medical  Col- 
lege students  on  the  contagious  disease 
pavilions  of  the  Bronx  Municipal  Hospital. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  primary  attention 
of  the  subdivision  of  infectious  diseases  has 
been  devoted  to  research  on  basic  host 
mechanisms  operative  in  chronic  infections. 
It  appears  that  the  majority  of  acute  infec- 
tions of  man  are  at  last  subject  to  relatively 
prompt  control  by  antimicrobial  agents.  In 
contrast,  some  chronic  infections,  notably 
those  caused  by  staphylococci,  some  gramnega- 
tive  enteric  bacilli,  fungi andthetuberclebacil- 
lus  have  continued  to  pose  serious  therapeutic 
problems.  Since  it  seems  unlikely  that  new 
antimicrobial  agents  alone  can  offer  complete 
control,  increasing  attention  has  been  given 
to  study  of  reactions  of  the  host  that  may 
lead  eventually  to  more  effective  management. 
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An  example  may  be  given.  It  was  previously 
shown  in  the  laboratory  that  when  living 
staphylococci  are  injected  intravenously  into 
the  blood  stream,  the  vast  majority  of  them 
are  rapidly  removed  in  the  reticuloendothelial 
tissues  of  the  liver  and  spleen.  It  was  further 
noted,  however,  that  the  period  of  prompt 
removal  was  followed  by  protracted  bactere- 
mia and  that  the  staphylococci  surviving  in 
the  blood  stream  were  contained  within  the 
cytoplasm  of  circulating  white  blood  cells, 
and  were  thus  protected  from  trapping  in  the 
reticuloendothelial  bed  where  they  might  be 
permanently  destroyed.  These  observations 
suggested  that  the  phagocytosis  of  living  bac- 
teria and  subsequent  transport  within  the 
leukocytes,  far  from  being  a  protective  device, 
served  as  a  mechanism  for  the  preservation 
within  the  body  of  dangerous  threatening 
organisms.  Later  studies  showed  that  the 
behavior  of  injected  colon  bacilli  was  not  the 
same  as  the  staphylococci,  suggesting  that 
the  host  reaction  to  organisms  in  its  vari- 
ability may  be  a  determining  factor  in  the 
pathogenicity  of  separate  species. 

Other  activities  of  the  subdepartment  have 
been  concerned  with  the  specific  action  of 
antimicrobial  agents.  There  have  been  obser- 
vations on  advantages  of  novobiocin,  a  rela- 
tively new  antibiotic  which  appears  to  control 
otherwise  resistant  staphylococcic  infection 
and  on  the  toxic  actions  which  sometimes 
prevent  its  use.  There  have  been  studies  of 
the  action  of  a  preparation  of  penicillin  that 
can  be  taken  by  mouth  and  can  thus  avoid  the 
painful  intramuscular  injections  which  have 
been  so  difficult  to  tolerate  in  prolonged 
treatment  of  subacute  bacterial  endocarditis. 
Other  antibiotic  agents  have  been  tested  and 
the  excellent  facilities  of  the  laboratory  and 
clinical  service  for  decisive  trial  of  new  and 
hopeful  remedies  have  been  well  utilized. 

Another  investigation  of  practical  impor- 
tance has  been  pursued  during  the  past  two 
years.  There  has  been  a  persistent  idea  that 
staphylococcic  infection,  particularly  in  hos- 


pitals, has  been  increasing;  furthermore  that 
most  of  the  staphylococcic  infections  encoun- 
tered in  hospital  practice  are  not  easily  con- 
trolled by  the  usual  antibiotic  agents.  This 
has  led  to  an  inference  by  some  observers  that 
continuing  treatment  with  antibiotics  can 
make  certain  strains  of  staphylococci  resistant 
to  the  usual  forms  of  chemotherapy,  an 
opinion  so  consequential  that  it  deserves  care- 
ful scrutiny.  The  results  of  investigation  of 
the  subdivision  are  significant.  It  appears 
from  the  observations  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  that  the  incidence  of  staphylococcic 
infection  as  a  cause  of  admission  to  hospitals 
has  not  materially  increased  since  1932;  that 
acute  staphylococcic  infections  occurring  in 
patients  admitted  to  hospitals  from  outlying 
areas  are  almost  uniformly  due  to  antimi- 
crobial-susceptible organisms;  that  incidence 
of  certain  types  of  staphylococcic  infections, 
notably  osteomyelitis,  has  declined  remark- 
ably since  the  advent  of  antimicrobial  drugs; 
that,  on  the  contrary,  staphylococci  acquired 
in  the  hospital  are  seen  with  increasing  fre- 
quency and  are  almost  invariably  due  to  anti- 
microbial-resistant organisms.  In  patients 
who  in  the  hospital  acquire  staphylococcic 
infection,  there  is  usually  a  serious  underlying 
disease  such  as  diabetes,  cancer,  lymphoma 
or  extensive  injury.  For  such  patients  mor- 
tality with  or  without  treatment  is  extremely 
high.  In  many  instances  staphylococcic  inva- 
sion represents  the  final  catastrophe  in  an 
essentially  fatal  and  terminal  illness. 

The  joint  medical  and  surgical  project  for 
the  study  of  liver  disease  has  continued  to 
conduct  a  liver  clinic  which  this  year  has 
been  amalgamated  with  the  Comprehensive 
Care  and  Teaching  Program  to  permit  more 
active  teaching.  A  clinical  study  of  hepatic 
coma  is  being  conducted  on  both  surgical  and 
medical  patients  with  decompensated  liver 
disease  and  glutamate  as  a  therapeutic  agent 
is  being  supplied  whenever  indicated. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  to  provide  for 
the  entire   hospital   tests  for  transaminase, 
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ammonia,  pH  and  pC02.  In  the  laboratories 
of  the  subdivision,  efforts  to  fractionate  beef 
fat  so  that  it  will  be  safe  for  intravenous  use 
have  been  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Dr.  Robert  F.  Watson  and  Dr.  Sidney 
Rothbard  have  been  occupied  in  a  long  term 
study  of  the  nature  of  rheumatic  diseases,  of 
the  connective  tissue  substance,  collagen,  and 
its  role  in  the  serious  group  of  maladies 
known  as  the  collagen  diseases.  This  is  a 
fundamentally  important  problem  which  has 
engaged  the  attention  of  many  other  promi- 
nent investigators.  Their  progress  has  been 
slow  but  more  than  satisfactory.  In  a  series 
of  experiments  designed  to  induce  specific 
collagen  injury  in  the  rat  by  use  of  anti-rat 
collagen  rabbit  serum,  they  have  caused  a 
form  of  glomerulonephritis  that  resembles  in 
many  respects  human  subacute  glomerulo- 
nephritis. The  mechanism  by  which  the 
anticollagen  serum  produces  this  injury  is 
under  investigation. 

In  the  midst  of  its  research  the  laboratory 
has  made  itself  responsible  for  routine  deter- 
minations of  antistreptolysin  and  C-reactive 
protein  as  a  contribution  to  the  clinical  work 
of  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  Rothbard  who  previously  has  devoted 
his  full  time  to  research  and  teaching  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine  began  in  November 
to  participate  with  Dr.  Richard  Freyberg  in 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 
where  he  will  act  as  Instructor  in  Rheumatic 
Diseases  and  Associate  Attending  Physician. 
This  arrangement  is  a  step  in  cementing  the 
interests  of  the  two  institutions  without  inter- 
ruption of  the  investigations  that  Dr.  Roth- 
bard is  making  with  Dr.  Watson. 

The  study  program  in  Human  Health  and 
the  Ecology  of  Man  was  initiated  by  Dr. 
Harold  G.  Wolff  and  has  been  supervised  in 
large  part  by  Dr.  Lawrence  E.  Hinkle,  Jr. 
Jointly  sponsored  by  the  Departments  of 
Medicine  and  Psychiatry,  it  is  concerned 
with   an   investigation  of  the   interrelation 


between  man  and  his  total  environment  and 
the  effect  that  this  may  have  upon  human 
health.  It  is  a  most  ambitious  program 
which  occupies  the  attention  of  a  large  and 
miscellaneous  staff  and  has  necessitated  rental 
of  outside  quarters  to  accommodate  all  of  its 
activities.  In  its  staff  are  included  physicians, 
psychiatrists,  neurologists,  psychologists, 
and  cultural  anthropologists.  Although  the 
group  as  a  whole  is  primarily  concerned  with 
research,  individual  members  participate  in 
teaching  in  psychiatry,  neurology,  medicine, 
and  the  Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching 
Program. 

Much  of  the  attention  of  the  group  during 
the  past  year  has  been  focused  on  an  investi- 
gation of  variations  in  adaptive  reaction 
among  a  homogeneous  population  of  dis- 
placed persons.  It  has  included  intensive 
study  of  individual  members  of  a  group  of 
Chinese  students  and  professional  people  who 
had  been  uprooted  socially  and  culturally 
from  many  of  their  strong  inter-personal  ties. 
Observations  have  been  made  on  the  occur- 
rence of  bodily  illnesses,  physiological  dis- 
turbances and  of  altered  mood,  thought  and 
behavior.  In  the  displaced  persons  as  in  a 
group  of  Americans  who  had  been  previously 
interviewed  a  few  individuals  possessing 
high  susceptibility  to  illness  accounted  for  a 
disproportionate  amount  of  all  illnesses. 

Study  of  the  Chinese  has  now  been  ter- 
minated and  investigation  is  beginning  with 
a  group  of  Hungarian  refugees.  It  is  an  inter- 
esting preliminary  observation  that  in  gen- 
eral these  people  who  have  suffered  such 
great  hardship  in  the  recent  past  have  re- 
mained in  a  state  of  extraordinarily  good 
health. 

Investigations  of  human  adaptive  reaction 
patterns  which  have  occupied  the  attention 
of  Dr.  Wolff  and  his  group  over  many  years 
have  been  continued.  They  are  directed  to 
observations  of  the  effects  of  life  stress  on 
various  human  physiological  functions  and 
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to  the  development  of  abnormal  states  and 
disease.  Subjects  studied  in  1946  have  in- 
cluded obesity,  gastric  motility  in  obese  and 
non-obese  people,  fat  absorption,  and  fluid 
balance.  Fluid  balance  has  also  been  ex- 
amined in  the  course  of  illnesses  such  as 
glaucoma,  premenstrual  edema  and  chronic 
cardiac  failure. 

One  of  the  most  important  has  been  con- 
cerned with  the  examination  of  the  function 
of  the  brain  and  the  highest  integrative  func- 
tions of  man  during  stress.  It  has  been  shown 
from  study  of  subjects  who  have  sustained 
loss  of  tissue  from  the  cerebral  hemispheres 
that  the  highest  integrative  functions  are  an 
expression  of  the  effective  interaction  of  all 
parts  of  the  hemispheric  mass  and  that  loss  of 
cerebral  tissue  from  any  part  results  in  a  gen- 
eralized impairment  of  function,  the  degree  of 
which  is  more  closely  related  to  the  mass  of 
tissue  loss  than  to  the  site  of  loss.  It  was 
shown  furthermore  that  subjects  in  an  un- 
adapted  state  characterized  by  prolonged 
anxiety  reveal  impairment  of  the  highest 
integrative  functions  which  is  always  signi- 
ficant and  sometimes  equivalent  to  that 
resulting  from  major  anatomic  loss  of  cere- 
bral hemispheric  tissue.  Thus,  it  appears 
that  the  brain,  the  master  organ  of  the 
adaptive  process,  suffers  as  do  other  organ 
systems  of  the  body  when  prolonged  struggle 
for  adaptation  to  threats  is  poorly  sustained 
or  inadequate. 

The  radioisotope  laboratory,  a  combined 
activity  of  the  Departments  of  Medicine  and 
Radiology,  was  opened  officially  in  Novem- 
ber 1955  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  David 
V.  Becker.  Because  of  clinical  need  in  the 
field  of  thyroid  diagnosis,  radioactive  iodine 
1131  was  selected  as  the  first  isotope  to  be 
made  available.  Provision  was  made  for 
measurement  of  the  uptake  of  the  iodine  in 
the  thyroid  gland,  of  its  excretion  in  the 
urine  and  its  concentration  in  the  plasma 
and  in  protein-bound  compounds.  Special 
procedures   useful   in   diagnosis   and   under- 


standing of  thyroid  diseases  were  under- 
taken. These  included  the  triiodothyronine 
suppression  test,  the  thyrotrophin  stimula- 
tion test  and  the  utilization  of  an  automatic 
scanning  device  which  permitted  graphic 
localization  of  radioactivity  within  the 
thyroid  gland. 

More  recently  radioactive  phosphorus  has 
been  made  available  for  the  treatment  of 
patients  with  polycythemia  vera  and  for  aid 
in  diagnosis  of  tumors  of  the  orbit  of  the  eye. 

Vitamin  B12  labeled  with  radioactive 
cobalt  (Co80)  has  been  made  available  as  a 
routine  procedure  for  measurement  of  in- 
testinal absorption  and  as  an  aid  in  the  form 
of  the  Schilling  test  for  diagnosis  of  perni- 
cious anemia.  In  cooperation  with  the  sub- 
division of  gastroentereology  I131 — labeled 
triolein  has  been  used  in  a  procedure  for  the 
estimation  of  the  efficiency  of  gastrointes- 
tinal absorption  of  fat. 

From  the  beginning  the  radioisotope  lab- 
oratory has  had  as  part  of  its  purpose  a 
teaching  function  and  a  program  for  research. 
Development  of  these  aspects  has  been  some- 
what retarded  because  of  the  demands  of 
routine  examinations.  Investigation  of  cer- 
tain features  of  the  physiology  of  the  thyroid 
gland  has,  however,  been  commenced  in  col- 
laboration with  the  Biophysics  Department 
of  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute.  In  addition 
requests  have  been  received  from  other  de- 
partments for  participation  in  cooperative 
research.  The  Department  of  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology  has  wished  to  develop  methods 
for  measurement  of  uterine  circulation  with 
radioactive  sodium  (Na24)  and  the  Depart- 
ments of  Urology  and  Radiology  have  been 
eager  to  explore  the  possibility  of  simulta- 
neous evaluation  of  the  function  of  both  kid- 
neys following  injection  of  diotrast  labeled 
with  iodine  with  1131. 

This  laboratory  has  already  demonstrated 
its  usefulness  and  necessity  and  will  continue 
to  expand  to  meet  ever  increasing  demands  for 
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clinical  and  investigative  use  of  radioactive 
compounds. 

During  the  past  year  the  subdivision  of 
peripheral  vascular  diseases  and  the  vascular 
laboratory  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Irving 
S.  Wright  have  shifted  emphasis  in  their 
research  projects.  In  the  past  they  have  had 
as  their  major  activity  the  development  and 
testing  of  new  anticoagulants.  It  is  now 
felt  that  more  fundamental  knowledge  is 
required  concerning  the  mechanism  of  clot- 
ting and  the  relationship  of  lipids  to  athero- 
sclerosis. Studies,  therefore,  have  been  in- 
stituted to  explore  the  action  of  thrombo- 
plastin derived  from  various  tissues  and  the 
effect  of  ingestion  of  saturated  and  unsatur- 
ated lipids  on  the  clotting  mechanism. 

A  comprehensive  cooperative  study  on 
cerebral  vascular  diseases,  their  natural 
course  and  the  effects  of  various  forms  of 
therapy  has  been  initiated  and  is  designed  to 
combine  efforts  of  the  vascular  laboratory 
of  The  New  York  Hospital  as  well  as  facili- 
ties of  the  Second  (Cornell)  Medical  Divi- 
sion and  Neurological  Service  of  Bellevue 
Hospital  and  of  the  Rehabilitation  Service 
and  Pathology  Laboratories  of  the  Bellevue 
Hospital-New  York  University  Medical  Cen- 
ter. The  project  in  which  Dr.  Wright  acts  as 
chairman  and  Dr.  Sigmund  Groch  as  co- 
ordinator has  had  its  impetus  from  this 
Center  and  represents  the  most  comprehen- 
sive existing  effort  to  examine  the  important 
field  of  cerebrovascular  diseases.  It  receives 
liberal  support  from  the  National  Institute  of 
Neurological  Diseases  and  Blindness  of  the 
Public  Health  Service. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  OBSTRETRICS 
AND  GYNECOLOGY 

There  were  12,164  patients  including  the 
newborn  discharged  from  this  department 
during  the  year.  This  all  time  high  figure 
may  be  compared  with  11,560  in  1955  and 
11,250  in  1954.  Increased  admissions  to 
the  semi-private  service  in  obstetrics  were 


partly  responsible  for  the  increase  but  there 
were  also  56  more  admissions  to  the  pavilions 
than  during  the  preceding  year.  Approxi- 
mately 167  patients  were  admitted  by  ambu- 
lance as  emergencies  from  the  Roosevelt, 
Metropolitan  and  Knickerbocker  Hospital 
Ambulance  Services. 

The  obstetrics  service  which  in  the  past 
has  for  periods  of  more  than  twelve  months 
had  no  maternal  death  is  depressed  this  year 
because  of  the  deaths  of  three  mothers.  It  is 
notable  that  none  of  them  was  attributable  to 
birth  itself,  one  being  due  to  a  neurogenic 
sarcoma,  another  to  cardiac  failure  in  a  pa- 
tient with  rheumatic  heart  disease  and  in- 
fected kidneys,  and  a  third  to  spontaneous 
abortion  in  an  unregistered  patient  who 
suffered  from  acute  nephritis  and  uremia. 

Among  4,267  babies  weighing  more  than 
500  gm.  there  were  only  109  deaths,  a  peri- 
natal mortality  of  2.6  per  cent,  the  lowest 
in  the  history  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 

Improvement  in  the  physical  facilities  of 
the  hospital  included  conversion  of  a  large 
16-bed  open  pavilion  into  four  separate  units 
with  increased  toilet  facilities;  sound  proof- 
ing in  the  East-West  corridor  and  preparation 
for  construction  of  a  new  recovery  room 
adjacent  to  the  operating  and  delivery  suites. 
Plans  were  made  for  replacement  of  the  old 
air-conditioning  equipment  in  the  operating 
and  delivery  rooms. 

Psychiatric  investigation  of  habitual  abor- 
tion has  been  made  possible  by  the  partici- 
pation of  Dr.  Edward  C.  Mann  who  com- 
bines training  in  obstetrics  and  psychiatry. 
The  project  is  now  in  its  third  year.  It  has 
sought  to  gain  understanding  of  the  emo- 
tional life  of  habitual  aborters  and  its  rela- 
tion to  the  cause  of  recurrent  spontaneous 
abortion.  During  the  first  two  years  of  ex- 
ploratory study  105  habitual  aborters  were 
psychiatrically  evaluated  and  of  these  80 
were  suitable  for  study  in  relation  to  therapy. 
Of  the  group,  31  have  delivered  normal,  liv- 
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ing  infants,  10  are  in  various  stages  of  preg- 
nancy and  only  8  have  miscarried.  The  re- 
mainder are  either  in  the  preconceptional 
phase  of  therapy  or  have  dropped  out  of 
treatment  before  becoming  pregnant.  The 
number  is  still  small  but  the  results  are  hope- 
ful since  in  a  control  group  consisting  of 
9  secondary  aborters  and  30  primary  aborters 
156  of  a  total  of  168  pregnancies  ended  in  mis- 
carriage. Expressed  comparatively,  92.9  per 
cent  of  all  pregnancies  without  benefit  of 
treatment  ended  in  abortion;  with  treatment 
only  20.5  per  cent  ended  in  abortion. 

Dr.  Robert  Landesman  and  his  associates 
have  continued  studies  of  conjunctival  ves- 
sels in  pregnancy  and  have  made  available  on 
the  delivery  floor  a  special  mobile  unit  to 
facilitate  observation  of  acutely  toxemic 
patients.  A  400  ft.  movie  of  the  conjunctival 
vessel  in  normal  pregnancy,  in  toxemia  and 
in  diabetes  associated  with  pregnancy  has 
been  completed.  With  a  specially  devised  lid 
retractor  it  has  been  possible  to  visualize  the 
conjunctival  vessels  of  premature  infants  pre- 
liminary studies  of  whom  are  now  in  progress. 

Investigation  of  the  posterior  pituitary 
hormones  are  being  continued  by  Dr.  Thomas 
F.  Dillon  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Vincent 
du  Vigneaud.  Comparisons  of  actions  of  pure 
oxytocin  and  Pitocin  have  shown  that  oxy- 
tocin whether  isolated  or  synthesized  is  as 
effective  for  routine  obstetrical  uses  as  Pito- 
cin, thus  indicating  that  in  most  obstetrical 
situations  the  activity  of  Pitocin  is  due  to  its 
oxytocic  content.  Evaluation  of  the  oxytocin 
for  the  relief  of  breast  enlargement  in  patients 
unable  to  feed  their  infants  satisfactorily  has 
indicated  that  the  dose  of  oxytocin  required 
to  stimulate  adequate  milk  ejection  in  these 
patients  may  be  greater  than  that  required  to 
elicit  the  response  in  patients  who  lactate 
normally.  This  collaborative  study  between 
the  Departments  of  Obstetrics  and  Biochem- 
istry is  illustrative  of  the  advantage  to  a 
hospital  of  association  with  a  medical  school. 

Other  investigative  activities  during  the 


past  12  months  have  included  observations 
on  such  subjects  as  the  use  of  reserpine  in 
acute  toxemia  and  hypertension  for  evalua- 
tion of  its  effect  on  fetal  salvage  and  the  in- 
cidence of  small  babies;  the  clearance  rates  of 
Na24  in  the  human  cervix  during  pregnancy 
to  determine  circulation  rates  in  the  uterine 
musculature;  cytological  investigation  of 
ascitic  fluid  to  determine  its  value  in  the  pre- 
operative diagnosis  of  ovarian  tumors  and 
intra-abdominal  neoplastic  disease;  analysis 
of  glucocorticosteroids  of  pregnant  diabetics; 
determination  of  transaminase  during  the 
course  of  pregnancy;  maternal  and  fetal 
circulation  in  relation  to  arterio-venous 
shunts  of  the  uterus  and  decidua;  and  evalu- 
ation of  motility  of  the  human  uterus  in 
patients  with  a  history  of  habitual  abortion. 

A  book  by  Dr.  George  Schaefer  entitled 
"Tuberculosis  in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology" 
was  published  by  Little,  Brown  and  Co. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 

The  department  had  opportunity  to  per- 
form post  mortem  examinations  on  67  per 
cent  of  all  of  those  who  died  in  The  New 
York  Hospital  during  1956. 

Research  projects  included  study  of  the 
nature  and  pathogenesis  of  muscular  degen- 
eration following  treatment  with  cortisone, 
iron  metabolism  in  hemochromatosis  and 
experimental  production  of  glomerular  lesions 
and  the  nephrotic  syndrome  by  Dr.  John  T. 
Ellis;  and  cardiac  anaphylaxis,  biological 
effects  of  streptococcic  enzymes,  lipid  metabo- 
lism in  atherosclerosis  and  experimental  er- 
ythroblastosis by  Dr.  Aaron  Kellner.  Dr. John 
G.  Kidd  continued  his  attempts  to  control 
experimental  lymphomas  by  means  of  serum 
therapy.  Studies  were  continued  on  the 
pathogenesis  of  rheumatic  heart  disease  by 
Dr.  George  E.  Murphy  and  on  the  develop- 
ment of  abnormal  serum  proteins  by  Dr. 
Goetz  W.  Richter.  Cytological,  pathological 
and  clinical  manifestations  in  cancer  of  vari- 
ous organs  were  evaluated  in  collaboration 
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with  Dr.  John  Seybolt  and  the  staff  of  the 
Papanicolaou  Cytology  Laboratory. 

During  the  year  an  electron  microscope  was 
installed  in  the  department  for  study  of  finer 
structure  of  tissues  and  cells  in  disease. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDIATRICS 

The  pediatrics  pavilions  have  had  a  high 
admission  and  turnover  rate  which  may  be 
still  further  increased  as  a  result  of  a  recent 
agreement  to  accept  from  Bellevue  Hospital 
some  patients  who  are  more  suitable  for  care 
in  a  voluntary  than  in  a  municipal  institution. 
Occupancy  of  the  private  and  semi-private 
services  increased  approximately  by  25  per 
cent  during  the  year  and  was  gratifyingly 
high  during  the  months  of  July,  August  and 
September.  This  record  of  the  summer  of 
1956  may  be  compared  with  that  of  1955 
when  the  private  pavilion  was  closed  for 
three  months. 

Clinical  experience  of  the  house  staff  has 
been  enriched  by  assignment  of  a  house  officer 
for  a  more  continuous  full-time  period  to  the 
premature  nursery  and  by  affiliations  with 
Memorial  Hospital,  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  and  the  Contagious  Disease  Service 
of  the  Bronx  Municipal  Hospital. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department  improve- 
ments have  been  made  for  better  care  of 
patients.  In  an  effort  to  improve  the  com- 
prehensive care  of  children  with  congenital 
heart  disease  a  social  worker  regularly  as- 
signed to  the  congenital  cardiac  clinic  makes 
intensive  contact  with  every  patient  and 
works  in  close  cooperation  with  the  pedi- 
atrics staff.  The  Adolescent  Clinic  has  been 
reinstated.  The  rehabilitation  team  has  in- 
creased its  work  with  handicapped  children 
and  particularly  with  those  having  cleft  pal- 
ates and  problems  of  speech  and  hearing. 

Special  emphasis  was  given  to  improving 
service  in  the  Pediatrics  Isolation  Unit  which 
makes  full  use  of  the  expanded  physical 
facilities  which  were  installed  last  year.    In 


this  unit  house  officers  and  fellows  care  for 
patients  with  acute  emergencies,  acute  infec- 
tions, contagious  diseases,  and  other  urgent 
non-scheduled  visits.  By  the  assignment  of  a 
member  of  the  full  time  pediatrics  staff  as 
consultant,  the  operation  of  the  isolation 
unit  has  been  made  more  efficient  and  neces- 
sary admissions  to  the  Hospital  have  been 
facilitated. 

As  a  part  of  the  Comprehensive  Care  and 
Teaching  Program  family  care  was  intensified 
and  home  visits  were  increased  in  number. 
Nine  patients  were  carried  on  long-term  home 
care  and  received  78  visits. 

For  over  a  year  the  Department  of  Pedi- 
atrics has  benefited  by  its  close  proximity  to 
the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  and  has  been 
able  to  offer  services  to  that  hospital  in  its 
care  for  children. 

The  regular  program  of  occupational  ther- 
apy provided  almost  24,000  half-hour  treat- 
ments in  the  occupational  therapy  rooms  as 
well  as  2,332  treatments  in  the  pavilions. 
In  addition,  32  birthday  and  holiday  parties 
were  held.  The  play  room  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  the  pediatrics  roof 
garden  were  extensively  used.  Generosity  of 
employees  of  the  Center  and  other  donors 
and  the  success  of  the  annual  Strawberry 
Festival  made  possible  the  addition  of  toys 
and  materials  as  well  as  new  and  renovated 
equipment.  Nearly  $4,000  were  contributed 
by  17  volunteers.  Fifteen  affiliating  occu- 
pational therapy  students  benefited  by  par- 
ticipation and  lectures  in  the  occupational 
therapy  division. 

Five  Institutes  for  Physicians  and  Nurses 
in  the  Care  of  Premature  Infants  were  con- 
ducted in  1956.  As  in  the  past  6  years  they 
were  sponsored  jointly  by  the  United  States 
Children's  Bureau  and  the  New  York  State 
Department  of  Health.  They  were  attended 
by  75  physicians  and  nurses  including  27  doc- 
tor-nurse teams  and  11  individual  doctors  or 
nurses  from  the  United  States  and  10  observ- 
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ers  representing  6  foreign  countries:  Brazil, 
Canada,  Dominican  Republic,  Italy,  Philip- 
pines and  Uruguay. 

There  was  during  1956  an  expansion  of  the 
department's  facilities,  notably  in  the  virus 
laboratory,  the  gastro-intestinal  study  unit, 
and  the  micro-chemical  laboratory.  In  the 
virus  laboratory  simple,  reliable  and  inexpen- 
sive methods  of  tissue  culture  have  been  used 
for  the  study  of  respiratory  viruses  and  their 
relationships  to  clinical  disease  and  to  bac- 
terial agents.  Tissue  cultures  have  also  been 
used  in  the  diagnosis  of  toxoplasmosis.  A 
long-term  clinical  and  serological  follow-up 
study  of  150  children  with  congenital  toxo- 
plasmosis was  continued.  An  outbreak  of 
mild  diarrhea  in  the  premature  nursery  was 
studied  in  detail  by  the  virus  laboratory  and 
was  conclusively  proven  to  be  due  to  an 
enteric  virus. 

In  the  gastro-intestinal  study  unit  observa- 
tions have  been  made  on  the  colonic  motility 
in  children  with  congenital  enlargement  of 
the  colon  and  constipation  and  with  chronic 
diarrhea.  Studies  have  also  been  carried  out 
on  fat  and  starch  excretion  in  patients  with 
celiac  disease,  fibrocystic  disease  and  diarrhea 
of  varied  etiology  as  well  as  in  normal 
children. 

In  the  micro-chemical  laboratory  studies 
have  been  conducted  in  enzyme  metabolism, 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  aminization  of 
the  amino  acid,  tyrosine  and  the  oxidation 
of  p-hydroxyphenylpyruvic  acid. 

In  hematology,  research  by  Doctors  Carl 
H.  Smith  and  Irving  Schulman  and  their  col- 
leagues has  included  study  of  a  wide  variety 
of  congenital  hemolytic  diseases  by  measure- 
ments of  rates  of  production  and  destruction 
of  hemoglobin  and  red  cells.  For  this  purpose 
isotopic  compounds  have  been  used.  There 
have  also  been  investigations  of  the  mechan- 
isms of  coagulation  in  mild  hemorrhagic  dis- 
orders; the  usefulness  of  a  stable  lipid  extract 
of  soybeans  as  a  substitute  for  platelets,  a 


project  that  may  have  significant  therapeutic 
implications;  and  study  of  the  relationship 
between  splenectomy  and  the  later  develop- 
ment of  severe  infections  in  children.  The 
subdivision  of  hematology  is  also  engaged  in 
a  cooperative  study  to  evaluate  new  drugs  in 
the  treatment  of  acute  leukemia. 

A  report  of  the  long-term  study  by  Dr. 
May  G.  Wilson  of  the  natural  history  of 
rheumatic  fever  has  been  submitted  for  pub- 
lication. This  now  includes  observations 
extending  into  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth 
decades  with  special  reference  to  survivor- 
ship and  morbidity.  Work  is  being  continued 
by  Dr.  Wilson's  group  on  evaluation  of  adre- 
nal hormones  in  the  treatment  of  active 
carditis  and  on  the  inflammatory  reaction 
and  the  nucleotide  composition  of  mam- 
malian cardiac  muscle  and  other  tissues. 

Studies  of  later  development  of  prematurely 
born  children  with  extremely  low  birth 
weights  has  been  continued  by  Dr.  Margaret 
Dann  and  has  been  compared  with  the 
development  of  full-term  siblings. 

Other  studies  of  the  Department  of  Pedi- 
atrics have  included  investigation  in  col- 
laboration with  the  Department  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology  on  the  effect  in  newborn 
infants  of  maternal  digitalization  and  on  the 
cardiovascular  status  of  newborn  babies 
whose  mothers  have  diabetes  mellitus;  co- 
operative studies  by  Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle 
with  the  Department  of  Surgery  on  congeni- 
tal malformations  of  the  heart  and  the  use 
of  hypothermia  and  a  pump-bubble  oxy- 
genator; and  establishment  of  normal  levels 
of  serum  transaminases  in  newborn  infants, 
older  infants  and  children  as  control  for  eval- 
uation of  these  enzymes  in  liver  and  muscle 
disorders  of  infants  and  children. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics  has  received  many  visitors.  There 
have  been  41  physicians  who  have  spent  from 
a  few  hours  to  6  months  in  the  Department; 
of  these  35  have  come  from  foreign  countries. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PSYCHIATRY 

Throughout  the  year  the  census  of  the 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  remained 
high  with  little  change  in  the  type  of  pa- 
tients seeking  admission.  Since  adolescents 
formed  a  large  part  of  the  group  under  obser- 
vation and  treatment  it  became  possible  to 
develop  a  unit  for  the  care  of  adolescents  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department.  Liberal  sup- 
port under  the  program  of  the  New  York 
City  Community  Mental  Health  Board  per- 
mitted employment  of  additional  psychia- 
trists, social  workers  and  psychologists.  Ex- 
perience of  several  years  in  the  hospitaliza- 
tions of  adolescents  facilitated  establishment 
of  policies  for  selection  and  suitable  care. 
Some  patients  were  admitted  for  brief  study 
and  advice  while  others  received  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  intensive  therapy  over 
long  periods. 

The  mental  health  survey  of  Yorkville  by 
Dr.  Thomas  A.  C.  Rennie  and  his  co-workers 
offered  basic  as  well  as  much  detailed  infor- 
mation of  great  value  for  understanding  and 
treatment  of  adolescent  patients.  The  re- 
sponse of  the  community  to  this  new  venture 
was  most  encouraging.  It  is  believed  that 
the  adolescent  unit  fills  a  great  need  and 
represents  a  cooperative  health  enterprise 
helpful  not  only  to  individuals  but  also  to 
the  mental  health  of  youth  in  the  district. 

It  was  found  that  brief  psycho-therapeutic 
interviews  were  effective  when  well  under- 
stood social  factors  could  be  changed  and  the 
patient  guided  accordingly.  Under  such 
circumstances  psychotherapy  filled  only  part 
of  the  need.  Much  attention  by  the  psychi- 
atrist and  the  social  worker  was  required  for 
establishment  of  sound  contacts  with  parents 
and  with  various  groups  in  the  community. 
Physical  considerations  were  important  in 
these  age  groups  characterized  by  rapid 
growth  and  glandular  and  metabolic  adapta- 
tion. This  new  adolescent  unit  is  regarded  as 
a  venture  of  clinical  psychiatry  in  establish- 
ment of  truly  comprehensive  treatment  based 


on    principles     and     knowledge    of    social 
psychiatry. 

Child  Psychiatry  was  enlarged  through  the 
assignment  of  more  physicians  with  more 
effective  consultation  service  and  more  inten- 
sive treatment.  An  important  aspect  con- 
tinued to  be  the  Day  Care  Program  for  chil- 
dren suffering  from  muscular  dystrophy.  A 
broad  psychological  research  program  at- 
tempted to  investigate  psychological  reac- 
tions and  the  effects  of  muscular  dystrophy 
on  personality  development. 

Extensive  reorganization  in  the  subdepart- 
ment  of  social  psychiatry  was  necessitated  by 
the  untimely  death  of  Dr.  Rennie.  Fortu- 
nately he  had  been  able  to  finish  the  survey 
phase  of  the  Yorkville  study  and  to  con- 
tribute much  to  preparation  of  material  for 
publication  which,  however,  must  be  com- 
pleted by  his  former  staff.  Dr.  Alexander  H. 
Leighton  was  chosen  to  continue  directorship 
of  the  work.  In  undertaking  this  it  was  for- 
tunately possible  for  him  to  visualize  a  com- 
bination of  the  Yorkville  project  and  the 
social  studies  in  Nova  Scotia  which  had 
formerly  occupied  him,  to  establish  a  close 
relationship  between  the  staffs  in  both  places 
and  to  cement  relations  between  the  staff  of 
the  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
his  former  associates  in  the  Department  of 
Sociology  on  the  Cornell  Campus  in  Ithaca. 
This  combined  study  in  social  psychiatry  has 
received  a  five  year  grant  from  the  Ford 
Foundation. 

While  the  developments  in  the  care  of 
adolescents  and  in  the  cooperative  enterprise 
in  social  psychiatry  have  justifiably  occupied 
major  attention  in  the  department  other  in- 
vestigative activities  have  been  continued 
and  extended.  The  correlation  between  con- 
centration of  epinephrine  and  norepinephrine 
in  the  circulation  and  the  intensity  of  emo- 
tional disturbances  has  continued  to  deserve 
attention.  This  project  has  been  extended 
this  year  to  include  examination  of  the  con-

centration  of  serotonin  in  the  urine.  Scrutiny 
of  the  use  of  chlorpromazine  and  other  tran- 
quilizing  drugs  has  been  continued  in  an 
effort  to  establish  their  more  effective  use  in 
the  management  of  psychoses  and  anxiety 
states.  Dr.  Oskar  Diethelm  and  members  of 
his  staff  have  continued  to  study  the  natural 
history  of  schizophrenia  and  the  psychologi- 
cal and  environmental  influences  that  affect 
symptomatology.  Through  psychological 
examinations  better  understanding  of  think- 
ing impairment  in  patients  suffering  from 
cerebral  damage  and  affective  states  has  been 
achieved.  It  is  believed  that  these  investiga- 
tions will  also  contribute  to  the  understand- 
ing of  schizophrenic  thinking  disorders. 

Investigations  in  alcoholism  have  been 
continued.  Among  points  of  interest  it  has 
been  possible  to  demonstrate  that  in  contrast 
to  emotionally  stable  rats,  less  emotionally 
stable  rats  may  develop  a  preference  for 
alcohol.  Joint  work  has  been  undertaken  in 
the  relation  of  thyroid  function  to  alcoholism 
with  Dr.  Rulon  W.  Rawson  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  of  the  Memorial  Hospital. 

WESTCHESTER  DIVISION 

The  most  important  event  in  1956  was  the 
dedication  of  the  new  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. This  fine  new  facility  was  made  pos- 
sible by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  Jr.  and  its  opening  was  signal- 
ized by  appropriate  exercises  in  White  Plains 
on  December  8.  It  will  greatly  extend  the 
usefulness  of  the  Division  to  the  Westchester 
community  and  to  the  entire  metropolitan 
area. 

During  the  year  304  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  hospital.  This  figure  may  be  compared 
with  admissions  of  328  in  1955  and  343  in 
1954. 

The  staff  continues  to  make  progress  in 
the  investigation  of  schizophrenia,  alcohol- 
ism, post-partum  mental  reactions  and  in- 
volutional mental  reactions. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  RADIOLOGY 

The  installation  of  a  Cobalt  "60"  Tele- 
therapy Unit  was  the  most  significant  event 
in  the  Department  of  Radiology  during  1956. 
This  was  made  possible  by  the  Ford  Founda- 
tion grant  and  provides  the  Center  with  a 
much  needed  high  energy  source  of  radiation 
for  the  treatment  of  malignant  disease. 

The  radioisotope  laboratory  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  David  V.  Becker  expanded  its 
scope  in  research,  patient  care  and  teaching. 
Its  important  activities  have  already  been 
discussed  under  the  report  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine  which  shares  its  conduct.  The 
laboratory  has  filled  a  long  felt  need  which 
is  eagerly  utilized  by  all  departments  of  the 
Center. 

At  the  request  of  the  Memorial  Center  dis- 
cussions were  held  during  the  year  on  the 
feasibility  of  expanding  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital radiology  resident  training  program  to 
provide  greater  cooperation  between  the  two 
centers.  The  request  was  precipitated  by 
action  of  the  American  College  of  Radiology 
that  after  July  1,  1957,  recognition  will  be 
given  only  to  those  institutions  approved 
for  three-year  training  programs.  In  its 
present  status  Memorial  Hospital  does  not 
qualify  for  such  approval.  In  the  spirit  of 
helpfulness  it  was  decided  to  recommend 
increase  of  the  resident  staff  in  radiology 
from  15  to  20  in  order  to  permit  assignment 
of  6  residents  to  Memorial  Hospital  for  a 
training  period  of  nine  months. 

Scientific  activities  of  the  Department  of 
Radiology  have  included  a  continuing  study 
of  angiocardiographic  features  of  clinical 
states;  use  of  high  concentration  of  opaque 
materials  for  rapid  intravenous  roentgeno- 
graphy; X-ray  manifestations  of  pseudo- 
coarctation  of  the  aorta,  rheumatoid  ar- 
thritis, renal  papillary  necrosis  and  dermoid 
cysts  of  the  ovaries;  and  diagnosis  of  retro- 
peritoneal tumors,  cor  pulmonale  of  lipoid 
pneumonia  and  the  idiopathic  coxa  vara  of 
childhood. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  SURGERY 

This  department  has  in  addition  to  a  cen- 
tral core  of  general  surgery,  six  specialties 
and  subdivisions  in  anesthesiology,  surgical 
pathology,  physical  medicine,  rehabilitation 
and  dental  surgery.  It  maintains  large  and 
diversified  out-patient  clinics,  conducts  an 
active  emergency  service  and  is  responsible 
for  rapidly  expanding  research  laboratories. 
A  senior  staff  of  168  with  70  residents,  interns 
and  fellows  must  combine  in  their  daily  work, 
patient  care,  teaching  and  research.  It  is  a 
complicated  but  increasingly  productive  or- 
ganization. 

In  1956,  without  increase  in  bed  capacity 
care  was  given  to  a  greater  number  of  surgical 
patients.  This  was  the  result  of  slightly 
higher  bed  occupancy  and  some  reduction  in 
average  hospital  stay. 

Among  all  of  the  accomplishments  of  the 
department,  first  attention  should  perhaps  be 
given  to  the  development  of  cardiovascular 
surgery  to  which  the  departments  of  medi- 
cine, pediatrics,  and  obstetrics  and  the  car- 
diopulmonary physiological  laboratory  have 
all  contributed. 

As  in  past  years,  the  majority  of  patients 
received  for  surgical  treatment  suffer  from 
rheumatic  valvular  disease.  During  1956, 
there  has  been  an  increasing  number  of  pa- 
tients with  congenital  valvular  deformities 
which  require  other  methods  of  treatment. 

For  some  time  it  has  been  realized  that  the 
more  difficult  problems  in  this  field  will  be 
best  approached  by  open  cardiac  surgery  with 
the  heart  in  induced  standstill  while  the  cor- 
poral circulation  is  maintained  by  suitable 
mechanisms.  Improved  methods  of  inducing 
hypothermia  and  ether  analgesia  have  per- 
mitted direct  approach  to  many  of  the  lesions. 
Increasing  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
development  of  other  techniques  which  will 
permit  safe  induction  of  cardiac  standstill. 
No  other  field  of  surgical  endeavor  has  ever 
progressed  so  rapidly  and  it  is  anticipated 


that  clinical  application  will  begin  early  in 
1957. 

Work  in  the  laboratory  has  been  carried 
out  in  cooperation  with  Dr.  Mary  Allen 
Engle  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  and 
with  members  of  the  section  of  Anesthe- 
siology. Special  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  prevention  and  treatment  of  ventricular 
fibrillation  which  develops  with  significant 
frequency  from  induced  hypothermia. 
Detailed  experiments  have  tested  preventive 
and  curative  effects  of  intracardiac  potassium 
solutions,  various  drugs  and  high  voltage 
defibrillation.  Ventricular  septal  defects  have 
been  created  and  closed  in  animals  under 
hypothermia  and  interrupted  circulation. 
Blood  has  been  perfused  from  an  arterial 
reservoir  during  cardiac  by-pass;  a  plastic 
bubble-oxygenator  is  under  study;  a  variety 
of  methods  have  been  developed  to  forestall 
the  bleeding  tendency  and  possible  brain 
damage  from  microscopic  air  emboli  which 
may  result  from  these  highly  artificial  con- 
ditions. 

Other  work  in  the  experimental  laboratory 
has  been  concerned  with  the  construction  of 
adequate  valves  for  placement  in  the  thoracic 
aorta  to  overcome  the  ill  effects  of  aortic 
valvular  insufficiency.  Still  other  experiments 
are  directed  to  methods  for  revascularization 
of  the  myocardium  and  their  evaluation  by 
disappearance  rate  of  radioactive  sodium, 
angiocardiography,  alterations  in  serum 
transaminase  and  histological  examination. 

During  1956,  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  referred  to  the  department  for  surgi- 
cal correction  of  large  aneurysms  has  resulted 
in  greater  use  of  the  Blood  Vessel  Bank  which 
was  established  some  years  ago  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Department  of  Surgery  in  this 
Center.  In  treatment  of  the  aneurysms  both 
homologous  arteriographs  and  inert  plastic 
prostheses  have  been  employed.  This  work 
also  requires  close  correlation  between  labo- 
ratory investigation  and  the  clinical  applica- 
tion of  new  methods  and  accessories. 
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In  the  subdepartment  of  plastic  surgery  Dr. 
Herbert  Conway  and  his  group  have  con- 
tinued an  intensive  program  of  rehabilitation 
for  children  with  cleft  palate  with  the  help 
of  specialists  from  other  services  and  particu- 
larly from  the  subdivisions  of  orthodontics 
and  speech  therapy.  More  than  95  per  cent 
of  the  600  children  who  have  been  treated 
now  present  an  acceptable  appearance  and 
enjoy  good  dentition  and  normal  speech.  The 
work  has  been  supported  by  the  Vincent 
Astor  Foundation  and  by  the  New  York  City 
Society  for  Crippled  Children  and  Adults, 
Inc.  A  Cleft  Palate  Conference  held  each 
month  has  been  popular  with  representatives 
of  various  hospital  services. 

Research  has  been  continued  on  transplanta- 
tion of  skin  from  one  individual  to  another 
through  studies  on  the  development  of  blood 
supply  in  such  skin  grafts  and  by  preparatory 
alteration  of  the  grafts  in  the  tissue  culture 
laboratory.  Work  has  also  been  done  on 
improvement  of  the  chemotherapy  of  inop- 
erable cancers  of  the  head  and  neck  by  con- 
trolled observations  of  tissue  cultures 
subjected  to  the  effects  of  a  variety  of  chemo- 
therapeutic  agents. 

In  the  subdepartment  of  ophthalmology 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  John  M.  McLean 
important  advances  have  been  made  in  the 
difficult  treatment  of  detachment  of  the  retina 
for  which  many  patients  now  are  being  re- 
ferred to  the  Hospital.  Inherent  electrical 
properties  of  the  eye  have  been  studied  in 
order  to  devise,  more  rationally,  electronic 
circuits  for  use  in  retinal  detachment  and  in 
other  electrosurgical  procedures  for  ocular 
disease.  This  work  is  aided  by  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engi- 
neering at  Cornell  University  in  Ithaca. 

The  role  of  viruses  in  human  uveitis  has 
been  investigated  with  the  collaboration  of 
the  virus  laboratory  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Preventive  Medicine. 
Other  clinical  and  investigative  activities  of 
the  subdepartment  are  concerned  with  motor 


anomalies  of  the  eye,  glaucoma  and  impaired 
vision. 

In  otolaryngology  greater  use  has  been 
made  this  year  by  Dr.  James  A.  Moore  and 
his  group  of  the  fenestration  operation  and 
the  mobilization  of  the  bones  of  the  internal 
ear  for  the  correction  of  the  conductive  type 
of  hearing  impairment.  The  facilities  of  the 
speech  and  hearing  center  have  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  a  new  sound  proof  testing 
room  and  new  equipment  which  includes  an 
improved  research  audiometer  and  a  psycho- 
galvanometer. 

From  the  Brady  urological  service,  Dr. 
Victor  F.  Marshall  and  his  staff  have  con- 
tinued their  long-term  study  of  surgical 
management  of  neoplasms  of  the  urinary 
bladder.  Their  results  and  conclusions  were 
presented  as  a  12-paper  symposium  in  the 
May-June  issue  of  Cancer.  The  investigation 
was  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  uro- 
logical service  at  the  Memorial  Hospital  and 
over  1,000  cases  from  the  two  institutions 
were  considered. 

Other  activities  of  the  subdepartment  of 
urology  included  study  of  clinical  manage- 
ment of  urinary  continence  following  prosta- 
tectomy; obstructive  uropathy  in  children; 
nephrotomography,  a  method  developed  with 
aid  of  the  Department  of  Radiology,  which 
permits  better  visualization  of  the  kidneys; 
function  of  dilated  ureters  in  children  in  co- 
operation with  the  Department  of  Pharma- 
cology; development  of  techniques  for 
reimplantation  of  the  ureters  into  the  bladder 
to  prevent  reflux;  and  isotopic  investigation 
of  renal  circulation  in  collaboration  with  the 
Department  of  Radiology. 

Through  the  American  College  of  Surgeons 
an  arrangement  was  made  for  exchange  of 
house  officers  between  the  West  London  Hos- 
pital and  The  New  York  Hospital. 

For  several  years  the  teaching  program  for 
undergraduate  medical  students  and  trainees 
in  urology  has  been  supplemented   by  a 
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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors,

Gentlemen : 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of 
the  Director. 

The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  inten- 
sity of  activity.  Many  former  records  of 
service  have  been  surpassed.  It  is  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  busiest  year  on 
record  has  also  been  financially  the  most  suc- 
cessful year  in  the  twenty-five  years  of 
operation  at  our  present  site. 

A  significant  step  with  large  implications 
for  the  future  of  the  Center  was  taken  with 
the  incorporation  of  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  Foundation,  Inc. 
The  purpose  of  forming  this  corporation  was 
to  enable  donors  to  give  funds,  either  in  life 
or  by  will,  to  support  the  joint  educational, 
scientific  and  charitable  purposes  of  the 
Center. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  completed 
its  first  full  year  of  operation  as  our  neighbor 
and  proximately  affiliated  institution.  This 
150  bed  hospital  provided  orthopedic  and 
arthritic  services  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
munity, educational  opportunities  for  resi- 
dent staff  and  medical  and  nursing  students 
and  a  training  course  for  practical  nurses  in 
which  The  New  York  Hospital  participated. 

The  report,  which  follows,  deals  briefly 
with  the  Hospital's  achievements  during 
1956  in  its  four  major  fields  of  activity;  care 
of  the  sick,  education,  research  and  pre- 
ventive medicine.  In  addition,  there  are 
included  comments  on  finances  and  lastly  a 
recital  of  pressing  capital  and  physical  needs. 


An  effort  has  been  made  to  avoid  duplication 
of  matters  discussed  in  the  reports  of  the 
President  of  the  Society,  President  of  the 
Medical  Board  and  Director  of  Nursing 
Service.  Because  of  the  intimate  interde- 
pendence of  the  Hospital,  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  and  the  Cornell  University- 
New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  refer- 
ence to  these  components  of  the  Medical 
Center  must  of  necessity  be  frequent. 

CARE  OF  THE  SICK 

During  1956  the  Society  through  its  three 
divisions,  The  New  York  Hospital,  West- 
chester Division,  and  Payne  Whitney  Psychi- 
atric Clinic,  provided  more  days  of  patient 
care  than  in  any  previous  year  of  its  186  year 
history.  Including  26,616  newborn  days, 
the  total  came  to  462,862.  The  record  was 
referable  principally  to  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital, which  recorded  299,418  days  of  care, 
excluding  newborns,  a  figure  4.5  per  cent 
over  1955  and  3  per  cent  over  the  previous 
record  made  in  1950. 

As  might  be  anticipated,  this  all-time 
high  in  in-patient  services  was  accompanied 
by  new  records  at  the  New  York  divisions  in 
number  of  in-patients  treated  in  a  single  year 
(29,447),  a  single  month  (2,692),  and  a  single 
day  (1,113),  and  in  numbers  of  individual 
services  to  patients,  including  those  recorded 
in  list  of  diverse  therapeutic  and  diagnostic 
procedures  as  presented  in  the  appendix  on 
page  75. 

Several  new  services  to  patients  were  ini- 
tiated during  the  year.  In  cooperation  with 
the  New  York  State  Department  of  Health 
and  the  Bureau  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  New 
York  City  Department  of  Health,  a  tubercu- 
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maintenance  of  an  airway  prevent  damage  to 
the  bony  skeleton  in  cases  of  osteoporosis  and 
other  diseases  involving  fragility  of  the  bones . 

Investigation  has  included  study  of  electro- 
encephalographic  changes  during  anesthesia; 
cortical  effects  of  tranquilizing  drugs  during 
thiopental  narcosis;  the  physiological  nature 
of  the  analgesic  stage  of  anesthesia;  effective 
inspired  concentration  and  the  level  of  ether 
in  the  arterial  blood;  and  determination  of 
explosibility  and  flammability  of  analgesic 
mixtures  of  ether  and  oxygen. 

The  work  of  the  laboratory  for  surgical 
pathology  is  constantly  increasing.  It  is  of 
interest  that  20  per  cent  of  specimens  re- 
moved at  operation  are  malignant  tumors,  a 
fact  of  importance  in  relation  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  new  tumor  registry  of  the 
Center.  Dr.  John  M.  Pearce,  the  director  of 
the  laboratory  for  surgical  pathology,  has 
continued  and  expanded  his  study  of  the 
effect  of  antihyaluronidase  substances  on  the 
response  of  the  host  to  viral  infections.  He 
has  also  continued  his  study  of  experimental 
viral  carditis.  Another  important  activity 
has  been  the  correlation  of  clinical  course 
with  pathological  changes  in  the  heart  and 
lungs  of  patients  who  have  had  mitral  valvu- 
lotomy. Almost  300  patients  have  now  been 
studied. 


The  recovery  room  unit  which  has  been  of 
such  great  value  in  the  immediate  post- 
operative care  of  patients  has  attracted  much 
attention  from  outside  this  Center.  In  order 
to  answer  numerous  inquiries,  a  "Manual  of 
Recovery  Room  Care"  has  been  published 
and  a  moving  picture  film  depicting  many  of 
the  procedures  has  been  prepared  by  the  Billy 
Burke  Studio  as  a  joint  project  with  E.  R. 
Squibb  and  Sons. 

The  activities  of  the  Department  of  Surgery 
have  been  so  numerous  that  it  is  impossible 
within  the  limits  of  space  to  discuss  all  of 
them.  During  the  year  important  progress 
has  also  been  made  in  the  establishment  of  a 
surgical  bacteriologic  laboratory  in  the  sec- 
tion of  experimental  surgery,  in  the  surgical 
correction  of  diseases  involving  the  glands 
of  internal  secretion  and  in  the  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  liver. 

The  Medical  Board  and  the  professional 
staff  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
are  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for 
understanding  and  sympathetic  support,  and 
to  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt 
and  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson  for  their  counsel 
and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of 
the  Director. 

The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  inten- 
sity of  activity.  Many  former  records  of 
service  have  been  surpassed.  It  is  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  busiest  year  on 
record  has  also  been  financially  the  most  suc- 
cessful year  in  the  twenty-five  years  of 
operation  at  our  present  site. 

A  significant  step  with  large  implications 
for  the  future  of  the  Center  was  taken  with 
the  incorporation  of  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  Foundation,  Inc. 
The  purpose  of  forming  this  corporation  was 
to  enable  donors  to  give  funds,  either  in  life 
or  by  will,  to  support  the  joint  educational, 
scientific  and  charitable  purposes  of  the 
Center. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  completed 
its  first  full  year  of  operation  as  our  neighbor 
and  proximately  affiliated  institution.  This 
150  bed  hospital  provided  orthopedic  and 
arthritic  services  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
munity, educational  opportunities  for  resi- 
dent staff  and  medical  and  nursing  students 
and  a  training  course  for  practical  nurses  in 
which  The  New  York  Hospital  participated. 

The  report,  which  follows,  deals  briefly 
with  the  Hospital's  achievements  during 
1956  in  its  four  major  fields  of  activity;  care 
of  the  sick,  education,  research  and  pre- 
ventive medicine.  In  addition,  there  are 
included  comments  on  finances  and  lastly  a 
recital  of  pressing  capital  and  physical  needs. 


An  effort  has  been  made  to  avoid  duplication 
of  matters  discussed  in  the  reports  of  the 
President  of  the  Society,  President  of  the 
Medical  Board  and  Director  of  Nursing 
Service.  Because  of  the  intimate  interde- 
pendence of  the  Hospital,  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  and  the  Cornell  University- 
New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  refer- 
ence to  these  components  of  the  Medical 
Center  must  of  necessity  be  frequent. 

CARE  OF  THE  SICK 

During  1956  the  Society  through  its  three 
divisions,  The  New  York  Hospital,  West- 
chester Division,  and  Payne  Whitney  Psychi- 
atric Clinic,  provided  more  days  of  patient 
care  than  in  any  previous  year  of  its  186  year 
history.  Including  26,616  newborn  days, 
the  total  came  to  462,862.  The  record  was 
referable  principally  to  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital, which  recorded  299,418  days  of  care, 
excluding  newborns,  a  figure  4.5  per  cent 
over  1955  and  3  per  cent  over  the  previous 
record  made  in  1950. 

As  might  be  anticipated,  this  all-time 
high  in  in-patient  services  was  accompanied 
by  new  records  at  the  New  York  divisions  in 
number  of  in-patients  treated  in  a  single  year 
(29,447),  a  single  month  (2,692),  and  a  single 
day  (1,113),  and  in  numbers  of  individual 
services  to  patients,  including  those  recorded 
in  list  of  diverse  therapeutic  and  diagnostic 
procedures  as  presented  in  the  appendix  on 
page  75. 

Several  new  services  to  patients  were  ini- 
tiated during  the  year.  In  cooperation  with 
the  New  York  State  Department  of  Health 
and  the  Bureau  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  New 
York  City  Department  of  Health,  a  tubercu- 
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losis  case-finding  program  was  initiated.  This 
provides  for  routine  chest  X-rays  at  the  time 
of  admission  on  out-patients  and  in-patients 
with  the  use  of  photoroentgen  equipment 
installed  near  the  entrance  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Also  in  cooperation  with  the 
New  York  State  Department  of  Health  and 
with  funds  provided  by  the  State,  equipment 
and  personnel  were  added  to  our  Speech  and 
Hearing  Center  in  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Clinic  so  as  to  expand  services  to  patients 
with  speech  and  hearing  handicaps.  Part  of 
the  Ford  Foundation  grant,  made  late  in 
1955,  was  used  to  purchase  and  install  a 
Cobalt  "60"  Teletherapy  Unit  in  the  Radia- 
tion Therapy  Division.  The  necessary  struc- 
tural changes,  inspections  and  final  calibration 
were  completed  as  the  year  ended.  This  high- 
energy  unit  will  permit,  in  certain  selected 
cases  of  cancer,  more  intensive  radiation 
therapy  with  a  minimum  of  undesirable  side- 
effects. 

TEACHING 

On  a  typical  day  during  the  year  a  total  of 
781  students  could  have  been  counted  util- 
izing the  educational  opportunities  offered  in 
medicine,  nursing  and  the  allied  health  fields. 
This  number  would  include  249  undergraduate 
medical  students  of  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  year  classes  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College;  42  interns  and  144  assistant 
residents  and  residents  in  the  various  medical 
specialties;  228  undergraduate  student  nurses 
in  the  last  three  years  of  the  5-year  degree 
program  of  the  Cornell  University-New  York 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing;  30  undergraduate 
student  nurses  from  affiliated  schools  of  nurs- 
ing; 8  graduate  students  in  nursing  education 
and  administration  from  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University;  5  graduate  nursing 
students  in  premature  care  in  the  Premature 
Institute;  2  student  nurse  anesthetists;  1 
graduate  student  in  hospital  administration; 
18  dietetic  interns;  3  students  in  medical 
social  work;  9  in  occupational  therapy;  1  in 
physical  therapy;  30  in  radiography;  6  in 


dental  hygiene;  20  in  practical  nursing.  Some 
950  students  were  selected  from  approximately 
7,500  qualified  applicants  to  participate  in 
these  various  programs  during  the  year.  The 
highest  ratios  of  applicants  to  appointees 
occurred  in  connection  with  the  acceptance 
of  undergraduate  medical  students  in  the 
Medical  College  and  the  appointment  of  in- 
terns, assistant  residents  and  residents  in  the 
postgraduate  training  program. 

RESEARCH 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  President  of  the 
Medical  Board  outlines  significant  advances 
in  medical  research  made  during  the  year  in 
every  clinical  department.  Illustrative  of  the 
broad  scope  of  the  total  research  effort  are 
the  introduction  of  the  use  of  extracorporeal 
circulation  in  cardiac  surgery  and  the  sub- 
stantial progress  made  in  the  long-term  study 
of  human  health  and  the  ecology  of  man. 

From  the  financial  aspect  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  foundations,  governmental  agencies 
and  others  concerned  with  making  grants  for 
research  are  coming  to  recognize  the  necessity 
of  providing  adequate  funds  to  defray  the 
high  overhead  of  research,  a  cost  which  has 
been  a  heavy  burden  on  institutions  such  as 
ours  in  which  research  is  an  integral  part  of 
their  programs.  This  trend  is  reflected  in  the 
Hospital's  operating  statement  as  a  steady, 
yearly  increase  in  miscellaneous  income. 

PREVENTIVE  MEDICINE 

Continuing  emphasis  was  placed  on  the 
prevention  of  disease  and  disability  in  all  the 
clinical  departments.  Worthy  of  special  note 
was  the  initiation  of  vaccination  of  students, 
staff  and  personnel  against  paralytic  polio- 
myelitis through  the  Employees  Health 
Service. 

FINANCES 

For  the  year  the  Society's  deficit,  including 
provision  for  depreciation  on  building  fix- 
tures and  equipment  but  excluding  building 
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depreciation,  came  to  $39,162  as  compared 
with  $341,108  in  1955-  Because  of  the  age  of 
the  plant  at  the  Westchester  Division  and  the 
resulting  necessity  for  larger  outlays  for  ma- 
jor repairs  and  maintenance  jobs,  it  is  prudent 
and  has  therefore  been  customary  to  include 
building  depreciation  as  an  element  of  oper- 
ating cost  at  that  division.  With  the  inclu- 
sion of  this  item  the  Society's  deficit  totaled 
$146,772  as  compared  with  $446,639  the 
previous  year,  referable  to  the  three  divisions 
as  follows :

Since  expenditures  for  capital  replacements 
and  new  equipment  were  limited  to  the  sum 
provided  by  certain  non-cash  items  in  the 
operating  statement,  principally  provision 
for  depreciation  on  building  fixtures  and 
equipment,  the  above  figure,  $146,772,  ap- 
proximates the  amount  of  operating  expenses 
financed  by  capital  funds.  Against  this,  addi- 
tions to  capital,  largely  bequests,  came  to 
$1,475,528.  For  further  details  the  reader  is 
referred  to  the  Report  of  the  President  and 
to  the  financial  statements  which  appear  on 
pages  53  to  58. 

It  is  profitable  to  speculate  on  the  factors 
which  appear  to  be  responsible  for  the  grati- 
fying decrease  in  the  Main  Hospital's  annual 
operating  deficit  during  the  past  four  years. 
In  1953  the  deficit  of  $1,575,000  constituted 
a  serious  drain  on  our  capital  resources.  In 
1956  this  drain  was  reduced  to  $161,000. 

In  addition  to  a  generally  favorable  eco- 
nomic climate  for  hospital  operations,  includ- 
ing augmentation  of  hospital  income  through 
successful  negotiations  with  third  party 
payers,  five  factors  operated  here  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  to  account  for  so  large  an 
improvement. 
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The  first  and  most  important  factor  is  an 
attitude  of  acceptance  by  everyone  of  the 
necessity  to  bring  operations  more  nearly  into 
balance.  This  attitude  stemmed  from  the 
Board  of  Governors,  the  Director  of  the 
Center,  and  the  Comptroller  and  was  incul- 
cated into  professional,  nursing  and  adminis- 
trative staffs. 

Second,  the  Governors,  recognizing  the 
need  to  stop  the  drain  on  our  capital  resources 
and  to  increase  the  amount  of  our  endowment 
funds  and  annual  gifts,  have  given  more  freely 
themselves,  especially  to  the  Third  Century 
Fund,  have  encouraged  more  intensive  fund 
raising  and  have  searched  for  new  sources  of 
funds  so  that  desirable  programs,  temporarily 
held  in  abeyance,  may  be  financed  in  the 
future.  The  staff  gratefully  recognizes  the 
generosity  of  the  Governors.  It  is  significant 
that  precisely  half  the  improvement  in  oper- 
ating results  for  1956  as  compared  with  those 
of  1955  is  referable  to  non-operating  income 
and  half  to  operations. 

Third,  the  medical  staff  on  its  part  has 
cooperated  to  the  full  in  maintaining  higher 
occupancy,  largely  through  practicing  flex- 
ibility in  use  of  beds.  The  willingness  of  the 
resident  staff  to  borrow  and  lend  beds  between 
services  and  of  administration  to  permit  ready 
give  and  take  between  pavilion  (ward)  and 
semi-private  services  aided  materially  in  our 
ability  to  provide  a  record  number  of  days  of 
patient  care  and,  as  a  consequence,  a  large 
increase  in  operating  income.  The  patience 
and  forebearance  of  the  staff  under  the  often 
trying  circumstances  produced  by  the  inevi- 
table delays  in  admission  of  their  patients  and 
by  the  inconvenience  resulting  from  the  in- 
creased workload  carried  by  the  ancillary 
professional  services  bespeak  their  loyalty  to 
the  institution. 

Fourth,  administration  has  striven  to  keep 
costs  down  by  curtailment  of  certain  services 
not  vital  to  the  health  of  our  patients.  At 
the  outset  of  the  economy  program  the  per- 


sonnel  complement  was  substantially  reduced 
in  departments  such  as  Engineering,  Building 
Service  and  Protection  Department,  the 
activities  of  which  are  not  closely  related  to 
patient  care. 

Fifth,  professional,  nursing  and  adminis- 
trative staffs,  with  consideration  for  the 
financial  problems  of  the  Hospital,  have 
accepted  with  good  grace  the  inevitable  "no" 
which  accompanied  requests  involving 
expenditures  not  planned  for  and  budgeted  a 
year  in  advance.  Sometimes  situations  which 
appeared  at  first  to  require  the  appropriation 
of  additional  funds  were  met  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  work  simplification, 
which  are  being  taught  to  a  widening  circle 
of  employees  at  all  levels  of  responsibility. 

PLANT  AND  EQUIPMENT  NEEDS 

The  close  of  a  financially  successful  year  is 
an  appropriate  time  to  review  current  trends 
in  health  services  and  medical  education  with 
a  view  to  projecting  our  plant  and  equipment 
needs  in  terms  of  our  objectives.  It  must  be 
emphasized,  however,  that  in  addition  to  the 
physical  needs  summarized  below  The  New 
York  Hospital  requires  substantial  augmenta- 
tion of  its  endowment  funds  to  support  and 
expand  programs  already  underway  or  con- 
templated for  the  future. 

In  the  provision  of  health  care  no  good 
purpose  would  be  served  by  adding  hospital 
beds.  Emphasis  should  continue  on  quality 
rather  than  quantity.  With  the  rapid  turn- 
over in  patients,  the  increasing  flexibility  in 
the  use  of  beds  and  development  of  new  staff- 
ing patterns,  an  adequate  number  of  in- 
patients is  available  for  educational  purposes. 
However,  efforts  to  adjust  to  changing  pat- 
terns of  health  services  and  education  and 
other  factors  have  resulted  in  overcrowding 
and  point  up  the  need  for  new  space  and 
modernized  equipment.  Some  of  the  more 
evident  trends  are  listed  below  with  brief 
comments  on  their  effects  on  The  New  York 
Hospital: 


1.  Increasing  emphasis  on  ambulatory  and  home  care. 
These  trends  not  only  provide  the  community  with 
less  expensive  health  care  but  also  give  the  resident 
staff,  medical,  nursing  and  other  students  in  the 
allied  professions  an  opportunity  to  study  illness 
in  its  incipiency  and  to  assess  the  influence  of  the 
patient's  social,  economic  and  cultural  environment 
on  his  illness. 

2.  Increasing  use  of  a  widening  variety  of  laboratory 
and  X-ray  procedures.  The  great  reliance  on  these 
examinations  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  their  in- 
creasing complexity  and  the  frequent  introduction 
of  new  tests  of  proven  value  have  thrown  so  heavy 
a  burden  on  our  ancillary  professional  services  that 
their  quarters  are  overcrowded. 

3.  Rise  in  automobile  and  other  accidents  and  reduction 
in  amount  of  septic  surgery  as  a  result  of  the  con- 
quest of  bacterial  infection  by  antibiotics.  These 
factors  are  responsible  for  renewed  interest  in  trau- 
matic surgery  and  in  planning  for  the  reception  of 
mass  casualities  from  civilian  catastrophies.  Present 
emergency  facilities  are  inadequate  for  these  pur- 
poses. 

4.  Rapid  increase  in  percentage  of  old  people  in  our 
population.  This  emphasizes  the  need  for  chronic 
disease,  convalescent  and  rehabilitative  facilities. 

5.  In  pediatrics,  greater  emphasis  in  child  psychiatry, 
pediatric  surgery  and  the  care  of  adolescents. 

6.  Rapid  increase  in  number  of  subscribers  to  prepaid 
health  insurance  plans.  This  national  trend  is  re- 
sponsible for  a  continuous  reduction  in  the  number 
of  medically  indigent  patients  who  apply  to  clinics 
for  care.  The  patient  who  can  pay  his  own  way 
through  insurance  expects,  and  should  receive,  his 
medical  care  in  an  environment  more  spacious  and 
attractive  than  our  present  clinics  provide.  We  must 
plan  the  physical  and  organizational  arrangements 
to  assure  the  continuance  of  an  adequate  number  of 
patients  for  educational  purposes. 

7.  Shortage  of  nurses  and  anticipated  increase  in  num- 
ber of  young  women  seeking  a  nursing  education  as 
a  result  of  the  increase  in  birth  rate  in  the  late  1930's 
and  early  1940's.  If  the  same  percentage  of  high 
school  graduates  enters  nursing  as  in  the  past  and 
if  we  are  to  take  advantage  of  population  trends  to 
augment  our  own  nursing  staff,  additional  educa- 
tional facilities  will  be  required  in  the  next  two  to 
five  years. 

Lack  of  sufficient  parking  space,  inadequate 
vertical  transportation,  decentralized  and,  as 
a  consequence,  expensive  cafeteria  services  are 
some  of  the  additional  problems  requiring 
capital  funds  for  solution.

Economics  also  play  a  role  in  determining 
our  future  physical  needs.  The  per  diem  cost 
of  United  Hospital  Fund  hospital  members 
has  risen  8.4  per  cent  per  year  on  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years  (for  The  New  York 
Hospital  the  figure  is  7-9  per  cent).  With  the 
continuing  increase  in  salary  ranges  in  indus- 
try and  commerce  and  with  the  development 
of  new  and  expensive  medical  techniques, 
hospital  costs  will  continue  to  rise  out  of 
proportion  to  those  of  other  services.  It, 
therefore,  behooves  us  to  provide  every  pos- 
sible facility  which  will  save  time  and  labor 
in  an  effort  to  stem  rising  costs.  Some  of  the 
proposals  described  below  fall  into  this 
category. 

The  physical  requirements  of  the  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic,  Westchester 
Division,  and  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  have  been  excluded  from  this  dis- 
cussion. With  respect  to  the  latter,  there  is 
immediate  need  for  expansion  of  research 
facilities,  not  only  in  the  pre-clinical  sciences 
but  also  in  the  clinical  departments  in  which 
The  New  York  Hospital  has  a  joint  interest. 

These  proposals  are  in  various  stages  of 
study  and  cannot  all  be  considered  final 
recommendations.  They  represent  an  effort 
to  plan  for  the  future  through  the  develop- 
ment of  a  long  range  program.  Much  of  this 
has  been  prepared  in  cooperation  with  the 
Director  of  the  Center,  Dean  of  the  Medical 
College,  chiefs  of  clinical  services,  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Nursing  and  administration. 
The  management  consultants,  Cresap, 
McCormick  &  Paget,  were  first  to  suggest 
some  of  the  items.  Estimates  of  cost  are 
approximate.  Only  the  more  urgent  physical 
needs  of  the  Main  Hospital  are  included  in 
the  list  which  follows. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 
I.     KL  Court  Building Cost  $1,900,000 

Overcrowding  of  the  Main  Hospital  and  conse- 
quent need  for  expansion  were  recognized  in  1946 
when  plans  were  prepared  for  a  building  which 


would  fill  the  courtyard  between  K  and  L  Build- 
ings. The  basement  level  was  to  provide  improved 
and  consolidated  admitting  offices,  modernized 
and  expanded  emergency  facilities,  more  adequate 
out-patient  department  arrangements,  and  space 
for  diagnostic  X-ray  for  ambulatory  patients.  A 
re-study  of  our  needs  in  1956  suggested  a  solution 
essentially  the  same  as  that  recommended  in  1946, 
but  in  addition  the  need  for  still  further  expan- 
sion became  evident.  The  main  floor  of  the  pro- 
posed building  would  be  left  unfinished  initially 
and  would  provide  opportunity  for  expansion  of 
ambulatory  services  as  further  study  dictated, 
possibly  expansion  of  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic 
Service. 

II.     Basement  and  Sub-basement  of 

"0"  Building Cost  $1,260,000 

The  only  other  remaining  available  land  which 
lends  itself  readily  to  new  building  lies  between 
the  P  Building  (Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic) 
and  the  N  Building  (Children's  Unit).  This  area 
could  accommodate  an  8-story  building.  The 
present  proposal  is  for  constructing  only  the  sub- 
basement  and  basement  levels.  This  would  permit 
the  building  of  a  centralized  cafeteria  at  the  sub- 
basement  level  and  would  release  for  other  pur- 
poses areas  currently  used  for  the  Garden  and  the 
Medical  College  cafeterias.  Operating  savings 
would  probably  exceed  $50,000  a  year. 

At  the  basement  level  urgently  needed  employee 
locker  rooms  and  lounges  could  be  accommodated 
together  with  more  functional  and  expanded  office 
space  for  the  Personnel  Department. 

Foundations  would  be  constructed  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  permit  the  building  of  eight  addi- 
tional floors  for  conference  rooms,  attending  staff 
lounge,  rehabilitation  facilities,  laboratories, 
doctors'  offices  and  other  facilities.  Appropriate 
arrangements  to  replace  the  present  garden  for 
psychiatric  patients  should  be  provided  at  street 
level  overlooking  the  East  River  Drive  and  in  the 
present  courtyard  between  the  wings  of  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic. 

III.     Expansion  of  Garage Cost  $600,000 

With  heavier  traffic  in  the  City,  increasing  activity 
within  the  Center  and  growing  emphasis  on  the 
care  of  the  ambulatory  patient,  parking  space  near 
the  Hospital  for  patients,  staff  and  visitors  has 
become  an  acute  problem.  It  is  particularly  im- 
portant to  provide  parking  for  those  members  of 
the  medical  staff  who  participate  actively  in  the 
Center's  program.  To  this  end  it  is  proposed  to 
add  two  floors  and  a  car  elevator  to  the  garage. 


This  would  accommodate  approximately  128  addi- 
tional cars.  Net  annual  income  from  the  garage 
would  be  augmented. 

IV.     Consultation  Rooms Cost  $100,000 

There  are  no  consultation  rooms  where  physicians 
may  discuss  the  progress  of  the  illness  of  patients 
with  their  families.  It  is  suggested  that  such  a 
facility  could  be  built  in  the  westerly  court  off 
the  main  68th  Street  lobby,  opposite  the  chapel. 

V.  Rehabilitation  and  Expansion  of 
Obstetrical  and  Gynecological 
0.  P.  D Cost  $350,000 

This  area  in  the  sub-basement  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  is  overcrowded,  gets  little  daylight  and 
is  inadequately  ventilated  in  the  summer  months. 
It  should  be  expanded  into  the  adjacent  court  and 
remodeled  to  provide  more  spacious  and  attrac- 
tive surroundings  with  adequate  air  conditioning. 

MODERNIZATION  AND  REMODELING 
I.     Elevators Cost  $1,300,000 

The  Hospital  was  built  with  27  passenger  eleva- 
tors, in  most  instances  either  singly  or  in  pairs. 
With  the  intensified  activity  of  recent  years,  verti- 
cal transportation  has  become  inadequate. 

As  a  result  of  studies  made  by  the  Westinghouse 
Elevator  Division  and  our  architects,  Rogers  and 
Butler,  it  is  recommended  that  two  additional 
cars  be  installed  opposite  the  present  private 
patient  elevators.  Westinghouse  estimates  that 
this  would  increase  elevator  service  by  120%  at  this 
location  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $500,000.  In 
addition,  24  new  cabs  with  fully  automatic  con- 
trols should  be  installed  at  a  cost  of  $15,000  to 
$40,000  per  car,  depending  on  height  of  rise.  This 
would  provide  substantial  operating  savings,  ap- 
proximately $12,000  annually  at  current  wage 
ranges  for  each  car  required  to  provide  24-hour, 
manually  operated  service. 

II.     Nursing  Education  Facilities 

Cost  $100,000  to  $375,000 

To  overcome  our  shortage  of  nurses  by  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  anticipated  increase  in  student 
nurses  and  to  discharge  our  obligation  to  the 
community  in  nursing  education,  we  must  either 
enlarge  our  present  collegiate  school  or  participate 
with  some  outside  educational  institution  in  the 
development  of  a  two  year  training  program.  In 
either  case  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  addi- 
tional class  and  conference  rooms.  This  can  be 
accomplished  most  economically  by  remodeling 


areas  within  the  Nurses'  Residence.  Alternate 
plans  costing  approximately  $100,000  and  $375,000 
respectively,  are  under  study. 

III.  Move  and  Expand  Central  Sterile 

Supply Cost  $100,000 

At  present,  Central  Sterile  Supply  has  cramped 
quarters  on  the  10th  Floor  adjacent  to  the  main 
operating  room  suite.  It  is  essential  that  this  de- 
partment expand  its  operations  for  the  sake  of 
operating  economy  and  convenience.  Further- 
more, its  present  site  is  a  convenient  one  for  a 
post-operative  recovery  unit  since  it  is  on  the 
floor  where  most  operations  are  performed.  The 
area  abandoned  by  the  Garden  Cafeteria  and  re- 
lated facilities  with  the  completion  of  the  "O" 
Building  would  be  appropriate  for  an  enlarged 
and  modernized  Central  Sterile  Supply. 

IV.  Move  and  Modernise  Recovery  Unit   Cost  $100,000 

At  present  the  post-operative  recovery  unit  is  on 
the  11th  Floor  so  that  it  is  necessary  for  patients 
operated  on  the  10th  Floor  to  be  moved  by  elevator 
up  one  floor  to  the  recovery  unit.  It  should  be 
re-assigned  to  the  area  to  be  vacated  by  Central 
Sterile  Supply  on  the  10th  Floor  and  provided  with 
modern  equipment.  This,  in  turn,  would  permit 
the  recapture  of  sixteen  surgical  semi-private  beds 
which  were  lost  with  the  establishment  of  the 
recovery  unit  in  1950. 

V.     Rehabilitate  and  Improve 

In-Patient  X-ray Cost  $80,000 

With  the  construction  of  X-ray  facilities  for  am- 
bulatory patients  in  the  proposed  KL  Building, 
Floors  L-5,  6,  and  7  should  be  re-designed  and  re- 
habilitated to  permit  better  service  to  in-patients. 

VI.     Modernize  Private  Patients' 

Kitchen Cost  $265,000 

This  kitchen  on  the  14th  Floor  is  now  25  years  old 
and  much  of  the  equipment  has  worn  out.  Com- 
plete renovation  and  re-equipping  are  needed. 

The  cost  of  this  program  is  estimated  at 
over  $6,000,000.  Since  several  steps  are  con- 
tingent on  the  building  of  additional  space 
and  since  funds  are  not  available  for  imme- 
diate completion  of  the  program,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  our  attention  be  directed  first  to 
the  most  pressing  need,  the  KL  Building,  and 
that  efforts  be  made  to  secure  gifts  for  its 
early  construction.  Floor  plans  have  the 
vigorous   endorsement   of  all   those   in   the 
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Center  concerned  with  the  facilities  to  be 
provided  in  this  building. 

Without  meaning  to  belabor  the  question 
of  further  capital  expenditures,  I  would  be 
derelict  were  I  not  at  least  to  list  some  of 
those  additional  items  which  will  be  needed 
in  coming  years  and  which  will  require  the 
appropriation  of  substantial  sums. 

Additional  housing  for  resident  and  nursing  staffs. 

Doctors'  radio  call  system. 

Extension  of  air  conditioning. 

Replacement  and  enlargement  of  power  plant  or  dis- 
mantling and  tying  in  with  Consolidated  Edison 
Company. 

Electronic  computing  equipment. 

Extension  of  intercommunicating  nurses'  call  system. 

Replacement  of  beds  with  mechanical  Hi-Lo  beds. 

General  refurnishing. 

The  list  is  not  exhaustive,  but  it  indicates 
the  nature  of  anticipated  future  needs.  Some 
of  these  items  can  probably  be  absorbed  in 
future  capital  budgets,  the  sizes  of  which 
will  be  limited  to  the  amounts  provided  for 
certain  non-cash  items  in  the  operating  budget. 

SUMMARY 

The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  progress 
in  the  advancement  of  all  programs  to  which 
we  are  committed.  Since  services  and  finan- 
cial operations  best  lend  themselves  to  statis- 
tical presentation,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
the  new  highs  recorded  in  the  former  and  the 
further  improvement  in  the  latter  should 
stand  out  in  a  review  of  the  year's  achieve- 
ments. Of  greater  significance  to  the  com- 
munity, however,  has  been  the  continuing 
opportunity  for  many  hundreds  of  young 
people  to  benefit  from  our  educational  pro- 
grams in  medicine,  nursing  and  paramedical 
professions  and  the  substantial  advances  in 
medical  knowledge  achieved  in  our  research 
laboratories.

Hinsey,  Director  of  the  Center,  for  his 
consistently  sympathetic  attitude  and  unfail- 
ing support  in  all  matters  concerned  with  the 
best  interest  of  the  Hospital;  Dr.  E.  Hugh 
Luckey,  Dean  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College,  for  his  sympathetic  understanding 
of  the  Hospital's  problems;  Mr.  Laurence  G. 
Payson  for  his  warm  cooperation;  the  Medi- 
cal Board,  the  entire  attending  and  house 
staffs  and  all  nursing  and  administrative  per- 
sonnel at  all  levels  of  responsibility,  who 
have  been  patient  under  the  tensions  of  a 
heavy  work  load  and  its  accompanying  frus- 
trations, have  been  selfless  in  their  dedication 
to  the  institution's  best  interests  and  have 
consistently  maintained  a  warm,  courteous, 
sympathetic  kindliness  towards  our  patients. 

The  coming  year  will  see  the  retirement  of 
Dr.  David  P.  Barr,  Physician-in-Chief  of  The 
New  York  Hospital  and  Professor  of  Medi- 
cine in  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 
For  sixteen  years,  nine  of  them  as  President 
of  the  Medical  Board,  he  has  served  the  Hos- 
pital with  rare  distinction.  His  international 
reputation  has  added  much  to  the  renown  in 
which  our  Center  is  held.  His  students  and 
associates  in  research  will  miss  him  sorely. 
As  the  motivating  force  in  the  initiation  of 
new  programs  in  education  and  provision  of 
health  services  he  has  made  some  of  his 
greatest  contributions.  His  wisdom  and 
breadth  of  vision  have  added  much  to  the 
strength  of  our  institution.  We  wish  him 
God  speed.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

This  report  of  Nursing  Service  for  the  year 
1956  is  based  upon  detailed  statements  sub- 
mitted by  the  nursing  department  heads  and 
the  administrative  assistants  for  nursing 
service. 

Our  need  for  more  professional  nurses 
grows  more  urgent  due  to  the  higher  patient 
census,  increased  number  of  radical  surgical 
operations,  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
past  middle  age  and  the  number  of  patients 
more  acutely  ill.  This  need  is  a  reflection  of 
the  national  need  which  arises  from  growth 
in  population,  increased  longevity,  improve- 
ment in  standards  of  care  of  the  sick,  new 
scientific  and  technical  advances  and  expand- 
ing institution  requirements. 

The  outstanding  problem  has  again  been 
that  of  providing  adequate  numbers  of  quali- 
fied professional  nurses  to  insure  good,  safe 
care  to  the  patients.  The  program  for  the 
recruitment  of  professional  nurses  requires 
more  effort,  both  in  time  and  publicity,  as 
applicants  evidence  more  selectivity  regard- 
ing hours  of  work,  free  week-ends,  salary  and 
numerous  fringe  benefits — particularly  subsi- 
dized housing  in  the  form  of  furnished 
apartments.  Although  we  have  a  lovely  resi- 
dence, facilities  are  urgently  needed  for  more 
normal,  home-like  living.  The  applicants  are 
frankly  shopping  in  a  highly  competitive 
market  necessitating  competitive  practices. 

Due  to  a  reduced  professional  staff,  the 
individual  nurses  have  been  required  to  spend 
increasingly  more  time  on  evening  and  night 
duty.     This  is  one  of  the  major  causes  of 


unhappiness  and  frustration  among  the 
younger  nurses  and  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
basic  reasons  for  resigning.  Our  turnover  rate 
among  professional  nurses  increased  from  55 
per  cent  in  1955  to  62.4  per  cent  in  1956. 
Other  reasons  for  resigning  are  much  the  same 
as  formerly:  homesickness,  family  respon- 
sibility, pregnancy,  travel,  further  education, 
marriage. 

To  increase  the  effectiveness  of  our  pro- 
fessional nurse  staff  we  continue  to  experi- 
ment with  staffing  patterns  involving  the 
increasing  use  of  part-time  and  per  diem 
nurses,  practical  nurses  and  clerical  and  aux- 
iliary workers.  A  good  deal  of  time  and 
effort  is  spent  in  adjusting  time-plans  to  fit 
part-time  and  restricted  schedules,  and  in 
orientation  and  individual  instruction.  It 
was  evident  that  close  supervision  is  more 
essential  with  increasing  numbers  of  non- 
professional and  part-time  appointees.  It  was 
also  evident  that  the  average  graduate  nurse 
needs  a  good  deal  of  assistance  in  learning  to 
delegate  activities  wisely  to  these  groups. 
Although  a  nurse  qualifies  legally  for  New 
York  State  registration,  this  fact  does  not 
assure  us  of  a  nurse  ready  for  the  demands 
created  by  medical  practice  and  research  in 
this  medical  center.  Consequently,  much 
more  assistance  and  supervision  is  necessary 
to  enable  these  staff  members  to  carry  the 
heavy  responsibilities  of  a  busy,  complex 
pavilion  assignment. 

We  continue  to  expand  our  in-service  edu- 
cation and  on-the-job  training  programs  hop- 
ing to  increase  job  satisfaction  and  provide 
the  tools  necessary  to  do  an  effective  job.  In 
addition  to  the  general  orientation  program 
for  new  staff  members,  opportunities  for  the 
graduate  nurse  to  strengthen  her  professional 
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knowledge  and  skills  are  arranged  for  in  the 
various  clinical  services  through  attendance 
at  medical  rounds,  health  team  conferences 
and  the  departmental  in-service  program.  We 
are  also  endeavoring  to  improve  the  skills  of 
graduate  nurses  in  evaluating  the  performance 
of  the  employed  non-professional  worker  and 
setting  up  on-the-job  training  programs  tai- 
lored for  each  participating  clinical  depart- 
ment. 

In  some  areas,  departmental  in-service 
programs  are  underway  for  the  combined 
medical  and  nursing  staffs  to  prepare  them 
not  only  to  meet  emergency  situations  more 
efficiently  but  to  understand  the  impact  of 
the  medical  regimen  on  nursing  service. 
Although  members  of  the  medical  staff  have 
cooperated  in  attempts  to  reduce  the  numbers 
of  patients  on  observations,  daily  weights, 
intake  and  output  recordings  and  to  discon- 
tinue medications  and  treatments  when  no 
longer  needed,  the  type  of  patients  cared  for 
and  the  kinds  of  new  and  research  drugs  being 
used  continue  to  require  these  activities  in 
large  numbers. 

Other  efforts  have  been  directed  with  vary- 
ing degrees  of  success  toward  achieving  a 
better  understanding  between  the  medical 
and  nursing  staff  of  the  importance  of  elim- 
inating unnecessary  orders,  toward  the  pro- 
motion of  efficiency  and  speed  in  carrying  out 
the  necessary  procedures  and,  when  possible, 
in  securing  equipment  which  will  reduce  the 
time  required  to  perform  the  activities.  Some 
of  the  nurses  also  are  thinking  about  greater 
productivity  through  conservation  of  energy 
and  more  efficient  storage  and  placement  of 
equipment.  In  these  situations,  the  respon- 
sibility for  quality  care  falls  to  the  supervisor 
and  the  able  head  nurse  who  can  teach,  direct 
and  follow  through  administratively  in  order 


to  maintain  good  and  safe  standards  of  pa- 
tient care.  The  supervisor  out  of  her  greater 
experience  develops  the  younger  staff  member 
by  observing  the  problems,  and  guiding  and 
planning  to  make  most  effective  use  of  avail- 
able skills. 

The  programs  of  this  Center  give  continual 
evidence  that  many  of  our  difficulties  in  main- 
taining a  qualified  nursing  staff  go  back  to 
the  fact  that  the  educational  system  in  nurs- 
ing through  the  country  has  not  kept  pace 
with  the  changes  taking  place  in  the  work 
of  the  nurse.  Taking  part  in  the  preparation 
of  nurses  is,  therefore,  a  very  encouraging 
aspect  of  our  work.  Because  of  the  quality 
of  the  students  and  the  type  of  preparation 
they  are  receiving,  these  young  women  even 
as  students  add  significantly  to  the  quality 
of  care  we  are  able  to  offer  to  our  patients 
in  this  Center  from  day  to  day.  We  were 
fortunate  to  be  able  to  appoint  31  graduates 
of  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  Class  of  1956  to  the  staff 
in  the  fail. 

We  are  especially  indebted  to  the  nurses 
whose  devotion  and  keen  sense  of  responsi- 
bility enabled  us  to  maintain  an  adequate 
standard  of  care.  To  provide  satisfying 
patient  care,  the  Nursing  Service  depends 
upon  the  assistance,  understanding  and  co- 
operation of  the  many  professional,  service 
and  administrative  departments  of  the  Medi- 
cal Center.  We  take  this  opportunity  to 
record  our  appreciation.  We  are  indebted 
particularly  to  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt  and  his 
assistants,  to  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  to  Mr. 
Laurence  G.  Payson,  and  to  the  members  of 
the  Medical  Board  for  continued  support  and 
understanding.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Governors  of 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the 
44th  Annual  Report  of  the  Social  Service 
Committee. 

In  1956  three  new  members  were  elected 
to  the  Committee,  Mrs.  Tuckerman  Draper, 
Mrs.  Lawrence  Lowman  and  Mrs.  Carl 
Muschenheim,  bringing  the  membership  up 
to  90.  By  action  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, its  size  has  been  increased  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  rotating  member  to  each  sub- 
committee to  serve  with  its  chairman.  The 
decision  was  also  made  to  have  only  one  sub- 
committee report  at  each  regular  meeting, 
thereby  allowing  more  time  for  an  interest- 
ing description  and  discussion  of  the  work 
of  each  committee. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  has  there  been 
a  complete  casework  staff  in  the  department 
and  there  continues  to  be  an  acute  shortage 
of  qualified  workers.  The  authorized  staff 
complement  consists  of  the  director,  two 
casework  supervisors,  eighteen  caseworkers 
and  one  case  aide,  a  small  staff  for  a  hospital 
of  this  size.  The  number  of  patients  served 
in  1956  was  6,683,  or  slightly  less  than  the 
previous  year,  but  the  number  of  interviews 
increased  markedly  to  a  total  of  53,615,  or 
an  average  of  3,000  interviews  per  case- 
worker. It  is  through  interviews  with 
patients,  members  of  their  families,  doctors, 
workers  in  outside  social  agencies,  employers, 
teachers  and  others,  that  casework  is  done. 
Eighty  per  cent  of  the  patients  were  referred 
for  service  by  the  medical  staff,  15%  referred 
themselves  and  5%  came  from  other  sources. 


While  the  majority  are  clinic  and  pavilion 
patients,  there  is  a  fast  growing  number  of 
referrals  from  the  semi-private  and  private 
services.  For  the  first  time  since  the  reor- 
ganization of  the  department  in  1938,  there 
were  more  referrals  from  the  in-patient  than 
the  out-patient  service.  We  believe  this  may 
be  largely  the  result  of  the  pavilion  confer- 
ences held  weekly  with  the  house  officers  and 
nursing  staff,  where  the  needs  of  patients  may 
be  looked  at  together.  Whether  the  patients 
referred  are  ready  and  able  to  use  the  help  of 
the  social  worker  depends  on  their  own  desire 
to  do  something  about  their  problems,  and 
the  skill  of  the  worker  in  helping  to  draw 
out  their  difficulties  and  stimulate  their 
volition. 

The  hospital  established  treatment  centers 
for  children  with  cleft  palate,  and  hearing 
and  speech  disabilities,  and  these  were  ap- 
proved by  the  Department  of  Health  for  state 
aid,  which  is  appropriated  for  handicapped 
children.  In  both,  a  full  program  of  care  is 
provided  by  a  group  of  specialists,  and  the 
social  worker  is  an  important  member  of 
the  team  working  with  these  children.  The 
adjustment  of  a  child  to  school  and  to  his 
playmates,  the  evaluation  of  the  home  envi- 
ronment, and  the  acceptance  of  the  disability 
or  disfigurement  by  the  family  are  areas  in 
which  the  social  worker  has  much  to  con- 
tribute. 

Mrs.  William  R.  Duryea  was  appointed 
the  new  member  to  serve  with  Mrs.  Lowell 
Thomas,  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Gift 
Shop  Committee.  The  shop  has  always 
found  that  the  employees  of  the  Center  were 
its  most  dependable  customers  and  75%  of 
the  sales  during  the  year  represents  these 
daily  purchases.    A  new  office  for  our  mana- 
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ger,  Mrs.  Dineen,  and  a  new  show  window 
were  added  to  the  shop.  This  not  only  im- 
proves the  appearance  of  the  shop,  but  makes 
for  convience  and  efficiency  to  have  all  the 
records  in  one  place. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Russell  L. 
Cecil,  aided  by  Mrs.  Bronson  S.  Ray,  the 
Thrift  Shop  Committee  made  a  profit  of 
$6,638.35  during  1956  at  Everybody's  Thrift 
Shop.  In  the  coming  year  a  strong  drive  will 
be  made  to  increase  the  amount  of  merchan- 
dise donated  through  broadening  the  list  of 
donors.  This  will  be  necessary  if  the  level  of 
income  is  to  continue  because  the  shop  is  to 
move  early  in  the  coming  year  and  overhead 
expenses  will  be  higher. 

Mrs.  Edwina  Christy  became  the  Librarian 
in  the  Patients'  Library.  All  pavilions  and 
semi-private  floors  in  the  Main  Hospital  and 
Woman's  Clinic  are  visited  twice  a  week  by 
volunteers  with  the  library  carts  and,  in 
addition,  books  are  taken  to  individual  pa- 
tients any  morning  on  receipt  of  a  telephone 
call  from  the  pavilion.  One  thousand  four 
hundred  eighty-one  books  were  donated  dur- 
ing the  year  and  a  number  of  cash  contribu- 
tions received,  notably  generous  gifts  from 
two  volunteer  workers,  Mrs.  Norvin  Greene 
and  Mrs.  E.  D.  Kaye.  The  annual  book 
budget  was  augmented  by  a  sale  for  hospital 
staff  of  surplus  books,  which  realized  $67.00. 
Mrs.  Marshall  Hill  Runk  is  the  chairman  of 
the  Library  Committee  and  Mrs.  Hiram 
Dewing  was  appointed  to  serve  with  her  on 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Mrs.  John  Mason  Brown  was  again  the 
Group  Leader  in  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
Campaign  with  Mrs.  Walter  G.  Dunnington 
as  Co-Leader.  Our  team  made  an  excellent 
showing,  with  a  total  of  $149,650.96  raised 
from  494  contributors.  Mrs.  A.  Conger 
Goodyear,  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill,  Mrs. 
Charles  S.  Payson  and  Mrs.  John  T.  Pratt,  Jr. 


were  listed  on  the  Honor  Roll  for  excellent 
work  in  the  campaign,  and  Mrs.  Brown  and 
Mrs.  Bliss  Parkinson  were  given  Honorable 
Mention. 

Miss  Soule,  with  four  other  social  workers, 
was  asked  by  Atlantique,  a  French-American 
organization  concerned  with  the  exchange  of 
social  workers  and  nurses,  to  make  a  brief 
study  of  social  work  in  France.  This  was 
done  during  her  vacation  period,  and  fol- 
lowed her  attendance  at  the  International 
Conference  of  Social  Work  in  Munich. 

Many  foreign  visitors  have  come  to  the 
department  during  the  year.  In  addition  to 
a  full-time  social  work  student  from  the 
Netherlands,  there  were  students  from  South 
Africa,  India,  Iran  and  the  United  Kingdom 
for  periods  up  to  two  weeks.  At  the  request 
of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health  Education 
and  Welfare,  two  physicians,  one  from  Italy 
and  the  other  from  the  Netherlands,  were 
here  to  study  how  the  social  care  of  patients 
is  integrated  with  medical  treatment. 

The  designated  funds  available  to  the 
department,  Arthritis,  Cancer,  Havens,  Dan- 
ziger,  and  the  Mrs.  Payne  Whitney  Milk 
Fund,  continue  to  be  of  great  assistance,  as 
there  are  many  instances  in  which  financial 
help  must  be  given  to  help  carry  out  medical 
recommendations.  A  Special  Purposes  Fund 
was  established  this  year,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  Committee  treasurer,  Mrs.  Robert 
Winthrop,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  grow 
to  be  a  permanent  way  of  insuring  money  for 
unusual  needs. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Medical  Staff 
and  the  Administration  for  their  understand- 
ing of  our  problems  and  support  of  our 
activities.

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Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not  extend 
beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years.  The  Gov- 
ernors may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as  they  may 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Society. 
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A      SUMMARY      OF      HISTORY      AND       OBJECTIVES

^he  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  4,165,855  patients 
during  its  186-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted  by 
King  George  III  of  England.    It  was  this  city's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  the  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore 
share  in  the  service  and  progress  achieved. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East  River. 
This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members  of  the 
Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coordinated  by 
a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision  of  the 
Director  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 


Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital.  Since 
April  5,  1949  the  services  in  orthopedics  and  rheumatic  diseases  have  been  per- 
formed through  the  Society's  affiliate,  The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1958  in  pro- 
viding patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $18,008,899;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation  of  building  fixtures  and  equipment.  Despite 
the  practice  of  every  economy  consistent  with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must 
depend  on  income  from  endowment  and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater 
New  York  Fund  and  on  membership  and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet 
annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that  more  than  77-5  per  cent  of  its  patients  do 
not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  antibiotic  drugs  and  chemotherapeutic  agents,  and  psycho- 
somatic medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well- 
rounded  hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.    Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it.

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Report  of  the  President 


RECORD  OF  SERVICE 

1957  was  the  186th  year  in  which  The 
New  York  Hospital  cared  for  physically  or 
mentally  ill  persons  who  turned  to  us  for  aid. 
During  this  year  31,561  patients  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  Hospital  for  462,388  patient 
days.  Separate  and  apart  from  these  in- 
patients, ambulatory  patients  made  216,734 
visits  to  our  many  out-patient  clinics.  These 
figures  include  psychiatric  patients  taken  care 
of  in  The  New  York  Hospital-Westchester 
Division  at  White  Plains.  This  record  of 
service  has  been  possible  only  because  of  the 
devotion  of  our  professional  staff  and  of  the 
friends  of  the  Society  who  so  generously  gave 
of  their  time  and  money  to  support  the  pur- 
poses we  serve,  and  have  served,  during  our 
long  and  useful  history  as  a  voluntary  general 
hospital  in  New  York.  For  many  years  we 
were  the  only  such  voluntary  hospital  in  this 
city. 

FINANCIAL  RECORD 

The  1957  operating  expenses  of  the  Society, 
including  depreciation  on  fixtures  and  equip- 
ment, were  $17,379,617.37,  against  which  the 
Society's  income  from  all  sources  was 
$16,929,507.49.  This  left  a  net  deficit  of 
$450,109.88  as  compared  with  $39,162.45  for 
1956  and  $341,108.32  for  1955-  The  larger 
deficit  in  1957  over  1956  was  due  primarily  to 
the  necessity  of  increasing  salaries  among  the 
3,324  members  of  our  employed  staff,  in  order 
to  meet  the  competition  from  industry  in  a 
year  when  national  employment  was  at  its 
fullest.  Over  and  above  salary  increases, 
which  totalled  $600,000  in  the  main  hospital 
alone,  our  operating  costs  mounted  (1)  be- 
cause of  the  upward  spiral  of  prices  in  nearly 
all  our  supply  items  and  (2)  because  of  larger 
unreimbursed  costs  of  care  for  both  in-patients 


and  out-patients,  who  needed  our  assistance. 
The  details  of  our  operating  figures  are  shown 
in  the  statement  of  operating  results  on  pages 
57  to  62  of  this  report. 

Contributions  came  to  us  from  12,543 
donors  in  1957,  compared  with  11,781  donors 
in  1956.  The  total  in  1957  amounted  to 
$1,853,423.68  as  compared  to  $1,607,258.85 
in  1956,  of  which  parts  in  each  case  were  for 
designated  special  purposes,  the  balance  being 
available  for  general  purposes.  They  came 
from  members  and  other  friends  of  the 
Society,  from  the  Greater  New  York  Fund, 
from  the  United  Hospital  Fund  of  New  York 
and  from  foundations.  Not  included  in  these 
figures  are  bequests  and  legacies  which  have 
been  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
Hospital  or  have  assisted  the  Hospital  in  per- 
forming necessary  special  services. 

Among  the  larger  bequests  which  were  re- 
ceived during  1957  were  those  of  Mrs.  Leland 
Eggleston  Cofer,  the  Cottenet  Trusts,  Mr. 
Garfield  Arthur  Nathan,  Dr.  E.  Cooper 
Person  and  Mrs.  Frances  E.  Throop,  for  spe- 
cified purposes;  and  from  Mrs.  Frances 
Stockwell  Adams,  Miss  Sarah  Sherwood 
Evans,  Miss  Alice  Temple  Parkin,  Mrs. 
Mathilde  S.  Sterne  and  Mrs.  Clara  S.  E.  Voss, 
for  unrestricted  support.  Through  Mrs. 
Gofer's  bequest,  the  Cofer  Foundation  was 
established  to  benefit  those  who  suffer  from 
cancer  and  allied  diseases  and  who  have  no 
adequate  means  or  proper  environment  for 
their  treatment  and  comfort. 

The  Society,  and  particularly  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  Foun- 
dation, Inc.  (which  was  incorporated  in  1956 
to  receive  gifts  which  donors  wished  to  make 
to  the  interests  of  both  the  Hospital  and  the 
Medical  College,  rather  than  to  either  the 
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one  or  the  other),  received  most  generous 
bequests  from  Anne  Parrish  Titzell.  Mrs. 
Titzell  had  long  been  interested  in  the  neuro- 
logic and  psychiatric  programs  of  the  Society, 
and  at  her  death  showed  us  such  marked  sup- 
port that  her  generosity  will  permeate 
through  many  important  facets  of  our  work 
for  many  years  to  come. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

The  financial  problems  in  running  a  first 
class  hospital  with  teaching  facilities  for 
medical  students,  interns,  residents,  and 
nurses  under  present  conditions,  tax  the  ener- 
gies and  imagination  of  all  involved.  An 
article  entitled  "A  Changing  Pattern  of  Our 
Nation's  Health"  in  a  February  issue  of 
one  of  the  current  magazines,  exemplifies 
rather  spectacularly  the  problems  created  by 
the  new  developments  in  research  respecting 
the  nature  and  care  of  bodily  ills.  We  are 
faced  not  only  with  increasing  costs  of  opera- 
tion, but  of  vast  new  outlays  and  new  kinds 
of  equipment  and  supplies  to  keep  abreast  of 
dynamically  changing  methods  of  care.  Dur- 
ing the  last  years,  for  instance,  it  has  been 
possible  to  take  care  of  our  replacements  and 
new  equipment  requirements  with  an  amount 
approximately  equal  to  our  depreciation 
charges  therefor.  It  is  apparent  that  starting 
with  1958  and  in  the  future  the  demands  for 
necessary  new  equipment  due  to  advanced 
methods  of  care  will  require  amounts  sub- 
stantially in  excess  of  such  figure. 

These  problems  can  only  be  met  in  two 
ways :  1)  So  far  as  efficient  care  is  concerned, 
by  everlasting  dedication  on  the  part  of  the 
staff,  employees,  doctors,  and  nurses  in  the 
Hospital,  of  which  we  have  had  our  full 
share  and  for  which  I  should  like  to  express 
my  greatest  appreciation;  and  2)  so  far  as  our 
financial  needs  are  concerned,  by  the  continu- 
ing and  increasing  generosity  of  the  Hospital's 
friends.  I  know  of  no  money  as  urgently 
needed  as  that  for  the  work  which  The  New 
York  Hospital  is  doing  and  must  do  in  the 


future,  and  I  take  this  occasion  to  thank  all 
the  donors  to  the  Hospital  and  to  urge  a 
continuing  interest  and  activity  to  the  great- 
est extent  possible. 

When  The  New  York  Hospital  in  1932 
moved  into  its  '  'new  building' '  at  68th  Street, 
I  am  sure  that  everyone  concerned  felt  that 
the  buildings  would  be  adequate  beyond  any- 
one's lifetime.  As  reported  in  last  year's 
Annual  Report  by  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Hospital,  there  has  developed  an 
urgent  need  for  an  enlarged  and  modernized 
out-patient  department,  new  emergency  facil- 
ities, and  greatly  expanded  and  improved 
X-ray  equipment.  To  honor  one  of  our  out- 
standing doctors  who  has  served  the  Hospital 
for  forty  years  and  who  for  the  last  nine 
years  has  been  chairman  of  the  Out-Patient 
Committee  of  the  Medical  Board,  the  Gov- 
ernors have  determined  to  construct  a  new 
building  on  East  70th  Street,  between  our 
present  K  and  L  Buildings.  Construction  is 
scheduled  to  be  started  in  1958.  A  special 
brochure  on  the  plans  of  this  building  and 
the  financial  requirements  is  available  to 
those  who  would  like  to  join  in  the  con- 
struction and  endowment  costs. 

GOVERNORS  AND  COMMITTEES 

On  October  14,  1957  Mr.  Langdon  P. 
Marvin  died.  He  had  been  a  Governor  of  the 
Society  from  1933  to  1949,  and  an  Honorary 
Governor  from  1949  to  1957.  He  had  served 
as  Vice  President  and  as  President  of  the 
Society,  and  as  a  member,  at  one  time  or 
another,  of  most  of  our  Standing  Committees 
and  of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board.  His 
counsel  will  be  greatly  missed. 

A  new  honor  came  in  February  to  our  Vice 
President,  John  Hay  Whitney,  when  he  be- 
came United  States  Ambassador  to  the  Court 
of  St.  James's.  His  continuing  interest  in  the 
Society  caused  him  to  accept  a  leave  of 
absence,  rather  than  to  resign,  from  the  Board 
and  from  his  elected  office.  In  October,  Mr. 
Kenneth  H.  Hannan  and  Mr.  Stanley  de  J. 
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Osborne  were  elected  Governors.  In  July, 
Mr.  R.  Palmer  Baker  was  appointed  to  the 
Psychiatric  Committees  of  the  Board;  Mr. 
Albert  Carey  Wall  was  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery. 

MATTERS  OF  GENERAL  INTEREST 

The  new  psychiatric  out-patient  building 
at  our  Westchester  Division  in  White  Plains, 
which  was  given  by  Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller, 
Jr.,  received  its  first  patients  early  in  1957 
and  is  proving  its  value  to  the  community 
and  its  help  in  adding  to  our  ability  to  train 
doctors  who  specialize  in  mental  illness. 

Two  of  our  neighbors,  The  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  which  provides  our  ortho- 
pedic services  (other  than  fractures),  and  the 
Muscular  Dystrophy  Associations  of  America, 
announced  building  programs  on  East  71st- 
72nd  Streets.  Their  enlarged  research  activi- 
ties in  this  immediate  neighborhood  will 
mean  much  progress  in  the  field  of  medicine. 

To  provide  for  possible  expansion  of  The 
New  York  Hospital's  future  needs  in  New 
York,  the  Society  purchased  430-34  East  71st 
Street  and  1317  York  Avenue  to  round  out 
its  real  estate  holdings  in  this  area.  Cornell 
University  has  also  been  active  in  assembling 
property  in  the  69th-70th  Street  block.  In 
the  desire  to  see  that  our  neighbors  in  this 
medical  area  might  benefit  real-estate-wise, 
and  without  inconvenience  to  ourselves,  the 
Society  sold  433-35  East  68th  Street  to 
Memorial  Hospital.  To  aid  the  efforts  of  the 
Lenox  Hill  Neighborhood  Association  in 
finding  substitute  apartments  in  the  Yorkville 
section  of  New  York  City  for  tenants  evicted 
from  their  homes  where  old  buildings  were 
razed,  but  primarily  to  obtain  urgently  needed 
housing  for  our  own  personnel,  the  Society 
has  agreed  to  cooperate  both  financially  and 
administratively  with  that  Association  in  the 
construction  of  a  1,000  room  middle-income 
apartment  house.  This  is  expected  to  be 
located  on  York  Avenue  between  81st  and 


82nd  Streets,  and  is  to  be  built  under  the 
terms  of  New  York  State's  Mitchell-Lama 
Housing  Bill. 

We  had  the  privilege  of  welcoming  on 
July  1,  1957  Dr.  John  E.  Deitrick  as  Dean  of 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  who  suc- 
ceeded Dr.  E.  Hugh  Luckey.  Dr.  Luckey  was 
appointed  Physician-in-Chief  of  the  Hospital 
and  Professor  of  Medicine  in  the  College  to 
succeed  Dr.  David  P.  Barr  upon  his  retire- 
ment. 

During  1957  the  members  of  the  medical 
profession  who  have  the  privilege  of  admit- 
ting patients  to  The  New  York  Hospital 
increased  from  524  to  555- 

The  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  supported  financially  by 
The  New  York  Hospital  and  with  teaching 
in  charge  of  Cornell  University,  should  re- 
ceive particular  congratulations  as  the  result 
of  the  Report  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  State  Education  Department 
Board  of  Examiners  of  Nurses.  The  compari- 
son of  School  Standard  Score  Means  showed 
that  in  the  1956  licensing  examinations  for 
collegiate  schools  of  nursing  in  New  York, 
seventy-four  of  our  students  took  the  exami- 
nations and  that  our  students,  as  a  group, 
scored  first  in  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics, 
and  pediatrics,  and  second  in  psychiatry. 

The  activities  of  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee, under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  John 
T.  Pratt,  Jr.,  were  enlarged  under  the  newly 
approved  name  of  The  Women's  Auxiliary  of 
The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital.  To 
these  friends  and  to  all  of  the  500  men  and 
women  who,  as  volunteers,  help  so  much  in 
furthering  our  interests,  I  have  expressed,  and 
I  reiterate,  my  sincerest  appreciation. 

Two  of  the  interests  which  our  Women's 
Auxiliary  support — and  which  in  turn  are  of 
financial  benefit  to  the  Society — are  the  Hos- 
pital Gift  Shop  at  525  East  68th  Street  and 
the  Everybody's  Thrift  Shop  at  1139  Second 
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Avenue.  To  help  the  latter  obtain  material 
for  sale,  I  asked  in  October — and  now  again 
ask — that  those  who  have  clothing  and  bric- 
a-brac  to  give  away,  give  these  items  to  our 
Thrift  Shop.    Such  gifts  are  tax-deductible. 

To  further  the  interest  in  our  psychiatric 
work  in  White  Plains,  and  throughout  West- 
chester County,  the  "Friends  of  the  West- 
chester Division"  was  established  in  June. 
The  persons  who  generously  formed  this 
group  met  formally  on  October  28  at  our 
Hospital,  and  have  shown  their  willingness 
to  further  our  aims.  I  welcome  their  support 
as  thoroughly  as  does  Dr.  Wall,  the  Medical 
Director  of  our  Westchester  Division.  Like 
the  members  of  The  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital,  these  friends  will  mean  much  to 
our  well-being. 

An  affiliation  which  started  in  1949  on  a 
"non-proximate"  basis,  when  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  was  located  on  Second 
Avenue  and  Forty-Second  Street,  has  devel- 
oped into  closer  ties,  now  that  this  ninety- 
five  year  old  hospital  has  moved  to  its  present 
site  on  East  70th  Street  between  York  Avenue 
and  the  East  River.  Through  mutually  de- 
vised programs,  our  orthopedic  work  (other 
than  fractures)  and  our  program  in  arthritis 
are  carried  on  within  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery.  Although  our  two  hospitals  are 
autonomous,  our  relationships  and  interests 
are  becoming  more  interwoven.  Mr.  Samuel 
S.  Duryee,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  addressed 
our  Governors  in  October,  and  at  his  sugges- 
tion our  Board  appointed  two  members  to 
confer  with  a  like  number  of  members  of  his 
Board  to  study  and  enhance  our  mutual 
interests. 

Studies  also  developed  during  the  year 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Joseph  C. 
Hinsey,  Director  of  the  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center,  to  consider  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  new  and  larger  library  than  any 
one  of  the  institutions  in  this  medical  area  of 


New  York  now  has  at  its  disposal.  Such  a 
facility  might  well  be  of  interest  to  The  New 
York  Hospital,  to  the  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  to  Memorial  Center  for 
Cancer  and  Allied  Diseases,  to  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  and  to  the  Rockefeller 
Institute. 

Through  the  combined  efforts,  both  admin- 
istrative and  financial,  of  the  Society,  of 
Cornell  University  and  of  Memorial  Hospital, 
a  tunnel  under  York  Avenue  at  68th  Street 
has  been  constructed.  This  presently  con- 
nects the  Medical  College  buildings  with 
Phipps  Houses  (445  East  68th  Street).  The 
existing  tunnel  within  that  building  will  be 
extended  under  and  across  East  68th  Street  so 
that,  with  previously  built  tunnels,  it  will 
one  day  be  possible  to  pass  underground  from 
our  northernmost  neighbor,  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery,  to  the  westernmost  building 
in  this  medical  area,  The  James  Ewing  Hos- 
pital on  First  Avenue  between  67th  and  68th 
Streets.  These  jointly  financed  tunnels  are  an 
example  of  the  cooperation  which  is  growing 
between  these  several  institutions  for  our 
common  good. 

The  opportunity  given  to  our  patients  to 
receive  visits  from  the  clergy  was  continued 
for  the  sixth  year,  due  to  the  voluntary 
services  of  Protestant  Ministers  in  the  East 
Midtown  Ministers  Association,  of  the 
Catholic  Chaplains  assigned  by  the  Archdio- 
cese of  New  York  and  of  the  Rabbi  chosen 
by  the  New  York  Board  of  Rabbis.  The 
Society  is  most  grateful  to  the  members  of 
the  clergy  who  give  so  generously  of  their 
time  for  this  Chaplaincy  Service  at  the  Hos- 
pital. A  similar  service  has  for  many  years 
been  in  operation  at  our  Westchester  Division. 

On  November  24  our  sixth  major  telecast 
took  place,  under  arrangements  made  by  Mrs. 
Virginia  F.  Muldoon,  Director  of  Public  Re- 
lations, with  The  Columbia  Broadcasting 
System.  CBS  televised  from  our  School  of 
Nursing  the  well-known  program  "Let's 
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Take  a  Trip,"  using  a  national  hook-up  over 
Channel  2.  This  particular  telecast  was  the 
largest  attempted  by  the  producer  of  the 
program  over  CBS-TV  and  was  viewed  by  an 
estimated  five  million  persons.  Dean  Virginia 
Dunbar  and  members  of  her  staff  of  graduate 
nurses,  as  well  as  nursing  and  medical  stu- 
dents and  others,  participated  in  the  telecast. 

In  submitting  this  Annual  Report,  specific 
phases  of  our  work  are  covered  by  others  than 
myself.  Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  President  of  the 
Medical  Board,  has  reviewed,  on  pages  22, 
some  of  our  important  activities  in  the  pro- 
fessional field.  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  Director 
of  The  New  York  Hospital  has  reported,  on 
pages  43,  on  the  multitude  of  administrative 
matters  which  fell  under  his  jurisdiction.

Each  of  our  psychiatric 
divisions — The  New  York  Hospital-West- 
chester  Division  and  the  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic — has  issued  individual  re- 
ports for  1957,  as  has  The  Cornell  University- 
New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and 
several  of  our  Clinical  Departments.  These 
reports  are  available  to  those  who  are  inter- 
ested in  these  particular  areas.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

As  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  I  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  this  report  of  the 
professional  activities  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
year  1957.  In  it  are  summarized  the  detailed 
reports  of  the  chiefs  of  the  clinical  depart- 
ments. So  closely  integrated  are  the  Hospital 
and  the  Medical  School  functions  of  the 
clinical  departments  that  no  attempt  is  made 
to  differentiate  between  the  two.  In  this 
close  union  rests  the  strength  of  this  Medical 
Center,  and  its  present  and  potential  force  for 
advancement. 

STAFF 

Deaths.  During  1957,  five  members  of  the 
staff  died. 

John  Morrissey  died  on  April  5,  at  the  age 
of  68.  He  was  graduated  from  Harvard  Medi- 
cal School  in  1914.  In  1936  he  was  appointed 
Assistant  Surgeon,  Urology,  and  he  held  this 
position  until  his  retirement  in  1955,  when 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Courtesy  Staff. 
An  individual  of  wide  cultural  interests,  he 
was  a  consistent  and  valuable  contributor  to 
teaching  and  to  professional  meetings  as  well 
as  social  gatherings.  Skilled  in  his  special 
field,  by  long  experience  in  an  era  of  develop- 
ment he  had  gained  a  position  that  provided 
him  with  keen  judgment  in  clinical  problems. 
His  long  and  loyal  support  of  the  urological 
service  of  The  New  York  Hospital  is  deeply 
appreciated. 

Helene  Eliasberg,  Consulting  Pediatrician, 
who  had  been  associated  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pediatrics  since  1938,  died  in  Decem- 
ber at  the  age  of  67.    Born  in  Riga,  Latvia, 


she  was  graduated  in  1919  from  Berlin  Medi- 
cal College,  and  before  coming  to  this 
country  was  chief  of  the  Charlottenbuerger 
Children's  Clinic  in  Berlin.  She  was  a  co- 
discoverer  of  epituberculosis.  Her  death  is 
reported  with  sorrow. 

Eugene  B.  Ferris  was  born  in  1905,  and 
died  in  September  1957.  He  was  an  internist 
of  international  standing,  and  medical  direc- 
tor of  the  American  Heart  Association.  He 
was  appointed  Attending  Physician  in  July 
of  1957.  Because  of  his  rich  background  in 
clinical  medicine  and  investigation  it  was 
anticipated  that  he  would  be  a  contributor 
to  the  Medical  Center.  Death  came  unex- 
pectedly, shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year.  Those  who  knew  him  well 
realized  the  significance  of  his  loss  to  the 
Hospital. 

Henry  Sage  Dunning,  a  member  of  the 
Courtesy  Staff  since  1934,  died  on  February  11. 
He  was  a  physician  and  dentist  who  was 
frequently  consulted  in  problem  cases.  Many 
of  the  professional  staff  were  numbered 
among  his  patients.  He  will  be  greatly 
missed. 

Edmonde  D.  Neer  died  on  December  5, 
1957,  aged  78.  He  joined  the  staff  of  The 
New  York  Hospital  as  Assistant  Surgeon  to 
Out-Patients,  Otolaryngology,  in  1939  and 
rose  to  the  rank  of  Assistant  Attending  Sur- 
geon, Otolaryngology,  in  which  capacity  he 
continued  until  his  retirement  to  the  Courtesy 
Staff  in  1948. 

Retirements  and  Resignations.  David  P.  Barr 
retired  on  July  1,  after  serving  for  sixteen 
years  as  chief  of  the  Department  of  Medicine 
and  for  nine  years  as  President  of  the  Medical 
Board.    In  1941  he  returned  to  New  York  to 
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head  the  medical  service  of  The  New  York 
Hospital,  having  attained  international  re- 
nown as  internist,  teacher,  investigator  and 
educator  since  he  had  resigned  from  the 
Russell  Sage  Institute  in  1924  to  become 
Professor  of  Medicine  in  Washington  Univer- 
sity in  St.  Louis.  For  contributions,  help  and 
understanding  far  beyond  the  ordinary,  the 
Medical  Board  and  the  professional  staff 
whom  it  represents,  express  to  this  distin- 
guished Physician-in-Chief  affection,  admira- 
tion and  high  esteem  together  with  their  best 
wishes  for  continued  success  as  President  and 
Medical  Director  of  the  Health  Insurance 
Plan  of  Greater  New  York.  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  his  wise  counsel  and  fellowship  as 
Consultant  in  Medicine. 

Ralph  R.  Tompsett  resigned  on  August  31, 
to  become  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  at 
Southwestern  Medical  School  and  chief  of  the 
medical  service  at  Baylor  University  Hospital 
in  Dallas. 

Promotions  and  New  Appointments.  E.  Hugh 
Luckey,  since  1954  Dean  and  Professor  of 
Medicine  in  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege, succeeded  David  P.  Barr  as  Physician- 
in-Chief  on  July  1.  John  E.  Deitrick,  the 
newly  appointed  Dean,  became  an  Attending 
Physician.  The  following  promotions  were 
made:  Thomas  P.  Almy  to  Attending  Physi- 
cian, and  Ralph  L.  Engle,  Jr.,  Daniel  S. 
Lukas,  George  G.  Reader  and  Marvin  H.

Arthur  V.  Greeley,  Donald  G.  Johnson, 
Elmer  E.  Kramer  and  Curtis  L.  Mendelson  to 
Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist; 
Thomas  L.  Ball,  Justin  T.  Callahan,  Ann  P. 
Kent,  Robert  Landesman  and  George  Schaefer, 
to  Associate  Attending  Obstetrician  and  Gy- 
necologist; Louis  E.  Weymuller  to  Associate 
Attending  Pediatrician;  Valer  Barbu  to  Asso- 
ciate Attending  Psychiatrist;  William  A. 
Barnes  and  William  F.  Nickel,  Jr.,  to  Attend- 
ing Surgeon;  and  Eugene  E.  Cliffton  to  Asso- 
ciate Attending  Surgeon.

became  Consulting  Surgeon,  Orthopedics, 
and  Arthur  M.  Master  was  added  to  the 
Courtesy  Staff. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ANESTHESIOLOGY 

A  Department  of  Anesthesiology  with  in- 
dependent status  was  established  in  July, 
with  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr.  appointed 
Anesthesiologist-in-Chief.  As  a  section  of 
the  Department  of  Surgery  this  service  had 
been  reorganized  in  1932,  upon  the  opening 
of  the  new  hospital  buildings,  with  Dr.  Ella 
Hediger  in  charge,  assisted  by  three  nurse 
anesthetists.  In  1935  Dr.  Hediger  resigned 
and  Miss  Louise  Merkel  and  subsequently 
Miss  Sara  Mullin  supervised  anesthesia  for 
surgical  patients.  In  1937  the  School  for 
Nurse  Anesthetists  was  established  at  The 
New  York  Hospital,  and  the  section  grew  to 
comprise  23  nurse  anesthetists.  In  late  1943 
Dr.  Ellen  Foote  was  appointed  Director  of 
Anesthesia,  and  following  her  untimely  death 
in  1943,  Dr.  Mary  Ward  succeeded  to  that 
position.  In  1946  Dr.  Artusio  returned  from 
the  armed  forces,  where  he  had  administered 
anesthesia  for  three  years,  and  became  the 
first  Resident  in  Surgery,  Anesthesiology  at 
The  New  York  Hospital.  He  became  Assist- 
ant Attending  Anesthesiologist  in  1947,  help- 
ing Dr.  Ward  with  the  supervision  of  nurse 
anesthetists  and  administering  anesthesia  in 
the  more  difficult  cases.  In  1948  Dr.  Ward 
resigned  and  Dr.  Artusio  became  Anesthesi- 
ologist-in-Charge  and  began  to  train  resident 
anesthesiologists,  whose  number  in  the  ensu- 
ing years  has  grown  to  as  high  as  ten  physi- 
cians in  training  simultaneously.  The 
department  now  administers,  coordinates  and 
directs  the  clinical  anesthesia  services  and  the 
teaching  and  research  in  anesthesiology 
throughout  the  institution.  Under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Benjamin  E.  Marbury  it  provides 
surgical  anesthesia  for  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  It  provides  help 
in  problems  of  resuscitation,  and  a  consulta- 
tion service  to  the  Departments  of  Medicine, 
Pediatrics  and  Psychiatry.    It  provides  diag- 
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nostic  and  therapeutic  nerve  blocking  for  all 
departments  of  the  Hospital,  and  this  year 
saw  the  establishment  of  a  Nerve  Block 
Clinic  to  formalize  the  care  of  patients  requir- 
ing such  procedures.  It  provides  a  teaching 
program  to  the  School  of  Nursing,  and  con- 
tributes to  a  thorough  course  of  indoctrina- 
tion for  recovery  room  nurses.  Dr.  Artusio 
is  assisted  and  supported  by  seven  attending 
anesthesiologists. 

The  research  activity  of  this  department 
in  the  study  of  light  levels  of  anesthesia 
continues.  The  great  emphasis,  however,  has 
been  directed  toward  a  search  for  new  anes- 
thetic agents  which  are  non-explosive  and 
non-flammable  and  whose  potency  accords 
with  the  concepts  of  the  beneficial  nature  of 
light  levels  of  anesthesia.  A  large  number  of 
fluorinated  hydrocarbons  have  been  screened 
in  order  to  find  an  ideal  anesthetic  agent,  and 
that  work  is  being  vigorously  pursued,  al- 
though up  to  this  time  the  goal  has  not  been 
accomplished. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICINE 

During  1957  in  the  medical  pavilions  care 
was  provided  for  44,471  patient  days.  This 
compares  with  44,084  in  1956  and  41,979  in 
1955-  The  percentage  occupancy  was  85-3, 
and  the  average  patient  stay  was  23-5  days, 
exclusive  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

In  July  Dr.  David  Preswick  Barr  retired  as 
Physician-in-Chief  after  sixteen  years  in  this 
position  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  E.  Hugh 
Luckey.  This  report  reflects  largely  the 
achievements  of  the  department  in  programs 
initiated  prior  to  that  time.  The  work  of  the 
various  groups  within  the  department  is  so 
extensive  and  varied  that  it  is  not  possible 
to  provide  more  than  a  brief  description  of  a 
few  of  the  different  programs. 

During  this  year  a  section  concerned  with 
diseases  of  the  kidney  was  organized.  Labo- 
ratories have  been  renovated  and  equipped 
for  this  new  work,  which  is  directed  by  Dr. 


David  D.  Thompson  with  the  assistance  of 
Dr.  E.  Lovell  Becker.  Both  of  these  men 
joined  the  staff  in  July  of  this  year.  Dr.  Albert 
Rubin  works  actively  with  this  group,  which 
will  provide  facilities  for  the  most  advanced 
research  and  patient  care  in  disturbances  of 
water  and  electrolyte  balance. 

Since  the  death  of  Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr  in 
1956,  Dr.  Melvin  Horwith  has  been  acting 
head  of  the  Endocrine  Section.  Under  Dr. 
Horwith  this  group  has  continued  the  vigor- 
ous program  in  this  area.  During  the  past 
year  studies  have  been  extended  on  certain 
aspects  of  mineral  metabolism,  particularly 
in  regard  to  strontium  and  calcium.  Our 
endocrine  laboratories  now  have  one  of  the 
most  extensive  experiences  with  various  dis- 
eases of  the  parathyroid  glands.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  experience  may  be  reported  in  a 
monograph  in  the  near  future. 

Dr.  Abraham  Mazur  with  Dr.  Saul  Green 
has  continued  important  work  on  the  mecha- 
nism of  iron  release  to  the  plasma  from  iron 
stores  in  the  liver,  a  subject  of  considerable 
interest  in  various  blood  disorders.  The 
mechanism  of  release  of  iron  from  the  liver 
stores  has  been  found  to  be  related  to  an 
enzyme,  xanthine  oxidase.  This  represents 
the  only  step  in  the  movement  of  iron  in  the 
body  in  which  the  mechanism  is  now  known. 

The  work  of  Dr.  Mary  E.  H.  Loveless  in 
long-term  immunization  has  attracted  wide 
attention  and  is  now  being  tried  by  other 
allergists  in  this  country.  In  addition,  studies 
on  both  diagnosis  and  preventive  treatment 
of  anaphylaxis  to  wasp  or  bee  venom  have 
been  extended  and  now  provide  a  means  of 
inducing  complete  tolerance  to  this  infre- 
quent but  serious  affliction. 

Studies  are  being  conducted  in  the  Allergy 
Clinic  on  the  uses  of  various  steroid  com- 
pounds in  allergic  conditions. 

The  service  load  of  the  Heart  Station  di- 
rected by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Stewart  continues  to 
grow  each  year.   This  year  there  has  been  an 
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increase  of  15  per  cent  in  the  requests  from 
the  pavilion  services  and  more  than  20  per 
cent  from  the  semi-private  and  private  services. 

With  the  Department  of  Surgery,  Dr. 
Stewart  has  continued  study  of  patients  sub- 
jected to  surgery  for  acquired  cardiovascular 
diseases.  A  monograph  is  in  preparation  on 
the  subject. 

Dr.  Daniel  Lukas  and  the  staff  of  the  Car- 
diopulmonary Laboratory  have  provided  an 
increasing  service  in  the  evaluation  of  pa- 
tients for  heart  and  lung  surgery.  Work  is 
being  conducted  on  the  mechanism  of  heart 
failure  associated  with  marked  obesity,  the 
disturbances  of  blood  flow  in  various  types  of 
valvular  heart  disease,  and  methods  of  meas- 
urement of  cardiac  output  by  use  of  dye 
injections. 

The  Infectious  Disease  Section  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  David  E.  Rogers  is  respon- 
sible for  the  training  of  students  and  house 
officers  in  problems  of  infection  and  for  a 
continuing  basic  investigative  program.  The 
management  of  the  infectious  disease  pavilion 
consultations  on  problems  in  infection 
throughout  the  hospital,  and  special  labora- 
tory services  including  quantitative  antibiotic 
sensitivity  tests,  phage  typing  of  staphylo- 
cocci, and  other  special  procedures  required 
in  the  diagnosis  and  management  of  infection 
are  conducted  by  the  members  of  the  division. 
A  lecture  course  covering  fundamental  aspects 
of  infection  in  host-parasite  relationships  is 
given  for  sophomore  students.  During  1957  a 
traineeship  program  was  jointly  established 
by  Dr.  Rogers  and  Dr.  Walsh  McDermott  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Preven- 
tive Medicine  to  allow  promising  young 
physicians  to  work  in  the  fields  of  allergy 
and  infectious  disease.  Dr.  Donald  E.  Louria 
is  currently  the  recipient  of  such  a  traineeship 
grant.  Dr.  Herbert  Blumenfeld  has  also 
joined  the  division  on  a  research  fellowship. 

Research  on  basic  problems  relating  to 
chronic  infections  of  man  has  been  extended 


during  the  current  year.  In  addition  to  a 
continuing  research  program  on  staphylo- 
coccal infections,  basic  studies  on  infections 
caused  by  gram  negative  bacilli  and  fungi 
have  been  developed.  Rather  precise  tech- 
niques have  been  used  to  study  the  course  of 
blood  stream  infections  in  experimental 
animals.  Recent  work  indicates  that  a  period 
of  shock  occurring  early  in  the  course  of  gram 
negative  bacillary  infections  may  render  ani- 
mals exquisitely  susceptible  to  death  some 
hours  later.  This  experimental  infection  ap- 
pears to  mimic  certain  catastrophic  infections 
due  to  gram  negative  organisms  currently 
seen  in  hospital  practice.  The  cause  of  the 
shock  episode  is  under  investigation. 

With  the  expansion  in  personnel  it  has 
been  possible  to  initiate  studies  on  a  special 
group  of  patients  on  the  surgical  service  in 
cooperation  with  Dr.  Peter  Dineen.  Attempts 
are  being  made  to  define  the  staphylococcal 
carrier  state  and  to  decide  how  this  relates  to 
the  use  of  antibiotics  and  the  procedures  in 
use  on  our  surgical  pavilions. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  Asian  influenza  was  con- 
ducted in  cooperation  with  Dr.  Edwin  Kil- 
bourne  of  the  Division  of  Virus  Research, 
Drs.  Daniel  Lukas  and  David  Thompson  and 
their  associates,  and  Dr.  John  Ellis  of  the 
Department  of  Pathology.  A  meticulous 
study  of  an  intra-hospital  epidemic  has  been 
carried  out.  In  addition,  extensive  studies  on 
patients  admitted  with  pneumonia  occurring 
in  association  with  influenza  are  currently 
being  completed.  Because  of  the  multidisci- 
plined  approach,  it  has  been  possible  to  define 
a  syndrome  of  primary  influenza  virus  pneu- 
monia not  heretofore  recognized.  This  illness 
has  been  seen  almost  exclusively  in  patients 
with  rheumatic  heart  disease.  Extensive  data 
have  been  obtained  on  the  bacteriologic, 
virologic,  and  physiologic  characteristics  of 
this  illness.  It  is  believed  that  this  study 
represents  an  important  contribution  to  the 
understanding  of  influenza. 
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Work  in  gastroenterology  under  Dr.  Mar- 
vin H.  Sleisenger  in  association  with  Dr. 
Thomas  P.  Almy  has  been  expanded  during 
the  year.  Studies  have  been  continued  on 
movements  of  the  esophagus  in  various  dis- 
eases of  this  structure.  The  staff  of  the  section 
have  maintained  active  interest  in  bowel  con- 
tractibility  and  have  extended  studies  of 
various  drug  effects  on  the  bowel.  Work  with 
the  elimination  of  gluten-gliadin  from  the 
diet  in  patients  with  sprue  has  resulted  in 
successful  treatment  of  this  difficult  disease 
in  eleven  of  thirteen  patients. 

The  Liver  Disease  Study  Group  under  Dr. 
Mary  Ann  Payne  has  now  accumulated  a 
wide  experience  with  the  various  shunting 
procedures  for  treatment  of  bleeding  esopha- 
geal varices  in  cirrhosis  of  the  liver.  In  asso- 
ciation with  Dr.  George  Wantz  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery  a  most  effective  team 
has  been  developed  for  a  coordinated  approach 
to  this  emergent  complication.  In  the  labo- 
ratory the  main  research  activity  of  this 
group  continues  to  be  an  evaluation  of  intra- 
venous fat  preparations  and  a  study  of  the 
manner  in  which  these  substances  are  handled 
by  the  body. 

In  their  program  of  studies  on  muscular 
dystrophy  and  related  disorders,  Dr.  A.  T. 
Milhorat  and  his  staff  have  investigated  the 
synthesis  and  breakdown  of  the  proteins  of 
muscle.  Using  amino  acids  that  contain 
radioactive  carbon,  Dr.  Eric  Simon  observed 
that  muscular  dystrophy  occurring  in  mice 
as  a  hereditary  disease  is  accompanied  by  no 
diminution  in  the  synthesis  of  new  protein 
in  the  muscle;  in  fact,  the  rate  at  which 
protein  is  built  in  this  wasting  disease  appears 
actually  to  be  increased.  Dr.  Irwin  Weinstock 
has  demonstrated  greatly  increased  activity 
of  the  proteolytic  enzymes  of  muscle  in  this 
form  of  muscular  dystrophy  and  in  those 
forms  that  occur  in  patients. 


their  work  at  the  Bird  S.  Coler  Memorial 
Hospital. 

For  many  years  pre-eminent  work  in  pul- 
monary diseases,  particularly  tuberculosis, 
has  been  conducted  in  the  pavilions  of  The 
New  York  Hospital,  one  of  the  few  voluntary 
general  hospitals  in  this  country  with  a 
facility  for  the  care  and  study  of  tuberculosis 
patients.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Carl 
Muschenheim  this  work  has  been  continued. 
The  investigative  activities  of  the  group  have 
been  devoted  primarily  to  studies  in  the  anti- 
microbial therapy  of  tuberculosis.  Currently, 
the  principal  agent  under  investigation  is  a 
new  drug,  streptovaricin.  Although  rela- 
tively low  in  potency  when  used  alone,  this 
drug  has  been  found  to  enhance  the  thera- 
peutic effectiveness  of  isoniazid.  The  coop- 
erative program  with  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  tuberculosis  facility  in 
Fort  Defiance  and  at  Many  Farms,  Arizona 
has  continued. 

The  activities  of  the  Vascular  Section  of 
the  department  have  continued  in  a  number 
of  important  areas.  This  laboratory,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Irving  S.  Wright,  has 
pioneered  in  work  on  anticoagulants  in  vari- 
ous thrombo-embolic  disorders,  including 
coronary  occlusion  and  occlusive  cerebral 
vascular  diseases.  Recently  a  portion  of  the 
work  in  this  section  has  centered  around  the 
development  of  a  stable  thromboplastic  mate- 
rial for  use  in  the  prothrombin  determination. 
A  much  more  satisfactory  preparation  has 
been  found.  A  comprehensive  cooperative 
study  of  cerebral  vascular  diseases  is  being 
conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  New  York 
University  and  Columbia  services  at  Bellevue 
Hospital.  This  is  a  long-range  study  with 
the  objective  of  evaluating  the  various  thera- 
peutic measures  now  available  for  use  in 
patients  with  these  diseases.  During  the  year 
Dr.  Wright  received  the  Gold  Heart  Award 
of  the  American  Heart  Association. 


During  the  year,  Drs.  Irwin  Weinstock  and         Drs.  Paul  Reznikoff  and  Ralph  L.  Engle 
Hans  Oppenheimer  left  the  staff  to  continue     have  conducted   an  active  program  in   the 
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Hematology  Section.  Studies  have  been  con- 
tinued on  the  amino  acid  composition  of  the 
abnormal  proteins  in  multiple  myeloma. 
Work  is  under  way  in  cooperation  with  the 
National  Cancer  Chemotherapy  Committee 
and  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute  on  the 
evaluation  of  various  chemotherapeutic 
agents  in  leukemia. 

The  Neurological  Medicine  Section  is  the 
largest  in  the  department  and  includes  the 
study  program  in  Human  Health  and  the 
Ecology  of  Man.  Under  the  distinguished 
leadership  of  Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff,  a  vigorous 
and  imaginative  program  has  been  organized 
in  this  important  study  of  brain  and  nerve 
function  in  health  and  disease  and  the  inter- 
relations of  man  with  his  total  environment. 
Specific  areas  of  study  have  included :  studies 
of  the  highest  integrative  functions  of  man 
during  stress;  observations  on  an  injurious 
agent  active  during  migraine  headache;  stud- 
ies of  changes  in  the  skin  induced  by  hypno- 
sis; investigation  of  variations  in  adaptive 
reaction  patterns  among  homogeneous  popu- 
lations of  displaced  persons,  Chinese  and 
Hungarians;  studies  of  patterns  of  human 
adaptation  and  relationships  to  disease. 

Although  these  brief  reports  of  the  work 
in  the  department  have  centered  around  the 
activities  of  individual  sections,  it  should  be 
noted  that  there  is  a  large  amount  of  inter- 
sectional  work  both  in  patient  care  and  in 
research.  Modern  patient  care  requires  a 
highly  developed  coordinated  approach  of  a 
team  of  individuals  from  a  number  of  different 
disciplines.  Such  teams  are  our  most  effective 
means  of  interdepartmental  communication 
and  understanding.  In  research,  cooperative 
efforts  often  carry  us  well  outside  the  walls 
of  our  institution.  Cooperative  projects  are 
being  conducted  with  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  Rockefeller  Institute,  the  Sloan-Kettering 
Institute,  the  Radio  Corporation  of  America, 
and  many  other  institutions  and  agencies. 

The  activities  of  the  other  sections  and 
laboratories  in  the  department  are  equally 


worthy  of  notice.  The  work  described  in  the 
above  notes  has  been  selected  most  arbi- 
trarily. It  should  be  mentioned  that  any 
accomplishments  in  patient  care,  research, 
or  teaching  require  the  combined  efforts  of  a 
large  number  of  devoted  workers.  To  all  of 
these  individuals  special  appreciation  is  due. 

The  Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching 
Program  began  its  seventh  year  of  operation 
on  July  1,  1957.  The  history  and  record  of 
the  accomplishments  of  this  significant  proj- 
ect have  been  set  down  in  previous  reports. 
Conceived  by  Dr.  Barr  and  directed  by  Dr. 
George  Reader,  this  project,  supported  by 
generous  grants  from  the  Commonwealth 
Fund,  has  been  exemplary  in  effective  out- 
patient teaching,  has  provided  superior  care 
for  ambulatory  patients  of  The  New  York 
Hospital,  and  has  served  as  a  laboratory  for 
much  needed  research  in  patient  care.  Effec- 
tive July  1,  1957,  the  Commonwealth  Fund 
provided  a  block  grant  of  $280,000  for  three 
years  to  support  research  in  patient  care  con- 
ducted in  this  program.  During  the  year 
several  well-defined  areas  of  research  in  pa- 
tient care  have  been  delineated.  These  proj- 
ects should  serve  to  clarify  some  of  the 
problems  and  assist  in  the  continuous  groping 
for  a  satisfactory  solution  to  the  problem  of 
providing  ideal  medical  care  for  our  people. 

The  activities  of  the  Vincent  Astor  Diag- 
nostic Service  continue  to  expand.  The  num- 
ber of  patients  receiving  the  services  of  staff 
physicians  through  this  clinic  has  increased 
each  year  in  the  past  several  years  and  in  1957 
reached  an  all-time  high  of  2,085-  Under  the 
able  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  F.  Watson  the 
work  of  the  service  continues  to  be  of  the 
high  calibre  which  has  made  it  such  a  valu- 
able adjunct  in  the  community  patient  care 
responsibilities  of  the  Hospital.

The  A  policy  was  in  effect  during  the  year  to 

pavilion  service  is  the  backbone  of  our  edu-  admit  all  unregistered  patients  brought  to  the 
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hospital  by  a  number  of  ambulance  services. 
There  were  179  such  admissions.  This  prac- 
tice increased  the  number  of  patients  with 
abortion  and  also  had  an  adverse  effect  on 
the  maternal  and  perinatal  mortality.  At  the 
same  time  we  were  provided  with  the  oppor- 
tunity of  treating  patients  most  of  whom  had 
had  no  prenatal  care  and  many  of  whom  had 
unusual  complications  that  we  might  not 
otherwise  have  encountered. 

Gynecologic  discharges  numbered  2,464. 
The  figure  for  1956  was  2,538.  Total  opera- 
tions on  this  service  numbered  2,273,  of  which 
921  were  classified  as  major  procedures.  There 
were  17  deaths,  of  which  16  were  among 
patients  with  malignant  neoplastic  disease. 

A  recovery  room  accommodating  nine  pa- 
tients was  opened  in  December.  An  L-shaped 
area  of  930  square  feet  located  between  the 
operating  and  delivery  rooms,  the  design, 
location,  and  equipment  of  this  room  are 
unsurpassed.  The  development  of  this  area 
necessitated  the  construction  of  a  new  nurses' 
station.  Sound-proofing  of  the  corridors  of 
the  entire  floor,  laboratory,  utility,  and  labor 
rooms  was  accomplished  through  a  generous 
gift  for  this  purpose.  On  the  fifth  floor  pavil- 
ion an  area  accommodating  16  patients  was 
converted  into  four  separate  units  with  four 
beds  each  and  new  toilet  facilities. 

Dr.  Roy  W.  Bonsnes  assumed  new  duties 
as  Chemist  to  the  Central  Laboratories  on 
December  1.  These  additional  responsibilities 
will  decrease  the  amount  of  time  he  can 
devote  to  research  and  patient  care  in  the 
department,  but  the  change  will  improve 
patient  care  in  the  Center. 

Dr.  E.  William  Davis  has  served  as  a  con- 
sultant to  the  Maternity  Center  Association. 
In  addition  to  the  service  he  renders  that 
organization,  the  relationship  has  resulted  in 
the  transfer  of  patients  with  complications 
to  this  institution. 

Dr.  Thomas  F.  Dillon  and  associates  have 
continued  the  investigation  of  clinical  uses 


of  oxytocin  and  vasopressin.  The  latter  drug 
has  been  used  in  dilute  form  for  injection  into 
the  uterus  and  parauterine  tissues  as  a  hemo- 
static agent  in  such  operations  as  myomec- 
tomy, tubal  implantation,  unification,  and 
vaginal  hysterectomy.  This  potent  hormone 
has  proved  to  be  a  valuable  vasoconstrictor 
and  also  appears  to  have  a  muscle  contraction 
activity.  A  total  dosage  of  only  four  units 
greatly  decreases  blood  loss.  Continuous 
electrocardiographic  recordings  during  the 
operation  have  been  done  to  detect  any  pos- 
sible effect  in  the  coronary  circulation,  but 
to  date  none  has  been  observed.  A  colored 
motion  picture  of  an  extensive  myomectomy 
illustrating  the  profound  blanching  of  the 
uterus  is  nearing  completion. 

Clinical  trials  of  the  comparative  effective- 
ness of  synthetic  and  purified  natural  oxytocin 
to  induce  or  stimulate  labor  have  been  con- 
ducted. The  study  indicates  that  the  syn- 
thetic preparations  have  a  biologic  action 
indistinguishable  from  that  of  the  natural 
product.  After  a  number  of  trial  preparations 
we  now  have  a  linguet  tablet  for  transbuccal 
administration  of  oxytocin.  Technical  diffi- 
culties with  stabilization  of  the  hormone 
have  delayed  clinical  experience  with  this 
method  of  administration  for  milk  let-down 
action  and  for  the  stimulation  of  labor. 
However,  it  has  been  established  that  this  is 
a  practical  method  of  administering  the  hor- 
mone and  one  that  has  significant  advantages 
over  the  parenteral  method  of  administration. 
Dr.  Vincent  du  Vigneaud  of  the  Department 
of  Biochemistry  has  collaborated  in  these 
investigations.  The  work  has  been  supported 
in  part  by  funds  from  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health  and  from  Parke  Davis  and  Co. 

Dr.  Edward  C.  Mann  and  his  associates 
have  continued  for  the  fourth  year  their 
psychiatric  investigation  of  habitual  abor- 
tion, a  study  which  is  supported  by  the 
Commonwealth  Fund  and  which  seeks  to 
determine  the  role  of  emotional  factors  in  the 
causation  of  habitual  abortion. 
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Dr.  Roy  W.  Bonsnes  and  associates  are 
conducting  chemical  research  on  various 
aspects  of  metabolism  during  pregnancy. 
Efforts  at  present  are  being  directed  toward  a 
definitive  determination  of  blood  pH  during 
pregnancy  and  the  determination  of  the  varia- 
tion in  blood  17,  21  dihydroxycorticoids  in 
pregnant  diabetic  patients.  Dr.  William  J. 
Sweeney  is  collaborating  in  the  former  study 
and  Dr.  William  F.  Given  in  the  latter. 

Dr.  Robert  Landesman  and  associates  have 
conducted  experiments  in  Na24  clearance  from 
the  cervix  in  normal  and  toxemic  pregnancy, 
as  a  measure  of  uterine  circulation.  The 
amount  of  radioactivity  involved  is  infini- 
tesimal. No  conclusions  have  yet  been  drawn. 

A  new  antihypertensive  agent,  Su-3118, 
has  been  employed  in  hypertensive  disease 
complicating  pregnancy.  This  derivative  of 
reserpine  appears  to  have  fewer  undesirable 
effects  but  it  may  not  be  as  effective  as  the 
original  drug  in  lowering  the  blood  pressure. 

Chlorothiazide,  a  new  carbonic  anhydrase 
agent,  has  been  evaluated  for  its  diuretic 
activity  in  toxemia  and  vascular  disease  and 
water  retention.  So  far  no  toxic  effects  have 
been  observed  and  its  diuretic  activity  ap- 
pears to  be  very  effective. 

Conjunctival  vascular  studies  have  been 
continued  in  toxemia  patients.  Dr.  Landes- 
man discussed  this  subject  and  showed  illus- 
trative motion  pictures  at  a  symposium  on 
non-toxemic  hypertensive  disease  in  London 
in  July. 

Dr.  William  J.  Sweeney  has  completed  a 
study  of  technics  and  the  interpretation  of 
hysterograms.  This  investigation  included 
the  comparison  of  preoperative  films  with 
those  obtained  following  removal  of  the 
uterus.  Demonstrated  were  variations  in 
technic  that  obliterated  pathological  lesions 
on  the  one  hand  and  on  the  other  hand  caused 
artifacts  that  were  interpreted  as  true  abnor- 
malities. The  study  will  make  it  possible  to 
decrease   potential    radiation   hazards   by   a 


better  selection  of  patients  and  by  employing 
fewer  films  and  interpreting  them  more 
accurately. 

Many  other  members  of  the  staff  have 
initiated  and  continued  investigations  in  dif- 
ferent clinical  problems. 

Two  books  were  published  during  the  year. 

The  Nursing  Department  was  awarded  a 
grant  of  $10,000  from  the  Bureau  of  Maternal 
and  Child  Health  of  the  State  of  New  York 
Department  of  Health  for  a  demonstration 
training  program  in  maternity  and  infant 
care.  Miss  Vera  Keane  will  direct  this  project 
which  will  be  carried  out  during  the  year 
1958. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 

Postmortem  examinations  were  made  in  71 
per  cent  of  the  deaths  that  occurred  in  The 
New  York  Hospital  during  1957. 

Dr.  Lewis  D.  Stevenson  retired  as  head  of 
the  laboratory  of  neuropathology  and  was 
presented  with  a  chair  at  a  dinner  in  his 
honor  on  May  25-  Dr.  Goetz  Richter  has 
been  in  Europe  since  September  1  on  a  travel 
grant  provided  by  The  Rockefeller  Founda- 
tion, visiting  various  laboratories  in  Ger- 
many, Sweden,  France  and  England  for  study 
and  observation  of  developments  in  electron 
microscopy. 

Research  projects  included  effects  of  abnor- 
mal deposits  of  iron  on  structure  and  function 
in  hepatic  cells,  further  studies  of  renal  lesions 
and  the  nephrotic  syndrome  induced  experi- 
mentally by  means  of  saccharated  iron  oxide, 
and  plasma  glutamic  oxaloacetic  transaminase 
activity  in  experimentally  induced  muscular 
disease,  by  Dr.  John  T.  Ellis;  and  Dr.  John 
G.  Kidd's  continuation  of  his  attempts  to 
control  experimental  lymphomas  by  means  of 
serum  therapy.  The  study  of  the  pathogenesis 
of  rheumatic  heart  disease  induced  experi- 
mentally by  means  of  repeated  streptococcal 
infections  has  been  continued  by  Dr.  George 
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E.  Murphy;  and  Dr.  Goetz  W.  Richter,  in 
addition  to  his  work  in  electron  microscopy, 
has  continued  the  study  of  the  development 
of  abnormal  serum  proteins.  Dr.  John  Seybolt 
and  the  staff  of  the  Papanicolaou  Cytology 
Laboratory  have  collaborated  on  comparative 
evaluation  of  cytologic  pathologic  and  clini- 
cal findings  in  cancer  of  various  organs.  Dr. 
Stephen  Vogel  has  devoted  himself  to  studies 
of  experimental  demyelinization  and  of  radia- 
tion injury  to  neurones. 

CENTRAL  LABORATORIES 

During  1957  the  Central  Laboratories  per- 
formed more  procedures  than  in  any  previous 
year,  the  total  of  517,515  including  the  proc- 
essing of  blood  for  10,000  transfusions.  The 
work  of  the  bacteriology  laboratory  increased 
by  20  per  cent  and  that  of  the  chemistry 
laboratory  by  about  11  per  cent.  The  pro- 
gressive and  relentless  increase  in  the  demands 
made  upon  the  laboratories  has  sharpened  the 
already  critical  shortage  of  personnel  and 
accentuated  the  need  for  additional  space. 
These  problems  are  being  met  in  part  by  the 
acquisition  of  automatic  labor-saving  devices. 

Miss  Ella  M.  Russ  resigned  as  Chemist 
during  the  spring  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr. 
Roy  W.  Bonsnes,  and  Dr.  Robert  L.  Hirsch 
joined  the  staff  in  the  newly  created  position 
of  Hematologist  to  the  Central  Laboratories. 

Staff  members  have  continued  to  contribute 
to  the  research  effort  of  the  institution.  Dr. 
Benjamin  H.  Kean  has  extended  his  observa- 
tions on  the  propagation  of  trichomonas 
vaginalis  in  the  anterior  chamber  of  the  eye 
of  experimental  animals.  Dr.  Susan  Hadley 
has  been  studying  the  effects  of  various  plant 
hormones  on  growth  cycles  of  pathogenic 
microorganisms.  Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  in  co- 
laboration  with  Dr.  Robert  Hirsch  has  been 
investigating  the  mechanisms  of  lipemia  in 
experimental  animals  and  the  biological 
properties  of  certain  newly  discovered  strep- 
tococcal products. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDIATRICS 

Occupancy  and  turnover  on  the  pediatric 
pavilions  have  been  high.  The  agreement 
with  Bellevue  Hospital  to  accept  referrals  has 
not  resulted  in  a  noticeable  increase  in  pedi- 
atric admissions,  but  by  a  similar  agreement 
with  Metropolitan  Hospital  our  service  has 
received  a  number  of  children,  some  of  un- 
usual clinical  interest. 

The  private  and  semiprivate  services  have 
had  a  high  occupancy  except  for  the  month 
of  August,  when  the  floor  was  closed  because 
of  an  acute  shortage  of  nursing  staff,  and  such 
patients  were  cared  for  on  other  floors. 

The  premature  nursery  has  maintained  a 
high  admission  rate  and  census. 

In  the  nurseries,  service  to  newborn  infants 
and  training  of  house  officers  have  been  en- 
hanced since  July  1  by  the  inauguration  of 
regular  ward  rounds  conducted  by  attending 
pediatricians.  Coordination  of  assignments 
of  pediatric  house  officers  on  the  newborn  and 
premature  pavilions,  in  the  well  baby  clinic 
and  in  the  conduct  of  parents'  classes,  has  led 
to  improved  service.  A  monthly  mortality 
conference  has  been  added  to  the  list  of 
regular  pediatric  and  interdepartmental  con- 
ferences. 

The  Adolescent  Clinic,  reopened  in  Decem- 
ber 1956,  is  filling  a  specific  need  and  is 
increasing  in  value.  Patients  in  this  age 
group  receive  comprehensive  care  with  con- 
sultation from  specialty  clinics  when  needed, 
for  chronic  medical  problems. 

The  rehabilitation  program,  family  care 
and  home  care  programs  are  being  continued 
and  are  gradually  being  incorporated  into  the 
regular  activities  of  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment. 

A  gratifying  improvement  has  taken  place 
in  the  facilities  for  consultation  from  the 
Payne  Whitney  Child  Psychiatry  Division. 
A  series  of  joint  conferences  between  the 
Pediatric  and  Psychiatric  Departments  has 
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been  arranged  by  Dr.  Sherwin  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Psychiatry. 

Three  full-time  Fellows  in  the  out-patient 
department  completed  a  year  of  service  and 
training,  and  four  new  Fellows  were  ap- 
pointed for  similar  training,  which  is  fully 
accredited  by  the  American  Board  of  Pedi- 
atrics toward  the  requirements  for  its 
examinations. 

The  American  Occupational  Therapy  Asso- 
ciation made  a  film  for  recruiting  purposes, 
and  the  section  on  pediatric  occupational 
therapy  was  taken  in  our  department. 
Twenty-five  volunteers  contributed  nearly 
4,300  hours  to  this  service,  and  16  affiliating 
occupational  therapy  students  in  addition  to 
the  nursing  students  benefited  from  lectures 
and  participation  in  the  activities  of  the 
division. 

Four  "Institutes  in  the  Care  of  Premature 
Infants"  were  conducted  in  1957,  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  U.  S.  Children's  Bureau  and 
the  N.  Y.  State  Department  of  Health.  They 
were  attended  by  21  doctor-nurse  teams  in 
addition  to  individual  doctors,  nurses  and 
observers,  among  the  latter  being  representa- 
tives from  India,  Indonesia,  Philippine 
Islands,  Scotland  and  Surinam. 

The  departmental  library  has  been  greatly 
improved  during  the  past  two  years,  largely 
owing  to  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Josephine  G. 
Nichols,  formerly  for  many  years  librarian  of 
the  Cornell  University  Medical  College  li- 
brary. Special  funds  established  in  memory 
of  Dr.  Oscar  M.  Schloss  and  Dr.  Rose  Lubschez 
have  made  possible  the  purchase  of  new 
books  and  material. 

The  administrative  Advisory  Committee 
on  Pediatrics  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr. 
Theodore  McFarlan  continues  to  serve  a  useful 
function  in  solving  administrative  problems. 

Numerous  research  projects  have  engaged 
the  attention  of  members  of  the  staff.  Studies 
of  tyrosine  and  phenylalanine  metabolism  in 


fetal  and  post-natal  life  have  been  continued 
by  Dr.  Norman  Kretchmer,  Dr.  Donnell  D. 
Etzwiler,  Dr.  Gabrielle  Reem,  Dr.  Madoka 
Shibuya,  Dr.  Francis  T.  Kenney,  Dr.  Maria  I. 
New  and  Miss  Helen  McNamara.  The  expla- 
nation for  the  markedly  diminished  activity 
of  the  tyrosine-oxidizing  system  in  the  livers 
of  fetal  rats  and  of  premature  infants  appears 
to  reside  in  negligible  activities  of  tyrosine 
transaminase  and  p-hydroxyphenylpyruvate 
oxidase.  Even  partial  activation  of  the  latter 
enzyme  in  these  subjects  requires  large 
amounts  of  ascorbic  acid. 

Data  on  tyrosine  sulfate  metabolism  in 
animals  and  in  human  beings  have  been 
assembled. 

A  study  of  the  activity  of  the  enzyme, 
phenylalanine  hydroxylase,  in  fetal  tissue  is 
under  way.  This  enzyme  is  responsible  for 
the  conversion  of  phenylalanine  to  tyrosine. 
It  is  lacking  in  the  tissues  of  individuals  with 
phenylpyruvic  oligophrenia.  It  has  been 
shown  that  fetal  tissue  of  the  rat  lacks 
phenylalanine  hydroxylase  and  that  activity 
appears  within  48  hours  after  birth.  Investi- 
gations have  been  initiated  to  determine 
complete  metabolism  of  phenylalanine  in  fetal 
tissue.  Phenylalanine  apparently  is  not  oxi- 
dized nor  is  it  transaminated  in  the  liver  by 
the  fetus,  thus  leaving  only  one  available 
pathway,  that  of  protein  synthesis.  This 
pathway  and  its  relationship  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  hydroxylation  system  are  being 
investigated. 

The  rheumatic  fever  group,  comprising  Dr. 
May  G.  Wilson,  Dr.  Kenneth  K.  Tsuboi,  Dr. 
Wan  Ngo  Lim  and  Dr.  Ann  Birch,  are  carry- 
ing out  clinical,  pathological  and  chemical 
investigations.  The  clinical  studies  include 
continued  evaluation  of  the  treatment  of 
active  carditis  with  special  reference  to 
optimal  dosage  of  hormones,  and  a  prophy- 
lactic study  which  is  now  in  its  sixth  year. 
Pathologic  findings  in  patients  with  active 
carditis,  and  the  relation  of  heart  weight  to 
degree  of  cardiac  enlargement  as  demonstrated 
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by  fluoroscopic  examination,  are  being  inves- 
tigated. In  cooperation  with  the  Department 
of  Radiology,  plans  are  under  way  for  a  joint 
effort  to  obtain  photographs  of  fluoroscopic 
examinations  of  the  heart  in  the  postero 
anterior  and  oblique  views  at  standard  de- 
grees of  rotation. 

The  pediatric  congenital  cardiac  team,  Dr. 
Mary  Allen  Engle,  Dr.  Henry  P.  Goldberg 
and  Dr.  Tomiko  Ito,  have  reported  on  inves- 
tigations in  infants  and  children  with  coarc- 
tation of  the  aorta,  and  on  a  post-pericardi- 
otomy  syndrome  which  has  been  shown  to 
occur  as  a  complication  of  surgery  in  non- 
rheumatic  patients. 

Electrocardiographic  studies  in  the  new- 
born are  continuing.  They  now  include  pre- 
mature infants  and  infants  of  diabetic  mothers, 
as  well  as  normal  babies  (in  collaboration 
with  Dr.  Harry  Gold  of  the  Department  of 
Pharmacology)  and  infants  of  digitalized 
mothers  (with  Dr.  Curtis  Mendelson  of  the 
Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology). 

Dr.  Heinz  Eichenwald  has  undertaken  a 
systematic  study  of  the  effect  of  certain  viral 
infections  on  infants  and  young  children, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  premature  in- 
fants. He  is  being  assisted  by  Dr.  Hope  Craig 
Perry.  Methods  include  study  of  the  prepa- 
ration and  storage  of  trypsinized  and  un- 
trypsinized  human  amnion  tissue  and  its  use 
in  viral  culture. 

Two  related  outbreaks  of  diarrhea  among 
premature  and  full-term  infants  were  studied 
from  an  etiologic  and  clinical  standpoint.  A 
cytopathogenic  agent  isolated  from  the  stool 
was  found  to  be  ECHO  type  18.  The  infants 
showed  a  significant  rise  in  antibody  titer  to 
the  same  agent. 

Dr.  Murray  Davidson,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Charles  H.  Bauer,  has  been  studying  the 
gastrointestinal  tract  of  children.  Motility 
technics  are  used  for  the  investigation  of 
water  absorption  in  the  large  bowel  and  also 


for  the  study  of  patients  with  gastrointestinal 
disturbances. 

The  follow-up  by  Dr.  Margaret  Dann  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  New  of  children  who  were 
prematurely  born  with  extremely  low  birth 
weights  has  been  going  on  continuously  since 
October  1950.  Seventy-five  patients  in  this 
category  and  34  full-term  siblings  have  been 
examined,  many  on  repeated  occasions. 
Physical  differences  between  the  premature 
and  full-term  children  are  few,  except  for  eye 
defects  and  a  tendency  to  delay  in  attaining 
normal  stature.  Psychological  testing  reveals 
that  the  average  IQ  in  the  prematurely  born 
children  is  below  100,  and  the  average  for 
the  siblings  is  above  105- 

Dr.  Barbara  Fish,  pediatric  psychiatrist, 
has  followed  from  birth  to  AY2  years  a  group 
of  children  who  show  patterns  of  disorganized 
neurological  development  associated  with 
personality  disorders.  Her  method  of  devel- 
opmental examination  is  being  adapted  for 
use  in  a  larger  study  of  variations  in  early 
developmental  patterns. 

The  hematology  division,  including  Dr. 
Carl  H.  Smith,  Dr.  Irving  Schulman,  Dr. 
Marion  Erlandson,  Dr.  Julian  B.  Schorr,  Dr. 
Caroline  P.  deVera  and  Dr.  Zinet  Currimbhoy, 
has  carried  out  work  in  four  main  fields: 
blood  coagulation,  congenital  hemolytic  syn- 
dromes, the  role  of  the  spleen  in  infection, 
and  chemotherapy  in  leukemia.  Latest  inves- 
tigations include  genetic  transmission  of 
coagulation  abnormalities;  longevity  of 
platelets  and  coagulation  factors  in  blood 
collected  and  stored  by  various  blood  bank 
technics;  the  significance  of  A2  hemoglobin 
in  the  pathogenesis  of  Cooley's  anemia; 
radioactive  iron  absorption  in  transfusional 
hemosiderosis;  phagocytic  properties  of  leu- 
cocytes and  properdin  levels  in  splenecto- 
mized  and  non-splenectomized  children.  This 
group  is  involved  in  a  national  cooperative 
study  to  evaluate  new  drugs  in  the  therapy 
of  acute  leukemia.    At  present  the  effects  of 
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combined   6-Mercaptopurine   and   Azaserine 
are  being  tested. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PSYCHIATRY 

During  the  year  a  closer  relationship  was 
formed  between  the  metabolism  unit  of  the 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  and  the 
endocrine  section  of  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine. The  investigations  carried  out  on 
patients  suffering  from  muscular  dystrophy 
were  continued  by  Dr.  Ade  T.  Milhorat.  In 
addition  intensive  studies  were  carried  out 
on  electrolyte  changes  in  various  types  of 
psychiatric  disorders.  The  treatment  with 
thyroid  metabolites  of  patients  suffering  from 
depersonalization  gave  interesting  results.  In 
some  of  these  patients  emotional  responsive- 
ness and  spontaneous  activities  were  inten- 
sified or  restored  to  normal.  Sexual  and  hos- 
tile reactions  which  had  previously  been 
absent  appeared  under  administration  of  tri- 
iodothyronine. These  studies  were  conducted 
by  Dr.  Frederic  F.  Flach  of  the  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  staff  and  Dr. 
Rulon  W.  Rawson  of  the  Sloan-Kettering 
Institute  for  Cancer  Research. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  assistant 
residents  has  permitted  a  more  complete  cov- 
erage on  the  medical  pavilions,  leading  to 
early  recognition  of  actual  and  potential 
psychiatric  difficulties.  This  has  resulted  in 
closer  communication  and  cooperation  be- 
tween the  internists  and  the  psychiatrists.  It 
has  provided  better  patient  care  and  under- 
standing in  the  handling  of  emotional  prob- 
lems. A  full-time  member  of  the  psychiatric 
staff  supervised  and  participated  actively  in 
the  expansion  of  the  consultation  service  for 
all  the  pavilions  of  The  New  York  Hospital. 

Intensive  psychotherapy  of  severely  de- 
pressed patients  has  become  possible  by 
judicious  use  of  chlorpromazine  which  alle- 
viates excessive  anxiety  and  makes  the 
depressive  illness  tolerable.  It  then  becomes 
possible  to  review  with  the  patient  problems 
in  his  current  and  past  life  which  contributed 


to  his  illness.  The  relief  obtained  from  dis- 
cussions and  the  finding  of  constructive  solu- 
tions form  an  essential  part  of  psychiatric 
treatment.  In  the  past  this  type  of  psycho- 
therapy often  caused  unbearable  anxiety  in 
depressed  patients  and  could  rarely  be  pursued 
satisfactorily.  When,  after  several  months, 
the  intensive  psychotherapeutic  phase  comes 
to  a  close,  the  depressive  illness  enters  the 
phase  of  recovery  or  can  be  terminated  by 
electrically  induced  convulsions.  There  is 
reason  to  believe  that  with  this  type  of 
treatment  recurrence  of  these  illnesses  will 
decrease  greatly. 

Another  development  in  the  in-patient 
service  is  the  emphasis  being  placed  on  the 
relationship  of  the  individual  patient  to  the 
other  patients,  the  nurses  and  hospital  per- 
sonnel, and  the  regime  of  living.  During  the 
past  two  years  Dr.  Diethelm  and  several 
social  psychologists  have  studied  these  fac- 
tors on  progressed  schizophrenic  patients  in 
the  Montrose  Veterans  Administration  Hos- 
pital. Similar  techniques  of  study  are  now 
being  applied  to  all  types  of  patients.  In 
addition  Dr.  William  H.  Wainwright  and 
other  staff  members  are  extending  these  inves- 
tigations to  the  patient's  family,  exploring 
through  repeated  interviews  with  parents 
and  siblings  how  the  patient's  behavior  af- 
fected the  reactions  of  the  various  members 
of  the  family  before  and  during  the  illness. 

The  study  of  autistic  children  by  Dr. 
Albert  C.  Sherwin  has  been  extended  to  in- 
clude young  children  as  well  as  those  who 
have  reached  adolescence.  These  children 
remain  unable  to  communicate  either  ver- 
bally or  through  their  emotions  with  pa- 
rents and  other  children.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  some  of  these  children  respond 
to  music,  a  trait  which  persists  into  adoles- 
cence. There  are  indications  that  this  group 
of  patients  presents  a  variety  of  illnesses 
which  need  to  be  further  defined. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  by  Drs. 
Peter  F.  Regan  III  and  Joseph  F.  Reilly  in 
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their  study  of  plasma  catechol  amines  (prob- 
ably epinephrine  and  nor-epinephrine).  It 
has  been  demonstrated  that  these  catechol 
amines  have  different  basal  levels  in  different 
individuals  and  change  in  accordance  with 
the  individual's  emotional  state.  Certain 
psychopathologic  and  personality  character- 
istics modify  the  individual  emotional  in- 
fluences. These  studies  therefore  involve  si- 
multaneous investigations  by  psychiatrist, 
pharmacologist  and  experimental  psychol- 
ogist. 

WESTCHESTER  DIVISION 

During  the  year  316  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  hospital.  Of  the  312  patients  dis- 
charged, 14  per  cent  were  considered  recov- 
ered and  82  per  cent  of  all  patients  discharged 
were  definitely  benefited  by  treatment. 

Six  physicians  joined  the  staff  to  receive 
psychiatric  training,  and  six  physicians  com- 
pleted their  residency  training  during  the 
year. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  was 
the  opening  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 
in  January.  This  department  provides  for  a 
community  service  that  is  greatly  needed. 
Even  more  important  is  the  opportunity  it 
provides  for  the  graduate  training  program 
and  for  research.  Preventive  psychiatry  may 
find  its  most  fruitful  field  in  this  new  facility, 
which  was  established  with  funds  given  by 
Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller  Jr. 

The  staff  continues  to  make  progress  in 
research,  particularly  in  the  fields  of  schizo- 
phrenia, postpartum  mental  reactions,  anor- 
exia nervosa,  and  the  effectiveness  of  tran- 
quilizing  drugs. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  RADIOLOGY 

Dr.  John  A.  Evans,  chief  of  the  Department 
of  Radiology,  and  his  associates  are  intimate 
participants  in  the  work  of  all  clinical  sec- 
tions, contributing  immeasurably  to  patient 
care.  In  addition  they  conduct  a  heavy  train- 
ing and  teaching  program.    They  performed 


approximately  81,000  diagnostic  X-ray  ex- 
aminations and  provided  nearly  10,000  X-ray 
treatments,  including  3,216  given  by  the 
Co60  teletherapy  service. 

The  department  conducts  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  comprehensive  resident  training 
programs  in  radiology  in  the  country.  It 
has  twenty  residents  in  training  and  several 
special  post-doctoral  trainees  from  various 
foreign  countries.  In  addition,  each  year  a 
number  of  doctors  from  various  countries 
visit  the  department  for  short  periods  of  ob- 
servation and  instruction  in  certain  special- 
ized radiologic  techniques.  Serious  consid- 
eration is  being  given  to  extending  the 
resident  training  to  four  years.  It  is  felt 
that  the  present  three-year  program  is  in- 
sufficient for  adequate  training  in  modern 
roentgen  diagnosis  and  therapy,  radioactive 
isotopes,  pathology  and  roentgen  techniques. 
At  present  six  members  of  the  resident  staff 
rotate  through  Memorial  Hospital  for  addi- 
tional instruction  in  radiation  therapy. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  and  effort 
is  also  spent  on  graduate  education  on  the 
post-resident  level.  Each  year  members  of 
the  attending  staff  participate  in  a  large 
number  of  scientific  programs  of  various 
medical  societies.  This  past  year  Dr.  Evans 
was  guest  speaker  at  meetings  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Medical  Society,  New  York  Roent- 
gen Society,  Buffalo  Academy  of  Medicine, 
Radiological  Society  of  North  America,  Sec- 
tion of  Urology  of  the  New  York  Academy 
of  Medicine,  American  Gastroenterological 
Society  and  the  American  College  of  Chest 
Physicians.  Last  May  Dr.  William  Dubilier, 
Jr.,  visited  Japan  where  he  gave  several  lec- 
tures to  medical  societies  and  was  a  guest 
speaker  at  the  annual  convention  of  the 
Japanese  Ophthalmological  Society.  He  also 
visited  the  radiology  departments  of  several 
medical  schools  and  spoke  on  some  of  the 
newer  methods  of  X-ray  diagnosis. 

Radiology  is  taught  in  the  second  and 
fourth  years  of  the  medical  college  curricu- 
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lum.  In  the  last  trimester  of  the  second  year 
an  introduction  to  the  principles  of  clinical 
radiology  is  given  in  a  series  of  twelve  one- 
hour  lectures.  In  the  fourth  year  a  series  of 
twenty  one-hour  lectures  is  devoted  to  vari- 
ous phases  of  clinical  radiology.  In  addition 
an  elective  course  of  one  or  two  months  is 
open  to  fourth  year  students. 

The  New  York  Hospital  School  of  Radiog- 
raphy is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  schools  of 
X-ray  technology  in  the  country,  offering  a 
two  year  course  in  the  theory,  principles  and 
practice  of  modern  radiographic  techniques. 
Admission  is  open  to  high  school  graduates 
whose  scholastic  records  meet  the  required 
standards.  The  curriculum  is  organized, 
supervised  and  conducted  by  the  staff  of  the 
Department  of  Radiology.  Graduates  are 
eligible  for  certification  as  registered  tech- 
nicians. They  are  much  in  demand  and  have 
a  wide  variety  of  opportunities  for  placement 
in  hospitals  and  doctors'  offices. 

Dr.  David  Becker,  Director  of  the  Radio- 
isotope Laboratory  is  in  charge  of  an  active 
program  of  teaching,  research  and  patient 
care.  Requests  for  this  form  of  ionizing 
radiation  in  research  projects  and  for  clinical 
application  have  taxed  to  the  limit  the  per- 
sonnel, equipment  and  available  facilities. 

The  recent  reports  of  the  National  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences  on  radiation  hazards,  particu- 
larly the  genetic  influences  of  radiation,  have 
re -emphasized  the  need  for  careful  control  of 
all  types  of  ionizing  radiations.  A  Committee 
on  Radiation  Control  was  recently  formed, 
with  the  Radiologist-in-Chief  of  the  Hospital 
as  chairman,  to  review  our  radiologic  prac- 
tices and  to  make  certain  modifications  of 
technique  in  order  to  keep  radiation  exposure 
to  a  minimum  consistent  with  the  medical 
requirements.  Of  the  diagnostic  examina- 
tions, fluoroscopy  presents  the  greatest  haz- 
ard. The  use  of  new  "image  amplification" 
equipment  is  one  means  of  reducing  the 
amount  of  exposure  from  this  source. 


Three  years  ago  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  was  one  of  the  first 
medical  institutions  in  this  country  to  con- 
duct clinical  investigations  in  the  use  of  an 
intravenous  method  for  X-ray  demonstration 
of  the  extrahepatic  biliary  system.  This  was 
a  joint  project  of  the  Departments  of  Surgery 
and  Radiology,  and  as  a  result  of  these  invest- 
igations intravenous  cholangiography  was 
firmly  established  as  an  important  clinical 
diagnostic  examination  in  patients  with  sus- 
pected disease  of  the  biliary  system. 

Nephrotomography,  a  new  and  original 
method  of  X-ray  examination  of  the  kid- 
neys, permits  differentiation  between  cysts 
and  tumors.  The  technique  has  now  been 
widely  accepted  as  an  important  contribu- 
tion to  urologic  diagnosis.  For  this  piece  of 
clinical  research  Dr.  Evans  and  his  staff  re- 
ceived the  Magna  Cum  Laude  award  of  the 
Radiological  Society  of  North  America. 

Orbital  pneumotomography  is  an  X-ray 
technique  for  the  detection  of  tumors  of  the 
orbit.  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  was  the  first  medical  institu- 
tion in  this  country  to  use  the  method.  The 
technique  of  examination  was  first  reported 
in  Radiology,  March  1956,  and  since  then  has 
been  adopted  by  other  clinics.  The  develop- 
ment of  this  technique  was  a  cooperative 
effort  between  the  ophthalmology  section  of 
the  Department  of  Surgery  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Radiology.  An  exhibit  on  the  tech- 
nique of  the  examination  won  the  Cum  Laude 
award  of  the  Radiological  Society  of  North 
America  in  1956. 

The  problem  of  roentgen  visualization  of  the 
pancreas  in  man  has  been  the  object  of  inten- 
sive investigation  for  a  number  of  years.  In 
the  past  year  Dr.  Hans  Ludin,  a  James  Picker 
Research  Fellow  in  Radiology,  has  success- 
fully demonstrated  the  pancreas  by  means 
of  a  combination  of  special  X-ray  techniques. 
Further  experience  and  study  will  be  neces- 
sary before  final  evaluation  of  the  technique 
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as  a  useful  clinical  diagnostic  tool.  An 
exhibit  illustrating  the  technique  and  its 
clinical  applications  was  awarded  the  Cum 
Laude  prize  at  the  December  1957  meeting  of 
the  Radiological  Society  of  North  America. 

Angiocardiography  is  a  radiographic  tech- 
nique which  permits  visualization  of  the 
chambers  of  the  heart  and  of  the  great  ves- 
sels. It  is  a  vitally  important  part  of  the 
diagnostic  workup  of  patients  with  various 
forms  of  congenital  and  acquired  heart  dis- 
ease, and  is  routinely  employed  in  all  patients 
in  whom  corrective  surgery  is  contemplated. 
It  also  has  an  important  place  in  the  pre- 
operative evaluation  of  patients  with  lung 
cancer  and  tumors  of  the  mediastinum.  Dr. 
Steinberg,  a  world  recognized  authority  in 
this  specialty,  pioneered  with  his  associates 
in  the  early  work  in  this  field.  As  a  result  of 
these  early  and  authoritative  studies,  this 
Center  became  recognized  as  one  of  the 
leaders  in  the  field. 

Radioisotope  renography  is  a  cooperative 
study  between  the  section  of  urology  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery  and  the  Department 
of  Radiology,  supported  by  a  grant-in-aid 
from  the  James  Picker  Foundation,  Inc.  An 
investigation  of  the  renal  vascular  bed  in 
normal  and  diseased  kidneys  by  a  radioiso- 
tope technique,  it  is  hoped  that  the  study 
will  permit  an  evaluation  of  renal  vascular 
dysfunction  in  a  unilaterally  diseased  kidney 
and  provide  a  criterion  either  for  surgical 
intervention  or  for  medical  therapy.  It  is 
further  possible  that  this  study  may  give  im- 
portant information  as  to  the  mechanisms 
involved  in  certain  types  of  hypertension. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SURGERY 

The  surgical  department  consists  of  the 
subdepartments  of  general  surgery  including 
trauma  and  fractures,  and  the  specialties  of 
neurosurgery,  ophthalmology,  otolaryngol- 
ogy, orthopedics,  plastic  surgery  and  urol- 
ogy. In  addition,  these  are  closely  supported 
by  oral  surgery  and  dentistry,  surgical  path- 


ology, physical  medicine,  the  laboratories 
for  surgical  research  and  the  operating  rooms. 
Participating  in  the  work  of  the  department 
are  240  physicians  and  a  small  courtesy  staff. 
Of  this  number,  88  are  surgeons  in  training. 
There  were  10,530  operations  performed 
upon  10,836  patients  admitted  to  the  surgical 
service  during  1957.  Teaching  and  research 
are  carefully  integrated  with  the  service 
activities  of  the  department.  An  investi- 
gative program  of  some  magnitude  is  sup- 
ported from  funds  from  extramural  sources. 

The  metabolic  section  of  the  surgical  lab- 
oratories is  a  facility  widely  used  for  treat- 
ment of  patients  with  nutritional,  fluid  and 
electrolyte  problems.  Blood  volume  deter- 
minations done  by  this  unit  have  become  an 
important  step  in  preparation  for  major 
surgical  procedures,  particularly  in  the  aged 
and  debilitated.  Measurement  of  changes  in 
body  compartments  has  been  the  major  pro- 
ject in  this  section.  Metabolic  balance  meth- 
ods have  been  supplemented  by  the  radio- 
isotope dilution  methods.  The  addition  of 
radiosulfate  has  permitted  a  more  accurate 
measurement  of  extra-cellular  fluid.  This 
work  has  been  directed  by  Dr.  Helena  Gilder, 
in  association  with  Dr.  John  M.  Beal  and 
Dr.  George  Cornell. 

Determination  of  fat  loss  after  operation  is 
accomplished  by  the  use  of  deuterium  oxide. 
To  meet  the  nutritional  needs  of  seriously  ill 
patients,  a  new  preparation  consisting  of 
homogenized  fat,  carbohydrate  and  protein 
has  been  found  practicable  for  intravenous 
use. 

The  scope  of  cardiovascular  surgery  has 
continued  to  expand  during  the  past  year. 
The  success  of  the  surgical  attack  on  an  in- 
creasing variety  of  lesions  has  been  largely 
due  to  the  cooperation  of  several  depart- 
ments. The  surgeons  have  been  ably  sup- 
ported by  Dr.  Stewart  and  his  associates  in 
the  Department  of  Medicine,  by  Dr.  Lukas 
and  his  staff  from  the  cardiopulmonary  lab- 
oratory, by  Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle  and  Dr. 
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Henry  Goldberg  for  Pediatrics,  Dr.  Steinberg 
and  Dr.  Finby  from  Radiology,  and  Dr. 
Mendelson  from  Obstetrics.  The  group  eval- 
uation of  problems  enhances  the  value  and 
safety  of  operative  approach  to  cardiac 
problems. 

During  the  past  year  an  increasing  number 
of  severe  congenital  cardiac  anomalies  have 
been  attacked  surgically.  The  improvements 
in  technique  have  justified  a  surgical  ap- 
proach to  certain  abnormalities  that  are 
otherwise  uniformly  fatal.  The  physiologic 
studies  that  are  conducted  during  these  oper- 
ations have  provided  valuable  information 
in  regard  to  cardiac  function  that  will  aid 
in  future  procedures  as  well. 

Mitral  valvulotomy  remains  the  most  fre- 
quently performed  operation.  Other  acquired 
valvular  lesions  that  have  been  treated  surgi- 
cally include  aortic  stenosis  and  aortic  insuf- 
ficiency. Coarctation  of  the  aorta,  patent 
ductus  arteriosus  and  tetralogy  of  Fallot  are 
the  congenital  lesions  which  are  most  fre- 
quently managed  by  operative  procedures. 

Pulmonic  valvular  stenosis  has  been  treated 
by  a  direct  open  approach  with  hypothermia. 
The  observations  which  have  been  made  on 
these  patients  have  been  particularly  import- 
ant. In  a  group  of  patients  with  severe  val- 
vular pulmonic  stenosis,  only  a  partial  reduc- 
tion in  right  ventricular  systolic  pressure  was 
found  after  the  cone-shaped  valve  was  in- 
cised. Pressure  measurements  which  were 
made  in  the  operating  room  indicated  that 
there  was  an  area  of  obstruction  in  the  out- 
flow tract  of  the  right  ventricle  just  proximal 
to  the  pulmonary  valve.  Flowever,  the  signs 
of  pulmonary  stenosis  regressed  during  the 
several  months  after  operation.  This  obser- 
vation is  of  great  importance  in  the  manage- 
ment of  this  problem  and  indicates  that 
operation  to  remove  the  obstructing  portion 
of  the  ventricular  wall  is  not  necessary. 

In  the  laboratory  for  surgical  research, 
work  on  extracorporeal  circulation  has  been 


continued  by  a  team  headed  by  Dr.  George  R. 
Holswade  of  the  Department  of  Surgery  and 
Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle  of  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics.  Dr.  Frank  Redo,  Lewis  Cass 
Ledyard  Fellow,  joined  this  group  in  April 
on  the  completion  of  his  surgical  residency. 
Dr.  Benjamin  Marbury  and  other  members  of 
the  Department  of  Anesthesiology  have  par- 
ticipated actively  in  the  project.  A  bubble- 
type  oxygenator  and  pump  were  used  during 
the  first  part  of  the  year,  and  cardiac  by-pass 
with  induced  cardiac  arrest  and  open  cardiot- 
omy  was  performed.  To  permit  longer 
periods  of  safe  operation  and  higher  rates  of 
flow,  experiments  with  a  rotating  disc  oxy- 
genator were  begun  in  the  fall.  Present  indi- 
cations are  that  this  type  of  apparatus  will 
be  safer  and  more  satisfactory  for  human  use 
than  bubble-type  oxygenators.  In  conjunc- 
tion with  the  extracorporeal  work  a  new 
anti-heparin  compound,  Polybrene,  has  been 
shown  to  be  superior  to  protamin  for  neutral- 
izing anti-coagulants  after  the  cardiac  by- 
pass is  completed. 

Resection  of  arterial  aneurysms  has  been 
accomplished  with  replacement  both  by 
homologous  arterial  grafts  and  by  synthetic 
prostheses.  In  thrombosis  of  major  arteries, 
shunts  of  homologous  grafts  or  synthetic 
prostheses  have  been  placed  about  the  area 
of  obstruction  in  some  patients.  This  pro- 
cedure does  not  interfere  with  collateral 
blood  flow  and  appears  to  function  well  in 
providing  an  adequate  arterial  supply  distal 
to  the  obstruction. 

During  the  past  decade  an  ever  increasing 
number  of  arterial  homografts  have  been 
used  successfully  to  bridge  diseased  segments 
of  blood  vessels.  However,  many  technical 
and  biological  problems  still  remain  unsolved 
in  vascular  surgery.  In  the  laboratories,  Dr. 
S.  W.  Moore  and  Dr.  George  E.  Wantz  are 
developing  more  reliable  and  safer  techniques 
to  replace  the  aortic  arch,  commonly  the  site 
of  aneurysms.  Dr.  Wantz,  in  conjunction 
with  directing  the  blood  vessel  bank,  is  in- 
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vestigating  the  reparative  and  degenerative 
processes  in  blood  vessels  and  blood  vessel 
grafts.  Particular  emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  elastin,  which  is  the  resilient  component 
of  the  supportive  tissues  of  the  body  and  is 
the  major  tissue  element  of  the  larger  blood 
vessels.  Basic  research  into  the  nature  of 
elastin  is  timely  since  alterations  in  its  struc- 
ture are  among  the  principal  pathologic 
changes  leading  to  arteriosclerosis  and  arte- 
rial homograft  failure. 

A  program  for  the  intensive  study  of  liver 
disease  has  been  in  operation  at  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  for 
eight  consecutive  years.  This  program  inte- 
grates the  clinical  and  laboratory  facilities 
of  both  surgery  and  medicine  for  more  effec- 
tive teaching  and  research,  and  is  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  Dr.  Mary  Ann  Payne 
and  Dr.  George  Wantz.  Since  many  patients 
with  cirrhosis  can  now  be  helped  by  opera- 
tions which  shunt  the  blood  around  the  liver, 
more  patients  with  serious  liver  disease  are 
under  treatment  in  the  hospital.  A  rapid 
method  of  treatment  using  some  of  the  newer 
medications  has  been  developed  and  found 
effective  in  treating  liver  coma. 

For  many  years  the  surgical  department  has 
participated  in  the  work  of  the  section  on 
endocrinology,  first  with  Dr.  Ephraim  Shorr 
and  following  his  death,  with  Dr.  Melvin 
Horwith.  Gradually  this  field  has  become 
increasingly  productive.  Diseases  of  the 
adrenal  gland  including  Cushing's  disease 
and  the  chromaffin  tumors,  pheochromo- 
cytoma,  have  been  intensively  studied  so  that 
proper  selection  of  patients  for  surgical 
treatment  is  now  regularly  accomplished. 
The  same  may  be  said  for  tumors  of  the  para- 
thyroid gland  and  functional  disorders  of  the 
pancreas.  These  have  been  of  particular  in- 
terest to  Dr.  Glenn,  and  in  recent  years  he 
has  had  the  association  of  Dr.  Richard  Karl, 
who  with  vigor  and  enthusiasm  is  extending 
the  role  of  surgery  in  this  area.  In  a  some- 
what similar  manner  Dr.  Karl  is  associated 


with  The  Rockefeller  Institute  in  the  clinical 
investigation  of  Boeck's  sarcoid.  An  inter- 
esting facet  of  this  study  has  been  the  at- 
tempted transplantation  of  lymph  tissue  in 
agammaglobulinemia. 

All  medicine  is  concerned  with  the  pre- 
vention, early  recognition  and  efficient  con- 
trol of  infections.  Dr.  Walsh  McDermott  and 
his  modern  pioneering  group  have  over  the 
years  greatly  assisted  the  surgeons  in  these 
problems.  Dr.  Peter  Dineen,  the  depart- 
mental representative,  working  with  this 
group,  has  brought  to  the  Department  of 
Surgery  a  realistic  approach  that  is  proving 
profitable. 

The  study  of  the  trauma  patient  has  been 
extended  by  Dr.  Preston  A.  Wade  and  Dr. 
Robert  L.  Patterson  with  the  assistance  of 
Dr.  Paul  W.  Braunstein  and  members  of  the 
resident  staff.  Cooperation  with  hospitals 
having  ambulance  service  has  continued  and 
affords  the  combined  fracture  service  a  wide 
variety  of  fractures  and  problems  in  multiple 
trauma.  A  research  project  is  under  way,  to 
be  sponsored  by  the  fracture  service  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery  and  the  Automotive 
Crash  Injury  Research  Unit,  in  which  all 
trauma  patients  admitted  to  this  hospital  and 
to  three  cooperating  hospitals  will  be  studied 
in  great  detail  so  as  to  further  and  improve 
the  care  of  the  accident  patient  in  emergency 
rooms. 

Dr.  Braunstein  with  Mr.  John  O.  Moore 
and  Dr.  Wade  published  a  further  study  on 
automotive  crash  injuries  in  which  they 
evaluated  certain  improvements  in  auto- 
mobile design  resulting  from  the  preliminary 
studies  of  the  project.  Some  decrease  in 
injury  potential  is  evident  in  the  newer 
automobiles. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Wade  and 
under  the  auspices  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
staffs  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  the  Hos- 
pital for  Special  Surgery,  the  second  annual 
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Post-Graduate  Course  on  Trauma  was  given. 
There  were  44  sessions  during  the  week, 
attended  by  72  surgeons.  A  textbook, 
"Surgery  of  Trauma,"  will  be  published 
early  next  year,  edited  by  Dr.  Preston  A. 
Wade.  The  volume  will  be  a  collection  of 
monographs  based  on  the  lectures  given  in 
the  course. 

Cancer  remains  the  greatest  single  problem 
which  challenges  surgical  treatment.  Surgi- 
cal removal  remains  the  most  successful  form 
of  therapy  for  the  majority  of  patients.  The 
staff  has  continued  to  devote  great  effort  to 
the  improvement  of  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  the  various  forms  of  cancer.  Early  diagno- 
sis remains  a  significant  goal  in  the  better- 
ment of  results  of  treatment.  The  integration 
of  the  various  specialties  with  the  general 
surgical  facilities  has  contributed  to  advance- 
ment in  both  therapy  and  palliation.  Con- 
stant review  of  the  experience  in  diagnostic 
and  therapeutic  modalities  has  been  pursued 
as  an  aid  in  combating  this  disease.  New 
methods  of  treatment  are  subjects  of  study. 
During  1957,  understanding  of  the  endocrine 
influences  on  malignant  disease  has  been  ex- 
tended. The  palliation  of  advanced  breast 
cancer  by  hypophysectomy  has  been  impres- 
sive. Adjuvant  chemotherapy  is  being  ex- 
plored as  an  aid  in  the  surgical  treatment  of 
gastric  cancer.  Administration  of  certain 
tumorcidal  compounds  has  been  instituted 
to  prevent  or  control  the  spread  of  cancer 
cells  by  the  blood  stream. 

The  Tumor  Registry  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  Dr.  George  Cornell  is  now 
functioning  efficiently.  A  significant  group 
of  data  has  now  been  accumulated  from 
patients  with  malignant  and  premalignant 
lesions  on  the  surgical  service.  The  registry 
not  only  records  such  patients  but  also  traces 
their  course  with  the  assistance  of  their 
physicians.  The  data  thus  acquired  have 
become  of  increasing  importance  to  the  staff. 

In  neurosurgery  the  investigations  of  Dr. 
Bronson  Ray  and  his  group  on  the  effect  of 


hypophysectomy  in  advanced  breast  cancer, 
started  in  1953  in  conjunction  with  the  endo- 
crine department  at  Memorial  Center  for 
Cancer  and  Allied  Diseases,  have  continued 
to  command  widespread  interest.  The  per- 
centage of  remissions  following  this  opera- 
tion remains  impressive  enough  to  warrant 
carrying  on  with  the  series.  To  date  approxi- 
mately 250  patients  have  had  hypophysect- 
omy for  advanced  cancer  of  the  breast.  A  sec- 
ond series  of  hypophysectomies  was  started 
during  the  year  for  diabetes  mellitus  and  a 
third  series  for  acromegaly.  Hypophysect- 
omy for  acromegaly  is  a  wholly  new  venture 
but  has  been  embarked  upon  after  much 
deliberation. 

The  ophthalmology  out-patient  clinic, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  John  M.  McLean, 
continues  to  have  the  largest  attendance  of 
all  the  specialty  clinics.  The  special  clinics 
for  more  detailed  study  of  problems  in  de- 
tached retina,  ocular  muscles,  glaucoma  and 
low  vision  are  continued  to  the  very  consid- 
erable benefit  of  the  patients  and  of  medical 
knowledge  in  general.  One  of  the  most 
active  of  these  is  the  retina  clinic  under  Dr. 
Norton's  direct  supervision.  With  constantly 
improving  techniques  of  diagnosis  and  oper- 
tive  treatment,  an  increasing  number  of 
patients  with  retinal  detachment  are  being 
visually  rehabilitated. 

The  grant  from  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  to  support  studies  in  neuro-ophthal- 
mology  has  been  continued  and  this  work  is 
being  pursued  both  in  this  Center  and  in  co- 
operation with  the  Cornell  Neurology  Divi- 
sion at  Bellevue,  resulting  in  further  broaden- 
ing of  the  resident  training.  Closer  integra- 
tion with  those  handling  problems  of  ocular 
malignancy  at  the  Memorial  Center  has  a 
similar  effect. 

The  basic  studies  in  electrical  characteris- 
tics of  ocular  tissues  have  been  continued 
under  a  research  grant  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  and  with  very  valuable 
support  in  instrumentation  from   the   Ford 
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Instrument  Division  of  Sperry-Rand  Corpo- 
ration. The  joint  study  of  ocular  viruses  with 
the  virus  laboratories  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Preventive  Medicine  con- 
tinues. Clinical  studies  in  aqueous  flow  in 
glaucoma  and  other  ocular  conditions  have 
been  intensified  and  applied  to  evaluation  of 
some  of  the  newer  anti-glaucoma  drugs. 

Dr.  James  A.  Moore  and  his  associates  in 
otolaryngology  have  done  an  increased  num- 
ber of  operations  to  improve  hearing  in  con- 
ductive hearing  impairment  secondary  to 
otosclerosis.  The  increase  is  accounted  for 
by  the  addition  of  the  mobilization  of  the 
stapes  operation,  which  during  the  year  has 
outnumbered  the  fenestration  procedure  by 
more  than  twenty  to  one,  a  situation  which 
is  generally  true  in  clinics  throughout  the 
country.  Results  of  the  mobilization  opera- 
tion are  being  carefully  catalogued  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  operation  will  in  time 
take  its  place  in  proper  perspective  along 
with  the  fenestration  operation. 

The  case  load  of  the  speech  and  hearing 
center  has  increased  approximately  40  per 
cent  as  a  result  of  expanded  facilities  and 
staff  during  the  year  1956.  We  are  following 
approximately  35  hard-of-hearing  children 
in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Medical 
Rehabilitation  and  Bureau  for  Handicapped 
Children  of  the  State  of  New  York  Depart- 
ment of  Health.  In  addition  the  United 
Cerebral  Palsy  Association  of  Nassau  County 
plans  to  refer  approximately  20  patients  a 
year  for  otologic  and  audiologic  evaluation. 

Plastic  and  reconstructive  surgery  in  chil- 
dren with  hare  lip  and  cleft  palate  is  a  long 
and  arduous  undertaking  requiring  the  assist- 
ance of  pediatricians,  psychiatrists  and  psy- 
chologists as  well  as  representatives  of  other 
disciplines.  Speech  training  alone  requires 
years.  Under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr. 
Herbert  Conway  and  his  staff,  the  plastic 
surgery  clinic  of  the  Center  has  come  to  be 
designated  as  a  cleft  palate  center  by  the 
Health  Department  of  New  York  City.    Dr. 


Conway  and  his  resident  surgeon,  Dr.  James 
Smith,  have  made  significant  electromyo- 
graphic studies  on  transplanted  muscle  tissue 
about  the  mouth  and  lips. 

Transplantation  of  a  parathyroid  gland  for 
parathyroid  deficiency  resulting  from  radical 
surgery  for  extirpation  of  cancer  was  success- 
fully accomplished  by  a  group  including 
Drs.  William  F.  Nickel,  James  Smith  and 
Herbert  Conway. 

The  facilities  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  T.  Camp- 
bell Thompson,  have  provided  a  unique 
opportunity  for  the  study  of  disorders  of  the 
musculo-skeletal  system  and  for  teaching 
and  training  in  this  specialty. 

Out-patient  clinics  in  these  fields,  ortho- 
pedic surgery  and  rheumatic  disease,  are  sup- 
plemented by  special  clinics  in  clubfoot, 
scoliosis,  amputation,  cerebral  palsy,  de- 
myelinating  disease,  chest  deformity,  hand 
deformity  and  injury,  neuro-muscular  diag- 
nosis and  low  back  pain. 

In  1957,  the  teaching  facilities  have  been 
enlarged  to  provide  orthopedic  training  and 
experience  for  a  number  of  nurses  in  training 
in  other  hospitals.  The  School  for  Practical 
Nurses  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 
graduated  53  students  during  1957,  many  of 
whom  remain  on  the  staff  of  the  Medical 
Center  and  help  greatly  to  relieve  the  general 
shortage  of  nurses. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  during  1956 
and  1957  very  few  acute  or  recent  poliomy- 
elitis patients  were  admitted.  For  this  reason 
the  excellent  facilities  at  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  for  physical  and  occupational 
therapy  can  be  used  to  a  greater  extent  for 
rehabilitation  of  all  types  of  patients. 

Children  with  anomalies  and  disorders  of 
the  genito-urinary  tract  require  meticulous 
and  long-term  care.  Dr.  Victor  Marshall, 
head  of  the  subdepartment  of  urology,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Department  of  Pediatrics, 
has  attacked  this  problem  with  considerable 
success  during  the  past  year. 
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Dr.  Albert  Paquin  is  continuing  metabolic 
studies  on  post-operative  urological  patients 
and  with  Drs.  Evans,  Finby  and  Baker  of  the 
Department  of  Radiology,  is  preparing  a 
book  on  urethrography.  Papers  have  been 
published  on  both  these  subjects  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  Dr.  Mitchell  Brice  has 
made  a  study  of  the  operability  of  patients 
with  carcinoma  of  the  prostate  apparently 
localized  to  that  gland.  Thus  far  pelvic  node 
dissections  have  been  carried  out  on  14  such 
patients.  Seven  have  been  discovered  to  be 
actually  inoperable  because  of  the  presence  of 
multiple  positive  pelvic  lymph  nodes.  This 
study  may  alter  the  current  approach  to  this 
disease.  Drs.  Ferraro,  Beneventi  and  Mar- 
shall have  continued  their  clinical  and 
physiological  studies  of  the  problem  of  post- 
prostatectomy  incontinence.  Drs.  Arthur 
Wyker  and  Pauline  Pickett  have  reviewed 
the  experience  here  and  at  Memorial  Center 
with  Wilm's  tumor  in  children. 

The  surgical  pathology  laboratory  is  often 
the  final  court  of  decision  in  the  more  com- 
plicated diagnostic  surgical  problem  patients. 
Dr.  John  Pearce  and  his  immediate  associates 


provide  definitive  information  that  not  only 
determines  therapy  and  prognosis  but  estab- 
lishes the  accuracy  of  the  clinical  diagnosis. 
About  one-fifth  of  all  specimens  examined 
are  from  patients  with  cancer.  The  investi- 
gative program  of  this  group  has  included  a 
continuation  of  studies  on  antihyaluronidase 
substances  with  viral  infections,  chronic  con- 
gestive heart  failure  following  acute  myo- 
carditis and  valvulitis.  New  projects  deal 
with  leukemia  in  mice,  in  association  with 
Dr.  Bayard  Clarkson  of  the  Department  of 
Medicine,  and  adenocarcinoma  of  the  pros- 
tate and  benign  hypertrophy  in  relation  to 
mucus  producing  glands  of  this  organ. 

In  concluding  this  report,  the  Medical 
Board  and  the  professional  staff  of  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  express 
their  appreciation  to  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey, 
Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt  and  Mr.  Laurence  G. 
Payson  for  their  continued  understanding 
and  cooperative  support  throughout  the  year.

Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of  the 
Director. 

The  past  year  marks  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter  century  in  our  present  buildings.  Like 
each  year  since  the  close  of  World  War  II,  it 
has  been  notable  for  a  continuing  increase  in 
intensity  of  activities,  referable  in  large 
measure  to  the  development  and  provision  of 
an  increasing  number  and  variety  of  profes- 
sional services  essential  to  optimal  patient 
care  and  made  possible  through  advancing 
medical  technology.  Only  by  applying  the 
fruits  of  ever  more  productive  medical  research 
can  we  bring  its  benefits  to  our  patients  and 
demonstrate  progressive  and  sound  medical 
practice  to  our  students  and  trainees  in  medi- 
cine and  related  fields.  As  will  be  related 
below,  the  price  is  high,  and  will  go  higher, 
but  the  rewards  in  terms  of  alleviation  of 
human  suffering  are  incalculable. 

STAFF  CHANGES 

Dr.  David  P.  Barr  retired  as  Physician-in- 
Chief  of  The  New  York  Hospital,  President 
of  its  Medical  Board  and  Professor  of  Medi- 
cine in  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 
For  sixteen  years  he  served  the  Hospital  and 
Center  with  rare  distinction.  His  wise  coun- 
sel, breadth  of  vision  and  warm  personality 
will  be  sorely  missed.  Dr.  Frank  Glenn, 
Surgeon-in-Chief  of  the  Hospital  and  Profes- 
sor of  Surgery  in  the  Medical  College,  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Dr.  Barr  as 
President  of  the  Medical  Board,  while  Dr. 
E.  Hugh  Luckey,  formerly  Dean  of  the  Medi- 
cal College,  was  appointed  Physician-in-Chief 


of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Professor  of 
Medicine  in  the  College.  Dr.  John  E.  Deitrick 
returned  to  the  Center  from  serving  as  Magee 
Professor  of  Medicine  at  Jefferson  Medical 
College  to  become  the  new  Dean  of  Cornell 
University  Medical  College. 

Among  administrative  departmental  head 
appointments  were  the  following:  Mr.  E. 
Ross  Browne,  Director  of  Personnel;  Mr.  Les- 
ter Luntz,  Staff  Associate  for  Training;  Miss 
Audrey  M.  McCluskey,  Nursing  Department 
Head,  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology;  Miss 
Margie  Warren,  Nursing  Department  Head, 
Out-Patient  Department;  and  Miss  Dorothy 
Ellison,  Nursing  Department  Head,  Operat- 
ing Room. 

PHYSICAL  FACILITIES 

As  the  year  closed,  a  tunnel  under  York 
Avenue,  connecting  with  a  section  already 
built  under  Phipps  Houses,  was  nearing  com- 
pletion. The  final  step  in  this  undertaking 
will  be  its  extension  under  68th  Street  to 
Memorial  Center  for  Cancer  and  Allied  Dis- 
eases. This  should  do  much  to  strengthen  the 
relationship  with  our  neighbor  to  the  south- 
west through  more  convenient  physical  com- 
munications. 

To  the  north  the  191-bed  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  completed  its  second  full  year 
of  operation  at  its  new  site  as  our  proximately 
affiliated  institution. 

My  report  for  1956  described  briefly  some 
of  the  more  pressing  physical  needs  of  the 
Main  Hospital.  Included  was  the  construc- 
tion of  a  building  which  would  fill  the  court- 
yard between  K  and  L  Buildings  at  the  base- 
ment and  first  floor  levels.  This  proposal  was 
developed  in  cooperation  with  the  Director 
of  the  Center,  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Col- 
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lege,  the  chiefs  of  the  clinical  services  con- 
cerned, nursing  and  administration.  At  the 
basement  level  on  70th  Street,  the  plan  en- 
visions modernized  and  expanded  emergency 
facilities,  more  adequate  out-patient  depart- 
ment arrangements,  space  for  diagnostic 
X-ray  for  ambulant  patients  and  improved 
and  consolidated  admitting  offices.  The  main 
floor  of  the  building  would  be  left  unfinished 
initially  and  would  provide  opportunity  for 
expansion  of  ambulatory  services  as  further 
study  dictates. 

The  Board  of  Governors,  under  the  ener- 
getic leadership  of  its  President,  Mr.  Francis 
Kernan,  recognized  the  pressing  need  for  ad- 
ditional space  and  authorized  immediate 
construction  of  this  project,  which  will  be 
named  the  Dr.  Connie  Guion  Building  after 
this  much  beloved  senior  member  of  the 
medical  staff  who  has  done  so  much  for  so 
many  years  to  further  the  best  interests  of  the 
Center  and  particularly  of  our  out-patient 
clinics.  The  building  will  be  financed  through 
ten-year  pledges  by  individual  Governors  and 
by  friends  of  the  Society. 

In  addition,  administration  has  been  author- 
ized to  proceed  with  studies  in  preparation 
for  installation  of  new  passenger  elevators. 
This  will  go  far  toward  alleviating  the  acute 
problem  of  supplying  adequate  vertical  trans- 
portation. Other  studies  have  been  inaugu- 
rated by  the  management  consultants,  Cresap, 
McCormick  &  Paget,  to  determine  the  most 
economical  method  of  developing  additional 
parking  facilities  near  the  Center.  More  and 
better  housing  for  married  house  staff  and 
nurses  is  anticipated  in  future  years  through 
the  initiation  during  1957  of  the  development 
of  a  middle  income  housing  project  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Mitchell-Lama  law  in  coop- 
eration with  the  Lenox  Hill  Neighborhood 
Association. 

All  of  these  undertakings  will  improve  our 
basic  physical  facilities  to  the  end  that  we 
may  prosecute  more  effectively  our  principal 
objectives    in    patient   care,    education    and 


research.  But  in  a  world  of  rapidly  changing 
technology,  a  twenty-five  year  old  plant  be- 
comes rapidly  obsolete  unless  it  is  undergoing 
continuing  renovation  and  expansion  and  un- 
less technical  and  physical  equipment  is 
replaced  and  augmented  as  rapidly  as  new  and 
more  effective  equipment  becomes  available. 

SERVICES  TO  PATIENTS 

During  1957  the  Society  through  its  three 
divisions,  The  New  York  Hospital,  the  West- 
chester Division  and  Payne  Whitney  Psychi- 
atric Clinic,  provided  462,388  patient  days  of 
care,  474  days  short  of  the  all-time  record 
established  in  1956.  At  The  New  York 
Hospital,  however,  302,849  days  of  care, 
exclusive  of  26,339  newborn  days,  constituted 
a  new  record  high  for  this  division  and  repre- 
sents a  year  round  average  occupancy  rate  of 
83-2%  as  compared  with  82.2%  in  1956.  For 
more  detailed  information  the  reader  is 
referred  to  the  table  on  page  77. 

In  spite  of  a  slight  reduction  in  number  of 
visits  made  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  of 
The  New  York  Hospital,  from  206,427  in 
1956  to  204,041  in  1957,  use  of  professional 
services  continued  to  rise  out  of  proportion 
to  the  number  of  patients  served.  The  follow- 
ing table  illustrates  this  increase  in  compari- 
son with  1956:

With  the  heavier  work  load,  with  growing 
concern  for  possible  physical  harm  to  person- 
nel from  X-radiation  and  with  the  extending 
use  of  radioisotopes,  it  was  necessary  to  aug- 
ment the  professional  staff  in  the  X-ray  Depart- 
ment and  to  employ  a  full-time  physicist.  The 
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increasing  complexity,  variety  and  numbers 
of  laboratory  examinations  necessitated  a 
reorganization  to  provide  a  chemist  and  a 
hematologist  to  head  the  chemical  and  hema- 
tological sections  of  Central  Laboratories. 
Additional  technicians  were  also  required.  A 
further  new  service  to  patients  was  the  in- 
auguration of  the  use  of  the  artificial  kidney, 
an  intricate  and  often  life-saving  device 
available  in  New  York  City  in  only  two 
other  hospitals. 

FINANCES 

For  1957  the  Society's  deficit,  including 
provision  for  depreciation  on  building  fix- 
tures and  equipment  and  all  sources  of  non- 
operating  income  such  as  interest,  dividends 
and  current  gifts,  came  to  $450,110  as  com- 
pared with  $39,162  in  1956.  Because  of  the 
age  of  the  plant  at  Westchester  Division  and 
the  consequent  necessity  for  larger  outlays  for 
major  repairs  and  maintenance,  it  has  been 
customary  to  include  building  depreciation 
as  an  element  of  operating  cost  at  that  divi- 
sion. With  the  inclusion  of  this  item  the 
Society's  deficit  totaled  $562,743  referable  to 
the  three  divisions  as  follows :

Since  expenditures  for  capital  replacements 
and  new  equipment  at  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital were  limited  to  the  sum  provided  by 
certain  non-cash  items  in  the  operating  state- 
ment, principally  provision  for  depreciation 
on  building  fixtures  and  equipment,  the  above 
figure,  $562,743,  approximates  the  amount  of 
expenses  financed  from  capital  funds.  Against 
this,  additions  to  capital,  principally  be- 
quests, came  to  $2,448,051,  of  which  $293,015 
was  for  the  Third  Century  Fund  and  $317,651 
was  unrestricted  as  to  use.  For  further  details 
the  reader  is  referred  to  the  financial  state- 
ments on  pages  57  to  62. 


As  previously  pointed  out,  the  New  York 
plant  is  now  twenty-five  years  old,  and  much 
of  its  structure  and  equipment  is  obsolescent. 
During  the  past  few  years  an  effort  has  been 
made  to  replace  obsolete  equipment,  purchase 
new  equipment  and  adjust  the  plant  to  cur- 
rent needs  with  approximately  $370,000  an- 
nually. This  sum  represents  the  non-cash 
items  in  the  operating  budget.  It  becomes 
increasingly  evident  that  this  amount  is  in- 
adequate if  we  are  to  make  available  all 
equipment  needed  for  high  quality  patient 
care  and  efficient  operation.  Consideration 
might  well  be  given  to  including  provision 
for  building  depreciation  (approximately 
$179,000  for  the  Main  Hospital)  as  an  element 
of  non-cash  expense  available  for  expenditure 
in  the  capital  budget. 

Total  expenses  at  The  New  York  Hospital 
rose  by  9-0%  over  1956.  Since  there  was  a 
1.1%  increase  in  patient  days,  the  per  diem 
cost  rose  by  somewhat  less,  8.4%.  This  com- 
pares favorably  with  forty  representative  hos- 
pitals in  New  York  State  whose  per  diem 
costs  averaged  a  9-8%  increase. 

ECONOMIC  IMPACT  OF  MEDICAL  ADVANCES 

Since  the  close  of  World  War  II  unprece- 
dented changes  have  occurred  in  the  role  of 
hospitals  in  American  society.  Medical  re- 
search has  developed  an  ever  increasing 
number  of  scientific  procedures  which  have 
resulted  in  dramatic  improvements  in  health 
care.  Because  of  the  high  cost  of  furnishing 
these  procedures  and  the  desirability  of 
avoiding  duplication  of  expensive  equipment 
and  services,  hospitals  have  accepted  the 
responsibility  of  providing  them.  In  addi- 
tion, hospitals  have  participated  actively  in 
the  development  of  more  comprehensive 
health  care  programs  for  the  public  benefit. 
They  have,  in  fact,  become  the  centers  for 
community  health  services. 

The  economic  impact  of  these  advances  is 
startling.  In  the  twelve  year  period,  1946 
through  1957,  the  latter  year  estimated,  the 
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patient  day  cost  of  voluntary  general  and 
special  hospitals  for  the  entire  United  States 
increased  by  161.5  per  cent.  This  rate  of 
increase  is  13-5  percent  per  year,  or  more  than 
1  per  cent  per  month  for  the  twelve  year 
period.  For  the  second  half  of  this  period, 
1951  through  1957,  the  increase  was  48.2  per 
cent  or  8  per  cent  per  year. 

The  principal  cause  of  this  inexorable  rise 
in  hospital  costs  relates  to  those  scientific 
advances  which  have  been  responsible  for 
such  giant  strides  in  the  improvement  of 
medical  care.  Among  these  advances  are 
increasing  reliance  on  laboratory  techniques 
in  diagnosis  and  as  a  guide  to  therapy;  in- 
creasing complexity  of  X-ray  diagnosis;  more 
extensive  use  of  high  energy  radiation  in 
cancer  therapy;  the  broadening  field  of  surgi- 
cal treatment  as  exemplified  by  rapid  advances 
in  heart  and  lung  surgery;  extensive  use  of 
new  and  expensive  drugs,  especially  in  the 
conquest  of  infection;  development  and  use  of 
new  scientific  approaches  to  the  solution  of 
medical  problems  such  as  radioisotopes  and 
the  artificial  kidney;  expansion  of  facilities 
and  services  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
chronically  ill;  establishment  of  home  care 
programs;  and  increasing  emphasis  on  the 
integration  of  psychiatric  services  with  gen- 
eral hospital  care.  These  are  but  a  few  of  the 
developments  made  possible  by  medical  re- 
search and  efforts  to  improve  health  services. 
That  they  have  been  of  incalculable  benefit 
to  mankind  there  can  be  no  gainsaying;  but 
the  cost  in  dollars  is  high. 

The  accompanying  charts,  prepared  by  the 
staff  of  the  United  Hospital  Fund  of  New 
York,  show  the  cost  and  percentage  increase 
in  the  average  cost  per  semiprivate  patient 
day  for  the  fifty  member  voluntary  general 
hospitals,  estimated  for  1957,  as  compared  to 
the  same  costs  in  1946.  These  costs  are  broken 
down  into  three  principal  categories;  first, 
hotel  type  service,  which  includes  bed,  prepa- 
ration of  food  with  meals  served  in  bed, 
administration,  plant  operation,  laundry, 


housekeeping,  and  other  services  provided  by 
hotels;  second,  nursing  care;  and  third,  hos- 
pital services,  which  include  such  items  as 
medical  and  surgical  supplies,  pharmacy, 
medical  records,  operating  rooms,  delivery 
rooms,  X-rays,  laboratories,  physical  therapy, 
electrocardiography,  blood  bank,  and  all 
other  services  necessary  for  good  patient  care. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  average  total 
patient  day  cost  has  risen  from  $9-97  to 
$24.40,  or  by  145  per  cent  in  the  twelve  year 
period.  Let  us  now  examine  individually  the 
three  categories  of  cost  to  determine  how 
much  each  has  contributed  to  this  increase. 

First,  hotel  type  service  expense  has  risen 
from  $5-53  to  $7.16,  an  increase  of  less  than 
30  per  cent,  while  hourly  wages  in  manufac- 
turing have  risen  by  90  per  cent  in  the  same 
period.  As  a  percentage  of  the  hospital  dollar 
this  hotel  service  category  has  shrunk  from 
55- 5  per  cent  to  29-3  per  cent. 

Second,  nursing  care  has  commanded  a 
larger  slice  of  the  hospital  dollar,  from  19  3 
per  cent  to  31.2  per  cent.  Dollar-wise  the 
increase  has  been  from  $1.93  to  $7.62,  or  295 
per  cent.  The  rapid  increase  in  responsibilities 
assumed  by  nurses,  made  necessary  by  advanc- 
ing medical  science,  has  required  hospitals  to 
employ  more  and  better  prepared  nurses. 
Further,  in  the  face  of  a  nation-wide  shortage 
of  nurses,  hospitals  have  had  no  alternative 
but  to  increase  nursing  salaries  at  frequent 
intervals  and  in  substantial  amounts  so  as  to 
be  able  to  compete  for  their  services  with 
industry,  the  armed  forces,  Veterans  Admin- 
istration and  other  agencies. 

Third,  hospital  services  now  account  for 
the  largest  segment  of  the  hospital  dollar, 
39-5  per  cent  as  compared  with  25.2  per  cent 
twelve  years  ago.  The  patient  day  cost  of 
these  professional  and  related  services  peculiar 
to  hospitals  has  risen  from  $2.51  to  $9-62,  or 
283  per  cent.

are  a  reflection  of  advances  in  medical  science. 
The  rapid  expansion  of  these  services  is  the 
direct  result  of  improvements  in  medical  care 
made  possible  through  medical  research.  It 
is  in  this  portion  of  the  total  hospital  expense 
that  the  cost  has  risen  so  dramatically,  by 
288  per  cent,  while  the  basic  hotel  expense 
has  increased  by  only  30  per  cent. 

Other  factors  adversely  affecting  hospital 
costs  include  the  relentless  upward  spiral  of 
industrial  wages,  the  shortening  of  the  work 
week  and  the  necessity  to  pay  hospital  em- 
ployees wages  more  competitive  with  those 
of  industry.  But  the  rise  in  cost  of  applying 
results  of  basic  medical  research  to  care  of 
patients  is  far  higher  than  the  rise  in  cost  of 
other  services  and  products.  This  dispropor- 
tionate relationship  will  continue  and  will 


be  widened  as  the  tempo  of  medical  research 
accelerates. 

SUMMARY 

The  Ford  Foundation  Annual  Report  for 
1957,  in  discussing  its  munificent  two  hundred 
million  dollar  program  of  aid  to  voluntary 
hospitals,  states:  "While  the  hospital  pro- 
gram has  ended,  the  basic  conditions  from 
which  it  originated  remain.  The  needs  of 
hospitals  are  still  great.  The  costs  of  new 
buildings  and  of  modernizing  old  facilities 
continue  to  rise.  Hospitals  still  are  acutely 
pressed  for  space,  for  new  and  expensive 
equipment,  and  for  the  services  that  come 
with  new  advances  in  medical  knowledge  and 
better  standards  of  medical  care." 

During  1957  an  auspicious  start  was  made 
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in  the  solution  of  our  own  pressing  space, 
equipment  and  financial  problems.  The  Gov- 
ernors' sympathetic  understanding  of  these 
problems  and  their  individual  generosity  in 
participating  in  ■  financing  The  Dr.  Connie 
Guion  Building  and  in  raising  endowment  for 
the  Out-Patient  Department  have  lifted  the 
morale  of  all  members  of  the  hospital  staff, 
both  professional  and  lay.  They  interpret  the 
Governors'  generosity  as  an  expression  of 
confidence  in  the  continued  greatness  of  this 
institution. 

Those  associated  with  me  in  administration 
join  in  expressing  appreciation  to  Mr.  Francis 
Kernan,  President,  for  his  dynamic  and  per- 
ceptive leadership;  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey, 
Director  of  the  Center,  for  his  consistently 
sympathetic  attitude  and  unfailing  support  in 
all  matters  concerned  with  the  best  interests 


of  the  Hospital;  and  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  for  his  warm  coop- 
eration. To  Dr.  John  E.  Deitrick,  new  Dean 
of  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  Dr. 
Frank  Glenn,  new  President  of  the  Medical 
Board,  and  Dr.  E.  Hugh  Luckey,  new  Physi- 
cian-in-Chief  of  the  Hospital  and  Professor  of 
Medicine  in  the  College,  go  best  wishes  for 
successful  and  productive  tenures  in  their  new 
capacities.  To  the  entire  attending  and  house 
staffs  and  to  nursing  and  administrative  per- 
sonnel at  all  levels  of  responsibility  go  special 
appreciation  for  their  patience  under  the 
tensions  of  a  heavy  work  load,  their  dedica- 
tion to  the  institution's  best  interests  and 
their  consistently  warm,  courteous  and  sym- 
pathetic kindliness  toward  all  our  patients.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of 
the  Nursing  Service  for  the  year  1957. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

Miss  Verda  Hickcox,  Department  Head 
and  Associate  Professor  of  Obstetric  and 
Gynecologic  Nursing,  retired  in  June.  As  one 
of  the  Department  Heads  who  helped  to  open 
the  Medical  Center  in  1932,  Miss  Hickcox 
came  to  the  position  having  had  a  varied 
experience  in  the  field  of  public  health  nurs- 
ing, both  rural  and  urban,  which  included 
midwifery  and  experience  abroad.  Her  con- 
tribution to  the  care  of  mothers  and  babies  is 
nationally  and  internationally  recognized. 
She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Audrey  McClus- 
key  a  graduate  of  the  School  of  Nursing  in 
the  Class  of  1944. 

Miss  Margie  Warren  became  Department 
Head  and  Assistant  Professor  of  Out-Patient 
Nursing  in  August,  replacing  Mrs.  Kathleen 
N.  Shafer  who  found  it  necessary  to  resign 
from  this  position.  Under  Mrs.  Shafer's  direc- 
tion the  nursing  service  and  the  teaching  in 
this  department  have  taken  many  progressive 
steps. 

Miss  Edna  Tuffley,  Department  Head  and 
Assistant  Professor  of  Operating  Room  Nurs- 
ing, resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  Director 
of  Nursing  at  the  North  Shore  Hospital, 
Manhasset,  in  September.  Miss  Tuffley  con- 
tributed greatly  to  the  maintenance  of  oper- 
ating room  nursing  at  a  high  level.  She  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Dorothy  Ellison,  formerly 
Supervisor  of  the  General  Operating  Rooms. 


STAFFING 

Meeting  the  total  nursing  needs  of  patients 
in  accordance  with  accepted,  current,  profes- 
sional practices  has  again  been  our  goal.  The 
major  effort  has  gone  into  attempts  to  meet 
the  increased  demands  placed  on  nursing  serv- 
ice by  the  introduction  of  new  equipment, 
new  procedures  and  new  methods  of  treat- 
ment. The  principal  accomplishment  was  our 
ability  to  keep  many  more  beds  operating 
throughout  the  year,  despite  the  necessity  to 
compromise  somewhat  on  the  quality  of  nurs- 
ing care  due  to  shortage  of  professional  nurses. 

The  following  table  shows  the  trend  in 
appointments  and  resignations  of  our  gradu- 
ate nurses  over  a  5-year  period :

We  budget  for  approximately  600  professional 
nurse  positions  annually. 

In  a  period  when  the  needs  for  nursing 
personnel  far  outstrip  the  current  supply, 
competition  among  employers  of  nurses  is 
inevitable.  There  is  evidence  that  the  salary 
and  fringe  benefits  offered  are  often  the  decid- 
ing factors  in  the  selection  of  the  employing 
agency.  Despite  a  substantial  salary  increase 
in  July,  a  scholarship  aid  program  effective 
for  the  Fall  semester,  liberalized  vacation  and 
sick  leave  policies  and  premium  overtime 
rates,  the  final  results  in  recruiting  and  main- 
taining staff  were  not  adequate.  With  the 
encouragement  and  assistance  of  Dr.  Henry 
N.  Pratt,  our  stepped-up  efforts  at  recruitment 
included  a  new  advertising  approach  under 
the  guidance  of  the  professional  advertising 
firm,  Batten,  Barton,  Durstine  and  Osborn, 
Inc.    Their  "personal  story"  type  of  adver- 
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tisement  has   created  considerable  interest; 
however,  it  is  too  early  to  see  tangible  results. 

Our  turnover  rate  remains  too  high,  61 .2%. 
The  extremely  high  rate  of  terminations 
within  the  first  3-6  months  challenges  the 
remaining  staff  to  re -evaluate  continually  the 
orientation  programs,  time-planning,  inter- 
personal relations  and  other  activities  which 
by  improvement  may  assist  in  retaining  new 
appointees  through  this  critical  period. 
Terminations  due  to  health  problems  or  in- 
ability to  function  satisfactorily  reflect  the 
lowered  selectivity  in  making  appointments. 
We  continue  to  lose  nurses  who  become  dis- 
couraged. The  necessity  to  cover  the  evening 
and  night  shifts  with  a  minimal  staff  was 
without  doubt  the  most  important  factor  in 
job  dissatisfaction.  Also,  considerable  over- 
time work  was  necessary  and  the  majority  of 
the  general  staff  nurses  spent  most  or  all  of 
this  time  on  evening  or  night  duty.  These 
factors  combined  with  the  increased  pressures 
and  the  frustrations  of  being  unable  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  patients  and  the  medical  staff 
have  definitely  taken  a  serious  toll  of  the 
physical  resources  and  morale  of  the  nurses. 
Some  are  not  functioning  to  their  maximum 
potential  and  are  having  difficulty  in  pro- 
viding the  kind  of  environment  conducive  to 
pleasant  working  relationships. 

IN-SERVICE  PROGRAMS 

Actions  taken  during  the  year  in  an  effort 
to  stabilize  the  nursing  staff  include:  greater 
emphasis  on  helping  the  individual  in  her 
adjustment  to  professional  and  personal  prob- 
lems; improving  supervision;  improved  per- 
sonnel administration;  more  efficient  utiliza- 
tion of  auxiliary  personnel. 

The  fact  that  nurses  must  be  able  to  func- 
tion in  two  or  three  areas  in  order  to  provide 
minimum  coverage  creates  problems  of  orien- 
tation. The  high  degree  of  clinical  speciali- 
zation and  the  variation  in  administrative 
policies  used  in  individual  units  increases  the 
demands  upon  the  ingenuity  of  the  nursing 


staff.  Patient  care  often  involves  complicated 
procedures  requiring  nursing  skills  that  are 
highly  specialized.  This  type  of  nursing  can 
bring  great  satisfactions,  but  only  if  the  nurse 
has  an  orientation  that  provides  the  assist- 
ance and  time  necessary  to  develop  the  spe- 
cial skills  needed  to  function  competently  in 
the  units  to  which  she  is  assigned. 

Efforts  to  meet  the  nursing  needs  have  led 
to  the  transfer  of  some  functions  previously 
performed  by  graduate  nurses  to  a  less  well 
qualified  worker.  Some  of  this  has  been  done 
to  good  effect;  some  with  a  poorer  quality  of 
service  to  the  patients.  One  surgical  super- 
visor states: 

"There  not  only  is  an  increase  in  acutely  ill  patients, 
but  these  patients  survive  longer  with  the  present  medi- 
cal care  which  provides  everything  scientifically  avail- 
able to  prolong  life  under  the  most  adverse  circumstances. 
The  need  for  time  to  observe,  to  evaluate  the  patient's 
status,  to  consider  and  decide  when  the  physician  should 
be  called,  is  one  of  the  obvious  essentials  of  a  good 
nursing  service.  However,  with  more  acutely  ill  pa- 
tients and  fewer  staff,  this  has  not  been  possible  in 
many  instances.  The  nurse  is  kept  busy  with  the  general 
routine  work  at  hand.  With  a  larger  assignment  than 
she  can  manage  well,  she  has  little  or  no  time  to  think 
through  better  nursing  care  on  an  individual  basis." 

We  must  continue  to  work  on  the  better 
utilization  of  auxiliary  staff.  Nursing  aides 
have  been  given  additional  training  commen- 
surate with  their  abilities  and  for  the  most 
part  they  have  been  able  to  carry  out  their 
newly  learned  skills.  However,  nursing  aides 
are  often  held  back  because  the  general  staff 
nurses  are  not  skillful  in  using  them  and  are 
unfamiliar  with  any  form  of  team  nursing. 
Without  nursing  aides  well  trained  and  spe- 
cially trained  for  selected  technical  activities, 
our  service  to  patients  would  be  diminished. 
Our  emphasis  on  selection,  orientation  and  a 
probationary  period  under  supervision  has 
proven  productive. 

Relieving  the  head  nurse  of  many  clerical 
duties  is  another  course  to  which  we  are 
committed  to  enable  the  head  nurse  to  give 
more  thoughtful  supervision  to  the  many 
problems  of  patient  care  which  require  pro- 
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fessional  judgment  and  discussion  with 
physicians  and  other  hospital  personnel.  A 
series  of  seminars  devoted  to  a  discussion  of 
service  and  administrative  problems  was  given 
for  selected  head  nurses  throughout  the  hos- 
pital. An  encouraging  outcome  of  these 
seminars  is  the  development  of  Ad  Hoc  Com- 
mittees now  actively  engaged  in  studying 
some  of  the  problems  discussed,  relating  to 
pharmacy,  laundry  and  elevator  services.  It 
is  anticipated  that  tackling  of  problems  at 
the  head  nurse  level  will  help  develop  mutual 
understanding  between  nursing  and  the  ancil- 
lary services  in  the  interest  of  improved 
patient  care. 

A  thirty-hour  seminar  on  "Dynamics  of 
Human  Behavior"  was  scheduled  for  super- 
visors under  the  leadership  of  a  visiting  pro- 
fessor from  New  York  University.  This 
stimulating  and  helpful  course  re-emphasized 
the  role  of  the  nursing  supervisor  and  the 
effect  of  her  behavior  on  the  morale  and  moti- 
vation of  her  staff. 

In  addition  to  hospital-wide  in-service 
activities,  the  departmental  programs  were 
characterized  by  pertinence  of  subject  matter 
and  influenced  the  quality  of  nursing  care. 
Additional  opportunities  for  the  graduate 
nurse  to  strengthen  her  professional  knowl- 
edge and  skills  were  arranged  for  through 
attendance  at  medical  rounds,  health  team 
conferences,  observations  in  special  clinics. 

SCHOLARSHIP  AID 

The  Scholarship  Aid  Program,  inaugurated 
in  the  Fall,  has  been  welcomed  by  the  nurses 
we  would  like  to  hold.  It  is  aimed  at  sta- 
bilizing the  staff,  recruiting  career-minded 
professional  nurses  and  holding  these  nurses 
at  least  during  their  period  of  part-time  study 
in  one  of  the  local  universities.  Thirty  out 
of  a  possible  eighty-two  scholarships  were 
granted  for  the  Fall  semester,  1957.  In  addi- 
tion to  its  recruitment  value,  scholarship  aid 
provides  for  better  preparation  and  therefore 
better  nursing  service. 


FIELD  STUDENTS  FROM  OTHER  UNIVERSITIES 

Field  experience  was  offered  to  graduate 
nurse  students  from  Masters'  programs  at 
Teachers  College,  St.  John's  University  and 
Boston  University.  This  medical  center 
makes  a  significant  contribution  to  advanced 
preparation  of  nurses  through  offering  the 
field  practice  required  in  advanced  degree 
programs  of  other  universities.  The  great 
need  for  better  prepared  nursing  administra- 
tors, clinical  specialists  and  teachers  in  hos- 
pitals, public  health  agencies  and  schools  of 
nursing  leads  us  to  look  upon  this  service  as 
an  important  part  of  our  work.  Also,  we  are 
frequently  able  to  recruit  from  this  group  for 
staff  positions. 

VISITORS 

During  the  year  139  visitors  from  all  parts 
of  the  U.  S.  and  from  foreign  lands  observed 
our  programs  and  facilities.  We  see  this 
service  to  visitors  as  a  means  of  improving 
patient  care,  not  only  through  exchange  of 
ideas  but  through  new  insight  gained  as  cur- 
rent procedures  are  discussed  and  evaluated. 

PATIENT  CARE  ACTIVITIES 

For  the  past  three  years,  the  New  York 
State  Department  of  Health,  in  cooperation 
with  the  U.  S.  Children's  Bureau,  has  been 
interested  in  developing  a  Demonstration 
Center  where  parent  group  education  activi- 
ties (begun  in  pregnancy  and  extending 
through  the  first  year  of  life)  could  be  shown 
as  an  integral  part  of  a  total  nursing  service 
within  a  hospital  setting.  With  such  a  center 
in  operation,  professional  people  would  be 
able  to  observe,  study  and  evaluate  the  organ- 
ization, implementation  and  impact  of  such 
services,  and  determine  whether  and/or  in 
what  ways  these  might  apply  to  their  own 
institutions.  During  1957,  through  funds 
made  available  by  the  New  York  State 
Department  of  Health,  the  first  steps  were 
taken  to  assist  in  setting  up  such  a  demon- 
stration center:  preparation  of  staff  members 
as  leaders  of  parent  groups,  and  additional 
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training  to  help  staff  supervise  other  indi- 
viduals training  to  be  group  leaders. 

The  "Plan  of  Care  for  Patients  Undergoing 
Radical  Mastectomy"  culminates  a  four-year 
committee  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  patients 
having  this  type  of  surgery.  This  comprehen- 
sive plan  of  care,  teaching  and  rehabilitation 
illustrates  a  trend  in  developing  surgical 
nursing  to  a  truly  professional  level.  A  com- 
mittee concerned  with  the  nursing  care  of 
the  amputee  hopes  to  have  a  similar  plan 
ready  within  the  next  few  months. 

In  the  Out-patient  Department  the  nurses 
and  doctors  are  developing  a  handbook, 
"Special  Skills  for  the  Diabetic  Patient,"  for 
use  in  teaching  diabetic  patients.  The  impor- 
tance of  teaching  these  patients  has  long  been 
recognized  but  their  needs  are  so  varied  that 
available  teaching  aids  have  often  been  in- 
adequate. 

A  booklet,  "For  Your  Information,"  pre- 
pared by  a  group  of  senior  nursing  students 
under  the  direction  of  members  of  the  Surgical 
Nursing  faculty,  gives  the  answers  to  ques- 
tions about  hospital  routines,  tests,  opera- 
tions and  treatment  most  frequently  asked  of 
the  nursing  staff  by  patients  on  the  surgical 
pavilions.  This  booklet  is  now  used  widely 
throughout  the  hospital. 

Medical  research  continues  to  increase  and 
the  nurse's  role  is  an  important  one;  however, 
she  can  be  most  productive  if  there  is  an 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  planning. 
Planning  takes  time  whether  arranging  for 
additional  staff,  preparing  necessary  equip- 
ment, or  handling  administrative  details. 
Wherever  nurses  have  been  recognized  as 
members  of  the  research  team  and  have  taken 
part  in  various  phases  of  the  planning,  the 
experience  has  been  a  stimulating  one. 
Although  research  complicates  and  increases 
the  service  load,  it  makes  possible  continuing 
progress  in  patient  care. 

Joint  meetings  of  house  staff  and  nursing 
staff  are  on  the  increase  and  have  resulted  in 


more  cooperative  and  understanding  attitudes 
about  mutual  problems.  In  some  departments, 
activities  are  reviewed  at  frequent  intervals  in 
order  to  discontinue  those  no  longer  necessary 
at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

INTERDEPARTMENTAL  RELATIONSHIPS 

In  the  area  of  interdepartmental  relations, 
the  hospital  administration  has  fostered  un- 
derstanding and  action  through  appointment 
of  Administrative  Advisory  Committees  with 
representation  from  medicine,  nursing  and 
administration.  These  committees  have 
strengthened  our  operation  effectively  in  most 
of  the  clinical  departments,  although  the 
success  of  the  committee's  actions  depends 
largely  on  developing  appreciation  by  the 
medical  representatives  of  the  overall  prob- 
lems and  involvements.  The  need  that  be- 
comes more  pressing  with  our  efforts  to  main- 
tain a  high  census  of  patients  involves 
assistance  and  cooperation  in  a  review  of  the 
following  activities  with  the  appropriate 
departments:  1)  all  deliveries  to  patient 
units — linen,  pharmaceuticals,  supplies  and 
equipment,  etc.;  2)  maintenance  of  all  equip- 
ment needed  in  the  direct  care  of  patients.  A 
most  optimistic  outgrowth  of  interdepart- 
mental relationships  this  year  is  the  apparent 
growing  awareness  on  the  part  of  all  key 
personnel  of  the  need  for  better  communica- 
tions and  understanding  and  the  resolution 
to  take  positive  action  to  promote  this. 

WORK  SIMPLIFICATION 

Arrangements  for  staff  to  attend  work  sim- 
plification courses  have  encouraged  the  appli- 
cation of  work  simplification  principles 
throughout  the  work  of  the  departments. 
This  has  resulted  in  modifications  that  have 
improved  patient  care.  In  addition,  much  of 
the  capital  equipment  requested  for  patient 
care  reflects  the  effort  to  simplify  and  improve 
patient  care:  patient-nurse  communication 
systems,  hi-low  beds,  hydromatic  bed  lifters, 
automatic  blood  pressure  machine,  individual 
bassinets,  piped  oxygen  and  suction.    There 
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is  evidence  that  some  of  the  more  alert  nurses 
are  thinking  about  greater  productivity 
through  conservation  of  energy  and  more 
efficient  storage  and  placement  of  equipment. 
The  purchase  of  disposable  supplies  . 
enabled  nursing  personnel  to  use  time  for- 
merly spent  in  cleaning  and  sterilizing  these 
items  in  giving  patient  care.  Testing  of  labor 
and  time-saving  equipment  must  continue. 

Certain  structural  changes  have  incre; 
the  facilities  for  service  to  patients  and  have 
reduced  some  of  the  confusion  that  existed 
when  the  number  of  patients  exceeded  the 
space  available  for  their  care.  The  need  to 
make  our  1932  hospital  model  fit  present 
demands  more  effectively  challenges  us  at 
every  turn. 

NURSING  STUDENTS 

The  student  nurses  are  of  great  value  par- 
ticularly in  contributing  to  the  care  of  those 
patients  requiring  concentrated  attention. 
Also,  in  addition  to  the  direct  care  they  give, 
student  nurses  contribute  a  great  deal  to 
nursing  service.  Their  numerous  questions 
stimulate  periodic  evaluation  of  nursing  prac- 
tices and  investigation  oi  the  theory  related 
to  patient  care. 

It  is  heartening  to  see  how  our  students 
mature   professionally   during   their   school 


program.  Their  adaptability,  their  ability  to 
evaluate  and  formulate  a  plan  of  care  which 
is  practical  and  comprehc  their  sensi- 

tivity to  the  teaching  needs  of  patients  a

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Report  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary 


To  the  Board  of  Governors  of 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  first 
report  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  which 
includes  the  45th  Annual  Report  of  the 
Social  Service  Committee. 

In  October,  after  some  years  of  considera- 
tion initiated  by  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill, 
the  previous  chairman,  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Social  Service  Committee  voted  to 
reconstitute  themselves  as  a  Women's  Auxil- 
iary. It  was  believed  that  this  enlarged 
organization  would  provide  more  oppor- 
tunities for  interested  women  and  would 
offer  expanded  service  to  the  Hospital.  A 
number  of  new  sub-committees  were  estab- 
lished and  the  members  volunteered  most 
willingly  to  serve  on  them. 

The  Social  Service  Committee,  of  which 
Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill  is  chairman,  had  its 
forty-fifth  anniversary  in  1957-  The  Commit- 
tee was  formed  as  a  help  to  the  nurses  who 
were  doing  "social  service  work"  in  connec- 
tion with  the  tuberculosis  and  children's 
clinics.  In  1912,  the  staff  consisted  of  three 
and  the  expenditures  for  the  department  were 
$3,175.00.  In  1957  the  authorized  staff,  both 
professional  and  clerical,  numbered  twenty- 
eight  and  the  expenditures  were  $128,000.00. 

The  shortage  in  both  professionally  trained 
and  clerical  workers  has  continued.  To  try 
to  fill,  often  for  only  temporary  periods,  the 
authorized  number  of  staff  positions  meant 
employing  thirty-five  social  workers  and 
eleven  clerical  workers  during  1957.    Such  a 


high  rate  of  turnover  means  lessened  effi- 
ciency in  the  service  provided. 

Several  efforts  have  been  made  to  meet  this 
crisis.  During  the  summer,  the  Social  Service 
Department  joined  in  a  project  sponsored  by 
the  Social  Work  Recruiting  Committee  and 
employed  three  college  students,  one  man 
and  two  young  women,  as  case  aides.  The 
object  was  to  strengthen  the  students'  inter- 
est in  social  work  with  the  hope  that  they 
would  take  graduate  training.  Two  of  the 
three  have  definitely  decided  to  do  so.  They 
were  of  real  help  during  the  period  when  the 
staff  was  depleted  because  of  vacations  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  budget  will  allow  a 
continuance  of  this  plan. 

It  has  also  been  the  custom  to  employ  some 
graduate  students,  between  their  first  and 
second  years,  as  summer  substitutes.  One  of 
these,  an  exceptionally  good  worker,  was 
not  going  to  be  able  to  finish  her  training  due 
to  financial  difficulties.  Through  the  gen- 
erosity of  two  of  the  committee  members,  a 
scholarship  was  given  to  her  with  the  stipu- 
lation that  she  return  to  The  New  York 
Hospital  Social  Service  Department  to  work 
when  she  graduates. 

Statistics  show  that  the  quick  turnover  and 
unfilled  positions  in  1957  resulted  in  service 
being  given  to  about  a  hundred  fewer  pa- 
t  tients  than  in  the  two  previous  years.  A  real 
effort  was  made  not  to  lower  the  quality  of 
the  work  and  this  put  much  extra  respon- 
sibility on  the  two  casework  supervisors. 
Service  was  given  to  6,523  patients.  For  the 
second  year,  more  referrals,  56%,  came  from 
the  pavilions  than  from  the  clinics.  Of  the 
in-patient  referrals,  3%  were  from  the  pri- 
vate, 15%  from  the  semi-private  and  82% 
from  the  pavilion  service. 
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The  social  worker  was  called  on  compli- 
cated situations  which  could  not  be  solved 
simply  by  arranging  for  convalescent  care  or 
by  providing  milk.  Difficult  problems  of 
family  relationships  and  psychological  dis- 
turbances take  time  and  skill  to  unravel. 
The  new  knowledge  about  the  adverse  effect 
of  separating  children  from  their  homes  or 
of  having  their  mother  hospitalized  is  now 
recognized  by  many  physicians.  This,  and 
treatment  by  new  drugs,  has  required  more 
plans  for  both  mothers  and  children  to  be 
treated  at  home  with  consequent  need  for 
homemaker  service,  which  is  scarce  and  ex- 
pensive. From  the  adult  pavilions  there  are 
many  referrals  for  chronic  care,  particularly 
for  cancer  patients,  and  the  community  re- 
sources are  not  adequate.  On  the  pediatric 
service,  in  addition — acute  diseases,  there 
are  many  cases  of  severe  physical  and  mental 
defect.  The  problem  of  placement  for  such 
children  is  extremely  difficult  due  again  to 
inadequate  community  facilities.  In  these 
instances,  the  various  designated  funds  of  the 
Social  Service  Department  have  proved  to 
be  most  helpful. 

The  Gift  Shop  Committee,  of  which  Mrs. 
William  M.  Duryea  is  chairman,  arranged  for 
a  new  office  for  the  manager  which  has 
added  to  the  efficiency  of  the  shop.  The  new 
display  window  has  been  a  great  success. 
Mrs.  Dineen  has  made  a  wonderful  showing 
without  markedly  raising  prices  despite  ris- 
ing costs  of  merchandise  and  salaries.  Mrs. 
Duryea  has  been  very  active  and  helpful  and 
Mrs.  John  van  Beuren,  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee, has  also  worked  in  the  shop. 

Everybody's  Thrift  Shop,  of  which  Mrs. 
Russell  L.  Cecil  is  Chairman,  moved  to  its 
new  location,  1139  Second  Avenue,  which 
seems  to  have  been  wise.  Although  the  rent 
was  greatly  increased,  Mrs.  Cecil  and  the 
committee  have  done  a  remarkable  job.  Our 
most  loyal  and  hard  working  members  are 
Mrs.  Lovett  Sturgis  and  Mrs.  Murray  Sar- 
gent. The  net  income  for  1957  was  $6,070.25. 


An  attractive  folder  requesting  rummage 
was  given  a  wide  mailing  and  was  most  suc- 
cessful in  bringing  in  new  donors. 

The  Patient's  Library  Committee  is  chaired 
by  Mrs.  Marshall  H.  Runk.  This  committee 
has  been  enlarged.  Among  other  activities 
it  will  attempt  to  find  new  sources  for  obtain- 
ing books.  Mrs.  Christy,  the  librarian,  is 
fortunate  in  having  several  loyal  volunteers 
who  are  most  generous  with  their  contribu- 
tions of  time  and  money.  A  sale  of  surplus 
books  was  held  again  this  year  which 
brought  in  the  amazing  sum  of  $350.00. 
From  this  amount  an  aluminum  book  cart 
was  purchased,  a  vast  improvement  over  the 
heavy  old  one  and  is  the  first  of  its  kind 
to  be  used  in  the  hospitals  in  the  city. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Committee  is 
chaired  by  Mrs.  Lawrence  Lowman.  This 
committee  will  be  concerned  with  the  occu- 
pational therapy  work  in  the  Main  Hospital. 
Miss  Mazur,  the  director  of  the  department, 
has  been  cooperative  in  suggesting  ways  for 
the  committee  to  be  of  help.  The  work  done 
and  the  opportunities  for  service  have  been 
interpreted  most  interestingly  to  the  Auxil- 
iary by  Mrs.  Lowman. 

The  Auxiliary  was  fortunate  that  Mrs. 
James  W.  Husted,  who  has  been  a  volunteer 
at  the  hospital  for  some  time,  joined  the  new 
organization  as  chairman  of  the  Volunteer 
Committee.  Mrs.  Husted  and  Mrs.  Treherne- 
Thomas,  the  director  of  Volunteers,  are  in- 
terested in  helping  the  sub-committee  obtain 
volunteers  needed  in  their  work.  Already 
two  volunteers  have  been  provided  for  the 
Thrift  Shop. 

With  the  guidance  of  Miss  Carbery, 
Director  of  the  Nursing  Service,  the  Nursing 
Committee  with  Mrs.  Vincent  Astor  as  its 
chairman,  will  help  to  develop  ways  of  mak- 
ing off-duty  time  more  interesting  to  staff 
nurses.  A  tea  has  already  been  scheduled  and 
many  future  activities  are  planned. 
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The  Fund  Raising  Committee  with  Mrs. 
Walter  G.  Dunnington  and  Mrs.  Carl  Musch- 
enheim  as  its  co-chairmen,  did  a  wonderful 
job  in  1957.  The  Committee  brought  in  479 
gifts  amounting  to  $146,862.45  which  is 
unusually  good  in  a  year  marked  by  lack  of 
success  in  fund  raising  generally.  Mrs. 
Nathaniel  P.  Hill,  Mrs.  Bliss  Parkinson 
and  Mrs.  Charles  S.  Pay  son  were  on  the 
Honor  Roll.  For  the  present  the  major 
responsibility  of  the  Fund-Raising  Commit- 
tee will  be  the  work  of  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  Campaign. 

The  Membership  and  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, chaired  by  Mrs.  Langdon  P.  Marvin, 
will  concentrate  on  increasing  the  size  of  the 
Auxiliary  through  adding  members  who  are 
interested  in  the  work  of  The  New  York 
Hospital.

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Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars.'" 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not  extend 
beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years.  The  Gov- 
ernors may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as  they  may 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Society.

j/-^  "njhe  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  4,212,037  patients 
during  its  187-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted  by 
King  George  III  of  England.    It  was  this  city's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy. 
Reconstruction  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients 
American  Revolutionary  War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its 
Board  of  Governors,  and  the  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited 
citizens  whose  interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore 
share  in  the  service  and  progress  achieved. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
with  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings 
of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East  River. 
This  Center  was  opened  in  1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members  of  the 
Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of  the  three  institutions  are  coordinated  by 
a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and  active  supervision  of  the 
Director  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours. 


Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  &  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  &  Child's  Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their  respective  fields.  In  1947  these 
hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital.  Since 
April  5,  1949  the  services  in  orthopedics  and  rheumatic  diseases  have  been  per- 
formed through  the  Society's  affiliate,  The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient 
departments,  The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in 
Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known 
at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital,  due  to  its  location  on  Blooming- 
dale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Bloomingdale,  The 
New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital — a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not 
operate  for  profit — has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine : 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1959  in  pro- 
viding patients  with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $19,384,266;  this 
figure  includes  provision  for  depreciation  of  building  fixtures  and  equipment.  Despite 
the  practice  of  every  economy  consistent  with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must 
depend  on  income  from  endowment  and  on  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater 
New  York  Fund  and  on  membership  and  other  contributions  to  permit  it  to  meet 
annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that  more  than  77-1  per  cent  of  its  patients  do 
not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great 
medical  institutions  must  provide  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as  for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  whose 
courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution, 
research  probes  constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider 
understanding  of  new  drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  antibiotic  drugs  and  chemotherapeutic  agents,  and  psycho- 
somatic medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the  importance  of  research  in  a  well- 
rounded  hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sick- 
ness but  to  accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing 
sickness.    Our  concept  of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it.

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Report  of  the  President 


RECORD  OF  SERVICE 

1953  was  the  187th  year  in  which  The 
New  York  Hospital  cared  for  physically  or 
mentally  ill  persons  who  turned  to  us  for  aid. 
During  this  year  32,296  patients  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  Hospital  for  460,762  patient 
days.  In  addition  to  these  in-patients,  there 
were  40,462  ambulatory  patients  who  made 
215,249  visits  to  our  many  out-patient  clinics. 
Included  in  these  figures  are  psychiatric  pa- 
tients taken  care  of  in  The  New  York 
Hospital-Westchester  Division  at  White 
Plains.  It  is  due  to  the  devotion  of  our  pro- 
fessional staff  and  of  the  friends  of  the  Society 
that  this  record  of  service  was  made  possible, 
for  all  gave  of  their  time  or  ability  or  money 
to  support  the  purposes  we  serve.  All  proved 
their  interest  in  the  well-being  of  this  Hos- 
pital, and  thus  allowed  us  to  continue  our 
long  and  useful  history  as  New  York's  oldest 
voluntary  general  hospital. 

FINANCIAL  RECORD 

The  1958  operating  expenses  of  the  Society, 
including  depreciation  on  fixtures  and  equip- 
ment, were  $18,738,272.04,  against  which  the 
Society's  income  from  all  sources  was 
$17,333,514.79.  This  caused  a  deficit  of 
$1,404,757.25  as  compared  with  $450,109.88 
for  1957  and  $39,162.45  for  1956.  The  larger 
deficits  of  the  past  two  years  over  1956  were, 
as  I  pointed  out  a  year  ago,  due  to  the 
necessity  of  meeting  salary  competition  from 
industry,  since  employment  is  high  in  our 
area,  and  because  of  increasing  prices  in 
nearly  all  of  our  supply  items.  We  have  3,485 
employees  (including  house  doctors  and 
nurses) — about  3  employees  per  patient — and 
we  must  stabilize  their  wages  to  hold  them 
in  our  employ.    Then,  it  being  our  primary 


purpose  to  care  for  the  sick,  poor  or  rich,  we 
had  increasing  unreimbursed  costs  in  1958  for 
both  in-patients  and  out-patients  who  needed 
our  assistance.  The  details  of  our  operating 
figures  are  shown  in  the  statement  of  oper- 
ating results  on  pages  58  to  63  of  this  report. 

Contributions  to  the  Society  numbered 
14,262  in  1958,  as  compared  with  13,123  in 
1957  and  12,291  in  1956.  The  total  in  1958 
amounted  to  $1,586,583-36  of  which  a  part 
was  for  designated  special  purposes,  the  bal- 
ance being  available  for  general  purposes. 
Contributions  came  from  members  and  other 
friends  of  the  Society,  many  of  whom  have 
been  our  supporters  from  ten  to  twenty-five 
years;  from  the  Greater  New  York  Fund, 
from  the  United  Hospital  Fund  of  New  York, 
and  from  foundations.  We  have  not  included 
in  these  figures  the  legacies  and  capital  gifts 
received  in  1958,  which  totalled  $1,286,228. 
This  money  was  used  for  new  necessary 
equipment  and  services,  and  to  reimburse  our 
endowment  funds. 

This  form  of  support — legacies  and  be- 
quests— continues  to  play  an  important  part 
in  making  possible  the  continuation  of  our 
established  programs,  and  also  in  accelerating 
the  development  of  new  knowledge  and 
methods  of  preventing  sickness.  There  is  no 
more  urgent  need  for  money  than  for  the 
funds  to  carry  on  the  work  which  The  New- 
York  Hospital  is  doing,  and  must  strive  al- 
ways to  do.  I  am  very  grateful  to  all  current 
donors,  and  I  must  ask  you,  so  far  as  I  have 
any  right  to  do  so,  to  realize  how  valuable 
and  welcome  any  extra  assistance  would  be 
to  The  New  York  Hospital  in  the  future  from 
those  who  might  include  our  name  in  their 
wills. 
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Among  the  larger  bequests  which  were 
received  in  1958  were  those,  for  specific  pur- 
poses, from  the  Luisita  Leland  Cofer  Trust, 
the  Estate  of  Abraham  Newman  and  the 
Katherine  Grace  Snyder  Trust;  and  for  unre- 
stricted support,  from  the  estates  of  Louise 
B.  Scott,  Anne  Parrish  Titzell  and  Clara  S.  E. 
Voss. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

The  problems  of  running  and  maintaining 
a  first  class  hospital  of  over  1,500  beds,  with 
its  teaching  facilities  for  medical  students, 
interns,  residents  and  nurses,  radiologists, 
anesthetists,  dieticians  and  other  specialty 
groups,  are  many  and  varied.  We  have  to 
take  care  of  the  sick;  that  is  our  primary 
function.  But  to  teach  and  train  those  who 
will  be  the  professional  leaders  of  tomorrow 
in  medicine  and  nursing  and  other  kindred 
fields,  to  support  some  250  research  programs 
all  in  the  field  of  physical  or  mental  health, 
to  purchase  the  new  equipment  which  the 
demands  of  modern  medicine  require,  add 
immeasurably  to  our  annual  costs.  One  is 
apt  not  to  realize  that  hospitals,  as  an 
"industry,"  rank  as  the  sixth  largest  industry 
in  the  United  States.  While  most  industries 
exist  to  make  money,  hospitals  exist  to  give 
service  and  must  depend  on  the  community 
to  help  meet  the  operations  budget. 

We  insist  on  the  most  efficient  care  for  the 
patient.  Our  dedicated  doctors  and  nurses 
and  employees  give  their  everlasting  best  to 
serve  the  sick.  The  financial  support  of  this 
community,  since  1771,  has  made  it  possible 
for  The  New  York  Hospital  to  do  its  job  for 
nearly  two  hundred  years.  Hospital  business 
is  community  business,  and  your  partnership 
with  us  makes  for  a  better  community 

To  assure  our  community  of  better  service, 
the  Governors  determined,  in  1957,  to  mod- 
ernize our  Out-Patient  Department,  to  en- 
large our  emergency  facilities,  to  expand  our 
X-ray  service  and  to  improve  our  admitting 


units.  This  decision  of  1957  became  a  reality 
in  1958,  when  ground  was  broken  for  a  new 
building  on  East  70th  Street — the  first  addi- 
tion to  our  present  quarters  since  we  moved 
to  this  address  in  1932.  This  building  is  to 
be  known  as  the  Dr.  Connie  Guion  Building, 
and  will  be  completed  early  in  I960.  While 
generous  support  has  already  been  provided, 
by  cash  or  by  pledge,  we  still  have  a  good 
way  to  go  to  reach  the  $2,100,000  needed  for 
the  building  and  its  equipment.  Contribu- 
tions for  this  specific  purpose  are  necessary 
to  supplement  contributions  for  general  budg- 
etary requirements. 

GOVERNORS  AND  COMMITTEES 

On  May  20, 1958,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Knox 
Sherrill,  D.D.  who  had  served  as  an  Honorary 
Governor  of  the  Society  for  a  number  of 
years,  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from  the 
Board  because  he  moved  to  New  England. 
He  will  be  missed  in  New  York.  On  Novem- 
ber 5,  1958,  Mr.  Henry  S.  Sturgis,  a  Governor 
of  the  Society  since  1937,  transferred  his 
home  to  Arizona.  Mr.  Sturgis  had  served 
the  Hospital  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  for  18  years,  and  had  been  an 
officer  of  the  Society  from  1939  to  date  of 
retirement.  Upon  tendering  his  resignation, 
he  was  immediately  elected  an  Honorary 
Governor  and  presented  by  the  Board  with 
a  Revere  silver  bowl  as  a  mark  of  the  high 
esteem  in  which  he  was  held,  and  in  appre- 
ciation of  his  21  years  of  service.  Mr.  Jean 
Mauze  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Sturgis  as 
Vice-President  for  Finance  and  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee. 

In  December  1958,  Messrs.  Devereux  Mil- 
burn  and  John  Weinberg  were  added  to  the 
Membership  Committee  of  the  Board.  Miss 
Helen  Sparrow  was  added  to  the  Hospital 
Art  Committee.  Mr.  Frederick  K.  Trask,  Jr. 
was  elected  to  the  Joint  Administrative 
Board  of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center. 
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MATTERS  OF  GENERAL  INTEREST 

An  almost  constant  subject  under  Board 
consideration  during  1958  was  real  estate. 
Our  buildings  on  the  west  side  of  York 
Avenue,  tenanted  in  general  by  married  mem- 
bers of  our  house  staff,  or  by  members  of  our 
nursing  staff,  have  reached  an  age  when  re- 
pairs and  renovations  and  maintenance 
problems  are  of  major  concern.  The  Board 
decided  to  build,  on  our  property  known  as 
428-36  East  69th  Street,  a  new  House  Staff 
Residence,  to  house  some  160  doctors.  This 
will  release  outmoded  space  on  York  Avenue 
and  several  floors  of  space  within  the  main 
hospital  building.  The  problem  of  financing 
this  new  residence  was  solved,  again  in  co- 
operation with  Phipps  Houses,  Inc.  To  our 
Governor,  Mr.  Ogden  Phipps,  whose  efforts 
three  years  ago  brought  to  this  neighborhood 
the  large  modern  apartment  house  on  York 
Avenue  between  68th  and  69th  Streets  to 
house  members  of  our  staff,  we  are  again 
indebted  for  the  solution  of  another  pressing 
housing  need.  Construction  is  scheduled  to 
begin  late  in  1959. 

The  1,000  room  middle-income  apartment 
house,  to  be  built  under  the  terms  of  New 
York  State's  Mitchell-Lama  Housing  Bill  on 
York  Avenue  between  81st  and  82nd  Streets, 
has  been  under  study  in  1958.  Aided  by  the 
constant  efforts  of  the  Lenox  Hill  Neighbor- 
hood Association  and  nearby  hospitals  and 
churches,  we  hope  to  see  construction  begin 
in  1959. 

Real  estate  problems  at  our  Westchester 
Division  in  White  Plains  revolved  around 
land  which  the  New  York  State  Highway 
Commission  wished  to  obtain  from  the 
Society  for  road  construction  in  connection 
with  the  Cross-County  Thruway.  Difficult 
negotiations  were  carried  on  under  the  leader- 
ship of  our  Governor,  Mr.  Edward  W. 
Bourne,  Chairman  of  the  Westchester  Divi- 
sion Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
and  to  him  we  owe  sincere  thanks  for  his 
dedicated  and  able  handling  of  this  problem. 


Within  the  main  hospital,  at  525  East  68th 
Street,  due  to  a  substantial  grant  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  Booth-Ferris  Foundation,  a 
long  needed  doctors'  lounge  and  coat  room, 
together  with  rooms  for  doctors  to  confer 
with  members  of  the  families  of  our  in- 
patients, will  become  a  reality.  This  building 
is  to  be  constructed  within  the  west  court- 
yard, to  balance  the  Cofer  Chapel,  and  will 
be  known  as  the  Willis  H.  Booth  and  Chancie 
Ferris  Booth  Memorial  Building. 

The  building  programs  of  our  neighbors, 
(1)  The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  which 
provides  our  orthopedic  services  (other  than 
fractures),  and  also  (2)  the  Muscular  Dystro- 
phy Associations  of  America,  which  I  men- 
tioned in  my  1957  Report,  have  moved 
forward.  The  neighborhood  will  shortly 
have  the  added  benefit  of  these  enlarged 
research  facilities  in  the  field  of  medicine. 

During  1958,  the  members  of  the  medical 
profession  who  have  the  privilege  of  admit- 
ting patients  to  The  New  York  Hospital, 
increased  from  555  to  576. 

In  October,  Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar, 
Dean  of  the  Cornell  University-New  York 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  retired.  During 
her  12J/2  years  of  service  the  academic 
standards  of  the  school  were  of  the  highest 
order.  In  1958  the  school  was  reaccredited 
by  the  National  League  for  Nursing  for  pro- 
fessional practice  in  public  health  nursing 
and  for  practice  in  hospitals.  Our  nursing 
students  again  stood  in  the  highest  group  in 
licensing  examinations  conducted  under  the 
aegis  of  The  University  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  Upon  her  retirement,  Miss  Dunbar 
was  awarded  a  Revere  silver  bowl  for  meri- 
torious service.  Her  position  as  Dean  of  the 
School  was  filled  on  October  16,  1958  by  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Muriel  Carbery,  who 
retained,  as  well,  the  position  of  Director  of 
the  Nursing  Service  in  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital. Miss  Edna  E.  Tuffley  was  appointed 
to  the  position  of  Associate  Director  for 
Nursing  Service. 
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A  signal  honor  came  to  Dr.  Joseph  C. 
Hinsey,  Director  of  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  on  October  13,  1958, 
when  he  received  the  first  annual  Abraham 
Flexner  Award  for  Distinguished  Service  to 
Medical  Education.  The  honor  accorded  to 
Dr.  Hinsey  is  one  in  which  the  entire  Center 
took  great  pride. 

On  December  2,  1958,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Westchester  Division  Committee, 
the  Board  voted  a  Revere  silver  bowl  to  Miss 
Caroline  A.  Sprogell,  who  retired  as  Director 
of  Psychiatric  Nursing  after  28  years  of  serv- 
ice to  the  Society. 

On  July  1,  1958,  the  Board  of  Governors 
revised  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Retirement  Plan  of  the  Society.  The  experi- 
ence of  the  past  ten  years  warranted  granting 
retirement  benefits  greater  than  heretofore  to 
employees  with  15  or  more  years  of  service, 
without  additional  cost  to  the  Society. 

The  most  serious  medical  problem  of  the 
year,  throughout  the  United  States,  was  the 
spread  of  staphylococcus  aureus.  This  virus 
moved  among  newborns  in  hospital  after 
hospital,  including  our  own.  Immediate 
steps  were  taken  by  our  medical  staff  to  study 
the  problem,  and  funds  were  voted  by  the 
Board  for  physical  changes  in  the  nurseries 
which,  if  successful  in  combating  the  illness, 
might  well  become  a  pilot  plan  for  the 
arrangement  of  all  hospital  nurseries. 

Our  187th  Charter  Day  was  held  for  mem- 
bers and  friends  of  the  Society  on  May  12, 
1958.  Dr.  E.  Hugh  Luckey  was  the  principal 
speaker.  Our  eleventh  Service  Anniversary 
Dinner  was  held  on  December  2nd  when  78 
persons  were  honored  for  15  years  of  service 
in  this  Center,  and  31  for  25  years  of  service. 
With  these  additional  names,  the  total  of 
those  honored  since  1947  for  long  service  to 
the  Hospital  and  to  the  Medical  College 
reached  1,034. 

Starting  early  in  1945,  and  continuing 
uninterruptedly  under  the  Chairmanship  of 


Mr.  Willard  S.  Simpkins  of  the  Board's 
Hospital  Art  Committee,  an  impressive  pro- 
gram of  purchasing  paintings  and  pictures, 
has  been  in  effect.  Funds  for  this  program, 
found  to  be  of  definite  therapeutic  value, 
come  from  an  anonymous  source  and  may  be 
used  for  no  other  purpose.  To  date  our  col- 
lection comprises  some  1,700  pictures,  includ- 
ing oils,  watercolors,  etchings,  woodcuts, 
prints  and  reproductions. 

The  Board  owes  much  to  Mr.  Simpkins  and 
his  committee  for  their  tireless  energy  in 
beautifying  the  Hospital,  room  upon  room, 
hall  upon  hall.  This  program  has  been  taken 
up  by  a  committee  of  the  United  Hospital 
Fund,  which  has  helped  initiate  similar 
activity  in  other  hospitals. 

Our  Public  Relations  Department,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  Mr.  Walter  G.  Dunning- 
ton,  Vice-President  for  Membership,  in  addi- 
tion to  its  fund-raising  work,  issued  27 
pamphlets  and  booklets  dealing  with  our 
Hospital  work.  These  covered  not  only 
general  news  and  statistics  about  The  New 
York  Hospital,  but  told  of  specific  cases 
wherein  our  doctors  had  performed  some 
special  and  noteworthy  work  with  patients. 

In  addition  to  the  portion  of  this  Annual 
Report  which  I  present,  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  report  of  Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  President 
of  the  Medical  Board,  which  follows.  In  it 
you  will  find  a  comprehensive  statement  of 
our  important  activities  in  the  professional 
field.  Then  I  ask  you  to  read  the  report  of 
Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  Director  of  The  New 
York  Hospital,  which  you  will  find  on  pages 
47  to  52.  Until  you  read  this  you  will  have 
no  realization  of  the  myriad  of  administrative 
matters  which  fall  under  his  jurisdiction,  and 
for  which  he  and  his  associated  staff  have  to 
care.  To  give  our  own  Board  of  Governors 
a  first-hand  picture  of  the  administrative 
problems  of  the  Hospital  and  to  support  the 
Director  in  his  work,  I  have  been  accom- 
panied each  month  by  two  other  Governors 
on  inspection  tours  of  the  Hospital. 
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I  also  ask  you  to  read  the  review  of  our 
Nursing  Service  activities,  as  outlined  on 
pages  53  to  55  by  Miss  Muriel  Carbery, 
Director  of  the  Nursing  Service,  and  to  read 
the  Report  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  by  its 
Chairman,  Mrs.  John  T.  Pratt,  Jr.  on  pages 
56  to  57. 

Each  of  our  psychiatric  divisions — The 
New  York  Hospital-Westchester  Division 
and  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic — 
has  issued  individual  reports  for  1958,  as  has 
the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  and  several  of  our  Clinical 
Departments.  If  you  are  particularly  inter- 
ested in  any  one  of  these  specific  fields,  and 
will  let  me  know,  I  shall  gladly  send  you 
such  a  report. 


No  one  is  more  aware  than  I  of  the  en- 
couragement which  has  come  to  us  by  virtue 
of  the  interest  and  support  given  to  us  by 
each  of  our  many  friends.  I  know  that  you 
seek  no  thanks  for  doing  a  kindness  which 
you  wanted  to  do — yet  I  cannot  close  my 
report  without  telling  you  how  grateful  I  am 
for  your  personal  share  in  our  well-being.  It 
is  your  partnership,  in  whatever  way  you 
elect  to  show  it,  that  makes  it  possible  for 
The  New  York  Hospital  to  serve  the  sick. 
I  give  you  my  grateful  and  public  apprecia- 
tion for  your  support.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

As  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  I  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  this  report  of  the 
professional  activities  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
year  1958,  summarizing  the  detailed  reports 
of  the  chiefs  of  the  clinical  departments. 

STAFF 

Deaths.  During  1958,  three  members  of  the 
staff  died. 

Richmond  Stephens  died  on  March  17,  at 
the  age  of  68.  He  graduated  from  Columbia 
University  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons in  1913,  and  joined  the  surgical  staff 
of  The  New  York  Hospital  in  1914  as  a 
second  senior  assistant.  He  was  house  sur- 
geon in  1915.  He  held  an  appointment  as 
Attending  Surgeon,  Orthopedics,  from  1951 
to  1955,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Courtesy 
Staff  from  that  date  until  his  death. 

Nathan  Chandler  Foot,  Consulting  Surgi- 
cal Pathologist  since  1948,  died  at  the  age  of 
77  on  September  5.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  1907, 
and  took  his  resident  training  at  The  New 
York  Hospital,  followed  by  two  years  of 
study  of  pathology  in  Germany.  He  was  on 
the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Pathology  at 
Harvard  Medical  School  and  at  the  College 
of  Medicine,  University  of  Cincinnati.  When 
the  new  New  York  Hospital  opened  in  1932, 
he  came  with  Dr.  George  Heuer  as  Professor 
of  Pathology  in  Surgery  and  head  of  the 
Laboratory  of  Surgical  Pathology.  He  was 
a  member  of  many  societies,  President  of  the 
American  Board  of  Surgery,  Consultant  to 


the  Armed  Forces  Institute  of  Pathology  in 
Washington,  and  President  of  the  New  York 
Pathological  Society.  He  was  the  author  of 
many  scientific  papers  and  wrote  two  text- 
books: Pathology  in  Surgery  and  Identification 
of  Tumors.  His  most  enduring  influence  as  a 
teacher  was  exerted  upon  those  members  of 
the  surgical  house  staff  who  worked  in  his 
laboratory  during  the  years  from  1932  to 
1948.  He  was  loved  and  esteemed  by  all  his 
associates,  students  and  house  staff,  and  his 
loss  is  deeply  felt. 

John  H.  Richards,  a  Cornell  medical  gradu- 
ate in  1905,  died  on  October  27  at  the  age  of 
78.  Dr.  Richards  was  appointed  Assistant 
Attending  Physician  at  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital in  1933-  He  was  a  general  physician  in 
the  best  sense  of  the  word.  As  was  the  cus- 
tom in  his  era  he  was  trained  in  many  of  the 
specialties  and  took  care  of  patients  with  a 
variety  of  problems.  He  had  many  outstand- 
ing personal  and  professional  characteristics, 
and  will  be  missed  by  his  colleagues,  friends 
and  patients  as  a  warm  friend,  stimulating 
associate  and  dedicated  physician  and  teacher. 

Retirements  and  Resignations.  Henry  W. 
Cave,  a  member  of  the  Courtesy  Staff  since 
1933,  retired  from  surgical  practice  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Lucy  M.  Crawford  completed  37  years  of 
continuous  service  with  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital on  June  30.  At  that  time  she  was  Sur- 
geon in  Charge  in  the  Emergency  Pavilion. 
Her  clinical  ability  combined  with  a  feeling 
for  her  fellow  man  resulted  in  a  high  degree 
of  attainment  in  the  art  of  medicine.  Mem- 
bers of  the  resident  staff,  past  and  present, 
will  long  remember  her  example  and  counsel. 
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Promotions  and  New  Appointments .  W.  Robert 
Shera  and  Win  Henry  Watters  joined  the 
consulting  staff  in  surgery  of  the  Westchester 
Division  on  January  1.  The  following  pro- 
motions were  made:  Margaret  Dann  to  At- 
tending Pediatrician,  David  D.  Thompson  to 
Associate  Attending  Physician,  George  E. 
Murphy  and  Goetz  W.  Richter  to  Associate 
Attending  Pathologist,  James  A.  Nicholas  to 
Associate  Attending  Surgeon,  Orthopedics, 
and  Helen  E.  Daniells  and  Albert  C.  Sherwin 
to  Associate  Attending  Psychiatrist.  Charles 
E.  Farr,  who  marked  the  54th  anniversary  of 
his  association  with  the  surgical  staff  of  The 
New  York  Hospital,  was  appointed  Consult- 
ant in  Surgery,  and  similar  recognition  was 
granted  to  William  F.  MacFee  and  Russel  H. 
Patterson.  Charles  T.  Olcott  became  Con- 
sultant in  Pathology. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ANESTHESIOLOGY 

The  Department  of  Anesthesiology  has 
completed  its  first  full  year  as  a  separate 
department  in  The  New  York  Hospital.  It 
has  progressed  satisfactorily  in  service,  teach- 
ing and  research. 

Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr.  has  been  assisted 
by  eight  attending  anesthesiologists  during 
1958.  Dr.  Benjamin  Marbury  continues  to 
supervise  the  anesthesias  given  to  patients 
from  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology. Dr.  Valentino  D.  B.  Mazzia  super- 
vises clinical  anesthesia  in  the  main  hospital 
and  one  of  his  major  responsibilities  is  the 
resident  training  program.  Dr.  Marjorie 
Topkins  is  responsible  for  the  administrative 
management  of  the  nurse  anesthetists  em- 
ployed by  this  department.  She  became  an 
Assistant  Professor  of  Anesthesiology  during 
1958. 

In  February,  Dr.  Alan  Van  Poznak  joined 
the  staff  as  an  Assistant  Attending  Anesthesi- 
ologist, having  completed  the  residency  in 
anesthesiology  at  this  institution. 

Dr.  Andre  Smessaert  resigned  from  the 
attending  staff  as  of  June  30,  and  returned  to 


the  Department  of  Anesthesia  at  St.  Vincent's 
Hospital  in  New  York  City. 

The  Nerve  Block  Clinic  functioned  well 
throughout  the  year.  Its  sphere  of  activity 
is  growing  steadily. 

The  resident  teaching  program  is  just  10 
years  old  this  year.  The  goal  has  been  to 
train  well-rounded  anesthesiologists  and 
teachers  for  other  academic  departments  of 
anesthesia  in  this  and  foreign  lands.  The 
resident  staff  during  1958  has  numbered  10 
physicians.  On  June  30,  Gunther  Schlag  of 
Austria  left  to  return  to  that  country  to 
advance  the  practice  of  anesthesiology. 
Dr.  Ursula  Miettinen  left  at  the  same  time 
to  return  to  Finland. 

Didactic  lectures  and  seminars  are  given 
the  Cornell  University  Medical  College  stu- 
dents in  the  second  year  in  conjunction  with 
the  Department  of  Pharmacology.  In  the 
third  and  fourth  years  13  lecture-seminars  of 
a  theoretical  and  practical  nature  are  given 
during  the  students'  period  in  surgery.  Elec- 
tive periods  in  the  fourth  year  provide  oppor- 
tunities for  students  to  administer  anesthesia. 
Five  per  cent  of  the  1957  graduating  class 
were  accepted  for  post-graduate  training 
starting  in  July,  1958. 

Research  activity  has  continued  to  center 
around  the  study  of  light  levels  of  surgical 
anesthesia.  The  interest  in  fluorohydrocar- 
bons  has  continued.  The  fluorinated  ethers 
are  now  being  investigated  in  the  search  for 
an  ideal  anesthetic  agent.  This  year  has  seen 
a  re-study  of  the  dose-response  relationship 
of  d-tubocurarine  during  the  analgesic  stage 
with  ether.  This  will  complement  the  study 
of  d-tubocurarine  during  conventional  levels 
of  surgical  anesthesia. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICINE 

The  Department  of  Medicine  comprises 
sections  in  allergy,  cardiology,  dermatology, 
endocrinology,  gastroenterology,  hema- 
tology,  infectious  disease,   metabolism  and 
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kidney  disease,  neurology  (including  the 
study  program  in  human  ecology),  pulmon- 
ary disease  and  vascular  disease;  the  study 
programs  in  connective  tissue  diseases  and  in 
liver  diseases;  the  Cardiopulmonary  Labora- 
tory; and  the  Comprehensive  Care  and  Teach- 
ing Program.  Through  the  activities  of  these 
groups  the  department  fulfills  its  responsibili- 
ties in  patient  care,  research  and  teaching. 

During  the  year  45,078  patient  days  were 
provided  on  the  141-bed  medical  pavilion 
service.  This  compares  with  44,471  in  1957 
and  44,084  in  1956.  In  addition,  current 
figures  indicate  that  approximately  50  per 
cent  of  all  patients  occupying  the  general 
semi-private  and  private  floors  of  the  main 
hospital  are  medical  admissions. 

Certain  trends  in  the  character  of  disease 
requiring  hospitalization  of  medical  patients 
are  worthy  of  note.  With  recent  advances  in 
the  management  of  many  of  the  common  dis- 
eases, a  greater  proportion  of  the  patients  in 
the  province  of  the  internist  can  be  cared  for 
in  physicians' offices  and  in  out-patient  clinics. 
Consequently,  a  large  medical  center  hospital 
such  as  ours  admits  a  correspondingly  higher 
ratio  of  older  patients  with  more  advanced 
disease  and  those  suffering  from  illnesses  for 
which  treatment  is  unsatisfactory  or  that 
require  complicated  therapy  and  long-term 
observation.  Therefore,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  in  recent  years  there  has  been  little 
change  in  the  length  of  stay  of  patients  on 
the  medical  pavilions,  which  averaged  27.16 
days  for  1958. 

Although  we  consider  an  institution  such 
as  ours  an  "acute"  general  hospital,  a  recent 
study  indicates  that  in  general  medicine  we 
are  most  concerned  with  chronic  disease.  A 
study  of  discharges  from  one  of  our  general 
medical  pavilions  showed  that  38  per  cent  of 
the  patients  were  no  longer  alive  at  the  end 
of  two  years  and  that  of  the  remaining  62 
per  cent,  only  one-third  were  well  at  the  time 
of  follow-up. 


It  is  clear  that  the  changing  character  of 
our  responsibilities  has  many  implications 
concerninghospitalfacilities,  special  services, 
and  staffing  and  that  these  require  careful 
study  and  adequate  provisions  in  planning 
for  the  future  of  our  institution. 

In  addition  to  large  responsibilities  in 
teaching  medicine  to  undergraduates  during 
three  of  the  four  years  of  the  curriculum,  the 
department  has  conducted  an  active  graduate 
educational  program  for  more  than  75  in- 
terns, residents,  and  fellows.  Members  of  the 
staff  have  been  active  in  postgraduate  medical 
education  locally,  nationally,  and  to  an  in- 
creasing extent  on  an  international  level. 
These  activities  establish  an  environment  in 
which  patient  care  must  excel  to  pass 
inspection. 

Research  in  the  Department  of  Medicine 
continues  as  a  large  enterprise.  During  the 
year  more  than  one  million  dollars  in  re- 
stricted research  funds  was  expended  in  sup- 
port of  the  numerous  research  projects  and 
clinical  studies.  These  range  from  basic  bio- 
chemical studies  to  clinical  trials  of  new 
drugs,  but  all  have  as  their  ultimate  aim  a 
better  understanding  of  human  illness  and 
improved  methods  of  control  or  treatment  of 
disease.  We  can  be  pleased,  if  not  satisfied, 
with  the  results  of  this  research  program.  As 
an  indication  of  its  productivity  during  the 
year,  more  than  150  papers  were  published  in 
medical  journals.  While  no  attempt  is  made 
to  describe  in  detail  the  work  being  con- 
ducted in  the  department,  the  following  sum- 
mary will  indicate  its  scope. 

In  the  Allergy  Clinic  Dr.  Horace  S.  Baldwin 
and  his  associates  have  conducted  a  long- 
range  study  of  the  value  of  adrenal  steroids 
in  asthma.  The  study  has  emphasized  the 
comparative  usefulness  of  a  number  of  differ- 
ent steroids,  together  with  the  deleterious 
side-effects  that  may  be  observed.  Dr.  Mur- 
ray Dworetzky  has  conducted  studies  on  the 
importance  of  the  staphylococcus  in  allergic 
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disease.  This  work  relating  to  the  problem 
of  immunity  to  this  organism  deals  with  a 
subject  that  is  receiving  increasing  attention 
because  of  the  problem  of  staphylococcal 
infections  faced  in  hospitals  today.  Dr.  Mary 
Loveless  has  continued  her  work  on  reposi- 
tory immunization  in  allergy  to  pollens.  This 
method  of  immunization  by  single  rather 
than  multiple  injections  has  received  inter- 
national attention.  Prophylactic  injection 
therapy  for  wasp  sting  allergy,  also  being 
investigated  by  Dr.  Loveless,  was  formerly 
considered  by  most  physicians  too  dangerous 
to  attempt.  A  safe  method  has  now  been 
formulated  in  her  laboratory  which  not  only 
is  free  from  immediate  adverse  reactions,  but 
which  has  been  proven  repeatedly  to  provide 
immunity  against  stings  of  this  insect. 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Stewart,  in  charge  of  the 
Heart  Station,  has  actively  cooperated  with 
the  Department  of  Surgery  in  the  Center's 
program  of  cardiovascular  surgery.  During 
the  year  the  Department  of  Surgery  has  per- 
formed a  series  of  open-heart  operations  for 
congenital  and  selected  acquired  heart  defects. 
Dr.  Stewart  and  the  staff  of  the  Cardiopul- 
monary Laboratory  have  been  responsible  for 
the  pre-operative  evaluation  and  close 
follow-up  of  patients  with  these  most  diffi- 
cult problems  in  cardiology.  A  monograph 
on  mitral  valvulotomy  for  mitral  stenosis  by 
Dr.  Stewart  and  Dr.  Glenn  will  be  published 
in  the  spring  of  1959-  The  number  of  electro- 
cardiograms taken  in  The  New  York  Hospital 
has  again  increased,  rising  during  1958  by  7 
per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  In  addition 
to  providing  this  essential  service  to  patients, 
the  Heart  Station  has  offered  training  in 
electrocardiography  to  more  than  20  assistant 
residents  and  fellows  in  the  department. 

In  the  Cardiopulmonary  Laboratory  Dr. 
Daniel  S.  Lukas  and  his  associates  have  con- 
tinued their  work  in  human  cardiac  and  pul- 
monary physiology.  Abnormalities  in  cardiac 
function  produced  by  various  acquired  and 
congenital  diseases  of  the  heart  are  being 


studied  with  the  technique  of  cardiac  cathe- 
terization and  are  being  correlated  with  signs 
and  symptoms  and  other  clinical  and  labora- 
tory data.  Particular  attention  has  been 
focused  on  valvular  heart  disease,  and  at- 
tempts are  now  being  made  to  devise  methods 
for  measuring  the  rate  at  which  blood  leaks 
through  an  inadequate  cardiac  valve. 
Inability  to  measure  this  leak  has  greatly 
limited  our  understanding  of  the  effects  of 
valvular  insufficiency  on  the  function  of  the 
heart. 

In  the  section  of  dermatology  Dr.  George 
M.  Lewis  has  continued  his  pre-eminent  work 
on  fungal  diseases.  Currently  he  is  studying 
the  effect  on  fungi  of  high  voltage  X-rays, 
radium,  and  other  sources  of  radiations. 
Other  studies  in  the  section  include  observa- 
tions on  the  capillary  circulation  of  the  scalp 
in  normal  and  pathologic  states.  Two  resi- 
dents and  one  fellow  received  graduate  train- 
ing in  this  section  during  1958. 

In  September  Dr.  Ralph  E.  Peterson  joined 
the  medical  staff  to  lead  the  section  of  endo- 
crinology. Under  his  direction  the  labora- 
tories have  been  renovated  and  equipped  for 
clinical  investigation  in  a  number  of  new 
biochemical  approaches  to  endocrine  diseases. 
Particular  attention  is  directed  to  diseases  of 
the  adrenal  glands.  During  the  year  studies 
have  been  conducted  on  the  biochemistry  and 
physiology  of  calcium  metabolism  in  man. 
The  two  salient  clinical  conditions  which 
occupy  this  group's  attention  are  metabolic 
bone  diseases  and  pathologic  calcification  of 
non-bony  tissues  such  as  kidney.  Dr.  Melvin 
Horwith  has  been  engaged  in  active  investi- 
gation of  regulatory  mechanisms  for  control- 
ling accretion  and  resorption  of  bone  mineral. 
Despite  interest  in  this  field  for  the  last  25 
years,  there  remain  significant  voids  in  our 
knowledge  of  bone  diseases,  such  as  the 
softening  that  occurs  with  aging,  immobili- 
zation, and  certain  glandular  conditions.  We 
know  that  bone  is  constantly  undergoing 
remodeling.    There  is  evidence  which  sug- 
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gests  that  in  the  aged  the  deposition  of  new 
bone  cannot  keep  pace  with  the  process  of 
resorption.  This  group  has  shown  that  in- 
creased calcium  intake  can  induce  positive 
calcium  balance  in  osteoporosis,  the  most 
common  metabolic  bone  disease.  Further,  in 
the  last  ten  years  this  laboratory  has  demon- 
strated the  ability  of  the  human  skeleton  to 
utilize  strontium,  in  addition  to  calcium,  in 
the  mineral  phase. 

The  section  of  gastroenterology  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Marvin  Sleisenger  has  studied 
the  effect  of  a  diet  free  of  wheat,  oats,  and 
rye  in  the  treatment  of  malabsorption  syn- 
dromes of  unknown  cause.  Our  group  has 
demonstrated  complete  clinical  recovery  in 
17  of  20  patients  given  such  a  diet.  Attempts 
are  now  being  made  to  learn  something  of 
the  biochemical  basis  of  the  sensitivity  to 
cereals  shown  by  this  group  of  patients. 
Studies  of  nervous  system  influences  on  colon 
function  with  particular  reference  to  ulcera- 
tive colitis  are  being  continued.  Recently  an 
acute  colitis  has  been  produced  in  animals  by 
prolonged  stimulation  of  the  nerve  supply  of 
the  colon.  Investigations  of  blood  proteins 
by  means  of  starch  gel  electrophoresis  have 
demonstrated  a  large  number  of  fractions  in 
the  normal  individual  and  marked  aberra- 
tions in  many  illnesses,  particularly  in  cancer, 
diseases  of  the  liver  and  connective  tissue, 
and  inflammation  of  the  intestines.  It  is 
hoped  that  such  information  will  contribute 
to  a  better  understanding  of  these  disorders. 
Measurements  of  pressure  within  the  esopha- 
gus in  disorders  of  swallowing  have  revealed 
characteristic  patterns  diagnostic  for  cardio- 
spasm, "functional"  dysphagia,  and 
scleroderma. 

Drs.  Paul  Reznikoff  and  Ralph  Engle  of  the 
section  of  hematology  have  conducted  work 
in  a  number  of  important  areas.  Together 
with  Dr.  Kenneth  Woods,  Dr.  Engle  has 
continued  the  study  of  the  amino  acid  com- 
position and  iron  binding  properties  of  the 
abnormal  proteins  in  multiple  myeloma. 


Studies  on  the  effect  of  enzymes  on  leukemia 
in  animals  have  been  undertaken  with  the 
hope  of  disclosing  some  of  the  important 
metabolic  derangements  in  this  disorder.  Dr. 
Fred  Rabiner  has  organized  a  laboratory  for 
the  study  of  problems  in  clotting  as  a  part  of 
the  Central  Laboratories  of  the  hospital. 

The  activities  of  the  section  of  infectious 
diseases,  described  in  some  detail  in  the  last 
annual  report,  have  included  a  number  of 
productive  investigations.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  David  E.  Rogers,  the  magnitude 
of  the  problem  of  staphylococcus  infection 
among  medical  patients  in  The  New  York 
Hospital  has  been  analyzed  most  carefully. 
Several  interesting  facts  were  disclosed.  First, 
clear  evidence  that  fatal  staphylococcal  dis- 
ease is  uncommon  in  medical  patients  has 
reinforced  our  belief  that  the  newborn  nursery 
units  and  the  surgical  services  are  the  prin- 
cipal areas  of  concern.  Second,  staphylococ- 
cal infections  on  medical  services  are  produced 
by  many  strains  of  staphylococci,  and  infec- 
tion with  so-called  epidemic  strain  is  not  the 
rule.  Third,  the  incidence  of  staphylococcal 
disease  in  medical  patients  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  has  not  changed  materially  since 
the  introduction  of  anti-mocrobial  agents. 
More  recently,  the  above  study  has  been 
broadened  to  include  an  analysis  of  all  types 
of  infection  arising  while  medical  patients 
were  in  our  hospital,  both  before  and  after 
the  era  prior  to  and  following  the  introduc- 
tion of  effective  antimicrobial  drugs. 

Studies  have  been  continued  on  effects  of 
large  doses  of  penicillin  in  treating  staphylo- 
coccal infections  which  are  apparently  resist- 
ant to  this  drug  in  vitro.  Methods  of  modi- 
fying the  situation  in  which  an  individual  is 
a  carrier  of  staphylococci  are  being  examined. 
Dr.  Rogers  and  his  associates  have  extended 
their  studies  on  the  part  played  by  white 
blood  cells  in  experimental  blood  stream 
infections.  Dr.  Donald  Louria,  who  left  the 
staff  on  September  1  to  direct  the  Infectious 
Disease  Laboratory  of  the  Cornell  Medical 
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Division  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  has  continued  This  new  knowledge  is  proving  of  consider- 
his  observations  on  experimental  fungal  in-  able  importance  in  our  understanding  of  cer- 
fections.  tain  types  of  anemia  and  iron-storage  disease. 


The  section  of  metabolism  and  kidney  dis- 
ease, which  was  organized  in  1957,  has  been 
concerned  principally  with  the  investigation 
of  electrolyte  and  protein  metabolism  in  acute 
and  chronic  kidney  disease.  Efforts  have  been 
directed  towards  development  of  improved 
diagnostic  procedures,  better  understanding 
of  the  metabolic  alterations,  and  improve- 
ment of  treatment.  Drs.  David  Thompson, 
E.  Lovell  Becker,  and  Albert  L.  Rubin  have 
organized  a  long-range  study  of  the  various 
metabolic  alterations  in  the  uremic  syndrome 
which  represents  the  terminal  phase  of  kid- 
ney disease.  Little  information  is  available 
concerning  the  causes  of  most  of  the  mani- 
festations of  this  syndrome.  This  long-range 
program  is  concerned  with  attempts  to  relate 
various  measurable  metabolic  abnormalities 
with  the  clinical  phenomena.  One  aspect  of 
the  study  has  received  particular  attention. 
By  the  use  of  special  methods  of  amino  acid 
analysis,  several  unidentified  substances  have 
been  found  in  the  plasma  of  patients  with  the 
uremic  syndrome.  These  substances  have 
been  found  to  be  better  correlated  with  many 
of  the  clinical  features  of  the  syndrome  than 
substances  previously  studied.  Work  is  now 
under  way  to  describe  this  metabolic  abnor- 
mality in  more  detail  and  to  identify  these 
unknown  substances.  Led  by  Dr.  Albert 
Rubin,  a  team  has  conducted  dialyses  with 
the  artificial  kidney  in  more  than  70  patients 
during  the  last  18  months.  In  addition  to  the 
benefit  that  patients  derive  from  this  pro- 
cedure, it  provides  opportunities  for  clinical 
investigation. 

Dr.  Abraham  Mazur  and  his  colleagues 
have  been  engaged  in  an  attempt  to  define  in 
biochemical  terms  the  mechanisms  which 
regulate  the  movements  of  iron  in  the  body. 
Their  investigations  have  revealed  for  the 
first  time  a  biochemical  mechanism  which 
regulates  the  transport  of  iron  from  the  liver. 


The  research  in  the  section  of  neurology 
and  the  human  ecology  study  program  is 
divided  into  two  general  areas.  Under 
Dr.  Harold  Wolff's  direction  investigations  are 
conducted  concerning  the  highest  integrative 
functions  of  the  human  brain — those  most 
complex  aspects  of  brain  function  which 
enable  men  to  express  appetites,  drives,  and 
feelings  in  a  manner  appropriate  to  life  in  a 
complex  society;  which  provide  a  mechanism 
for  the  achievement  of  complex  goals;  and 
which  enable  men  to  maintain  their  capacity 
for  effective  action  in  the  face  of  conflicting 
drives,  and  to  recover  promptly  from  the 
effects  of  frustration  and  failure.  By  the  use 
of  an  extensive  series  of  test  procedures  ap- 
plied to  people  who  have  suffered  brain 
damage  and  to  those  who  are  exposed  to  life 
situations  to  which  they  can  make  no  ade- 
quate adaptation,  it  has  been  found  that  these 
functions  of  the  brain  are  not  localized  in  any 
one  part  of  the  cerebrum,  but  are  dependent 
upon  the  whole  mass  of  cerebral  tissue.  When 
this  tissue  is  damaged,  the  falling  off  in  the 
highest  integrative  functions  is  roughly  pro- 
portional to  the  amount  of  tissue  lost. 
Prolonged  exposure  of  men  to  adverse  life 
situations  creates  impairment  of  their  highest 
integrative  functions  which  is  analogous  to 
that  seen  when  the  brain  is  subjected  to 
physical  damage. 

The  other  aspect  of  the  human  ecology 
study  program,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Lawrence  E.  Hinkle,  Jr.,  is  concerned  with 
how  the  reactions  of  human  beings  to  life 
experiences  and  situations  affect  their  health 
and  behavior.  Studies  have  been  made  of  the 
health  patterns  of  people  of  diverse  back- 
grounds and  experiences — American  indus- 
trial workers  and  executives,  expatriate 
Chinese,  refugees  from  the  Hungarian  revo- 
lution, and  prisoners  exposed  to  Communist 
methods  of  interrogation  and  indoctrination.

It  has  been  found  that  people  exposed  to  life 
situations  to  which  they  can  make  no  ade- 
quate adaptation  have  an  increased  suscep- 
tibility to  illness  of  all  sorts,  and  account  for 
a  disproportionate  amount  of  the  illness  in 
the  groups  to  which  they  belong. 

The  section  of  pulmonary  diseases,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Carl  Muschenheim,  has 
continued  its  work  on  various  drug  combina- 
tions for  tuberculosis.  As  in  the  past,  the 
clinical  investigations  within  The  New  York 
Hospital  are  complemented  by  studies  at  the 
Navajo  Medical  Center,  Fort  Defiance,  Ari- 
zona, carried  on  jointly  with  the  Division  of 
Indian  Health  of  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service.  In  this  phase  of  the  work, 
Dr.  Muschenheim  collaborates  with  Drs. 
Walsh  McDermott,  Kurt  Deuschle,  and 
Robert  M.  McCune  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Preventive  Medicine. 
Other  projects  in  the  section  include  studies 
on  the  prophylaxis  of  infections  in  chronic 
pulmonary  disease  and  observations  on  the 
effects  of  various  vitamins  and  anti-vitamins 
in  systemic  and  pulmonary  atherosclerosis. 
The  decreased  incidence  of  tuberculosis, 
mainly  as  the  result  of  recent  advances  in 
treatment,  has  made  the  last  year  a  period 
of  transition  and  reorientation.  On  the  invi- 
tation of  the  Commissioner  of  Hospitals,  a 
physicians'  committee  this  year  conducted  a 
survey  of  tuberculosis  hospitals  and  tubercu- 
losis services  in  both  voluntary  and  municipal 
institutions.  Dr.  Muschenheim  served  both 
as  chairman  of  the  committee  and  as  consult- 
ing director  of  the  study.  Through  analysis 
of  the  existing  case  load  of  tuberculosis 
patients  and  particularly  the  proportion  of 
those  successfully  treated  by  short-term 
therapy  compared  to  those  long-term  treat- 
ment failures,  this  study  sought  to  determine 
the  type  and  extent  of  tuberculosis  facilities 
needed  in  New  York  City.  In  harmony  with 
the  findings  of  the  survey,  with  the  existing 
situation,  and  with  future  needs  for  teaching 
and  clinical  investigation,  a  decrease  in  the 


number   of  tuberculosis   beds   at   The   New 
York  Hospital  has  been  planned. 

The  section  of  vascular  disease,  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Irving  S.  Wright,  has  con- 
tinued its  pace-setting  work  in  the  field  of 
thromboembolic  diseases  and  the  use  of  anti- 
coagulants. Many  of  the  technics  and  indi- 
cations for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
vascular  diseases  which  were  first  developed 
and  used  in  this  section  have  been  widely 
adopted  and  are  now  in  common  use  in  medi- 
cal centers  throughout  the  world,  including 
the  Soviet  Union.  During  1958,  studies  have 
been  conducted  on  the  effects  of  various  un- 
saturated fats,  such  as  safflower  oil  emulsions 
and  corn  oil,  on  the  blood  cholesterol.  This 
subject  is  of  considerable  interest  in  reference 
to  the  important  problem  of  atherosclerosis. 
New  studies  have  been  initiated  on  the  genetic 
factors  involved  in  thrombosing  diseases.  A 
large  group  of  young  men  have  been  screened 
with  14  tests  for  various  bloodclotting  factors 
to  determine  individual  variations  in  these 
principles.  The  long-range  studies  on  the 
natural  history  of  cerebral  vascular  disease 
are  proceeding  and  are  yielding  encouraging 
results  in  the  treatment  of  selected  types  of 
strokes  with  anticoagulation  therapy. 

The  study  program  in  connective  tissue 
diseases,  conducted  by  Drs.  Robert  Watson 
and  Sidney  Rothbard,  has  continued  its  work 
on  collagen  obtained  from  a  number  of  animal 
species,  including  the  human.  This  labora- 
tory demonstrated  for  the  first  time  that 
collagen  is  antigenic  and  exhibits  species 
specificity,  and  then  showed  that  a  diffuse, 
chronic  glomerulonephritis  can  be  induced  in 
rats  by  the  injection  of  specific  anti-rat  col- 
lagen serum.  This  nephritis  has  been  shown 
to  differ  histologically  and  immunologically 
from  nephrotoxic  nephritis  (induced  by  anti- 
rat  kidney  serum)  and  the  serum  nephritis 
produced  by  Rich  and  others.  The  glomerular 
lesions  are  apparently  due  to  the  in  vivo  re- 
action of  the  specific  antibody  with  its  anti- 
gen, collagen.   This  is  the  first  study  to  show

that  tissue  injury  can  be  consistently  induced 
by  antibodies  to  this  connective  tissue  protein. 

A  program  for  the  intensive  study  of  liver 
disease  has  been  in  operation  at  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  for 
eight  consecutive  years.  This  program  is 
unusual  in  that  it  integrates  the  work  of 
medicine  with  that  of  surgery  and  utilizes 
the  combined  facilities  of  both  departments 
for  research  and  teaching.  Dr.  Mary  Ann 
Payne  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and 
Dr.  George  Wantz  of  the  Department  of  Sur- 
gery have  directed  this  program. 


stitutes  the  general  medical  clinic  of  the 
hospital.  This  "demonstration"  clinic  has 
provided  an  opportunity  for  teaching,  patient 
care,  and  research  in  a  setting  which  offers 
an  advanced  type  of  ambulatory  patient  care. 
There  are  clear  indications  that  experiences 
derived  from  this  project  will  be  of  great 
importance  in  planning  patient  care  and 
medical  education  for  the  future.  The  re- 
search efforts  of  the  group  have  been  extended 
during  1958  and  are  diversified  in  focus. 
Investigators  include  physicians,  nurses,  so- 
cial workers,  and  sociologists.    A  long-term

the  liver  can  now  be  helped  by  operations 
which  shunt  the  blood  around  the  affected 
organ,  more  patients  with  serious  hepatic 
disease  are  now  under  treatment  in  our 
Hospital.  The  group  has  been  studying  the 
role  of  the  amino  acid  salt  glutamate  in  the 
treatment  of  hepatic  coma  and  has  devel- 
oped a  short  course,  high  dosage  regimen 
which  has  been  rapid  and  effective. 

Adequate  nutrition  is  particularly  impor- 
tant in  the  care  of  the  patient  with  liver 
disease,  especially  when  he  is  unable  to  take 
food  by  mouth.  The  group  has  experimented 
with  various  types  of  intravenous  fat  emul- 
sions, first  in  animals  and  then  in  human 
beings,  and  its  laboratory  has  developed  a 
combination  of  fat,  carbohydrate,  and  pro- 
tein which  is  suitable  for  intravenous  use. 
Similar  fat  preparations  using  soy  bean  phos- 
phatides as  the  emulsifying  agents  are  cleared 
much  more  slowly  from  the  blood  stream 
than  this  preparation,  which  contains  only 
human  serum  albumin  for  stabilization. 

The  pioneering  Comprehensive  Care  and 
Teaching  Program,  which  was  initiated  eight 
years  ago  by  Dr.  David  P.  Barr  and  by  its 
present  director,  Dr.  George  Reader,  contin- 
ued to  carry  on  its  activities  and  has  been 
enthusiastically  received  by  both  students 
and  staff  members.  As  has  been  described  in 
detail  in  previous  reports,  this  program  con- 


acids  in  that  disease,  is  progressing  and  prom- 
ises to  provide  valuable  information.  In  the 
area  of  patient  care,  research  on  how  patients 
view  the  "sick  role"  is  well  under  way. 
Work  designed  to  determine  the  nursing  needs 
of  ambulatory  patients  has  been  initiated. 
Also  begun  this  year  is  an  investigation  of 
types  of  referrals  made  to  the  Social  Service 
Department.  Nearing  completion  are  studies 
of  appointment-breaking  by  the  clinic  pa- 
tients, of  the  extent  of  continuity  and  co- 
ordination that  is  feasible  in  an  out-patient 
clinic,  and  of  the  costs  of  comprehensive 
patient  care.  Together,  these  studies  should 
provide  basic  information  needed  to  improve 
the  care  of  patients,  especially  those  with 
long-term  illnesses.  In  the  realm  of  medical 
education,  the  Comprehensive  Care  and 
Teaching  Program  continues  to  collaborate 
with  the  Bureau  of  Applied  Social  Research 
in  studying  the  professional  learning  and 
development  of  medical  students,  particularly 
as  this  occurs  during  the  course  in  Compre- 
hensive Medicine.  Preliminary  findings  as 
reported  in  a  volume,  The  Student  Physician, 
have  aroused  international  interest.  Finally, 
in  preparation  is  a  five-year  report  on  the 
Comprehensive  Care  and  Teaching  Program 
as  an  experiment  in  medical  education.  The 
report  will  incorporate  findings  from  the 
study  of  students  as  well  as  from  other  re- 
search   concerning    various    aspects    of    the 
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program,  and  will  provide  in  book  form  a 
description  of  the  results  of  the  experiment 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  medical 
educators  elsewhere. 

During  1958  a  total  of  2,314  patients  were 
served  in  the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic 
Service.  This  compares  with  2,085  patients 
in  1957  and  represents  the  largest  gain  in  a 
single  year  since  the  initiation  of  the  service. 
As  in  many  other  areas  of  the  hospital,  the 
work  of  the  service  is  now  reaching  a  level 
where  the  important  limiting  factors  appear 
to  be  space  and  the  resources  of  the  ancillary 
services.  The  progressive  growth  of  these 
activities  reflects  the  efficient  and  high  quality 
service  provided  by  the  staff  under  Dr.  Robert 
F.  Watson. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  OBSTETRICS 
AND  GYNECOLOGY 

In  the  Lying-in  Hospital  12,154  patients, 
including  newborn,  were  discharged  during 
the  year.  Adult  discharges  numbered  7,770, 
of  which  5,314  were  obstetrical  and  2,456 
gynecological  patients.  From  the  point  of 
view  of  a  teaching  institution  it  is  encourag- 
ing to  note  that  on  the  obstetrical  service 
pavilion  patients  comprised  49-4  per  cent  of 
the  total.  On  the  other  hand,  pavilion  gyne- 
cological discharges  were  under  1,000  for  the 
first  time  since  1943- 

There  were  4,322  deliveries  (4,373  babies) 
compared  to  4,254  in  1957.  This  is  the  largest 
number  in  any  year  since  the  Hospital  opened 
at  its  present  location  in  1932.  There  were 
33  deaths  among  the  4,033  term  infants  (2,500 
grams  and  over  birth  weight),  a  perinatal 
mortality  of  0.8  per  cent.  Among  the  5,314 
adult  discharges  two  maternal  deaths  oc- 
curred, one  due  to  tuberculous  meningitis, 
the  other  to  choriocarcinoma. 

It  is  significant  that  271  mothers  pregnant 
out  of  wedlock  were  seen  by  the  social  service 
department,  as  compared  to  164  during  1957. 
The  magnitude  of  this  increasing  problem  is 


revealed  by  the  fact  that  currently  approxi- 
mately 7  per  cent  of  babies  born  in  New  York 
City  are  in  this  category. 

It  is  interesting  to  reflect  on  past  experi- 
ences in  relation  to  the  desire  to  have  more 
patients  at  this  time.  In  the  middle  1930's 
approximately  two  million  babies  were  born 
in  the  United  States  each  year,  while  at 
present  the  number  slightly  exceeds  four 
million.  In  the  middle  1930's  approximately 
2,600  patients  a  year  were  delivered  at  The 
Lying-in  Hospital  as  compared  to  more  than 
4,000  annually  in  the  1950' s,  yet  at  that  time 
occupancy  on  the  obstetrical  service  was  con- 
siderably higher  than  it  is  now.  During  this 
same  period  the  number  of  admissions  to  the 
gynecological  service  has  more  than  trebled. 
The  number  of  operations  performed  has 
similarly  increased,  which  is  all  the  more 
remarkable  in  view  of  the  increased  com- 
plexity of  many  of  the  operations  performed 
today. 

A  careful  analysis  of  the  past  year  indicates 
that  the  obstetrical  service  could  be  increased 
to  at  least  5,000  deliveries  a  year  without 
over-crowding  or  impairment  of  patient  care. 
A  significant  increase  is  also  possible  on  the 
gynecological  service.  The  number  of  pa- 
tients on  the  private  service  is  adequate;  the 
additional  patients  should  be  on  the  pavilions. 
The  accomplishment  of  these  goals  would  of 
course  demand  increased  efficiency  in  the 
operation  of  all  facilities  within  the  Hospital. 

The  recovery  room  on  the  operating  and 
delivery  floor  was  opened  in  December  1957. 
Centralized  oxygen  and  suction  equipment 
was  installed  early  in  1958.  One  full  year's 
experience  with  this  new  facility  has  shown 
that  it  has  greatly  increased  the  efficiency 
and  quality  of  patient  care. 

There  have  been  only  minor  alterations  in 
the  nurseries  since  the  Hospital  was  opened 
on  September  1,  1932,  and  it  has  become 
increasingly  apparent  that  there  is  need  of 
reconstruction  and  modernization.    Early  in 
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1958  a  committee  was  formed  consisting  of 
representatives  of  the  obstetrical,  pediatric, 
administrative  and  nursing  departments,  to 
make  a  survey  of  present  facilities  and  to 
prepare  plans  for  reconstruction  that  would 
meet  all  modern  requirements  and  even  anti- 
cipate the  future  for  the  next  quarter  century. 
The  services  of  an  architect  were  engaged. 
An  ideal  plan  was  compiled  for  one  pavilion, 
consisting  of  eight  modules,  each  accommo- 
dating four  mothers  and  their  babies  with 
nursery,  rooming-in  facilities,  bathroom  and 
service  areas.  The  entire  proposal  has  been 
prepared  as  a  research  project  and  it  is  hoped 
that  funds  will  become  available  for  the  con- 
struction and  for  bacteriologic  studies  which 
it  is  estimated  would  consume  two  years  and 
would  make  available  information  of  value 
to  other  institutions  where  modernization 
will  be  necessary. 

Provisions  for  the  acceptance  of  emergency 
obstetrical  patients  from  city  ambulances 
were  in  effect  during  the  year,  but  this  ar- 
rangement has  not  been  very  productive. 
During  the  fall  of  1958,  the  City  Department 
of  Health  and  several  welfare  agencies  became 
deeply  concerned  about  overcrowding  on  the 
obstetrical  services  in  some  city  hospitals. 
Arrangements  were  made  in  December  to 
transfer  16  applicants  each  week  from  Metro- 
politan Hospital  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment for  antepartum  care. 

The  employment  of  diagnostic  X-rays  has 
been  curtailed  very  considerably  during  the 
year,  particularly  in  patients  in  the  reproduc- 
tive years  and  especially  during  pregnancy. 
As  a  result  very  much  less  ionizing  radiation 
reaches  the  maternal  and  fetal  gonads  of  the 
clinic  population. 

Dr.  Robert  C.  Knapp,  Dr.  Robert  Melnick 
and  Dr.  Edward  C.  Mann  joined  the  staff  as 
Assistant  Attending  Obstetricians  and  Gyne- 
cologists in  July.  Dr.  Mann  is  directing  the 
long-term  habitual  abortion  study  which  is 
now   in   its   fifth   year.     To   date   over   200 


women,  all  of  whom  have  had  at  least  three 
consecutive  spontaneous  abortions,  have  been 
intensively  investigated  both  psychologically 
and  gynecologically.  While  experience  thus 
far  indicates  that  in  the  majority  of  instances 
the  habitual  abortion  syndrome  is  emotion- 
ally determined  and  responsive  to  psycho- 
therapy, there  are  other  contributory  causes. 
Among  the  most  important  is  so-called  cervi- 
cal incompetency,  which  until  recently  was 
poorly  understood  and  virtually  undiagnos- 
able.  Experimentation  with  a  two-stage 
intrauterine  balloon  developed  here  indicates 
that  this  condition  correlates  closely  with 
isthmic  hypotonia  in  the  non-pregnant  state. 
In  view  of  this  finding  an  isthmic  rather  than 
a  cervical  operative  procedure  is  now  being 
tried  for  the  correction  of  this  defect. 

During  1958  the  long-range  studies  on  pos- 
terior pituitary  substances  initiated  by 
Drs.  Vincent  duVigneaud,  R.  Gordon  Douglas 
and  Roy  W.  Bonsnes,  were  continued  by 
Dr.  Thomas  Dillon  and  others.  The  action  of 
purified  natural  and  synthetic  vasopressin  in 
gynecologic  operations  was  determined  and 
a  technic  perfected  for  its  use.  A  study  was 
conducted  comparing  the  commercial  prepa- 
ration Pitressin  in  similar  operations,  with 
results  indicating  that  all  the  preparations 
have  an  active  hemostatic  influence  in  gyne- 
cologic surgery. 

A  comparison  was  made  of  the  relative 
efficacy  of  Pitocin,  Syntocinon  and  oxytocin 
for  the  induction  and  stimulation  of  labor. 
These  preparations  represent  the  commer- 
cially available  oxytocin,  the  synthetic  oxy- 
tocin, and  the  purified  natural  oxytocin 
respectively.  All  were  found  to  be  equally 
effective  for  stimulating  and  inducing  labor. 
Studies  relative  to  milk  let-down  showed 
that  these  same  preparations  were  equally 
effective  in  comparable  dosages. 

Dr.  Roy  Bonsnes  and  his  associates  are 
continuing  their  studies  of  blood  hydroxy- 
corticoids,  electrolyte  metabolism,  and  kid- 
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ney  function  in  normal  and  abnormal 
pregnancy.  Sufficient  control  data  will  soon 
be  available  to  make  it  possible  to  draw  some 
conclusions  on  the  variation  of  hydroxycorti- 
coids  in  pregnant  diabetic  patients.  The 
study  is  being  conducted  in  collaboration 
with  Dr.  Edward  Tolstoi  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine  and  Dr.  William  Given.  Inves- 
tigations of  kidney  function  have  been  re- 
instituted  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Robert 
Knapp,  and  are  directed  at  the  evaluation  of 
details  which  might  explain  discrepancies  in 
data  reported  in  the  literature  on  kidney 
function  during  pregnancy. 

Dr.  Robert  Landesman  and  his  associates 
continued  their  studies  on  sodium-24  clear- 
ances from  the  pregnant  cervix  during  the 
last  month  of  pregnancy.  A  new  scintillation 
counter  can  be  applied  directly  to  the  anterior 
wall  of  the  abdomen  just  above  the  pregnant 
uterus.  The  isotope  in  doses  of  between  3 
and  6  microcuries  per  milliliter  is  injected  in 
volumes  of  Yi  milliliter  through  the  anterior 
abdominal  wall  directly  into  the  uterus. 
Satisfactory  clearances  have  been  obtained 
and  variations  which  appear  to  be  of  clinical 
significance  have  been  found  thus  far  in  acute 
toxemia,  postmaturity,  and  during  labor.  Up 
to  the  present  time  about  35  such  clearances 
have  been  performed. 

Dr.  Landesman  has  concluded  a  study  on 
the  use  of  chlorothiazide  in  the  edema  states 
of  pregnancy,  and  his  report  has  been  ac- 
cepted for  publication.  He  is  also  continuing 
to  investigate  the  newer  synthesized  diuretics 
in  the  toxemia  clinic.  He  also  plans  to  review 
all  patients  who  have  been  on  reserpine  and 
subsequently  subjected  to  general  anesthesia, 
to  see  if  there  has  been  any  serious  hypoten- 
sive effect  during  anesthesia. 

Dr.  Elmer  Kramer  and  Dr.  William  Davis 
have  been  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the 
pathology  laboratory  throughout  the  year. 
Dr.  Kramer  has  also  been  conducting  a  study 
of  pseudomucinous  carcinoma  of  the  ovary 


and  an  investigation  of  the  structure  and 
function  of  the  omentum  and  its  relationship 
to  ovarian  carcinoma.  Dr.  Davis  has  served 
as  consultant  to  the  Youth  Consultation 
Service  at  Dana  House,  an  institution  for  the 
care  of  girls  pregnant  out  of  wedlock.  He 
holds  bi-weekly  medical  conferences  with  the 
patients  and  staff.  Over  50  patients  from 
Dana  House  have  been  cared  for  in  The 
Lying-in  Hospital  this  year.  Dr.  Davis  has 
also  served  as  one  of  the  Attendings  and 
Consultants  to  the  Home  Delivery  Service  of 
the  Maternity  Center  Association.  Many  of 
the  complicated  problems  on  this  service  were 
referred  here.  Unfortunately  this  service  was 
discontinued  at  the  end  of  1958. 

Dr.  Davis  has  also  undertaken  a  review  of 
pathologic  material  from  cases  of  malignant 
mole  and  choriocarcinoma  at  this  hospital, 
and  is  undertaking  a  study  of  carcinoma  of 
the  endometrium  as  part  of  a  collaborative 
investigation  of  this  subject  with  Dr.  Javert 
of  the  Woman's  Hospital  of  this  city. 

Dr.  William  J.  Sweeney  has  conducted  a 
research  program  into  the  use  of  the  new 
water-soluble  radio-opaque  material  for  use 
in  hysterosalpingography.  Some  100  cases 
have  been  completed.  He  also  initiated  an 
investigation  of  the  treatment  of  trichomonas 
vaginalis.  The  results  are  encouraging  and 
it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  completed  during 
1959-  With  Dr.  Bonsnes,  Dr.  Sweeney  is 
studying  the  arterial  and  venous  blood  during 
pregnancy  and  in  the  non-pregnant  state.  He 
is  also  undertaking  anatomic  and  radiologic 
research  into  the  anatomy  of  the  interstitial 
portion  of  the  fallopian  tube. 

Dr.  Thomas  L.  Ball  served  as  tour  director 
of  a  group  of  physicians  and  surgeons  from 
the  World  Medical  Organization  traveling 
through  Russia,  Poland  and  Czechoslovakia. 
Dry  and  operative  clinics  were  arranged  and 
members  of  his  group  operated  and  worked 
with  surgeons  in  the  various  centers  visited. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 

Postmortem  examinations  were  made  in  70 
per  cent  of  the  deaths  that  occurred  in  The 
New  York  Hospital  during  1958. 

Research  projects  have  been  actively  pur- 
sued. Dr.  John  G.  Kidd  has  studied  the  effects 
of  arsenic-azo-proteins  on  mouse  lymphoma 
cells  in  vivo.  Dr.  John  T.  Ellis  has  continued 
his  work  on  the  relationship  of  plasma  glu- 
tamic oxalocetic  transaminase  activity  and  of 
creatinuria  to  necrosis  of  skeletal  muscle  in 
cortisone-treated  and  Vitamin  E-deficient  rab- 
bits, on  the  effects  of  abnormal  deposits  of 
iron  on  structure  and  function  in  hepatic 
cells,  and  has  extended  his  studies  of  renal 
lesions  and  the  nephrotic  syndrome  induced 
experimentally  by  means  of  saccharated  iron 
oxide.  The  study  of  the  pathogenesis  of 
rheumatic  and  other  cardiovascular  diseases 
is  a  major  interest  of  Dr.  George  E.  Murphy. 
Dr.  Goetz  W.  Richter,  with  Mr.  Spencer 
Lane,  has  been  concerned  with  improvements 
in  methods  of  electron  microscopy,  and  with 
the  aid  of  this  facility  Dr.  Richter  has  ini- 
tiated a  study  of  hemosiderosis  and  the  rela- 
tionship between  hemosiderin  and  ferritin, 
the  transformation  of  injected  iron  compounds 
into  hemosiderin  and  ferritin,  and  studies  of 
the  physico-chemical  equilibrium  of  so-called 
storage  iron.  Dr.  John  Seybolt  and  the  staff 
of  the  Papanicolaou  Cytology  Laboratory 
have  collaborated  on  comparative  evaluation 
of  cytologic  pathologic  and  clinical  findings 
in  cancer  of  various  organs.  Dr.  F.  Stephen 
Vogel  has  begun  studies  on  the  effects  of 
cellular  state  upon  the  susceptibility  to  vi- 
ruses, and  continued  his  work  on  angiogene- 
sis  and  congenital  malformations  of  the  brain 
and  the  effects  of  ionizing  radiation  upon  the 
central  nervous  system. 

CENTRAL  LABORATORIES 

The  number  of  procedures  performed  by  the 
Central  Laboratories  during  1958  again 
surged  to  a  new  high  total  of  547,649,  exceed- 
ing that  of  the  previous  record  year  by  more 


than  5  per  cent.  The  most  striking  increase 
occurred  in  the  Blood  Bank  where  the  num- 
ber of  transfusions  increased  23  per  cent,  due 
largely  to  the  introduction  of  open  heart 
surgery.  Notable  increases  also  took  place  in 
the  work  of  the  bacteriology  and  chemistry 
laboratories.  A  new  laboratory  for  the  study 
of  blood  coagulation  problems  was  inaugu- 
rated this  year  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  S.  F.  Rabiner. 

The  laboratories  have  been  making  use 
wherever  possible  of  newly  developed  auto- 
matic labor-saving  devices  in  order  to  enable 
the  technical  staff  to  meet  efficiently  the  ever- 
increasing  work  load  and  at  the  same  time 
to  introduce  new  and  clinically  useful  labo- 
ratory procedures.  Thus,  two  Autoanalyzers 
are  now  in  daily  use  in  the  chemistry  labo- 
ratory, and  an  automatic  blood  cell  counting 
device  is  soon  to  be  acquired  for  hematology. 

The  members  of  the  professional  staff  of 
the  Central  Laboratories  continue  to  be  active 
in  a  variety  of  research  enterprises.  Dr.  Susan 
Hadley  has  undertaken  a  study  of  the  effect 
of  splenectomy  on  resistance  to  infection. 
Dr.  B.  H.  Kean  has  extended  his  studies  on 
the  diarrhea  of  travelers  and  on  experimental 
trichomonas  infections.  Dr.  Robert  Hirsch 
has  been  interested  in  the  relationship  be- 
tween the  clearing  of  lipids,  both  in  vivo  and 
in  vitro  and  acceleration  of  the  blood  clotting 
mechanism.  Dr.  Roy  W.  Bonsnes  has  con- 
tinued his  studies  on  fluid  and  electrolyte 
changes  during  pregnancy.  Dr.  Aaron  Kellner 
has  been  investigating  mechanisms  of  lipemia 
in  relation  to  experimental  atherosclerosis, 
and  also  the  presence  of  antibodies  to  various 
streptococcal  products  in  human  beings  and 
experimental  animals. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDIATRICS 

Occupancy  and  turnover  have  been  high 
throughout  the  service.  As  a  result  of  the 
agreement  with  Metropolitan  Hospital  to 
accept  referrals,  our  service  has  received  a 
number  of  pediatric  admissions,  some  of  un- 
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usual  clinical  interest.  The  premature  nursery 
has  maintained  a  high  admission  rate  and  the 
same  is  true  of  the  newborn  nurseries. 

A  decrease  in  physicians  available  for  serv- 
ice to  patients  and  teaching  of  medical  stu- 
dents has  necessitated  cutting  down  the 
quantitative  activities  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  in  order  to  avoid  lowering  quali- 
tative standards.  Another  factor  in  this 
diminution  is  the  termination  of  part  of  the 
funds  received  from  the  National  Foundation 
(formerly  the  National  Foundation  for  Infan- 
tile Paralysis).  On  the  other  hand,  special 
rehabilitation  services  have  continued,  in- 
cluding care  of  children  with  cleft  palate, 
speech  and  hearing  disorders,  congenital 
heart  disease  and  orthopedic  defects.  Seizure 
disorders  have  been  added  to  the  categories 
for  which  the  hospital  is  reimbursed  by  the 
City  Department  of  Health,  making  possible 
more  inclusive  and  continuous  care  of  chil- 
dren with  such  conditions. 

The  Adolescent  Clinic  is  expanding,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of 
Medicine. 

Three  full-time  Fellows  completed  a  year 
of  service  and  training  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  and  one  new  Fellow  was 
appointed. 

The  regular  program  of  play  and  craft 
activities  encompassed  25,187  half-hour  treat- 
ments in  the  occupational  therapy  rooms  and 
1,526  pavilion  treatments.  Over  2,300  hours 
were  contributed  by  26  volunteers. 

Five  "Institutes  in  the  Care  of  Premature 
Infants"  were  conducted  in  1958,  attended  by 
75  doctors  and  nurses  among  whom  were 
participants  from  Canada,  Guatemala  and 
India. 

Dr.  S.  Z.  Levine,  Pediatrician-in-Chief, 
was  chairman  of  a  series  of  seminars  in  child- 
hood nutrition  held  in  seven  South  American 
countries   under   the    joint   auspices   of  the 


Unitarian  Service  Committee  and  the  Inter- 
american  Institute  for  Children. 

Dr.  Norman  Kretchmer  received  one  of  the 
two  annual  Mead  Johnson  awards.  He  and 
Dr.  Irving  Schulman  were  appointed  to  the 
editorial  board  of  "Pediatrics,"  the  official 
journal  of  the  American  Academy  of  Pedi- 
atrics. Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle  and  Dr.  Barbara 
M.  Korsch  were  two  of  the  three  New  York 
Hospital  women  physicians  selected  as  recip- 
ients of  the  Spence-Chapin  awards. 

Dr.  Irving  Schulman  resigned  in  August  to 
become  Associate  Professor  of  Pediatrics  at 
Northwestern  University  Medical  College. 

Two  important  aspects  of  the  work  of  the 
department  are,  first,  the  interrelation  of  re- 
search and  service;  and  second,  the  coopera- 
tion which  exists  between  departments  both 
in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  and  in  the  solu- 
tion of  clinical  problems.  A  notable  example 
is  the  multidepartmental  approach  to  the 
improvement  of  treatment  of  infants  with 
potential  hemolytic  disease  resulting  from 
blood  group  incompatibility.  A  committee 
composed  of  representatives  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  Pediatrics,  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology, and  Central  Laboratories  is  working, 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  nursing  service, 
to  make  possible  earlier  diagnosis  and  ideal 
treatment.  Another  example  is  the  operation 
of  the  pediatric  biochemical  laboratory, 
which  provides  to  other  parts  of  the  Hos- 
pital special  tests  such  as  hormones,  amino 
acids  and  chromatography,  as  well  as  routine 
blood  chemical  determinations,  when  only 
small  amounts  of  blood  are  available. 

An  important  achievement  of  the  past  12 
months  is  the  culmination  of  several  years  of 
research  by  Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle  in  collabo- 
ration with  members  of  the  Department  of 
Surgery.  Open  heart  surgery  with  the  use  of 
the  heart-lung  machine  is  now  being  carried 
out  regularly  on  patients  with  ventricular 
septal  defect,  atrial  septal  defect  singly  and 
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in  combination  with  pulmonic  stenosis,  sin- 
gle atrium,  severe  valvular  pulmonic  stenosis, 
pure  infundibular  pulmonic  stenosis,  congeni- 
tal aortic  stenosis,  and  congenital  mitral 
stenosis.  The  success  rate  is  gratifyingly 
high.  Dr.  Engle  and  other  members  of  the 
pediatric  congenital  cardiac  group,  Dr.  Henry 
P.  Goldberg  and  Dr.  Tomiko  Ito,  with  Dr. 
Daniel  Lukas  and  Dr.  Israel  Steinberg  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  have  studied  the 
correlation  of  the  electrocardiographic  pat- 
tern of  right  ventricular  hypertension  with 
pressure  measurements  at  catheterization  or 
at  surgery,  total  anomalous  pulmonary  ve- 
nous return,  corrected  transposition  with 
ventricular  septal  defect,  and  rhabdomyoma- 
tosis  of  the  heart.  They  have  also  collabo- 
rated with  Dr.  Gertrude  Stern,  Dr.  Carl  H. 
Smith  and  Dr.  Irving  Schulman  on  a  review 
of  patients  with  Cooley's  anemia  or  with  a 
regenerative  anemia  who  have  developed 
hemochromatosis . 

The  pediatric  hematology  team,  Drs.  Carl 
H.  Smith,  Marion  E.  Erlandson,  Irving  Schul- 
man, and  Margaret  Hilgartner,  carried  out 
studies  in  congenital  hemolytic  syndromes, 
including  the  use  of  chromium-51  technics  to 
locate  in  vivo  sites  of  erythrocyte  sequestra- 
tion and  destruction,  and  to  characterize  the 
hemolytic  and  hemopoietic  status  of  patients. 
A  comparison  of  starch  electrophoresis  with 
paper  electrophoresis  of  A2  hemoglobin, 
radioactive  iron  absorption  studies,  isolation 
of  coagulation  factors,  study  of  Factor  X 
activity  in  liver  disease,  and  assay  of 
B-glucuronidase  activity  in  tissues  in  blood, 
in  connection  with  the  metabolism  of  bili- 
rubin, have  also  occupied  this  team.  With 
the  cooperation  of  Dr.  Susan  Hadley  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  the  role  of  the  spleen 
in  infection  is  being  further  investigated. 
New  chemotherapeutic  agents  are  being 
evaluated  in  the  treament  of  leukemia. 

Dr.  Heinz  F.  Eichenwald  is  giving  major 
attention  to  infections  among  infants  in  new- 
born nurseries.   Many  detailed  epidemiologic 


studies  have  been  performed  to  define  the 
mechanism  of  spread  of  micro-organisms,  par- 
ticularly viral  agents  and  the  staphylococcus, 
some  of  these  investigations  resulting  in  new 
concepts.  In  cooperation  with  the  hospital 
administration  and  architects,  and  the  medi- 
cal and  nursing  services  of  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  new  nursery  de- 
signs have  been  formulated,  so  that  ultimately 
a  maximally  safe  unit  can  be  constructed. 

In  the  treatment  of  staphylococcal  infec- 
tions in  the  newborn,  Bacitracin  was  given 
to  18  infants  in  short  courses  which  were 
accompanied  by  only  mild  renal  irritation, 
with  survival  of  17  whose  infections  were  so 
overwhelming  that  a  high  mortality  could 
have  been  predicted. 

The  use  of  oral  antibiotics  in  premature 
infants  is  being  developed,  including  peni- 
cillin V  and  tetracyclines. 

Etiologic  agents  in  congenital  intracellular 
infection  and  disease  are  being  explored. 
Aside  from  the  protozoan  Toxoplasma,  the 
salivary  gland  virus,  herpes  simplex  and 
Coxsackie  B-4  have  been  isolated  from  infants 
born  with  signs  and  symptoms  of  generalized 
infection. 

With  Dr.  Hope  C.  Perry,  Dr.  Eichenwald 
continued  investigations  of  bacterial-viral 
synergism  in  the  production  of  disease  in 
premature  infants.  In  the  "stuffy  nose"  syn- 
drome it  was  proved  that  simultaneous  viral 
and  bacterial  infections  are  needed  for  symp- 
toms to  occur. 

Dr.  Murray  Davidson,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Charles  H.  Bauer,  completed  a  study  of  fecal 
fat  excretion  in  premature  infants  being  fed 
formulas  of  differing  fat  contents.  Dr.  David- 
son is  continuing  observations  on  fat  excre- 
tion in  celiac  disease,  and  on  motility  and 
water  and  electolyte  absorption  in  the  large 
bowel.  Dr.  Bauer  is  also  collaborating  with 
other  members  of  the  department  on  long 
term  follow-up  observations  of  patients  who 
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had  acute  glomerulonephritis,  and  on  a  regi- 
men for  infants  of  diabetic  mothers,  based  on 
the  Reardon  method. 

The  pediatric  psychiatrist,  Dr.  Barbara 
Fish,  continues  to  focus  her  interest  on  pat- 
terns of  disorganized  neurophysiologic  devel- 
ment  in  infants  which  appear  to  predispose 
to  later  personality  disturbances.  Criteria  are 
being  developed  to  enable  pediatricians  to 
detect  "vulnerable"  children  early,  while  the 
disturbances  are  amenable  to  treatment. 

Dr.  Katharine  Cobb,  pediatric  psycholo- 
gist, is  engaged  in  constructing  new  scales 
for  cross-cultural  developmental  testing  of 
infants  and  young  children,  with  interesting 
comparisons  of  the  results  of  these  tests  in 
South  African  Bantu  babies  and  in  American 
babies,  and  is  working  with  Miss  Regina 
Brady  of  Fordham  University  on  a  compari- 
son of  psychological  tests  in  "brain  injured" 
children  and  normal  controls. 

Dr.  Barbara  M.  Korsch  and  Dr.  Cobb  are 
directing  a  study  in  which  the  intelligence 
of  children  is  being  appraised  by  pediatricians 
on  regular  clinic  visits,  and  compared  with 
results  of  formal  psychological  testing. 

In  the  pediatric  clinics  a  pilot  program  of 
research  on  the  manner  in  which  medical 
advice  is  understood  and  carried  out  by  par- 
ents of  sick  children  and  well  babies  has  been 
conducted  by  Dr.  Korsch,  with  Dr.  Gertrude 
Stern  and  Dr.  Barbara  Ashe. 

Results  have  been  published  of  the 
follow-up  study  by  Dr.  Margaret  Dann  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  V.  New,  psychologist,  of  73 
children  prematurely  born,  with  birth 
weights  or  minimal  postnatal  weights  of 
1,000  grams  or  less. 

Clinical  investigations  by  Dr.  May  G. 
Wilson,  Dr.  Wan  Ngo  Lim  and  Dr.  Ann 
McA.  Birch  include  a  comparison  of  recur- 
rence rates  of  rheumatic  fever  among  children 
receiving  oral  penicillin  and  those  receiving 
penicillin  therapeutically,  and  a  comparison 


of  mortality  rates  in  rheumatic  heart  disease 
before  and  after  1948,  for  patients  under  the 
age  of  20.  With  Dr.  David  Baker,  pediatric 
radiologist,  a  large  series  of  patients  exposed 
to  repeated  fluoroscopy  between  1920  and 
1959  is  being  analyzed  to  evaluate  possible 
somatic  genetic  effects. 

Radiologic  studies  by  Dr.  Baker  involve 
the  collection  of  material  for  review  of 
staphylococcal  pneumonia, urogenital  sinuses, 
intra-abdominal  masses,  and  mediastinal 
masses,  the  latter  with  particular  reference  to 
the  diagnostic  value  of  angiocardiography. 

Investigations  in  enzyme  activity  include 
studies  related  to  tyrosine  metabolism,  vari- 
ous aspects  of  which  have  been  investigated 
in  this  laboratory  for  the  past  6  years. 
Tyrosine  transaminase  has  been  purified  ap- 
proximately 100  times.  Observations  have 
been  made  concerning  its  development  in  the 
liver,  and  the  suppression  of  its  activity  in 
adrenalectomized  rats. 

Glycogen  metabolism  is  also  a  subject  of 
interest.  The  enzyme  glucose-6-phosphatase 
has  been  shown  to  have  strikingly  different 
patterns  of  development  in  the  liver  and  in 
the  kidney.  Other  enzymes  investigated  have 
been  phenylalanine  transaminase,  phenylala- 
nine hydroxylase,  catalase,  and  phosphory- 
lase. 

Five  members  of  the  resident  staff  are 
actively  engaged  in  clinical  research.  These 
deal  with  renal,  metabolic  and  neoplastic 
disease,  and  with  the  treatment  and  preven- 
tion of  infections  in  premature  and  newborn 
infants. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PSYCHIATRY 

During  this  year  considerable  progress  was 
made  in  basic  and  applied  research,  and  some 
of  the  results  are  beginning  to  affect  the  study 
and  treatment  of  patients.  In  this  connection, 
there  might  be  mentioned  first  the  psycho- 
pathologic  studies  which  have  become  the 
basis  for  many  of  our  psychotherapeutic  and 
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general  therapeutic  procedures  and  for  re- 
search work.  In  investigating  physiological 
and  psychologic  problems,  the  person's  emo- 
tional reactions  in  varied  circumstances  must 
become  clarified  before  one  can  attack  the 
factors  which  are  of  fundamental  importance 
in  the  psychiatric  illness. 

On  the  Metabolism  Unit,  which  is  under 
the  combined  direction  of  Dr.  Frederic  F. 
Flach  and  Dr.  Peter  E.  Stokes,  progress  has 
been  made  in  clarifying  the  relationship  of 
emotional  factors  to  electrolytes.  The  admin- 
istration of  products  of  intermediary  thyroid 
metabolism  has  not  only  enriched  our  knowl- 
edge but  has  already  thrown  some  light  on 
possible  therapeutic  application  in  certain 
types  of  depression  and  postpartum  condi- 
tions. In  this  research  work  the  continued 
close  cooperation  of  Dr.  Rulon  W.  Rawson 
of  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer 
Research  has  been  most  fruitful.  Another 
study,  which  is  being  carried  out  by  Dr.  Peter 

E.  Stokes,  is  directed  toward  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  metabolism  of  alcohol  in  patients 
suffering  from  chronic  alcoholism  or  in 
selected  control  cases. 

Much  effort  has  also  been  directed  toward 
creating  a  pleasant  social  atmosphere  on  the 
Metabolism  Unit  and  finding  variations  in 
the  menus  and  food  preparation  which  will 
make  life  on  this  floor,  with  its  stringent 
requirements,  more  tolerable.  This  point  has 
not  received  sufficient  attention  on  the  meta- 
bolic units  of  general  hospitals  and  research 
institutes. 

Pharmacologic  experiments  by  Dr.  Joseph 

F.  Reilly,  in  collaboration  with  members  of 
the  psychiatric  and  psychologic  staffs,  have 
continued  to  clarify  the  relationship  of  plasma 
catechol  amines  and  serotonin  to  the  emo- 
tional states  of  patients. 

In  the  field  of  child  and  adolescent  psy- 
chiatry, progress  has  been  made  in  the  in-  and 
out-patient  services.  In  addition  to  the 
teachers  of  the  New  York  City  school  sys- 


tem, a  full-time  teacher  has  been  engaged  for 
the  in-patients.  This  teacher  is  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  effect  of  psychopatho- 
logic  conditions  on  thinking  and  learning, 
and  how  teaching  can  be  adjusted  to  the 
symptoms  shown  by  patients.  The  education 
of  teachers  in  psychopathology  is  a  field  that 
has  been  little  explored.  It  is  obvious  that 
academic  courses  cannot  offer  more  than  a 
basic  understanding,  and  supervised  clinical 
experience,  by  working  closely  with  psychia- 
trists and  psychologists,  is  essential. 

The  study  of  psychiatric  and  psychologic 
aspects  of  muscular  dystrophy,  both  on  the 
Metabolism  Unit  and  in  the  Day  Care  School, 
has  been  terminated  for  the  time  being,  and 
the  results  are  being  prepared  for  publication. 

An  important  educational  step  has  been 
taken  by  the  establishment  of  a  scholarship 
for  graduate  nurses  in  psychiatry.  This  edu- 
cational program  permits  graduate  training 
for  a  considerable  number  of  staff  members 
who  not  only  carry  out  their  nursing  duties 
but  also,  through  their  psychopathologic  ob- 
servations and  careful  recording  of  same,  offer 
essential  data  for  all  clinical  research  work. 

A  significant  development  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Psychiatry  is  the  subdepartment 
devoted  to  the  history  of  psychiatry.  During 
the  last  20  years  there  has  been  built  up  a 
valuable  collection  of  medical  books  pertain- 
ing to  the  role  which  mental  and  nervous 
disorders  and  mental  hygiene  have  played  in 
medical  thinking  since  the  time  of  Hippoc- 
rates. In  this  historical  library  of  the  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  are  dissertations, 
monographs,  and  textbooks  relating  to  psy- 
chiatry, as  well  as  textbooks  of  the  great 
leaders  in  internal  medicine  with  their  de- 
tailed discussions  of  clinical  psychiatry. 
Dr.  Eric  T.  Carlson,  who  is  devoting  much  of 
his  time  to  the  study  of  American  psychiatry 
before  the  Civil  War,  is  in  charge  of  this  new 
subdepartment  of  history.  Because  of  his 
special  interest,  a  considerable  collection  of 
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books  relating  to  American  psychiatry  and 
culture  has  been  assembled.  His  research  is 
being  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  which  has  per- 
mitted him  to  form  a  staff  to  include  a  his- 
torian and  a  technical  assistant. 

The  department  received  support  from :  The 
David  G.  Baird  Foundation;  Ford  Founda- 
tion; New  York  City  Community  Mental 
Health  Board;  Rockmeadow  Foundation 
(Richard  and  Dorothy  Rodgers);  Tall  Cedars 
of  Lebanon;  United  Hospital  Fund  of  New 
York;  United  States  Public  Health  Service; 
and  from  various  individual  sources. 

WESTCHESTER  DIVISION 

During  the  year  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Westchester  Division  admitted  369  patients. 

Of  the  360  patients  discharged,  24  per  cent 
were  considered  recovered,  and  84  per  cent  of 
all  patients  discharged  were  definitely  bene- 
fited by  treatment. 

Six  physicians  joined  the  staff  to  receive 
psychiatric  training,  and  six  physicians  com- 
pleted their  residency  training  during  the 
year. 

The  hall  for  the  treatment  of  young  boys 
was  opened  on  January  15. 

Progress  is  being  made  on  the  centralized 
cafeteria  for  personnel. 

The  staff  continues  to  make  progress  in 
research,  particularly  in  the  field  of  schizo- 
phrenia and  anorexia  nervosa,  the  treatment 
of  boys  with  problems  of  delinquency,  and 
the  effectiveness  of  tranquilizing  drugs. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  RADIOLOGY 

The  Department  of  Radiology  participates 
intimately  in  the  work  of  all  clinical  depart- 
ments with  its  great  variety  of  diagnostic 
tests.  During  the  year  a  total  of  97,374  of 
these  were  performed,  and  in  addition  nearly 
10,000  treatments  were  administered,  includ- 
ing 3,497  which  utilized  cobalt  irradiation. 


The  past  year  has  seen  the  organization  of 
a  Radiation  Control  Committee  for  the  Cen- 
ter and  the  implementation  of  a  supervised 
system  of  control  over  all  uses  of  ionizing 
radiations.  The  personnel  radiation  monitor- 
ing program  has  been  centralized  in  the 
Department  of  Radiology  and  specific  regula- 
tions have  been  adopted.  The  appointment 
on  January  1  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Focht  as 
Radiation  Physicist  filled  a  pressing  need. 
She  has  conducted  many  surveys  which  show 
that  there  are  no  known  radiation  hazards 
to  patients  or  personnel  in  the  clinical  or 
research  use  of  diagnostic  or  therapeutic 
X-ray  procedures. 

The  care  and  treatment  of  patients  with 
degenerative  cardiovascular  disease  continues 
to  be  one  of  the  most  important  fields  in 
medicine,  and  intense  activity  is  being  di- 
rected to  methods  of  improving  the  care  of 
these  patients.  The  Departments  of  Surgery 
and  Radiology  are  actively  engaged  in  an 
effort  to  establish  an  efficient  and  safe  method 
of  visualizing  the  coronary  arteries  by  X-ray. 
Animal  experiments  have  engendered  consid- 
erable optimism  that  coronary  artery  disease 
may  be  amenable  to  selected  and  specialized 
surgical  procedures. 

In  collaboration  with  the  urology  service, 
investigation  was  begun  last  year  on  a  new 
method  of  studying  the  function  of  the  kid- 
neys, using  a  conventional  opaque  urographic 
medium  labeled  with  radioactive  iodine.  The 
radioactive  isotope  is  excreted  in  the  kid- 
neys and  its  presence  in  the  kidneys  is  de- 
tected by  external  gamma  ray  scintillation 
counters.  The  purpose  of  this  study  was  to 
investigate  the  renal  vascular  bed  in  normal 
and  diseased  kidneys.  The  initial  phase  of 
the  work  included  standardization  of  tech- 
nique, establishment  of  normal  and  abnormal 
patterns  and  analysis  of  the  renogram  by 
statistical  and  graphic  methods.  This  part 
of  the  study  was  presented  at  the  59th  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Roentgen  Ray  So- 
ciety in  Washington.    The  clinical  aspects  of 
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the  study  are  still  under  evaluation.  The 
investigation  has  been  supported  by  a  grant 
from  the  James  Picker  Foundation. 

In  the  Radioisotope  Laboratory  a  major 
new  study  is  the  examination  of  the  effects 
of  hypophysectomy  in  the  human  upon  thy- 
roid physiology.  Kinetic  studies  of  iodine 
metabolism  are  carried  out  before  and  after 
hypophysectomy,  in  addition  to  careful  clini- 
cal and  laboratory  studies.  Assay  of  the 
thyroid  stimulating  hormone  content  of  the 
pituitaries  removed  at  operation  is  being  car- 
ried out  by  Memorial  Hospital,  as  are  assays 
for  this  hormone  in  the  blood  of  patients 
before  and  after  operation.  There  have  been 
opportunities  to  study  hyperthyroid  patients, 
and  data  of  great  interest  relevant  to  the 
autonomy  of  the  thyroid  have  been  developed. 

Studies  are  continuing  on  the  clinical  use- 
fulness of  a  new  antithyroid  agent,  Carbima- 
zole  (Neo-Mercazole).  To  date  over  40  pa- 
tients have  been  studied  and  the  data  of  the 
series  are  now  being  reviewed. 

Work  is  under  way  in  the  evaluation  of  a 
method  of  measurement  of  thyroid  function 
by  determining  the  uptake  of  labeled  triiodo- 
thyronine by  the  red  cells.  It  is  hoped  that 
if  this  method  proves  to  be  reliable  and  valid, 
it  can  be  used  not  only  as  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  diagnostic  procedures  available,  but  as 
a  useful  research  tool  in  the  examination  of 
the  peripheral  effects  of  anti-thyroid  agents 
and  reserpine. 

During  the  past  year  six  obsolete  diagnos- 
tic radiographic  units  were  replaced  with  the 
most  modern  type  of  equipment.  The  installa- 
tion of  a  modern,  completely  automatic  X-ray 
film  processing  unit  will  significantly  increase 
the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the  radio- 
logical services. 

Dr.  John  A.  Evans,  Radiologist-in-Chief, 
was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Chancellors  of  the 
American  College  of  Radiology,  The  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  American  Board  of  Radi- 
ology, and  became  President  of  the  New  York 


Roentgen  Society  and  National  Consultant  in 
Radiology  to  the  United  States  Air  Force. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SURGERY 

The  six  specialties  of  neurosurgery, 
ophthalmology,  otolaryngology,  orthope- 
dics, plastic  surgery  and  urology,  together 
with  three  sections  of  general  surgery,  with 
both  in-patient  and  out-patient  components, 
make  up  the  central  structure  of  the  depart- 
ment. These  are  supported  in  close  associa- 
tion by  oral  surgery  and  dentistry,  surgical 
pathology,  the  operating  rooms  and  the 
laboratories  for  surgical  research.  A  resident 
staff  of  71  and  senior  staff  of  165  participate 
in  the  care  of  patients,  teaching  and  research 
within  the  department.  During  the  year 
10,952.  operations  were  performeduponll,255 
patients  admitted  to  the  surgical  service. 

During  1958  particular  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  the  prevention  of  cross-infection  in 
surgical  patients.  Staphylococcal  infections, 
both  in  the  operating  rooms  and  in  patient 
areas  elsewhere  in  the  hospital,  have  been 
under  special  study.  The  increased  hazard  of 
infection  from  organisms  which  are  resistant 
to  antibiotics  has  become  a  nation-wide  con- 
cern, and  the  efforts  of  the  staff  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surgery  have  been  rewarded  by  a 
continued  low  rate  of  infection  in  surgical 
patients.  The  department  has  taken  the  ini- 
tiative in  the  Hospital  in  the  prevention  and 
control  of  nosocomial  infection.  Dr.  Peter 
Dineen  has  assumed  the  chief  responsibility 
in  this  area  and  has  cooperated  with  members 
from  other  departments  in  studying  and  at- 
tacking infections  throughout  the  Hospital. 

The  program  of  cardiac  surgery  has  received 
a  major  impetus  during  the  past  year  by  the 
introduction  of  open  heart  operations  per- 
formed with  the  aid  of  an  artificial  heart-lung 
machine,  making  possible  the  successful  cor- 
rection of  about  50  cases  of  congenital  and 
acquired  cardiac  lesions  previously  considered 
inaccessible  and  uniformly  fatal.  The  most 
satisfactory  results   have   been   obtained   in 
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correcting  atrial  and  ventricular  septal  defects 
and  valvular  pulmonic  stenosis.  It  has  also 
been  possible  to  apply  this  approach  to  in- 
fundibular pulmonic  and  congenital  mitral 
stenosis,  and  to  ostium  primum  defects. 
Acquired  cardiac  problems  approached  by  the 
method  of  open  correction  have  been  calcific 
aortic  stenosis  and  mitral  insufficiency.  The 
cardiac  surgical  team  has  been  led  by 
Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  Dr.  George  Holswade, 
Dr.  Frank  Redo  and  Dr.  Edward  Goldsmith, 
ably  supported  by  Dr.  Harold  Stewart  and  his 
associates  from  the  Department  of  Medicine, 
Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle  and  Dr.  Henry  Gold- 
berg and  their  colleagues  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pediatrics,  Dr.  Daniel  Lukas  and  his 
staff  from  the  Cardiopulmonary  Laboratory, 
Dr.  Joseph  Artusio  and  Dr.  Benjamin  Mar- 
bury  from  the  Department  of  Anesthesiology, 
Dr.  Israel  Steinberg  and  Dr.  Nathaniel  Finby 
from  the  Department  of  Radiology,  and 
Dr.  Curtis  Mendelson  from  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics.  Cardiac  operations  which  do  not 
require  the  pump-oxygenator  have  been  per- 
formed with  increased  safety.  Mitral  valvu- 
lotomy continues  to  be  the  most  frequently 
performed  of  these  procedures.  Within  the 
past  six  and  a  half  years  more  than  400  such 
operations  have  been  accomplished  with  an 
operative  mortality  that  is  now  less  than  5 
per  cent.  Operations  for  the  correction  of 
coarctation  of  the  aorta,  patent  ductus  ar- 
teriosus, and  tetralogy  of  Fallot  have  been 
associated  with  a  continued  low  mortality 
and  gratifying  results. 

The  surgical  treatment  of  aneurysms  of  the 
aorta  and  occlusive  disease  of  the  major 
arteries  has  been  a  field  of  major  interest  for 
Dr.  S.  W.  Moore  and  Dr.  George  Wantz. 
Recently  they  have  undertaken  a  review  of 
the  results  of  replacement  of  the  major  ar- 
teries with  homografts,  and  have  initiated  a 
series  of  restorations  of  arterial  continuity 
with  synthetic  prostheses  in  order  to  compare 
the  efficacy  of  these  two  types  of  arterial 
replacement.  Endarterectomy  with  and  with- 
out arterial  grafting  has  also  been  used  in  the 


therapy  of  arteriosclerotic  occlusion  of  the 
major  arteries. 

Surgery  still  offers  the  most  successful 
means  to  eradicate  cancer.  Special  investiga- 
tions are  being  carried  out  in  the  treatment 
of  cancer  of  the  breast,  colon,  and  stomach, 
in  which  adjuvant  cancerocidal  agents  are 
utilized  in  selected  cases.  Cancer  chemo- 
therapy is  being  studied  in  incurable  patients 
who  cannot  be  treated  by  the  customary 
methods  of  surgery  or  roentgen  therapy. 
These  projects  have  been  conducted  in  co- 
operation with  the  Public  Health  Service  and 
under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  John  Beal,  Dr. 
Bjorn  Thorbjarnarson,  and  Dr.  George  Cor- 
nell. Dr.  Peter  Dineen  has  been  investigating 
the  frequency  with  which  tumor  cells  can  be 
demonstrated  in  the  circulating  blood  stream, 
a  method  of  study  which  will  be  correlated 
with  the  employment  of  chemotherapeutic 
agents.  Under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  George 
Cornell  the  Tumor  Registry  has  continued  to 
function  actively  and  its  follow-up  informa- 
tion has  been  utilized  by  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  the  staff  in  case  finding  for  study  and 
research. 

The  management  of  injured  patients  has 
been  the  responsibility  of  Dr.  Preston  A. 
Wade  and  Dr.  Robert  L.  Patterson,  with  the 
able  assistance  of  Dr.  Paul  W.  Braunstein, 
Dr.  Paul  A.  Skudder  and  members  of  the 
resident  staff.  Neighboring  hospitals  con- 
tinue to  cooperate  with  the  trauma  service  by 
referring  injured  patients  for  whom  they  are 
unable  to  provide  beds.  The  third  annual 
postgraduate  course  on  trauma  was  given  in 
June  under  the  auspices  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  with  51  lecture  sessions  by 
members  of  the  faculty  and  of  the  staffs  of 
The  New  York  Hospital  and  The  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery. 

A  study  of  the  treatment  of  patients  in  the 
emergency  room  has  been  authorized  by  the 
Joint  Action  Committee  of  the  American 
College   of  Surgeons,    the   National   Safety 
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Council  and  the  American  Association  for  the 
Surgery  of  Trauma.  The  work  is  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  James  McCarroll  of  the 
Department  of  Preventive  Medicine  and  Pub- 
lic Health.  Dr.  Paul  Skudder  joined  the 
Hospital  staff  in  July  as  a  member  of  this 
research  committee,  and  has  been  in  charge 
of  the  emergency  room  service  at  the  Hos- 
pital. A  second  project  being  carried  out  by 
Drs.  McCarroll,  Braunstein  and  Skudder  is  a 
study  of  pedestrian  fatalities  in  New  York 
City. 

In  the  laboratories  for  surgical  research, 
under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  John  Beal,  a 
wide  variety  of  projects  has  been  prosecuted. 
A  series  of  weekly  seminars  provides  informa- 
tion in  surgical  physiology  and  metabolism 
for  the  resident  surgical  staff. 

The  metabolic  research  team  has  continued 
its  interest  in  changes  in  body  composition, 
with  emphasis  on  the  determination  of  body 
compartments  in  geriatric  patients  subjected 
to  major  operative  procedures,  particularly 
those  who  have  had  neoplastic  diseases. 
Radioactive  sulfate  has  been  found  useful  in 
estimation  of  extracellular  fluid  and  reason- 
able in  calculation  of  intracellular  fluid. 
These  investigations  are  being  correlated 
with  changes  in  body  fat  in  surgical  patients 
through  a  series  of  observations  based  upon 
balance  studies  and  isotope  dilution  tech- 
niques. Dr.  Helena  Gilder,  who  is  respon- 
sible for  the  biochemical  section  of  the 
laboratory,  has  also  initiated  experimental 
studies  on  fluid  and  electrolyte  exchange. 
Mrs.  Ames  Filippone,  metabolic  dietitian, 
has  aided  in  the  study  and  correction  of 
nutritional  problems.  Studies  in  intestinal 
absorption  have  been  applied  directly  to  the 
clinical  management  of  a  number  of  surgical 
patients,  with  resulting  improvement  in  their 
status. 

The  laboratory  actively  supports  the  func- 
tion of  the  pump-oxygenator  in  the  operating 
room.     Determinations  of  oxygen  content, 


hematocrit,  plasma  hemoglobin,  CO.,  and 
oxygen  saturation  are  made  during  open 
heart  surgery.  Studies  of  basic  cardiac  physi- 
ology are  continuing  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  Frank  Redo.  Perfusion  of  the  isolated 
heart  has  been  undertaken  to  elucidate  the 
differences  in  reversible  and  irreversible  car- 
diac arrest.  The  effects  of  anoxia  and  cardio- 
plegic  drugs  are  subject  to  assay  by  this 
method.  The  problem  of  coronary  artery 
insufficiency  has  received  added  impetus  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Dr.  Redo  has  started  an 
investigation  of  the  feasibility  of  vasculari- 
zation of  the  myocardium  by  a  systemic 
artery.  Dr.  Edward  Goldsmith  has  initiated 
an  experimental  program  of  coronary  artery 
visualization  in  cooperation  with  Dr.  Finby 
of  the  Department  of  Radiology.  A  series  of 
coronary  arteriograms  have  been  made  with- 
out and  with  the  addition  of  cardioplegia 
drugs,  in  an  effort  to  establish  a  reproducible, 
safe  and  satisfactory  method  of  visualization 
of  the  cardiac  arterial  blood  supply. 

Dr.  George  Wantz  and  Dr.  Charles  Pearce 
have  been  studying  experimental  arterio- 
sclerosis in  both  plastic  arterial  grafts  and 
homografts.  Dr.  Wantz  directed  the  activities 
of  the  blood  vessel  bank  of  the  New  York 
Heart  Association  until  June  30,  when  the 
service  was  discontinued. 

Basic  studies  in  peptic  ulceration  have 
occupied  a  major  role  in  the  field  of  surgical 
research  during  the  past  twelve  months.  Dr. 
Beal,  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Kirby  Martin 
of  the  Department  of  Medicine,  has  con- 
ducted experiments  with  a  preparation  that 
has  been  shown  to  cause  experimental  gastric 
and  duodenal  ulceration  without  increased 
production  of  gastric  secretion  as  measured 
by  Heidenhain  pouches.  The  application  of 
skin  grafts  to  the  gastric  wall  has  been 
studied  with  further  success.  The  major 
problems  seem  to  be  related  to  loss  of  the 
graft  by  regeneration  of  surrounding  mucosa 
in  some  experiments  and  by  motility  of  the 
gastric  wall  in  others. 
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Dr.  William  Barnes  and  Dr.  Frank  Redo 
have  developed  an  experimental  method  to 
prevent  reflux  esophagitis  by  implantation  of 
the  esophagus  into  the  antrum  of  the  stomach 
by  an  aeromuscular  tunnel  in  the  gastric  wall. 
This  technique  seems  to  afford  definite  valve- 
like action  which  appears  to  prevent  erosion 
of  the  esophageal  mucosa  by  the  gastric  juice. 
These  investigators  recently  reported  a  pros- 
thesis for  the  formation  of  a  permanent  gas- 
trostomy which  prevented  leakage  of  gastric 
juice  and  consequent  erosion  of  the  skin. 
Studies  are  now  in  progress  to  evaluate  a 
removable  prosthesis  for  temporary  gas- 
trostomy. 

Dr.  Barnes  and  Dr.  Redo  are  also  seeking 
to  identify  an  inhibitory  factor  in  the  dialys- 
ate  of  gastric  juice.  The  presence  of  such  a 
factor  was  indicated  in  earlier  studies  that 
were  conducted  in  the  etiology  of  esophagitis. 

Dr.  Bjorn  Thorbjarnarson  is  currently  eval- 
uating precutaneous  cholangiography  as  a 
possible  diagnostic  aid  in  the  differential 
diagnosis  of  jaundice.  He  is  also  conducting 
physiological  studies  of  the  extrahepatic 
biliary  tract.  Investigation  of  the  secretion 
by  and  absorption  from  the  gallbladder  have 
been  initiated.  Determination  of  total  bile 
flow  and  the  composition  of  bile  have  been 
undertaken  as  well  as  studies  of  the  secretory 
pressure  of  the  liver.  In  another  series  of 
experiments,  Dr.  Thorbjarnarson,  with  as- 
sistance by  Dr.  Beal,  has  undertaken  an 
investigation  of  the  problem  of  liver  trans- 
plantation in  experimental  preparations. 

Dr.  Wantz  and  Dr.  Beal,  in  association 
with  Dr.  Mary  Anne  Payne  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine,  have  evolved  a  method  for 
the  determination  of  fatty  acid  and  have 
begun  a  study  of  fatty  acid  levels  during  the 
administration  of  intravenous  fat  emulsions. 
The  investigators  in  this  laboratory  have  also 
conducted  a  large  series  of  transaminase  de- 
terminations in  shock,  operation,  and  with 
anabolic  hormones.   Experiments  are  in  prog- 


ress to  elucidate  the  source  of  enzymes  under 
these  circumstances. 

The  activities  of  the  surgical  bacteriology 
laboratory  have  increased  greatly  during  the 
past  year.  In  addition  to  conducting  basic 
investigations,  Dr.  Peter  Dineen  and  his  as- 
sistants have  given  support  to  a  variety  of 
clinical  problems.  When  staphylococci  have 
been  found  in  surgical  wound  infections 
phage  typing  has  been  included.  In  some 
instances  cultures  taken  in  the  operating 
room  have  led  to  reorganization  of  techniques 
in  this  vital  area.  Studies  have  been  carried 
out  to  determine  the  efficacy  of  antibacterial 
substances  in  face  masks,  in  cleaning  solu- 
tions, and  in  other  factors  within  the  oper- 
ating rooms. 

Basic  research  has  emphasized  the  problems 
of  staphylococcic  infections.  Dr.  Dineen  is 
attempting  to  determine  whether  or  not  it 
may  be  possible  to  produce  penicillinase  in 
vivo  and,  if  so,  how  this  might  be  counter- 
acted. The  relation  of  antibiotic  dosage  to 
bacterial  population  is  also  a  subject  of  study. 
This  is  being  combined  with  an  investigation 
of  the  time-dose  relationship,  particularly  in 
the  first  24  hours  after  the  initiation  of  anti- 
biotic therapy. 

Dr.  Wantz  and  Dr.  Pearce  have  completed 
a  histochemical  study  of  factors  in  wound 
healing,  including  the  effects  of  drugs,  par- 
ticularly steroids. 

Dr.  Paul  Braunstein  and  Dr.  John  Draper 
have  begun  experiments  with  bladder  mucosa 
grafts  to  bridge  defects  in  long  bones.  Bladder 
mucosa  when  transplanted  to  tissues  of  the 
body  has  been  known  to  result  in  the  produc- 
tion of  osteoid  tissue.  This  observation  has 
led  to  the  present  series  of  investigations 
which  are  designed  to  determine  if  applica- 
tion of  bladder  mucosa  to  the  skeleton  will 
cause  bone  formation  in  this  site,  and  to  find 
what  tissue  product  or  property  causes  the 
formation  of  bone  when  bladder  mucosa  is 
transplanted. 
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In  neurosurgery  Dr.  Bronson  Ray  and  his 
associates  have  continued  to  expand  the  study 
of  surgical  ablation  of  the  hypophysis,  which 
was  started  in  1953  in  conjunction  with  the 
endocrine  department  of  the  Memorial  Center 
for  Cancer  and  Allied  Diseases.  At  present 
hypophysectomy  has  been  performed  for  ad- 
vanced carcinoma  of  the  breast  in  316  pa- 
tients; advanced  carcinoma  of  the  prostate  in 
14;  diabetes  mellitus  in  16;  acromegaly  in  11; 
malignant  exophthalmos  in  5;  Cushing's  syn- 
drome in  4;  and  miscellaneous  sites  of  ad- 
vanced cancer  in  21. 

A  study  has  been  undertaken  of  the  lipid 
mobilization  of  growth  hormone  in  hypo- 
physectomized  juvenile  diabetics,  to  deter- 
mine the  cause  of  acidosis  and  ketosis  in  this 
group  of  problem  patients.  Experimental 
pancreatectomy  is  performed  in  animals  and 
they  are  allowed  to  develop  a  state  of  acidosis 
which  is  corrected  by  electrolyte  replacement 
and  insulin  administration.  Hypophysectomy 
is  then  performed  and  insulin  withdrawal 
carried  out.  This  permits  evaluation  of  the 
effects  of  various  pituitary  extracts. 

The  division  of  neurosurgery,  jointly  with 
the  Cornell  Division  of  Neurology  at  Belle- 
vue,  has  been  given  a  second  subsidy  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion and  Welfare  to  participate  in  a  nation- 
wide study  of  aneurysms  and  subarachnoid 
hemorrhage.  Investigation  of  destructive  le- 
sions in  the  globus  pallidus  has  continued  at 
the  neurosurgical  division  at  Bellevue. 
Alcohol  injections  appear  to  hold  particular 
promise  in  treating  selected  cases  of  Parkin- 
son's disease,  and  the  early  results  warrant 
further  study.  Two  other  studies  started 
within  the  year  are:  (1)  the  determination  of 
the  value  of  early  arteriography  in  cerebro- 
vascular accidents;  and  (2)  the  value  of  anti- 
coagulant therapy  in  cerebral  thrombosis. 
Throughout  the  year,  Dr.  Ray  and  Dr.  Harold 
G.  Wolff  of  the  Department  of  Medicine 
have  continued  their  semi-monthly  rounds  at 
Bellevue. 


Jointly  with  Dr.  David  Becker  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  the  section  started 
investigative  work  in  the  relation  of  thyroid 
disease  and  function  to  the  pituitary. 

A  survey  of  thoracolumbar  sympathecto- 
mies performed  for  vascular  hypertension  has 
begun.  This  series  includes  more  than  600 
cases,  with  a  follow-up  of  from  5  to  18  years. 
Expenditures  for  this  survey  are  being  cov- 
ered by  the  residuum  of  a  grant  from  the  John 
and  Mary  Markle  Foundation. 

The  ophthalmology  out-patient  clinic,  un- 
der the  direction  of  Dr.  John  M.  McLean, 
has  paid  special  attention  to  the  measurement 
of  fluid  flow  in  glaucoma  by  tonography, 
with  resultant  refinement  of  operative  meth- 
ods and  greater  accuracy  in  diagnosis. 
Expansion  of  this  type  of  study  is  planned  in 
the  coming  year,  for  it  promises  to  yield 
more  basic  information  about  the  mechanism 
in  this  leading  cause  of  adult  blindness.  The 
basic  studies  on  electrical  characteristics  of 
ocular  tissue  have  been  continued  and  are 
now  nearing  conclusion  with  the  accumula- 
tion of  information  with  which  to  improve 
the  design  of  electro-surgical  methods.  Dr. 
Donald  Shafer  joined  the  staff  as  Assistant 
Attending  Surgeon  and  will  continue  the 
development  of  his  technique  in  vitreous 
implantation  in  cases  of  detached  retina. 

The  work  in  oral  surgery  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Dr.  George  Egan  and  Dr.  Stanley 
Behrman,  both  in  the  hospital  and  clinic,  has 
been  most  active.  With  the  aid  of  grants  to 
the  Oral  Surgery  Research  Fund,  they  have 
completed  and  published  findings  in  the  use 
of  oxygenating  agents  in  the  treatment  of 
stomatitis  and  are  now  making  a  double- 
blind  clinical  study  of  antibiotic  medication 
in  postoperative  extraction  rounds. 

A  system  of  classifying  the  various  types  of 
dental  and  oral  surgical  procedures  has  been 
devised  in  accordance  with  Standard  Nomen- 
clature of  Diseases  and  Operations . 
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The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  T.  Campbell  Thompson,  has 
increased  its  bed  capacity  to  194.  In  addition 
to  the  regular  and  special  orthopedic  services, 
patients  with  arthritis  and  related  neuromus- 
cular disorders  have  been  cared  for  both  as 
in-patients  and  out-patients.  A  special  clinic 
for  metabolic  bone  diseases  has  been  organ- 
ized by  Dr.  James  A.  Nicholas,  and  a  research 
project  in  the  field  has  been  initiated. 

The  regular  orthopedic  training  program 
is  being  lengthened  to  three  and  a  half  years 
so  that  additional  training  in  physical  medi- 
cine, X-ray,  basic  sciences  and  research  can 
be  included. 

Construction  of  the  Caspary  Research 
Building  was  begun  this  year,  and  when  com- 
pleted it  will  house  the  Philip  D.  Wilson 
Research  Foundation  and  provide  a  signal 
opportunity  for  the  development  of  research 
in  orthopedic  surgery. 

Children  with  hearing  difficulty  receive 
complete  audiological  work-ups  in  the  oto- 
laryngology out-patient  clinic,  directed  by 
Dr.  James  A.  Moore  and  his  associates.  The 
case  load  of  the  Speech  and  Hearing  Center 
has  increased  in  the  past  year.  Interdepart- 
mental consultations  are  available  and  speech 
therapy  is  carried  out  in  a  program  which 
cooperates  with  the  State  of  New  York  De- 
partment of  Health,  the  Bureau  of  Medical 
Rehabilitation  and  the  Bureau  for  Handi- 
capped Children. 

Dr.  Herbert  Conway,  in  charge  of  the 
section  of  plastic  surgery,  has  been  active  in 
research  on  both  clinical  and  experimental 
lines.  Dr.  Philip  Corso  has  constructed 
methyl  merthacalate  preparations  of  the  vas- 
cular supply  of  the  soft  tissues  of  the  head 
in  different  age  groups.  Homotransplanta- 
tion  of  skin  in  both  humans  and  experimental 
animals  has  been  carried  out  by  the  prepara- 
tion of  skin  transplants  by  tissue  culture  tech- 
nique. The  accumulated  evidence  indicates 
that  the  failure  of  such  transplants  is  due  to 


immunologic  reaction.  Homotransplants  of 
thyroid  and  parathyroid  glands  by  vascular 
anastomoses  and  also  after  tissue  culture 
preparation  have  been  the  subject  of  inten- 
sified clinical  and  laboratory  research.  Dr. 
James  W.  Smith  has  continued  his  studies  on 
the  nerve  supply  and  neuromuscular  function 
of  labial  tissue  transplants  and  has  employed 
electromyography  techniques  in  the  Abbe- 
Estlander  lip  switch  operation.  In  addition, 
Dr.  Roland  Gillette  has  studied  intensively 
the  cellular  pathology  of  immature  scar, 
hypertrophic  scar,  mature  scar  and  keloid. 
An  important  observation  is  that  true  keloid 
tissue  shows  the  growth  of  a  characteristic 
large  fibroblast,  and  can  be  identified  posi- 
tively by  this  means. 

With  the  generous  support  of  the  Astor 
Foundation,  the  program  for  cleft  palate 
patients  continues,  with  clinical  investiga- 
tion and  out-patient  care  in  speech  therapy 
and  orthodontia. 

In  the  division  of  urology,  Dr.  Victor  F. 
Marshall  has  shifted  the  major  investigative 
interest  of  the  service  to  problems  in  children. 
Dr.  John  McGovern  has  tabulated  all  pedi- 
atric urological  charts  and  reviewed  cases  of 
the  megacystic  syndrome.  A  study  of  vesi- 
coureteral reflux  is  under  way  by  Drs.  Mc- 
Govern, Paquin  and  Marshall.  Dr.  Paquin 
has  developed  a  distinctly  improved  tech- 
nique for  reimplantation  of  the  ureters  into 
the  bladder,  and  he  and  others  have  been 
engaged  in  measuring  bladders  and  trigones 
in  children  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  limits 
of  normality.  A  large  number  of  cystograms 
made  at  standardized  pressure  in  both  normal 
and  abnormal  situations  have  been  studied. 
Dr.  Marshall  has  developed  an  improved 
method  of  closure  of  exstrophy  and  epi- 
spadias. 

In  the  clinic,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Radiology,  radiorenograms 
with  radioactive  diodrast  have  been  insti- 
tuted and  about  200  such  examinations  of 
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kidney  function  have  been  made  and  are  now- 
being  reviewed. 

In  conducting  the  activities  of  the  labora- 
tory of  surgical  pathology,  Dr.  John  M. 
Pearce  has  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  Dr. 
John  Ellis  and  Dr.  Stephen  Vogel  of  the  De- 
partment of  Pathology.  Experimental  work 
has  emphasized  viral  infections  and  neo- 
plasia. The  effect  of  antihyaluronidase  sub- 
stances on  the  reaction  of  the  host  to  viral 
infections  is  a  continuing  subject  of  study. 
Investigation  of  experimental  viral  myocar- 
ditis, with  particular  reference  to  the  produc- 
tion of  chronic  congestive  heart  failure,  has 
received  support  through  the  New  York 
Heart  Association  for  a  second  year.  Excel- 
lent progress  has  been  made  on  studies  of  the 
differentiation  of  carcinoma  of  the  prostate 
from  benign  adenomatous  hyperplasia  by  his- 
tochemical  analysis  of  the  secretions  of  the 
glands.  Animal  as  well  as  human  pathology 
has  been  studied.  Through  the  association 
with  the  Ellin  Prince  Speyer  Hospital  nearly 
1,000  tumors  from  dogs  and  cats  have  been 
examined  and  classified. 

Training  has  been  provided  not  only  for 
members  of  the  resident  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  Surgery  and  Pathology,  but  this 
year  for  the  first  time,  for  those  in  the 
Department  of  Radiology.  As  in  previous 
years,  assistant  residents  from  Urology  and 
Otolaryngology  have  also  been  assigned  to 
the  laboratory. 

The  problem  of  staphylococcal  infections 
has  increased  in  severity  in  the  past  year.  The 
newborn  nurseries  have  been  the  hardest  hit, 
where  epidemics  of  staphylococcal  infections 
have  occurred.  These  have  been  caused  by 
one  specific  strain  (characterized  by  phage 
typing  as  "80-81").  Although  infection  has 
not  demonstrably  spread  directly  from  these 
nurseries  to  other  in-patient  areas  there  have 
been  many  examples  of  the  infant  infecting 
its  parents  in  the  close  contact  environment 
of  the  home.   This  has  led  to  serious  staphy- 


lococcal infections  in  the  parents,  and  when 
the  parents  were  members  of  the  hospital 
staff,  the  organism  was  re-introduced  into  the 
hospital  environment  on  the  adult  service. 

Because  of  these  problems  and  because  of 
reports  from  many  other  institutions  of  seri- 
ous outbreaks  of  staphylococcal  infections 
steps  have  been  taken  to  control  these.  The 
staphylococcus  is  ubiquitous  and  measures 
have  been  directed  toward  the  control  and 
prevention  of  infection  rather  than  the  com- 
plete elimination  of  all  staphylococci.  Each 
clinical  department  has  its  own  peculiar 
problems.  The  overall  control  program  has 
included  the  establishment  of  a  staphylococ- 
cal committee  which  coordinates  the  clinical 
departments,  administration,  and  nursing 
service.  Its  functions  are  (1)  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  reporting  and  recording  system  of 
staphylococcal  infections  and  (2)  to  educate 
and  coordinate  all  personnel  in  the  proper 
handling  of  staphylococcal  problems .  In  con- 
nection with  this  the  staphylococcal  commit- 
tee has  established  a  bacteriophage  laboratory 
to  type  all  resistant  staphylococci  isolated  in 
the  hospital.  This  is  essential  in  the  under- 
standing and  control  of  these  infections — 
especially  in  small  local  outbreaks. 

Various  antibacterial  substances  are  under 
investigation  for  inclusion  in  the  laundering 
process  which  will  render  all  linen  and 
blankets  free  of  staphylococci.  One  particular 
substance  S-B-12  (dibromosalicylbromanilide 
made  by  Lever  Brothers;  stock  solution  is 
3.11%)  seems  to  have  a  good  possibility  of 
success. 

The  housekeeping  department  is  now  using 
bactericidal  substances  in  their  daily  cleaning 
of  all  units,  on  the  floors,  walls,  and  beds. 

Clinical  investigation  continues  very  ac- 
tively in  all  departments  in  search  of  better 
antimicrobial  agents,  or  better  antistaphylo- 
coccal  measures  at  the  prophylactic  and 
therapeutic  levels. 
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Although  it  is  our  custom  to  record  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Medical  Board  what  the 
professional  activities  of  the  Hospital  have 
been  for  the  year  just  past,  it  may  be  well  to 
add  to  this  from  time  to  time  the  thinking 
that  this  group  has  been  indulging  in  during 
this  same  period.  The  events  of  the  recent 
past  and  the  present  were  not  long  ago  plans 
for  the  future.  In  this  world  today  events  of 
importance  take  place  more  rapidly  than  ever 
before  in  recorded  history.  The  events  of 
importance  do  not  just  occur  by  chance.  They 
represent  the  culmination  of  thinking  and 
well  planned  doing.  The  activities  of  a 
teaching  medical  center,  if  they  are  to  con- 
tribute to  advancement,  must  be  guided  by 


general  policies  supported  by  specific  en- 
deavors that  we  are  qualified  to  carry  through 
with  a  reasonable  degree  of  efficiency. 

The  Medical  Board,  through  its  Committee 
on  Interdepartmental  Affairs,  has  interested 
itself  in  exploring  future  medical  needs  of 
the  local  community,  the  avenues  of  research 
in  which  it  appears  we  have  our  greatest 
potential,  and  making  a  critical  review  of  our 
training  programs  in  relation  to  social,  eco- 
nomic and  scientific  changes  that  are  rapidly 
taking  place.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of  the 
Director. 

The  past  year,  our  187th  of  continuous 
operation,  has  been  notable  for  progress  in 
the  planning  and  prosecution  of  a  building 
and  remodeling  program.  The  accelerating 
tempo  of  advances  in  medical  science  and  the 
changing  pattern  in  the  provision  of  medical 
care  increase  the  rate  of  obsolescence  of  scien- 
tific equipment  and  plant.  If  we  are  to  bring 
the  fruits  of  medical  research  to  our  patients, 
if  we  are  to  demonstrate  sound  and  progres- 
sive medical  practice  to  our  students  and 
trainees  in  medicine  and  related  fields,  and  if 
we  are  to  adjust  to  the  newer  concepts  of 
medical  economics,  we  have  no  alternative 
but  to  provide  the  facilities  and  necessary- 
tools.  It  is  distressing  that  our  building  pro- 
gram should  be  taking  place  against  a  back- 
ground of  deepening  crisis  in  the  economics 
of  the  non-profit  hospitals  in  New  York  City, 
a  matter  of  such  pressing  importance  that  it 
will  be  discussed  at  once. 

DEEPENING  CRISIS  IN  HOSPITAL  ECONOMICS 

In  my  report  last  year  I  pointed  out  that 
voluntary  general  and  special  hospital  patient 
day  costs  for  the  entire  United  States  rose  at 
the  rate  of  13-5  per  cent  per  year  for  the 
twelve  post  World  War  II  years.  Rapid 
improvements  in  medical  care,  changing  con- 
cepts of  the  functions  of  hospitals  and  the 
need  to  pay  hospital  employees  wages  more 
nearly  competitive  with  rapidly  rising  indus- 
trial wage  levels  are  but  a  few  of  the  many 


reasons  why  one  may  confidently  predict  that 
hospital  costs  will  rise  even  more  rapidly  in 
the  years  ahead. 

During  1958  it  became  increasingly  clear 
that  the  voluntary  hospitals  of  New  York 
City  were  rapidly  approaching  a  financial 
crisis  that  might  well  result  in  the  necessity 
for  some  to  close  their  doors  or  be  taken  over 
by  government.  This  crisis  has  come  about 
through  a  long  period  of  inadequate  financing 
which  in  turn  has  depressed  the  rate  at  which 
their  costs  have  risen.  There  is  an  increasing 
body  of  evidence  to  substantiate  this  under- 
financing  of  our  local  hospitals. 

First,  patient-day  costs  of  the  member  hos- 
pitals of  the  United  Hospital  Fund  of  New 
York  have  not  risen  as  rapidly  as  the  national 
average  since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  145 
per  cent  versus  161.5-  Even  the  costs  of  our 
local  municipal  hospitals  have  increased  more 
rapidly  than  those  of  our  voluntary  hospitals. 
Per  diem  costs  of  upstate  voluntary  hospitals 
and  of  those  in  neighboring  Connecticut, 
Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts  average  25 
to  30  per  cent  higher  than  those  of  United 
Hospital  Fund  members. 

Second,  there  have  been  inadequate  funds 
to  maintain  and  modernize  our  hospital 
plants.  A  recently  completed  study  by  the 
Hospital  Council  of  Greater  New  York  con- 
servatively estimates  that  $179,000,000  is 
needed  by  our  66  voluntary  hospitals  to  put 
their  plants  in  shape  without  expansion  in 
bed  capacity.  The  American  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation reports  plant  needs  of  one  billion 
dollars  for  the  country's  voluntary  hospitals. 
Since  a  disproportionate  17.9  per  cent  of  this 
is  needed  in  New  York  City  alone,  it  is 
obvious  that  local  administrators  have  been 
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unable  to  put  aside  funds  for  plant  renovation 
because  of  the  necessity  to  spend  all  available 
cash  for  payroll  and  supplies. 

Third,  funds  are  not  available  to  pay  ade- 
quately competitive  wages.  During  the 
twelve  year  period,  1946  through  1957,  the 
cost  of  providing  the  "hotel  service"  element 
of  hospital  expense  for  United  Hospital  Fund 
members  rose  less  than  30  per  cent  while 
hourly  wages  for  manufacturing  industries, 
exclusive  of  overtime,  increased  by  90  per 
cent.  Since  approximately  60  per  cent  of  the 
"hotel  service"  cost  goes  for  wages,  it  is  clear 
that  they  have  lagged  substantially,  so  much 
so,  in  fact,  that  at  the  close  of  1958  three 
labor  unions  were  vigorously  conducting 
campaigns  to  organize  hospital  workers. 

Fourth,  since  the  release  of  the  Roper 
Report,  sponsored  and  financed  by  the  United 
Hospital  Fund,  hospital  trustees  and  admin- 
istrators have  been  deeply  concerned  about 
certain  attitudes  of  the  general  public  towards 
hospitals.  The  key  sentence  in  the  report 
reads  "Respondents  were  then  asked  an  in- 
complete sentence  question,  designed  to  cut 
through  social  inhibitions  and  expose  partly 
conscious  feelings.  In  response  to  this  ques- 
tion, many  more  people  expressed  negative 
feelings,  and  the  resentment  of  inconsiderate- 
ness,  rudeness,  etc.,  bulked  much  larger 
(44%)  in  comparison  with  criticisms  of  ad- 
ministrative factors  (11%)."  This  attitude 
was  summarized  as  "resentment  of  neglect 
during  a  time  of  helplessness."  Conversely, 
"81%,  speaking  in  general  of  the  hospitals 
and  their  equipment  in  New  York  City, 
called  them  right  up  to  the  minute  on  the 
latest  medical  advances  or  only  a  little  behind 
— a  very  favorable  rating  on  the  impersonal 
scientific  side." 

Most  hospitals  must  operate  within  budg- 
ets restricted  to  the  income  available  from 
third  party  payors,  patients,  and  gifts.  Com- 
petition for  funds  by  the  many  and  complex 
hospital  services  forces  the  administrator  to 


make  repeated  decisions  as  to  how  he  may 
most  wisely  spend  the  limited  dollars  avail- 
able in  the  best  interests  of  patients.  Obvi- 
ously, he  cannot  deny  them  the  benefits  of 
new  life  saving  equipment  or  the  facilities  for 
new  scientific  procedures.  Since  these  con- 
stantly absorb  a  higher  and  higher  percentage 
of  the  hospital  dollar,  he  has  no  alternative 
but  to  pinch  pennies  elsewhere  by  paying 
wages  substantially  lower  than  those  of 
industry  and  by  under-staffing  some  services. 
This  latter  is  in  large  measure  responsible  for 
the  "hidden  reservoir  of  feeling  against 
neglect  during  a  time  of  helplessness."  The 
quality  of  non-professional  services  has  been 
sacrificed  to  the  quality  of  scientific  facilities. 
The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  there  are  not 
enough  dollars  to  pay  for  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  personnel  and  for  the  amenities 
the  public  expects. 

Thus,  there  appear  to  be  at  least  four  kinds 
of  deficits  from  which  our  local  voluntary 
hospitals  are  suffering  in  varying  degrees: 
dollar  deficits,  plant  deficits,  wage  deficits 
and  service  deficits. 

Obviously,  factors  have  been  at  work  to 
depress  hospital  costs  in  New  York  City. 
Obviously  also,  hospitals  can  spend  only 
what  they  take  in  from  third  party  payors, 
patients,  gifts  and  income  from  endowment, 
if  any.  Otherwise,  sooner  or  later  they  will 
be  bankrupt.  By  far  the  most  important  fac- 
tors are  the  rate  of  reimbursement  by  A.H.S. 
(Blue  Cross),  which  accounts  for  approxi- 
mately 65  per  cent  of  the  income  of  our 
voluntary  hospitals,  and  payments  for  the 
care  of  public  aid  patients  by  the  City  of  New 
York,  which  accounts  for  about  14  per  cent 
of  income. 

Clearly,  our  New  York  City  hospitals  have 
been  underfinanced  during  the  last  ten  years. 
If  we  are  to  make  up  for  lost  ground  and 
provide  the  public  with  the  quality  of  care 
it  expects,  the  A.H.S.  reimbursement  rate 
must  be  adjusted  to  hospital  needs,  rather 
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than  costs,  which  reflect  only  past  history 
during  a  period  of  inadequate  financing. 

Moreover,  voluntary  hospitals  have  no 
other  place  to  turn  than  to  the  city  for  the 
financial  support  of  ward  and  clinic  services. 
Because  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  city's  cur- 
rent rate  of  payment,  voluntary  hospitals  in 
1957  incurred  a  net  loss  of  $11,866,000  in 
providing  1,610,000  days  of  ward  care  to  city 
patients.  The  Roper  survey  of  public  atti- 
tudes showed  clearly  that  the  public  felt  that 
the  city  government's  responsibility  for  ade- 
quate support  of  voluntary  hospitals  was  a 
more  effective  way  to  finance  a  higher  quality 
of  care  than  for  voluntary  hospitals  to  con- 
tinue to  try  to  meet  their  losses  through 
increased  charges  to  patients  or  through 
fund-raising  efforts. 

The  time  is  long  past  for  us  to  try  to  iron 
out  injustices  in  the  present  formulae 
methods.  A  new  concept  must  be  developed 
at  once  with  A.H.S.  and  the  City  of  New 
York  or  the  hospitals  of  our  city  will  come 
under  increasing  public  attack  for  failure  to 
provide  the  quality  of  services  which  the 
public  expects. 

SIGNIFICANCE  FOR  THE  NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL 

There  follows  a  table  comparing  A.H.S. 
(Blue  Cross)  payment  rates  to  the  New  York 
Hospital  as  of  July  1,  1958,  with  our  1958 
cost  of  providing  the  services :

Payment  Cost 

Private $24.08  $41.64 

Semi-private $33.26  $38.69 

Pavilion  (Ward) $29.82  $34.96 

The  apparent  large  loss  on  the  private 
service  is  made  up  in  part  through  charging 
the  patient  the  difference  between  our  pub- 
lished room  charge  and  the  $10  room  indem- 
nity provided  in  the  subscriber  contract. 
However,  under  our  standard  agreement  with 
A.H.S.  we  are  not  permitted  to  charge  pa- 
tients in  semi-private  and  pavilion  (ward) 


accommodations  except  for  the  following 
non-contract  items:  private  duty  nurses, 
X-ray  therapy,  radium  treatments  and  blood. 

If  we  were  to  receive  from  A.H.S.  the  full 
cost  of  the  services  provided  to  its  subscribers, 
our  annual  income  would  be  augmented  by 
$661,264. 

The  City  of  New  York,  which  is  respon- 
sible for  the  medical  and  hospital  care  of 
approximately  20  per  cent  of  our  pavilion 
(ward)  patients,  has  been  paying  us  $16  per 
day,  while  the  cost  in  their  own  municipal 
general  hospitals  must  have  been  close  to 
$30  in  1958.  If  the  City  were  to  pay  us  at 
its  own  cost,  and  assuming  that  cost  to  be 
$30,  our  annual  income  would  be  augmented 
by  approximately  $907,747.  If  the  City  were 
to  pay  at  our  cost  of  $34.96,  income  would 
be  increased  by  $1,140,000. 

The  New  York  Hospital  is  fortunate  in 
having  sufficient  capital  funds  to  finance 
operations  during  this  period  of  crisis.  Of 
the  four  types  of  deficits,  ours  might  be 
assessed  as  follows:  dollar  deficit — large, 
plant  deficit — moderate,  wage  deficit — mod- 
erate, service  deficit — negligible. 

PERSONAL  NOTES  AND  STAFF  CHANGES 

On  October  13  a  signal  honor  was  bestowed 
on  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Director  of  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center, 
when  he  was  presented  with  the  first  annual 
Abraham  Flexner  Award  for  Distinguished 
Service  to  Medical  Education  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges.  That  he,  of  all  the  medical 
educators  in  the  country,  should  be  the  first 
selected  for  this  honor  bespeaks  volumes  for 
his  dynamic  leadership  and  augurs  well  for 
the  future  of  this  Center. 

Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar  retired  as  Dean 
of  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  after  twelve  years  of  dedi- 
cated service.  She  did  much  to  raise  the 
academic  standards  of  the  School  to  their 
present  high  level.    Miss  Dunbar  was  suc- 
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ceeded  by  Miss  Muriel  R.  Carbery,  who  re- 
tains her  position  as  Director  of  Nursing 
Service  of  the  Hospital.  The  joint  appoint- 
ment, similar  to  the  joint  appointments  of 
the  medical  staff,  should  strengthen  the  rela- 
tionship between  the  School  and  Nursing 
Service.  Miss  Edna  E.  Tuffley  was  appointed 
Associate  Director  of  Nursing  Service  on 
November  17,  1958.  Mr.  E.  Ross  Browne 
resigned  as  Director  of  Personnel.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Anthony  Citta  on  a  tem- 
porary, acting  basis. 

SERVICES  TO  PATIENTS 

The  Society  through  its  three  divisions, 
The  New  York  Hospital,  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic  and  Westchester  Division, 
admitted  more  in-patients,  32,296,  than  in 
any  previous  year  of  its  history.  Days  of 
in-patient  care  were  460,762.  This  is  2,100 
days  short  of  the  all  time  record  established 
in  1956. 

At  The  New  York  Hospital  the  number  of 
patients  treated,  exclusive  of  4,069  newborn 
infants,  totaled  25,528,  another  record  high. 
Days  of  in-patient  care,  exclusive  of  26,472 
newborn  days,  came  to  299,704,  a  figure  which 
was  3,145  days  short  of  the  1957  record.  The 
increase  in  numbers  of  sick  people  treated  and 
decrease  in  number  of  days  of  treatment  is  a 
reflection  of  a  shortening  of  average  length 
of  stay.  After  five  years  during  which  aver- 
age length  of  stay  remained  stationary  at  12.0 
or  12.1  days  it  dropped  to  11.7  days  in  1958. 
The  shorter  stay  comes  about  through  im- 
provements in  medical  treatment.  This  in 
turn  produces  greater  intensity  of  activity 
and  throws  a  heavier  load  on  our  operating 
rooms,  laboratories,  X-ray  facilities  and 
other  ancillary  professional  services.  Refer- 
ence to  the  table  on  page  80  will  show  how 
rapidly  the  use  of  these  services  has  risen  in  a 
single  year.  This  is  one  of  the  trends  respon- 
sible for  rising  hospital  costs,  but  a  trend 
also  responsible  for  continuing  improvement 
in  medical  care. 


Occupancy  at  The  New  York  Hospital, 
exclusive  of  newborns,  dropped  from  83.2  per 
cent  in  1957  to  82.4  in  1958.  This  was  en- 
tirely referable  to  private  and  semi-private 
services,  especially  the  latter.  Utilization  of 
our  pavilions  (wards)  rose  from  82.0  per  cent 
in  1957  to  83.1  in  1958.  This  shift  in  use  of 
our  facilities  was  undoubtedly  referable  to 
the  nation-wide  economic  recession.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  a  reversal  in  this  trend 
was  noted. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department  there  con- 
tinued to  be  a  slow  but  steady  annual  reduc- 
tion in  number  of  new  patients  admitted 
(13,511  as  compared  with  13,652  in  1957)  and 
number  of  visits  (201,566  as  compared  with 
204,041).  Since  our  clinics  are  the  primary 
feeders  to  our  pavilion  (ward)  in-patient 
services,  the  time  is  approaching  when  we 
must  seek  new  sources  of  patients  to  partici- 
pate in  our  educational,  training  and  research 
programs. 

PHYSICAL  FACILITIES 

My  reports  for  1955  and  1956  dealt  at 
considerable  length  with  our  more  pressing 
plant  needs.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
report  that  1958  saw  the  initiation  of  con- 
struction of  four  projects  and  refinements  in 
the  planning  of  four  others.  Some  of  these 
have  been  described  in  the  Report  of  the 
President. 

Construction  started  on  the  Dr.  Connie 
Guion  Building,  which  is  scheduled  for  com- 
pletion late  in  I960.  This  new  building  be- 
tween the  K  and  L  wings  will  provide 
modernized  and  expanded  emergency  facili- 
ties, more  adequate  out-patient  department 
arrangements,  space  for  diagnostic  X-ray  for 
ambulant  patients  and  improved  and  consoli- 
dated admitting  offices. Governors  and  friends 
of  the  Society  are  generously  financing  this 
project  through  ten  year  pledges. 

Renovation  of  the  X-ray  Department  on 
L-5,  6  and  7  has  been  proceeding  in  logical 
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steps  in  conjunction  with  the  construction  of 
the  Dr.  Connie  Guion  Building.  This  has 
been  necessary  because  construction  of  the 
latter  will  require  the  temporary  discontinu- 
ance of  the  use  of  the  X-ray  facilities  now 
used  for  private  ambulatory  patients  and  pa- 
tients of  the  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic 
Service. 

With  the  advent  of  world-wide  epidemics 
of  staphylococcal  infection  in  hospitals,  espe- 
cially among  newborn  infants,  it  has  become 
apparent  that  the  nurseries  and  related  obstet- 
rical facilities  in  the  Lying-in  Hospital  re- 
quire complete  remodeling.  Plans  call  for 
variations  in  design  on  each  of  the  three 
obstetrical  floors  so  that  it  can  be  determined 
which  design  is  most  effective  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  infection.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  results  of  this  experiment  will  be  of 
incalculable  benefit  to  hospitals  with  obstet- 
trical  services  all  over  the  world.  Applica- 
tion has  been  made  to  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  for  funds  to  pay  for  the 
construction  and  research.  In  the  meantime 
authorization  has  been  given  by  the  Gover- 
nors to  proceed  with  changes  on  M-l. 

At  the  year  end  structural  changes  to  pro- 
vide outdoor  parking  for  66  cars  on  the  roof 
of  the  garage  was  nearing  completion.  This 
will  partly  alleviate  our  parking  problem. 

In  the  advanced  planning  stage  is  the  con- 
struction of  a  House  Staff  Residence  on  69th 
Street,  just  west  of  Phipps  Houses.  We  are 
indebted  to  our  Governor,  Mr.  Ogden 
Phipps,  and  to  Phipps  Houses,  Inc.  through 
whose  cooperation  this  project  has  been  made 
possible.  Not  only  will  it  provide  superior 
housing  for  members  of  our  house  staff  but 
also  will  release  space  on  several  upper  floors 
of  the  Hospital  into  which  over-crowded  fa- 
cilities related  to  patient  care  can  expand. 

We  are  indebted  also  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Booth-Ferris  Foundation  for  the  funds  to 
build  much  needed  consultation  rooms  where 
doctors  may  talk  in  private  with  relatives  of 


patients.  In  close  proximity  a  lounge  and 
coat  room  for  members  of  the  attending  staff 
will  be  built  in  the  westerly  court  off  the 
main  68th  Street  lobby.  This  building  will 
be  known  as  the  Willis  H.  Booth  and  Chancie 
Ferris  Booth  Memorial  Building. 

Plans  for  improvements  in  elevators  and 
for  renovating  the  14th  floor  private  patients' 
kitchen  progressed  satisfactorily  during  the 
year.  In  the  meantime  our  sister  institution, 
Cornell  University  Medical  College,  was 
energetically  seeking  funds  to  finance  the 
construction  of  a  building  on  York  Avenue 
at  the  head  of  69th  Street.  This  building  is 
to  be  incorporated  physically  into  the  present 
College  buildings  and  will  provide  a  new  and 
expanded  library,  additional  research  labora- 
tories and  air-conditioned  animal  quarters. 

It  is  heartening  to  the  entire  hospital  fam- 
ily, medical,  nursing  and  administrative 
staffs,  to  see  improvements  materializing. 
Completion  of  these  projects  will  better 
enable  us  to  serve  our  patients  and  to  prose- 
cute our  objectives  in  education  and  research. 

Additional  projects  are  already  in  the  early 
planning  stage  but  must  await  availability  of 
funds.  These  include  completion  of  the  main 
floor  of  the  Dr.  Connie  Guion  Building,  con- 
version of  those  upper  floors  which  will  be 
vacated  by  house  staff  to  laboratory  and 
related  patient  services,  consolidation  of  cafe- 
terias, improved  locker  and  rest  rooms  for 
employees,  expansion  of  teaching  facilities  in 
the  School  of  Nursing  and  relocation  of 
Central  Sterile  Supply. 

FINANCES 

In  past  years  it  has  been  customary  to  in- 
clude provision  for  depreciation  on  fixtures 
and  equipment  as  an  element  of  expense  in 
arriving  at  our  operating  deficit.  This  method 
of  presentation  gave  a  reasonably  accurate 
picture  of  our  financial  operations  so  long  as 
expenditures  for  capital  replacements  and 
new  equipment  did  not  exceed  the  noncash 
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items,  largely  depreciation,  in  our  operating 
expenses.  However,  in  the  past  two  years 
our  aging  plant,  rapid  advances  in  medical 
technology  and  improvements  in  available 
hospital  equipment  have  made  it  no  longer 
possible  to  contain  these  expenditures  within 
the  amount  provided  for  noncash  items  in 
the  operating  budget.  The  operating  results 
for  each  division  of  the  Society  are,  therefore, 
presented  below  without  including  provision 
for  any  depreciation,  following  which  are 
totaled  capital  expenditures  for  each  division 
exclusive  of  items  purchased  from  funds  given 
specifically  for  those  items  and  excluding 
major  building  projects.

The  operating  loss  of  $1,062,578  for  the 
Society  plus  an  outlay  of  $874,876  for  more 
or  less  routine  capital  expenditures  gives  a 
total  of  $1,937,454,  which  reflects  with  rea- 
sonable accuracy  the  year's  drain  on  capital 
funds.  Against  this,  bequests  and  legacies 
totaled  $874,547. 


During  the  past  year  our  operating  income, 
although  substantially  greater  than  in  1957, 
did  not  keep  pace  with  rising  costs.  This  is 
referable  in  large  measure  to  failure  of  third 
party  payers,  principally  Blue  Cross  and  the 
City  of  New  York,  fully  to  meet  their  obli- 
gations. To  a  lesser  extent  our  income  was 
affected  by  the  economic  recession  which 
necessitated  our  providing  more  free  care  for 
those  who  could  not  afford  to  pay  the  full 
cost  of  their  hospitalization.

To  Mr.  Francis  Kernan,  President  of  the 
Society;  to  each  and  every  Governor;  and  to 
Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Director  of  the  Center, 
go  the  heart-felt  gratitude  of  the  medical, 
nursing  and  administrative  staffs  for  their 
courage  in  not  compromising  on  quality  dur- 
ing a  period  of  inadequate  operating  income 
and  for  their  sympathetic  and  perceptive  in- 
sight into  the  problems  we  face.  To  all  my 
associates  in  this  great  undertaking,  Mr. 
Laurence  G.  Payson,  Secretary  and  Treasurer; 
Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  President  of  the  Medical 
Board;  Dr.  John  E.  Deitrick,  Dean  of  the 
Medical  College;  the  entire  attending  and 
house  staffs  and  nursing  and  administrative 
personnel  at  all  levels  of  responsibility  goes 
special  appreciation  for  their  ready  coopera- 
tion, their  dedication  to  the  institution's  best 
interests,  and  their  consistently  warm,  cour- 
teous and  sympathetic  kindliness  toward  all 
our  patients.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of 
the  Nursing  Service  for  the  year  1958. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

Miss  Mary  Klein,  Department  Head  and 
Associate  Professor  of  Surgical  Nursing,  re- 
tired in  September.  In  her  26  years  at  the 
Medical  Center  she  had  become  known  espe- 
cially for  her  original  and  practical  thinking 
and  her  indomitable  spirit.  She  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Laura  Simms,  who  has  been 
in  charge  of  the  In-Service  Education  pro- 
grams since  1951- 

Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar,  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  since  1946  and  Director  of 
Nursing  Service  from  1946  to  July  1952,  retired 
on  October  15,  1958.  During  these  12^  years 
she  made  an  outstanding  contribution  to  the 
School  and  to  nursing  education — providing 
to  faculty,  alumnae  and  students  creative, 
supportive  and  far-seeing  leadership. 

Miss  Muriel  R.  Carbery  accepted  the  joint 
appointment  as  Dean  of  the  School  of  Nurs- 
ing and  Director  of  the  hospital  Nursing 
Service.  Miss  Edna  E.  Tuffley,  former  De- 
partment Head  of  the  Operating  Room  Nurs- 
ing Service,  returned  to  the  staff  to  assume 
the  position  of  Associate  Director  for  Nursing 
Service. 

STAFFING 

Our  task  has  been  one  of  giving  constant 
and  thoughtful  attention  to  devising  means 
of  providing  adequate  care  to  more  patients 
despite  the  shortage  of  qualified  professional 
nurses.    Medicine  in  general  and  surgery  in 


particular  are  undergoing  rapid  changes.  The 
number  of  seriously  and  terminally  ill  pa- 
tients seems  to  be  constantly  on  the  increase. 
New  medications,  equipment,  diagnostic 
tests  and  new  or  improved  techniques  in 
medical  practice  are  a  constant  challenge  to 
the  nursing  service  in  the  preparation  of  our 
staff  to  function  effectively  in  this  rapidly 
changing  situation. 

During  the  past  12  months  309  appoint- 
ments were  made  to  the  professional  staff. 
The  year  1958  brought  243  resignations,  53 
of  which  were  1958  appointments.  The  fol- 
lowing statistics  show  the  trend:

Not  only  do  these  1958  figures  represent  an 
increase  in  numbers  but  also  an  extension  of 
the  average  length  of  employment  and  a 
reduction  in  turnover.  The  turnover  rate  for 
professional  nurses  was  61.2%  in  1957  and  in 
1958  it  dropped  to  44.3%.  However,  this 
more  favorable  picture  showed  itself  too  late 
in  the  year  to  give  substantial  relief  in  any 
of  the  nursing  departments. 

The  nursing  staff  had  to  increase  its  efforts 
to  maintain  sound  standards  of  patient  care 
during  the  acute  nursing  shortage  in  the 
spring  and  summer  months.  The  general  staff 
nurses  and  charge  nurses  particularly  deserve 
a  well-earned  accolade  for  their  contribution 
to  patient  care.  Many  hours  of  patient  care 
during  the  summer  months  were  provided  by 
nurses  who  remained  on  duty  for  extra  hours 
or  placed  themselves  "on  call"  in  order  to 
help  provide  adequate  patient  care. 
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The  grave  shortage  of  nursing  staff  during 
the  earlier  months  of  the  year  necessitated 
curtailment  of  the  operating  day.  The  co- 
operative efforts  of  the  nursing  and  surgical 
staffs  enabled  the  operating  rooms  to  function 
so  that  facilities  were  used  to  capacity.  The 
introduction  of  open  heart  surgery  added  a 
significant  staffing  program,  which  has  been 
handled  well  by  the  wholehearted  and  enthu- 
siastic participation  of  the  nursing  staff. 

Another  shortage  in  nursing  has  been  the 
lack  of  graduate  staff  nurses  qualified  for 
charge  positions.  This  problem  in  many 
ways  has  hindered  progress,  and  supervisors 
and  head  nurses  without  assistants  have  been 
forced  to  assume  much  greater  responsibility. 
Also,  the  increasing  activity  on  the  evening 
and  night  shifts  and  the  growing  complexity 
of  the  nursing  care  required  is  of  great  con- 
cern. A  number  of  recent  graduates  of  good 
schools  of  nursing  who  came  to  us  with 
satisfactory  references  are  having  difficulty 
in  the  management  of  these  charge  respon- 
sibilities. 

IN-SERVICE 

To  increase  the  effectiveness  of  our  profes- 
sional nurse  staff  we  continue  to  experiment 
with  staffing  patterns  involving  the  increas- 
ing use  of  part-time  and  per  diem  nurses, 
practical  nurses  and  clerical  and  auxiliary 
workers.  Also,  we  continue  to  expand  our 
in-service  education  and  on-the-job  training 
programs  hoping  to  increase  job  satisfaction 
and  provide  the  tools  necessary  to  do  an 
effective  job. 

Special  efforts  have  been  directed  toward 
insuring  good  patient  care  and  increasing 
personal  satisfaction  through  careful  place- 
ment and  improved  orientation  of  staff.  The 
activities  of  the  central  orientation  program 
for  newly  employed  staff  is  highly  regarded. 
These  activities  include  orientation,  initial 
and  exit  interviewing,  social  and  recreational 
programs,  trials  and  evaluation  of  new  equip- 
ment, nursing  procedures  and  committee  ac- 


tivity to  improve  existing  practices  and 
increase  effective  cooperation  between  the 
nursing  service  and  ancillary  departments. 

Classes  for  auxiliary  personnel  have  been 
well  attended  and  have  helped  to  prepare 
this  important  group  of  employees  for  mak- 
ing increased  contributions  to  patient  care. 

We  have  augmented  our  efforts  to  sensitize 
staff  members  to  the  importance  of  adequate 
departmental  orientation  and  to  obtain  ideas 
as  to  what  newly  employed  nurses  need  to 
know  to  function  in  the  various  units  and 
how  such  experience  might  be  made  available. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

As  the  number  of  disciplines  contributing 
to  direct  patient  care  increase  in  the  modern 
hospital  setting,  the  need  for  improved  com- 
munications becomes  more  and  more  ap- 
parent. It  seems  that  the  best  results  in 
interdisciplinary  meetings  occur  when  the 
resident  doctor  recognizes  the  value  of  joint 
planning  and  is  able  to  take  time  from  his 
very  busy  schedule  to  coordinate  the  efforts 
of  all  members  of  the  health  team.  Through 
regularly  scheduled  meetings,  administrative 
problems  are  discussed,  policies  developed 
and  procedures  outlined  that  greatly  improve 
patient  care.  Mutual  understanding  is  at 
least  established  when  solutions  are  not 
possible. 

Team  nursing  offers  the  advantages  of 
improved  communications  relative  to  patient 
care  and  more  effective  use  of  auxiliary 
workers.  Our  nursing  students  contribute 
considerably  to  fostering  this  concept.  They 
have  been  exposed  to  the  concept  early  in 
their  educational  program  and  tend  to  accept 
it  without  the  frustrations  felt  by  more 
mature  nurses  for  whom  the  concept  is  new. 
As  young  graduates  these  nursing  students 
contribute  immeasurably  to  leadership  in  all 
activities  relating  to  patient  care. 

PATIENT  CARE 

In  view  of  the  increasing  demands  for 
nursing  service  and  in  the  interest  of  more 
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economical  care  for  patients,  it  is  necessary 
to  define  the  appropriate  division  of  duties 
among  the  many  levels  of  nursing  service 
personnel,  to  expedite  the  development  and 
acceptance  of  work  simplification  projects,  to 
eliminate  or  transfer  non-nursing  tasks  for 
more  efficient  operation,  and  to  expand  in- 
service  education  activities  for  both  profes- 
sional and  non-professional  staff  to  insure 
improvement  of  their  work. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  this  year 
to  the  improvement  of  the  patient's  environ- 
ment. Closer  cooperation  between  Nursing 
Service  and  Building  Service  has  resulted  in 
patients'  units  being  kept  cleaner  and  minor 
repairs  being  accomplished  more  quickly 
than  in  the  past.  Building  Service  super- 
visors have  provided  opportunities  for  the 
Nursing  Service  to  obtain  more  frequent  and 
more  thorough  cleaning  service  for  various 
parts  of  patients'  units.  The  medical  staff 
has  been  equally  concerned  about  the  pa- 
tient's environment  and  has  given  whole- 
hearted support  to  these  activities. 

Although  many  interdepartmental  prob- 
lems remain  unsolved  at  this  time,  there  is 
increasing  awareness  on  the  part  of  all  key 
personnel  of  the  need  to  work  cooperatively 
on  common  problems. 

Progress  has  occurred  in  certain  areas :  some 
pavilions  are  now  receiving  their  sterile  sup- 
plies from  the  Central  Sterile  Supply  Depart- 
ment; linen  is  being  shelved  on  "experi- 
mental" units  by  the  Linen  and  Laundry 
Department;  stock  drugs  are  being  replen- 
ished without  a  requisition  by  the  Pharmacy 
Department  on  certain  pavilions.  These  im- 
provements have  been  most  helpful  and  it  is 
hoped  that  further  implementation  will  soon 
be  made. 


CURRENT  STUDIES  AND  ACTIVITIES 

The  following  are  identified  as  needs  in 
relation  to  stabilizing  and  using  well  all 
employed  nursing  personnel:  to  curtail  the 
high  turnover  among  newly  employed  pro- 
fessional staff  nurses;  to  classify  the  nursing 
needs  of  patients  for  more  effective  staffing 
patterns  (ratios  of  professional  to  non-pro- 
fessional personnel);  to  effect  better  working 
relationships  among  different  categories  of 
nursing  personnel;  to  provide  adequate  means 
of  communication  among  medical,  nursing 
and  other  paramedical  groups  contributing 
to  the  direct  care  of  patients;  to  provide  a 
better  distribution  of  the  work  load  allow- 
ing for  a  minimum  of  therapeutic  and  diag- 
nostic activities  during  evening  and  night 
hours;  to  simplify  paperwork  (reports,  rec- 
ords, requisitions);  to  study  activities  related 
to  institutional  services  for  continued  sim- 
plification, standardization  and  re-assign- 
ment. 

A  very  special  vote  of  thanks  goes  to  the 
Women's  Auxiliary  for  their  interest  and 
efforts  in  support  of  our  social  and  recrea- 
tional activities.  Special  mentiongoes  to  Mrs. 
JohnT.  Pratt,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary,  Mrs.  Vincent  Astor,  Chairman  of 
the  Nursing  Committee,  and  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Draper,  in  charge  of  re-decorating  the  Gradu- 
ate Lounge  in  the  Nurses'  Residence.  We 
record  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
of  the  administrative,  professional  and  service 
departments  of  the  Medical  Center.  We  are 
grateful  particularly  to  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt 
and  his  associates,  to  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey, 
to  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  understanding.

The  Women's  Auxiliary  of  The  Society  of 
the  New  York  Hospital  has  now  been  in 
operation  for  a  full  year  and  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  to  you  this  report  of  its  activities. 

In  the  United  Hospital  Fund  campaign  the 
Auxiliary  raised  $138,107.00  from  515  con- 
tributors. Mrs.  Carl  Muschenheim,  our 
chairman  for  the  drive,  did  a  wonderful  job. 
Four  workers  gained  the  Fund's  Honor  Roll, 
which  means  that  they  each  obtained  a  mini- 
mum of  30  gifts  and  at  least  3  new  gifts. 
These  workers  were :  Mrs. Carl  Muschenheim, 
Mrs.  A.  Conger  Goodyear,  Mrs.  Nathaniel 
P.  Hill  and  Mrs.  Charles  S.  Payson.  Also, 
five  workers  received  honorable  mention: 
Mrs.  Bliss  Parkinson,  Mrs.  Samuel  Peck, 
Mrs.  John  T.  Pratt,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Stanley  Reed, 
Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Archbold  van  Beuren.  Three 
new  workers  did  an  excellent  job  and  their 
names  were  placed  on  the  New  Workers 
Honor  Roll:  Mrs.  David  P.  Barr,  Mrs.  Chan- 
ning  Jaques  and  Mrs.  Mario  Perrone.  To 
achieve  this  they  had  to  get  four  or  more 
new  contributors.  This  was  a  very  good 
showing  for  our  team. 

Everybody's  Thrift  Shop,  despite  larger 
expenses  at  the  new  location,  greatly  in- 
creased its  profits  in  1958,  due  to  the  efforts 
of  Mrs.  Russell  Cecil,  the  chairman,  Mrs. 
Lovett  Sturgis  and  Mrs.  Murray  Sargent.  The 
net  income  for  the  year  was  $8,385-57. 

The  Volunteer  Committee,  chaired  by  Mrs. 
James  W.  Husted,  has  proved  most  successful. 
The  Committee  has  provided  volunteers  for 
our  Thrift  Shop,   Gift  Shop  and   Patients' 


Library.    Working  together  in  this  way  has 
been  an  asset  to  everyone. 

Our  Gift  Shop  is  now  operating  under  a 
different  system  and  Mrs.  William  M.Duryea, 
the  chairman  of  the  Gift  Shop  Committee,  is 
responsible  for  its  management.  The  shop 
carries  an  assortment  of  gifts  and,  in  addi- 
tion, offers  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
patients,  their  visitors  and  hospital  em- 
ployees. 

The  Nursing  Committee  has  been  extremely 
active.  Mrs.  Vincent  Astor,  the  chairman, 
Mrs.  Blake  Lawrence,  Mrs.  Langdon  P.  Mar- 
vin and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Draper  have  enter- 
tained at  teas  and  supper  parties  in  their  own 
homes,  and  many  other  projects  are  under 
consideration.  The  redecorating  by  Mrs. 
Draper  of  the  lounge  in  the  Nurses'  Residence 
has  been  completed  and  from  all  reports  the 
lounge  promises  to  be  a  popular  recreation 
spot. 

Mrs.  Lawrence  Lowman  is  chairman  of  the 
Occupational  Therapy  Committee.  She  has 
been  making  original  designs  for  the  patients 
to  use  in  their  many  activities.  Through  the 
Women's  Auxiliary  it  was  made  possible  for 
this  department  to  buy  a  jig-saw  which  is  a 
necessary  part  of  the  occupational  therapy 
equipment. 

During  the  year,  the  19  caseworkers  in  the 
Social  Service  Department  gave  service  to 
6,793  patients.  A  study  of  patient  referrals 
to  Social  Service  has  been  started  to  try  to 
find  out  how  closely  social  casework  is  tied 
up  with  medical  treatment.  Analysis  of  these 
referrals  should  show  whether  the  problems 
found  by  the  social  workers  in  working  with 
the  patients  and  the  services  offered  were  the 
same  as  the  problems  and  services  for  which 
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the  doctors  asked  social  service  help.  Mrs. 
Nathaniel  P.  Hill  has  been  the  chairman  of 
the  Social  Service  Committee. 

The  Patients'  Library  is  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mrs.  Marshall  H.  Runk.  It  dis- 
tributed 23,873  books  to  the  patients  in  the 
Hospital  during  1958.  Two  successful  book 
sales  were  held  which  netted  $511.15.  Mrs. 
Runk  became  a  member  of  the  Patients' 
Library  Committee  of  the  United  Hospital 
Fund. 

Late  in  the  year,  interest  was  shown  in 
starting  an  organization  of  the  wives  of  the 
hospital  internes  and  residents.  There  are 
many  projects  by  which  these  young  women 
can  help  each  other  and  become  better  ac- 
quainted with  the  Hospital  and  more  at  home 
in  a  strange  city.  The  Auxiliary  is  standing 
behind  their  activities  and  believes  that  the 
two  organizations  will  be  mutually  helpful.

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Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words 
are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however, 
may  be  suggested : 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given, 
a  brief  description  of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the 
sum  of dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execu- 
tion in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is 
advisable  to  give  the  Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because 
changing  circumstances  may  otherwise  lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate, subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the  pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for 
special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days  in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege  of  nomination  may  not  extend 
beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer  than  25  years.  The  Gov- 
ernors may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed  beds  as  they  may 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Society. 
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A    SUMMARY    OF    HISTORY   AND    OBJECTIVES 


^)( V^HE  New  York  Hospital,  which  has  cared  for  approximately  4,260,367  patients  during 
its  188-year  history,  was  founded  in  1771  by  a  charter  granted  by  King  George  III  of 
-1L    England.  It  was  this  city's  first  hospital. 

The  original  building,  on  a  farm  in  lower  Manhattan,  burned  before  occupancy.  Recon- 
struction was  completed  in  time  for  the  Hospital  to  receive  as  its  first  patients  American  Revo- 
lutionary War  troops  wounded  in  July,  1776. 

The  Hospital  is  operated  by  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  through  its  Board  of 
Governors,  and  the  Society  has  as  its  membership  a  group  of  public-spirited  citizens  whose 
interest  and  financial  generosity  are  invaluable  and  who  therefore  share  in  the  service  and 
progress  achieved. 

The  New  York  Hospital  occupies  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  with  the 
Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  the  buildings  of  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  at  68th  Street  and  the  East  River.  This  Center  was  opened  in 
1932.  Most  of  the  staff  doctors  are  members  of  the  Medical  College  faculty.  The  activities  of 
the  three  institutions  are  coordinated  by  a  Joint  Administrative  Board  under  the  personal  and 
active  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

Three  independently  famous  hospitals  have  in  the  course  of  years  become  affiliated  with  The 
New  York  Hospital  and  their  operations  consolidated  with  ours.  Thus,  the  Lying-in  Hospital, 


founded  in  1799,  Manhattan  Maternity  and  Dispensary  and  the  New  York  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital  all  form  part  of  The  New  York  Hospital  clinics  and  departments  operating  in  their 
respective  fields.  In  1947  these  hospitals  were  legally  merged  into  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital.  Since  April  5,  1949  the  services  in  orthopedics  and  rheumatic  diseases  have  been 
performed  through  the  Society's  affiliate,  The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery. 

In  addition  to  its  functions  as  a  general  hospital  with  extensive  out-patient  departments, 
The  New  York  Hospital  carries  on  special  psychiatric  activities  in  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Clinic  in  its  own  Center  and  in  The  New  York  Hospital -Westchester  Division  at  White  Plains, 
New  York.  The  latter  Division  was  known  at  its  founding,  in  1821,  as  Bloomingdale  Hospital, 
due  to  its  location  on  Bloomingdale  Road,  now  Broadway.  Even  prior  to  the  establishment  of 
Bloomingdale,  The  New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  have  a  separate  psychiatric 
department  located  in  a  separate  building. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Hospital  —  a  voluntary  hospital  which  does  not  operate  for 
profit  —  has  adopted  and  furthered  a  fourfold  concept  of  medicine: 

Care  of  the  Sick.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  for  1960  in  providing  patients 
with  the  most  modern  type  of  medical  care  will  be  $21,569,027;  this  figure  includes  provision  for 
depreciation  of  building  fixtures  and  equipment.  Despite  the  practice  of  every  economy  consistent 
with  sound  medicine,  the  Hospital  must  depend  on  income  from  endowment  and  on  the  United 
Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  on  membership  and  other  contributions  to 
permit  it  to  meet  annual  deficits  arising  from  the  fact  that  more  than  77.8  per  cent  of  its  patients 
do  not  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care. 

Teaching.  The  long  affiliation  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  expresses  the  Hospital's  time-tested  philosophy  that  great  medical  institutions  must  pro- 
vide for  the  teaching  and  training  of  new  doctors,  nurses  and  technicians  for  tomorrow  as  well  as 
for  the  care  of  the  sick  today.  The  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is 
one  of  the  few  whose  courses  can  lead  to  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing. 

Research.  In  every  clinical  and  preclinical  department  of  the  institution,  research  probes 
constantly  for  new  methods  of  diagnosis,  new  types  of  care  and  wider  understanding  of  new 
drugs.  The  already  tangible  results  of  research  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer,  in  antibiotic 
drugs  and  chemotherapeutic  agents,  and  psychosomatic  medicine,  for  example,  vouch  for  the 
importance  of  research  in  a  well-rounded  hospital  program. 

Preventive  Medicine.  The  Hospital  works  constantly  not  only  to  cure  sickness  but  to 
accelerate  the  development  of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing  sickness.  Our  con- 
cept of  medicine  is  to  prevent  illness  as  well  as  to  cure  it.

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Report  of  the  President 


RECORD  OF  SERVICE 

During  1959,  the  188th  year  of  our  existence, 
The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  continued 
to  care  for  physically  or  mentally  ill  persons  who 
turned  to  us  for  aid.  During  this  year,  33,124  pa- 
tients were  admitted  to  The  New  York  Hospital, 
206  to  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  and 
342  to  The  New  York  Hospital — Westchester  Di- 
vision, the  Society's  psychiatric  division  at  White 
Plains,  New  York.  All  told,  the  Society  admitted 
33,672  patients  for  a  total  of  461,433  patient  days  in 
1959,  thus  bringing  to  4,260,367,  the  number  of 
patients  who  have  been  cared  for  by  the  Society 
since  its  founding  by  Royal  Charter  in  1771. 

In  addition  to  the  in-patients,  there  were  43,319 
ambulatory  patients,  who  made  228,428  visits  to 
our  many  out-patient  clinics  in  1959.  Each  of  our 
three  divisions  operate  clinics  for  ambulatory  pa- 
tients according  to  their  physical  or  mental  illness. 

That  this  record  of  service  was  made  possible  is 
due  to  the  devotion  of  our  professional  and  non- 
professional staffs  and  to  the  friends  and  members 
of  the  Society;  all  of  whom  gave  their  ability,  their 
time  or  their  money  to  support  the  purposes  we 
serve.  Without  this  loyal  interest  in  the  well-being 
of  this  institution,  we  could  not  have  continued 
our  long  history  of  service  to  the  community,  as 
New  York's  oldest  voluntary  general  hospital. 

FINANCIAL  RECORD 

The  1959  operating  expenses  of  the  Society,  in- 
cluding depreciation  on  fixtures  and  equipment, 
were  $20,113,437.21  against  which  the  Society's  in- 
come from  all  sources  was  $18,704,155.90.  This 
caused  a  deficit  of  $1,409,281.31  as  compared  with 
$1,404,757.25  for  1958  and  $450,109.88  for  1957. 


As  was  true  in  each  of  the  past  three  years,  the 


increasing  deficits  were  due  to  the  necessity  of 
meeting  salary  and  "fringe  benefit"  competition 
from  industry,  to  increased  prices  in  nearly  all  of 
our  supply  items,  and  to  the  mounting  cost  of 
living  throughout  the  country  and  in  New  York 
City  in  particular.  We  have  3,657  employees  (in- 
cluding house  doctors  and  nurses) — about  2  and  a 
half  employees  per  bed — and  to  provide  service  of 
this  kind  costs  and  will  continue  to  cost  increasing 
amounts  of  money. 

The  details  of  our  operating  figures  are  shown 
in  the  statement  of  operating  results  on  pages  59 
to  63  of  this  report. 

Contributions  to  the  Society — all  three  divisions 
— numbered  13,742  in  1959,  as  compared  with 
14,262  in  1958  and  13,123  in  1957.  The  dollar  total 
in  1959  amounted  to  $1,866,230,  of  which  a  part  was 
for  designated  special  purposes  and  the  balance 
for  general  purposes.  This  very  generous  financial 
support  came  from  members  and  other  friends  of 
the  Society,  including  many  who  had  been  our 
patients;  from  the  United  Hospital  Fund  of  New 
York,  The  Greater  New  York  Fund  and  from 
foundations.  These  figures  do  not  include  legacies 
and  capital  gifts  received  in  1959,  which  totalled 
$760,692.  This  particular  money  was  used  for 
new  and  required  services  and  equipment,  made 
necessary  in  this  teaching  hospital  by  the  demands 
of  modern  medicine, — and  also  used  to  the  benefit 
of  our  endowment  funds. 

Legacies  and  bequests,  and  capital  to  endow 
beds,  play  an  important  part  in  our  very  existence. 
They  make  possible  the  continuation  of  established 
programs  and  the  acceleration  of  the  development 
of  new  knowledge  and  methods  of  preventing  ill- 
ness. Not  only  do  we  care  for  the  ill,  but  we  teach 
and  train  doctors  and  nurses,  radiologists,  anes- 
thetists, dietitians  and  other  specialty  groups,  all

of  whom  will  carry  the  medical  and  hospital  duties 
of  the  present  and  future.  I  am  especially  grateful 
to  all  who  help  us  during  their  life  time  and,  be- 
cause legacies  and  gifts  mean  so  much  to  our  future 
well-being,  I  ask  you  to  include  our  name  in  your 
Will,  should  you  consider  us  deserving  of  your 
support. 

Among  the  larger  bequests  which  were  re- 
ceived in  1959  were  those  from  the  estates  of  Fran- 
cis Stockwell  Adams,  Captain  Vincent  Astor  and 
Anne  Parrish  Titzell. 

Those  newly  endowed  beds  which  came  to  us 
during  the  year  are  shown  on  page  71. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Cen- 
ter has  been  at  its  present  location  since  1932.  It  is 
obvious  that  after  a  quarter  of  a  century,  any 
plant  requires  physical  rehabilitation,  exclusive  of 
the  demands  which  medical  progress  makes  for 
enlarged  space,  new  equipment,  increased  person- 
nel, modernized  teaching  and  current  research. 
The  Board  of  Governors,  cognizant  of  this  march 
of  progress,  and  aware  that  our  present  endowment 
funds  cannot  alone  meet  our  increasing  needs,  is 
giving  consideration  to  the  needs  for  new  financial 
aid.  This  aid  will  not  be  easy  to  attain,  yet  I  believe 
that  just  as  our  forebears  caused  it  to  be  found,  so 
will  the  citizens  of  today  look  with  favor  on  our 
program  to  bring  greater  financial  support  to  this 
great  Medical  Center.  Specificially  our  needs  fall 
into  16  categories,  shown  dollar-wise,  to  be:

X.  Endowment  for  Cornell  University- 
New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  $1 0,000,000 


On  February  2,  1959  Captain  Vincent  Astor, 
U.S.N.R.  (Ret.),  who  had  served  the  Society  as  a 
Governor  from  February  4, 1930,  died.  During  this 
twenty-nine  year  period  he  was  active  in  his  coun- 
sel and  most  generous  to  the  Hospital.  His  many 
other  contributions  supported  the  general  needs 
of  The  New  York  Hospital,  and  research  programs 
in  the  majority  of  our  Clinical  Departments. 

Leave  of  absence  from  his  duties  as  Governor 
of  the  Society  was  granted  Mr.  William  A.  M. 
Burden,  upon  his  appointment  as  United  States 
Ambassador  to  the  King  of  the  Belgians.  Mr.  Wal- 
ter G.  Dunnington,  after  19  years  as  Chairman  of 
our  Membership  Committee,  retired  from  that 
position,  although  retaining  his  officership  in  the 
Society  as  Vice  President  for  Membership.  During 
his  long  term  of  duty,  our  fund-raising  growth 
was  remarkable,  and  played  an  annually  increas- 
ingly important  part  in  helping  to  solve  our  finan- 
cial problems. 

In  January  1959  Mr.  John  L.  Loeb,  senior  partner 
of  Carl  M.  Loeb,  Rhoades  and  Company  was 
elected  a  Governor  of  the  Society;  in  April,  Mrs. 
John  T.  Pratt,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Society,  was  elected  a  Governor; 
and  in  October  Mrs.  Vincent  Astor  was  elected  to 
the  Board,  to  complete  our  compliment  of  26 
Governors.  Mr.  Loeb  was  added  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  Mr.  John  Weinberg  to  the  Audit 
Committee. 

MATTERS  OF  GENERAL  INTEREST 

I  mentioned  in  my  last  report  the  several  build- 
ing programs  which  were  under  contemplation  in 
1958,  and  it  is  gratifying  now  to  state  that  the  Dr. 
Connie  Guion  Building  is  well  on  its  way  to  com- 
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pletion,  and  that  ground  was  broken  for  the  new 
House  Staff  Residence  at  428-36  East  69th  Street 
in  December  1959. 

Ceremonies  pertinent  to  the  cornerstone  laying 
of  the  Dr.  Connie  Guion  Building  were  observed 
on  December  7,  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  may  see 
this  building  in  use  for  our  Out-Patient,  X-ray, 
Emergency  and  Admitting  Departments  before 
the  i960  year  end. 

In  our  House  Staff  Residence  there  will  be  123 
apartments,  ranging  in  size  from  il/2  rooms  to 
<\x/i  rooms.  Approximately  171  House  Officers, 
single  men  and  married  men  with  families,  can  be 
accommodated  in  this  modern  residence.  Occu- 
pancy is  hoped  for  by  January  1961. 

Our  need  for  modern  housekeeping  apartments 
for  members  of  our  nursing  staff  continues  to  be 
of  the  utmost  necessity.  It  is  our  hope  that  the 
York  Hill  Housing  Project  at  81st  Street  and  York 
Avenue  will  become  a  reality.  This  program  is 
being  sponsored  by  twenty  charities,  including 
ourselves,  under  the  terms  of  the  Mitchell-Lama 
Middle  Income  Housing  Bill,  and  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Estimate  of  the 
City  of  New  York.  It  cannot  come  into  being  too 
soon  for  our  needs,  and  for  the  general  housing 
needs  of  the  Yorkville  community. 

The  Doctors'  Lounge  and  Coat  Room,  together 
with  rooms  for  doctors  to  confer  with  patients — 
the  gift  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Booth-Ferris  Foun- 
dation in  memory  of  Willis  H.  Booth  and  Chancie 
Ferris  Booth — was  scheduled  for  construction  in 
1959,  but  like  so  much  other  construction,  was 
delayed  by  the  lengthy  steel  strike.  We  hope  to  see 
this  memorial  building  in  use  in  i960. 

One  of  our  very  important  building  programs — 
that  on  Floor  M-i  in  our  Lying-In  Hospital — was 
brought  into  being  because  of  the  nation-wide 
health  program  to  control  staphylococcal  infec- 
tions. The  remodelling  of  M-i  was  looked  upon  as 
a  pilot  program  to  benefit  all  hospitals,  and  resulted 
in  a  grant  of  $458,055  by  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service  for  remodeling  M-2  and  M-3  to 
study  the  effect  of  nursery  design  on  spread  of 


infection.  It  is  the  largest  grant  ever  made  by  this 
Governmental  Agency  for  purely  physical  changes 
and  building  construction. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Honorable  Stan- 
ton Griffis,  Trustee  of  Cornell  University  and  a 
member  of  our  Joint  Administrative  Board,  plans 
are  under  way  to  build,  in  the  68th  Street  open 
court  between  the  Hospital  and  the  College,  a  new 
Faculty  Club  for  the  Medical  Center.  This  will 
provide  new  dining  facilities  for  our  professional 
staff,  and  will  bring  into  being  enlarged  and  con- 
solidated dining  rooms  for  our  entire  personnel. 

Cornell  University  Medical  College  has  plans 
under  way  for  a  new  research  building  and  library 
on  York  Avenue.  All  in  all,  we  are  actively  expand- 
ing our  physical  plant. 

On  May  26th  our  annual  Charter  Day  exercises 
were  held  in  the  presence  of  350  members  and 
friends,  the  speakers  being  Dr.  Samuel  Z.  Levine, 
Pediatrician-in-Chief  and  Dr.  Zbigniew  Brzezin- 
ski,  Assistant  Professor  in  Government  at  Harvard 
University.  Membership  in  the  Society  increased 
in  1959  by  64,  and  now  numbers  661. 

Although  I  have  spoken  of  our  growth  in  our 
physical  plant,  our  professional  activities  have  been 
equally  active.  In  1948  the  funds  raised  and  ex- 
pended for  medical  research  in  this  Center 
amounted  to  $838,000. Ten  years  later  (in  1958)  this 
figure  had  reached  $3,092,000,  of  which  about  half 
covered  research  in  our  Clinical  Departments.  We 
are  becoming  known  as  a  research  and  teaching 
laboratory  of  a  great  Medical  Center,  as  well  as  a 
hospital  devoted  to  the  highest  type  of  patient 
care. 

Among  miscellaneous  items  of  interest  which 
occurred  during  1959  were  the  adoption  on  April 
16th  of  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Medical  Staff  of  The  New  York  Hospital;  the 
formation  of  "The  Staff  and  Student  Wives  Asso- 
ciation" under  the  encouragement  of  our  Women's 
Auxiliary;  the  holding  of  our  thirteenth  annual 
Service  Award  Dinner;  the  presentation  of  Revere 
silver  bowls  for  meritorious  service  to  Mr.  Henry 
S.  Sturgis,  to  Miss  Verda  F.  Hickcox,  R.N.  and  to 
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Miss  Mary  E.  Klein,  R.N.;  the  appointment  of 
Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar  as  Emeritus  Professor 
in  the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing;  the  Amendment  to  our  Em- 
ployees' Retirement  Plan  to  give  added  protection 
to  long  service  employees  or  to  those  who  had 
reached  55  years  of  age  and  had  15  years  of  service; 
the  opening  of  the  neighboring  Institute  for  Mus- 
cle Disease  on  East  71-72  Streets;  the  donation  by 
Dr.  J.  Lawrence  Pool  of  a  portrait  of  his  father, 
Dr.  Eugene  Pool,  painted  by  Madame  Shoumatoff ; 
and  a  series  of  articles  in  "Life"  magazine  (in 
which  we  participated)  to  illustrate  the  workings 
of  a  large  teaching  hospital. 

During  the  very  active  year  of  1959,  our  income 
was  augmented  by  an  increase  in  per  diem  pay- 
ments from  the  City  of  New  York  for  city  patients; 
and  Blue  Cross  payments  were  raised — but  neither 
to  the  extent  necessary  to  meet  our  costs.  Dr.  Henry 
N.  Pratt,  Director  of  the  Hospital,  and  I  have  spent 
much  time  in  seeking  the  increased  payments  to 
which  we  feel  voluntary  hospitals  are  entitled,  and 
we  hope  to  see  i960  productive  of  such  payments. 

There  are  many  facets  in  conducting  the  affairs 
of  a  Medical  Center  as  large  as  ours,  and  I  urge 
you  to  read  the  reports  which  follow  mine.  Dr. 
Frank  Glenn,  President  of  the  Medical  Board, 
gives  a  comprehensive  statement  of  our  profes- 
sional activities  on  pages  24  to  45;  Dr.  Pratt  has 


outlined  our  administrative  history  for  the  year  on 
pages  46  to  51;  Miss  Muriel  Carbery,  Director  of 
Nursing  Service,  and  Mrs.  John  T.  Pratt,  Jr.,  Chair- 
man of  our  Women's  Auxiliary  have  reported  on 
their  activities,  while  our  Psychiatric  Divisions, 
our  other  Clinical  Departments,  and  the  School  of 
Nursing  have  published  separate  reports  on  their 
individual  programs.  All  of  these  many  and  com- 
plicated procedures  within  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital-Cornell Medical  Center  have  been  kept  in 
harmonious  and  productive  growth  through  the 
guidance  of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board  and 
the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Center.  It  would  be  a  difficult,  if  not  im- 
possible, matter  to  operate  this  Center  without  his 
experience  and  far-seeing  influence. 

CONCLUSION 

Thus  I  report  to  you  on  another  active  year  in 
our  long  life  of  service  to  the  community.  Only  the 
partnership  in  our  work  by  our  generous  support- 
ers makes  it  possible  for  The  New  York  Hospital 
to  serve  the  sick,  to  teach  and  train  doctors  and 
nurses,  to  continue  our  research,  and  to  seek  to 
prevent  illness  before  it  occurs.  To  everyone  who 
helped  us  in  his  or  her  own  individual  way,  I  ex- 
tend the  greatest  thanks.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

The  Society  of  the  New  Yorf^  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Medical  Board  is  to  review  the  profes- 
sional activities  of  the  Hospital  and  report  them  to 
you. 

The  year  1959  has  set  a  new  record  of  accomplish- 
ment in  many  areas  throughout  this  institution.  In 
so  far  as  space  permits,  these  are  presented  with  the 
intent  of  emphasizing  current  trends  of  which  it  is 
so  important  for  us  to  be  aware  if  we  are  to  main- 
tain our  position  as  a  teaching  medical  center. 

STAFF 

Deaths.  During  1959,  four  members  of  the  staff 
died. 

Arthur  L.  Holland  died  on  January  20.  He  had 
been  associated  with  this  institution  since  1913, 
when  he  was  Assistant  Physician  on  the  Cornell 
Dispensary  staff.  He  was  Assistant  Attending 
Physician  at  The  New  York  Hospital  from  1919  to 
1932;  Associate  Attending  Physician  until  1939; 
and  from  then  until  the  time  of  his  death  was  Con- 
sultant in  Gastroenterology. 

Eugene  Floyd  DuBois,  Physician-in-Chief  from 
1932  to  1941,  died  on  February  12,  at  the  age  of  76. 
He  received  his  medical  degree  from  Columbia  in 
1906,  interned  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  and 
served  as  assistant  pathologist  there  for  one  year. 
He  then  went  to  Germany  to  study  metabolism. 
Dr.  Graham  Lusk  visited  the  laboratory  in  Berlin 
in  which  he  was  working,  and  this  was  the  begin- 
ning of  a  life-long  association  of  these  two  pioneers 
in  the  field  of  metabolism,  Dr.  Lusk  as  Scientific 
Director  and  Dr.  DuBois  as  Medical  Director  of 


the  Russell  Sage  Institute  of  Pathology.  The  Insti- 
tute had  world-wide  influence  in  advancing  scien- 
tific knowledge  in  the  field  of  metabolism,  and  in 
Dr.  DuBois's  "Calorimeter  Room"  on  the  Second 
Medical  Division  at  Bellevue  Hospital  many  of  our 
most  important  scientists  and  medical  educators  of 
the  last  50  years  were  trained. 

Many  honors  came  to  Dr.  DuBois,  including  the 
Kober  Medal  of  the  Association  of  American 
Physicians  in  1947,  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Science 
degree  from  the  University  of  Rochester  in  1948, 
and  the  Academy  Medal  of  the  New  York  Acad- 
emy of  Medicine  in  1956.  He  was  to  have  received 
the  John  Phillips  Memorial  Award  of  the  Ameri- 
can College  of  Physicians  in  April  of  this  year. 

Bernard  Samuels  died  on  July  26.  He  had  been 
continuously  associated  with  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital and  Cornell  Medical  College  since  1914,  and 
had  been  Emeritus  Professor  of  Surgery  (Ophthal- 
mology) and  Consultant  in  his  specialty  since  1941. 
During  his  term  as  head  of  the  Division  of  Oph- 
thalmology, the  present  buildings  were  opened, 
and  he  was  largely  responsible  for  the  physical 
arrangement  of  the  eye  clinic  which  has  proved  so 
satisfactory  that  it  remains  essentially  unchanged. 

Dr.  Samuels  was  an  enthusiastic  and  inspiring 
teacher,  with  a  remarkable  flair  for  undergraduate 
teaching.  Among  the  residents  on  his  service,  his 
personal  advice  and  the  contacts  he  arranged  were 
frequently  the  starting  point  for  a  young  doctor's 
successful  career.  His  medical  achievements  were 
numerous  and  important,  and  it  was  a  fitting  and 
well  deserved  honor  that  he  should  be  chosen  in  the 
twilight  of  his  career  to  be  the  president  of  the 
XVII  International  Congress  of  Ophthalmology 
which  was  held  in  New  York  in  1954,  only  the  sec- 
ond time  that  the  Congress  had  been  held  in  the 
United  States. 
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Thomas  J.  Kirwin,  Attending  Surgeon  in  Urol- 
ogy, James  Buchanan  Brady  Foundation,  since 
1934,  died  in  The  New  York  Hospital  on  August 
18.  He  received  an  M.D.  degree  from  Tulane  Uni- 
versity in  1916,  and  in  1917  an  M.D.  degree  from 
Cornell  University.  His  association  with  The  New 
York  Hospital  began  in  1920  as  deputy  surgeon  to 
the  out-patient  department,  and  continued  until 
the  time  of  his  death.  For  several  years  he  was  Pro- 
fessor of  Urology  at  New  York  Medical  College 
and  Director  of  the  Department  of  Urology  in  the 
Flower  and  Fifth  Avenue  Hospitals,  the  Metro- 
politan Hospital  and  the  Bird  S.  Coler  Hospital. 
He  was  consulting  urologist  to  several  other  hos- 
pitals in  this  vicinity.  He  has  been  one  of  the  most 
active  New  York  urologists,  not  only  because  of  the 
important  medical  school  and  hospital  positions 
he  held  but  also  because  of  his  untiring  support 
of  worthy  medical  organizations  and  teaching 
programs. 

Dr.  Kirwin's  researches  and  publications  were 
well  known  throughout  the  world.  He  was  co- 
author with  Dr.  O.  S.  Lowsley  of  Clinical  Urology, 
the  third  edition  of  which  was  published  in  two 
volumes  in  1956.  He  also  invented  a  number  of 
urological  instruments.  His  death  is  a  loss  particu- 
larly to  the  staff  of  the  Brady  urological  service  of 
The  New  York  Hospital,  with  whom  he  was  so 
long  and  helpfully  associated. 

Retirements  and  Resignations.  Alfred  W.  Kany, 
Attending  Dentist  and  in  charge  of  the  dental 
clinic  from  1944  to  1948,  resigned  his  appointment 
and  became  a  member  of  the  Courtesy  Staff.  Dr. 
Charles  H.  Wheeler  was  also  made  a  member  of 
the  Courtesy  Staff  after  an  active  association  dating 
from  his  internship  in  1935. 

Albert  J.  Paquin,  Jr.,  Associate  Attending  Sur- 
geon, Urology,  resigned  on  April  30,  to  become 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Urology  at  the 
University  of  Virginia. 

David  E.  Rogers,  Associate  Attending  Physician 
and  head  of  the  Section  on  Infectious  Diseases,  ac- 
cepted the  position  of  Professor  of  Medicine  at 
Vanderbilt  University  on  August  1. 


Promotions  and  New  Appointments.  Gervais 
W.  McAuliffe,  associated  with  the  Division  of 
Otolaryngology  since  1932,  and  latterly  Attending 
Surgeon,  resigned  that  appointment  on  account  of 
illness  and  was  made  Consultant  in  Surgery,  Oto- 
laryngology, at  the  end  of  the  year.  Ralph  E.  Peter- 
son and  Edward  W.  Hook,  Jr.,  joined  the  staff  as 
Associate  Attending  Physicians.  The  following 
promotions  were  made :  Alexander  Hersh  to  Asso- 
ciate Attending  Surgeon,  Orthopedics,  Milton  I. 
Levine,  Charles  H.  O'Regan  and  Arthur  F.  Ander- 
son to  Attending  Pediatrician,  Paul  F.  de  Gara  to 
Associate  Attending  Pediatrician,  Eugene  J.  Cohen, 
William  T.  Foley  and  Mary  Ann  Payne  to  Asso- 
ciate Attending  Physician,  Richard  N.  Kohl  to 
Attending  Psychiatrist,  Benjamin  E.  Marbury  to 
Attending  Anesthesiologist,  Valentino  D.  B.  Maz- 
zia  to  Associate  Attending  Anesthesiologist,  Peter 
Dineen  to  Associate  Attending  Surgeon,  Fred  W. 
Stewart  to  Consulting  Pathologist,  Edward  E. 
Seelye  to  Senior  Assistant  Psychiatrist  at  the  West- 
chester Division. 

The  following  new  appointments  were  made  to 
the  Consulting  Staff  of  the  Westchester  Division:

DEPARTMENT  OF  ANESTHESIOLOGY 

This  department  has  now  completed  the  second 
full  year  as  a  separate  department  in  The  New 
York  Hospital.  The  year  has  been  a  satisfactory 
one,  with  service  activities  and  those  of  teaching 
and  research  increasing  in  scope. 

Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr.,  has  been  assisted  by 
nine  attending  anesthesiologists,  the  largest  group 
to  date.  Dr.  Benjamin  E.  Marbury  continues  to 
supervise  the  anesthesias  for  patients  from  the  De- 
partment of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  Dr.  Val- 
entino D.  B.  Mazzia  supervises  the  clinical  anes- 
thesia of  the  department  and  is  responsible  for  the 
guidance  of  the  didactic  residency  training  pro- 
gram. Dr.  Marjorie  J.  Topkins  has  administrative

management  of  nurse  anesthetists.  Dr.  Robert  I. 
Schrier  is  now  in  charge  of  all  equipment.  This 
year  Dr.  Alan  Van  Poznak  assumed  direction  of 
the  research  program.  Dr.  Manfred  Alexander,  Dr. 
Gerald  J.  Millstein  and  Dr.  Francis  M.  Tiers  fin- 
ished their  residencies  in  the  summer  and  became 
Assistant  Attending  Anesthesiologists.  Dr.  Anita 
Goulet  resigned  after  four  years  on  the  attending 
staff  to  take  a  position  at  Memorial  Hospital. 

During  the  year  the  resident  staff  numbered  n 
physicians,  one-third  of  whom  are  Cornell  gradu- 
ates. The  residency  training  program  was  reported 
in  the  December  issue  of  Survey  of  Anesthesiology 
and  may  well  become  the  basis  for  other  residency 
programs  in  the  country. 

The  research  activity  of  the  department  has  cul- 
minated in  the  development  of  a  new  fluorinated 
ether  for  clinical  anesthesia.  Following  investiga- 
tion of  many  halogenated  ethers  and  hydrocarbons 
in  the  dog,  one  agent  was  found  that  appeared  to 
be  an  ideal  anesthetic  agent,  suitable  for  clinical 
use.  Methoxyflurane  (i,  i,  dichloro  2,  2,  difluoro 
methyl  ethyl  ether)  has  now  been  successfully  ad- 
ministered to  200  patients  and  is  undergoing  a 
limited  clinical  investigation  throughout  the  coun- 
try. This  investigation  is  believed  to  be  the  first 
instance  of  the  anesthetic  properties  of  a  drug  hav- 
ing been  discovered  by  laboratory  investigation 
and  that  agent  studied  for  clinical  use  by  the  same 
group  of  anesthesiologists. 

Teaching  of  Cornell  medical  students  continues 
enthusiastically.  This  year  we  introduced  an  ex- 
periment in  clinical  teaching.  Formal  lectures  were 
given  to  the  third  year  students  and  recorded  on 
tape  from  which  mimeographed  notes  were  made. 
The  notes  are  distributed  prior  to  the  lecture,  which 
will  form  the  basis  for  didactic  material  discussed 
in  seminar  fashion  with  a  panel  of  instructors  and 
students. 

The  IBM  statistical  system  continues  to  record 
all  anesthetics  given  in  this  institution.  The  system 
is  also  being  employed  for  teaching  and  research. 

The  Nerve  Block  Clinic  continues,  although  the 
volume  has  not  grown  as  anticipated. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICINE 

The  staff  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  during 
1959  comprised  5  consultants,  100  attending  physi- 
cians, 200  assistants,  and  46  members  of  the  house 
staff  including  28  residents  and  18  interns.  Of  this 
total  only  30,  exclusive  of  the  house  staff,  were  in 
the  full-time  category.  Though  the  full-time  group 
carry  the  major  administrative  responsibilities  for 
the  work  of  the  individual  departmental  sections,  a 
large  group  of  the  part-time  staff  spend  much  of 
their  time  within  the  hospital  and  accept  responsi- 
bilities which  are  critical  in  the  conduct  of  the  work 
of  the  department.  This  balance  of  individuals  in 
research,  teaching,  active  private  practice  and  insti- 
tutional clinical  practice  has  offered  great  advan- 
tages in  our  work. 

During  the  year,  1,942  pavilion  patients  were  pro- 
vided 42,877  days  of  care,  compared  with  45,078  in 
1958  and  44,471  in  1957.  The  average  length  of  hos- 
pital stay  for  all  patients  on  the  medical  pavilions 
was  22.08  days,  compared  to  27.16  days  for  1958. 
This  lengthy  stay  continues  to  reflect  the  increasing 
complexity  of  the  medical  problems  in  patients  hos- 
pitalized in  the  pavilion  service  of  a  general  hospi- 
tal such  as  ours.  In  the  medical  out-patient  clinics 
there  were  60,367  patient  visits  compared  to  58,017 
in  1958.  Of  these  2,487  were  new  patients.  Thus,  a 
trend  towards  stabilization  of  the  number  of  out- 
patient visits  is  apparent  this  year  for  the  first  time 
in  over  ten  years. 

There  were  no  major  changes  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  department  during  the  year.  As  the  year 
ends  plans  are  completed  for  a  long  needed  reor- 
ganization of  the  out-patient  clinics  to  coincide 
with  modernization  and  completion  of  construc- 
tion of  the  new  Dr.  Connie  Guion  Building.  After 
intensive  study  major  changes  are  to  be  introduced 
in  the  undergraduate  teaching  program  in  the 
coming  year. 

A  review  of  the  activities  of  the  department  re- 
veals a  number  of  points  of  interest  in  the  character 
of  our  work,  which  has  changed  due  to  an  aging 
population,  survival  of  larger  numbers  of  patients 
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with  chronic  illness  and  a  more  resourceful  array  of 
treatment  measures.  These  are: 

i.  An  increasing  proportion  of  our  patients  are 
hospitalized  for  acute  events  in  the  course  of 
chronic  illnesses. 

2.  Increased  knowledge  of  human  physiology 
and  abnormal  function  in  disease  has  made  the 
physician's  role  more  complex. 

3.  New  and  more  powerful  drugs  have  given  the 
physician  means  for  striking  manipulation  of  body 
function;  for  the  good  in  most  instances,  but  unfor- 
tunately with  increasing  risks  of  toxic  and  side 
reactions  of  these  drugs. 

4.  Developments  of  mechanical  "artificial  or- 
gans," such  as  improved  mechanical  ventilators 
(artificial  lungs), extra-corporeal  circulatory  pumps 
(heart-lung  machines),  hemodialysers  (artificial 
kidneys),  cardiac  pacemakers  and  organ  trans- 
plants have  introduced  new  requirements  of  insti- 
tutions such  as  ours.  Intelligent  use  of  such  meas- 
ures requires  complex  electronic  equipment,  new 
and  highly  trained  technical  personnel  and  large 
teams  of  professional  and  other  supporting  person- 
nel. It  is  important  to  emphasize  the  financial  and 
ethical  considerations  presented  by  the  availability 
of  such  procedures. 

5.  Advances  in  cardiovascular  surgery  require 
increasingly  close  team  work  and  cooperation  be- 
tween the  various  clinical  departments  and  sup- 
porting personnel.  Problems  of  human  relations 
are  intensified  and  become  paramount  in  many  of 
these  ventures. 

6.  Our  physical  facilities,  designed  for  a  different 
era  in  medical  care,  are  crowded,  frequently  awk- 
ward and  in  some  instances  unsuitable  for  these 
new  developments  in  medical  care. 

7.  Perhaps  of  critical  importance  is  the  financial 
problem  produced  by  this  change.  The  chronic 
nature  of  the  illness  in  most  of  the  patients  hospi- 
talized in  our  institution,  the  long-term  hospitali- 
zation required,  and  intensity  of  staff  effort  makes 
it  impossible  to  recover  the  costs  of  medical  care  in 
a  large  proportion  of  these  patients. 


Research  in  a  clinical  department  with  large  ac- 
tive groups  encompasses  a  wide  range  of  matters  of 
scientific  interest.  It  is  important  to  emphasize  the 
direct  applicability  in  patient  care  of  the  majority 
of  the  research  conducted.  Practically  every  ques- 
tion asked  in  our  research  program  ultimately  has 
importance  in  the  understanding  of  some  disease 
state,  or  in  detecting  a  better  way  of  doing  things; 
and  in  the  final  analysis  the  result  of  a  research  is 
nothing  more  than  a  better  understanding  or  im- 
proved way  of  doing  things. 

As  a  change  from  the  past  practice  in  these  re- 
ports the  research  activities  of  a  few  of  the  sections 
or  groups  have  been  selected  for  more  detailed  ac- 
count. This  should  not  be  interpreted  necessarily  as 
indicating  more  productivity.  In  subsequent  an- 
nual reports  the  programs  of  other  sections  will  be 
presented  more  fully.  Over  a  period  of  a  few  years 
the  annual  reports  should  reflect  the  departmental 
activities  more  satisfactorily. 

For  many  years  a  considerable  effort  in  the  de- 
partment has  been  focused  on  cardiovascular  dis- 
ease. This  has  centered  around  both  diagnostic  and 
therapeutic  aspects  of  the  diseases  which  represent 
the  single  most  important  cause  of  death  in  our 
nation.  Cooperation  between  the  Departments  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery  in  cardiovascular  disease  has 
been  a  longstanding  tradition  at  The  New  York 
Hospital,  dating  back  to  work  on  constrictive  peri- 
carditis. In  recent  years  a  comprehensive  coopera- 
tive program  has  been  undertaken  providing  facil- 
ities for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  surgi- 
cally amenable  congenital  and  acquired  heart  dis- 
ease. The  importance  of  pre-  and  post-operative 
care  of  these  patients  has  been  reemphasized  since 
much  of  the  success  of  these  procedures  depends  on 
intelligent  care  during  these  periods.  The  Center 
program  in  cardiac  surgery  is  one  with  which  we 
can  be  pleased.  A  monograph  on  experiences  with 
the  first  300  valvulotomies  for  rheumatic  mitral 
stenosis  was  published  by  Drs.  Frank  Glenn  and 
Harold  Stewart  in  September  of  this  year. 

In  addition  to  those  activities  directly  related  to 
the  surgical  program  a  wide  range  of  work  is  con- 
ducted in  this  field.  Studies  are  underway  on  vari- 
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ous  effects  of  heart  failure  on  body  systems — on  the 
liver  and  various  enzyme  systems  (Dr.  Thomas 
Killip),  on  body  fluids  and  electrolytes  (Dr.  Albert 
L.  Rubin  and  associates)  and  on  the  pulmonary 
circulation  (Dr.  Daniel  S.  Lukas).  Various  new 
diuretics,  including  anti-aldosterone  compounds, 
chlorothiazide  derivatives,  and  methods  of  poten- 
tiating mercurial  diuretics  continue  to  be  the  sub- 
ject of  clinical  studies  by  Drs.  Rubin  and  Norton 
Spritz.  New  methods  for  high  fidelity  recording  of 
cardiac  sounds  and  correlation  with  other  impor- 
tant events  in  the  cardiac  cycle  are  being  investi- 
gated by  Dr.  Killip  in  the  Cardiovascular  Sound 
Laboratory.  Dr.  Carl  Muschenheim  is  studying  the 
effects  of  various  anti-metabolites  on  the  develop- 
ment of  atherosclerosis  in  animals. 

Dr.  Irving  Wright  and  his  associates  are  study- 
ing the  effects  of  a  number  of  drugs  and  dietary 
factors  on  blood  cholesterol  levels.  The  broad 
studies  of  the  pathogenesis,  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  strokes  organized  two  years  ago  by  Dr. 
Wright  in  The  New  York  Hospital  and  the  wards 
of  the  Second  Medical  and  Neurological  Divisions 
of  Bellevue  Hospital  have  continued.  Newer  de- 
velopments in  anticoagulant  therapy  are  the  focus 
of  much  of  the  work  of  the  section  on  vascular 
disease.  Further  studies  are  being  conducted  on 
variations  in  clotting  factors  in  apparently  normal 
young  males  with  the  hope  of  estimating  individ- 
ual predisposition  to  phlebitis. 

The  kidneys,  as  specialized  appendages  of  the 
vascular  system,  have  continued  to  be  the  subject  of 
an  intensive  effort.  Most  of  these  studies  have  been 
concerned  with  a  better  understanding  of  the 
uremic  syndrome.  The  program  for  dialysis  with 
the  artificial  kidney  has  continued.  Through  the 
efforts  of  the  team  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Al- 
bert L.  Rubin  most  of  the  dialyses  in  the  New  York 
City  area  are  performed  in  the  three  hospitals  in 
which  artificial  kidney  units  are  established  under 
their  direction. 

The  metabolic  studies  of  the  uremic  syndrome 
have  continued  to  reveal  provocative  new  leads  to 
our  understanding  of  this  complex  problem.  Dr. 
Kenneth  Woods  and  Dr.  George  L.  Frimpter  to- 


gether with  Drs.  Rubin  and  Thompson  have  con- 
tinued to  study  the  unidentified  non-protein  nitro- 
genous materials  found  by  amino  acid  chromotog- 
raphy  of  the  plasma  of  patients  with  uremic  syn- 
drome. Dr.  Rubin  has  been  studying  peptides  in 
the  plasma  in  the  uremic  syndrome.  Dr.  Frimpter 
has  studied  the  nitrogenous  products  following 
hydrolysis  of  these  plasmas.  Together  with  Dr. 
Bertram  Cohen  of  the  Manhattan  Veterans  Hospi- 
tal, Dr.  Rubin  has  studied  the  guanidine  deriva- 
tives and  end  products  in  uremic  patients;  Dr. 
Norton  Spritz  has  been  concerned  with  the  clotting 
and  clot  lysis  system  in  uremic  plasmas.  Dr.  David 
D.  Thompson  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Felix 
Bronner  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  com- 
pleted studies  in  dogs  on  the  renal  excretion  of  the 
isotopes  of  calcium,  strontium,  potassium,  sodium, 
magnesium,  and  phosphorus.  These  experiments 
have  provided  information  on  the  nature  of  the 
renal  transport  processes  for  these  ions. 

Dr.  David  L.  Globus,  a  research  fellow,  together 
with  Dr.  Thompson  and  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physiology  has  completed  studies  on  the 
site  of  calcium  and  magnesium  reabsorption  in  the 
renal  tubules  of  dogs.  The  interaction  of  these  ions 
with  potassium  and  sodium  ions  in  the  reabsorp- 
tive  process  has  also  been  evaluated. 

Dr.  Lovell  Becker  has  initiated  studies  in  dogs  of 
water  transport  in  the  renal  tubules.  The  investiga- 
tions include  the  effects  of  different  solute  loads  on 
the  concentrating  and  diluting  mechanisms.  Drs. 
Becker,  Globus  and  Thompson  have  extended  their 
studies  on  inorganic  sulfate  excretion. 

Dr.  Thompson  and  Dr.  Roy  Swan  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Anatomy  have  continued  studies  of  sodium 
and  potassium  transport  across  the  human  red  cell 
membrane.  Of  primary  interest  has  been  an  evalua- 
tion of  the  effects  of  hydrogen  ion  concentration  on 
the  transport  of  these  cations. 

During  this  past  year  Dr.  Mazur  and  his  asso- 
ciates have  uncovered  the  biochemical  mechanism 
responsible  for  the  incorporation  of  plasma-bound 
iron  into  ferritin  stores  in  the  liver.  This  reaction  is 
dependent  on  oxidative  metabolism  in  this  tissue 
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for  the  synthesis  of  adenosine  triphosphate  (ATP) 
as  well  as  on  the  presence  of  ascorbic  acid  (vitamin 
C).  Since  the  synthesis  of  ATP  requires  an  ade- 
quate oxygen  supply  to  the  liver  cell,  hypoxia  would 
lead  to  a  decreased  rate  of  plasma  iron  incorpora- 
tion into  its  ferritin  stores  accompanied  by  an  in- 
creased liberation  of  ferritin  iron  to  the  plasma  by  a 
mechanism  described  in  his  laboratory  last  year.  In 
vivo  support  for  the  latest  findings  is  derived  from 
experiments  in  which  guinea  pigs  given  scurvy  by 
removal  of  ascorbic  acid  from  their  diet  show  a 
marked  reduction  in  the  rate  of  incorporation  of 
plasma  iron  into  liver  and  spleen  ferritin  stores. 
Rats,  in  which  oxidative  metabolism  of  liver  and 
spleen  has  been  accelerated  by  prior  exposure  to 
live  bacteria  or  to  their  endotoxin,  show  a  marked 
increase  in  incorporation  of  plasma  iron  into  ferri- 
tin in  these  tissues.  It  is  suggested  that  this  mecha- 
nism may  account  for  the  anemia  accompanying 
chronic  infectious  diseases. 

In  the  section  of  endocrinology  most  of  the  last 
year  was  spent  in  the  formidable  and  expensive 
task  of  reorganizing  and  renovating  the  labora- 
tories of  the  section  to  provide  for  a  considerable 
reorientation  of  the  work.  Through  the  financial 
assistance  of  a  number  of  foundations  and  granting 
agencies,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  mainte- 
nance and  engineering  departments  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, the  laboratories  are  now  well  equipped  and 
occupied  in  the  new  program.  The  metabolic  ward, 
one  of  the  first  in  this  country,  provides  facilities 
for  six  patients  on  whom  complete  metabolic 
studies  can  be  performed.  During  the  year  61 
patients  were  admitted. 

The  research  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Ralph  E. 
Peterson  has  been  concerned  largely  with  steroid 
metabolism  in  man,  with  particular  reference  to 
diseases  of  the  adrenal  glands.  Specifically,  studies 
of  the  mineral  contributing  hormone  aldosterone, 
in  primary  and  secondary  hyperaldosteronism,  have 
been  conducted.  The  effects  of  various  antagonists 
to  aldosterone  have  been  explored.  Dr.  Peterson 
and  his  associates  have  undertaken  a  study  of  the 
metabolism  and  assay  of  corticotropin  (ACTH)  in 
man.  The  recently  described  adreno-glomerulo- 


tropic  factor  (glomerulotropin)  is  being  studied 
through  the  development  of  a  bio-assay  technique 
for  this  substance. 

Studies  of  calcium  metabolism  in  hypercalcemia 
and  bone  disease  have  been  continued  by  Dr.  Mel- 
vin  Horwith.  In  conjunction  with  the  division  of 
urology  of  the  Department  of  Surgery  a  study  of 
the  factors  contributing  to  the  formation  of  urinary 
stones  has  been  initiated. 

A  major  portion  of  the  research  program  of  the 
Radioisotope  Laboratory  under  Dr.  David  V. 
Becker  is  concerned  with  the  exploration  of  vari- 
ous aspects  of  non-thyroidal  actions  of  anti-thyroid 
agents.  At  present,  two  approaches  to  this  problem 
are  being  utilized.  1 131  labelled  thyroxine  has  been 
given  to  a  group  of  hyperthyroid  patients  with 
"blocked"  thyroids  and  the  effects  upon  the  turn- 
over of  the  labelled  hormone  measured.  The  effect 
of  propylthiouracil  given  to  hyperthyroid  patients 
has  also  been  studied  using  as  an  indicator  system 
the  red  blood  cell  uptake  of  labelled  triiodothyro- 
nine, a  thyroid  hormone  analogue.  This  sensitive 
system,  related  to  thyroxine  binding  capacity,  has 
been  shown  to  demonstrate  an  immediate  response 
following  the  administration  of  propylthiouracil. 

Dr.  Amirav  Gordon,  a  research  fellow  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  together  with  Dr.  David 
Becker  is  currently  reviewing  methods  of  measure- 
ment of  the  thyroxine  binding  capacity  of  proteins. 
In  the  present  phase  of  the  study,  paper  electro- 
phoresis of  serum  protein  is  being  standardized. 
Recent  studies  of  the  specific  protein  which  binds 
the  thyroid  hormone  and  its  capacity  under  various 
disease  situations  have  proven  to  be  of  great  inter- 
est. In  addition  to  their  value  in  diagnosis  of  thy- 
roid disease  states,  these  techniques  will  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  red  cell  uptake  of  triiodothy- 
ronine in  the  study  of  thyroid  function  of  hypo- 
physectomized  patients. 

Clinical  studies  with  the  newer  analogues  of  the 
thyroid  hormones  have  been  under  way  for  some 
time.  At  present,  work  is  underway  with  d-thyrox- 
ine,  the  non-physiologic  isomer  of  thyroxine.  This 
compound  has  been  reported  to  have  pituitary  sup- 
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pressant  actions  while  having  minimal  effects  on 
the  metabolic  rate.  A  study  has  been  undertaken  of 
the  effects  of  d-thyroxine  on  radioiodine  uptake 
and  turnover  in  patients  with  Graves'  Disease.  In 
five  of  ten  hyperthyroid  patients  studied  to  date,  it 
has  been  shown  that  d-diyroxine  in  non-colorigenic 
quantities  will  suppress  radioiodine  uptake  and  de- 
crease iodine  turnover  to  a  varying  degree.  Further 
physiological  and  clinical  studies  with  this  com- 
pound are  under  way. 

Studies  concerning  drug  treatment  of  tubercu- 
losis, which  for  several  years  have  been  a  principal 
interest  of  Dr.  Carl  Muschenheim  and  his  col- 
leagues in  the  section  on  pulmonary  diseases,  were 
continued  this  past  year.  Two  drugs,  striptovaricin 
and  nicotinamid  received  special  attention.  Some 
investigations  of  the  metabolism  of  radioactive 
isoniazid  were  carried  out  in  collaboration  with 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  University  of  California 
Scientific  Laboratories  at  Los  Alamos,  New  Mex- 
ico. These  studies,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Carl 
Muschenheim  and  Dr.  Walsh  McDermott,  for- 
merly of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  now 
Professor  of  Public  Health  and  Preventive  Medi- 
cine, represent  the  last  of  a  series  of  collaborative 
efforts  of  The  New  York  Hospital,  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  and  the  Navajo  Indian 
Tribe.  From  the  period  beginning  in  1952  with 
early  studies  of  the  drug  isoniazid,  the  physician  in 
charge  of  the  Sanatorium  at  Fort  Defiance,  Ari- 
zona, has  either  been  a  member  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine  of  The  New  York  Hospital  or  closely 
associated  with  it.  Drs.  Muschenheim,  McDermott, 
and  more  recently  Dr.  Aaron  Chaves  made  fre- 
quent consultation  trips  to  supervise  the  investiga- 
tive programs  and  participate  in  decisions  on 
patient  care.  This  association  afforded  the  initial 
interest  which  led  to  the  extensive  Cornell  Many 
Farms  field  project  now  being  carried  out  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Preventive 
Medicine  and  also  led  to  the  opportunity  for  fourth 
year  medical  students  from  Cornell  to  serve  clini- 
cal clerkships  at  the  general  hospital  at  Fort  De- 
fiance and  in  the  clinic  at  Many  Farms.  Continuous 
financial  support  has  been  given  by  the  Navajo 
Tribal  Council.  It  was  with  satisfaction  and  some 


sadness,  that,  because  of  technical  changes  in  the 
nature  of  problems  in  investigating  tuberculosis 
drug  therapy,  the  decision  to  terminate  this  activity 
was  made  in  July  of  this  year.  Dr.  Roger  M.  Des 
Prez,  the  last  incumbent  in  the  Fort  Defiance  Sana- 
torium, joined  the  staff  of  the  pulmonary  section 
this  year  as  an  Edward  Livingston  Trudeau  Fel- 
low of  the  American  Trudeau  Society.  In  addition 
to  participating  in  the  general  activities  of  the  sec- 
tion he  is  engaged  in  an  attempt  to  investigate  the 
relationship  of  serotonin  to  certain  observed  effects 
of  bacterial  endotoxin  on  the  pulmonary  circulation. 

The  section  on  gastroenterology  under  Dr.  Mar- 
vin H.  Sleisenger  has  continued  its  long-term  study 
of  the  effect  of  a  gluten-gliadin-free  diet  in  patients 
with  non-tropical  sprue  and  has  obtained  excellent 
responses  in  30  of  32  individuals.  Drs.  O.  D.  Kow- 
lessar  and  Gordon  D.  Benson  are  actively  engaged 
in  investigation  of  important  biochemical  abnor- 
malities of  this  condition,  including  urinary  excre- 
tion of  5-hydroxyindoleacetic  acid  and  other  sub- 
stances and  alterations  in  blood  amino  acids  after 
feeding  of  gliaden.  As  part  of  this  effort,  Dr.  Ben- 
son has  applied  electron  microscopy  to  study  of 
histological  alterations  of  the  small  bowel  in  sprue. 
In  addition  Dr.  Kowlessar  has  evolved  an  impor- 
tant "profile"  of  serum  enzymes,  including  leucine 
amino  peptidase  and  5-nucleotidase  in  differential 
diagnosis  of  pancreatic  and  hepatobiliary  tract  dis- 
eases. Investigations  of  mucoproteins  in  gastric 
juice  by  starch  gel  electrophoresis  are  being  pur- 
sued by  Drs.  Graham  H.  Jeffries  and  Frederic  W. 
Smith.  Ten  to  twelve  fractions  have  been  identified 
and  work  is  in  progress  to  localize  sites  of  activity 
of  pepsin,  cathepsin,  B-12  binding,  intrinsic  factor, 
and  other  factors.  In  addition,  Dr.  Jeffries  has 
found  that  serum  haptoglobins  in  liver  disease  are 
altered  because  of  persistent  hemolysis.  Dr.  Smith 
has  continued  experiments  upon  the  effect  of  sero- 
tonin upon  colon  motility  in  dogs  and  has  dis- 
covered that  calcium  ion  exerts  an  inhibitory  influ- 
ence upon  its  action.  Further  work  to  elucidate  this 
phenomenon  is  planned.  Dr.  Raymond  B.  Hoch- 
man  is  completing  a  study  of  marked  changes  in 
esophageal  motility  in  scleroderma  with  special 
reference  to  effect  of  such  drugs  as  relaxin  and 
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steroids.  Dr.  Thomas  O'Brien  has  begun  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  usefulness  of  the  secretin  test 
with  special  reference  to  cytology  of  duodenal  juice 
in  diagnosis  of  carcinoma  of  the  pancreas.  The 
group  continued  its  clinical  observations  on  the 
usefulness  of  anti-aldosterone  substance  in  the 
treatment  of  fluid  retention  in  liver  disease,  having 
previously  demonstrated  dramatic  diuresis  during 
its  administration. 

This  is  the  first  full  calendar  year  that  the  section 
on  physical  medicine  has  functioned  as  a  unit  in 
the  Department  of  Medicine.  Dr.  Kenneth  C. 
Archibald  heads  this  section.  During  this  year  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  integrate  physical  medi- 
cine and  rehabilitation  services  as  a  more  active 
patient  care  and  teaching  facility  in  the  Medical 
Center.  We  believe  that  this  has  been  accomplished 
to  some  extent  in  several  areas.  There  has  been  a 
closer  liaison  with  the  neurologic  section  in  regard 
to  electrodiagnostic  testing  and  management  of 
patients  with  neuromuscular  disability.  With  the 
Department  of  Surgery  we  have  continued  to  work 
in  close  cooperation  in  the  rehabilitation  of  neuro- 
surgical patients.  Cooperation  with  the  fracture 
service  is  excellent.  In  this  regard,  the  therapist  who 
sees  most  of  the  fracture  cases  attends  a  weekly 
fracture  conference  and  has  also  been  assigned  to 
the  fracture  clinic  for  two  hours  twice  weekly  to 
assist  in  outlining  physical  therapy  programs  for 
out-patients.  Studies  are  underway  utilizing  the 
measurement  of  electrical  potential  from  the  dis- 
eased muscles  of  patients  with  various  neuromus- 
cular disorders  for  purposes  of  diagnosis  and 
evaluation  of  treatment. 

The  section  on  neurology  and  the  Study  Pro- 
gram in  Human  Ecology  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Harold  G.  Wolff  and  with  the  assistance  of 
Dr.  Lawrence  E.  Hinkle,  Jr.  has  continued  the 
broad  program  which  has  been  described  in  detail 
in  previous  annual  reports.  The  staff  has  continued 
its  study  of  homogenous  groups  of  American  men 
of  different  social  classes  and  occupations  in  two 
different  parts  of  the  country.  These  have  revealed 
significant  differences  in  the  prevalence  of  obesity, 
and  of  the  premonitory  signs  of  cardiovascular  dis- 


ease in  the  two  groups,  which  appear  to  be  related 
to  their  different  ways  of  life.  Together  with  Dr. 
S.  B.  Penick  further  studies  have  been  undertaken 
in  the  pathogenesis  of  obesity,  focusing  upon  eating 
patterns,  the  effects  of  changing  life  situations,  and 
the  hormonal  control  of  appetite.  Studies  of  a  num- 
ber of  different  national  and  population  groups  are 
being  conducted  by  the  staff;  these  include  Hun- 
garians, Chinese  and  others.  A  major  effort  of  this 
laboratory  has  been  the  study  of  the  cerebrospinal 
fluid.  Some  of  these  studies  are  concerned  with 
attempts  to  gather  evidence  that  there  is  a  disturb- 
ance in  the  metabolism  of  the  central  nervous  sys- 
tem in  patients  with  schizophrenia.  Other  studies 
are  directed  at  cerebrospinal  fluid  protein,  polypep- 
tide and  proteolytic  enzyme  systems  in  patients 
with  and  without  central  nervous  system  disease. 
The  pre-eminent  observations  on  migraine  head- 
ache accountable  to  this  group  have  continued. 

Dr.  George  G.  Reader  and  his  associates  in  the 
general  medical  clinic  have  continued  their  pro- 
gram of  research  in  patient  care.  The  organized 
experiences  in  this  clinic  during  the  last  eight  years 
have  been  of  great  value  in  the  planning  of  the  new 
clinic  facilities.  Studies  have  been  completed  on  the 
costs  of  ambulatory  care,  the  patient's  concept  and 
acceptance  of  the  "sick  role,"  and  attitudes  of  pa- 
tients towards  health  and  fitness.  The  first  phase  of 
a  long-term  study  of  the  nursing  needs  of  the 
chronically  ill  patient  has  been  completed. 

The  Vincent  Astor  Diagnostic  Service  provided 
comprehensive  diagnostic  services  for  2,356  patients 
during  1959.  This  increase  above  the  2,193  patients 
served  in  1958  continues  the  trend  of  recent  years. 
More  than  half  of  the  patients  seen  in  this  service 
are  executives  or  participants  in  periodic  health 
evaluation  programs  of  cooperating  corporations. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  OBSTETRICS 
AND  GYNECOLOGY 

In  the  Lying-in  Hospital  13,586  patients,  includ- 
ing newborn  and  seven  infant  boarders,  were  dis- 
charged during  the  year,  an  increase  of  12  per  cent 
over  1958.  Of  the  adult  discharges  6,002  were  ob- 
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stetrical.  There  were  4,938  deliveries  (4,992  babies) , 
representing  a  14.3  per  cent  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  is  not  only  the  largest  yearly  total 
since  the  hospital  opened  at  its  present  location,  but 
the  largest  percentage  increase  in  a  single  year. 
Pavilion  adult  obstetrical  discharges  comprised  51.3 
per  cent  of  the  total,  partly  as  a  result  of  the  arrange- 
ment with  Metropolitan  Hospital  to  transfer  pa- 
tients to  the  Lying-in.  This  increased  number  of 
patients  has  been  cared  for  without  overcrowding 
of  the  pavilions,  and  provides  an  optimum  number 
of  patients  for  the  teaching  program. 

Among  6,002  obstetrical  discharges  three  mater- 
nal deaths,  from  non-obstetric  causes,  occurred; 
one  28  days  after  delivery  due  to  Cushing's  disease 
and  massive  cerebral  hemorrhage,  another  due  to 
intractable  status  asthmaticus  in  a  patient  in  her 
22nd  week  of  gestation,  and  the  third  due  to  con- 
genital heart  disease.  Autopsy  was  performed  in 
each  instance. 

Perinatal  mortality  among  the  4,992  infants 
weighing  500  or  more  grams  (1.1  pounds)  num- 
bered 121,  or  2.4  per  cent.  Three-quarters  of  all 
perinatal  deaths  occurred  in  premature  infants. 

Gynecological  discharges  numbered  2,585,  again 
the  largest  number  for  any  year.  Of  these,  2,363  had 
one  or  more  operative  procedures  performed.  The 
situation  on  the  gynecological  service,  however,  is 
less  than  ideal  for  teaching  purposes,  with  only  38.7 
per  cent  of  patients  this  year  from  the  pavilions. 
There  were  10  deaths,  all  in  patients  with  malig- 
nant neoplastic  disease.  On  three  occasions  each  the 
site  of  origin  of  these  tumors  was  the  ovary,  the 
endometrium  and  the  cervix.  In  the  tenth  patient 
the  tumor  developed  in  the  parametrium.  Autop- 
sies were  performed  in  nine  of  these  cases. 

Funds  were  provided  for  the  improvement  of 
nursery  facilities  and  some  rehabilitation  of  the 
pavilions.  The  nursery  on  the  first  floor  pavilion 
was  closed  for  reconstruction  for  three  and  one- 
half  months.  The  new  nursery  is  completed  and  is 
modern  in  every  respect.  It  is  divided  into  four 
bassinet  units,  it  has  air  conditioning  with  both 
temperature  and  humidity  control  and  a   pres- 


surized circulation  of  clean  air.  Funds  are  now 
available  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  nursery  on 
the  second  floor  pavilion  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
this  work  will  start  in  May  i960.  At  the  same  time 
complete  reconstruction  will  begin  of  the  third 
floor  pavilion. This  will  be  a  rooming-in  unit  which 
will  consist  of  six  modules,  each  containing  facil- 
ities for  the  care  of  four  mothers  and  four  babies. 

Dr.  Roy  W.  Bonsnes,  Chemist  to  The  Lying-in 
Hospital,  in  collaboration  with  Drs.  Edward  Tol- 
stoi and  William  P.  Given,  has  continued  collect- 
ing data  on  the  glucocorticoids  throughout  preg- 
nancy in  women  with  diabetes  mellitus.  He  and 
Dr.  William  J.  Sweeney  are  also  investigating  the 
acid-base  status  of  the  pregnant  woman  as  part  of  a 
continuing  study  of  fluid  and  electrolyte  problems 
and  kidney  function  in  obstetrical  patients.  In  col- 
laboration with  Dr.  Robert  C.  Knapp  he  is  study- 
ing the  variation  in  renal  dead-space  time  which 
occurs  as  a  function  of  urine  flow  throughout  preg- 
nancy. This  value  has  an  important  bearing  on  the 
calculations  of  renal  clearances. 

Dr.  Given  is  continuing  to  cooperate  in  a  double- 
blind  study  to  determine  the  effectiveness  of  sex 
hormones  in  the  treatment  of  the  pregnant  diabetic. 

The  long-term  habitual  abortion  study  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Edward  A.  Mann  is  now  in  its 
sixth  year.  To  date  240  habitual  aborters,  all  of 
whom  have  had  at  least  three  consecutive  miscar- 
riages, have  been  intensively  investigated  both 
psychologically  and  gynecologically.  The  exper- 
ience thus  far  indicates  that  the  habitual  abortion 
syndrome  (which  in  the  United  States  alone  ac- 
counts for  the  annual  loss  of  some  48,000  fetal  lives) 
is  in  the  majority  of  cases  emotionally  determined 
and  remarkably  responsive  to  psychotherapy.  Of 
the  no  pathology-free  habitual  aborters  thus  far 
treated  with  psychotherapy  and  followed  through 
a  pregnancy,  80  per  cent  have  delivered  normal, 
full-term  infants.  Some  40  of  these  successfully  de- 
livered patients  have  been  followed  through  one  or 
more  subsequent  pregnancies  with  a  miscarriage 
rate  of  only  13  per  cent.  Dr.  Elaine  Grimm,  clinical 
psychologist  for  the  study,  is  now  in  the  process  of 
preparing  for  publication  an  analysis  of  the  psycho- 
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logic  data  (Rohrschach,  Thematic  Apperception 
and  Wechsler-Bellevue  test  results)  on  the  study 
group,  which  includes  controls  as  well  as  aborters. 
Her  findings  should  provide  many  helpful  clinical 
leads  for  obstetricians  and  gynecologists  interested 
in  this  problem. 

In  addition  to  the  psychological  investigation 
several  parallel  mechanismai  studies  are  under 
way.  By  way  of  a  newly  devised  two-stage  intra- 
uterine balloon,  Dr.  Mann  in  association  with  Dr. 
William  D.  McLarn  has  performed  radiographic 
balloon  studies  on  over  350  habitual  aborters  and 
on  over  100  non-aborting  controls.  For  the  past  year 
the  balloon  studies  have  been  done  with  a  cine- 
fluorographic  unit  which  was  acquired  with  funds 
received  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 
Since  the  acquisition  of  this  new  equipment,  Dr. 
David  B.  Hayt  from  the  Department  of  Radiology 
has  acted  as  fluoroscopist  for  the  study.  Three 
major  research  awards  have  been  given  this  study 
during  the  past  year:  the  Foundation  Prize 
awarded  by  the  American  Association  of  Obstetri- 
cians and  Gynecologists;  the  American  Roentgen 
Ray  Society's  Bronze  Medal  Award;  and  the  Cum 
Latide  Award  in  clinical  research  given  annually 
by  the  Radiologic  Society  of  North  America. 

Associated  with  Dr.  Mann  in  other,  more  pre- 
liminary, side  studies  relating  to  blood  group  in- 
compatibility and  progesterone  metabolism  in 
habitual  abortion  are  Dr.  James  C.  Warenski  and 
Dr.  Irwin  R.  Merkatz  of  our  resident  staff. 

Dr.  Sweeney  completed  during  the  year  a  triple 
blind  study  on  the  effectiveness  of  local  estrogens  in 
the  treatment  of  trichomoniasis.  In  cooperation 
with  Dr.  Csapo  of  The  Rockefeller  Institute  he  is 
conducting  a  study  on  the  effect  of  progesterone 
and  its  action  on  pregnant  uterine  muscle  strips. 
The  muscle  is  obtained  from  both  the  placenta  and 
non-placental  sites  at  the  time  of  cesarean  section 
and  the  strips  subsequently  tested  for  contractility 
and  progesterone  effect. 

Dr.  Sweeney  has  also  conducted  an  investigation 
of  the  anatomy  of  the  interstitial  portion  of  the 
fallopian   tube,   using   freshly   removed   surgical 


specimens.  The  oviducts  are  dissected  and  photo- 
graphed. The  study  indicates  that  the  interstitial 
portion  of  the  tube  runs  a  varied  and  often  devious 
course.  He  has  not  been  able  to  prove  the  existence 
of  a  tubal  anatomic  sphincter.  Attempts  have  been 
made  to  pass  polyethylene  catheters  through  the 
interstitial  portion  of  the  oviduct  at  the  time  of 
hysterectomy,  with  varied  success. 

Dr.  Sweeney  has  also  been  attempting  an  evalua- 
tion and  interpretation  of  the  tubal  insufflation  test, 
a  standard  clinical  procedure.  He  has  also  devised 
a  new  vaginal  retractor  for  use  during  the  perform- 
ance of  vaginal  hysterectomy;  and  he  has  developed 
a  wheel  chair  which  converts  into  an  examining 
table  for  use  with  patients  suffering  from  multiple 
sclerosis. 

Dr.  Graham  G.  Hawks  has  commenced  a  study 
of  all  problems  relating  to  breech  presentation  and 
delivery,  and  has  reviewed  in  detail  the  records  of 
over  4,000  patients. 

A  study  of  sodium-24  uterine  muscle  clearance  in 
late  pregnancy  is  being  continued  by  Dr.  Robert 
Landesman,  with  observations  having  been  made 
on  114  patients.  The  purpose  of  this  study  was  to 
reconfirm  and  expand  the  original  reports  of  the 
British  workers. 

Newer  derivatives  of  chlorothiazide  have  been 
employed  in  the  toxemia  clinic  and  indicate  equal 
efficiency.  Some  have  a  dose  of  1/100  of  chlorothia- 
zide and  yet  the  clinical  efficiency  of  the  drug  is 
unchanged.  The  more  recent  derivatives  do  not 
produce  the  high  acid  blood  levels.  Medication  may 
be  continued  for  many  weeks  if  adequate  potas- 
sium is  in  the  diet  and  normal  kidney  function  is 
present.  The  absence  of  a  prompt  clinical  response 
to  a  chlorothiazide  compound  indicates  most  prob- 
ably a  serious  toxemia  process.  At  the  present  time 
we  have  begun  to  use  an  anti-aldosterone  agent.  Its 
value  in  toxemia  is  as  yet  undetermined. 

The  hypotensive  action  of  reserpine  in  obstetrical 
anesthesia  was  reviewed  in  149  patients.  Hvpoten- 
sion  results  with  greater  frequency  in  reserpine  pre- 
treated  patients  during  general  anesthesia.  Pento- 
thal  and  cyclopropane  produce  the  most  severe 
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hypotension.  The  hypotensive  episodes  following 
reserpine  therapy  were  not  of  great  severity  unless 
associated  with  hemorrhage.  The  risk  of  reserpine 
therapy  throughout  pregnancy  must  be  evaluated 
carefully  for  each  individual  patient. 

Equipment  has  been  assembled  to  determine 
total  body  plasma  volume  with  iodine-131  albumin 
and  total  red  blood  cell  mass  with  chromium-51. 
With  the  new  type  spectrometer  it  is  hoped  that  the 
gamma  irradiation  of  the  two  isotopes  may  be 
counted  separately  on  the  same  sample.  This  tech- 
nique will  be  used  to  determine  normal  levels  in 
pregnancy,  in  severe  hemorrhage,  in  chronic  blood 
loss,  in  toxemia,  in  heart  disease  in  pregnancy,  and 
in  various  types  of  gynecological  surgery.  A  practi- 
cal application  of  this  work  will  be  more  accurately 
determined  blood  replacement. 

Dr.  Thomas  F.  Dillon  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Biochemistry  has  continued  the  in- 
vestigation of  posterior  pituitary  substances  and  the 
clinical  application  of  these  drugs.  Work  has  con- 
tinued in  the  control  of  blood  loss  during  gyne- 
cological surgery,  using  vasopressin  and  the  com- 
mercial product  Pitressin.  The  latter  substance  has 
proved  to  be  as  efficient  a  hemostatic  agent  as  the 
purified  compound.  Some  150  cases  have  now  been 
studied,  with  a  very  significant  reduction  of  blood 
loss  in  many  different  types  of  surgery.  No  compli- 
cations have  been  encountered. 

The  administration  of  Pitocin  incorporated  in 
transbuccal  tablets  has  been  investigated  in  some 
35  postpartum  patients  for  its  "milk  let-down" 
effect,  with  results  comparable  to  those  obtained 
with  intravenous  or  intramuscular  administration. 
A  study  was  also  conducted  by  Dr.  Dillon  to  in- 
vestigate the  possibility  of  the  use  of  transbuccal 
Pitocin  for  the  induction  and  stimulation  of  labor. 

Dr.  Robert  N.  Melnick  has  supervised  the  special 
gynecologic  clinic  inaugurated  for  the  follow-up  of 
patients  with  atypical  vaginal  smears  or  those  in 
whom  a  diagnosis  of  intraepithelial  carcinoma  has 
been  made  followed  by  amputation  of  the  cervix  or 
cone  biopsy.  There  are  now  some  90  patients  in  this 
series,  14  of  whom  had  a  diagnosis  of  intraepithelial 


carcinoma  of  the  cervix.  The  smears  in  this  study 
are  all  processed  by  the  Papanicolaou  Research 
Laboratory  and  personally  reviewed  by  Dr.  Papa- 
nicolaou. This  is  a  most  valuable  clinic  and  pro- 
vides much  material  for  research  purposes  as  well 
as  for  good  patient  care.  Dr.  Melnick  is  also  super- 
vising a  study  of  routine  vaginal  smears  on  all 
patients  in  the  antepartum  clinic. 

Dr.  Curtis  L.  Mendelson  is  on  leave  of  absence 
and  Dr.  Robert  C.  Knapp  is  taking  his  place  in 
charge  of  the  obstetrical  cardiac  clinic.  He  has  been 
actively  investigating  circulatory  responses  to  the 
Valsalva  maneuver  in  an  attempt  to  develop  a 
simple  test  of  cardiac  function  without  catheteriza- 
tion. In  addition  he  has  completed  a  study  of  septic 
abortion  which  has  been  accepted  for  publication. 

Dr.  Elmer  E.  Kramer,  with  the  assistance  of  Dr. 
E.  William  Davis,  has  continued  in  charge  of  the 
pathological  laboratory.  Dr.  Davis  has  during  the 
past  year  acquired  the  necessary  apparatus  for  pho- 
tomicrographic  preparations  of  pathological  mate- 
rial. He  is  enlarging  our  collection  of  unusual  and 
interesting  pathological  material  in  this  manner. 
Dr.  Davis  also  continues  to  serve  as  consultant  to 
the  Youth  Consultation  Service  at  Dana  House, 
with  bi-weekly  conferences  and  visits  to  that  insti- 
tution. We  have  now  delivered  over  100  patients 
from  this  new  facility  on  our  pavilion  service. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 

Postmortem  examinations  were  made  in  75  per 
cent  of  the  deaths  that  occurred  in  the  Hospital 
during  1959. 

Members  of  the  staff  are  active  in  research.  Dr. 
John  G.  Kidd  continues  his  studies  on  effects  of 
arsenic-azo-proteins  on  mouse  lymphoma  cells  in 
vivo.  Dr.  John  T.  Ellis  is  studying  the  nature  and 
pathogenesis  of  necrosis  of  skeletal  muscle  in- 
duced by  multiple  injections  of  adrenocortical  hor- 
mones. The  pathogenesis  of  rheumatic  and  other 
cardiovascular  diseases  continues  to  interest  Dr. 
George  E.  Murphy.  Dr.  Goetz  W.  Richter  has  been 
engaged  with  the  application  of  electron  micro- 
diffraction  to  the  study  of  cell  constituents.  He  is

investigating  the  cellular  transformation  o£  in- 
jected colloidal  iron  complexes  into  ferritin  and 
hemosiderin,  also  the  nature  of  hemosiderin  in 
idiopathic  hemochromatosis  and  secondary  hemo- 
siderosis, and  the  fine  structure  of  protein  mole- 
cules (apoferritin,  hemosiderin,  antibodies).  Dr. 
John  F.  Seybolt  and  the  staff  of  the  Papanicolaou 
Cytology  Laboratory  carry  on  a  comparative  evalu- 
ation of  cytologic,  pathologic  and  clinical  findings 
in  cancer  of  various  organs.  Dr.  F.  Stephen  Vogel 
has  continued  his  work  on  the  effects  of  ionizing 
radiation  upon  the  central  nervous  system,  and  has 
also  investigated  the  effects  of  cellular  state  upon 
susceptibility  to  viruses.  He  has  initiated  studies  of 
the  deposition  of  exogenous  copper  in  experimen- 
tal animals,  with  reference  to  hepatolenticular 
degeneration. 

CENTRAL  LABORATORIES 

The  total  number  of  procedures  during  1959  ex- 
ceeded 600,000  for  the  first  time,  an  increase  of 
more  than  10  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 
Striking  increases  occurred  in  all  the  major  labora- 
tories, and  particularly  the  Blood  Bank  and  the 
bacteriology  and  chemistry  laboratories.  Blood 
transfusions  numbered  more  than  12,000.  The 
blood  coagulation  laboratory  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  S.  F.  Rabiner  performed  almost  20,000  tests 
during  its  first  year  of  operation.  The  sharp  in- 
crease in  the  work  of  the  bacteriology  laboratory 
was  due  in  part  to  growing  concern  over  the  inci- 
dence of  staphylococcal  infections,  in  the  study  of 
which  this  laboratory  played  a  central  role.  Also, 
during  1959  the  chemical  determinations  previously 
done  in  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  were  taken 
over  almost  completely  by  the  Central  Labora- 
tories. The  rate  of  growth  has  posed  great  prob- 
lems of  personnel  and  space.  In  small  part  these 
have  been  met  by  the  acquisition  of  new  automatic 
equipment  as  soon  as  its  value  has  been  established. 
Dr.  Aaron  Kellner  and  Dr.  Robert  Hirsch  have 
continued  their  investigation  into  the  inhibition  of 
lipoprotein  lipase  activity  following  injection  of 
crude  pituitary  extracts,  and  acceleration  of  blood 
coagulation  during  the  clearing  of  lipid  emulsions. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDIATRICS 

The  in-patient  service  has  added  a  two-bed  con- 
stant care  unit  for  non-infectious  patients  who  need 
special  nursing.  The  area  was  opened  in  November 
and  is  serving  as  a  pilot  unit  with  prospects  of 
expansion. 

The  newborn  nursery  has  been  completely  re- 
constructed with  the  special  purpose  of  preventing 
cross-infection. The  Committee  on  Fetus  and  New- 
born of  the  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics  has 
adopted  this  design  as  a  model  in  its  recommenda- 
tions for  the  care  of  newborn  infants.  A  relatively 
inexpensive  ultra-violet  light  apparatus  is  being 
tested  for  its  effect  on  cross-infection.  Studies  are 
under  way  on  the  biology  and  ecology  of  staphylo- 
coccal disease  to  determine  the  factors  which  pro- 
mote colonization  of  infants  and  factors  in  the 
development  of  manifest  disease.  The  possibility  of 
promoting  capsule  formation  by  staphylococci  is 
being  explored  in  the  hope  of  developing  typing 
methods  less  cumbersome  than  phage  typing. Polio- 
virus  immunity  is  being  studied  by  means  of 
dermal  sensitivity  tests  using  antigen  prepared  for 
all  three  types  of  polioviruses.  Tests  are  in  progress 
to  determine  the  reliability  of  this  material  as  an 
index  of  immunity.  Studies  of  viral  infections  in 
newborn  and  premature  infants  reveal  that  infants 
tolerate  such  infections  much  better  than  most  chil- 
dren and  adults.  Antibody  responses  are  unexpect- 
edly rapid  and  immunity  appears  well  maintained. 
Premature  infants  produce  "incomplete"  rather 
than  "complete"  viral  particles.  A  long  term  study 
of  congenital  infections,  formerly  centered  on  toxo- 
plasmosis, has  expanded  to  study  the  pathogenesis 
of  various  viral  diseases  such  as  cytomegalic  inclu- 
sion body  disease,  herpes,  coxsackie,  etc.,  which 
may  be  acquired  congenitally. 

Five  "Institutes  in  the  Care  of  Premature  In- 
fants" were  conducted  during  the  year,  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  U.  S.  Children's  Bureau  and  the  N.  Y. 
State  Department  of  Health  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Charles  H.  Bauer  and  Mrs.  Louise 
Epting,  R.N.  Among  the  88  doctors  and  nurses 
attending  were  representatives  of  eight  foreign 
countries. 
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A  study  of  growth  and  clinical  course  of  prema- 
ture infants  while  in  the  nursery  has  been  initiated 
by  Dr.  S.  Z.  Levine,  Dr.  Margaret  Dann,  Dr.  Mur- 
ray Davidson  and  Dr.  Bauer,  to  provide  a  compari- 
son of  infants  in  several  birth  weight  groups  receiv- 
ing different  diets  at  isocaloric  levels  in  which 
protein,  fat  and  salt  content  are  the  variables.  Dr. 
Dann  and  Miss  Elizabeth  V.  New,  psychologist, 
are  continuing  their  follow-up  studies  at  ages  4  to 
15  of  children  whose  birth  weights  were  near  1000 
grams. 

A  symposium  on  infant  nutrition  was  held  in 
October  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Nutrition  of  Cornell  University  at  Ithaca 
and  the  Department  of  Pediatrics,  with  additional 
sponsorship  from  a  number  of  other  medical 
organizations. 

The  special  rehabilitation  programs  for  patients 
with  cleft  palate,  speech  and  hearing  defects,  con- 
genital heart  disease,  and  convulsive  seizures  are 
conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  N.Y.  City  De- 
partment of  Health. 

The  Adolescent  Clinic  has  expanded  in  scope, 
and  plans  are  under  way  for  closer  cooperation 
with  the  Department  of  Medicine  in  the  care  of 
patients  in  this  age  group. 

Dr.  Paul  F.  deGara  is  carrying  out  a  study  of 
skin  tests  with  a  number  of  air-borne  molds,  and  a 
follow-up  of  children  who  have  previously  attended 
the  Pediatric  Allergy  Clinic  is  evaluating  treatment 
and  the  natural  history  of  allergic  disorders. 

The  department  has  acquired  new  equipment, 
including  a  phonocardiograph,  blood  warming  ap- 
paratus and  a  warming  jacket  for  infants  receiving 
exchange  transfusion,  and  is  making  a  trial  of  a 
Byrd  respirator  lent  by  the  manufacturer.  A  most 
important  new  addition  is  an  image  intensifier 
with  television  monitor,  which  is  used  for  visual 
demonstration  of  the  cardiac  silhouette  in  well  chil- 
dren and  children  with  rheumatic  carditis  and 
other  cardiac  defects. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  May  G.  Wilson  a 
group  consisting  of  Dr.  Wan  Ngo  Lim,  Dr.  Ken- 
neth Tsuboi,  Dr.  Nathan  Epstein,  Dr.  Ann  McA. 


Birch,  Dr.  David  Roseman,  Dr.  Melville  G.Magida 
and  Dr.  Virginia  Mitty  continue  the  study  of  rheu- 
matic fever  and  carditis.  A  comparison  of  the  re- 
currence rates  of  rheumatic  carditis  among  chil- 
dren receiving  continuous  oral  penicillin  and  those 
receiving  it  only  on  indication  has  been  completed. 
A  long-term  follow-up  study  of  patients  exposed  to 
repeated  fluoroscopic  examination  revealed  no  dele- 
terious effect.  Documentation  of  the  heart  in  nor- 
mal and  abnormal  conditions  has  been  instituted 
for  correlation  of  physical,  phonocardiographic 
and  fluoroscopic  examinations,  using  the  image  in- 
tensifier. Additional  documentation  of  heart  size 
by  these  examinations  is  being  made  for  patients 
with  carditis  before  and  after  hormone  therapy. 
Investigations  of  metabolism  of  cardiac  tissues 
have  continued.  Analytical  techniques  for  study  of 
cardiac  nucleotides  were  published.  Studies  per- 
taining to  cardiac  failure  and  metabolism  of  phos- 
phate compounds,  using  phosphorus-32,  in  work- 
ing and  non-working  myocardium,  are  now  being 
prepared  for  publication.  Observations  on  nucleo- 
tide changes  associated  with  molecular  transfor- 
mation of  actin,  using  isotope-labeled  nucleotides, 
have  resulted  in  a  definition  of  the  reaction  mech- 
anism. Investigations  of  muscle  proteins  have  been 
extended  to  include  the  partition  of  muscle  pro- 
teins in  dystrophic  mice. 

The  pediatric  congenital  cardiac  group  made  up 
of  Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle,  Dr.  Henry  P.  Goldberg, 
Dr.  Tomiko  Ito,  Dr.  Jer  Master  and  Dr.  Emil 
Freundlich,  has  collaborated  with  the  Department 
of  Surgery  in  the  successful  establishment  of  an 
open  heart  surgery  program.  Congenital  defects 
amenable  to  correction  include  pulmonic  stenosis, 
both  valvular  and  infundibular,  aortic  stenosis, 
mitral  stenosis,  and  septal  defects  both  ventricular 
and  atrial.  The  high  success  rate  compares  favor- 
ably with  other  hospitals  engaged  in  similar  pro- 
grams. This  collaboration  has  also  resulted  in  the 
perfection  of  selective  aortography,  a  new  diag- 
nostic technic  which  is  helpful  in  patients  with 
abnormalities  of  the  aorta,  its  valve  and  its  vessels. 

Dr.  Murray  Davidson  has  been  interested  in 
fecal  fat  excretion  in  celiac  disease,  and  water  ab- 
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sorption  patterns  in  the  lower  rectum.  With  Dr. 
Bauer  a  clinical  analysis  is  under  way  of  the  natural 
history  and  response  to  therapy  of  chronic  diarrhea 
and  constipation.  Dr.  Bauer  has  also  continued  his 
long-term  follow-up  of  patients  with  glomerulo- 
nephritis, and  the  evaluation  of  the  Reardon  re- 
gime for  the  management  of  infants  born  to  dia- 
betic mothers. 

Biochemical  investigations  have  been  conducted 
by  Dr.  Norman  Kretchmer,  Dr.  Madoka  Shibuya, 
Dr.  Francis  T.  Kenney,  Dr.  Paul  Saville  and  Miss 
Helen  McNamara.  The  hormonal  regulation  of 
enzymatic  activities  during  late  fetal  and  early 
neonatal  life  was  studied  with  special  emphasis  on 
tyrosine-alpha-ketogluterate  transaminase.  The 
site  of  calcium  absorption  in  the  normal  kidney 
was  investigated  by  combining  techniques  of 
microdissection  and  autoradiography,  and  calcium 
was  localized  in  the  proximal  convoluted  tubule. 
These  investigations  have  now  been  extended  as  a 
group  project  with  investigators  in  other  centers, 
to  study  the  effect  of  hypervitaminosis  D  on  the 
localization  and  deposition  of  calcium  in  kidney, 
with  the  prospect  of  gaining  insight  into  mechan- 
isms of  stone  formation.  The  effect  of  lysine  on  the 
transport  of  calcium  across  the  intestine  in  children 
with  renal  failure  was  also  studied.  Another  study 
involved  the  changes  in  glycogen  in  liver  and 
kidney  during  development  of  the  intact  and  hypo- 
physectomized  rabbit  fetus,  the  mechanisms  of 
glycogen  deposition,  and  its  relationship  to  hor- 
monal stimulation. 

The  induction  of  experimental  nephrosis  in  rats 
by  the  injection  of  an  aminonucleoside  is  making 
possible  observations  of  the  biological  sequence  of 
events  in  the  kidney  in  this  disease.  The  investiga- 
tions include  metabolism  of  the  nephrotoxic  agent 
with  respect  to  organ  distribution,  specific  intra- 
cellular localization,  and  excretion.  The  possible 
conversion  of  the  aminonucleoside  to  another  com- 
pound and  its  effect  on  specific  enzyme  systems 
and  transport  mechanisms  will  be  followed. 

The  pediatric  hematology  team,  Drs.  Carl  H. 
Smith,  Marion  E.  Erlandson,  Margaret  W.  Hil- 


gartner  and  S.  F.  Rabiner,  have  been  engaged  in 
estimations  of  the  absorption  of  iron,  utilizing 
Iron-59,  in  patients  with  Cooley's  anemia,  to  de- 
termine the  effects  of  transfusion  therapy,  together 
with  its  secondary  effects  in  suppression  of  bone 
marrow  erythyroid  activity  upon  the  absorption  of 
test  doses  of  oral  iron.  The  investigadon  compares 
data  obtained  when  hemoglobin  concentration 
values  are  low  and  when  they  are  increased  follow- 
ing transfusion.  Status  of  erythropoietic  activity 
is  estimated  from  rates  (not  number)  of  reticulo- 
cytosis  and  normoblastosis  together  with  measured 
changes  in  the  total  body  content  of  fetal  globin. 

In  transfusion  hemosiderosis,  the  usual  protein 
functions  were  repeated  in  conjunction  with  co- 
agulation studies  to  estimate  liver  function,  as  re- 
flected by  the  status  of  proteins  required  for  co- 
agulation and  produced  within  the  liver. 

Study  of  the  genetic  inheritance  and  electro- 
phoretic  isolation  of  the  Stuart-Prower  factor  con- 
tinues. The  method  consists  of  measurement  of  the 
corrective  effect  of  electrophoretically  separated 
fractions  of  serum  on  the  coagulation  tests  of 
Stuart-Prower-deficient  serum.  Protoporphyrin  has 
been  isolated  from  normal  human  blood  for  use  in 
evaluation  of  utilizadon  of  exogenous  protopor- 
phyrin for  hemosynthesis  in  individuals  with 
homozygous  Cooley's  anemia. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PSYCHIATRY 

Diagnostic  studies  and  treatment  in  the  field  of 
psychiatry  must  consider  and  deal  with  the  indi- 
vidual personality,  with  its  psychological,  physical, 
environmental  and  cultural  factors.  The  in-patient 
service  of  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic 
includes,  therefore,  a  considerable  number  of  pa- 
tients for  whom  the  facilides  of  the  Medical  Center 
are  needed  to  clarify  unclear  problems  or  to  treat 
patients  in  conjunction  with  the  surgeons,  obste- 
tricians, internists  and  radiologists.  Similar  prob- 
lems and  the  use  of  integrated  services  occur  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department,  and  an  active  role  is 
played  by  the  psychiatric  consultation  service  in  the 
pavilions  of  The  New  York  Hospital. 
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The  research  work  of  the  department  is  directed 
at  clarification  in  all  these  aspects;  i.e.,  psychologi- 
cal, physiological  and  psychopathological  studies 
as  well  as  in  the  broad  field  of  social  and  preventive 
psychiatry.  In  this  limited  space,  a  few  projects  will 
be  selected  for  review  among  a  large  number  of 
research  activities. 

Investigations  of  chronic  alcoholism,  with  liberal 
support  from  the  George  F.  Baker  Trust,  are  car- 
ried out  by  Dr.  Peter  E.  Stokes  and  Dr.  Oskar 
Diethelm.  In  the  study  of  the  metabolism  of  alco- 
hol, the  rate  of  disappearance  of  alcohol  from  the 
blood  stream  following  intravenous  administration 
of  ethyl  alcohol,  was  determined.  The  influence  on 
the  rate  of  disappearance  of  alcohol  of  substances 
commonly  used  in  the  treatment  of  alcoholism 
such  as  glucose,  insulin,  cortisone,  is  investigated. 
Simultaneously,  emotional  reactions  as  they  appear 
spontaneously,  or  under  the  pressure  of  a  psycho- 
therapeutic interview  which  is  carried  out  at  this 
time  by  the  patient's  physician,  are  studied  by  bio- 
assay  methods  and  psychopathological  observa- 
tions. In  some  patients,  the  effect  of  alcohol  on  the 
alleviation  of  disturbing  emotions  was  consider- 
ably delayed  when  the  patient  expressed  his  emo- 
tions freely  and  repeatedly.  The  most  marked 
delaying  effect  was  observed  with  the  expression  of 
hostility  and  resentment.  It  has  not  become  clear 
as  yet  whether  a  similar  delay  may  occur  in  the 
metabolism  of  alcohol. 

The  research  work  in  thyroid  metabolism  has 
been  expanded  to  include  the  administration  of 
other  thyroid  compounds  in  addition  to  triiodothy- 
ronine. These  studies  are  carried  out  in  the  Metab- 
olism Unit  by  Dr.  Frederic  F.  Flach  and  Dr.  Peter 
E.  Stokes,  in  cooperation  with  the  Sloan-Kettering 
Institute  for  Cancer  Research.  A  study  to  deter- 
mine the  effects  of  triiodothyronine  on  steroid 
metabolism,  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Thomas  F. 
Gallagher  of  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute,  has 
given  promising  results  and  these  investigations 
will  be  condnued. 

Investigations  of  calcium  metabolism  have  re- 
vealed the  possibility  of  two  distinct  groups  of  re- 
sponse to  electric  convulsive  treatment.  The  first 


consisted  of  those  who  showed  a  decrease  in  urin- 
ary calcium  after  two  convulsions  administered  in 
one  week.  These  patients  reacted  well  to  a  course 
of  6  convulsions.  The  second  group  showed  no 
change  in  urinary  calcium  and  subsequently  evi- 
denced little  clinical  improvement. 

Among  the  clinical  psychopathological  studies, 
the  investigations  of  sexual  unrest  and  excitement, 
which  may  be  observed  in  all  types  of  psychiatric 
disorders,  should  be  mentioned.  They  can  be  re- 
current in  type  and  are  intense  in  psychopathic 
personalities,  disorganized  schizophrenic  patients 
and  in  emotionally  disturbed  adolescents.  It  ap- 
pears that  in  these  disorders  there  may  occur  an 
increased  amount  of  the  smooth  muscle  stimulat- 
ing polypeptide,  bradykinine.  This  increase  seems 
to  be  related  to  intense  emotions.  Dr.  Joseph  F. 
Reilly  and  Dr.  Oskar  Diethelm  continue  their 
studies  on  the  relationship  of  emodons  to  bio- 
chemical changes  in  the  blood  with  particular 
reference  to  serotonin  and  bradykinine. 

Members  of  the  psychiatric  staff,  together  with 
the  members  of  the  nursing  staff,  completed  one 
phase  of  a  study  to  develop  valid  methods  of  ob- 
servation and  charting  of  the  behavior  of  psychi- 
atric patients.  These  charts  which  show  the  ob- 
servations of  the  floor  nurses  are  important  in  the 
treatment  of  the  patients  and  for  research. 

Dr.  James  F.  Masterson,  Jr.,  together  with  sev- 
eral other  members  of  the  staff,  has  continued 
clinical  studies  of  adolescent  disorders.  A  five-year 
study  attempts  to  evaluate  the  mental  health  of 
these  patients  after  they  have  reached  maturity. 
Such  studies  are  important  because  it  is  difficult  to 
evaluate  psychiatric  disorders  which  appear  in 
adolescence.  Behavior  which  in  a  mature  person 
would  indicate  a  schizophrenic  illness  or  a  severe 
psychopathic  personality,  may,  in  some  adolescents, 
prove  to  be  a  transient  phase  with  a  good  prog- 
nosis for  a  stable  adult  life.  It  is  planned  to  follow 
a  sample  of  padents  and  non-patients  to  secure 
greater  understanding  of  the  natural  history  of 
adolescence  with  and  without  evident  disorders. 
In  addition  to  the  physical  development  of  adoles- 
cence, such  a  study  must  consider  environmental 
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and  cultural  influences.  These  studies  are  therefore 
done  in  collaboration  with  the  staff  of  social  psy- 
chiatry. 

WESTCHESTER  DIVISION 

During  the  year  The  New  York  Hospital- West- 
chester Division  admitted  342  patients. 

Of  the  371  patients  discharged,  21  per  cent  were 
considered  recovered  and  85  per  cent  of  all  patients 
discharged  were  definitely  benefited  by  treatment. 

Nine  physicians  joined  the  staff  to  receive  psy- 
chiatric training,  and  eight  physicians  completed 
their  residency  training  during  the  year. 

The  hall  for  the  treatment  of  young  boys  has 
proven  most  helpful  in  meeting  the  mental  health 
needs  of  the  community. 

The  staff  has  continued  to  make  progress  in  re- 
search, particularly  in  the  study  of  the  results  of 
the  treatment  of  boys  with  problems  of  delin- 
quency, the  effectiveness  of  tranquilizing  drugs, 
and  in  the  areas  of  alcoholism,  schizophrenia,  an- 
orexia nervosa  and  suicide. 

The  centralized  cafeteria  for  personnel  was 
opened  and  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the 
staff. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  RADIOLOGY 

This  department  has  been  undergoing  major 
structural  and  equipment  alterations.  A  completely 
remodeled  and  re-equipped  facility  for  private 
patient  care  is  now  in  operation  on  the  fifth  floor, 
and  professional  and  administrative  offices  for  the 
staff  are  efficiently  grouped  on  the  sixth  floor. 
Further  alterations  now  in  prospect  will  provide 
adequate  office  space  for  attending  and  resident 
staff.  While  these  changes  are  taking  place  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  prevent  any  decrease  in  the 
high  standards  of  patient  care  and  radiological 
support  supplied  the  other  clinical  services  and  to 
maintain  the  active  research  program  as  well  as  the 
teaching  responsibilities. 


In  July  a  fourth  year  of  resident  training  for 
three  candidates  was  initiated  and  has  proved  of 
great  benefit  to  the  hospital  and  to  the  department. 
The  three  vacancies  to  be  available  in  July  i960, 
were  filled  almost  a  year  in  advance. 

A  welcome  addition  to  the  undergraduate  teach- 
ing responsibility  was  the  invitation  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Anatomy  for  the  Department  of  Radiol- 
ogy to  participate  in  the  anatomy  course  for  the 
first  year  medical  students.  One  member  of  the  ra- 
diology staff  gives  lectures  and  group  demonstra- 
tions during  the  course  in  anatomy,  correlating 
roentgen  anatomy  with  gross  structural  anatomy. 
Dr.  Thane  Asch,  who  has  organized  and  presented 
the  radiological  material  for  this  course,  has  been 
given  the  additional  appointment  of  Instructor  in 
Anatomy. 

The  radiation  protection  program  which  was 
organized  and  put  into  operation  in  1958,  has  func- 
tioned very  well.  Miss  Elizabeth  Focht,  physicist 
in  the  Department  of  Radiology,  is  radiation  con- 
trol officer  for  the  Center  and  has  done  an  excellent 
and  thorough  job  of  cataloguing  all  of  the  users  of 
ionizing  radiations  and  identifying  areas  where 
any  radiation  hazard  might  exist.  She  has  also  been 
primarily  responsible  for  the  instructions  regarding 
radiation  hazards  and  methods  of  protection  that 
are  now  being  incorporated  in  the  House  Officers 
Manual  and  in  the  Nurses  Manual  of  Laboratory, 
X-ray  and  Ancillary  Services. 

Dr.  Kuo-York  Chynn,  an  assistant  attending 
radiologist  on  the  full  time  staff,  was  awarded  a 
special  trainee  fellowship  by  the  Division  of  Neu- 
rological Disease  of  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health.  He  began  in  January  a  year's  study  in  neu- 
roradiology at  the  National  Hospital  for  Nervous 
Diseases,  Queens  Square,  London,  and  will  also 
spend  about  a  month  in  the  Lysholm  Department 
of  Neuroradiology  of  the  Karolinska  Institute  in 
Stockholm.  On  his  return  to  his  former  position  it 
is  anticipated  that  his  specialized  knowledge  will 
result  in  better  patient  care  in  neuroradiologic 
problems,  and  that  a  more  efficient  and  effective 
teaching  program  in  this  field  can  be  offered  the 
house  staff  and  medical  students. 
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Dr.  Israel  Steinberg,  who  has  for  many  years 
been  on  the  staff  in  a  part  time  capacity,  has  now 
found  it  possible  to  devote  half-time  to  the  activi- 
ties of  the  department.  Dr.  Steinberg  is  noted  for 
his  contributions  in  angiocardiography  and  other 
cardiovascular  radiological  studies.  His  increased 
attendance  has  resulted  in  added  patient  service 
benefits  by  increasing  the  flexibility  of  scheduling 
complicated  cardiovascular  X-ray  studies,  and  has 
also  strengthened  the  teaching  and  research  pro- 
grams in  the  field  of  cardioradiology. 

The  main  research  effort  of  the  department 
centers  on  total  body  angiography,  a  visualization 
of  the  entire  circulation  in  man  in  a  single  sitting. 
A  modification  of  the  Robb-Steinberg  method  of 
intravenous  angiocardiography  will  provide  opa- 
cification of  the  entire  circulation  by  simultaneous 
and  rapid  injection  of  concentrated  organic  iodides 
and  precisely  timed  roentgenography.  Biplane  an- 
giocardiographic equipment  (Schonander)  pro- 
vides third  dimensional  studies  of  the  cardiovascu- 
lar system.  For  the  brain,  a  suitable  plane  roentgen 
apparatus  needs  to  be  perfected.  The  Schonander 
biplane  apparatus,  the  Sanchez-Perez  rapid  cassette 
device  (modified  for  biplane  studies)  and  the 
F-X-R  (biplane)  12  inch  square  roll  film  magazine 
are  commercially  available.  Clinical  trials  are 
needed  to  select  the  most  satisfactory.  For  abdomi- 
nal aortography,  modification  of  the  standard 
Bucky  grid  device  used  for  the  abdomen  will  have 
to  be  developed  to  include  at  least  two  exposures 
at  two-second  intervals.  Another  Bucky  grid  ap- 
paratus at  right  angles  to  provide  biplane  studies 
of  the  abdominal  aorta  also  needs  to  be  engineered. 
For  peripheral  arteriography,  unusually  long  cas- 
settes (at  least  36  inches)  and  probably  in  a  single 
plane  may  prove  satisfactory. 

This  research  has  extensive  clinical  significance. 
It  is  generally  accepted  that  biplane  angiocardi- 
ography enhances  the  diagnosis  of  congenital  and 
acquired  heart  and  pulmonary  disease.  It  also  per- 
mits cardiac  chamber  volumetric  measurements 
and  estimation  of  cardiac  output. 

Visualization  of  the  cerebral  circulation  via  the 
intravenous  route  will  obviate  complications  inci- 


dental to  arterial  injection  of  contract  materials, 
especially  because  the  vertebral  arteries  need  not 
be  punctured.  By  revealing  the  complete  arterial 
and  venous  circulations,  diagnosis  of  cerebral 
atrophy,  congenital  malformations  and  vascular 
anomalies  of  the  brain  will  be  enhanced.  Most 
important  is  the  opportunity  it  affords  to  evaluate 
the  effects  of  anticoagulants  in  the  treatment  of 
strokes. 

Intravenous  abdominal  aortography  will  make 
translumbar  aortography  obsolete.  By  visualizing 
the  renal  arterial  circulation,  anomalies,  throm- 
boses and  aneurysms  will  be  readily  revealed.  In 
hypertension,  unilateral  renal  arterial  changes  may 
indicate  the  need  of  nephrectomy.  The  rate  and 
degree  of  kidney  opacification  following  renal  ar- 
terial filling  may  also  yield  clues  to  the  renal  func- 
tion of  each  kidney. 

Abdominal  aortic  aneurysms  and  thromboses 
will  also  be  readily  revealed;  the  indications  for 
resection  and  grafting  will  become  more  evident. 

In  peripheral  vascular  disease,  the  entire  view  of 
the  abdominal  aorta  and  legs  will  provide  preci- 
sion in  diagnosis  previously  unobtainable.  It  will 
also  clearly  reveal  the  degree  of  collateral  circula- 
tion. Endarterectomy  and  grafting  will  then  be 
utilized  more  intelligently,  and,  most  important, 
following  surgery  the  results  may  be  readily  evalu- 
ated. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SURGERY 

The  Department  of  Surgery  consists  of  general 
surgery  and  the  six  specialties  of  neurosurgery, 
ophthalmology,  otolaryngology,  orthopedics,  plas- 
tic surgery  and  urology.  Orthopedic  surgery  is 
done  at  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  In  addi- 
tion there  are  supporting  sub-divisions  of  oral 
surgery,  surgical  pathology,  the  out-patient  clinics 
and  the  emergency  service.  The  senior  staff  num- 
bers approximately  170,  and  the  resident  staff  and 
fellows  70. 

Activities  in  the  year  1959  continued  the  trend  of 
recent  years,  increasing  productivity  in  patient  care, 
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research  and  teaching  responsibilities.  Following 
is  a  description  of  the  activities  of  the  various  com- 
ponents of  the  department. 

Open  heart  operations  with  the  use  of  the  pump- 
oxygenator  are  now  well  established  in  the  surgi- 
cal armamentarium  of  the  Hospital.  The  number 
of  patients  who  have  been  subjected  to  such  opera- 
tions passed  the  ioo  mark  in  the  latter  half  of  the 
year,  thus  constituting  the  largest  series  in  this  city. 
Both  congenital  and  acquired  cardiac  lesions  have 
been  treated  with  increasing  success.  The  most 
frequently  encountered  patients  suitable  for  open 
cardiotomy  have  been  those  with  communications 
between  the  chambers  of  the  heart.  In  addition, 
particular  success  has  been  achieved  where  sten- 
osis of  the  aortic  valve  has  been  attacked.  The  suc- 
cessful progress  of  the  program  has  been  founded 
on  the  teamwork  of  a  group  who  are  devoted  to  the 
evaluation  and  preparation  of  the  patients  for 
operation.  The  integration  of  efforts  has  been  car- 
ried effectively  into  the  postoperative  period.  Surgi- 
cal therapy  has  been  conducted  by  Dr.  Frank 
Glenn,  Dr.  George  R.  Holswade,  Dr.  S.  Frank 
Redo  and  Dr.  Edward  I.  Goldsmith.  They  have 
been  given  the  strong  support  of  Dr.  Harold 
Stewart  and  his  associates  from  the  Department  of 
Medicine,  Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle  and  Dr.  Henry 
Goldberg  and  staff  from  the  Department  of  Pedi- 
atrics, Dr.  Daniel  Lukas  and  his  colleagues  of  the 
cardiopulmonary  laboratory,  Dr.  Joseph  Artusio 
and  Dr.  Benjamin  Marbury  from  the  Department 
of  Anesthesiology,  Dr.  Israel  Steinberg  and  Dr. 
Nathaniel  Finby  of  the  Department  of  Radiology, 
and  Dr.  Curtis  Mendelson  from  the  Department 
of  Obstetrics.  Special  credit  should  be  given  the 
hospital  blood  bank  and  the  Central  Laboratories, 
for  only  through  the  splendid  cooperation  of  Dr. 
Aaron  Kellner,  Miss  Jane  Haber  and  Dr.  Robert 
Hirsch  has  the  open  heart  program  moved  smooth- 
ly ahead. 

Interest  has  continued  in  operations  for  cardiac 
abnormalities  not  requiring  the  use  of  the  pump- 
oxygenator.  Coarctation  of  the  aorta,  tetralogy  of 
Fallot,  mitral  stenosis  and  patent  ductus  arteriosus, 
for  example,  have  been  corrected  with  increased 


safety.  Mitral  valvulotomy  has  been  performed 
more  than  460  times.  A  detailed  report  of  the  ex- 
perience with  the  first  300  of  these  operations  was 
the  subject  of  a  monograph  published  in  August 
by  Dr.  Frank  Glenn  and  Dr.  Harold  Stewart. 

Dr.  S.  W.  Moore  and  Dr.  George  Wantz  have 
directed  the  surgical  treatment  of  aneurysms  and 
occlusive  disease  of  the  major  arteries.  During  this 
year  they  have  utilized  synthetic  prostheses  to  re- 
place diseased  arteries  or  to  by-pass  occluded  por- 
tions of  the  vascular  tree.  The  surgical  approach  to 
aneurysms  of  the  aorta  has  been  expanded  to  in- 
clude the  thoracic  portion  as  well  as  the  abdominal. 
The  long-term  evaluation  of  the  various  types  of 
vascular  replacement  has  continued  to  be  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  study. 

The  treatment  of  malignant  neoplasms  of  the 
stomach  has  continued  to  be  a  field  of  special  in- 
terest. A  review  by  Dr.  Beal  of  the  experience  with 
interposition  of  a  segment  of  jejunum  between  the 
esophagus  and  duodenum  after  total  gastrectomy 
has  demonstrated  that  this  procedure  can  be  ac- 
complished with  a  low  operative  mortality  and 
with  a  gratifying  improvement  in  gastrointestinal 
function.  Dr.  Bjorn  Thorbjarnarson,  Dr.  John 
Pearce  and  Dr.  Beal  completed  a  review  of  the 
treatment  of  sarcoma  of  the  stomach. 

The  Tumor  Registry  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  George  Cornell  has  continued  to  function 
effectively.  It  acts  to  assure  and  facilitate  the  follow- 
up  and  continued  care  of  patients  with  neoplastic 
disease,  to  gather  and  make  readily  available  sta- 
tistical information  regarding  the  Hospital's  ex- 
perience with  neoplastic  disease,  to  increase  the 
staff's  awareness  of  the  problems  presented  by  can- 
cer in  its  various  forms,  and  to  stimulate  study 
and  research  in  clinical  oncology. 

Dr.  Preston  A.  Wade  and  Dr.  Robert  L.  Patter- 
son have  continued  to  direct  studies  of  injured 
patients.  They  have  been  ably  assisted  by  Dr.  Paul 
Sk udder,  Surgeon  to  the  Emergency  Service,  and 
by  members  of  the  resident  staff. 

The  emergency  room  study,  authorized  and  sup- 
ported  by   the   Joint   Action   Committee  of  the 
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American  College  of  Surgeons,  the  National  Safety 
Council  and  the  American  Association  for  the  Sur- 
gery of  Trauma,  is  being  continued  at  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  James  R.  McCarroll  of  the  Department  of  Pre- 
ventive Medicine  and  Public  Health.  Under  the 
same  auspices  pedestrian  fatalities  have  been  stud- 
ied by  Dr.  William  Cooper  in  conjunction  with 
the  New  York  City  Police  Department  and  the 
Medical  Examiner's  office.  This  investigation  has 
been  expanded  to  include  non-fatal  pedestrian 
injuries. 

In  the  division  of  neurosurgery  Dr.  Bronson  Ray 
and  his  associates  have  continued  investigation  of 
surgical  ablation  of  the  hypophysis  for  mammary 
carcinoma,  and  the  procedure  has  now  been  carried 
out  on  approximately  385  patients.  An  evaluation 
of  the  first  343  cases  on  November  1,  showed  that 
144  patients  had  obtained  an  objective  remission. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  these  demon- 
strated regression  of  their  disease  and  21  were 
classified  as  having  had  an  arrest.  The  operative 
mortality  was  6.6  per  cent. 

Localization  of  intracranial  tumors  with  radio- 
active iodine  has  been  utilized.  Investigation  has 
been  made  of  destructive  lesions  in  the  globus 
pallidus.  A  study  to  determine  the  value  of  early 
arteriography  in  cerebrovascular  accidents  is  in 
progress  and  the  value  of  anticoagulant  therapy  in 
cerebral  thrombosis  is  being  assessed. 

In  ophthalmology  Drs.  John  McLean,  Miles 
Galin  and  Futaba  Aizawa  have  continued  their 
extensive  studies  on  intraocular  fluid  balance,  intra- 
ocular fluid  flow,  and  intraocular  pressure  relation- 
ships. One  of  the  byproducts  of  these  studies  has 
been  the  development  of  intravenous  and  oral  urea 
as  a  valuable  therapeutic  agent  in  glaucoma.  This 
form  of  therapy  has  virtually  abolished  the  hazard- 
ous emergency  operative  management  of  acute 
glaucoma,  thus  making  possible  much  safer  elec- 
tive surgery  after  the  acute  emergency  has  been 
managed  in  this  fashion.  A  series  of  patients  have 
been  so  treated  without  a  single  failure  or  serious 
complication.  This  form  of  treatment  is  also  ap- 
plicable as  an  adjunct  in  reducing  certain  compli- 


cations in  detached  retina  surgery,  and  is  under 
study  as  a  possible  treatment  in  certain  of  the  intra- 
ocular vascular  accidents. 

Dr.  Dan  Gordon's  low  vision  clinic  continues 
to  perform  a  very  important  service  in  visual  re- 
habilitation of  the  near  blind  who  cannot  be  aided 
by  medical  or  surgical  means. 

The  dental  and  oral  surgery  section  was  selected 
by  the  American  Dental  Association  to  demon- 
strate oral  surgical  procedures  for  the  centennial 
anniversary  meeting.  This  was  carried  out  by 
means  of  a  three-hour,  closed  circuit  television 
presentation  which  was  witnessed  by  more  than 
500  visitors  in  the  surgical  and  medical  college 
auditoriums.  One  kinescope  of  the  presentation  has 
been  made  into  four  half-hour  movies  which  have 
been  made  available  to  other  hospitals  and  dental 
societies. 

At  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  the  Caspary 
Research  Building  has  been  almost  completed. This 
facility,  which  will  be  directed  by  the  Philip  D. 
Wilson  Research  Foundation,  will  provide  three 
floors  of  research  laboratories  as  well  as  a  floor  for 
clinical  expansion.  The  excellent  laboratories  and 
animal  quarters  will  provide  an  optimum  environ- 
ment for  research  activities  in  the  field  of  ortho- 
pedic surgery. 

Special  clinics  at  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 
include  those  for  treatment  of  cerebral  palsy,  club 
feet,  scoliosis,  amputations  and  metabolic  bone 
diseases. 

The  resident  training  program  has  been  extended 
to  a  total  of  three  and  one-half  years.  A  period  of 
two  months  is  now  included  for  experience  on  the 
bone  tumor  service  at  Memorial  Hospital.  Two 
residents  spend  an  additional  six  months  as  Senior 
Orthopedic  Fellows,  during  which  time  each  is 
responsible  for  orthopedic  consultations  and  pres- 
entation of  cases  at  surgical  grand  rounds  among 
their  other  duties  on  the  orthopedic  service. 

In  the  division  of  otolaryngology,  directed  by  Dr. 
James  A.  Moore,  the  Speech  and  Hearing  Center 
continues  to  cooperate  with  the  State  of  New  York 
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Department  of  Health,  the  Bureau  of  Medical  Re- 
habilitation and  the  Bureau  for  Handicapped  Chil- 
dren. The  case  load  increased  slightly  during  the 
past  year.  Approximately  50  hard  of  hearing  chil- 
dren are  being  followed  in  conjunction  with  the 
State  conservation  of  health  program. 

The  plastic  surgery  section,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Herbert  Conway,  has  completed  a  five  year 
clinical  and  laboratory  study  on  keloids  which  is 
believed  to  be  a  significant  contribution.  Through 
tissue  culture  a  laboratory  test  has  been  developed 
which  will  demonstrate  accurately  the  differentia- 
tion of  keloids,  hypertrophic  scars  and  mature  scars. 

Clinical  investigation  and  out-patient  care  for 
speech  therapy  and  orthodontics  has  been  extended 
through  the  generous  support  of  the  Vincent  Astor 
Foundation.  Support  in  this  field  has  also  been  pro- 
vided by  The  New  York  Society  for  Crippled  Chil- 
dren and  Adults. 

Dr.  Victor  F.  Marshall  and  his  associates  have 
been  actively  continuing  the  investigation  of  uro- 
logical  disorders  in  children.  Evaluation  of  the 
treatment  of  the  megacystis  syndrome  and  vesi- 
coureteral reflux  is  continuing  and  papers  on  those 
subjects  will  be  published  shortly  in  The  journal  of 
Urology.  A  new  technique  for  the  functional  clo- 
sure of  exstrophy  of  the  bladder  was  employed 
during  the  year  with  hopeful  results,  but  it  is  not 
possible  to  give  a  full  evaluation  of  the  method 
until  further  follow-up  has  been  carried  out. 

A  study  of  renal  calculous  disease  with  Dr.  Mel- 
vin  Horwith  of  the  metabolic  division  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine  has  been  arranged.  Dur- 
ing 1959  an  intensive  study  was  made  of  oxalosis  in 
children. 

The  laboratories  for  surgical  research  provide 
assistance  on  clinical  problems  and  studies,  and  also 
conduct  investigations  in  basic  research  in  the  field 
of  surgery.  The  number  of  participants  in  research 
projects  has  increased,  and  new  areas  of  investiga- 
tion have  been  added.  Dr.  John  Beal  has  responsi- 
bility for  the  direction  of  research  activities. 

Dr.  William  Barnes  and  Dr.  Frank  Redo  have 
continued  their  work  on  isolation  and  identification 


of  an  inhibitor  of  pepsin  activity  which  is  re- 
coverable from  gastric  juice.  Using  electrophoretic 
and  chromatographic  techniques,  the  amino  acid 
constitution  of  the  inhibiting  substance  is  being 
analyzed.  The  amount  of  pepsin  inhibition  is  de- 
termined by  radioactive  iodinated  serum  albumin 
and  egg-albumin  digestion  methods.  Preliminary 
results  were  presented  at  the  Surgical  Forum  of  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons  in  October.  Drs. 
Barnes  and  Redo  are  also  continuing  their  studies 
of  prevention  of  reflux  esophagitis.  A  method  of 
esophago-gastrostomy  by  the  creation  of  a  submus- 
cular  tunnel  in  the  wall  of  the  stomach  was  devel- 
oped in  the  laboratory,  and  during  the  past  year  has 
been  applied  successfully  in  five  patients. 

A  continuation  of  experimental  peptic  ulceration 
has  been  carried  on  by  Dr.  Beal  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  Dr.  Kirby  Martin  of  the  Department  of 
Medicine.  The  interposition  of  a  segment  of  duo- 
denum in  various  portions  of  the  gastrointestinal 
tract  has  been  investigated  and  the  effect  of  this 
procedure  on  gastric  secretion  has  been  studied. 
Changes  in  acid  secretion  have  not  correlated  with 
the  development  of  peptic  ulceration  in  these 
studies,  and  the  mechanism  of  the  action  is  now 
the  subject  of  further  investigation.  Dr.  Beal  has 
continued  to  study  the  effect  of  stripping  the  gastric 
mucosa  from  the  gastric  wall  and  the  possibility  of 
replacing  it  by  other  types  of  epithelium. 

Bacteriological  studies  in  the  surgical  labora- 
tories have  been  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Peter 
Dineen,  assisted  by  Dr.  Henry  Mannix.  A  major 
field  of  interest  has  been  an  evaluation  of  the  surgi- 
cal scrub.  By  means  of  an  elaborate  technique  Dr. 
Mannix  has  been  determining  the  number  of  bac- 
teria present  on  the  hands  and  arms  of  surgeons 
both  in  the  laboratory  and  in  the  operating  rooms. 
New  bactericidal  agents  are  being  investigated  in 
the  hope  of  discovering  one  that  is  more  effective 
and  longer  acting. 

Investigation  has  continued  of  organ  specificity 
of  penicillin-resistant  organisms.  Because  of  the 
need  for  more  accurate  identification  of  strains  of 
staphylococci,  a  phage  typing  procedure  has  been 
established.  The  time-dose  relationship  study  of 
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staphylococcal  infections  continues.  A  study  of 
wound  infections  in  the  department  has  made  it 
possible  to  tabulate  and  record  accurately  the  inci- 
dence of  infections,  and  has  furnished  support  for 
appropriate  improvements  in  technique  on  the 
clinical  services. 

In  the  field  of  biliary  tract  problems  Dr.  Bjorn 
Thorbjarnarson  has  been  responsible  for  investiga- 
tive activities.  Measurements  of  total  biliary  flow  in 
patients  who  have  undergone  surgery  on  the  com- 
mon duct  have  indicated  so  far  that  total  biliary 
flow  is  dependent  more  on  body  weight  than  on 
other  factors  observed.  In  the  laboratory,  studies 
have  been  initiated  to  determine  the  individual  role 
of  the  stomach  and  various  parts  of  the  small  in- 
testine in  the  evacuation  of  the  gallbladder.  These 
studies  have  been  prompted  by  the  observed  and 
reported  changes  in  gallbladder  motility  following 
gastric  surgery  in  human  beings.  Laboratory 
studies  have  also  been  conducted  on  anatomical 
changes  following  trauma  to  the  ampulla  of  Vater. 
These  studies  are  pertinent  to  the  common  practice 
of  dilatation  of  the  lower  end  of  the  common  duct 
during  biliary  tract  surgery.  Experiments  have  been 
performed  on  animals,  dilating  the  ampulla  of 
Vater  to  at  least  three  times  its  normal  capacity;  the 
animals  have  then  been  sacrificed  at  various  inter- 
vals and  the  microscopic  changes  in  the  ampullary 
tissue  correlated  with  the  degree  of  trauma  and 
time  elapsed. 

Further  experiments  are  being  conducted  on  the 
feasibility  of  autotransplantation  of  parts  of  the 
canine  liver,  with  the  aim  of  demonstrating  ana- 
tomical and  physiological  survival  of  parts  of  liver 
tissue  separated  from  the  mother  organ  and  deriv- 
ing its  nourishment  from  an  artificially  created 
blood  supply. 

During  the  past  two  years  Dr.  Beal  and  Dr. 
George  Cornell  have  been  participating  in  study  of 
chemotherapeutic  agents  as  adjuvants  in  the  surgi- 
cal treatment  of  carcinoma  of  the  stomach,  colon 
and  breast,  as  part  of  a  national  cooperative  investi- 
gation supported  by  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Serv- 
ice. In  addition,  patients  with  inoperable  cancer 
have  been  given  chemotherapeutic  agents  in  an 


effort  to  halt  the  progress  of  the  malignant  neo- 
plasm. The  most  promising  drug  thus  far  has  been 
5-Flourouracil.  The  laboratory  has  in  all  cases 
given  valuable  support  in  the  ancillary  studies 
which  are  required  because  of  the  inherent  toxicity 
of  the  drugs.  Implantation  of  tumor  cells  in  the 
wound  at  the  time  of  operation  continues  to  be  a 
problem  that  confronts  surgeons.  Recently  a  series 
of  experiments  has  been  undertaken  to  study  the 
effectiveness  of  various  agents  in  preventing  this 
phenomenon. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  John  Draper  two  uro- 
logical  problems  have  been  pursued  in  the  surgical 
laboratories.  The  effect  of  bladder  epithelium  on 
bony  defects  has  been  investigated  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Dr.  Paul  Braunstein,  Dr.  Michael  Sierp  and 
Dr.  William  Samellas.  When  bilateral  defects  are 
created  in  the  ulnae,  accelerated  and  exaggerated 
bony  union  has  been  demonstrated  at  the  site  of 
application  of  bladder  epithelium,  while  the  con- 
trol site  has  been  found  to  have  non-union.  Gall- 
bladder epithelium  has  also  been  studied  but  does 
not  have  the  properties  of  osteogenesis  present  in 
bladder  epithelium.  An  exhibition  of  this  work 
received  honorable  mention  from  the  American 
Medical  Association.  At  present  biochemical 
studies  are  in  progress  in  an  attempt  to  isolate  the 
osteogenic  substance  responsible  for  this  effect. 

Renal  hypertension  is  the  subject  of  a  new  in- 
vestigation. Experimental  hypertension  is  produced 
by  the  insertion  of  a  thrombogenic  aluminum  alloy 
in  the  renal  arteries.  Renal  arteriograms  and  neph- 
rograms by  retrograde  femoral  catheterization  of 
the  aorta  are  employed.  Methods  for  increasing 
blood  flow  to  ischemic  kidneys  are  being  sought. 

In  metabolic  research,  direction  of  biochemical 
procedures  is  in  charge  of  Dr.  Helena  Gilder. 
Studies  of  changes  in  body  composition  after  major 
surgery  have  been  of  particular  interest  to  the  staff, 
and  measurement  of  changes  in  body  fat  has  been 
emphasized.  Patients  in  the  older  age  groups,  as 
well  as  those  who  are  malnourished,  have  been 
studied.  The  effect  of  administration  of  adequate 
caloric  and  nitrogen  intake  in  the  postoperative 
period  continues  to  receive  attention.  The  exper- 
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ience  over  the  past  five  years  is  now  the  subject  of 
analysis,  and  an  impressive  number  of  metabolic 
balance  studies  during  this  period  enhances  the 
value  of  the  accumulated  data.  Dr.  Gilder  con- 
tinued the  studies  of  fluid  and  electrolyte  exchange 
between  body  compartments.  These  investigations 
have  been  expanded  to  include  a  study  of  a  new 
group  of  compounds  that  have  been  reported  to 
antagonize  the  effects  of  aldosterone. 

The  study  of  absorption  after  various  gastro- 
intestinal operations  has  been  expanded,  with  bal- 
ance studies  carried  out  in  patients  with  total  gas- 
trectomy, pancreatic  insufficiency  and  ileostomy. 
Dr.  Cornell  and  Dr.  Beal  have  directed  these  in- 
vestigations with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Frank 
Moody,  Dr.  Edward  Ring,  Dr.  Charles  McSherry 
and  Dr.  William  Grafe. 

Patients  with  debilitating  diseases  and  with 
major  fluid  and  electrolyte  problems  have  received 
special  assistance  from  the  metabolic  section.  De- 
terminations of  urinary  electrolyte  excretion  and 
blood  volume  have  been  helpful  in  the  assessment 
and  correction  of  fluid  deficits  in  patients  with  ob- 
structing lesions  of  the  intestinal  tract  and  in  others 
with  serious  losses  of  fluids  from  gastrointestinal 
fistulae.  The  provision  of  special  high  caloric — high 
protein  formula  feedings  by  the  metabolic  dietitian 
has  been  of  significance  in  the  correction  of  serious 
nutritional  problems  in  a  number  of  patients. 

Cardiovascular  research  continues  to  be  a  major 
field  of  interest  in  the  surgical  laboratories.  The 
success  of  the  clinical  application  of  the  pump- 
oxygenator  in  open  heart  operations  on  patients  has 
been  based  on  experience  gained  in  the  laboratory 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Frank  Glenn  and  Dr. 
George  Holswade.  As  clinical  experience  increases, 
improvements  in  techniques,  both  technical  and 
functional,  continue  to  be  sought  in  the  laboratory. 
Efforts  are  being  made  to  further  improve  the  effi- 
ciency and  safety  of  the  pump-oxygenator.  Dr. 
Holswade  and  Dr.  Edward  Goldsmith  have  been 
investigating  profound  hypothermia  by  means  of  a 
heat  exchange  unit.  They  are  assessing  the  possi- 


bility of  permitting  open  heart  surgery  in  a  state  of 
suspended  animation  through  the  employment  of 
this  mechanism.  An  approach  to  direct  surgery  on 
the  aortic  valve  by  the  use  of  forward  perfusion  of 
the  coronary  arteries  is  being  evaluated  also  by 
these  investigators,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Dr. 
Mary  Allen  Engle  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics, 
they  have  been  experimenting  with  correction  of 
transposition  of  the  great  vessels  by  internal  and 
external  shunting  of  the  venous  return. 

Dr.  Frank  Redo  has  continued  investigation  of 
basic  cardiac  physiology,  using  an  isolated  perfused 
heart  preparation.  An  evaluation  of  the  effects  of 
prolonged  periods  of  cardioplegia  with  various 
methods  of  production  of  cardiac  arrest  is  nearing 
completion.  The  results  have  indicated  that  the 
longer  the  heart  is  arrested,  the  poorer  is  the  degree 
of  maximum  recovery. 

Dr.  Edward  Goldsmith,  in  cooperation  with  Dr. 
Nathaniel  Finby  of  the  Department  of  Radiology, 
has  continued  the  study  of  retrograde  aortography 
for  visualization  of  the  coronary  artery  circulation 
and  abnormalities  of  the  aortic  arch.  The  tech- 
niques developed  in  the  laboratory  have  now  been 
applied  to  clinical  problems,  and  this  method  ap- 
pears to  have  considerable  promise  in  the  elucida- 
tion of  obscure  problems  in  certain  abnormalities 
about  the  base  of  the  heart. 

The  Vincent  Astor  Foundation  has  continued  its 
generous  support  to  both  the  cardiovascular  work 
and  the  metabolic  section.  Assistance  for  surgical 
metabolism  has  also  been  received  from  the  Lillia 
Babbitt  Hyde  Foundation. 

In  concluding  this  report,  the  Medical  Board  and 
the  professional  staff  of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to 
the  Board  of  Governors  for  understanding  and 
sympathetic  support,  and  to  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey, 
Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt  and  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson 
for  their  counsel  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Director 


To  the  Board  of  Governors 

The  Society  of  the  New  Yorf{  Hospital 

Gentlemen : 

It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Direc- 
tor. Our  1 88th  year  of  continuous  operation  was 
characterized  by  labor  unrest  among  our  sister 
institutions  in  New  York  City  and  other  areas  of 
the  country,  by  intensified  planning  for  die  future 
and  by  continuing  efforts  to  secure  more  operat- 
ing income. 

LABOR  UNREST 

In  my  report  for  1958  I  discussed  at  length  the 
deepening  crisis  in  hospital  economics,  especially 
in  New  York  City  where  hospital  costs  have  been 
held  down  in  comparison  with  other  sections  of 
the  country  because  of  inadequate  income,  prin- 
cipally from  Blue  Cross  on  behalf  of  its  subscribers 
and  the  City  of  New  York  on  behalf  of  the  medi- 
cally indigent.  It  was  pointed  out  that  our  local 
voluntary  hospitals  were  suffering  from  four  kinds 
of  deficits  in  varying  proportions:  dollar  deficits, 
plant  deficits,  service  deficits  and  wage  deficits. 

This  last  deficit,  the  wage  deficit,  was  largely 
responsible  for  the  initiation  of  efforts  of  three 
unions  to  organize  hospital  employees.  The  im- 
mediate impetus  came  from  the  success  of  Local 
1 199  of  the  Retail  Drug  Employees'  Union  in  or- 
ganizing the  employees  of  Montefiore  Hospital 
and  negotiating  a  contract  with  the  hospital  in  late 
December  1958.  At  the  turn  of  the  year,  not  only 
Local  1 199,  but  also  Local  237  of  the  International 
Brotherhood  of  Teamsters  and  Local  302  of  the 
State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees  Union 
started  handing  out  organizing  leaflets  at  most  of 
our  voluntary  hospitals. 


Public  policy  as  expressed  through  state  and  fed- 
eral laws  exempts  non-profit  hospitals  from  the 
provisions  of  the  various  labor  laws.  Unionization 
presupposes  the  right  to  strike,  and  strikes  in  hos- 
pitals would  in  fact  be  against  the  sick  and  injured. 
Further,  there  are  no  profits  over  which  to  bargain. 
Jurisdictional  disputes,  work  stoppages  or  slow- 
downs would  be  intolerable  in  a  hospital  where 
the  lives  of  patients  might  be  jeopardized  by  the 
breakdown  of  some  essential  service. 

The  hospitals  therefore  reacted  vigorously 
through  the  establishment  of  a  Steering  Commit- 
tee under  the  auspices  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Hospital  Association.  This  committee  was  com- 
posed of  the  presidents,  administrators  and  labor 
lawyers  of  the  larger  hospitals  and  of  those  hos- 
pitals which  appeared  to  be  most  vulnerable  to 
unionization.  This  group  spent  untold  hours,  both 
day  and  night,  in  coordinating  activities,  supervis- 
ing public  relations  and  developing  policies  and 
procedures  calculated  to  forestall  unionization. 

Following  intensified  organizational  drives,  Lo- 
cal 1 199  struck  seven  voluntary  hospitals  on  May 
8,  1959.  Court  injunctions  in  both  Manhattan  and 
Brooklyn  emphatically  declared  the  strike  illegal. 
Nevertheless,  it  dragged  on  for  forty-six  days, 
when  it  was  finally  terminated  by  a  statement  of 
policy  presented  to  the  Mayor  by  the  seven  struck 
hospitals.  The  statement  declared  the  intentions  of 
those  hospitals  concerning  wages,  hours,  working 
conditions,  arbitration  of  grievances  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Permanent  Administrative  Commit- 
tee charged  with  the  responsibility  to  review  an- 
nually these  matters  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions concerning  them.  There  was  no  union  recog- 
nition and  no  union  contract. 

Subsequently,  thirty  more  of  the  ninety-seven 
voluntary  hospital  members  of  the  Greater  New 
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York  Hospital  Association  signed  the  statement 
of  policy. 

As  for  The  New  York  Hospital,  early  in  the 
three  unions'  organizing  drives,  the  teamsters 
designated  our  hospital  as  their  principal  target. 
From  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  early  September 
organizers  handed  out  leaflets  morning  and  night 
every  day  except  Sunday. 

On  March  25  we  were  picketed  for  twelve  hours. 
It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  em- 
ployees demonstrated  their  loyalty  to  the  Hospital 
through  100  per  cent  willingness  to  cross  the  picket 
lines.  There  was  perfect  attendance  on  all  shifts. 
When  offered  pay  to  join  the  demonstration,  not 
one  of  our  employees  accepted. 

EMPLOYEE  BENEFITS 

During  the  last  year  minimum  starting  wages 
for  jobs  in  the  lowest  classifications  have  been  in- 
creased to  $1.15  per  hour  (we  have  already  been  on 
the  forty  hour  week  for  several  years) ;  time  and  a 
half  pay  for  overtime  was  made  applicable  to  em- 
ployees of  all  departments;  free  United  Medical 
Service  insurance  for  in-hospital  doctor  fees  was 
provided;  each  employee  was  given  a  $1,000  group 
life  insurance  policy;  and  an  internal  grievance 
procedure  was  developed. 

These  benefits  were  in  addition  to  those  which 
had  previously  been  provided  and  which  included : 
periodic  wage  and  salary  increases  based  on  merit; 
a  minimum  of  two  weeks  paid  vacation  after  a 
year  of  employment;  nine  paid  holidays  per  year; 
paid  sick  leave  of  at  least  two  weeks  a  year  after  a 
year's  employment;  full  pay  while  on  jury  duty; 
three  days  absence  with  pay  in  the  event  of  a  death 
in  the  immediate  family;  free  medical  care  on  an 
ambulatory  basis  for  employees  and  their  depend- 
ents and  free  Blue  Cross  policies  for  in-hospital 
care;  pension  plan  in  conjunction  with  Federal 
Social  Security  and  group  life  insurance  and  free 
Blue  Cross  policies  for  pensioners;  workmen's 
compensation  insurance;  meals  served  at  cost  in 
our  various  cafeterias;  and  finally,  a  job  guidance 
program  through  which  any  employee  may  obtain 


advice  and  counseling  on  qualifications  for  jobs  of 
higher  classifications  and  on  public  educational 
facilities  available  to  him. 

In  spite  of  the  apparent  liberality  of  employee 
benefits,  we  wished  to  assure  ourselves  that  all 
personnel  policies  and  procedures,  including  wage 
and  salary  administration,  could  not  be  further  im- 
proved. To  this  end  the  management  consultants, 
Cresap,  McCormick  and  Paget,  were  retained  to 
make  a  thorough  study  and  recommendations  on 
these  matters.  The  program  was  completed  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  year,  coincidentally  with  the 
employment  of  a  new  Personnel  Director,  Mr. 
Conrad  S.  Hooper,  a  man  of  long  experience  in 
this  field.  The  recommendations  have  proved  help- 
ful and  will  be  implemented  during  the  coming 
year. 

However,  no  matter  how  liberal  benefits  may  be, 
employee  satisfaction  will  depend  in  large  measure 
on  environmental  factors,  principally  the  oppor- 
tunity to  identify  with  management  and  personal 
recognition  through  enlightened  supervision.  To 
these  ends  a  work  simplification  program  was 
initiated  in  1955,  in  which  all  employees  were  in- 
vited to  participate.  By  the  conference  technique 
employees  were  trained  in  the  use  of  industrial 
methods  aimed  at  making  their  own  jobs  easier. 
Recognition  of  those  whose  proposals  were 
adopted  was  accomplished  by  a  variety  of  methods, 
including  certificates,  publicity  and  luncheon  with 
the  Director. 

In  1957  a  training  director  was  employed  who 
conducts  conferences  for  administrative  depart- 
mental heads  and  supervisors  at  all  levels  on  such 
subjects  as  motivating  employees,  interviewing 
and  coaching,  span  of  control,  delegation  of  re- 
sponsibility and  authority,  organizational  patterns, 
communications,  and  problem  solving,  the  latter 
often  on  an  individual  basis. 

The  effectiveness  of  these  programs  is  difficult 
to  assess.  But  there  seems  little  doubt  that  they  have 
played  their  part  in  developing  attitudes  among 
our  employees  which  make  them  less  susceptible 
to  unionization.  One  objective  measurement,  per- 
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sonnel  turn-over,  suggests  a  degree  of  success.  This 
indicator,  which  averages  approximately  60  per 
cent  per  year  for  hospitals  country-wide,  has 
shrunk  from  the  lowest  recorded  figure  for  The 
New  York  Hospital  of  49.1  in  1958  to  41.9  in  1959. 

FUTURE  PLANNING 

As  we  approach  the  beginning  of  our  third  cen- 
tury of  service  to  the  community,  not  only  in 
health  care,  but  also  in  education  and  training  and 
in  research,  it  is  appropriate  that  we  should  look 
forward,  estimate  the  various  socio-economic  fac- 
tors that  will  affect  us  in  the  future  and  lay  our 
plans  accordingly.  To  this  end,  several  long  meet- 
ings of  the  Center's  principal  administrative  offi- 
cers with  the  chiefs  of  the  clinical  services  and  of 
pathology  and  radiology  have  been  held. 

All  available  data  were  assembled  relating  to 
demology,  especially  in  New  York  City,  and  its 
various  boroughs  and  districts,  health  care  costs, 
growth  and  changes  in  both  voluntary  and  com- 
mercial health  insurance,  the  rapid  increase  in  per 
family  income  and  much  related  information. 
Statistically  significant  samplings  were  made  of 
our  own  patients  with  respect  to  residence,  insur- 
ance, reasons  for  coming  to  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital and  similar  matters.  From  the  study  of  these 
data  certain  long-term  trends  became  apparent  and 
pointed  the  way  towards  gradual  changes  in  medi- 
cal staff  organization. 

The  nub  of  the  problem  may  be  put  in  the  form 
of  a  question:  in  the  face  of  rapid  increase  in  family 
income,  continuing  extension  of  health  insurance 
benefits  and  further  increase  in  numbers  of  people 
carrying  some  form  of  health  insurance,  from 
where  are  the  patients  which  are  needed  for  our 
educational,  training  and  research  programs  com- 
ing and  what  facilities  and  services  must  be  pro- 
vided them?  Clearly  the  numbers  of  economically 
underprivileged  clinic  patients  are  gradually  de- 
creasing. This  trend  will  unquestionably  continue. 
Equally  clearly  it  is  evident  that  we  must  provide 
the  facilities,  staff  organization  and  surroundings 
which  will  attract  those  patients  who  are  insured 


or  who  can  afford  to  pay  their  own  way  in  whole 
or  in  part. 

The  physical  additions  and  changes  in  our  plant 
structure,  either  in  progress  or  the  planning  stage, 
as  described  in  the  Report  of  the  President,  are  con- 
sistent with  our  long-  term  objectives.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  of  the  Doctor  Connie  Guion  Build- 
ing, the  construction  of  which  went  steadily  for- 
ward during  the  year.  Its  facilities  for  the  admis- 
sion, diagnosis  and  treatment  of  ambulant  patients 
and  appropriate  adjustments  in  medical  staff  or- 
ganization should  together  assure  an  adequate 
supply  of  patients  to  cooperate  in  our  teaching 
programs  in  future  years,  may  partly  alleviate  the 
financial  loss  of  operating  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  should  permit  more  extensive  treatment 
of  the  ambulant  patient,  so  as  to  reduce  the  neces- 
sity of  utilizing  expensive  in-hospital  beds. 

The  discussions  at  the  meetings  referred  to 
above  pointed  up  the  need  for  additional  funds  to 
improve,  expand  and  modernize  our  plant  in  ac- 
cordance with  projected  needs,  and  to  assure  the 
financial  integrity  of  the  Center  as  a  whole.  As  the 
year  ended,  documentation  of  specific  financial 
needs  was  being  developed  as  a  starting  point  for 
a  Center-wide  fund  raising  drive. 

RECORD  OF  SERVICE 

The  Society  through  its  three  divisions,  The 
New  York  Hospital,  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric 
Clinic  and  Westchester  Division,  admitted  more 
in-patients,  33,672,  than  in  any  other  year  of  its 
history.  This  increase  in  service  was  entirely  re- 
ferable to  the  private  and  semi-private  services  at 
The  New  York  Hospital  where  all  previous  rec- 
ords were  shattered.  Due  to  the  recent  establish- 
ment of  psychiatric  units  in  several  of  the  larger 
Manhattan  hospitals,  the  development  of  new 
drugs  and  greater  emphasis  on  the  treatment  of 
psychiatric  patients  without  hospitalization,  there 
appears  to  be  a  slight  lessening  of  demand  for  in- 
patient care  in  our  psychiatric  divisions,  concur- 
rently with  an  increased  use  of  their  out-patient 
facilities. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  cold  statistics.  An 
asterisk  indicates  an  all-time  high.

Since  the  end  of  World  War  II  there  has  been  a 
consistent  national  and  local  trend  towards  short- 
ening of  average  patient  stay.  In  the  past  year  or 
two  this  trend  has  been  reversed  due  probably  to 
the  increasing  percentage  of  older  people  in  hos- 
pitals. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  average  length  of  pa- 
tient stay  at  The  New  York  Hospital  remained 
almost  constant  at  12.0  to  12.1  days  for  the  five  year 
period,  1953  through  1957.  In  1958  the  figure 
dropped  to  11. 7  and  remained  at  the  same  figure 
in  1959.  The  reasons  for  this  drop  are  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  tuberculosis  and  poliomyelitis 
cases,  both  of  which  require  long  term  stays,  im- 
provements in  medical  techniques  and  possibly 
pressure  for  beds  on  the  private  and  semi-private 
services,  which  encourages  doctors  to  discharge 
their  patients  as  early  as  possible,  consistent  with 
sound  medical  practice. 

This  shortening  of  patient  stay  puts  increased 
pressure  on  our  already  overloaded  ancillary  pro- 
fessional services,  such  as  X-ray,  Central  Labora- 
tories, Radioisotope  Laboratory  and  related  serv- 
ices. Since  modern  medical  practice  increasingly 
requires  the  use  of  these  services,  the  additional 
strain  of  shorter  patient  stay  only  adds  to  an  already 
difficult  situation.  Expansion  of  these  facilities  is 
included  in  our  long  range  planning.  The  table  on 
page  81  will  demonstrate  how  much  the  use  of 
these  services  has  increased  in  a  single  year. 

Since  1950,  when  17,588  new  patients  sought 
care  in  our  Out-Patient  Department  and  visits  to 
our  clinics  totaled  277,128,  there  has  been  a  steady 
decrease  in  demand  for  ambulatory  clinic  services 


to  a  low  of  13,511  new  patients  and  a  total  of  201,- 
566  visits  in  1958.  For  reasons  which  are  not  yet 
clear,  this  trend  was  reversed  in  1959,  when  14,111 
new  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  213,798  visits  were  recorded.  In 
addition  there  were  10,932  visits  to  the  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, 3,698  visits  at  the  Westchester  Division, 
3,078  visits  to  the  Westchester  Personnel  Health 
Service,  35,581  visits  by  students,  trainees  and  em- 
ployees to  The  New  York  Hospital  Personnel 
Health  Service  and  20,948  visits  to  our  Emergency 
Pavilion,  making  a  grand  total  of  288,035  visits  for 
the  Society. 

FINANCES 

As  in  last  year's  report,  financial  operating  re- 
sults will  be  reported  with  the  exclusion  of  all  pro- 
visions for  depreciation  as  an  expense.  To  the  net 
deficits  will  be  added  expenditures  for  capital  re- 
placements and  new  equipment  for  the  purchase 
of  which  no  gifts  were  specifically  designated.  The 
cost  of  major  building  projects  will  be  excluded. 
The  comparative  figures  for  1958  and  1959  follow:

The  operating  loss  of  $1,147,424  for  the  Society 
plus  an  outlay  of  $730,870  for  more  or  less  routine 
capital  expenditures  gives  a  total  of  $1,878,294, 
which  reflects  with  reasonable  accuracy  the  year's

drain  on  capital  funds  from  operations.  Against 
this  loss,  bequests  and  legacies  applicable  to  hos- 
pital operations  totaled  $652,715. 

Strenuous  efforts  to  augment  operating  income 
continued  during  the  year.  It  must  be  recognized 
that  exclusive  of  our  private  services,  for  which 
we  are  able  to  recover  our  full  charges  to  patients, 
the  City  of  New  York  is  responsible  for  paying  us 
on  behalf  of  its  medically  indigent,  which  consti- 
tute 17.4  per  cent  of  the  balance  of  our  patients,  and 
Blue  Cross  on  behalf  of  its  subscribers,  which  make 
up  50.8  per  cent  more.  In  other  words,  we  have 
little  control  over  the  income  received  from  68.2 
per  cent  of  our  patients,  excluding  those  in  the 
private  services. 

Through  concerted  efforts  of  the  Trustees  Com- 
mittee of  the  United  Hospital  Fund  and  related 
groups,  the  Mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate,  granted  a  $4.00  per  diem  increase  in 
payments  for  the  medically  indigent  effective  July  1 . 
This  brought  the  payment  rate  to  $20  a  day  as 
against  our  own  per  diem  cost  of  $38.11  in  our 
pavilions. 

Some  progress  was  made  towards  securing  more 
liberal  payments  from  Blue  Cross  through  nego- 
tiations conducted  in  large  part  by  representatives 
of  the  Greater  New  York  Hospital  Association. 
However,  additional  income  from  these  two 
sources  during  1959  came  only  to  approximately 
$325,000,  all  of  which  was  used  to  raise  wages  and 
salaries. 

Working  through  the  Greater  New  York  Hos- 
pital Association  and  its  Committee  on  A.H.S. 
(Blue  Cross)  considerable  progress  was  made  in 
the  development  of  a  new  and  more  equitable  for- 
mula for  the  reimbursement  of  hospitals  by  Blue 
Cross.  The  proposal  appears  to  have  the  support 
of  the  officers  of  Associated  Hospital  Service  (Blue 
Cross),  the  New  York  State  Superintendent  of 
Insurance  and  Dr.  Ray  E.  Trussell,  who,  as  Direc- 
tor of  the  School  of  Public  Health  and  Adminis- 
trative Medicine,  Columbia  University,  has  been 
conducting  a  study  of  the  non-profit  health  insur- 
ance plans  in  New  York  State  at  the  request  of  the 


Superintendent  of  Insurance.  We  are,  in  my  opin- 
ion, justified  in  looking  with  somewhat  more  op- 
timism to  the  coming  year  with  respect  to  Blue 
Cross  payment  rates. 

Nevertheless,  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  leader- 
ship as  a  great  center  for  medical  care,  teaching  and 
research,  and  if  we  are  to  assure  fiscal  integrity,  it 
is  essential,  as  suggested  above,  that  we  embark 
upon  a  capital  fund  raising  drive.  Many  programs 
and  projects,  which  would  benefit  the  public 
through  improvements  in  medical  care  and 
through  the  better  education  and  training  of  future 
doctors,  nurses  and  paramedical  personnel,  cannot 
be  prosecuted  wholeheartedly  because  of  lack  of 
funds.  The  time  is  at  hand  to  abolish  these  frustra- 
tions and  to  move  more  rapidly  forward  on  all 
fronts  so  that  we  may  fulfill  our  destiny  and  dis- 
charge our  responsibility  to  the  public.  In  doing 
so,  we  must  not  compromise  with  quality.  This 
will  require  funds. 

APPRECIATION 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  pay  special  tribute  to 
two  individuals:  first,  Mr.  Francis  Kernan,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  for  his  incisive  mind  which 
penetrates  accurately  and  quickly  to  the  core  of 
every  problem,  for  his  dynamic  leadership,  for  his 
courage  in  not  compromising  with  quality  in  the 
face  of  inadequate  operating  income,  for  his  dedi- 
cation to  the  ideals  and  objectives  of  the  Hospital, 
and  finally  for  his  wise  guidance  and  unfailing 
support,  especially  during  the  period  of  labor 
unrest  when  he  spent  untold  hours,  day  and  night, 
in  guiding  and  helping  those  hospitals  which  were 
less  fortunate  than  were  we;  second,  Dr.  Joseph 
C.  Hinsey,  Director  of  the  Center,  for  his  fair- 
mindedness  and  rare  good  judgment  which  have 
done  so  much  in  the  past  few  years  to  cement  firm- 
ly the  various  elements  of  the  Center,  which  in 
turn  has  prepared  the  climate  for  a  joint  fund 
raising  effort,  for  his  firm  leadership,  for  his  vast 
knowledge  of  all  the  factors  which  must  be  co- 
ordinated and  guided  in  a  great  medical  center, 
for  his  wisdom  and  for  his  unfailing  willingness 
to  give  advice  when  it  is  sought. 
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The  Governors,  as  always,  have  been  generous 
of  their  time  and  money.  Their  warm-hearted  per- 
ception in  dealing  with  the  Hospital's  problems 
has  been  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us  concerned  with 
the  day  to  day  management  of  its  affairs. 

To  all  my  associates  in  this  great  undertaking, 
Mr.  Laurence  G.  Payson,  Secretary  and  Treasurer; 
Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  President  of  the  Medical  Board; 
Dr.  John  E.  Deitrick,  Dean  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege; the  chiefs  of  our  various  services,  who  have 
participated  so  thoughtfully  in  the  development 


of  future  planning;  the  entire  attending  and  house 
staffs,  nursing  and  administrative  personnel  at  all 
levels  of  responsibility,  our  loyal  volunteers  and 
members  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  goes  special 
appreciation  for  their  ready  cooperation,  their  dedi- 
cation to  the  institution's  best  interests,  and  their 
consistently  warm,  courteous  and  sympathetic 
kindliness  toward  all  our  patients.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Governors, 
The  Society  of  the  New  Yor\  Hospital 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the 
Nursing  Service  for  the  year  1959. 

STAFFING 

Meeting  the  nursing  needs  of  patients  in  accord- 
ance with  accepted,  current,  professional  practices 
has  again  been  our  goal.  A  general  comment  would 
have  to  note  that  the  number  of  seriously  and  ter- 
minally ill  patients  seems  to  be  constantly  on  the 
increase.  New  medications,  equipment,  diagnostic 
tests  and  new  or  improved  techniques  in  medical 
practice  are  a  constant  challenge  to  the  nursing 
staff. 

The  following  figures  represent  appointments 
of  graduate  nurses  to  our  staff  and  resignations 
during  a  five-year  period:

We  budget  for  approximately  600  professional 
nurse  positions  annually. 

Turnover  rate  for  the  professional  nurses 
dropped  again  in  1959  from  a  low  of  44.3%  in  1958 
to  a  new  low  of  41.1%.  It  is  hoped  that  this  trend 
toward  longer  tenure,  in  some  measure  at  least, 
reflects  credit  on  the  time  and  effort  expended  in 
the  orientation  of  new  staff.  The  turnover  rate  for 
all  personnel  in  the  nursing  departments  dropped 
from  43.4%  in  1958  to  37.2%  for  1959. 

Among  the  factors  influencing  turnover  are  the 
sex,  age  and  ambitions  of  the  majority  of  nurses 
coming  into  the  profession.  There  is  a  nationwide 


competition  for  nursing  services.  Graduate  nurses 
are  young  women  in  the  marriage  market.  They 
are  seeking  new  and  satisfying  experiences  in  their 
personal  and  social  as  well  as  their  professional 
lives.  New  York  City  is  an  exciting  and  novel 
scene  to  many,  but,  after  sampling  it,  if  long  term 
satisfactions  are  not  in  view,  the  nurses  proceed  to 
greener  fields.  The  high  cost  of  living  in  relation 
to  salary,  the  dearth  of  pleasant  and  practical  hous- 
ing facilities,  the  scarcity  of  marriageable  young 
men  mitigate  against  a  long  stay  here.  Also,  the 
attractions  of  New  York  City  will  not  be  enough 
to  hold  the  young  nurse  who  has  spent  her  school 
days  here.  Incidentally,  marriage  does  not  neces- 
sarily mean  a  resignation.  If  attractive  living  and 
working  conditions  are  available  in  the  vicinity, 
the  nurse  usually  continues  on  the  staff  until  her 
family  responsibilities  increase. 

Personal  interviews  for  graduate  nurses  continue 
to  be  the  most  satisfactory  means  of  initiating  em- 
ployment as  mutual  needs  are  explored  more  fully 
and  a  smoother  period  of  adjustment  is  achieved. 
A  large  number  of  applicants  walk  into  the  office 
requesting  an  interview  without  having  made  any 
prior  contact.  The  cooperation  of  the  nursing  de- 
partment heads  in  seeing  these  nurses  on  a  "stat" 
basis  adds  to  the  success  of  the  procedure.  In  1958 
there  were  323  such  interviews;  in  1959,  419  were 
conducted.  Inquiries  about  position  openings  in 
the  clinical  area  of  choice  and  the  salary  ranges 
constitute  the  main  questions;  however,  increasing 
emphasis  is  placed  by  applicants  on  the  amount 
and  frequency  of  shift  rotations,  and  the  avail- 
ability of  apartment  housing. 

Experimentation  with  staffing  patterns  has  been 
underway  throughout  the  year  in  order  to  utilize 
available  professional  nursing  services  to  the  best 
possible  advantage.  Infant  care  technicians  have 
been  employed  in  increasing  numbers  in  our  new- 
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born  nurseries  where,  under  the  direction  of  pro- 
fessional nurses,  they  have  proven  to  be  thoroughly 
competent  in  the  care  of  the  normal,  well  infant. 

Although  the  practical  nurse  group  remains 
small,  much  more  stability,  and  concomitantly 
more  success,  was  had  with  their  employment  and 
utilization  during  1959.  The  practice  of  assigning 
these  nurses  to  permanent  evening  and  night  pro- 
fessional nurses,  providing  continuity  and  under- 
standing in  their  supervision,  seems  to  account  for 
their  stability.  Continuous  effort  is  made  to  help 
head  nurses  and  staff  nurses  understand  the  contri- 
bution that  the  practical  nurse  can  make  to  the 
nursing  service  by  developing  and  challenging  her 
to  become  a  responsible  partner  in  giving  good 
bedside-nursing  care. 

Our  mainstay  in  part-time  assistance  has  been 
the  per  diem  nurses.  Although  their  services  are 
appreciated  greatly  when  there  are  not  enough 
staff  nurses,  they  do  nonetheless  create  staffing 
problems.  Their  availability  is  not  always  predict- 
able; their  attendance  is  irregular;  their  stamina  is 
often  depleted  by  full-time  jobs  elsewhere;  provid- 
ing them  with  adequate  orientation  to  procedures 
and  routines  is  difficult  indeed.  Yet,  frequently, 
these  nurses  are  called  upon  to  cover  any  unit  at 
any  time  with  very  little  assistance. 

A  further  effort  with  the  staff  has  been  to  try  to 
make  the  evening  and  night  service  more  palat- 
able. The  generous  bonus  certainly  has  helped,  but 
assistance  with  working  out  plans  in  advance — for 
extended  periods — with  each  one  taking  a  fair 
share  and  yet  trying  to  meet  social  needs  has  re- 
sulted in  growing  understanding  and  resulting 
maturity  for  meeting  patients'  needs  during  the 
evening  and  night  hours. 

We  are  appreciative  of  the  part-time  assistance 
given  by  our  volunteers.  Their  contribution  to  the 
amenities  and  often  even  to  the  essentials  of  pa- 
tient care  cannot  be  rated  too  highly. 

A  new  difficulty  in  maintaining  adequate  num- 
bers and  quality  of  personnel  on  duty  occurred 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year.  As  part  of  the 
staphylococcus  control  program,  systematic  nose 


and  throat  cultures  of  various  segments  of  the  nurs- 
ing staff  were  begun.  Those  found  to  be  harboring 
the  80/81  strain  of  the  organism  were  withdrawn 
from  all  contact  with  patients  until  such  time  as 
cultures  became  safely  negative.  As  a  result  not  a 
week  has  passed  since  June  1st  without  some  staff 
members  being  sent  off  duty  for  this  reason. 

STAPHYLOCOCCAL  INFECTIONS 

The  problem  of  having  large  numbers  of  per- 
sonnel off  duty  because  they  are  carrying  80/81 
staphylococcus  is  giving  us  pause  for  thought  as 
we  try  to  maintain  adequate  standards  of  nursing 
care.  The  stress  that  this  creates  upon  those  who 
are  left  to  carry  on  is  staggering,  particularly  when 
staff  is  already  depleted  by  shortages,  vacations, 
other  illness,  etc. 

We  are  currently  studying  the  volume,  fre- 
quency and  duration  of  positive  cultures  among 
our  personnel  in  order  to  develop  more  effective 
long  range  plans  for  realistic  staffing  patterns.  For 
example,  nurses  are  capable  of  accepting  re-assign- 
ment within  the  nursing  departments;  however, 
even  this  re-assignment  potential  reaches  the  point 
of  diminishing  returns  when  nursing  care  cannot 
be  distributed  to  areas  of  greatest  need.  Therefore, 
we  are  most  anxious  to  learn  about  the  incidence, 
prevalence  and  recurrence  rate  of  this  infection 
among  all  personnel.  Perhaps,  as  we  gather  suffi- 
cient information  we  can  arrive  at  statistical  evi- 
dence that  will  help  us  predict  and  thereby  forestall 
the  development  of  positive  cultures  among  nurs- 
ing staff.  Such  things  as  arranging  long  blocks  of 
time  off,  or  planning  periodic  rotations  might,  if 
timed  properly,  prevent  large  numbers  of  person- 
nel from  reaching  the  "carrier"  stage  through  re- 
peated inoculation  and  saturation  with  the  organ- 
ism. 

Through  the  vigilance  and  efforts  of  the  Center- 
wide  committee  for  control  of  staphylococcal  in- 
fections, we  have  become  increasingly  aware  of  the 
hazards  this  organism  can  pose  for  the  safety  and 
welfare  of  our  patients  and  our  personnel.  Accord- 
ingly, nursing  service  has  taken  an  active  part  in  a 
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prevention  and  control  program  designed  to  limit 
the  effects  of  this  organism. 

Staphylococcal  infections  have  drawn  attention 
to  the  need  for  consistent  vigilance  and  adherence 
to  high  standards  of  housekeeping  techniques. 
Emphasis  has  been  placed  also  upon  eliminating 
as  many  unnecessary  functions  and  procedures  as 
possible  to  reduce  risk  of  infection.  Particular  at- 
tention has  been  given  to  improvement  of  house 
cleaning,  enforcement  of  careful  adherence  to 
medical  and  surgical  aseptic  technique,  and  im- 
provement of  facilities  on  the  unit.  As  a  result, 
closer  working  relationships  with  Building  Serv- 
ice, Engineering  and  Laundry  and  Linen  Depart- 
ments have  resulted. 

INTERDEPARTMENTAL  RELATIONSHIPS 

In  an  institution  as  large  as  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital, communications  and  working  relationships 
with  other  departments  can  become  quite  complex. 
Administrative  channels  are  necessary  for  coordi- 
nation and  control  of  inter-departmental  activities, 
but  they  can  also  cause  delayed  action  on  frustrat- 
ing problems.  The  opportunity  for  nursing  depart- 
ment heads  to  discuss  their  problems  with  appro- 
priate administrators,  who  are  in  a  position  to  give 
explanation  or  plan  action,  promotes  mutual  un- 
derstanding of  difficulties  and  greatly  reduces  the 
time  needed  to  effect  change  in  procedure. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  Central  Sterile  Sup- 
ply, we  have  been  able  to  increase  our  use  of  auto- 
claving  as  a  means  of  sterilization  of  instruments 
and  equipment.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  physical 
facilities  will  become  available  to  permit  prepara- 
tion of  all  sterile  items  in  Central  Sterile  Supply. 
Also,  that  some  system  can  be  devised  for  the  oc- 
casional loan  of  items  that  can  ordinarily  be  ob- 
tained only  by  exchange.  This  would  provide  for 
emergencies  and  would  help  to  eliminate  the  neces- 
sity of  storing  excess  equipment  needed  only  when 
the  demand  was  unusually  great. 

During  the  year  a  much  closer  working  rela- 
tionship with  members  of  Building  Service  was 
maintained.  Clarification  of  responsibilities  and 
functions  of  Building  Service  and  Nursing  Service 


personnel  resulted  from  joint  planning  and  analy- 
sis of  problems.  Inspection  tours  proved  to  be  a 
very  effective  method  for  teaching  the  importance 
of  high  standards  of  cleanliness  to  both  profes- 
sional and  nonprofessional  personnel. 

During  periods  of  critical  shortage  of  profes- 
sional nurses,  the  interaction  between  the  nursing 
departments  and  the  other  departments  of  the  Hos- 
pital assumes  even  greater  importance  than  in 
more  normal  staffing  periods.  Our  desire  is  in- 
creased to  see  some  of  the  ancillary  departments 
take  over  certain  functions  which  nursing  has  had 
to  be  responsible  for  in  the  past.  We  recognize  that 
limitations  in  space,  money  and  personnel  are 
largely  responsible  for  our  continuing  to  carry 
many  non-nursing  duties  and  that  the  solution  of 
these  problems  requires  time.  It  is  difficult  to  help 
the  head  nurse  or  the  staff  nurse  acquire  a  patient 
attitude  towards  long-term  problems  of  such  a 
nature  when  her  time,  that  is  needed  so  desperately 
for  direct  patient  care,  has  to  be  devoted  to  such 
non-nursing  activities. 

Nursing  representation  on  the  Administrative 
Advisory  Committees  continues  to  provide  oppor- 
tunity for  keeping  informed  of  the  hopes  and  plans 
of  the  various  chiefs  of  services,  for  raising  ques- 
tions for  their  consideration  and  for  interpreting 
nursing  responsibilities  and  functions  as  seen  by 
the  nurse.  Through  exchange  of  ideas  it  has  been 
possible  to  clarify  the  role  of  nursing  as  it  relates 
to  other  hospital  disciplines.  It  will  be  important  to 
maintain  an  administrative  framework  that  will 
support  the  anticipated  increase  in  both  medical 
and  nursing  research  in  order  to  insure  intelligent 
care  to  patients. 

Good  interpersonal  relationships  between  the 
nursing  and  medical  staffs  have  contributed  not 
only  to  improve  patient  care  but  also  have  helped 
to  sustain  a  relatively  high  level  of  morale  among 
the  nurses  in  spite  of  staffing  difficulties. 

PATIENT  CARE 

The  objective  of  nursing  care  may  be  stated 
briefly  as  assisting  the  patient  through  his  hospitali- 
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zation  in  such  a  manner  that  his  convalescence  and 
ultimate  rehabilitation  are  effected.  This  objective 
demands  not  only  attention  to  the  daily  needs  of 
the  patient  while  in  the  hospital,  but  carefully 
planned  teaching  and  provision  for  necessary  fol- 
low-up after  his  discharge  as  well. 

To  aid  in  the  overall  objective,  several  teaching 
and  informational  guides  have  been  developed 
over  the  years.  This  year  a  pamphlet  entitled  "A 
Guide  for  the  Amputee"  was  completed  under  the 
aegis  of  the  Surgical  Nursing  Department.  These 
materials  have  had  wide  circulation  within  the 
Hospital,  in  community  agencies  and  in  other  hos- 
pitals throughout  the  country.  Other  teaching 
plans  are  currently  being  studied  for  preparation 
as  systematic  guides. 

Also  related  to  our  objective  are  our  referral  pro- 
grams, both  intramural  and  interagency.  Good  re- 
ferrals result  in  continuity  of  patient  care  from  one 
department  in  the  hospital  to  another,  and  from 
the  hospital  to  community  agencies. 

Finally,  our  objective  is  facilitated  by  individual 
patient  care  plans  and  by  Health  Team  and  Nurs- 
ing Team  Conferences.  Keeping  these  programs 
going  with  a  constantly  changing  staff  requires 
considerable  effort  on  the  part  of  head  nurses  and, 
most  particularly,  of  the  supervisory  staff.  It  is  this 
latter  group  who  provide  the  hard  core  of  our 
nursing  service,  who  maintain  high  standards  and 
ideals  of  good  nursing  in  spite  of  the  terrific  odds 
of  ever-fluctuating  numbers  of  staff  and  an  ever- 
increasing  work  load. 

There  seems  to  be  general  agreement  as  to  the 
value  of  the  nursing  students'  contributions  to 
patient  care.  Their  questions  arouse  interest  and 
encourage  others  to  seek  answers,  while  their  ad- 
herence to  the  details  of  procedures  influences 
others  to  keep  informed  of  current  techniques.  In- 
troducing students  to  new  experiences  often  pro- 
vides valuable  clues  for  orientation  of  new  staff. 
Also,  since  the  nursing  students  are  often  interested 
in  the  teaching  of  patients,  they  not  only  help  to 
extend  this  as  a  direct  service  to  patients  but  by 
example  may  remind  others  of  its  importance. 


Any  review  of  nursing  activities  should  also 
take  into  consideration  the  predicted  trends  which 
suggest  a  future  expansion  and  refinement  of  serv- 
ices for  the  ambulatory  patient.  An  awareness  of 
these  trends  is  reflected  in  the  new  construction  of 
physical  facilities  and  the  procurement  of  addi- 
tional up-to-date  equipment;  also,  the  medical 
staff  plans  an  approach  to  medical  care  that  will  be 
ready  to  meet  the  anticipated  needs  and  expecta- 
tions of  the  public.  Interest  in  individualizing 
patient  care  has  motivated  clinic  nurses  to  delegate 
non-nursing  functions  and  to  retain  those  provid- 
ing direct  contact  with  patients.  This,  together 
with  a  real  concern  for  what  will  happen  to  the 
patient  in  the  interim  between  clinic  visits,  has  led 
to  practices  which  have  already  promoted  a  high 
level  of  care  and  should  provide  a  sound  basis  for 
keeping  pace  with  the  activities  of  other  profes- 
sional personnel  in  up-grading  service  to  patients. 

IN-SERVICE 

Our  many-faceted  program  of  staff  development 
aims  for  satisfactory  nursing  service  by  the  effec- 
tive use  of  available  personnel  and  facilities.  The 
program  has  been  built  on  the  basic  orientation 
given  to  all  new  personnel  and  has  directed  its 
activities  towards  developing  a  feeling  of  security 
in  the  new  staff  members  within  each  nursing 
department.  This  has  included  emphasis  on  service 
philosophy,  the  participation  of  the  graduate  staff 
nurses  in  developing  programs  and  increasing 
their  knowledge  in  the  clinical  area  to  which  as- 
signed. 

In-service  programs  also  have  stimulated  interest 
in  interdepartmental  exchange  of  information  that 
has  many  implications  for  improving  patient  care 
and  increasing  the  confidence  of  nurses  who  may 
be  unfamiliar  with  certain  procedures.  Since  the 
satisfactions  as  well  as  the  success  of  projects  are 
derived  to  a  great  extent  from  the  opportunity  to 
work  creatively  in  an  area  of  particular  interest, 
our  nurses  are  given  considerable  freedom  to  de- 
velop their  own  ideas  for  improving  patient  care. 
Guidance  is  available  but  the  idea  and  the  plan 
usually  originate  with  the  person  who  will  try  it. 
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This  tends  to  keep  such  projects  practical  and  use- 
ful but  stimulating. 

Members  of  the  staff  have  been  able  to  attend 
and  participate  in  many  in-service  programs  and 
outside  meetings.  These  have  been  personally  re- 
warding and  professionally  productive.  It  is  hoped 
that  an  interested  staff,  in  a  setting  that  provides 
opportunities  for  creative  thinking  and  active  re- 
search leading  to  development  of  procedures,  can 
continue  to  keep  pace  with  the  modern  trends  in 
nursing  and  can  be  ready  to  participate  in  pro- 
grams of  the  future. 

Requests  for  members  of  the  nursing  staff  to 
serve  on  committees  both  within  and  outside  the 
Center,  to  act  as  consultants,  speakers  at  conven- 
tions, leaders  of  workshops  and  institutes  through- 
out the  country  are  becoming  increasingly  numer- 
ous. The  nursing  service  welcomes  these  oppor- 
tunities to  cooperate  with  all  those  interested  in 
improving  the  care  of  patients  everywhere. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

Much  credit  should  be  given  the  nurses  whose 
devotion  and  keen  sense  of  responsibility  enabled 
us  to  maintain  an  adequate  standard  of  nursing 
care  in  spite  of  a  shortage  of  professional  nurses. 


The  loyalty  and  cooperation  they  have  demon- 
strated in  working  overtime,  making  changes  in 
their  personal  plans  to  cover  for  illnesses,  and  ac- 
cepting long  assignments  on  the  evening  and 
night  shifts  have  been  heartening.  The  super- 
visors and  head  nurses  should  be  commended 
especially  for  success  in  their  efforts  to  maintain 
relatively  high  morale  among  their  staff  members 
despite  these  conditions.  Acceptance  of  compro- 
mise in  their  immediate  and  long-term  goals  to- 
ward improvements  in  nursing  care  and  nursing 
education  has  been  especially  frustrating  for  these 
individuals.  It  is  probable  that  their  accomplish- 
ments, although  compromises,  have  received  great- 
er recognition  from  patients  and  their  families 
than  is  realized. 

We  record  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
of  the  administrative,  professional  and  service  de- 
partments of  the  Medical  Center.  We  are  grateful 
particularly  to  Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt  and  his  associ- 
ates, to  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Hinsey,  to  Mr.  Laurence  G. 
Payson,  to  the  Women's  Auxiliary  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  for  their  continued 
support  and  understanding.

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  herewith  the  re- 
port of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  The  Society  of 
the  New  York  Hospital.  This  organization  is 
growing  in  membership,  interests  and  services;  by 
increasing  our  knowledge  and  understanding  of 
the  Hospital,  our  members  will  be  better  inter- 
preters of  the  Hospital  to  their  communities. 

The  Auxiliary  income  comes  from  member 
dues,  proceeds  from  the  Gift  Shop  and  Thrift 
Shop,  and  donations  to  our  Special  Purposes  Fund. 

In  November  we  were  fortunate  in  finding 
Mrs.  William  D.  Gaillard,  who  has  taken  over  our 
clerical  work  on  a  part  time  basis. 

We  have  been  privileged  to  have  three  members 
of  the  Medical  Staff  who  have  given  most  interest- 
ing reports  of  their  work:  Dr.  Connie  M.  Guion, 
Consultant  in  Medicine;  Dr.  Herbert  Conway, 
Attending  Surgeon -in -Charge,  Plastic  Surgery; 
and  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Artusio,  Jr.,  Anesthesiologist-in- 
Chief. 

THE  NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL  LEAGUE 

The  New  York  Hospital  League,  which  is  com- 
posed of  staff  wives,  is  now  an  established  organi- 
zation. These  young  women  have  collected  rum- 
mage and  helped  in  our  Thrift  Shop.  With  the 
financial  aid  of  the  Auxiliary,  they  published  an 
information  booklet  for  wives  of  new  staff  mem- 
bers. This  proved  to  be  most  helpful.  A  member 
of  this  League  serves  as  liaison  and  attends  meet- 
ings of  the  Auxiliary.  Mrs.  Walter  B.  Hoover  has 
been  their  representative  this  year.  The  Auxiliary 
planned  with  the  League  a  Valentine  dancing 
party.  Mrs.  Harold  Shattuck,  our  chairman  for  the 


League  activities,  did  a  wonderful  job  in  helping 
them  to  give  the  kind  of  party  they  wanted  to  have. 
This  proved  to  be  a  successful  idea  and  we  hope  it 
will  be  continued  in  the  future.  Our  relationship 
with  these  young  people  has  been  satisfying  for  all 
of  us  and  I  believe  it  has  given  them  a  feeling  of 
being  a  part  of  this  great  medical  center,  which 
indeed  they  are. 

THE  YORK  NURSERY  SCHOOL 

The  York  Nursery  School  serves  an  important 
purpose  in  the  Center.  The  Auxiliary  has  no  of- 
ficial connection  with  this  school,  but  we  were  able 
to  contribute  $1,700  toward  their  expenses;  $500  of 
this  money  was  a  designated  gift  from  a  member 
of  our  Board. 

NURSING  COMMITTEE 

We  have  had  an  active  Nursing  Committee  this 
past  year.  Mrs.  Walter  G.  Dunnington  was  the 
chairman.  With  her  enthusiasm  and  the  excellent 
help  of  Miss  Joanna  Foster  of  the  Hospital  Nurs- 
ing Service,  we  were  able  to  have  several  evening 
parties  given  by  members  in  their  homes.  Some  of 
these  included  both  doctors  and  nurses;  others 
were  just  for  the  nurses.  Mrs.  Tuckerman  Draper 
lectured  on  Interior  Decoration  to  over  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  graduate  nurses  and  a  group  from 
The  New  York  Hospital  League.  Bridge  lessons 
were  organized.  Thirty-two  nurses  signed  up  for 
a  course  of  six  lessons.  Tickets  to  theatres,  concerts, 
antique  shows,  museum  openings,  symphonies, 
television  programs,  etc.  have  been  donated  by 
members  of  the  Auxiliary.  There  were  several 
hundred  tickets  in  all.  Magazine  subscriptions 
were  donated  by  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Farr.  We  were 
given  the  use  of  a  swimming  pool  and  tennis 
court  on  Long  Island  by  one  of  our  members.  This 
was  a  wonderful  recreation  spot,  and  was  used  by 
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about  one  hundred  and  twenty  doctors  and  nurses 
during  last  summer. 

The  results  of  our  Gift  Shop  and  Thrift  Shop 
speak  for  themselves.  We  have  never  before  raised 
as  much  money  as  we  did  from  these  two  enter- 
prises this  year. 

GIFT  SHOP  COMMITTEE 

The  Gift  Shop  chairman,  Mrs.  William  M.  Dur- 
yea,  worked  hard  to  attain  these  gratifying  results, 
but  she  could  not  have  done  this  without  the  com- 
plete cooperation  of  the  girls  in  the  Shop.  They 
should  all  get  great  credit  for  their  interest  and 
assistance. 

THRIFT  SHOP  COMMITTEE 

Mrs.  Russell  L.  Cecil  has  proved  again  that  the 
Thrift  Shop  is  a  splendid  form  of  revenue.  Their 
expenses  increased  considerably  as  they  had  to 
enlarge  their  shop,  but  they  were  able,  with  the 
cooperation  of  Mrs.  Lovett  Sturgis,  Mrs.  Murray 
Sargent,  and  our  Committee,  to  obtain  the  much 
needed  rummage  to  meet  this  problem. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

As  an  Auxiliary  we  have  continued  to  show  our 
interest  in  Social  Service  by  taking  responsibility 
for  contributing  to  the  expense  of  this  department. 
The  distribution  from  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
Women's  Division  goes  to  the  Hospital  for  this 
purpose  and  we  again  contributed  $11,000  from  the 
Gift  Shop  and  Thrift  Shop  receipts.  The  Social 
Service  Committee  no  longer  has  to  be  concerned 
with  the  development  and  running  of  the  depart- 
ment. We  have  helped  to  put  it  on  a  professional 
basis  and  we  are  pleased  that  Social  Service  is  now 
accepted  as  an  important  and  necessary  part  of 
hospital  care.  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill  is  chairman 
of  this  committee. 

OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  COMMITTEE 

Our  association  with  the  Occupational  Therapy 
department  has  been  a  matter  of  obtaining  sup- 


plies which  otherwise  they  would  not  have  had. 
Mrs.  Philip  Hopp,  our  committee  chairman,  has 
been  able  to  interpret  these  needs  as  she  has  been 
a  volunteer  in  this  department  for  some  years. 


VOLUNTEER  COMMITTEE 

Mrs.  Frank  J.  Manheim  is  our  chairman  of  the 
Volunteer  Committee.  This  department  has  con- 
tinued to  try  to  supply  volunteers  to  meet  the  re- 
quests for  supplementary  assistance  to  services 
sponsored  by  the  Auxiliary. 

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

Mrs.  William  Woodward,  our  Library  chair- 
man, reported  that  19,673  books  and  5,552  maga- 
zines were  distributed.  In  order  to  finance  pur- 
chases of  new  books,  library  book  sales  are  held 
every  year.  A  patients'  library  to  be  effective  must 
be  a  vital,  evergrowing  organization. 

UNITED  HOSPITAL  FUND  COMMITTEE 

In  the  United  Hospital  Fund  drive,  ably  led  by 
Mrs.  Carl  Muschenheim,  we  raised  $138,399.  Those 
on  the  Honor  Roll  were  Mrs.  A.  Conger  Goodyear, 
Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill,  Mrs.  Philip  Hopp,  Mrs.

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Legacies  to  the  Hospital 

The  Hospital  has  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity.  No  precise  words  are  neces- 
sary to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  clause,  however,  may  be  suggested: 

"I  give  and  bequeath  to  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
HOSPITAL  the  sum  of dollars." 

If  land  or  any  specific  personal  property  such  as  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  is  given,  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  should  be  inserted  instead  of  the  words  "the  sum  of    

dollars." 

A  lawyer  should  be  retained  to  supervise  the  drawing  of  the  Will  and  its  execution  in 
order  to  make  sure  that  all  requirements  of  law  are  complied  with.  It  is  advisable  to  give  the 
Hospital  considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  funds  because  changing  circumstances  may  other- 
wise lessen  the  usefulness  of  the  gift. 

Endowed  Beds 

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  a  donation  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the  general 
funds  of  the  Society.  The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate,  subject  to  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  a  patient  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  one  bed  in  the 
pavilions  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  except  for  special  service,  for  a  total  of  as  many  days 
in  any  twelve  months'  period  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  privilege 
of  nomination  may  not  extend  beyond  the  generation  succeeding  the  donor,  nor  for  longer 
than  25  years.  The  Governors  may  in  their  discretion  accept  such  other  gifts  for  endowed 
beds  as  they  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Society. 
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
